By the Right Honourable the Lords of the 
Committee of Council appointed for the 
Confideration of all Matters relating to 
Trade and Foreign Plantations. 


Y OUR Majefty having been pleafed by your Order in Council* 
bearing Date the nth February 1788, to direct that this Com¬ 
mittee fhould forthwith take into their Confideration the prefen t State of 
the African Trade, particularly aa fai as relates to the Practice and 
Manner of purchafing or obtaining Slaves on the Coaft of Africa, and 
the Importation and Sale thereof, either in the Britifh Colonies and 
Settlements, or in the Foreign Colonies and Settlements in America or 
the Weft Indies; and alfo, as far as relates to the Effeds and Con- 
fequences of this Trade both in Africa and in the faid Colonies and 
Settlements, and to the general Commerce of this Kingdom; and fhould 
report to your Majefty in Council the Refiilt of their Inquiries, with fiich 
Obfervations as they might have to offer thereupon: 

The Committee, in obedience to your Majefty’s faid Order of Re¬ 
ference, proceeded immediately to inveftigate the Subject fo referred, and 
examined fuch Perfons as either offered themfelves, or fuch as they 
thought proper to fummon, being in the Judgment of the Committee 
likely to convey ufeful Infonnation thereupon; and they applied to the 
Committee of the Company of Merchants trading to Africa; to the 
, Agents for the feveral Britifh Iflands in the Weft Indies; and to your 
Majefty’s Governors and the Councils and Aflemblies of the faid Iflands; 
and alfo to the Society for the Propagation of the Gofpel in Foreign Parts, 
for Anfwers to fuch Queftions as appeared to the Committee to be cal¬ 
culated to produce Information on the feveral Parts of this extenfive 
Subject. The Committee thought proper likewife to apply to your 
Majefty’s Minifters at Foreign Courts for fuch Information as they might 
be able to procure concerning the State of the African Trade as carried 
on by Foreign Countries, and concerning the Manner of tranfporting 
Slaves to their refpedive Colonies, and the Treatment of them there. 
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And 





And the Committee alfo caufed the Books of the late Board of T. rade 
to be fearched for all the Information to be found therein refpe&ing 
this Subject. They alfo called ..for, and obtained from the Public 
Offices and other Sources, fuch Accounts as appeared to them to be 
likely to throw light upon any of the Heads of this Inquiry, and 
particularly upon the Extent and Value of this Trade in all its Branches, 
and the Effe&s and Confequences of it upon the general Commerce of this 
Kingdom. 

And the Committee having been employed for upwards of Twelve 
Months in collecting Information upon the feveral Points before mentioned, 
and conceiving it may be your Majefty’s Intention to order this Report to 
be laid as foon as poffible before Parliament, have thought it right, 
without any further Delay, or waiting for any additional Information, to 
direCt that the Information already collected be arranged as nearly as may 
be found practicable, according to the following Plan: 

FIRST. The Evidence that the Committee has obtained of the pre- 
fent State of thofe Parts of Africa from whence Slaves have been exported, 
taking each Country that lies upon the Coaft feparately, beginning from 
the River Senegal, and defcending fouthward to the laft of the European 
Settlements on the faid Con ft, with fuch Information as has been ob¬ 
tained of the interior Countries, lituated behind each of the faid Coun¬ 
tries on the Coaft refpeCtively; comprehending under this Head, 

i ft, The Government of each Country. 

2d, The Religion. 

3d, The Cuftoms, Manners, &c. 

4th, The Manner in which Slaves are made, or become fo. For 
example: 

Whether they are born Slaves, or made Captives in War, 
or kidnapped. 

Whether condemned to be Slaves for Crimes, and for what 
Crimes. 

5 th, Whether they are brought from other Countries in the in¬ 
terior Parts of Africa, and from what Countries, See. 

6th, Tbe Treatment of Slaves in the Country from whence they 
are brought. 

7 th, The Manner in which Europeans purchafe Slaves, whether 

with Money or by Merchandife, and at what Prices; or whether 
they ever obtain them by Fraud, or in any improper Way what- 
foever ? 

8 th, The Behaviour of Slaves at the Time and Place of Sale, or 

in confequence of being fold. 

9th, The Numbers carried annually from each Country on the 
Coaft by the different European Nations; and the Proportion of 
Males, Females, and Children. 

10th, How the Slaves offered for Sale, when not purchafed, are dif- 
pofed of.

Advantages, which the French Weft India Iflands are fuppofed at proent 
to enjoy "over the Britilh Wands, and the Reafons and Circumftances on 
which thefe fuperior Advantages appear to be founded, according o 
Plan ftated in Paper C. in the Appendix. 

SIXTH. All the Information that has been obtained concerning the 
Extent of the Trade of other European Nations to Africa, and the 
Manner in which the fame is carried on; and concerning the Treatment 
of Slaves in the Foreign Iflands or Colonies in America and the 
Weft Indies; and concerning the Trade in Slaves carried on from t 
Northern, Eaftern, and Southern Coafts of Africa, or in the interior 
Parts of that Country as conneded therewith, either by Europeans, 
or by the different People of Afia and Africa. 

All the Information and Matter colleded by the Committee, has, in 
purfuance of their Orders, been arranged under the foregoing Heads by 
the Gentlemen belonging to the Office for Trade; and the 
Evidence upon each Head is ftated as nearly as poffible in the very Words 
in which the fame was given. If it ffiould be wiffied to fee the whole 
Evidence exa&ly as it was taken before the Committee, a Copy theieot 
■verbatim is ready to be produced; but the Committee think it their 
Duty to fubmit to your Majefty’s Confideration, how far it may be 
proper to make public all the Information received refpeaing the prefent 
State of the Forts on the Coaft of Africa; and alfo fome Circumftances 
refpeaing the Share which your Majefty’s Subjeas have in the Foreign 
Trade carried on upon the Coaft of Africa for the Supply of Slaves to 
the Foreign Wands and Settlements in America and the Weft Indies. 
Thefe, for Reafons refpeaing the Public as well as Individuals, it may 
not perhaps be fo prudent wholly to divulge.

J JOHN BARNES, Efquire, was refident at Senegal near Eight Years, the laft Three PART I. 

J Years as Governor, the firft Five Years as a Merchant; has been at other Places on the -'-- 

Coaft of Africa, blit was never in the Service of the African Company upon any other Part ^Countries 
of the Coaft. The Nature of his Commerce upon the River Senegal was chiefly the Gum 0 f Walo and 
Trade. Cayor, or 

The Countries immediately round Senegal 3re the Country of Walo, and the Country of . ^ Barn*? 
Cayor or Demel; the Nature of the Government in thefe Countries (which are of confiderable kfquixe*™'** 
Extent) is Monarchy, abfolute in fome Refpetts, but limited in others, and hereditary in the 
Female Line. 

As to the Religion of thefe Countries, great Part of the Inhabitants are Mahometans, but 
very imperfect. The Government is greatly under the Influence and Controul of the Mootifti 
Tribes inhabiting the Defert on the North Side of the River; this Defert extends from the 
North Side of the River Senegal to the Southern Declivity of Mount Atlas. The Extent is 
about Ten Degrees from North to South, and the Borders of it to the River Senegal or 
Mount Atlas are alone inhabited.

This Country is under one Government; the Nature of the Government is monarchical, 
but of a very uncertain Kind j fometimes very arbitrary and at others not fo. 

The better Sort of People are Mahometans ; the common People have all Sorts of 
Superftition ; they in general worlhip Trees.

THOMAS POPLETT, Efquire, an Officer in the African Gorps, was at Goree and Goree.Gam- 
Gambia near Four Years, from 1779 to 1783 : He has been up the River Gambia to the bia. and 
Diftance of 300 or 400 Miles ; but never was up the River Senegal ; had no Concern in Countries 
Trade himfelf, but had Opportunities of feeing the Manner in which it was carried on. * joining. 


Mr. Poplett being afked. If he knew any Thing of the Nature of the Government in thefe 
Countries, gave the following Account: 


Mr. Poplett. 


The Nature of the Government of thefe Countries, viz. the Kingdom of Demel, Tin, 
Barbefiin, and Barra, on the North Side of the River Gambia (which Countries run from 
the River Senegal to the Gambia, and extend upwards of 200 Miles) are all abfolute 
Monarchies, and are in fa£t governed more by the Caprice of the Monarch, than by any 
fixed Syftem of Government; they have a Council, confiding of the Alcaide or Governor, 
the GeroufF or Mayor, the Marabou or Prieft, and fome of the Elders of the Village, the 
whole Council being from Seven to Nine in Number: Thefe confult and advife the King, 
but he is not obliged to follow their Advice, nor does he ever do fo, unlefs it confifts with his 
own Opinion or Intereft, or that he apprehends they will have Force fufficient to refill him, 
which they frequently do. 

To furnilh the Revenues of thefe Kingdoms, every Village pays a regular Cuftom to the 
King, confiding of Two Parts; the one annual, which is fixed by the King; the other, in 
proportion to the Trade of the Ships. 

This Revenue or Cudom is paid in Slaves, Powder, Shot, Brandy, Tobacco, and other 
Merchandize brought from Europe. When this Cuftom is not paid regularly, the King 
firft gives Notice to pay it, and if not then paid within a certain Time, he comes down with

adjoining. \ hey are under ft 0 od to be Matters of the Lives of their Subjects; but they ufe <lo 

Mr. Poplctt. this Power with very great Lenity; only when any of their Subjects are reprefen e y ht 
Alcaide, or Chief of the Village, to be incorrigible, the King makes no Scruple of cutting 
olF their Heads without any Form of Trial. 

The People upon the Coaft are wholly Mahometans i next to them, internally,here i 
a Country containing a People called the Sierneurs, who believe in a Supreme Bei Benefits 
tdtifyfuch Belief by (hewing great Marks of Joy and Gratitude on occafion of any Benefits 
received: They have no Idols! nor any Form of Worlh.p ; their principal Tenet is that ( 
they are to be happy in this World, and they endeavour to make themfelves fo, by every Spe es ^ 
of licentious Enjoyment, which they even purfue under any Afflitf ion. The Countries beyond 
thefe are chiefly Pagan. The Country of the Sierneurs is more populous, in proportion to 
its Extent, thin the Mahometan Countries} the Sierrieurs are governed by a Number of 
independent Chiefs, but they have no Kings. Thefe People are Wanderers, like the Moors, 
but rbev wander only within the Limits of their own Country. 0

The Black Mahometans upon the Coaft are ftrong and robuft, very handfome ana 
remarkably tall} they have woolly Heads, aquiline Nofes, and thin Lips. „ T n i

fpeak the Mundingo Language. * 

The Sierrieurs have Nofes quite flat, they think it a Beauty, and Prefs down the N| rf ‘ 
their Children accordingly; they are woolly-headed, ftrong, (hort and thick, and their Fa 
are tattpod ; they are fond of War, and are a very artful People. 

The Wolloffs are a fenfible, hofpitable, and civil People, but jealous and vindi&ive.^ ^ 
The People of Tin are ferious in their Difpofition, much opprefled by their King, and natu^ 
rally jealous and vindictive. 

The Barbeffins and the Barras are an artful People, much accuftomed to Chicanery in 
« Trade, and perfidious in their Dealings} they are lively, jealous, and vindictive. 

I,', 4 The people in general are very indolent; the Men do nothing but fmoke, (hoot, and fill, r 
the Women do all the Work of the Field as well as of the Houfe Every Man is allowed w 
to take as many Wives as he pleafes, if he can fat.sfy the Marabou or Pr.eft that he- is oJ 
able to maintain them. The Wives are in general Slaves to the Hulbands, and work very ;.

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TOHN HILLS fifquire. Captain in the Navy, commanded his Majefty’s Sloop Zephyr 
at Goree, and in the River Gambia, in the latter End of the Year 1781 and the Beginning 
of 1782 i was upon thefe Stations about Five Months in the whole. 

The Nature of the Government, as far as Captain Hills could judge, is moft defpotic, as 
the King of Demel feemed to have a Power of making his Subjects Slaves and felling them. 
The Religion of this Part of the Coaft is in general Mahometan.

Mr HARRY GANDY, one of the People calling themfelves Quakers, lived near Thirty 
Years in the Weft Indies, in the Danilh Iflands, and made Two Voyages to the Coaft of 
Africa in the Years 1758 and 1762, as Matter of a Veflel ; went to the River Gambia and 
to Sierra Leone; has been more than 200 Miles up the River Gambia; but not above30: 
Miles up the River Sierra Leone. 

Mr. Gandy can give no Account of the Government of thefe Countries; the Religion is 1 
Mahometanifm.

CAPTAIN HEATLEY has been concerned in the African Trade from the Year 17 63 to 
the laft Year, was employed as Captain in that Trade on his own Account and for other Peo¬ 
ple • remaine’d Five Years at one Time, and Three Years at another, on the River GambiaJI 
and’was 230 Leagues up the River. He fpoke j the Mundingo Language, which is the ge¬ 
neral Language of the Country. The Motive that induced him to go fo far up the River 
was to trade for Slaves, and for Ivory and Wax occafionally. Um lc*

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The River Gambia may be navigated in Veflels that draw len Feet Waterj that is, in 
Veflels from 70 to 150 Tons: The Tide flows as far as 230 Leagues, or perhaps 320 Leagues 
in dry Seafons, but not in the rainy Sealons: And in the Part of its Courfe which he fpeaks 
of, pafles through a great number of Kingdoms and Governments. 

The Nature of the Governments on each Side the River is fo various, that he knows not 
how to mve an Account of them, but they are in general Monarchies with Powers vanoufly 
limited. 0 The Sovereigns have Princes under them, who frequently a ft very independently 

of the Sovereigns. >. I 

Upon the Entrance at about Ten Leagues up the River, Veflels are called upon to pay 
Cuftom to the King of Barra, which amounts in proportion to the Tonnage of the Veflel,* 
IlC Leagues up the River at Yanamaroo, which is a trading Place another Cuftom is paid, 
and as the Ships pafs through different Kingdoms in going up the River, if they trade, they 
pay Cuftom at them all. 

The Traders are in general Mahometans ; but the Kings, Princes, and People are Pagans, 
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Sir GEORGE YONGE has been on the Coaft of Africa Four feveral Times, between the Senegal, 
Years 1767, .768, and 177=. as well as he recollefts i in the ftrft Two Voyages he ferved G” b p ; ruof 
as a Lieutenant, in the latt Two as Captain of the Weazle, under Captain Fielding , and the Coaft, to 
Captain Collingwood. • 1 !1 Praro P rain ' 

In Two Voyages, he was at Senegal, and remained Three Weeks on Shore with Go- sir George 
vernor O’Hara; from thence he went to Gambia, where he remained a fhort Time; 0 E • 
from Gambia to Sierra Leone for Refrelhments, and from thence to Cape Appollonia, and 
moft of the Forts upon the Gold Coaft, the loweft Part of which was Prampram in Latitude 

3, or thereabouts. 

Speaking of the feveral Governments on thefe Parts of the Coaft, Sir George Y° n g e ,n * 
formed the Committee, that the King of Burfalim at Gambia, is a very powerful Monarch 
and has very extenflve Dominions. The greateft Parc of the Coaft, however, where Sir 
George Yon^e was, is divided into petty States, but all the Sovereigns are abfolute, and have 
Power of Life and Death; they confider their Subjects as Slaves, and treat them accordingly.

Mr THOMAS ELDRID, a Native of Rhode Ifland, has been employed in the Mer- Rivers Sofa, 
chants Service between Three and Four Years as Second and Chief Mate of an African Ship, Sangarea,^ 
was upon the Slaving Trade in the Year 1765, 1766, 1767, and 1768, from Senegal down Pongeos>and 
to Annamboe ; left the Trade becaufe he did not like it, conceiving it to be unlawful, and sierraLeooe. 
has never been in Africa fince the Year 1768. 

Mr. Eldrid was on Shore about Four or Five Months in the whole of the Time he was on Mr. Thomas 
the Coaft, but never lived on Shore for more than Three or Four Nights at a Time; was up Eldnd. 
the Rivers Sufa, Sangarea, Dembia, Rio Pongeos, and Sierra Leone, in Boats, for near a 
Twelvemonth, but never had occafion to obferve any Thing very particularly of the Govern¬ 
ment of thefe Countries. If any Difpute or Palavers arofe between Two or more Perlons, 
they called a Council of the head Men, where the Perfons were triedHe has frequent y een 
at thofe Trials, and underftood the Sufa Language, which Country is between Sierra Leone 
and Gambia. 

The Sentence was pronounced By the King, with the Advice of the head Men; and the 
Punilhment was, fometimes to be fold as Slaves, fometimes to get a Slave in their room. 

The Crimes for which thefe People were in general accufed and tried, were Adultery the 
greater Part, and fome for Theft. 

Mr. Eldrid knows nothing of the Nature of the general Government of thefe Countries, 
but docs not believe they have any regular Form of Government. 

The People in general are Pagans ; they make their own Fetiches or Idols. believe, 

however, that there is an invifible God. As far as Mr. Eldrid knows of the Coalr, e oes 
not believe they ever make human Sacrifices, but he knows nothing or t e interior 
Country. 


JAMES PENNY Efq. African Merchant, and One of the Gentlemen delegated from iflesDeLos, 
Liverpool on account of the African and the Weft India Trade, as far as that Town is 
concerned. 

Mr. Penny commanded a Ship in the African Trade, was in the Trade Eighteen Years, 
and made Eleven Voyages as Captain, and Two as Firft and Second Mare; went rive »| o y~ 
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ages to Bonny, Four to Congo and Angola, and the reft to the Windward Coaft: Mr. Penny 
refided in the Ifles de Los and the River Kifiey on the Windward Coaft about Two Years, 
from 1768 to 1770, as Factor, and quitted the Trade in 1784. 

In the Parts oppofite to the Ifles de Los, and the Neighbourhood to the Northward 
©f Sierra Leone, where Mr. Penny has been, the Country is divided into a Number of petty 
States, ruled by Kings or head Men, whofe Diftri&s are very fmall. The Power of thefe 
Kings or head Men is not abfolute and arbitrary ; they generally call a Council confifting of 
head Men, who are Relations of the Princes, in which all Matters, civil or military, are 
decided. The religious Inftitutions of thefe petty States are principally Pagan j there 
are fome Mahometans, and on the Northern Rivers a few black Chriftians, made fuch by 
the Portuguefe when they were eftablilhed among them. 

Mr. Penny being afked, Whether the Black Chriftians, or the Mahometans, make any Con¬ 
verts ? replied. The Mahometans make a great many by force: There is a large warlike 
Mahometan Country to the North-eaft of Sierra Leone, called Fula, whofe Inhabitants are 
defeended from Arabs ; though of a darker Colour, they have the Arab Features. The Power 
of this Country is employed in making Converts to Mahometanifm j they have made a great 
Progrefs in converting the People of the Sufa Country, which is a Part of the Coaft. The 
Princes on the Rivers Kifiey and Malachurry, which are alfo a Part of this Coaft, are Tribu¬ 
taries to the Fula King; and in thefe Two laft Countries great Progrefs has been made in 
Mahometanifm, and is ftill making. The Black Chriftians do not attempt to make any 
Converts; they are an obfeure Sort of People, and mix Paganifm with the Chriftian Religion. 
The King of Sierra Leone fent One of his Sons in 1769 to the Fula Country to learn Maho¬ 
metanifm, and another to Lancafter to learn the Chriftian Religion j the latter turned out very 
profligate. Mr. Penny has feen in that Country feveral Arabian Teachers come down with 
Trar.fcripts from the Khoran, to whom they pay great Refpedt. Thefe Men are fometimes 
employed in inftrudling the Youth of the Country in the Arabic Language and in the Maho¬ 
metan Religion, and with great Succefs, and they are in general devout; but notwithftand- 
ing their Devotion, the Europeans do not find either their Lives or Properties fo fafe in the 
Mahometan Towns as in thole where Paganifm prevails. The Pagans are humble and fub- 
mifiive; the Mahometans proud and infolent. 


Mr. JOHN MATHEWS (who was added afterwards to the Delegates from the Town of 
Liverpool) is a Lieutenant in the Navy, and has been concerned in the Trade to Africa, at 
Sierra Leone, which is Part of the Windward Coaft; and was refident there, as Agent for a 
Merchant in the City of London, Two Years and upwards : He carried on the Trade for him, 
and not upon his own Account. 

The Country upon the Windward Coaft is formed into a Number of little independent States: 
The Governors are chofen by the People, and there is one head Governor to each of thefe 
States; their Power is not abfolute, but on the contrary extremely limited. 

* 

The Natives are Pagans, but there are alfo a great Number of Mahometans. They have 
no fixed Objeft of Worlhip, but a great Number of Amulets, which they call Gregories : They 
believe in a God; and Mr. Mathews concludes, from the Manner of burying their Dead, they 
have fome Notion of a future State, for they bury in the Ground, and hang round the Grave 
thofe Things of which the deceafed in his Lifetime was moft fond. 


The Reverend JOHN NEWTON, Reftor of St. Mary Wolnoth, lived in Africa, fome 
Years ago, during Eighteen Months, and left it in the Year 1748; has fince commanded a 
Ship in the African Trade, for Three Voyages 3 but has feen nothing of Africa fince the Year 

*754* 

‘ Mr. Newton has been about Fifty Miles up the Country, through the Woods on the Sherbro 
River. Being afked if the Natives have any Civil Government ?—faid—“ The Government of 
the Purrah is an excellent Government; by their Civil Inftitutions they may fell their Slaves, 
but muft not draw Blood from them. 

They have fome Religious Inftitutions that anfwei to our old Druids. The Purrah is a Sort of 
High Prieft. 

They have Laws refpefting Property, and the Convifts for Theft lofe their Liberty. 

ROBERT NORRIS, Efq. Carolina Merchant, another of the Delegates from Liverpool. 

Mr. Norris was employed as Captain of a Veflel in the Slave Trade, in Five Voyages, and is 
particularly acquainted with the Windward and Gold Coaft ;-~and being alked, what is the 
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Nature of the Government on thefe Parcs of the Coaft, replied—There are various Governments Windwaid 
in that comprehenfive Trad, from the moft abfolute Monarchy, to others lefs oppreflive to the Coaft. 
Subjedts : Some are Monarchies, fome Republics. Hefpeaks of aTradtof Country extending 
about 1500 Miles upon the Coaft, and Upon the Gold Coaft 130 Miles inland from Whydah. 

Mr. Norris is not certain as to the Number of Miles ■, but the Extent he is able to fpeak of is, 
frcfn Sierra Leone River to Benin. 

The Country on the Windward Coaft, from Cape Mount to Cape Palmas, is divided into 
Petty States and Governments, and governed by the old Men in each Village. 

The People are Pagans 5 they wear Tygers Teeth, and different Amulets, fufpended on their 
Necks, for which they have a religious Veneration. 


Mr. ALEXANDER FALCONBRIDGE made Five Voyages to the Coaft of Africa, as Windward 
Surgeon to a Britifh Slave Ship. The firft Voyage was to the Windward or Grain Coaft, and Coaft. 
Angola: In this Voyage he was taken by a French Man of War. The fecond Voyage was to p^ r> Falcon- 
theWVmdward Coaft, when he was driven off the Coaft by a French Man of War,' and went to bridge. 
Angola. The two laft Voyages were to Bonny.

The Government on the Windward Coaft is a Sort of Ariftocracy. . onto 
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The Gold Coaft is divided into fmall States in general.—Mr. Norris being afked. Whether Gold Coaft. 
the People of this Country enjoy any Protedtion from any Civil Rights they have ?—Replied— Morris 
We muft diftinguilh the Countries : In the Fantyn Nation (by which he meant, from Cape r * orr 
Three Points to Accra), which includes various States, of which the Fantyn is the chief, and 
■whofe Manners and Governments are nearly fimilar, about five Days Journey inland, where 
the Europeans have been longeft fettled, and poflefs the greateft Number of Forts, Civilization 
has improved beyond any thing he has difcovered in any other Country of Africa, and the 
People have Civil Rights arifing from traditionary Laws and Cufloinsj but, even in this 
Country, much remains to be done towards Civilization. The Buffou and Craba, the confi¬ 
dential Man and favourite Woman, of every Perfon of Diftindtion are ufually put to Death 
and interred with him.: The imputed Crime of Witchcraft is ftill believed there, and is pu- 
nilhed with Tranfportation.—By Tranfportation, Mr. Norris means, felling them to the White 
Traders, which is reprefented in this Nation as the greateft Evil that can befal them, in order 
to deter them from Crimes. The fuperior State of Civilization in this Country, Mr. Norris 
imputes to their Intercourfe with Europeans ; and added—Report fays, that formerly a much 
greater Number were put to Death, and interred with their deceafed Lords. 

Paganifm is univerfal.—By Paganifm, Mr. Norris means, the Worfhip of thofe Objedts which 
Itrike the Senfes.—At Whydah, a Snake is the principal Objedt of their Worfhip j and, befides 
this. Trees, Caverns, and Amulets round their Necks which are furnifhed by their Priefts. 

At Cape Coaft, the Rock on which the Fort is built is their Tutelar Deity. A Tyger is the 
immediate Objedt of the King of Dahomey’s Worfhip. 


WILLIAM DEVAYNES Efq. one of the Dircdtors of the Eaft India Company, refided Gold Coafh 
Twelve Years on the Coaft of Africa ; was Governor at Whydah Eleven Years, and the other ^ 
at Annamaboe : he left the Coaft of Africa in 1763. vaynes;" 

The States upon the Coaft arc fmall, but larger in the interior Country. As to the Religious 
Inftitutions, the People worfhip the Sun, the Sea, Thunder and Lightning, Lakes, &c. The 
Snake was the peculiar Worfhip of the ancient People of Whydah, and when this Province was 
conquered by the King of Dahomey, the Worfhip of the Snake was continued upon Motives 
of Policy. Formerly, a Perfon who killed a Snake was put to Death j but now a Goat is facri- 
iiced as an Atonement. 


Mr. Devaynes doubts whether a Tyger is the Objedb of the Worfhip of the King of Dahomey, 
but fays it is an Animal efteemed royal, and it is not to b£ killed. 

Refpedting the Civil Rights of the People, Mr. Devaynes fays—They enjoy Civil Rights 
and Privileges that are of more ancient Date than our Settlement among them.—He does not 
believe that the Natives are much improved in their Morals by their Intercourfe with Eu¬ 
ropeans j on the contrary, he thinks that the worft Blacks are thofe who have been moft con¬ 
cerned with the Whites s Their Manners and Drefs are in fome Degree improved thereby. 


RICHARD MILES Efq. late Governor of Cape Coaft Caftle, was in the Company’s Ser- Gold Coaft. 
vicfe Eighteen Years and a Half, from 1765 to 1784, refiding upon the Coaft of Africa the ^ Mile* 
whole Time, except Twenty-eight Months, when he was called home by the Company. 4 1 4 
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Gold Coaft. He commanded in Succefiion at all the Company’s Forts upon the Coaft, and, during the laft 

Seven Years, had the chief Command of the whole, and refided at Cape Coaft Caftle. 

Mr. Miles. nM , . _ , 

Mr. Miles traded the whole Time on his own Account, and lull carries on the Iraue as an 

African Merchant. 

Mr. Miles being afked, What is in general the Nature of the Government on the Coaft of 

Africa ?_Said—He wifhed to confine the Information he had to offer entirely to the Gold Coaft, 

which extends from Cape LeHou to the River Volta, with which Part of the Coaft he is belt 
acquainted } not including Whydah, of which he could only fpeak from Hearfay. 

On the Gold Coaft, he knows but of one defpotic Government, which is at Cape Appollonia, 
the moft Weftern European Settlement: There the King is abfolute; the Monarchy is here¬ 
ditary in the male Ifiue of the female Line ; the Country is large and populous. Every other 
Part of the Gold Coaft is divided into various petty States, governed by very limited Mo- 
narchs : The Government confifts, firft, of the King; then of the Elders, who are rarely chofen 
till they have arrived at the Age of Sixty: Upon the Death of any one of them, the Body of 
thefe Elders recommends a SuccefTor to the King, who ufually confirms the Choice they have 
made. The third Eftate is compofed of Captains of the Troops or Town Soldiers, chofen by 
the People at large, and removable at their Pleafure. Thefe Countries, fo governed, are for the 
moft Part populous. 

Mr. Miles cannot give any Information refpe&ing the States bordering inland on the Gold 
Coaft, or concerning the interior Countries of Africa. 

The Inhabitants are Pagans, and have different material Objefts of Worfliip, fuch as Rivers, 
Rocks, and various Idols } to which, on particular Occafions, they facrifice Sheep and Goats } 
and fometimes they make human Sacrifices, of which (though very much difcouraged by Eu¬ 
ropeans, and therefore praftifed in fecret) Mr. Miles has had ocular Demonftration. They re- 
ligioufly obferve One Day in Seven, and that Day is Tuefday. They have Priefts among them 
called Sophas, whofe Perfons are on all Occafions facred. 

Being afked. Whether the People are a moral People, and appear to have a due Senfe of 
Right and Wrong ?—He replied—In their Intercourfe and Dealings with each other, they are 
very exaft and ftri&j they are punifhed with the Lofs of Liberty for the fmalleft Theft, and 
all other Crimes ; they have a faint Idea of a future State. 


Gold Cosil* 
Mr. Weuves. 


JEROME BERNARD WEUVES Efq. refided in Africa Fourteen Years, and always 
upon the Gold Coaft. Mr. Weuves was Governor of Annamaboe from 1778 to 1780. In 
the Month of December 1780, he became Governor of Cape Coaft Caftle, and continued fo 
till April 1782, returned to Annamaboe in May 1782, and continued there as Governor 
till his Return to England in January 1784. 

The Gold Coaft is divided into a Number of fmall Governments, principally confifting of 
limited Monarchies. 

The People are all Pagans j they worfhip the Moon, which is one of their greateft 
Deities, and Rocks and other vifible Objefts. They appear to have a Senfe of a fupernatunil 
Being, and of a future State, and this they lhew by the Sacrifices they make at the Death of 
their principal People, when they facrifice fome of the Slaves belonging to the deceafed, or 
others whom they purchafe for that Purpofe. The Number facrificed is in Proportion to the 
Rank of the deceafed. Mr. Weuves never faw any of thefe Sacrifices, but has feen the poor 
Vidlims parading about. Two or Three Days before they were to be facrificed $ they did not 
appear to be dejetted, but quite the contrary ; they were drefifed out. It was not cuftomary 
for Europeans to go to thefe Ceremonies, and Mr. Weuves rather thinks the Natives would 
have made Objections. The Europeans have always endeavoured to prevent this, but the 
People have a fuperftitious Idea, that the Manes of the deceafed would not be fatisfied unlels 
thefe Sacrifices were made. Mr. Weuves was not near enough to obferve whether the Victims 
appeared to be intoxicated as a Faft, but conceives they had given them Spirits. 


Gold Coaft. ARCHIBALD DALZELL Efq. went out to Africa as a Surgeon in the Year 1763, 
and refided Three Years on the Gold Coaft, fome little Part of the Time as Governor, 
Mr. Dalzell. anc j Four Years as Governor at Whydah, returning to England in the Year 1770; of the 
Nature of the Government and Religion on the Gold Coaft, he gives the following 
Account: 

The Gold Coaft is divided into a Number of petty States, governed by Chiefs or Caboceers. 
They fuppofe that an ideal Being, called Braffoe, fuperintends all thefe States; and this 
Being they confult by means of their Priefts or Fetiche Men, Thefe Caboceers have each 
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their particular Vafials, but they have not fuch an abfolute Power over them as to be able to Gold Coaft. 
difpole of them without the Confent of their Fellow Vafials, or the Pynims or Elders of the DaIzdL 
Town. The Caboceers have no Power over the Lives and Property of their Vafials, except 
in-confequence of Trial, which is before thefe Pynims or Elders. 

Mr. Dalzell has not obferved that the People on this Coaft are more civilized than in 
other Parts of Africa j they are more hardy and more turbulent. 

The Religion is Paganifm, and the Objefts of their Worlhip are various, but chiefly 
fenfible ( Ejefts; it is fo unintelligible, that it is extremely difficult to give any Account of it. 

The Filhermen of Cape Coaft Caftle worlhip the Rock on which the Caftle Hands; and when 
they crofs the River Volta they throw a Bottle of Rum into it to lecure them a favourable 
Pafia^e and fafe Return. They have various Superftitions with refpedt to Food, fome 
eating one Sort only, and fome another. 


Of the Countries bordering on the Gold Coaft, the Kingdom of Dahomey is the largeft, Whydah.and 
governed by the moft abfolute Tyrant that exifts on Earth. Whydah, where the Englifli, D ^mey.° 
French, and Portugueze, have Forts, is a Province belonging to this Monarch, having been 
conquered by his Grandfather about Sixty Years ago. In Dahomey there is no indi- Mr. Norris, 
vidoal Freeman, except the King. The King is abfolute Mafter of the Lives and Pro¬ 
perties of his Subjefts, and he fports with their Lives in the moft wanton and favage 
Manner. Mr. Norris has feen at the Gates of his Palace Two Piles of Heads, like Shot in 
an Arfenal; within the Palace, the Heads of Perfons newly put to death are ftrewed at 
the Diftance of a few Yards in the Paffage that leads to the Apartment of this Tyrant, in 
order to infpire the Perfon who is to be admitted to an Audience with Awe and ”1 error. 

Mr. Norris does not fpeak of One particular Tyrant; it is the Cuftom of the Country on 
great Occafions, fuch as the Reception of Meffengers from neighbouring States, or of White 
Merchants, and in general on Days of Ceremonial ; but the great Carnage is once a Year, 
when the Poll Tax is paid by his Subjects. Mr. Norris cannot exa£Uy fay how many are 
executed in this Manner in the Courfe of the Year, but fpeaks within Compafs when he 
reckons them at a Thoufand. This is the Cuftom of the Monarchy, and this Power extends 
over his whole Dominions. The Kingdom is very populous and runs about 350 Miles 
inland. The Roof of the Palace is decorated with a prodigious Number of human Heads; 
and when the King means to make War, it is an Exprefiion in ufe to fay, The Palace wants 
Thatching. The great Men of the Country cut off a few Heads in thefe Feftivals, which is 
a Part only of the fame Ceremonial, and the Viftims are taken from thofe deftined for 
Execution by the King. Parents have no Sort of Property in their Children in the Dahoman 
Territories ; the Children belong entirely to the King, and are taken by his Order from their 
Mothers at an early Age, and diftributed in Villages remote from the Place of their Nativity, 
where there is but little Chance of their being feen, or at leaft recognized by their Parents 
afterwards. 


The Motive of this is, that there may be no Family Connections or Combinations, no 
Affociadons that might be injurious to the King’s unlimited Power. 

Each Individual is detached and unconnected, and, having no Relatives for whom he 
is interefted, is folicitous only for his own Safety, which he confults by the moft abjeCt Sub- 
mifiion and Obedience. 

Here paternal AffcCtion and filial Love fcarcely exift; for Mothers, inftead of cherilhing, 
endeavour to fupprefs thofe Attachments for their Offspring, which they are certain will be 
violated as foou as their Children are able to undergo the Fatigue of being removed from 
them. 


Mr. Norris added, He Ihould be forry that FaCts fo extraordinary fitould reft on his 
Affertion only, and referred himfelf to William Devaynes Efquire, formerly Governor of 
the Englilh Fort at Whydah, who had been in this Country likewife. 

Mr. N orris being afked, Whether the Perfons, executed as before mentioned, are taken 
without Choice and at Random, and whether they have undergone any Form of Trial ? 
replied, On thefe Occafions the Slave Holes (by which he means a flrong Room in every 
Slave-merchant’s Houfe) are ranfacked, and the Sweepings of them, that is the Slaves rejected 
by the White Men, furnifh a Part of thefe public Executions, which confift befides of 
Prifoners taken in War, and Delinquents. Thefe Perfons are carried before a Magiftrate and 
undergo a Sort of Trial. There is no particular Time when the Slave Holes are fuller than 
at others; the Slaves are brought in at different Times and fold as Occafion offers; the 
Trade is always going on except in War. Being afked. Whether the Inhabitants of Dahomey 
are taken for thefe public Executions without having had fome Delinquency previoufly imputed 
to them ? he replied, Thofe who have not been accufed of any Crime are liable to be 
included in the public Executions, when Delinquents, or Captives taken in War, do not 
1 fuppiy 
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never mention it in their mod private Apartments without kneeling j fuch is the Force q£ 
Education and Habit. At Abomey, One of the Royal Refidences, there are Twenty-five thou- 
fand Inhabitants, and at Calmina, the other Royal Refidence, about Sixteen Thoufand. L r 

Being afked, Whether if there were no People of the Defeription before mentioned, the 
innocent Inhabitants of Dahomey would be put to death on thefe Occafions ? he replied, 
Thete is no Doubt, in fuch Cafe they would, particularly on the great annual Ceremony, 
when the King waters the Graves of his Anceftors: Circumftances however happen that 
diminifli the Number of thefe Sacrifices. If the King is in want of European Goods, 
the Number of Executions is fmaller j if he is overftocked with Powder, Arms, and European 
Goods, not wanting Slaves for the Purchafe of them, he puts to Death a greater Number ; as, 
it is confidered as Part of his Power and Magnificence to make a great Slaughter on t|iis 
Occafion, and it is celebrated accordingly. 

Mr. Norris being afked. Whether the Prifoners of War are always made Slaves, or are 
fometirnes put to death ? replied. In confequence of a War that was going on when he was 
there, 1500 Prifoners were made, many of whom were offered to him, which he declined, 
purchafing, as they appeared unhealthy. The King thereupon told him, finee that wat. the 
Cafe, he would put them to death. Mr. Norris advifed him againfl it, and recommended to. 
him to make them Salt Boilers, as they came from the Country that fupplied his with Salt, 
or to employ them in fome other Way; but the King replied, it would be fetting a bad 
Example, and bringing People into the Country who would hold feditious Language. That 
his was a peculiar Government, and that thefe ftrange People might prejudice his Subjects 
againfl: it, and infeft them with Sentiments incompatible with it. Mr. Norris cannot fay wjhat,. 
became of thefe Prifoners * has no Doubt but many found Purchafers, but imagines the reft 
were put to death. Mr. Norris believes it to be the general Practice in Dahomey to put the 
Prifoners of War to death unlefs they are fold. - “ d'i v 

With refpeft to the Treatment of Strangers, Whites or Blacks, on coming into the Ter¬ 
ritory of this Prince, Mr. Norris fays, the Whites are treated with greater Civility and At r 
tendon than in any other Country in Africa. They are provided with Houfes and Provifions 
on their Journey at the King’s Expence. The travelling Arabs, called Malayes, are alio 
treated with great Refpeftj and the Black Meffengers from neighbouring States are treated 
with Attention, and are protected. Being afked. Whether upon the Arrival of any White 
Trader in the Capital of the Kingdom, thefe Executions take place, and to what Extent? 
Mr. Norris faid, he never faw lefs than Six decollated Heads ftrewed in the Pafiage leadinc' to 
the King’s Apartment when he has been there. dfiffvaO 

Mr. Norris being afked. Whether he knew any Thing of the Countries bordering on Da¬ 
homey, particularly inland ? replied. He did, and from Accounts he had heard from Elundreds 
of People, the Government of Eyo is the fame. He cannot fay from his own Knowledge 
what becomes of Prifoners and Delinquents in the Eyo Country* but believes they are treated 
as they are at Dahomey. The Eyo Slave Merchant fells his Slaves to the Slave Dealers 
of Dahomey. The latter has fubmitted to pay Tribute to Eyo, and there has not been any 
War between them for a Period of Thirty or forty Years paft. Mahee, on the other Side of 
Dahomey, is a Union of confederate States, and a Species of Republic. It is a Sort of feudal 
Government j the leading Men have Vafifals or Slaves, but they do not treat them in the fame 
favage Way in which they are treated at Dahomey. The Governors or Leading Men ac 
Mahee fell their Slaves in great Numbers, as well as the Traders of Eyo, to the°Dahomey 
Factors. 
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Mr. Norris’s Account of the Government, Manners, and Cuftoms, of Dahomey and Whydah 
having been read to Mr. Devaynes, and the Queftion put to him. How far that Account 
agreed with what might have fallen within his own Obfervation ? Mr. Devaynes differed witfL 
Mr. Norris in Opinion in fome Particulars as follows: 

Refpe&ing the Executions, and the making Human Sacrifices on certain Days of Cere¬ 
mony, Mr. Devaynes in general confirms the Account given by Mr. Norris, but obferves, 
that the Performance of the Ceremony of Human Sacrifices does not take place on Occafio.n 
of the Payment of the Poll Tax (which does not exift), but when the King buries his Father 
and Mother again (as the Ceremony is called), which is generally about Chriftmas. On this 
Occafion, about Sixty Men and Women, befides all Kinds of Animals, are put to death, and 
fent to the deceafed, in order that he or foe may remain quiet, and not trouble the Kiho- ; ’pro- 
mife is made by a Cryer, in the Name of the King, that thefe Sacrifices fiiall be continued’: 
The Riches of the King are carried, covered, in Procefiion, in which the King’s WbmVrt' 
(fometimes to the Amount of Three Thoufand) appear : Goods are diftributed to the Populace, 
which are thrown from a high Platform to be fcrambled for. Mr. Devaynes attended Ten v of 
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thefc Ceremonies himfelf. The King lives in his Palace, which ftands on a Space of near Three 
Miles, attended only by Women, feme of whom are armed rhe King s great Officers crawl 
iowards him, rubbing their Faces on the Ground, and never rife in his Prefence. 

With refpea to what is ftated by Mr. Norris, that thefe Executions take Place on the Arrival of 
anv White Trader, Mr. Devayoes fays, that White People are treated with great Refpeabut he 
is of Opinion that Mr. Norris mud have been at Dahomey at the Time of the Ceremony ot 
watering the Graves. Mr. Devaynes has occafionally, on vifiting the King, feen Two or Three 
Heads lying in the Palace, but does not think the Number of Perfons put to Death in his 1 ime 
was near Jomany as is mentioned by Mr. Norris. Thefe confifted of Perfons facnficed on Occa- 
fion of the Ceremony of watering the Graves of the King’s Anceftors ; of Pnloners taken in War; 
or of Delinquents of Note. If a Man happens to fall down on the Space before the King’s 
Palace which may be about 400 or 500 Yards, they cut his Head off immediately, as they fup- 
pofe he muff have fome diQoyal Thoughts in his Head to make him fall on level Ground. All 
Mcflengers going to and from the King conflantly run. 

With refpeft to the Perfons deffined for the Executions having undergone any Form of Trial, 
Mr Devaynes does not believe that they do undergo any Sort of Trial, though there may be 
fome fort of Examination. When the Queen’s Mother died, be was prefent when One of the 
great Officers was taken to be put to Death in order to wait upon her as a Mark of Kefpect. He 
does not recoiled that any of the King’s great Officers, during the Time he was there, died a 
natural Death. When the King wiffies to get rid of One of them, he lays to his Colleagues, that 
he does not like his Face, or wiffi to fee him again, which is the Expreffion ufed, as that ot Blood 
or Death is always avoided in Prefence of the King. In confequence of this they take care to put 
him to Death There is nothing thefe People will not do to get into Office, notwithftandmg the 
almoft abfolute Certainty of Death attending it. They are a happy People, and have great 
Contempt for the Subjeds of the neighbouring Republics. 

With refped to the Reafon affigned by Mr. Norris, why the Number of Human Sacrifices 
is fometimes diminiflied, viz. that if the King of Dahomey is overftocked with Powder and other 
Articles, not wanting Slaves for the Purchafe of them, he puts to Death a greater Number, 
confiderin® it as Part of his Power and Magnificence •, Mr. Devaynes does not think it poflible 
to afeertain the Motives the King may have for putting his Subjeds to Deatli. He believes 
that when the King wants European Goods, he fometimes feizes Fait of a Village and fells them 
for Slaves tinder fome frivolous Pretence or other * his Subjefts do not however connder this as 
any great Hardftiip, as they are all his Slaves and Property. 

With regard to Prifoners of War being always put to Death unlefs fold for Slaves, Mr. 
Devaynes obferved that in War the old, the lame, and the wounded are often put to Death 
on the Spot, to fave the Trouble of bringing them away, the young and the healthy, if not 
immediately fold, are kept for another Market, and are fometimes ufed as Houfe Slaves. The 
Women Prifoners are never put to Death, but when not fold, are always ufed as Houfe Slaves. 


The Nature of the Government at Whydah, which is a Province conquered by the King of Da- Whydah and 
homey, and governed by a Viceroy, is defpotic in the higheft Degree. With refpeft to any civil Daiomey. 
Rights enjoyed by the People of this Country, there are certain Cuftoms which Mr. Dalzell believes Mr. Dalzell, 
the King of Dahomey would not willingly break through, although he has the Power: He confults 
with One or Two of his principal Men, but is in general Matter of the Lives and Property of his 
Stibjefts. At their Death, their Wives, Property, and all go to the King; but he fometimes 
reftores it to thole of the Family whom he finds meritorious. 

The King, in order to maintain his Authority over his Subjefts, at the End of every Year, 
makes what they call Cuftoms. At this Period the Governors of the refpeftive Provinces of the 
Kingdom are called to the Capital, and their Conduft examined into: If they have behaved ill 
they are punifhed, generally with Death•, if well, they are difrniflfed with Prefents. Upon this 
Occalion the Governors of the Three Forts, viz. French, Engifth, and Portuguese, are invite . 

Mr. Dalzell attended as Governor of the Englifh Fort in order to pay the King the annual Prefent 
from the African Committee, confining of Silk, Brandy, &c. to the Value of about 50 1 . for which 
he makes a Return of nearly the lame Value, which is generally a Slave, and fome of the Manu- 
faftures of the Country. He is alfo very liberal to all their Attendants ; they are lodged in their 
Paflfage to the Capital by the King’s Order, and in an Houfe fet apart for them at the Capita . 

During his Stay there, which has fometimes been for three Weeks or upwards, Mr. Dalzell had 
Opportunities of obferving the Cuftoms , which he explained as follows: 

Every Fourth Day is their Market Day, and may perhaps be called their Sunday, for it is a Day 
of Reft and Recreation, and of fuperftitious Ceremony. On thefe Days during the Cuftoms there is 
always fome Kind of publick Exhibition going on. For inftance. One Day is fet apart for the 
killing of Cattle, which Day in general is a Day previous to the Market Day. 1 he Meat, being 
in very large Quantity, is dreffed by the King’s Women, and a large Quantity of the Beer of the 
Country is likewife brewed by the fame People. This Beer is made of Indian or Guinea Corn. 
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The Meat and Drink is put into clean Bafkets, covered with a Cloth, and carried about on the 
Market Day in Proceflion by the Women, dreffed in their beft Cloaths -, it is then diftrihuied to 
the Publick every one that pleafes may come and eat and drink. A large Camp is pitched for 
the principal Men, who eat a Portion of the above Provifion apart from the common People. 

Ofi another of thefe Market Days the Diver lion confifts in Singing and Dancing, at which the 
Governors of the Forts, the King, and principal People attend. There are profefled Sidgers, 
whofe Songs are extempore, generally in Praife of the King’s warlike Exploitsand when he 
inis pleated, he makes the Singers a Prelent of a Bunch of Cowries -, and when very much pleated, 
r as on one Occafion Mr. Dalzell faw him, he made the Performer a Prefent of a Woman with 
ifl' a Child at her Back. 

!-•"! 

Another of thefe Market Days is allotted to the Diftribucion of Pretents. A large Stage is 
erefted contiguous to the King’s Route, covered with the Cloths of the Country, and adorned with 
Flags and Umbrellas. A Fence of Thorns is placed round this Stage at fome little Difiance to 
keep off the Rabble. The Stage is loaded with a Profufion of Cowries, Manufactures of the 
Country, and European Goods. At a certain Time the King appears and orders his different 
Viceroys, according to their Rank, to chufe a Piece of European Cloth, or the Cloth of the 
Couhtry, together with a String of large Coral •, which done, the King takes a Bunch of Cowries 
with his own Hands, and throws to the Rabble beyond the Fence. The European Governors, 
and the others upon the Stage, follow the King’s Example, and throw the Whole among the Peo¬ 
ple, who fcramble for it, and carry away what they can get •, alter this, a Man tied, an Alligator 
tied, a pair of Pigeons alfo tied, were thrown from the Stage; all of which, as Mr. Dalzell was 
informed, were put to Death by the People below. ,1. 

During the whole of the Cujloms Mr. Dalzell always found, upon going to the Kind's IIoufb, 
Heads that appeared to have been frefli cut off; and he has feen, perhaps, about Twenty of thofe 
Victims at a Time, previous to their Execution, whom he conceives to have been Men who had 
been made Prifoners of War or Slaves.—Thefe were tied to Stakes, and exhibited for a Day or 
more before their Execution, which he prefumes was done in the Night. He has been defired to 
go and fee it, but never would. He has enquired into the Reafon of thefe Executions, and though 
the Leople are referved on this SubjeCt, yet he has been told, that they have an Idea of a future 
State, and that thefe Men are facrificed, under the Notion of being fent to attend on the Anceftors 
of the King in another World; and thefe Victims are fo refigned to their Fate, that Mr Dalzell 
himfelf obferved One of them who was tied to the Stake make Efforts to dance to the Sound of 
the Mufic; and he cannot fay, as far as he obferved, that they appeared to be intoxicated They 
alfo facrifice Horfes and Mules on the fame Occafion, and probably with the fame View. 

Thefe Cujltms are repeated once a Year only; and Mr. Dalzell does not know that any but 
the King performs this Ceremony. He cannot fpeak as to the Number of Peonle facrificed on thefe 
Occafions, but conceives it to be confiderable; he has alfo feen Numbers of Skulls on the Top of 
the Kings ,™ 5 » anc ! a,fo on * he , ^vement of it. No Subjeft ventures to approach the Kinc 
without giving Notice by one of the Eunuchs, of whom there are Ten or Twelve, or bv one of 
the Kings Women, of which there are not fo few as Two Thoufand. When admitted to his 
1 rdence, they approach groveling on their Hands and Knees, and throwing Dull over their Heads 
His principal Mimfters do the fame. When Europeans or Meffengers from Foreign Countries 
approach the King they are allowed to falute him according to the Manner of their refbeaive 
Countries. Every Stranger carries a Linguift, but that Linguift is obliged to communicatiTwhat 
is laid to one of the Mimfters who is always prefent, as it is below the Dignity of the Kino to 
take Words from the Mouth of the Linguift. The diftinguilhing Part ofthe King’s Drell is 
wearing Sandals. There are Centinels at the outward Doors of the Palace, which is a vaft Wall of 
Mud wclofing a Space as big as St. James’s Park; but no Male is allowed to refide within the 

With refpeift to the Religion of the People at Whydah and the general Obied of their Worlhio 
Mr Dalzell obferved that in no Part of Africa had he been able to underftand the Religion of the 
Natives. At Whydah they pay a Kind of Veneration to a particular Species of lame Snake which 
is very gentle. In Dahomey they pay the lame Kind of Veneration to Tygers This Veneration

Of the Government of this Country, Captain Hall gives the following Account. 

The Bufmefs of the Town at the River Del Rey appeared to be managed by the old Men. 
They had a King, who was abfolute, but he always availed himfelf of the Advice of thde o.d 
Men, who were his Council. 

At Calabar they had Three Kings, one of which had the Civil Government, the other was at the 
Head of the Religion, and the third at the Head of the Law. Private Diiputes were fettled by 
the Head of the Law. Matters of greater Confequence were lettled by the Three Kings with the 
Elders of the Country. They have no written Law. 

They have no Money in this Country Copper Rods about Fifteen Inches long are fubfhtuted 
for Money. They have no Taxes, and no Army. They never were in adual War while he was 
there, but he faw them making Preparation for War, either to refill Encroachments, or agamlt 
their Rivals in Trade, which confifts of Slaves and a little Ivory. He does not believe any Wars 
are entered into upon the Sea Coaft for the Purpofe of making Slaves. In the Year 1768, there 
was a very violent War, and the Slaves made in it were ail either fold or mafiacred, none remained in 
the Country. 

The Caufe of this violent War was this: There was a New Town on the River Calabar, fettled 
from the Old Town. This Town became confiderable, and grew to be a Rival in Trade to the 
Old Town. In the Year 1768, there were Seven Ships which lay at the Point which feparated the 
Two Towns. Two of thefe belonged to London, the other Five to Liverpool and Briftol. Trade 
was very Hack, and hardly any Slaves were to be purchafcd, from the Jealouly that lubfiftcd be¬ 
tween the Two Towns, which made it unfafe for Parties to go into the Country. The Captains 
of the Liverpool and Briftol Ships agreed to invite on board their Ships the People of both Towns, 
in order to bring about a Reconciliation-, at the fame Time they entered into an Agreement with 
the People of the New Town to cut off all the Old Town People the Day they met on board. So 
perfeflly fatisfied were the Old Town People of the Sincerity of the Captains of the Ships to bring 
about a Reconciliation, that the King of the Old Town gave his Daughter to Wife to the principal 
Trader of the New Town. The next Morning at Eight o’Clock, one of the Ships fired a Gun 
as a Signal for the others, when the Crews on board the other Ships made an Attempt to fecure 
all the Old Town People; thofe who refilled were put to Death by the Captains and Seamen of 
the Ships.—Immediately after the Firing commenced, the New Town Canoes, which were lying 
in Ambufh behind the Point, came forward, and took up thofe who had jumped overboard, be¬ 
longing to Old Town. After this the New Town People went along-fide the different Ships, 
Four of which delivered up the Priloners they had made to the New Town Canoes. The prin¬ 
cipal Men of Old Town were put to Death in the Canoes by the New Town People-, the lower 
Clafs of Prifoncrs were fold to the Ships as Slaves. One Captain, who had fecured Two of the 
Kind’s Brothers, refufed ro deliver them up, till his Ship was fupplied with Slaves ; and when his 
Ship was fupplied, which was very foon, from the Number of Prifoners taken, he told the princi¬ 
pal Man of New Town, that he would not deliver them up, but would carry them off the Coaft, 
which he did. 


The Two Brothers of the King were fold in the Weft Indiesby fome Means or other they got 
ro America, (to Virginia or Maryland), from thence they got to Briftol, where they were taken 
tip, and put on board-Ship to be lent back to the Weft Indies. Mr. Jones, an African Mer¬ 
chant in Briftol, who had Ships trading to Old Calabar, got them taken out of the Ship by a 
Habeas Corpus, and they were returned in one of his Ships to Old Calabar, after an Abfence of 
Five or Six Years, while Captain Hall was there. The King of Old Town was fortunate enough 
to make his Escape by killing Two of the Ship’s Crew, who fir ft endeavoured to feize him. He 
then aot into a little Canoe, called a One Man Canoe ■, One of the Ships fired a Gun at the Ca¬ 
noe and broke it in twohe then fwam on Shore, and got into the Wood oppofire the Ship. He 
was wounded in Eleven Places with Mulket Shot, but contrived to get to his own Town, which 
was about three Miles off, where he was attended by the Surgeon of the London Ships. This was 
the Commencement of the War, which lafted three or four Years. 

The Account given by the King’s Brothers of their Treatment in the Weft Indies, was, that they 
had not been treated well there-, but were well ufed in America. 

Captain Hall being alked, if the Englilh were as well received at the Old Town after the 
above Circumftancc happened as before ? replied. They were. It was their Intereft to receive 
them well. 

The People on both thefe Parts of the Coaft acknowledge the Exiftence of a God, and believe in 
Rewards and Puniftiments in another Life j but they are very fupcrftitious, and fubjeft to Notions 
of Necromancy and Magic. 
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of Loango, Melimba, and Cabenda, which arc on the Coaft, the Inheritance goes in the female Meumba, and 
Linej that is, the Sons of the Daughters only fucceed. A Princcfs in this Country is inverted Cabenda. 
with great Power, and may marry whom Ihe pleafes. In this Ihe is not influenced by Affe&ion, Mr. Penny. 
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but fcledts fome Freeman who is become rich by his Talents and Induftry in Trade, and who is 
enabled the better to adminifter to her Extravagance, and the more effectually to fupport her 


Dignity. She does not even conliilt this Perfon until her Mefiengers announce to him the Princefs’s 
Relblution of the Honour Ihe intends of making him her Hufband, which is generally received 
with ReluCtance, and fometimes with Horror; for he muft for ever quit his Home, his Wives, 
and Children. The only Confolation he has is, that he becomes a Prince ; and to diftinguilh fuch 
Perfon from a Prince born, he is denominated a Catched Prince ; a Guard is appointed him, partly 
as an Appendage to his new Dignity, and partly as a Watch over his ACtions; fuch Guard 
being the Creatures of his Wife the Princefs, fhould he be fo imprudent as to have any Com¬ 
merce with his former Wives, or any other Women, Death would be the immediate Coniequcnce, 
while the Princcfs is left at large without Controul, and often carries on her Amours without any 
Regard to Decency; nor dare her Hufband complain. I 

The Manner in which thefe Monarchies are limited is as follows: 

There is a Council of Princes of the Blood Royal, whom the King is bound to confult on all 
Occafions, and there are Two great Officers of State who are principally concerned in the Go¬ 
vernment of the Country. The one having the Direction of the interior Country, and the other 
that of the Sea Coaft and Trade ; the former is called the King’s Mongoba, and the other Prince 
Mambooka. There is another Officer called the Mamfooka, who is the Governor at the Place 
where the European Factories are eftablilhed, but who is fubjeft to the Controul of the Prince 
Mambooka beforementioned. Mr. Penny fpeaks from his own Knowledge with refpeffc to Me- 
limba and Cabenda, and believes it to be the fame at Loango. The King, by the Laws of his 
Country, is not permitted to fee the Sea, nor to wear any Manufactures of any Country but his 
own, nor to have any Thing to do with Trade; but through the Mongoba he receives certain

From Cape Lopez to Angola the Extent is about 140 Leagues. Mr. Penny cannot pofitively 

fay what is the Extent of the Three Kingdoms before mentioned, inland , but believes it may be 
from 200 to 300 Miles. He cannot fay any Thing pofitively with refpeft to the Nature of the 


Government in any of the interior Countries bordering on the faid Three Kingdoms, but under- 
ftands they are divided into Petty States, governed by Princes, with the Nature of whole Authority 
he is not much acquainted. 

With refpeft to the religious Inftitutions of thefe Kingdoms, the People believe in a good and 
bad Deity : They have fome few Images, but he never underftood they worfhipped them; he rather 
believes they are confidered as Charms or Amulets. They bury their Princes with great Pomp and 
Lamentation, confuming a great Variety of their Effefts, and the Trinkets of the deceafed, but 
they have not any human Sacrifices -, the lower Orders of People follow this Example as far as 
their Circumftances permit. Mr. Penny has never obferved them to pray, and the Reafon they 
aflign for not doing fo is, that God knows what is bejl for them. 

Mr. Penny believes they have a confufed Idea of a future State. The French fent Miflionaries

among them in the Year 1775 or 1776, but he believes they met with very little Succefs. 
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and countries T7[T refpe&^to the Manner of the People becoming Slaves in the interior Country, 

adjoining. V V Mr. BARNES can fay nothing; but at Senegal he has known them made Slaves for the 
Commifiion of Crimes. The Crimes they are charged with are Theft and Adultery (very com- 
r. arnes. monly), but principally Y\ itchcraft. They are tried for thefe Crimes before the King, or the 

principal Man of the Diftrift, aflifted by fome Elders, who hear the Evidence, and decide on the 
Fate of the Party accufed. 

Mr. Barnes being alked whether he did not apprehend that Crimes were imputed for the Pur- 
pofe of making Slaves ? faid. No; and added, that as far as he had been acquainted with Africa, 
he does not know of any Country where (confiftent with the Laws of the Country) Juftice is more 
fairly admmiltered; it is adminiftered always in the Prefence of the Seniors of the Diftridt, and 
with their Approbation and Confent. In the Countries wherewith Mr. Barnes has been particu¬ 
larly acquainted, he never heard of the Kings or the great Men breaking up Villages for the Pur¬ 
pose of making Slaves. He has heard, that when the Payment of the Revenue has been refufed, 
and in Cafes of Rebellion, or any Kind of Refiftance againft the King, he has attacked thofe 
Villages and feized the Inhabitants, fome of whom have been made Slaves, but they are always 
allowed to redeem themfelves. 


Mr. Barnes has known fome Prifoners of War made Slaves, but not very often; he never 
heard of any who had been kidnapped by the Black Traders; he has not only refided at Sene¬ 
gal, but has been at Gambia, and in the Bite of Benin, and never knew of any Country where 
vae »lt Ge- Kidnapping Was pradfifod, or where the Conftitution of the Country would admit of it • it is 
of Committee ! m P° ,r L b,e th <7 ^ould do it without being detedled, and they would be punilhed very feverely 
of tile Com- in conlequence: The Punilhment in fuch Cafes would never be lefs than Two Slaves for any 
chants trading Slave of the bafeft Quality, and for others, in Proportion to their Quality, as far as Ten 

to Africa. ‘ or a Dozen. JVTr. Barnes believes, that the principal Source of Slavery is Crimes; and when he 
confiders the tixtent of Africa, and how populous in all Parts where he has been, he is not fur- 
prized that this Source fliould furnifli the great Number of Slaves which it does : The Wars, in 
thole Parts of Africa where he has been, are not deftrudtive Wars, and do not therefore much 
diminilh the Numbers of the People. Mr. Barnes never heard that Wars were made for the 
Purpofe of procuring Slaves, nor does he believe that fuch a War is practicable; for if a Prince 
was to make War on fuch a Motive, he would draw all the neighbouring States upon himfelf. 
The Wars in Africa fpring from the fame Caufes as thofe in Europe; and as their Governments* 
are very weak, there are alfo internal Wars between the Chiefs or great Men of the refpedtive 
Kingdoms. r 

Molt of the Slaves exported from Senegal are brought from the interior Country; they arc 
bought of Black Traders, who are either Natives of the Two Kingdoms of Walo, and Cayor or 
Demel, or of the interior Country, who bring them down from thence to different Parts of the 
River. The French trade in fmall Velfels to f ort St. Jofeph, which is near 360 Leagues up the 
River, and go fometimes as far as the firft Cataraft, which is about 20 Leagues further where 
they purchafe Slaves, who are fuppofed to be brought from Places 200 or 300 Leagues higher 
up the Country. 6 


The River Senegal is fuppofed to take its Rife from the weftern Declivity of the Mountains of 
Gowvina, which rife in the Defert, and run North and South. The River Niger takes its Rife 
from the Eaftern Declivity of thofe Mountains, and difcharges itfelf into a lar^e Lake the Name 
of which Mr. Barnes does not recoiled: The Africans navigate both thefe Rivers, and in fuch 
Places where there are Catarafts carry their Goods upon Affes. The Slaves which are brought 
down to Gambia, as well as Senegal, are collected in the Countries bordering on the above Rivers 
Mr. Barnes has heard from the Black Traders, that there are White Inhabitants upon the Borders 
of the Lake before mentioned, who have a Fort mounted with Guns upon the Lake • and has 
been told, from People who have fcen them, that they dreis in the Stile of Barbary Moors and 
wear Turbans, but do not fpeak Arabick. 1 9

Mr. Wadftrom being alked, Whether there were not Traders who go into the interior Country 
for the Purpofe of buying Slaves, independent of any Wars exifting there? laid. That wherj he 
was on the Coaft, it was not the Seafon when the Slaves are brought down from the interior Coun¬ 
try • during the Harveft Time the Country is generally at Peace ; when the Harveft is over they 
frequently make War upon each other. Being alked. Whether of the Numbers he had feen, who 
were made Slaves, they in general exprefled any Concern at the Lofs of their Liberty . He fai , 
There were fome who did. not, but the greater Number do, particularly the Women ; it could not 
be expected that the Children fhoulcL y,, 

At a fubfequent Period Mr. Wadftrom tranfmitted to the Committee, by Letter, an Extract 
from the Journal he kept while he was on the Coaft of Africa, in 1787, relative to i En ^>‘ • 
Yeflels employed in the Slave Trade having been cut ofFin the River Gambia.—Which Extrad is 

as follows: 1 . 

Goree IJland^ O Bober 22a 1787- 

« Captain Wignie, a French Captain, from Rochelle, who arrived here a few Days ago from 
« Albreda, a French Fadtory in the River Gambia, where he had fpent fome Months in trading 
« for Slaves, communicated to me a melancholy Circumftance that happened during his Stay there. 
« He informed me that Three Englifh Veffels had been lately cut off at the Mouth of that River by 

The Reafon of fuch a dreadful Cataftrophe was this: It is ufual when a Veffel Js haved, and 
« ready to fail, for Free Negroes to come on board to be treated with Punch and other Things, and 
« to take their Leave. This was the Cafe on board one of the Veffels alluded to, when a favour- 
“ able Wind fuddenly fpringing up, the Captain failed away with thofe who had come on board in 

«! The Wind however fuddenly changing again, he was driven back to the fame Part of the 
*. Coaft from whence he had taken them. The Natives on the Shore, being apprized of his 
« Return feized the Veffel, and not only his, but (as Captain Wignie was informed) Two 
« others of the fame Nation. Only a few out of all their Crews were fortunate to efcape, and 
« thefe took Refuge at the French Factory at Albreda, where Captain Wignie s Veffel ay. Whe- 
«« ther the Captains were all of them killed or not. Captain Wignie does not immediate y recollefl. 

“ Captain Wignie affured me alfo, that the taking away of Free Negroes frequently happens, 
« particularly among the Englifh and Dutch. Captain Le Loup alfo gave me the fame Sort of In- 
“ formation upon the Coaft.” 

Mr. Wadftrom, having again attended the Committee, confirmed the Account given in the 
above Extraft •, and added, that, fince his Return to England, he had heard from fome of the 
Underwriters the Circumftance of Two Englifh Ships having been cut off in the River Gambia in 
1787, and he had no Doubt they were the fame Ships which he had heard mentioned when he 

was on the Coaft. 
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Dr. ANDREW SPAARMAN, a Native of Sweden, Profeffor of Phyfic and Infpe&or of the 
Mufeum of the Royal Academy at Stockholm, was in Africa, at the Cape of Good Hope, four¬ 
teen Years a^o, and from thence made a Journey into the interior Parts of Africa. From that 
Part of the Coaft no Export Trade in Slaves is carried on but the Dutch Colonifts fettled in 
Farms in the interior Part of the Country, to the Diftance of 900 Miles, frequently feize on the 
Hottentot Inhabitants, and force them to work for them. A Veffel is fent generally every Three 
Years to purchafe Slaves for the Ute of this Colony, from Madagafcar; they do not chufe to fend 
to Mozambique, as it is fo near, being afraid they would efcape and get back. Cape Town is 
likewife fupplied with Slaves by the Dutch and French Eafl: India Ships from Borneo, Banda, Ba¬ 
tavia and Sumatra; the laborious Work at Cape Town is entirely done by Slaves; he does not 
exaftlv know the Number of Slaves at Cape Town, but the Proportion of Slaves to Whites is 

Ten to One. 

Dr. Spaarman has lately been at Senegal, Goree, and Shual. He failed from France in the 
Month of July 1787, arrived on the Coaft about the End of Auguft, and remained there till the 
Middle or End of January. The Objeft of his Voyage was partly Health and partly Curiofity, 
particularly with a View to Natural Hiftory ; his Defign was to penetrate into the interior Parts ot 
Africa, but met with fo many Obftacles, that he was obliged to give up that Part of his Project. 
Being alked in what Manner the Slaves exported from this Part of the Coaft are procured, and 
how they arc made Slaves ? Dr. Spaarman gave the following Account: 

When the Kings of the Country want Slaves for the Purchafe of Goods, they fend their Horfe- 
men in the Nioh° to the Villages to make as many Slaves as they can.

A third Way is by private kidnapp'ng ; they feize one another in the Night when thev have 
Opportunity, and fometimes they invite each other to their Houfes, and there detain and 111 -hem 
to the European Traders. The Number of Perfons fo kidnapped £ confiderable and of th Ha c 
t'ce he has feen two Inftances himfelf, and it appeared to him to be a common Practice. 

Another Way is by Accufations by the King, or by each other (frequently falfe) for various 
Crimes iinconfequence of which the Perfon accufed is fold. If a Perfon in a V.Le offends 
the King, it ferves him as a Pretence for feizmg the whole Village and felling them* When a 
Merchant has Goods to fell, and the Perlon who willies to buy them cannot pay immediately it is

Being afkeil if the King ever fells any of thofe Slaves who belong peculiarly to him ? Mr. Dal- 
rymple faid. He believed he fometimes does, but very feldom. It is a Difgrace to the Family to 
which the Slave belongs that he lhould be fold out of the Country. It fometimes happens that 
People of the firft Confequence become Slaves to the King. 

Mr. Dalrymple having deferibed the Natives as a humane and gentle People, of foft and inof- 
fenfive Manners, was alked how he reconciled their Gentlenefs of Manners with the Conduit of 
their Kings and great Men who fell their People for Slaves ? and replied. He believed they were 
guilty of thefe Barbarities only to procure Brandy, of which the whole Nation is paflionately fond. 

Being afked if the People were much given to War? faid. He believes they hardly ever go to 
War but in Revenge for fome Depredation committed, or in order to make Slaves j and thefe 
Wars feldom lalt longer than Two or Three Days. The Prifoners made in War who are not fold, 
are redeemed by Cattle, and fometimes exchanged ; a Freeman is redeemed by Two Slaves. It is 
by no Means true that the Prifoners taken in War are put to Death, if not fold to the Europeans. 

The Number of Slaves fold out of the DiftriCt he was in is not a great many. Mr. Dalrymple 
imagines between 400 and 500 in a Year, but cannot fpeak pofitively. The Slaves our Traders 
purchale are paid for by Exchange of Cotton Stuffs, Fire Arms, Gunpowder, and chiefly Brandy: 
They are purchafed of the King and of the great Men, and fometimes of Individuals: They fell 
each other as they can. Mr. Dalrymple heard from a Captain of a Ship of One Brother who had 
fold another, and was himfelf afterwards fentenced by the Alcaide to be fold, as a Punifhment for 
having fold his Brother. The Alcaide and the chief Men of the Village (hared the Profits among 
themielves. The Two Brothers were put on Board the fame Ship, as he was told, and are now 
Slaves upon the fame Plantation in Tobago. Mr. Dalrymple believes this to be a common 
Practice. 

If the Kings, or chief Men, bring Slaves to Market, and cannot fell them, they are kept for 
another Opportunity ; but if they are fo old as not to be faleable, Mr. Dalrymple has heard they 
are fometimes put to Death. 

The Queftion being alked. Of the different Nations of Europe, what is the Proportion in which 
each Nation buys Slaves on the Coalt ? Mr. Dalrymple faid. The Englilh and the French chiefly 
carry on the Trade here, but he did not know in what Proportion. 

In general a Fourth Part of the Slaves are Delinquents, who have committed Offences againft the 
Cuftoms of the Country, or their refpeCtive Matters, and are thought improper to remain in the 
Villages. Thefe are ordered to be fold openly, and without any Form of Trial. Their Delinquen¬ 
cies are for the moft Part Difobedience to their Matters, Negligence, Drunkennefs, and Intrigues 
with Women. The Crime of Witchcraft is unknown in thefe Countries. 

Mr. POPLETT believes, that Two Fourths more are Slaves born and bred in the Country as 
Stock j the other Fourth Part he believes to be Prifoners made in the Wars, which are ftirred up 
by the Europeans by Means of Liquor j on which Occafions the European Traders go on Shore and 
purchafe the Prifoners on both Sides. Being afked whether the Kings of thefe Countries permit 
thefe Practices ? he replied. The Kings of thefe Countries do not prevent it, becaufe they 
receive Cuftoms from the Slaves fo made. 

Befides the above, there is a Number equal to One Eighth Part of thofe before fpoken of who 
are brought from the interior Country, particularly from the Country of the Sierrieurs, whom the 
Moors fteal and take away by Force. 

In the Kingdoms of Demel, Tin, Barbeflin, and Barra, there are great Numbers of native Slaves 
which are bred for the Purpofe of Sale. Mr. Poplett being afked if they had a right to fell them 
as they pleafe, either among themfelves, or to Foreigners ? replied. They fell them commonly, 
and the Slaves had rather be fold to any body than the Moors, who treat them with extreme 
Cruelty. With refpeCt to their Treatment by their Matters in their own Country, they have lefs 
Comfort, with full as fevere Treatment, as ever he faw exercifed in the Weft Indies. The 
Matters are uncontrolled in the Punilhment of them; they have Power of Life and Death over 
them, which they frequently exercife. 

Mr. Poplett faid, it was impoflible for him to afeertain theNumber of the Slaves exported: They 
are purchafed principally by the French, fome by the Englifh, the Danes, and the Oftenders. 
They are purchafed of the King, the Alcaide, and of their refpeCtive Matters. There are no 
Black Traders on this Part of the Coaft. 

Being alked whether the Slaves (hew Reluctance or Pleafure at being purchafed by the Euro¬ 
peans ? Mr. Poplett replied. Great Reluctance; for the Matters or Priefts hold out as a general 
DoCtrine to their Slaves* that the Europeans will kill and eat them, if they behave fo ill as they 
do to their refpedtive Matters, by which Means the Slaves are kept in better Order, and in great 
Fear of being fold to the Europeans. This DoCtrine is generally believed in that Part of Africa, 
and has a very political EffeCt on the Minds of thefe People.

MAJOR GENERAL ROOKE commanded at Goree when it was taken Pofieflion of during 
the War in 1779, and continued there between Four and Five Months. i ■}!.» 

General Rooke did not particularly obferve while he was at Goree, in what Manner the Slave 
Trade was carried on; he recolletts receiving a Meffage from the King of Demel, to acquaint him 
that he had fome Slaves to difpofe of, if there were any Englifh Traders there to purchafe them. The 
Number was Twenty, and they were purchafed at the Rate of 20 1 . per Head on an Average. 
With refpett to the Manner in which the Slaves fold at Goree were made fo, the Report of the 
Ifland of Goree was, that when a Ship arrived to purchafe Slaves, the King of Demel fent to the 
Chiefs of the Villages in his Dominions to fend him a given Number of Slaves; but if they 
were not to be procured on this Requifition, the King went to War till he got the Number he 
wanted. This Report was confirmed to General Rooke by Three Marabous, whom the King 
fent to him.

General Rooke was not acquainted from his own Knowledge with any other Manner in 
which Slaves are made. A Propofition was made to him by an Englifh Merchant (who uied as 
an Argument that it had been done in the Time of other Governors) to invite a Number of 
Negroes to an Entertainment, and then fend them on Board fome Ship and fell them. General 
Rooke refufed the Propofition with Indignation ; and upon enquiring from the Marabous, he did not 
find that fuch a Thing had ever been done; he heard that there had been Two Battles fought 
on the Continent, during his Stay at Goree, for Slaves, and was told it was not au uncommon 
Pratt ice to make War for that Purpofe. 

The General being afked if he had any further Information to give ori the Subjett of the Slave 
Trade on the Coaft of Africa ? replied, That very little T rade was carried on during his Stay 
there; he had therefore nothing to add, to what he had already faid upon this Subjett. 


CAPTAIN T. WILSON was fent to the Coaft of Africa to give up the Ifland of Goree, and Goree and 
was there in Part of the Year 1783 and 1784; he arrived there the 19th of November 1783, 
landed upon the Ifland of Goree the 24th of December following, and continued upon the Ifland till Capt ?|? Th °- 

25th March 1784; went from thence to the River Gambia, upon the Bulinefs of Government, theNavy”" ° 

and left the Coaft of Africa on the 21ft of April.

Being afked, What Information he had to give the Committee concerning the Manner of carry- dLS'rSto 
ing on the Slave Trade ? Captain Wilfon gave the followincr Account. the Govcrn- 

0 ment cr Reli- 

Soon after he commanded at Goree, a Slave was brought thither by Two of the King of F° n of the 
Demel’s private Guards. He found that it had always been cuftomary for every Thim* that was 
brought to the Ifland for Sale to be firft brought to the Houle of the Commandant, as nothin^- 
was allowed to be fold but by Permiflion of the Commandant. He had the Curiofity to afk the 
Two Guards abovementioned, through the Means of the Interpreter, what the former Condition 
had been ? They faid, that he was a free Man fubjett to the King of Demel, but 
had fallen under his Difpleafure for having fet a Corn Field on Fire belonging to the King. That 
they never enquire, in fuch Cafes, whether it was by Accident or Defign -, the Man muft equally 
be anlwerable. There being no Englifh Trader on the Coaft, the Man was carried back, and 
Captain Wilfon hopes he was releafed, but never heard any more of him. 

Before he arrived at Goree, Captain William Lacey of the African Corps, who was the Englifh 
Commandant at Goree, had fent a Mahometan Courier by Land to fome Englilh Traders at the 
River Gambia on the King’s Service. The Courier was intercepted on his Return with Letters 
directed to the Commandant, and fold to one Rouchand, who commanded a French Polacrc ly¬ 
ing at Pontuval, about Ten Leagues to the Southward of Goree. The Courier fpoke French, 
and fortunately for ^him could write, and fent a Letter to the Commandant at Goree, which fell 
into Captain Wilfon’s Hands, letting him know his Situation. He immediately fent a Courier 
to ouc and to demand, in His Majefty’s Name, that he Ihould be given up. The Courier he 
lent to Rouchand was a Man who knew the other, and could identify his Perfon. Rouchand re- 
U . c , r . ° e lver h™ up, or to fuffer Captain Wilfon’s Courier to fee him, contenting himfelf 
with lending a verbal Anfwer, That it was true he had bought a Perfon of that Defcription 7 but did 
not know he was a Courier or free Man, and that he Ihould not do Juftice to his Owners in giving 
im up. pon this. Captain Wilfon determined to go Over with his Ship and feize by Force the 
ouner ent by Captain Lacey, but before he had executed this Intention, Rouchand fent over his 
, ^ ate » &- c * to f et ch off fome Goods he had left upon the Ifland ; upon which 
ap am 1 on detained the Goods and the Mate, but fuffered the Long-boat to go away with a 
eu_j- rom the Mate, letting Rouchand know his Situation, and that he fhould be detained ’till 
fn I'"' 10 T? Cey S P )uri 5 r was rctu rned with his Letters in Safety to the Garrifon. Rouchand refufed 
r orm. ime, but after a Fortnight fent the Man back in Irons, and in a very bad Condition. 

Captain Wilfon cannot tell by whom the Mahometan Courier was feized; but they were Natives, 
wlio were Part Pagans and Part Mahometans.

Gambia. replied. No other within his own Knowledge, that relates to the Manner of making Slaves by 

Captain the Natives.

With refpeft to the general Manner of making Slaves, he made, while he was there, parti¬ 
cular Enquiry from intelligent Perfons, and was informed, that when they were at War, they 
made Prisoners and fold them -, and when they were not at War they made no Scruple of taking 
any of their own Subjects and felling them, even whole Villages at once. 

Being afked, if he had any Reafon to fuppofe that this was praftifed in any other Country in 
Africa, except the Kingdom of Demel ? Captain Wilfon faid. No. His Enquiry was confined to 
the Kingdom of Demel, which he believes is a large and populous Country. He has been Seven 
or Eight Miles inland, attended by 400 or 500 Men, and treated with great Refpedl. The King 
is attended by Guards drefied in the old Roman Stile ; he has been told that the King can bring 
70,000 or 80,000 Men into the Field : He has Deputies in each Diftridt to col left his Revenues, 
which are paid in Kind.

CAPTAIN HILLS being afked, what he had obferved of the Manner in which the Slaves 
purchaled on the Coaft became fo ? replied. At Goree there was very little Trade while he was 
there, but he had an Opportunity on the Coaft of obferving the Manner in which Slaves were 
made. There was fcarcely an Evening in which he did not fee People go out in War Drefies to 
obtain Slaves from the neighbouring Villages. This he underftood from one of the Chiefs was 
done by the King’s Orders, who at that Time was very poor, from our annual Prefents not being 
given to him as ufual. He was particularly defirous of getting fome Black Volunteers to ferve 
on Board his Ship, as it was War Time, and his Crew a bad one. The Confequence was, that 
one Night they brought a Man to him with his Arms tied behind him •, Captain Hills rejected him, 
as his was not a trading Vefiel. They requefted he would fufifer the Man to ftay all Night, and 
Governor Wall would take him in the Morning. He ordered him to be releafed from his 
confined State, and fed. The next Morning they came for him, when he jumped overboard, and 
fwam to the Shore. They purfued him, but were not able to come up with him till he had reached 
the Shore *, there they caught him, but he was refcued by the Natives of the Village to which he 
fwam. It appeared that this Man had been kidnapped without Authority from the King. This 
was the only Inftance he knew, of his own Knowledge, of Perfons being kidnapped. He never 
faw the Parties that went out return with Slaves, but often faw Slaves in their Huts tied Back 
to Back. 


Being afked with what View thefe Slaves were made fo, as he had ftated that there were no 
Traders there at the Time he was at Goree ? He replied. He believed they were intended to be 
fent to Governor Wall, who was a great Trader. The Chiefs told him they were for Governor 
Wall. Captain Hills received on Board his Ship One Volunteer, who came to England with 
him. Being afked if he knew of any other Method by which Slaves were made ? Captain Hills 
replied. Not at Goree. In the River Gambia, Captain Hills and his Lieutenant each of them 
wanted a Boy as Servant; a Black Pilot who was on Board offered to get them One; and the 
Method he propofed was, that Captain Hills fhould fend his Boat towards the Shore, and the Boys, 
not knowing what they were to be brought there for, were to be ieduced on Board. In this Man¬ 
ner the Traders procured Slaves. Captain Hills met with a Man, who told him he had been 
kidnapped and carried away by aBriftol Veffel; but that One of the Governors in the Weftlndies, 
on hearing his Story, would not fuffer him to be fold, but lent him back to his own Country. 
This is all the Information he has to give relpeding the Way of making Slaves, or on the Slave 
T rade. 


Captain Hills being afked whether his Crew were healthy while he remained on the Coaft ? 
replied, He did not lofe a fingle Man ; but he attributed it to the Precaution he took of making 
the Men he fent on Shore take the Bark before they went, and on their Return. He always him- 
l'elf faw them take it. Being afked whether there were any Slave Ships in the River Gambia while 
he was there? he replied, There were Two Danes (which he fent away by Order of Commodore 
Shirley), and two Englifh Vefiels. Being afked whether the Crews of thofe Veffels were as healthy 
as his was ? he replied.

Being afked, whether he could affign any 
Reafon for the Difference in point of Health between his own Crew and thofe of the above-men¬ 
tioned Veffels ? Captain Hills replied, Much greater Care is taken of the Men on Board the 
King’s Ships than in Merchant Ships, and the latter were longer in the River, and higher up it.

The Broker or Slattee is the Perfon who colledts the Slaves together in the interior Parts of the 
country • he perhaps gives a fmall Premium to the Slave Owners, and engages to convey them 
and their Slaves down to the Banks of the River, dear of all Incumbrance-, that is, he chf- 
rbarges all Duties, Fees, &c. lie is fubjedt to in palling through the different kingdoms. He 
finds them Provifion on their Journey down ; on their heturn, they are to find tnemielves 1 ro- 
vifion • but he is bound by Engagements to return with them, and keep them lree from every 
Demand as above : For the Performance of his Engagements, he receives a Cuftom or Brokerage 
on each Slave from the European Trader, which is (or more properly was originally) deducted 
out of the Price of the Slave. The Price varies according to the Scarcity and Demand for

The Slave Trade of Gambia has declined much thefe 15 or 20 Years paft. In the Year 1771, 
2,5co Slaves may have been exported; in J 775 > but from the Year 1778 to 1788, he 

knows of no Inftance where more than 900 or 1,200 have been exported in Twelve Months. 1 he 
Gambia may produce about 30 Tons of Bees Wax, and 8 to 10 Tons of Ivory. Gold is of fuch 
Value about the Sea Coalt, we cannot purchafe it to bring to Europe with any Profpeft ot Advan¬ 
ce, the Quantity very fmall that comes to European Traders Hands. Ivory is purchafed from 
5 f. to 7 1 10 s. Sterling per 112 lb. according to Quantity. Bees Wax is purchaled from 30 s. 
per 112 lb. to 80. 

"We are now entering on Trade. The Linguift brings the Broker on Board, or to your Factory, 
who gives Notice that he has a Slave to fell, enquires the Price you mean to give the Mailer ofYhc 
Slaved and the Cuftom he is to have ; this is very feldom fettled until he has vifited all the Ships 
and Fadtories at the Port. When he finds he has no better Offer, he brings the Slave Owner 
on Board, who examines the Quantity of your Merchandize, fixes upon the principal Articles of 
the Affortment, and fends for the Slave; the Surgeon examines the Slave; if approved of, we 
immediately pay the Owner from 10 1 . to 20 1 . Value in Merchandize, Hopping One Bar Duty for 
the King, Prince, &c. The Man that colledls the Duty is called by the Natives Tabob Manfon, 
in Englilh, the White Man’s King, and to whom the European Traders pay Plalf a Bar, or One 
Shilling, for every Slave they purchafe. The Slave Owner having received his Goods as agreed 
on, he calls for Count a Car/, (which fignifies, in the Englilh Language, loofing the Slaves from 
their Rope), and is done by prefenting him Trading Knives, Half a Bar of Tobacco, paper, &c.; 
without this, his Deed of Delivery is not perfedt; with it, he finally concludes his Part of the 
Bargain, and carries his Merchandize on Shore. The Slave, if a Man, is put in Irons on the 
Main Deck * if a Boy, he is put on the Main Deck loofe; if a Woman or Girl, they are placed 
(without Irons) on the Quarter Deck. 

The Broker or Slattee now receives his Cuftom or Brokerage for the One Slave bought, which 
X finilhes the Purchafe of a fingle Slave. The Coffil Trade differs very little from the fingle, 
having the fame Ceremony, Ihewing the Goods, fixing the Price to the Owner, and the Cuftom 
to the Broker or Slattee. Price and principal Articles once fixed upon, it feldom varies, 
purchafing 30, 40, or 50 Slaves of a Day. When the Coffil is finiflied, we pay the Slattee all his 
Brokerage Dues, the King his Duty Bars, and Tabob Manlon his Dues; and it is in the foregoing 
Mode, and no other, that the European Trader can obtain a Cargo of Slaves in the Kiver 
Gambia.

Goods, with a Promife to redeem them, which they have never done, and the Children have been 
carried away. 

There are fome born Slaves in this Part of the Country. He does not know that they ever fell 
thefe, but thinks it probable they do, for the Man who will pawn his Child will naturally fell his 
Slave. 

The Slaves are purchafed of the Natives who live on the Water-Side, moft of whom are 
Blacks ; but there are fome few Whites, perhaps One in a Thoufand, who are Englifhmen. 

On the Gold Coaft the Slaves are moftly purchafed at the Forts of the Englifh refident there, 
who muft have purchafed them of the Black Traders. 

Mr. Eldrid fuppofes that fome of the Slaves are the People of that Part of the Country, but 
much the greater Number are the People of the interior Country, becaufe they do not fpeak the 
lame Language. He has no good Information how the Slaves are made that come from the 
interior Country ; they are brought down by the Black Traders ; he has no Knowledge how thefe 
Traders come by them, nor how the Pafiage of the Slaves is fecured in coming through the 
different Countries. Being afked what becomes of thofe Slaves who are brought down to the 
Coaft, and are rejected by the Europeans ? he replied. They are generally fold^in Lots, and we 
are obliged to take the bad with the good. 

Being afked with what Goods he carried on the Trade, and where he procured thefe Goods? 
Mr. Eldrid replied. They carried from Rhode Ifland Rum and Tobacco, and exchanged Part of 
thefe Goods, either at the Englifh Factories, or with Englifh Ships on the Coaft, and with the 
remaining Tobacco, and the Goods fo taken in Exchange, they purchafed their Slaves. On the 
Gold Coaft purchafed them chiefly with Rum and Tobacco. 


There are frequent Wars in this Country, particularly between the Mahometans and the 
Pagans, and the Prifoners made in thefe Wars are fold as Slaves •, if they have been Freemen 
originally, they are frequently redeemed from us by their Friends, who give us other Slaves in 
return. The general Mode of carrying on War in this Country, and other Parts of Africa, is 
not open and bold, but by Stratagem, and in fmall Parties : They lie concealed in the Woods 
which furround the fmall Villages, and make their Attacks under Cover of the Night, and feize the 
People by Surprife. Others are fold as Delinquents, and thefe make the greater Part. Mr. 
Penny does not deny but there may be Individuals who feize People by Surprife, without Autho¬ 
rity from the Government, but thefe Ir.ftances are by r.o Means frequent, and are feverely punifhed 
when detected. There are others who are made Slaves in confequence of Gaming, of which thev 
are very fond. They flake themfelves, firft a Leg, then an Arm, and laftly the Head, which they 
reckon equal to all the reft* and when they have loft that, they furrender themfelves for Slaves. 
Suppofing a Man to lofe a Leg only, in this Mode of Gaming, they continue playing on till thev 
have loft the Whole of themfelves, or are cleared. 

Mr. Penny being afked whether he did not conceive there would be fewer Wars in this Part of 
the Country, if the Profit of making Slaves was not one Objedt to induce them to make War ? 
replied. This may be a concurrent Caufe, but he never heard it avowed. Fear, Ambition, Intereft 
. tment are f u PP°fed to be the Caufes. He rather confiders the making Slaves as the EfFeft* 
though it may fometimes be a concurrent Caufe. He is fully perfuaded, this concurrent Caufe exifted 
with equal Force, previous to the European Nations having any Commerce with Guinea, yet he 

acknowledges, at theprefent Period, the Articles of Trade brought from Europe conrtitute what 
the Africans moft value. 


But as Wealth, or any fuppofed Good that influences the Minds of Men, is undoubtedly com¬ 
parative, he therefore infers, that the inferior Manufactures of Africa, which it pofiefied previous 
to its having any Commerce with the Europeans (which inferior Manufactures confifted of Cotton 
an Crais Cloth, and Ornaments of Gold and Ivory) at that remote Period when the Africans 
could not have an Idea of any thing more perfeCt or defirable, were certainly as much an Incentive 
o rouie them to War, as the European Commodities can poflibly be now, when become common 
ana ramihar among them. 


There are alfo native Slaves in this Country; Three Fourths of the Inhabitants are Slaw 
Uo meltic Xl? v 5 ry ‘ s ve $ P re valent in this Country, as well in the Mahometan Towns as in t 
ragan. Ihefe domeftic Slaves are never fold, except for Crimes. They are tried for th< 
Crimes; and the Number of Slaves is fo great, that the Government would be afraid of cor 
mitting any ACt of Injuftice for fear of a Revolt.

The Europeans purchafe the Slaves of the Black Traders, who are the Princes and Head Men 
of thole Countries. Thefe Black Traders travel into the interior Country to purchafe them. 
They obtain Paflports from the intermediate States for that Purpofe. They go ro Mans in the 
interior Part of the Country where the Slaves are fold ; and are gone fometimes for a Moon or more. 
Mr. Penny can give no Account of thefe interior Countries from whence the Slaves are brought. 




The Number of Slaves annually exported from this Part of the Coaft is about 2,5001 Two 
Thirds by the Englilh, the Remainder by the French. Of thefe 2,500 Slaves, Mr. Penny appre¬ 
hends about Three Fourths come from the interior Country. The Age at which Slaves are gene¬ 
rally purchafed is from Nine Years old to Thirty. 

Mr. Penny cannot fay with Certainty what becomes of thofe Slaves who are rejefled by the Eu¬ 
ropeans, but has been repeatedly informed that they are deftroyed (particularly at Angola) by 
the Traders who refide far in the interior Country. They pufh them down from the Top of a 
deep Cliff near to the Place where the European Fadtories are eftablifhed at Melimba. 

Mr. Penny does not know that there are any Countries, either upon the Coaft, or in the in¬ 
terior Part of Africa, where Slaves are bred for Sale; but obferved, that if we take a View of 
the Whole of the Slave Coaft, which runs from Sixteen Degrees North to Sixteen South, making 
an Extent of Coaft of about 1,600 Leagues, and compare it with this Country, which is fo fmall 
in proportion, and confider the Number of Delinquents here, which amount to about 2,000 annually, 
it is not to be wondered at, that in a Country of that Extent, and where there is fo little Civilization 
and fuch Numbers of People, the Slaves made in confequence of Delinquency fhould foVm a large 
Proportion of the Number annually exported from Africa, which is computed at 80,000. 

Mr. Penny being afked, what he fuppofed in general to be the Population of the Countries he 
had fpoken of, and on what Grounds he formed his Conjedture ? replied. It was impoflible to 
anfwer the Queftion with any tolerable Exadtnefs, but gave the following Eftimate of the Popula¬ 
tion of Africa, obferving that he gave it with great Diffidence. 

Thofe who vifit Africa and America will difeover, and perhaps be ftruck with the Appearance 
of pretty nearly an equal Population in the State of Virginia, and thofe Countries of Africa which 
lie upon the Sea Coaft. 


Virginia comprehends about 30,000 fquare Miles, and including the Negroes, is faid to contain 
about 800,000 Inhabitants; taking this for the Bafis of the Calculation, it may reafonably be pre¬ 
fumed that Negro Land, which extends from the River Senegal in 16 0 North to Cape Negro in 
16° South Latitude, and from the Atlantic Eaftward to the Indian Ocean, and contains, exclufive 
of Nubia and Abiffinia, at leaft Four Millions of Square Miles, if it be equally populous through¬ 
out as it is on the Sea Coaft, may have One hundred and fix millions of Inhabitants. Notwith- 
ftanding the annual Drain of Slaves from this Country, we do not perceive any vifible Decreafe 
of Population. 



Sierra Leone. A confiderable Number of Slaves are procured on this Part of the Coaft; and Mr. Mathews 
made it his Objedt during his Refidence there, to inform himfelf how thefe Slaves were made fo. 
r. athews. q£ t j ie ]\j um bers which are taken from this Country, only a fmall Part are Natives of the Sea 
Coaft, fome of which are Prifoners made in the Wars which the petty States have with each other. 
Others are fold for various Crimes, fuch as Witchcraft, Adultery, &c. &c.; but the greateft Part 
are Prifoners made in the Wars in the interior Country, which the Foolahs, a People who profefs 
the Mahometan Religion, are perpetually waging againft the furrounding Nations, (the Names of 
which he does not immediately recoiled!), who refufe to embrace their Dodtrine. 

Mr. Mathews does not apprehend that all the Slaves who are brought from the interior Coun¬ 
try are Prifoners made in the Wars carried on by the Foolahs. There are likewife iome who are 
ibid for their Crimes, and in Times of Scarcity many Perfons iell their Slaves for Salt. 

Mr. Mathews fpoke the Language of the Sea Coaft, but not thit of thofe who came from a 
Diftance; and being afked. From whom he learnt the Accounts he had given of the Manner of 
making Slaves ? faid. From the Natives of the Sea Coaft who travel into the interior Country. 
He does not believe that thefe Wars, either on the Sea Coaft or in the interior Country, are made 
for the Purpofe of acquiring Slaves; becaule, when he firft arrived at Sierra Leone in April 
1785, he found the Nations to the North and South of that River engaged in War. The War 
to the Northward was occafioned by a Man of One Tribe killing a Man of another Tribe; he 
fled from their Refentment for Shelter <among his own Countrymen, who refilled to deliver him 
up to the Friends of the Deceafed, according to the Laws of the Country, and this brought on a 
general War between the Two Nations, and involved others in their Dil'pure. The War to the 
Southward of Sierra Leone, which was in Sherbro, originated from a Quarrel between Two 
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Headmen, wlio were Chiefs in the Village where they refided refpedivety ; their Difpute eho-n^ed 
the whole Country of Sherbro in Arms againft each other. 

Mr. Mathews is of Opinion, that Wars would be as frequent in thefe Countries as they now 
are, if the Europeans did not come to purchafe Slaves, as the People are of a very vindictive 
Difpofition; 

Being afked, Whether he did not conceive that Crimes were very often imputed falfely to thofe 
People for the Purpofe of making Slaves ? faid. He did not conceive fo from any Inftance that 
ever fell under his Obfervation. 

Mr. Mathews fpeaks from his own Knowledge of the Existence of domeftic Slavery upon the 
Coaft, and has heard that it exifts alfo in the interior Part of the Country. 

The Slaves make Three Fourths of the Inhabitants on this Part of the Coaft. They are em¬ 
ployed in cultivating the Lands, and are entirely fubjeft to the Will of their Owners; but they 
are not feverely treated, except for Crimes, for which they are punifhed without any Form of 
Trial, according to the Will of their Owners. 

If the Domeftic Slaves are born in a Man’s PofTefiion, or have been in his Pofleflicn for a 
Twelvemonth, they cannot be fold without the Form of a Trial; but as the Mailer is both Jud^* 
and Accufer, they are condemned of courfe. Mr. Mathews has feen this Mode of Trial: There 
is a Place in the Middle of each I own, (fomething like a Cockpit herej, where the Mafter fits 
with the Head Men, who are his Neighbours; the Slave is brought into the Middle and accufed 
of fome Crime; WitnefTes are examined, and the Mafter is the chief Judge, though the others 
give their Opinion, and if the Slave is convifted he is immediately fold. They have certain Forms 
and Laws handed down by Tradition. Mr. Mathews cannot fay whether all the Crimes for which 
a Slave may be fold are fpecified ; but there are many for which it is notorious to every Body they 
are liable to be fold. They do not punifli with Death for any Crime except among the Mun- 
dingos. There, in Cafes of Poifon or Murder, when a Man is condemned, they immediately cut 
his lhroat. The Mundingos are Mahometans. They form a fmall Part of the Inhabitants of 
this i art of the Coaft, but are propagating their Religion every where. Of the domeftic Slaves 
on this Part of the Coaft, the larger Proportion are Natives there, but the Children of thofe who 
are brought from the interior Country. The Slaves that are purchafed before the rainy Seafon 
commences are employed upon their Plantations, and are fold to the Europeans, and fometimes 
among themfe ves, from One Mafter to another, after the Rice is planted. The Seller carries the 
Manufactures he receives from the Europeans, as the Price of the Slaves, up into the Country in order 
to purchafe others. Some of the Perfons m this domeftic Slavery are therefore of the fame Defcription 
with thofe lold to the Europeans. Mr. Mathews has underftood that the fame Species of domeftic 
Slavery exifts in the interior Country, and to a greater Extent. He does not know whether thev are

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sierra Leone, formerly their Praftice to put to Death the Prifoners made in War ; but they do not do fo notfj 
Mr. Mathews. l* ncc fo e y have had an Opportunity of felling them to the Europeans ; they alfo fell them among 
themfelves. The Perfons refident upon the Coaft, go up into the Country to purchafe Slaves at 
all Times of the Year indifcriminately ; but the chief Time of felling them upon the Coaft is 
about Auguft and September, which is the Rainy Seafon, when they have no Employment for 
them. 

Mr. Mathews being afked, if he knew of Perfons being put to Death by the Kings, as a Dif- 
play of Power, or by Way of Sacrifice? replied; From the former Caufe he never knew an 
Inftance upon the Sea Coaft; he is not acquainted with the Power of the Kings in the interior 
Country. He knew an Inftance of a Man whom they wanted to fend out of the Country without 
felling him, upon Sufpicion of Witchcraft: He was offered to Mr. Mathews, and upon his Refufal 
to take the Man, they tied a Stone round his Neck, and threw him into the Sea. 

Mr. Mathews being afked if he could fpeak to the Number of Slaves annually purchafed upon 
this Coaft? replied; From Cape St. Ann to the River Nunez (an Extent of Sixty Leagues) the 
Number is from 3,000 to 3,500 annually; of thefe, 3,000 are purchafed by the Englifh. The 
Europeans pay for them entirely in the Manufactures of this Country and of the Eaft Indies, and 
in Rum and Tobacco. The Refidents pay for them to the Black Merchants partly in Salt, (an 
Article which they will not permit the Europeans to import into their Country, and which they 
make on the Sea Coaft), and partly in the Manufactures we import. The Average Price of 
Slaves is from 15 1 . to 18 1 . on the Invoice Price of the Goods. We buy none under the Size of 
Three Feet Nine Inches; nor any that (hew Signs of old Age, if we can avoid it, but that is not 
always in our Power, as they fell them in Lots. The Bulk of our Cargo is from 15 to 40 Years 
of Age ; the Pioportion of Males is about Two Thirds ; Children of the Height of Three Feet 
Nine Inches and upwards, are fold from 5 1 . to 8 1 . or 9 1 . apiece, according to their Size and 
Beauty. 


SherbroRiver. Mr. NEWTON being afked if there are many Slaves purchafed here? replied; He had 
Rev Mr purchafed many Hundred, and picked them up by Two and Three at a Time, the Slaves being 
Newton. * fold by the Natives there by Retail. The White Men eftablifhed on this Part of the Coaft fell 
them in greater Quantities. 

Some Part of thefe Slaves are Convifts, but the greater Number are Captives made in War. 
Mr. Newton has Reafon to believe that a great many of them come many Hundred Miles from 
the interior Part of the Country ; has been told that fome of them are kidnapped in their Paffagc 
through the Woods. There are Slaves alfo in this Country whofe Children are born Slaves. 
The Slaves are very little employed in their own Country, but are generally kept till an Oppor¬ 
tunity offers of felling them. 

Mr. Newton cannot exaCHy fay, whether Wars are entered into for the Purpofe of making 
Slaves, but it is probable. The People are like European Travellers, and tell fuch wonderful 
Stories there is no depending on them. 

Being afked whether he thought the Situation of Slaves in Africa preferable to that in our Weft 
India I (lands ? replied; The Slaves in Africa are treated with great Contempt, but they have 
not the hard Labour and ill Ufage they meet with in the Weft Indies. They are but ill fed in 
Africa -, they have Bananas and other Plants, and fometimes Half a Pound of Rice a Day for 
their Food. 

Being afked whether the Slaves fhew great Apprehenfion or Reluctance on being fold ? replied; 
They are often under great Apprehenfion at the Sight of the Sea; they imagine they are bought 
to be eat. Of the Slaves purchafed on the Coaft of Africa, the ufual Proportion is about Two 
Thirds Males. 

The Bulk of the Cargo is generally from Sixteen Years of Age to Thirty; the Standard for 
Height is about hour Feet Six Inches and upwards. The Females and the Boys foon recover 
their Spirits, the Men feldom do, they remain gloomy a great while; fuch of the Slaves as are 
not purchafed remain Slaves, and lead a Dog’s Life, as Mr. Newton believes 5 he has heard that 
fome who have not been fold, have been knocked on the Head with the Paddles of the Boat that 
brought them, and thrown overboard. 

Mr. Newton being afked whether the Condition of the Slaves that are not fold is worfe than 
that of the Slaves in our Iflands ? replied; He never was any Length of Time in our Iflands ; 
but believes that the Situation of Slaves at Home is bad ; worfe on Board the Ships -, and worft 
of all in our Iflands. Mr. Newton was not in any of our Iflands above a Month at a Time, and 
then generally flept on board of his Ship. 
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Mr. NORRIS being afked how the Slaves are procured on the Windward Coaft? replied. On 
the Windward Coaft the Country from Cape Mount to Cape Palmas is divided into fmall Diftrifts. 
The old Men generally govern the Villages. As there is no Union or regular Government, they 
are frequently in a State of Hoftility with each other ; and as they live in diftinft Communities, 
the Traveller is fometimes waylaid and feized and fold for a Slave-, this is what is undcrftood 
by the Term Kidnapping. 

Being allied whether thefe little States make War on each other for the Purpofe of making 
Slaves? he replied, They make War on many Occafions, and the Confequence of War is making 
Slaves-, but he believes in general the Number of Slaves arifes, as in other Parts of the Coaft, 
from Debts and Crimes, and fome are brought from diftant Parts. 

Beino 2 fked whether many People are kidnapped in the Manner he had mentioned, and whether 
this Praftice would prevail in the fame Degree if they had not the Hopes of purchafing European 
Commodities with Slaves ? Mr. Norris replied. It does not exift in any confiderable Degree, but 
there are Inftances of it. If they had not the Temptation of European Goods, a bad Man would 
be tempted in fome other Way. 

Before they ever law European Commodities, as the Value of an Article depends on the Efti- 
mation it holds in the Fancy of him that covets it, Mr. Norris doubts not that the rude Manu¬ 
factures of the Country, fuch as their little Trinkets of Gold, Ivory, &c. were as much an ObjeCt 
of Plunder, in former Times, as the Acquifition of European Manufactures is at prelent. The 
oldeft Writers, Leo the African and others, have reprefented the Africans as living ip a State of 
Rapine before the Commerce with Europeans was introduced amongft them. t r 

In the Two DiftriCts on the Windward Coaft, from Sierra Leone to Cape Mount, and from thence 
to Cape Palmas, about 5,000 Slaves are fold annually, many of whom come from the interior 
Parts of the Country, but how made Slaves Mr. Norris cannot tell. They fpeak different Languages, 
and do not underftand each other. Mr. Norris could not colled: Information much to be depended 
on, how they became Slaves, but has fometimes met with Perfons who had been Men of fome Con- 
fideration in their own Country. The general Account was, that they had been condemned for 
intrigues with Women -, that they had been fold for the Crime of Adultery. They would readily 
confel's having been guilty of that, and with to conceal other Delinquencies, which in many Inftances 
were the Occafton of their being fold. They ieem to have a great Horror at falling into the Hands 
of the Europeans, which, Mr. Norris prefumes, is impreffed on their Minds to deter them from the 
Commifiion of thofe Crimes which, being injurious to Society, are puniflied with Condemnation to 
Slavery, and if that Expedient did not offer would be puniflied with Death. 

Mr. Norris being afked. Whether there are any Native Slaves in that Part of the Country ? 
replied. He could not fay, from his own Knowledge, that there are. This is a Part of the Coaft, 
where the Whites leldom goon Shore. The Inhabitants appear to live in a State of great Po¬ 
verty. The fmall Communities into which they are divided, have but little focial lntercourfe or 
Connexion with each other -, and their natural Diftrufts and Jealoufies occafion frequent Quarrels 
among them.

The Slaves taken on board from this Part of the Coaft, were purchafed of the Black Traders. 
With refpedt to the Manner in which they were made Slaves, Mr. FALCONBR 1 DGE was told in 
one Inftance, by a Slave to whom he had taught Englifh, that he had been invited to Supper, 
and when going away, was feized by a Dog, and taken and fold. The Man faid this was a com¬ 
mon Practice. 

CAPTAIN THOMAS DEANE commanded a Wood and Ivory Veflel in the African Trade, 
for the Three laft Years, in which Time he has made Two Voyages, and traded principally on the 
Windward Coaft, from the Illes de Los to Cape lx Hou. He did not trade on his own Account, 
but was in the Employ, as Captain of a Veflel, of Mr. Bigges, a Merchant of Briftol. Continued 
on the Coaft Seven Months on his Firfb Voyage, viz. from October to March-, and Eleven 
Months in the Second Voyage, viz. from October to September. 

Captain Deane being afked. Whether he could inform the Committee in what Manner the 
Slaves purchafed on the Coaft of Africa are made fo ? replied. In various Methods. In the Firft 
Place, for Crimes, or fuppoled Crimes: Firft, Witchcraft; for which great Numbers are tried 
and fold *, and he believes this is often made a Pretence in order to get Slaves to fell. They are 
likewtfe fold for Adultery-, and the Women will often entice the Men to commit Adultery, in 
order to accufe them afterwards. Some become Slaves by having been taken Prifoners in War-, fome 
are made fo by F’orce, and by private Acts of Violence; and Ionic are kidnapped. Being afked. 
Whether any Cafes of this Sort had come within his own Knowledge ? he replied. He had not 
feen any-, but on the Windward Coaft had heard of many by Report. Captain Deane knew of one 
Canoe that went out to catch Slaves, and returned with Two; the Head Man of the Canoe was

killed in the Fray. Being afked. If he knew of any other Inftance of Slaves made fo by Vio¬ 
lence? replied. He did not. He knew of public Wars, but no other Inftance of private Violence. 
Being afked. Whether the Government of thofe Countries authorized or connived at Tranlacciuns 
of this Sort ? Captain Deane replied. They do not publicly; whether or not privately he cannot 
fay : The Plunderers would be fold themlelves, if difcovered. Being afked. Whether the Natives 
of thofe Countries go armed, in order to prevent fuch Outrages ? he laid, They generally are 
armed, thofe who can afford to purchafe them, with Mufkets ; the others with Side-arms. This 
they do to defend themfelves from Wild Beafts, which are very numerous on the Windward Coaft 
(of which only Captain Deane fpeaks), and it may be alfo to protect themfelves from their Country¬ 
men ; but of this Captain Deane is not Cure. Being afked. Whether there are not a great Number of 
Slaves brought down from the Back Country to be fold ? he replied. There was a great Number ; 
and added, they make the greater Proportion of thofe fold. Being afked, Whether the Prince of 
the Country has not fome Duty upon, or fome Intereft in, the Slaves that are publicly fold ? 
Captain Deane replied. He has an Emolument upon every Slave publicly fold, and generally at¬ 
tends the Sales to receive his Duty; and for this Reafon he has an Interefl in preventing Slaves 
being made fo by Kidnapping and Violence. Captain Deane, however, is of Opinion, that notwith- 
ftanding this, the Princes of the Country fometimes privately encourage thofe Ads of Violence. 
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In the Fantyn Nation, a confiderable Portion of the Community are Perfons born Slaves. 
Thefc have peculiar Privileges, and under them enjoy many Advantages which the Slaves of the 
neighbouring Countries do not;—for Example, a Slave born in the Houlehold cannot be fold at 
the Caprice of his Mailer. Mr. Norris being afked, whether there are any Slaves in that Country 
arifing from Delinquency, and whether there are any brought out of other Countries ? replied. 
There are a few Afhantees, and others, domeflicated in their Families. The Fantyn Country alfo ' 
furnifhes annually about 2,000 Slaves, who become fo for Delinquencies and Debt. 

Mr. Norris being afked, whether the Privileges flated by him to belong to the born Slaves in 
the Fantyn Country, extended to the Slaves purchafed or acquired ? replied. The Diftin&ion is 
this; a Slave that has been purchafed or acquired may be difpofed of at Pleafure ; but a Slave born 
within the Walls cannot be fold at the Will of his Mafter, unlefs guilty of Crimes, in which Cafe 
he may be fold. 

Mr. Norris does not conceive that Crimes are often falfely imputed to them in order to make 
them Slaves in fome Cafes it may happen, but not frequently. Accufations may fometimes pro¬ 
ceed from Avarice or Relentment, but the Decifion is always before a Magiflrate. In Cales of 
Adultery the Fine is always to the Advantage of the Hufband; and if the Fine, which is fixed ac 
the Price of a Man Slave, is not paid, the guilty Perfon is fold. J 

Mr. Norris being afked, what are the Parts of the Gold Coaft where the European Traders 
come to purchafe Slaves ? replied. The Places for purchafing Slaves are Appollonia, Axim, Cape 
Three Points, Acqueda, Dixcove, Boultrou, Succunclee, Chamah, Commenda, Elmina, Cape 
Coaft, Mouree, Annamaboe, Cormantine, Tantum, Appam, Wynnebah, Baracoe, Accra, Pram- 
pram, Ningo, and Whydah ; but the latter is not properly on the Gold Coaft. 

The Bririfh, Dutch, and Danes are the European Nations who, in Confequence of havino- Forts 
there, poflefs the Trade of the Gold Coaft. The Britifh purchafe about 6,000 Slaves there an¬ 
nually, perhaps fome Years a few more. As Annamaboe is the great Mart of Trade, the Britifh 
Ships anchor in that Road, and fend their Boats to the different Forts from Appollonia to Pram- 
pram inclufive. Mr. Norris cannot enter with Precifion into a Detail of the particular Forts fo as 
to fpecify the Trade of each, but referred himfelf to Governor Miles, who has refided long there, 
and might perhaps be able to give the Information required on that Head. 

The Dutch procure about 2,500 Slaves annually on the Gold Coaft, chiefly at Elmina and 
Accra; the Danifh Ships ufually iie at Accra, and carry off about 1,500 Slaves annually, which 
are procured chiefly there, the Remainder at Ningo and their Settlements near the River Volta. 

The French, Portuguefe, and American Vefll-ls fometimes viflt this Part of the Coaft ; but hav¬ 
ing no Settlements there, enjoy but little of its Trade; but fhould the French accomplifh their 
Intention of eftablifhing themfelves in the Vicinity of Annamaboe, they may expedl an equal Share 
of this Trade with the Britifh. 

The Englifh Merchants purchafe thefe Slaves of the Black Traders, all refident upon the Coaft, 
who come by them in feveral Ways. The Black Traders go to certain Marts or Fairs, where they 
meet other Traders, and purchafe Slaves of them. In what Manner the Black Traders, who 
bring the Slaves to the Frontiers, come by them, Mr. Norris does not know. Bein» afked, 
whether from Converfation or other Means he had reafon to luppofe that many of thefe Slaves 
were Captives made in War ? he replied. He does not think this applies to the Gold Coaft, but 
in other lels civilized Parts of the Country he has no doubt Outrages may be committed for 
the Purpole of making Slaves. The Object of making Slaves as One Sort of Plunder, mayr be 
a concurrent Caufe of War; but they have the fame Motives for War as the European Nations, 
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loch as Ambition, Avarice, Relentment, See. &c. *Thc Inhabitants of the interior Parts are lels Gold Coaft. 
civilized ; and among them there may be predatory Wars ; but it is not fo with the Alhantees or Mr* Norris*, 
the Fantees. 

In the Countries Mr. Norris has been deferibing, he by no Means thinks there are People who 
employ themfelves in Kidnapping for the Purpofe of making Slaves. t 

Being alked in what Manner the Slaves purchafed are paid for ? he gave the following 
Account: ° 

At Whydah, the Slaves are partly paid for in Cowries, and partly in Goods ; on the Gold Coaft 
partly in Gold Dull, and the Remainder in Goods. Nine Tenths of the Gold Dull; we receive fm 
Goods is paid back again for Slaves

Being alked what Proportion of the Price paid for Slaves is paid in Gold Duft, and what in 
Goods ? he laid, About One Sixth Part is paid in Gold Duft, and the reft in Goods! At Whydah 
One Fourth in Shells or Cowries, and the Reft in Goods. Our Goods are carried up the Country 
to pay for the Slaves. The Gold Duft, which is not produced on the Spot, comes from the 
Afhantee Country, which is Five Days Journey at leaft, perhaps Ten. There is a treater De¬ 
mand for Gold at Annamaboe than the Country produces. The Quantity of Gold has diminilhed 
from the Practice of burying it with the Dead, and from the additional perfonal Ornaments which 
the Progrefs of Civilization has introduced among the Inhabitants. 

Mr. Norris being alked what is the Proportion of Slaves which the different Nations of Europe 
annuaHy export from the feveral Parts of the Coaft? replied, The Whole of the very extenftve 
Coalt ol Negro Land lupplies the following Numbers yearly.

With the Trade of Eenguilla and Loango St. Paul’s, which are Portuguefe Settlements, Mr. 
Norris is not much acquainted. 

By Report from very good Authority, the Portuguefe draw a much greater Number cf 
Negroes annually from Loango St. Paul’s; and it is a Fa£t that they have an uninterrupted 
Communication from thence acrofs the Continent to their Settlement at Mozambique, troni 
whence they fend Supplies of Negro Slaves to their Settlements in the Haft Indies. 


Mr. DEVAYNES being afked what are the different Modes, according to the beft Information 
he had been able to procure, in which Slaves are made in the Countries with which he was 
acquainted ? replied. In Dahomey and Eyo, they are Delinquents, Prii'oners made in War, and 
People fold at the Will of the Prince. 

In the Mahee Country, fome become Slaves front Delinquency, but he believes a great Number 
from being kidnapped. 

Being afked whether the Government permits the latter ? faid, He believes the Country is not 
well enough governed to prevent it. 

In the Fantyn Country, Slaves become fo for Debt and Delinquency. The Crimes for which 
they are meft frequently punifhed in this Manner are Theft, Adultery, and Witchcraft. Mr. 
Devaynes has known an Inftance of a Man gaming himfelf away in that Country, and has heard 
that it now and then happens, but not often. Few are kidnapped-. Kidnapping prevails in a 
Degree in all thofe Countries in Proportion to the good and bad Government refpcdtively. In 
well governed Countries very little, in others more. During the Time he was in Africa, there 
were very few Robberies or Murders in the Kingdom of Dahomey, fo well was it governed. In 
the interior Parts there is hardly a Lock on the Doors, and yet Property is fafe. 

The greater Part of the Slaves fold in the Countries he fpeaks of, are brought from the interior 
Countries-, they are fold from Hand to Eland, and many of them come from a great Diftance; 
Mr. Devaynes fuppofes from 800 to 900 Miles. The Language of the Slaves is very various, 
and many of them do not underftand each other. Mr. Devaynes fuppofes that Wars are 
lbmetimes entered into in thefe Countries for the Purpofe of making Slaves; but faid, the So¬ 
vereigns of Africa are influenced in making War by the fame Motives that influence European Sove¬ 
reigns. In a War that happened while he was there between the Kings of Dahomey and Eyo, and 
which arofe from a Difpute about a Tribute, 60,000 People loft their Lives. 

The Age at which Slaves are ufually fold to Europeans, is from Twelve to Thirty. 

In thofe Parts of the Gold Coaft where the Government is limited, there are domeftic, or born 
Slaves ; the Children of Slaves are born Slaves, and follow the Condition of the Mother. Mr. 
Devaynes does not know that the Mafters of thefe born Slaves are reftrained from felling them 
among themfelves, or to Europeans, but it is not much the Practice except in Cafes of Delin¬ 
quency, they rarely fell them to Europeans. The Labour of thefe domeftic Slaves is not very 
heavy, and they perform it chearfully enough. They are kindly treated, and fufficiently 
maintained, fometimes by their Mafters, and fometimes by their own Labour on Lands afligned 
them for that Purpofe they are married, and have One or more Wives, and the Children are 
Slaves if the Mother is fo. 

Mr. Devaynes is not fufficiently acquainted with the Country to fay whether the Number of 
thefe Slaves encreafes by Birth. 


The Number of Slaves annually exported by the Englilh, is from 7,000 to 8,000. The Dutch 
and Danes export fome, but he cannot fay the Number. Each of thefe Nations have Forts on the 
Gold Coaft. The French had formerly no Fort there, but are nowereding one. Their Trade has 
hitherto been inconfiderable, and they have had no Intercourfe with the Natives, but through In¬ 
terlopers. Lately indeed, fince the French Government have given fuch extraordinary Bounties on 
the Equipment of their African Ships, as well as on the Importation of the Slaves into their Weft India 
Colonies, the French Merchants have been induced to give the Britifh Trader a very high Price 
for Slaves on the Gold Coaft -, but thefe they receive from the Britifh Shipping, and not from the 
Native Trader. The Englilh, Dutch, and Danes have claimed an exclufive Right to the Trade 
on this Part of the Coaft; and Mr. Miles has known Inftances of the King’s Ships driving French 
Vefiels from it; particularly one, when Captain Cotton of the Pallas, at his Requeft, in the Year 
1777, obliged a French Trader to quit the Coaft. 

Mr. Miles being afked. Whether the Slaves on the Gold Coaft are not the moft valuable ? re¬ 
plied, The Slaves on the Gold Coaft are the moft robuft and healthy. Of the Number above- 
mentioned, which this Part of the Coaft affords. One Fourth, or nearly that Proportion, are Fan- 
tees (either fo born or naturalized), who beyond a Doubt become Slaves, and are fold for Debts 
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*nd Crimes of different Def.npt.ons Mr. Miles could fpeak the Language of the Fantecs and 
torfore could in general alcertain for what they were fold. The Chief of thefe Crimes are Debt, 
Theft, Adultery, and Witchcraft The other Three Fourths of the Slaves a,e brought from the 
interior Parts of the Country to the Borders of Fantee, or other Nations near the Water-fide- 
there they are fold to the Black Brokers, who fell them to the Europeans. He never could learn 

wT/mH r'h ^ Slaves became fo as they pafs from the Interior of Africa from 
Hand to Hand, by a Succefiion of Markets. It ,s however very natural to fuppofe, and Mr 
Miles thinks it equally fair to infer, from the Account he has juft given of the Fantees that a 
conftderable Proportion of thefe Slaves, brought down from the interior Parts, have in like Man- 
cf r ^° r .r'iT t lC ' r ^orty to the Laws ol the Country they came from. The Language of thefe 
Slaves differs fo much that a Lot of Slaves purchafed one Day, will not underftandri,e'Lan E ua B e 

0, |,r r of ed ,h f ne ”’ T ; pr0ve . s ’ ,hM the Countries they are brought from are at a 
GOnfiderable Diliance from each other. 1 hey probably come from a great Diltance inland, as 
they have generally Sores from travelling through the Woods, by Paths which admit but one 
at a Time, and are much emaciated. The Men are brought down with a Sort of Log on their 
Arms ; the Women and Children are at Liberty. ° 

Mr. Miles does not know that any of the Slaves purchafed on this Part of the Coaft become fo 
by being made Pnfoners of War. It is pofiible fome of the Slaves from the interior Parts may be 
of this Delcnption ; but as to what relates to the People near the Water-fide, if there areanv 
Skirrmfhes between the Villages, they are generally foon made up by the Interference of a Third, and 
the Pnloners in fuch Cafe are always returned The Fantee Nation was in perfed Peace during 
Sixteen or Seventeen Years of Mr. Miles’s Refidence there. He never heard of any Slaves be nf

What he has faid of the Manner of making Slaves does not relate d 
Appolloma, where the King is defpotic, and Mafter of the Lives of his Subjeds, whom, Mr Miles 
believes, he either puts to death or fells, as his Cap, ice direds. When he fells them he has the 
Profit •, and he prefumes he may fell them at his Pleafure. Mr. Miles was perfonallv acquainted

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Hons of Difpute with the Natives. ' The Natives defpife them as being Slaves, and they, as the 
Slaves of White Men, confider themfelves as fuperior to the other Natives. They were very 
ufeful to Mr. Miles in the laft War. If a ftrift Hand is not held over them, they grow idle and 
mutinous, and have fometimes withdrawn themfelves, but have been brought back by the Influence 
of the Caboceer, or Chief of the Place. 

Being afked, Whether any of the free Natives are ever employed in working at the Company’s 
Forts, and with what Succefs ? he replied. They have frequently been employed as Labourers, 
but in general fo little are they difpofed to Labour, their Service has not been adequate to the 
Pay they receive. The general Pay is Twenty Shillings per Month to the Males, and Ten or 
Fifteen to the Females, according to the Mode of Payment in that Country, which is about adequate 
to the Half in Sterling Money. 

Mr. WEUVES cannot abfolutely fay what Number of Slaves is exported annually on an 
Average from this Coaft, by the different Nations of Europe; but Ihould imagine from 6,000 
to 8,000. 

The Englifh have about Two Thirds of this Trade, the Dutch and Danes the Remainder. 
The French have not any Share in it, except fometimes by Interlopers. The Natives give the 
Preference to our Britifh Aflortments. 

Very few of thefe Slaves are Natives of this Country, not One Fourth of the Whole; the Reft 
are brought from the interior Countries. Thofe who are Natives of this Country, become Slaves 
in confequence of their Crimes; fuch as Theft, Witchcraft, and Adultery: And they alfo become 
fo by Gaming. Mr. Weuves does not believe that Murder is one of the Crimes for which they 
are made Slaves, but that it is punifhed with Death, to which the Criminal is fentenced by the 
Pynims. He never faw himfelf an Inftance, but has heard of it; and the Punifhmenr is by cut¬ 
ting off the Head. Neither the King nor the Pynims fell Slaves themfelves, but their Dependants 
or Slaves do for them. 

Mr. Weuves being afked. Whether any of the Slaves upon the Gold Coaft are Priloners made in 
War ? replied. No : They all of them become Slaves in the Manner before mentioned by him. 
There never was a War in that Country, during all the Time he refided there.—Being afked, 
Whether any are made Slaves by Kidnapping ? he replied. No: It would be impoffible. The 
Inhabitants of the Country are univerfally known, and if fuch a Thing was attempted, there 
would be a Hue and Cry, from one End of the Country to the other, after the Man that was 

miffing. 

The Age at which they are in general fold as Slaves, is from Fourteen up to the Age of 
Forty; but Mr. Weuves has feen whole Families fold at once—the Grandfather, Father, Mother, 
and Children at the Breaft. This happens for the Crime of Witchcraft, which involves the whole 
Family.—Being afked. What the People underftood by the Crime of Witchcraft ? he replied. They 
underftand a Power of doing Mifchief by fupernatural Means, and fometimes a Power of killing 
their Neighbours, or even a whole Community. The Pynims, and the whole Town, are the 
Perfons who determine whether thofe accufed of Witchcraft are Witches or not, and drive them 
away accordingly. 

Mr. Weuves believes that thefe Slaves are fold for the Benefit of the Town at large; but parti¬ 
cularly for that of the principal People of the Place. 

There are not very apparent Marks of great Diftrefs, either in a Family, or in Individuals, when 
they are fo fold. Mr. Weuves believes that in this Situation they are very glad to get away. This 
applies not only to the Perfons accufed of Witchcraft, but to thofe who are fold for the other 
Crimes before-mentioned. The Slaves are not always chained when they are carried down to the 
Ships ; but the Gold Coaft Negroes, being the moft turbulent of any, have a Log of Wood, of the 
Length of Three or Four Feet, and weighing Eighteen Pounds or more, fattened to their Arm; 
and when they walk, they carry it either on their Head or their Shoulders. The Inland Negroes 
are allowed to walk about freely, with a Man before, and a Man behind, to prevent them from 
running away. 

There is a Number of domeftic Slaves upon the Gold Coaft: Some of them are employed in 
planting Yams, &c. others in Fifhing, and fome are hired of their Matters by the Europeans. 
If the Matter has purchafed them, he has a Right to fell them; but if he inherits them, or they 
are born in the Country, he cannot fell them, unlefs convicted of Crimes.—Mr. Weuves does not 
know that they breed Slaves on the Gold Coaft with a View to felling them. 

With refpeft to the Manner in which the Slaves brought from the interior Country are made fo, 
it is hardly poflible to be known, they pafs througii fo many Hands. The Slave Brokers them- 
fclves do not know; but Mr. Weuves conjectures, that in the interior Country they become 
Slaves in the fame Manner as thofe on the Gold Coaft do. The Gold Coaft Brokers go from 100 
to 150 Miles up the Country to purchafe them ; from what further Diftance they may be brought.

Of the Slaves brought down to the 
Coaft for Sale, the Fantees and the Afhantees are beft elleemed, as the moft hardy. The Slaves 
from the inland Country are more traCtable, but not fo robuft. 

Mr Dalzell beino afked, Whether any of thefe Slaves are procured by Kidnapping ? re P h ^’ 

He does not believe that among themfelves they ever procure them in this Manner, though the 
Fantees have been charged, when afting as Auxiliaries in War, with having, P°fl*®d g ther ^ lelv 
with fome of the Stragglers from both Parties, and having foldthem 

found out, they would have been punilhed by the Sovereigns of both .—Such Adts 
reproachful there, as Theft or Robbery. 

Mr. Dalzell being afked, What, in his Opinion, would become of thofe Slaves, if they were not 
difpofed of to Europeans? replied. They would fometimes incorporate among emfelves the 
Slaves made in War: They fometimes do fo now ; but thofe of a higher Rank would, he be , 
from Motives of Policy, generally be put to Death •, and Delinquents, probably, would alway 
punifhed with Death. 

Me. Dalzell, fpeaking of the Difpofuion of the Slaves in general, in the Courfe of the Vo y a ge 
from the Coaft of Africa, fays, that in general they grow to be m good Spirits, and to b 
attached to the Ship, that it is often a diftreffing Scene to part with them in the Welt-Indies,

f’srt of the Prifoners made in War, if not fold, are incorporated among the Slaves belonging to 
the King, and Part are put to Death. The Crimes for which they are condemned to be foTd, are 
principally Adultery (for which they condemn to be fold, fometimes the offending Party only, and 
fometimes the whole Family), Theft, and Witchcraft, by Means of which latter. People are fup- 
pofed to be put to Death. In thefe Cafes there is no Form of Trial that Mr. Dalzell knows of, 
but every thing is done by the Command of the King. If a Theft is committed upon an Euro¬ 
pean, the Thief is punifhed with Death; for which Reafon we feldom make Complaint of it. 

Some of the Slaves are brought from the interior Country, beyond the Kingdom of Dahomey 
and from very diftant Parts: There are Markets to which the Traders go. The Slaves are known 
to be ot different Countries by the Marks on their Bodies, and by the Difference of their Lan- 
guage. Mr. Dalzell once bought a Slave who could talk and write Arabick ; he called himfelf a 
Pwalaye, but they did not uncierltand his Language fufficiently to colleft from what Country he 
came, but underfteod that he had been paffed from Hand to Hand from a diffant Country. 

Mr. Dalzell being afked, whether he had ever heard of Perfons being made Slaves in thofe 
Parts of the Country by kidnapping ?—replied. If the Queftion relates to White People, the Thing 
is impoflible. With refpeft to the Black, he knows of no l'uch Thing, and in this Part of the 
Country it muff: be detected : Every one that fells a Slave pays a Duty to the King, whole Officers 
would foon deleft any thing of this Sort, and the Man would be punifhed, poflibly by beino fold 
for a Slave himfelf. & 

Mr. Dalzell laid before the Committee the following Account of the Expences attending the 
Purchale of a Cargo of Slaves at Whydah, viz. °

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Mr. FALCONBRIDGE, in his Firft Voyage to Bonny, got 380 Slaves, in the laft 420. The 
Slaves taken on board at Bonny were procured of the Black Traders, who go up to Fairs in the 
Country to purchafe and bring them down to the Coaft. They pals through feveral Hands, and 
come from a great Dillance. They bring them in a miferable Condition from the Fairs, half- 
ftarved, and expofed to the Wet, in Boats, with hardly any Covering. He does not know whether 
the Slave Traders pay for the Slaves they purchafe, in Manufactures, or in Gold Dull; but we pay 
for them in Manufactures and in Gold Dull. We purchafe the Gold Dult firft in order to pay for 
the Slaves therewith. Mr. Falconbridge believes that none of the Slaves they had on board were 
Inhabitants of the Coaft. A Woman, big with Child, told him, that fhe^was caught as Ihe was 
returning from a Neighbour’s Houfe, and pafled through many Hands before fhe came to them. 
And an old Man and his Son told him, that they were kidnapped as they were planting Yams. 
Mr. Falconbridge faw himfelf a Man who was invited to come and look at the Ship, and was 
feized, brought on board and Ibid. Being alked, whether in addition to what he had before 
faid, he had any other FaCts to prove that Kidnapping was a common Practice ? He replied. On 
the Windward Coaft they are afraid of ftirring out at Night; and a Slave in Grenada faid to an¬ 
other Perlon, in the Hearing of Mr. Falconbridge, that he had been employed in kidnapping 
others, and was afterwards kidnapped himfelf. Mr. Falconbridge has often feen Slaves go 
mad. 

Being afked how he accounted in his own Mind for the Number of People he imagines to have 
been kidnapped, and whether this Practice could pofiibly go to fuch Extent as he ftates in his 
Pamphlet, wherein he fays, that Slaves are fometimes brought down to the Amount of Fifteen 
hundred together ? Pie replied, it was his Opinion, from feveral Circumftances, that this Practice 
prevails. 

The Slaves brought down from the interior Parts of the Country fpeak different Languages. 
They had one Woman whom none of the other Slaves could underftand. There is much Differ¬ 
ence in the Appearance of thefe Slaves; they have different Marks, and fome are much blacker 
than others. The Ebo Negroes have their Teeth filed like a Saw. 

It often happens that the Slaves offered for Sale are refufed. Mr. Falconbridge cannot fay what 
they do with iuch as are refufed; but he has feen them cruelly beaten. He made particular En¬ 
quiry whether the People breed Slaves for Sale, and could not find the lead Reafon to believe it. 
In the Enquiries he made, he never received any other Account than what he has given of the 
Mode in which Slaves are made, and never heard of any Wars made for that Purpole.

The following Evidence of Mr. William James, a Mailer in the Royal 
Navy, and of One of the Divilions in Ordinary at Chatham, was deli¬ 
vered by him in Writing to the Committee, Mr. James being brought 
to the Committee by Mr. Clarkfon while the Report was preparing, 
and a few Alterations were made in it upon Queftions put to this 
Witnefs with his Confent. 

Mr. JAMES was Three Voyages to the Coaft ©f Africa for Slaves; the firft in the Juno, Cap¬ 
tain Pinnell, in or about the Year 1764; the fecond in the King George, Captain Knight, in or 
about the Year 1766 ; and the third in the Britannia, Captain Bruce, in or about the Year 1768. 
All thefe were from the Port of Briftol, and were either to Bonny or Calabar. Whatever Mr. 
James can clearly recolleft of the firft Two Voyages he will mention, though he wifhes to con¬ 
fine himfelf to the laft, from which he returned as Third Mate to Lucie Harbour in Jamaica. 

Par. 1. Some of the Slaves fold to the Europeans are fuch as are termed Prifoners of War. 
When the Juno was lying, in the Year 1764, in Bonny River, feveral of the large War Canoes 
came from the inland Country with Captives. Some Heads, which had been cut off from the 
ftain, were ltuck upon Poles, as Trophies. They came in Triumph by the Side of the F.nglifh 
Vefiels, and afterwards landed their Prifoners, to prepare them for Sale. Whether the People 
that returned with Slaves had gone out for the fake of revenging an Injury, or on purpofe 
to rob, Mr. James is not able to fay; he has heard from the Negroes, that at Times the Way of 
procuring Slaves by the poorer Traders at Bonny and Calabar, was to go into the inland Country, 
and take off private Families by Surprife. 

That Fraud and Treachery conftitute one of the Means of obtaining Slaves, is a Faft which 
Mr. James can teftify of his own Knowledge. The White Traders give the Kings, in whole 
Territories they intend to Have, what is called a Daft, (i. e.) a Prefent, for Permiftion to break 
Trade. The Black Traders, on the other Hand, pay for every Slave they fiiip on board, a cer¬ 
tain Tax. It fo happened, while the Britannia was on the Coaft, that a trading Man at Ca¬ 
labar had brought from the inland Country Two Slaves. Thefe he wanted to fell, but was de- 
firous of avoiding, if pofllble, to pay the before-mentioned Duty to the King. Another Trader, 

who 
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who became acquainted with his Wilhes, undertook to manage the Bufmefs for him. He de Bonny and 
fired him to bring his Two Slaves down to the Water-fide at Night, that he mfoht tret them CaIabar - 
on board unfeen, and to attend them himfelf to the Veflel, that he might receive°their Value Mr. William 
His Advice was embraced and followed; they were all conveyed to the Britannia, when the J ames * 

1 rader, who undertook to fmugglc the Two Slaves on board, pulled bff the Malk, and not only 
fold them, but their Mafter alio Theft, and other Frauds of a ftmilar Nature, are conftantly 
praftifed to make Slaves ; and Mr. James has heard from the Guinea Captains, that the Europeans 
make no Scruple to receive fuch as they know to have been trepanned in this Manner. 

Mr. James is the more confirmed in his Opinion, that Fraud and Surprife are the Foun¬ 
dation of Slavery, becaufe he has repeatedly converfed with the Negroes in the Weft Indies who 
have told him that they were taken away from their Country in this Manner One Girl in 
particular when he was in Jamaica in the Year 1778 or 1779, informed him, that fhe, and her 
hather and Mother, had been thieved by the Infend Traders; and that her Father had been 
fold on board a Ship different from that to which fhe and her Mother had been configned.

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Captain Hall has feen Canoes, in which Sixty or Seventy Perfons were paddling, come down the 
River with Thirty or Forty Slaves, who were generally with their Hands tied behind them, and 
fome of them in Irons. Captain Hall believes that none of the Slaves he bought were People of 
the Coaft. And being afked, What Age the Slaves were who were offered to him ? replied, from 
Children up to Thirty. Sometimes they offered an old Man or Woman j but they were fo in¬ 
variably rejetted, that they leldom brought them. 

The following Evidence oi Mr. James Arnold was delivered by him in 
Writing to the Committee, Mr. Arnold being brought to the Com¬ 
mittee by Mr. Clarkfon, while the Report was preparing, and a few 
Alterations were made in it upon Queftions put to this Witnefs with 
his Confent. 

M R. JAMES ARNOLD ferved Five Years in his Majefty’s Navy, as Surgeon and 
Surgeon’s Mate. He quitted the King’s Service at the Conclufion of the lafl War, and 
has fince made Three Voyages to the Coaft of Africa, as Surgeon and Surgeon’s Mate, on 
board Two different Veffels belonging to the Port of Briftol. 

The firft Voyage was to the River of Bonny, on board the Alexander, Captain Mactaggart, 
in Quality of Surgeon’s Mate, under Mr. Alexander Falconbridge, Surgeon of the faid Vefiel. 

The fecond Voyage was on board the Little Pearl, Captain Jofeph Williams. 

And the third Voyage (to which his prefent Evidence entirely applies) was in the fame Veffel 
(the Name of which was changed to that of the Ruby), commanded by the faid Captain Wil¬ 
liams. This Voyage was to the Ifland of Bimbe, a fmall Ifland fituated oppofite to that Part 
of the Continent of Africa diftinguifhed by the Name qf the High Lands of the Cameroons.— 
Mr. Arnold having mentioned that he made his firft Voyage to the River of Bonny in the fame 
Ship with Mr. Falconbridge, was afked. Whether the Circumftances ftated in the Pamphlet pub- 
lifhed by Mr. Falconbridge were, according to his Judgment, founded in Fatt ?—and confirmed 
the fame. 

He then delivered in a Paper, intitled, “ Some Particulars of a Voyage to Guinea, by James 
« Arnoldbeing a Copy of what he had fworn to before Edward Montague, Efqj and certified 
to be a true Copy, examined with the Original by the Reverend Mr. Clarkfon: Which Paper 
is as follows; 

A. 


Some Particulars of a Voyage to Guinea by James Arnold. 

On the 9th of Auguft 1787 Mr. Arnold failed from King-road, on board the Brig Ruby (late 
Little Pearl), Jofeph Williams Mafter, for Africa, as Surgeon of the faid Vefiel. The whole Crew, 
including the Captain, Men, and Boys, amounted to Nineteen. On the 25th of September 
following we arrived at the Ifland of Bimbe, the Place of our Deftination. This Ifland, which is 
a very fmall one, is fituated oppofite to that Part of the Continent of Africa which is diftin- 
guifhed by the Name of the High Lands of the Cameroons. 

The firft Perfon who was purchafed at this Ifland for the Ship was a young Girl of about 
Fifteen Years of Age, whorri we called Eve; for it is ufual on board the Slave Ships to give the 
Appellation of Adam and Eve to the firft Man and Woman that are brought on board. This Girl, 
who was extremely clever and intelligent, told Mr. Arnold the following Tale: “ That a Goat had 
been found in her Father’s Garden, which, fhe faid, had been purpofely put there i That one 
of the Traders and great Men of the Place came in the Morning, and finding the Goat there, 
charged her Father with having ftolen it, and faid, moreover, that nothing lefs would fatisfy him 
for the Offence than One of his Daughters as a Slave. In confequence of this, he was obliged 
to produce them, or abide by the Confequences himfelf. They were Three in Number, and 
the great Man, liking her the beft whom we called Eve, took her and fold her to thofe Traders, 
who afterwards brought her to the Veffel.” She came from a Place called Bunje, which is 
on the oppofite Continent of the Cameroons. 

About Three Months afterwards, a young Girl of about Eight Years old was brought on 
board. On being placed on the Quarter-deck, fhe either faw, or attratted the Notice of the other 
young Girl juft mentioned. They very foon embraced each other, and went below. Their Fea¬ 
tures were much alike, and it appeared, upon Inquiry, that they were Sifters. Mr. Arnold had 
never the Curiofity to inquire how fhe came into the Situation of a Slave. 

It repeatedly happens, that Relations are brought on board, fuch as Brothers and Sifters, Wives 
and Hufbands, and thefe at feparate Times. The Scenes exhibited between them are often 
very affetting. 
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To proceed with this Narrative : About Three Weeks after the Ruby had arrived at Bimbe, a 
black Trader brought another on board. They drank together, and were fociable in the Veflel; 
when, on a Signal being given by the Captain to feme of the Ship’s Company, the Perfon 
brought on board was immediately feized and put in Irons. He was afterwards carried to the 
Weft Indies. 

In this Manner Five others were taken. They were brought to the Veflel at Five feparate 
Times by the Traders. They were conduced to the Cabin, where they refrefhed themfelves and ap¬ 
peared merry, but on their coming out, were feized by the Sailors, who had received Orders from the 
Captain for that Purpofe. For Mr. Arnold has heard the Captain fay, in all thefe Inftances, to the 
Sailors, “ Mind, fuch an one is intended for us; ftand by and feize him *” or Words to that 
Meaning. 

Three Males and One Female were alfo on board the Ruby, who were faid to have been fold 
for Debt. One of thefe was a Trader: He had borrowed a Gun of another Trader to complete 
his Aflbrtment; he was unable, however, to return it on Demand: In confequence of this, 
he was feized and fold. The Hiftory of this Man Mr. Arnold learned from the Perfon who 
brought him on board the Veflel. 

There were alfo among the Slaves, as far as Mr. Arnold could learn from Inquiry, fome who had 
been fold for Adultery j One of thefe confefled that he had been guilty, but others that they were 
innocent, this Crime having been purpofely laid to their Charge that they might be taken and fold. 

On board the Ruby were alfo Five or Six who had received Wounds, which Wounds had 
been feemingly made either by a Cutlafs or a Knife; for they appeared, except One, to be clean 
cut. One Man had a Wound on his right Ancle, and another had a Wound on one Side of the 
Head: The Fore-finger of a Third was nearly cut off. Thefe Wounds muft have been given 
them while the Ruby lay at Bimbe; for they came under Mr. Arnold’s Care, and did not appear 
to have been more than of a Week’s Date. 

Mr. Arnold did not inquire of thefe how they became Slaves, but fet them down in his own 
Mind as having been taken either by Stratagem or Force; that they had been refilling the Efforts 
of their Captors, and that during their Refiftance they had met with the above Wounds. 

Mr. Arnold was the more confirmed in this Opinion, becaufe there were feveral Boys on board 
from the Age of Seven to Twelve, who had no Relations on board. Thefe Boys could never 
have come to the Ship either for Adultery or Debt; but muft, Mr. Arnold thinks,have been ftolen 
or taken by Fraud or by Force; which Cuftomhe believes to be much in force. 

If there is any other Circumftance to ftrengthen his Opinion more, it is, that he has heard 
Captain Williams often fay, who had been long in the Slave Trade, that People watch in 
the long Grafs at Angola, and make Slaves of all thofe who chance to be palling that Way. 

By thefe Means, viz. by means of Charges (either feigned or real) of Adultery or Debt, by 
enticing People on board and detaining them forcibly, and by means of Treachery of other 
Kinds (as Mr. Arnold verily believes), many of thefe Slaves who were on board the Ruby 
were obtained. 


Manner of bringing the Slaves to the Veflel* and examining them there. 

, "The Slaves who thus came into our Power (Mr. Arnold obferVed) were all of them brought from 
tne oppofne Continent. The Traders of Bimbe were accuftoined to go for them in their Canoes. They 
attended Fairs that were held at Bunje; and it is worthy of Remark, that more were univerfally 
brought down at the full Moon than at any other Time, 

When the Traders had bargained for their Slaves on the Continent, they led or drove them 
own to their Canoes. This was done in the following Manner: The Arms of fome of the 
aves were tied behind them, and made faft with a Kind of Ivy, which is tiled there as a Rope; 
roun their Necks was a Collar made of Roots or Twigs, and to this was fattened a Pole of about 
ree Inches in Diameter and Three Yards long, of the following Formt 



• e e ^ ® reprefents the Collar, and B c the Pole or Handle with which they are led 
^ong. I his was the Situation of fome, while others were fecured in a different Manner* The 
rpns o t oie to whom Mr. Arnold alludes were not tied behind their Backs, as in the former 
Vale, but were confined by means of a Board, 
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X X reprefents fuch a Board. The Two Circles are the Two Holes through which their Hands 
are put, and a b is a Pin of Wood which is fixed tight upon the Wrift, 
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Confined in this Manner, they were placed in the Bottom of the Canoes, generally about Five 
in each, and conveyed to Bimbe. The Traders, having firft prepared them there for Sale, 
brought them on board the Ruby; many of them were in a (hocking Situation, but particularly 
thofe whofe Arms were tied behind them; for the twilled Ropes before mentioned had been 
drawn fo tight acrofs the Wrift and other Parts, that their Arms were much fwelled, and the deep 
Marks occafioned by them were not erafed for fome Time. 

The Slaves who arc thus brought down by the Traders from Bunje, and other Places on the 
Continent, are not all of them Natives of thofe Parts; for a Female on board the Ruby had 
come a confiderable Way from the interior Country; no one on board could underftand her 
Language. Having learnt a little Englifli in the courfe of her Voyage, (he gave them to under¬ 
ftand that (he had been purchafed for a few Beads : That in travelling down, (he was fold to a 
Trader for fome Beads and Manilloes; who, conducing her dill farther, fold her for Beads, 
Manilloes, and fome Cloth. In this Way (he travelled on, increafing her Value, and came at 
laft to the Veffel; (he was much frightened on the Firing of a Gun, and faid that (he had feen no 
fuch Inftrument in her Country; (he faid alfo, that (he had travelled Six Moons. 

In the Manner then before mentioned the Slaves were received on board the Ruby. It was 
Mr. Arnold's Bufinefs to examine them before they were purchafed for the Veffel. If a Man was 
ruptured, or a Woman had a fallen Bread, they never bought them. If they did not exceed 
Four Feet, they were refufed; much alfo depended on the Goodnefs of their Eyes and Teeth. 
Mr. Arnold believes that they refufed full as many as they bought. 


Manner of the Trade. 

It was ufual in thofe Parts where the Ruby lay (Mr. Arnold obferved), to truft fuch of the principal 
Traders as were People of Charadler with Goods from the Ship. Thofe to whom we were par¬ 
ticularly known, were. King George, King Peter, and Quon, a very capital Trader, all from the 
Cameroons; King Mafon, his Son Captain Dick, Peter, Bimbe Tom, Bimbe Jack, and Great and 
Little Tim, from the Ifland of Bimbe. 

But though, as obferved before, we intrull the Traders with Goods, with which they go to 
the Fairs, yet we expe£t that they (hould leave us fomething as a Pledge for their Return. To 
fatisfy us in this Particular, they leave their Children and Relations in our Cuftody, whom we 
diftinguifh by the Name of Pawns. As the Traders bring us Slaves, or, in other Words, as 
they pay their Debts, fo thefe are releafed. But if they are unable to difcharge them at an 
appointed Day (which Day is fixed for the failing of the Ship), they are taken to the Weft Indies 
and fold. 

The following is an Inftance of what Mr. Arnold has been now relating: While they were lying at 
the Ifland of Bimbe *, Captain Bibby, of the Molly of Liverpool, came out of the River Cameroons 
to the Cape of the fame Name, having feveral Pawns on board belonging to Three of the Traders 
before mentioned, viz. King George, King Peter, and Quon; Captain Bibby had given them 
notice that he fhould fail to the Cape, and that he would wait there Three Days before he went 
to Sea, and that if the Pawns were not redeemed by that Time, he (hould carry them to the 
Weft Indies and fell them there. 

In confequence of this Declaration, the Three Cameroon Traders before mentioned came to 
the Ifland of Bimbe, and begged of Captain Williams of the Ruby to (pare them fome Slaves and 
Ivory, that they might redeem thofe Pawns which the before-mentioned Captain Bibby had 
threatened to take away. 

Captain Williams did not wholly comply with their Requeft; however; he (pared them Eleven 
Slaves and Five Teeth, which they immediately carried on board the Molly; in confequence of 
which, Six or Seven of their Pawns were releafed. All thefe were brought to the Ruby, and were 
there kept as Pawns for thofe Goods which Captain Williams had advanced to the Traders be¬ 
fore mentioned. 

This happened on the Fifth of February 1788, and on the next Day the Molly failed for the 
Weft Indies, having on board, by the bed Information Mr. Arnold could collett, about Thirty 
Pawns.- 

The Tranfaftion of which Mr. Arnold has been now fpeaking was attended with bad Confequences; 
for the Traders, when they found that Bibby had actually failed, were fo incenfed, that they imme¬ 
diately left us, and returned to the Cameroons, with a Determination to feize and (lop all the Cap¬ 
tains of every Defcription, whether in the Ivory or Slave Trade, who might be there ; Five of them 
(as Mr. Arnold was afterwards repeatedly informed) were accordingly taken, carried into the Country to 
the different Towns of the Three Traders before mentioned, and chained down to Trees. In this 
Situation the Traders infilled upon it, that a Schooner (hould be dilpatched after Bibby to bring 
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back the Pawns, and that they fhould remain in Confinement till her Return. A Schooner was 
accordingly difpatched, with Slaves on board to give in Exchange for the faid Pawns. In tire 
Interim,°however, and before the Return of the faid Schooner, the Officers of the different Vefiels, 
aided by the Seamen, who were armed, went to releafe the above Captains from their Confine¬ 
ment. One Sailor was wounded and One Black Man was killed, and others wounded in the 
Scuffle. By thefe Means Four of the Captains were releafed, but the Fifth, named Bean, Captain of 
a large Ship belonging to London, being farther inland, could not be refcued, and he was Hill in Con¬ 
finement when the Ruby left the Coaft. 


By means then of thefe Pawns, which Mr. Arnold has now fufficiently defcribed, the Trade of 
Bimbe and the Cameroons is carried on. The Medium of Exchange at thefe Places is called a 
Barj this Bar is w'Orth about Four Shillings in our Money. A Gun is, generally fpeaking, fold 
to the Natives for Three Bars, and a prime Slave in thefe Parts does not, Mr. Arnold be¬ 
lieves, coft us more than Ten or Twelv e Pounds per Head. 

Mr. Arnold added, he was forry to be obliged to confefs that the Slave Trade at Bimbe and the 
Cameroons, as far as his Obfervations went, was conducted on the Principle of Force. 

Of this he gave lome Inftances which had fallen under his own Knowledge. 

A Day or Two before we arrived at Bimbe, he obferves, the Comet, Captain Wilding, of Liverpool, 
was lying there. Itis to be obferved that the Natives of Bimbe fubfift principally upon tifh. It fo hap¬ 
pened that they were employed in this Occupation at this Time ; Captain Wilding, confiderino that 
the more there were employed in this Way, the lefs there would be to go for Slaves, and the longer 
he would be in completing his Cargo, determined to force them to be employed in the Slave Trade. 
He accordingly fired among them, while they were attending their Fifh Pots in their Canoes, and 
endeavoured by thefe Means to ftrike fuch a Terror into them, as to make them leave their Em¬ 
ployment. This Mr. Arnold heard from Captain Wilding’s own Mouth, when he vifited on 
board the Ruby: The Ruby fired upon them alfo. 


Captain Williams alfo was equally well known for forcing Trade, and for forcing the Natives 
to trade upon his own Terms j Mr. Arnold has feen different Black Traders come on board to 
difpofe of their Ivory, and has feen them repeatedly beaten by the Captain and put into Irons, be- 
caufe they would not comply with his Terms in taking inferior Goods in Exchange for their Com¬ 
modities. Of this he will give the following Inftance, as it will fhew the bad Effetts which may 
refult from fuch bad Proceedings. 

On the Ifiand of Bimbe the moll confxderable Trader, and a Man of the greateft Confequence, was 
called Bimbe Jack. One Morning he came on board with Ivory to trade. The Captain having 
referved his bell Guns for the Purchafe of Slaves, offered him others of an inferior Sort: Thefe he 
refufed to take, faying, that he fhould never be able to difpofe of them to the other Traders ; upon 
this the Captain immediately feizedhim, and with fome Affiftance confined him. He put a Collar 
round his Neck, to which was faftened a large Chain; the End of this Chain was put through Two 
Ring Bolts on the Deck, and locked to die farthermoft Bolt with a Key, which Key was afterwards 
kept in the Captain’s Cabin. The Captain however pretended, that he did not flop him for re- 
fufing the Guns, but for the Debts contracted by the Three Cameroon Traders before mentioned 
whofe Pawns he had releafed from Bibby. ’ 


Bimbe Jack, aftomfhed at this Treatment, afked him how he could poffibly flop him for another 
Man s Debts; that he was not a Cameroon Man; that the Cameroons were not Bimbe, nor Bimbe 
the Cameroons; that if he had had any Share in the Tranfaftion, or if he had ever paffed his Word 
for the Cameroon Traders, the Cafe would have been quite altered, but that he had never done fo, 
ana that he had therefore been very unjuftly feized and detained. 


At this Juncture, and while this Aft of Violence was taking place, Bimbe Jack’s Canoe wa< 
along-fide of the Veffel, and fome of his Canoe-boys in it. Little Tim, however, a Black Tradci 
who had come with him was on board the Brig, and, feeing the Tranfaftion, jumped immediately 
into the Canoe, and pulled away for the Ifiand. The Captain immediately upon this ordered the 
lwolop-fails to be bent, and went over the Bar with the Schooner Saint Andrew, Captain 
Martin (belonging to Mr. Teaft of Briftol, in the Wood and Ivorv Trade) ; fearing left his Veffel

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About Three days afterwards Captain Williams, having now completed his own Water, hailed 
Captain Martin to know if he had gotten Water enough for his own Veffel, and that if he had not 
completed it, he had better do it now, and that he would afiift him. Captain Martin made 
a Reply, in confequence of which the Ruby’s Boat with the Second Mate and Four Men well 
armed, "was fent off, and was joined by that of the St. Andrew, whofe People were armed in the 
fame Manner. In confequence of the Mate and Four Seamen having gone off in the Boat (as 
now deferibed), and Four others having died before, there were left on board the Ruby, in¬ 
cluding the Captain, himfelf. Men and Boys, but Ten White Perfons. 

Such was the Situation of Affairs on board the Ruby, when the Natives made an Attempt 
to retaliate upon us for our Condudt to Bimbe Jack, the whole Procefs and Succefs of which 
will be found in the following Defcription : 

A Trader from Bimbe came on board us, and demanded a Debt of Salt. One or Two 
People came with him into the Ship, but his Canoe-men remained in his Canoe, which was 
lying by the Bows of the Veffel. In a little Time the Chief Mate and feme of the Crew 
were employed in meafuring and keeping a Reckoning of the Salt. 

While they were fo employed, a fecond Canoe was difeovered to be coming to die Ship with a 
Slave on board, and a third with Two; upon which the Chief Mate went to the Captain, and ex- 
preffed his Alarm on the Occafion. But the Captain defiring him to mind his own Bufinefs, and 
meafure out the Salt, the Two Traders, with their Slaves, were accordingly admitted on board the 
Veffel. 

Being now on board, they proceeded to the Captain’s Cabin, with whom they were bargain¬ 
ing for^their Slaves, when a fourth Canoe coming along-fide, the Captain left them, to purchale 
Fifh. They immediately took advantage of his Abfence, and got Poffefiion of the Key, that was 
hanging up in the Cabin, and that belonged to the Chain which confined their Countryman, 
Birnbe Jack. This was immediately conveyed to him, and while the Captain was bufy in pur- 
chafing his Fifh, he endeavoured to unlock his Chain. 

The Carpenter, however, perceiving the Attempt that was now making, informed the Captain, 
when he was inftantly feized by Bimbe Jack, and, by the Afiiftance of another black Man, was 
confined. At the fame Inftant the Two Traders before mentioned feized the Captain, while thofe 
who overlooked the meafuring of the Salt, pufhed the Chief Mate, Cooper, and others, over¬ 
board into the Canoe that was then lying at the Bows of the Veffel. By this Time fome of the 
Canoe-men had jumped into the Brig, and the Canoes that were fifhing at no great Diftance from 
^he Veffel joined them immediately, and great Numbers of the Natives were foon on board. 

They took care as fpeedily as pofiible to fecure 11s, and to put us into their Canoes: When this * 
^vas done, they releafed Bimbe Jack, and Three Cameroon Traders who had been detained in 
the fame* Manner. They releafed alfo the Cameroon and Bimbe Pawns, together with Eight 
Men-boy Slaves, who were then upon the Deck. This being effected, they left the Veffel, 
carrying their Prifoners, Pawns, Slaves, and every Thing, on fliore. 

The black People, on our landing, were very riotous, but particularly the Women, who began 
to pelt us with Stones, Fifh, Sand, and whatever they could colled, as well as to tear by main Force 
the very Clothes from our Backs. The Captain was ftripped ftark naked, and the fame Collar 
(Mr. Arnold believes) was put upon his Neck which he had put upon Bimbe-Jack’s. He was 
chained with the fame Chain to a Tree ; and at the fame Tree were confined the Carpenter and the 
Chief Mate, in the fame Manner, where they remained during the whole of the Night, feveral 
of the Natives walking round them with their Lances and Mufkets, and guarding them. The 
reft of us were difpofed of at the different Traders Houfes, and treated well. 

Bimbe Jack, however, though he had been fo ill ufed, took companion on his Oppreffor, the 
Captain, and brought him a Coat to flicker him, and gave him fome Rum and Water to 
drink. The next Morning he was releafed from the Tree, though he ftill walked about in the 
Chain and Collar, and was properly guarded and fecured. As for the Mate and Carpenter, they 
ftill remained at the Tree. The Captain was detained in the Ifland from May 7 th, 1788, to May 
the 10th. 

During this Time, it had been fettled at a Palaver or Council of the Ifland, that the Captain, 
on account of his violent Behaviour, fhould give up to the Natives all the Articks of 1 'rade that 
then remained*’ in his Veffel-, that the Pawns and Slaves that had been releafed fhould be forfeited 
to them ; and that every Debt then due to the Ship fhould be cancelled; and that upon no other 
Terms fhould he and his People be releafed. In confequence of this, all the Articles of Trade 
that retnained*, which were fufficient for the Purchafe of Thirty-fix Slaves, were brought on fhore, 
and we were all happily releafed. 

Such were the Confequences of the Captain’s rafh Condudl to Bimbe Jack, and of his Endea¬ 
vours to force a Trade j and fuch, Mr. Arnold believes, have ever been, and will be, the Effects 
of fuch Treatment. A Boat belonging to the Comet, of Liverpool, was cut off by the Natives of 
Fernandipo, while on Trade for Yams, and but One Perfon was faved. Another Boat, belong- 
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ine to the John of London, on her Paflage from the Windward Coaft to the Cameroons, fhared Cameroons. 
the fame Fate, and the whole Crew, amounting to Five, were killed. All this happened while we Mr. J. Ar- 
were at Bimbe; and fo long as we continue to trade as we do, fo long (Mr. Arnold believes) nold^ 
fnnilar Inftances will be found. the Com- 

To proceed: Befides the Inftance of Captain Wilding’s firing among the People of Bimbe, March^and' 1 
to make them purfue the Slave Trade, and Captain Williams’s Conduct to Bimbe Jack, to make recorded ; 
him trade upon his own Terms, Mr. Arnold will mention One or Two Inftances more. andtheabove 

Three Cameroon Traders came one Night on board of us with their Ivory, to trade; the Cap- in the Mar- 
tain, for the lame Reafon as he had confined Bimbe Jack, feized them, and put them in Irons, g' n were 
and* exactly on the fame Pretence. They happened to be in Confinement when the Natives ^nold^on F * 
of Bimbe took the Ship, as before related ; and Mr. Arnold verily believes, that if they had not been t j, e ,ft 0 f 

releafcd at that Time, we fhould have taken them to the Weft Indies, and fold them for Slaves. April follow-

At another Time Captain Williams had intruded a Bimbe Trader with as many Goods as Defire, and 
were equivalent to the Purchafe of a Slave; the Trader, having been at Bunje and other Places, are inferred 
returned with Two, One of which he fold to Captain Williams, and the other to Captain Wild- 
in°- of the Comet, before mentioned. One Day afterwards he came on board of us with his -, n his own 
Two Brothers, when all the Three were feized and put in Irons by the Order of Captain Hand-writ- 
Williams, becaufe he had dared to fell a Slave to Captain Wilding; nor was One of them * n g- 
rcleafed till the King (whofe Sons they were) had brought feme Slave or Slaves to the Ship, 
and by theft Means given him the Preference to the other. In this Manner did Captain 
Williams force a Trade, doing many arbitrary Things, nor did he ever confider in what Way a 
Slave was taken, fo long as he could get him into his Pofleflion; having often laid, that if he had 
had a Ship of fufficient Force, he would have laid fiege to the Ifland and have taken away all 
he could; which even now he threatens to do if he can get another Ship. 

The Ruby lying at Bimbe, a Woman was one Day brought to us to be Ibid; fhe came with 
a Child in her Arms. The Captain refufed to purchafe her on that Account, not wilhing to be 
plagued with a Chiid on board; in confequence of this Ihe was taken back to the Shore. On 
the following Morning, however, fhe was again brought to us, but without the Child, and fhe 
was apparently in great Sorrow. The Black Traderwho brought her on board informed Mr. Arnold 
that the Child had been killed in the Night to accommodate us in the Sale. 


The following Evidence of Mr. David Henderson, Gunner of his 
Majefty’s Ship Centurion at Chatham, was delivered by him in Writ¬ 
ing to the Committee, Mr. Hendcrfon being brought to the Committee 
by Mr. Clarkfon, while the Report was preparing, and a few Alterations 
were made in it upon Queftions put to this Witnefs with his Confent. 

Mr. HENDF.RSON was Two Voyages in the African Trade from the Port ofLiverpool; one 
in the Brig Trial, Captain Price, and one in the Snow Richey, Captain Richey, about the 
Years 1767, 1768, 1769, but he does not exactly know; and another to the fame Coaft for 
Wood and other Articles, in the Year 1770, from New York to Gaboon River. In thofe 
Voyages he was before the Maft. 

Slaves. 

Art. 1. Mr. Henderfon is of opinion, that many of the Negroes who are fold as Slaves Gaboon 
become fo by means of Treachery and Force. His Opinion in this refpeft is founded upon the River, 
following Circumftances ; he never was on ftiore during the Time he was in the Slave Trade. Mr. D. Hen- 

, . _ derfon. 

When Mr. Henderfon was up the River Gaboon, about Twenty-five Miles above Parrot 
Ifland, he has feen King Abraham’s People, with their War Drefies on, go out in Bodies of 
Eight, Ten, and Fourteen at a Time, for the Purpofe, as he was then informed, and as every 
body underftood, to waylay and take the Negroes in another Quarter. Thefe People were 
accuftomed to go out with Mufkets and Lances; but they had no Goods by which they could 
purchafe Slaves. They were often abfent for Ten Days or a Fortnight at a Time; fometimes 
they would bring in Five or Six Captives, at other Times more, and at others lefs. The People 
fo brought down fhewed Marks of the greateft Grief. 

All this he has feen, and he has moreover been informed by the Traders themfelves that 
die Natives were made Slaves of in this Manner. 

When Mr. Henderfon failed from New York to Gaboon, there was on board the Son of one 
of the Kings of a Diftrift on that River. This young Man had been Twelve Months at New 
York for Education, and was then returning home. He was conftantly faying how they obtained 
the Negroes for Slaves in his Part of the Country; and that if he fhould be fo fortunate as to find 
a \ eflel in that River trading for Slaves, he would become a great Man, for he would arm his 
bather’s People, and fend them on fitch an Errand. 
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Slaves. 

Mr. Henderfon has alfo heard from the Slaves on board, that they were taken by Surprife in 
the Night, and brought down to the Ship. 

As a farther Proof of the Truth of Mr. Henderfon's Aflertion, he fays, that in a former 
Voyage on board the Trial, was a young Lad of the Name of Coffee, who had been put on 
board as a Pawn. This young Lad fpoke the Englifh Language, fo as eafily to be underftood. 
He informed Mr. Henderfon, that the People of the Shore were accuftomed to go to the inland 
Country with Mufkets and Lances, and catch all they could, and bring them afterwards down for Sale. 

Art. i. Mr. Henderfon has reafon to believe, from the following Faft, that the White People put 
the fame Practices in force upon the Blacks, as the Blacks do upon one another. While he was 
lying in Gaboon River, a Liverpool Snow came in •, Three Canoes immediately went on board 
her to trade; but as the Captain was not going to flave there, but further to Leeward, he 
confined the People who came in them, to the Number of Twenty-five, and failed off with them. 
Their Canoes he afterwards turned adrift; One of thefe came on ffiore where Mr. Henderfon 
and a Party were cutting Wood, and they broke it up, at the Captain's Requeft, for Firewood. 
There happened to be at this Time in Gaboon River a large Dutch Frigate-built VefTel, trading 
for Slaves; this VefTel, in confequence of the Interruption of the Trade by means of the Aft of 
Treachery mentioned, went in Purfuit of the Liverpool Snow, but without Succefs. 

In the Trial, Captain Price took from the Coaft Four Hoftages or Pawns, who had not been 
redeemed, and fold them in Jamaica. 

The Number of Slaves that, on an Average, are annually exported from thefe Three King¬ 
doms, may be from 13,000 to 14,000. They are all exported by the French at prefent, except 
at Amberifs, which is to the Southward of Cabenda, where Mr. Penny trades with Two fmall 
Veffels, and gets about 400 Slaves per Annum. He believes there are no other Englifh Veflels 
which trade there. He excepts alfo that Part of Angola which is in Pofleflion of the Portuguefo, 
where they have a large Town, called Loango St. Paul’s. The Portuguefe Settlements extend to 
the Southward from Loango St. Paul’s to Fort St. Philip, being an Extent of Coaft of about 
100 Leamies, from whence they annually export, according to the beft Information he can colleft, 
to the Number of about 8000 Slaves. 

The French have been in the foie Pofleflion of this Trade only Two Years. They have not 
acquired it by Force, but by giving fuperior Prices for the Slaves, and by greater Encouragement 
to the Trade in other Refpefts; namely, a Bounty to the Ships that trade in Slaves, and a Bounty 
per Head upon Slaves imported into their Colonies in their own Bottoms. 

Mr. Penny being afked, Whether the Englifh or any other European Nation had any Share 
in this Trade formerly ? replied, Only in Time of War, when we had almoft the foie Pofleflion 
of it. During the Peace before the laft War, the French drove us out of it. in the fame Manner 
as they have done now. Being afked, From what Caufes it had happened that the French have 
fucceeded by their Encouragements in turning us out of the Trade on this Part of the Coaft of 
Africa, and not on the other Part of it ? he faid, Fie believes it proceeds from the greater Facility 
with which the Trade on this Part of the Coaft is carried on, from the Manners of the Inhabit¬ 
ants, which more refemble thofe of Afiatics, from the Beauty and better Accommodation of the 
Country, and the fuperior Healthinefs of the Climate. In Places where the Trade is carried on 
with more Difficulty, and under greater Hardffiips, the French have not equal Spirit in meeting 
us ; befides, this Part of the Coaft being neareft to the Ifles of Mauritius and Bourbon, the 
French Ships chartered by Government to carry out Stores to thefe Iflands, return from thence to 
this Part of the Coaft with India Goods for the Purpofe of this Trade, and bring with them the 
Europeon Goods with which they were laden in Europe, in order to complete their Aflortment. 
The Angola Slaves are preferred in the Ifland of St. Domingo, as they are of a milder Difpo- 
fition, and make the beft Houfe Slaves and Mechanics. Mr. Penny obferved, that the French 
by means of their Bounties are making a great Progrefs in this Trade in other Parts, parti¬ 
cularly at Whydah, Lagos, Benin, New Calabar, and Bonny, &c, and have raifed the Price 
of Slaves, though our Trade has not yet greatly fuffered by it, except in the Courfe of laft 
Year, in feme Degree, at Whydah, Lagos, and Bony. 

The Slaves procured on this Part of the Coaft, are either Delinquents, or Captives made in 
War. Many of them are brought from a Diftance in the interior Part of Africa; Mr. Penny 
believes from the very Centre of Africa, for he remembers when he was on this Coaft in the 
Year 1783, he was told by One of the Princes, who was a confiderable Trader, that he had been 
up the Country, where he had met with other Traders, who faid they had been at the oppofite Sea, 
where they had feen White Men. Mr. Penny conceives this muft have meant Mozambique. 

Mr. Penny does not conceive that their Wars are made principally for the Purpofe of acquiring 
Slaves; but that they arife from Ambition and Refentment, as in other Countries. He fpeaks 
only as Matter of Opinion, but believes there would not be fewer Wars if the Trade did not exift. 

Being afked, whether he did not believe that Crimes were imputed for the Purpofe of bringing 
the People into a State of Slavery ? he replied, That from the F.xperience he had had, he could 

not. 
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not charge his Memory with any Thing of that Sort; but there may be bad and wicked Men in Congo to An- 
thefe Countries who may charge People with Crimes with this View. gola; Loan- 

^ go, Melimba, 

About Three Fourths of die Natives of thefe Kingdoms are in a State of Slavery, but the Maf- aDdCabc nda. 
ters fell thefe Native Slaves to Europeans, only when they are guilty of Crimes; nor do they fell Mr. Penny, 
them to one another, as he believes, when they have not been guilty of Crimes. 

Being afked, who is the Judge of the Crime when they are fold to Europeans on account of 
Delinquencies ? Mr. Penny replied. That he could fpeak only of what pafied on the Sea Coaft 
There the Judicature confifts of a Prince of the Blood, and of other Counfellors, who examine 
Witnefles, and after Evidence taken, decide on the Fate of the Delinquent. He believes the 
Prince, or the chief Governor of the Town, appoints thefe Judges. He has been prefent at Two 
or Three of thefe Trials, and has feen the Perfons accufed acquitted, and great Demonftrations of 
Joy exprefied on fuch Occafions. 

The Crimes they are in fuch Cafes accufed of, are Murder, Adultery, Witchcraft, and Theft. 

Mr. Penny does not know, that either upon this Coaft, or any other Part of the Coaft of Africa 
the Natives breed Slaves for the Purpofe of felling them; but the Head Men of this Country are 
accounted more or lefs rich in proportion to the Number of Slaves they poflefs. 7 

Being afked, if there is any Period of the Year in which it is more eafy to purchafe Slaves in 
greater Numbers than at others ? Mr. Penny faid. That on this Coaft they may be equally nur 
chafed at any Time of the Year, except when there are Wars in the interior Part of the Country 
which put a Stop to the Trade for forne Time, but afterwards they come in neater Numbers 
The greateft Traders from whom the Slaves are purchafed on this Part of the Coal; are the Princes’ 
but there are other inferior Traders befides, who either go themfelves, or fend up into the Corn/ 
try for them, and are fometimes abfent from Three to Six Weeks. Sometimes the Traders of 
the interior Part of the Country, who come from a great Diftance, come down to the Sea Coaft 
and bring their Slaves; and in fuch Cafes, the Traders refident on the Coaft aft as Brokers* 

The Slaves diat come from a Diftance do not fpeak the fame Language. 

The Slaves are purchafed with Britifh Manufactures and India Goods, principally Cotton and 
Linen Cloths and are never paid for with Money. With refpeft to the Manner of purchafine the 
Slaves, Mr. Penny does not think that any Regulations could be made for their Benefit. ° 

Mr Penny being afked, whether he conceives this Trade to be a profitable One in general to the 
Merchant. replied. He thinks it, upon the whole, an advantageous Trade • and added hf 
would beg leave co obferve that Ihould this Trade be abolifted, it would no, on* ^atlv affeft t£e 
Commerceddntereft, but alfo the Landed Property of the County of Lancalter, and more Lticulariy

Being afked, if this Trade is profitable to the Captains employed therein? he faid Several of rh^ 
prefent Merchants were originally Captains in the Trade.

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The following Evidence of the Rev. Isham Baggs of Yarlingturt, near 
Wincanton, Somerfet, was delivered by him in Writing to the Com¬ 
mittee, Mr. Baggs being brought to the Committee by Mr. Clarkfon, 
while the Report was preparing, and a few Alterations were made 
in it upon Queftions put to this Witnefs with his Confent. 

Mr. BAGGS was with Commodore Thompfon Two Voyages in the Years 1783 and 1785 on 
board the Grampus to the Coaft of Africa, as his Chaplain, Companion, and Friend. It was an 
Objett with the Commodore to land whenever he could, and to inquire of the Black People into 
the Mode of obtaining Slaves: He never confulted the Whites on the Subjeft. as not thinking 
them on that Continent worthy of any Credit. Mr. Baggs always attended him on Shore, and was 
always prefent at thefe Conferences with the Natives: It was impofiible for Mr. Baggs to put 
down the feyeral Instances and Relations then and there heard: He cannot therefore, 0 from this 
Circumftance, as well as that of a Want of Recolleftion, relate the Particulars; but as the Mind, 
when imprefied by numerous Fafts, imperceptibly difeerns and comes to fome genera! Decifion' 
fo what he has to offer with refpeft to the Mode of obtaining Slaves, as well as the Hiflory of the 
Seamen in the Slave Trade, is the Refult of thofe particular Scenes and Narratives which were 
laid before Commodore Thompfon and himfelf in the Courfe of the Two Voyages above men¬ 
tioned ; and this Refult may be looked upon as true as if he was in Pofieffion of a?l the particular 
Tranfaftions that gradually co-operated in producing it. 

Par. 7. Upon examining into the various Ways by which the Natives of Africa were reduced 
to a State of Slavery, Mr. Baggs was almoft univerfally informed by the Black Brokers, that 
Crimes conflituted One of the Ways by which they were doomed to Servitude; that the Re¬ 
venue of the Kings of the Country depended on the Sale of Slaves, and that* they therefore 
ftrained every Nerve to accufe and to condemn. In confequence of which it was, that their 
Codes of Law were made wholly fubfervient to the Slave Trade; that every Offence, however tri¬ 
vial, was punifhed with Slavery, and that great Diftindtions were made in Crimes, in order that 
more might fuffer ; for there were fome of fuch a Defcription, fuch as capital Crimes, or Crimes 
of State, that not only the Perpetrator of them was forced into Slavery, but his innocent Family 
and Relations. J 

Par. 8. A fecond Source, from whence the Slave Trade derived its Continuance and Support, 
was univerfally faid to be War, which War appeared to be neither more or lefs than public Pil¬ 
lage or Robbery. Thefe Wars were generally made without any Provocation, and for no other 
Purpofe than that of getting Slaves. The Inhabitants of the different Villages were perpetually 
making Inroads into the Territories of each other, and carrying off all they could meet with ; 
and they were induced to do this, becaufe there were generally Ships upon the Coaft to take off 
their Hands as many as they could catch and bring. This is all that Mr. Baggs knows upon this 
Subject. He has mentioned Crimes, and War or public Robbery, as the Two grand Sources of 
fopplying the Europeans with Slaves; and this was the whole Refult of his and Commodore 
Thompfon’s Inquiries during the Two Voyages that they made to the Coaft together. 

Par. 9. It appeared during the Examination of the different Black Traders by Commodore Thomp¬ 
fon and Mr. Baggs, that it has happened, that when the marauding Parties have come down with 
their Booty to the Water-fide, there has been no Ship to take them away, and that they have on 
fuch an Occafion killed their Captives. The Reafon given for fuch a Procedure was, that they 
would not be at the Expence of maintaining them, and that they were unwilling to’ fend them 
back. Thefe Murders, in the Opinion of Mr. Baggs, are all chargeable to the Slave Trade • for 
if that Trade had not exifted, the unhappy Sufferers would have been unmolefted in their feveral 
Habitations; they would never have been brought down to the Coaft; and the Circumftance of 
Inability, or a Diflike to fupport and maintain them, and of Unwillingnefs to fend them back 
would have never occurred. ’ 

Par 10. It was formerly a Cuftom with the Englifli to prevail on the Natives to come on board 
under Pretence of Traffic,and then to weigh Anchor, and take them off. This Cuftom has however 
become lefs frequent than formerly. Mr. Baggs remembers but One Inftance of it while the 
Grampus was upon the Coaft.

It appearing in feveral Parts of the above Evidence, that the Number of 
Male Slaves exported annually from the Coaft of Africa, exceeded ge¬ 
nerally the Number of Females; the Committee were led to enquire 
into the probable Caufe thereof, and thereupon directed the following 
Queftion to be tranfmitted to the Committee of the Company of Mer¬ 
chants trading to Africa, and to the feveral Perfons who had been ex¬ 
amined with refpedt to the Trade in Slaves. 


a To what Caufe is the Difference in the Number of Male and Female Slaves exnorted 
from the Coaft of Africa to be imputed ? Whether it is that the European Traders prefer 
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purchasing Males rather than females, or whether there is a greater Difficulty in obtairiino- 
Female Slaves than in obtaining Males ? 0 

State the Caufes for the Preference in the Firft Cafe, and for the Difficulty in the 
Second. 3 

In Return to this Queftion, the following Anfwers have been received. 

The Statutes under which the Committee of the Company of Merchants trading to Africa was Commhteeof 
conftituted, having retrained them, as well as their Servants in Africa, from any Share in the Traffic * he Company 
of tranfporting Negro Slaves from any of their Settlements in that Country to the Weft Indies the” oflv f erchant4 
have not had a fufficient Acquaintance with the Subjeft referred, to enable them to inveflWte the Africa* *° 
Queftion put to them; but being defirous to teftify their Readinefs to obey their Lordffiipfcom- 1 * 

mands, upon this and every other Occalion, they were proceeding with every Degree of Attention 
and Affiduity to colled the moft corred Information on the Queftion of Reference they were able 
by Application to fuch of their Servants, now in England, as have refided any confiderable Time in 
Africa. But undemanding that the Queftion had alfo been referred to thofe Gentlemen indi¬ 
vidually, the Committee of the Company of Merchants trading to Africa did not proceed further 
in their Jnveftigation, apprehending the Information they could have fo colleded would be laid be¬ 
fore this Committee by the Parties (from whom it muft have been obtained) with more Advan¬ 
tage than by them, and therefore begging to refer thereto; efpecially as any Thino- they could offer 
on the Subjed muft be the Effed of Inquiries rather than of any local official Knowledge thev can 
poffibly poffefs of the Matter of Reference. & 7 


h) obedience to the Diredions of the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council for Trade, I Mr Barnes 
have confidered the Queftion.accompanying the Letter to me of the 19th May, and for the more ' 
perfed Satisfadion of their Lordffiips, I fhall firft examine the general Queftion, as it is ftated 
therein, and which I apprehend, if well anfwered, will leave very little to be faid to the fubfe 
quent Branches of it. 

The general Queftion is. To what Caufes is the Difference of Male and Female Slaves exported 
from the Coaft of Africa to be imputed ? ^ 

To which I anfwer, that this Difference appears to me to be imputable to the Three following 
Caules. Firft, to the Pradice of Polygamy which prevails throughout Africa. In all Countries 
where theie is a partial Appropriauon of one Sex, there muft be a proportional Redundancy of 
the other. In the Popiffi Countries of Europe, the Celibacy of the different religious Orderl of

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I can only affign Two Reafons for the Preference of Male to Female Slaves : Firft, the Male 
Is better able to ftand the Fatigue of Paffage: Secondly, the Male at particular Markets may 
fetch from 5 1 . to iol. Sterling per Head more than a Female. This is no genual Rule, for a 
good Angola or Ebo Female Slave will fetch as much Price as a Male. 

The above are my Reafons, had I my Choice; but I never knew an Inftance in the Courfe of 
my Trade, where a good Female Slave, or Boy or Girl, was refufed by the European Trader. I 
have known many Inftances, and have often been under the Neceffity of purchasing very ordinary 
Female Slaves, and have exchanged prime Males for fuch, in order to obtain a lufficient Number 
of Females, to prepare the Provifion for the Cargo. In the River Gambia the Corn is all pounded 
and reduced occafionally to Flour in wooden Mortars. 

The Reafons I affign for the Difproportion of Female to Male Slaves, are, Firft, that Women 
in Africa are fully employed in domeftic Cares, nay more, Ihe works in the Field while the Male 
is fmoaking his Pipe, confequently fhe is not fo much in the Way of Temptation, nor has lhe 
the Opportunity for the Commiffion of Crimes as the Male. 

Secondly, The Natives, whofe Riches confift in Slaves, prefer purchafing Females to Males for 
very fubftantial Reafons; the Females (who are the labouring Part of the Community) are much 
more traflable than the Male; nor are they fo fubjeft to elope from their Matters. It is cuftomary 
for the Natives to bring prime Males to a Ship or Faftory to exchange for an indifferent or ordi- 
nary Female, or for fmall Boys and Girls, from Five to Ten Years of Age. 

Thirdly, In the Wars few Women and Children are made Prifoners. If apprifed of an At¬ 
tack, they remove the Women to Places of Security. 

The Difference in the Number of Male and Female Slaves, exported from the Coaft of Africa, is 
occafioned by the Demand in the Weft Indies and America being greater for the former than the latter. 

Female Slaves can be procured on the Coaft with more Facility than Male Slaves. 

The chief Caufes, in our Opinion, that occafion a greater Number of Male than Female 
Slaves being brought to Market, are, 

Firft, Polygamy univerfally prevails in Africa, and the M^n of all Ranks, as often as their 
Circumftances permit, increafc the Number of their Women; the Fantees in particular feldom 
part with a handfome Female Slave. 

Secondly, The retaining and incorporating Male Captives taken in War, is deemed dangerous 
and impolitic; they are therefore generally fold or put to Death, whilft the Females are referved 
for domeftic Services. 

Thirdly, We believe that, except in the Article of Gallantry, Men are oftener guilty of Crimes, 
by which they forfeit their Liberty, than Women. 

Although the European Traders find a greater Demand for Males in the newly fettled Ifiands, 
yet they take their Chance, and generally purchafe every faleable Slave that offers of either Sex. 
At Annamaboe and Angola they fometimes give even a fuperior Price for Women to affort their 
Cargoes, although Women fell in the Weft Indies for Forty Shillings lefs than the Men. 

On the Windward Coaft of Africa (the only Part I am acquainted with), and at the Time I 
was there, the Number of Male Slaves purchafed ufually exceeded that of the Females in the 
Proportion of about Four to Three, and fometimes of Three to Two. This Difference was not 
owinc to any Preference given by the European Purchafers; for though Males were in fact pre¬ 
ferred to Females, becaufe they yielded a better Price in our Ifiands, yet all the Slaves that were 
offered (if judged faleable) were brought without a Difcrimination, and the fame Price given upon 
the Coaft for a Woman, and even for a Girl, if taller than Four Feet Four Inches, as for a ftout 
full grown young Man. I cannot with Certainty affign the Reafons why fewer Females than 
Males are brought to the Ships and Boats for Sale; and it would be impertinent to take up Time 
with mere Conjectures; I fhall therefore only obferve, upon this Part of the Queftion, that fome 
Perfons think (and it feems not improbable) that a very confiderable Part of the Slaves fold 
to the Ships and Boats are kidnapped or ftolen. If fo, it may be fuppofed that Females, who 
abide chiefly in their Towns, are lefs expofed to this Danger than the Males, whom the Purpofes 
of Hunting or Traffic may lead further and more frequently from Home: And as Polygamy 
generally prevails in Africa, it is poflible that fome Female Captives may be referved in their 
F’amilies, who would otherwife be fold. 

On the Coaft of Africa, the Captains of Slave Ships never wifh to purchafe more than One- 
third Females. The Planters in the Weft Indies in rnoft Cafes prefer Males, becaufe they lofe 
the Labour of a Female in the latter End of Pregnancy, and for a little Time afterwards; the 
Child is fome Years before it can be put to Labour. In my Opinion, if the'Europeans were fo 
difpofed, they could purchafe in Africa (at leaft) as many Females as Males. 
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The Difference in the Number of Male and Female Slaves exported from Africa, arifesfrom Mr. Mile*, 
various Caufes: As far as refpefts the Exportation from the Gold Coaft, the following Reafons 
may be afiigned. 

Firft, That almoft every Man in Africa keeps Two Wives, fome Three, and many People of 
Confequence from Twenty to Thirty; indeed, we now and then hear of a King, or other great 
Men, having One hundred or more in their Seraglio. 

Secondly, That the Crimes which chiefly fubjeft the People of that Country to Slavery, are 
fuch as the Men are moft fubjeft to : They are'great Gamefters ; Gaming begets Debt, and Debt 
often tempts them to Theft. Again, Adultery is fometimes pardoned in the Women, but never 
in the Men; the latter muft pay the Forfeit, or be fold ; indeed, where the Connection has been 
with the Wives of great Men, no Ranfom is admitted. 

Thirdly, It is the Cuftom of the Country to employ Women in all domeftic Stations, fcarce 
fuch a Thing being known on the Gold Coaft as a Man Servant (One Boffum, or confidential 
Slave, in great Families, excepted) but fuch as ferve Europeans. 

To the above may be added the prevailing Opinion, that many of the Slaves fent from Africa 
have been Captives taken in War : If this Opinion be well founded, (and I believe it may apply 
to certain Parts of Africa), it accounts allb in fome Meafure for the Number of Males exceeding 
the Females, as it may reafonably be fuppofed few of the latter take the Field. 

European Traders generally prefer Two Thirds Males and One Third Females, if they can fo 
aftort them; but Women are fometimes fo fcarce, that it is difficult to obtain even that Propor¬ 
tion. This Preference of Males to Females arifes from the former being more eagerly fought for 
by the Purchafers in the Weft Indies. 


In Conformity with the Defire of the Committee of Privy Council for Trade, communicated to Mr. Wcure*, 
me by Letter of 19th of May, I have to anfwer, that the Women are much more difficult to be 
procured in Africa, from the following Caufes. 

Every Man in that Country (be he ever fo poor) never keeps lefs than Two or Three Wives; 
thofe in middling Circumftances from Ten to Fifteen or Twenty. Thefe Women are generally 
employed, and act in every Rcfpeft as Servants, which Men in that Country (unlefs amongft the 
Europeans) are never fuffered to do; hence the Ufefulnefs of the Women renders them fcarce ; 
add to which, very few of them are fold for any other Crime than Adultery, and that is very 
often forgiven them ; whereas the Men being liable to Slavery from Theft, Adultery, Gambling, 

&c. their Number fold muft of Courfe bear no Proportion to the Women. 

From the above Caufe it being evident, that there is no Proportion between the Numbers of the 
former and the latter fold, that muft account for the prefent Mode of making African Purchafes, 
which is Two Males to One Female, and even this Proportion it is very often hard to 
obtain. 

The Reafon why there are fewer Female than Male Slaves exported in the Ships from the Gold Mr. Mile*, 
Coaft is the Difficulty of procuring them on that Part of the Coaft, the young Women being kept Mr.Anderfon, 
in the Country by the rich and powerful Natives. The fame Reafon operates in the Eboe Country ; DdigaU*"'* 
but a ftill ftronger Motive induces the Natives not to difpofe of them, which is, that it is the from the city 
Cuftom of the Country for the Women to work in the Field, and do other laborious Offices : of Bnfto1 * 

Of courfe Captains of Ships have it not in their Power to purchafe more young Female Slaves 
than are offered for Sale; and it certainly would be an Aft of Inhumanity, as well as bad Policy, 
to bring off aged Women. 


The Weft India Iflands being the great Mart for Slaves to the European Traders from the captain 
Coaft of Africa, and the Culture of the Sugar Cane, and Management through all its laborious T - Wilfon. 
Stages, for which the Male Slaves are chiefly purchafed and more peculiarly adapted, is evidently 
the Reafon why the Preference is given to that Sex. A Boy of Twelve Years of Age will in 
general fell for more than a Woman of Twenty, but full grown young Men are in hi°-heft 
Eftimation; Health, Strength, and Bone having every Preference, and exaftly in the fame IPro- 
port:on with a Planter at Jamaica or the Windward Iflands, as it would in a Dray Horfe to a 
Carman in London : All Handicrafts of feafoned Negroes excepted. 

The Females are moftly purchafed for domeftic Ufes, and conlequently (in Plantations) are 
not required in a Proportion of more than One to Four or Five. I eftimate this Proportion, and 
at this Diftance of Time, by Guels; but to the beft of my Judgement, Experience, and Recol¬ 
lection, I never heard of any Difficulty in procuring Female Slaves on the Coaft of Africa; on 
the contrary, they are frequently prefled, if not forced on the European Trader, by the Black 
er nant, who will not part with a Lot of Males alone, although at the fame Time fewer in 
ART ‘ O Proportion 
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Proportion are brought down to the Sea Side, deterred no Doubt by the Difficulty of felling 
them, for many of theie come by Water down the Rivers, or in Droves, from Seven to Eight 
hundred Miles Inland on the Coaft of Gambia, far beyond the Source of that River, which 
exceeds this Diftance from the Sea. 

In the Weft India Sea Ports, and Inland Towns, the domeftic Slaves Cannot well be prevented 
from increafing; but in the Plantations, Experience will convince every impartial Enquirer and 
Obferver, it is quite the Reverfe, as much the larger Proportion of Planters would, and certainly 
do, yearly replace their Slaves at the Expence of from 40 1 . to 60 1 . a Head, as the Markets 
fluctuate, with what they term Healthy new Negroes, rather than breed them, and look forward 
from Sixteen to Eighteen Years for their full and aftual Service.

PRODUCE. 


F ROM Cape Blanco down almoft to Senegal, the Soil is nothing but Sand; from Senegal 
to Cape Verd, the Country begins to be in fome Places hilly and woody-, and from Cape 
Verd down almoft to Gambia, there are Woods and Mountains, fome of the latter very high. 
The Valleys between are fandy, but mixed with a great Number of Shells. Mr. Wadftrom has 
obferved that the Sugar Cane, Tobacco, and particularly Cotton and Indico of a good Quality, 
grow there. 

Being afked if any of thefe Articles are made Ufe of in the Country by way of Merchandize? 
he replied. The firft Trial of this Sort was made laft Year by a Frenchman, who carried from 
thence to France, fome Dye Woods, Cotton, and Indico, to fee whether they would anfwer. 
The Indico was not made into Cakes, but only boiled down a little for the Convenience of 
Carriage. 

The Nature of the Soil is Sand, and a little Clay and Marie, but it is very fruitful; it produces 
in great Plenty Two Sorts of Millet, fome Sorts of Pulfe, and Fruits of various Kinds, Cotton 
and Indico wild. He never faw any Tobacco there; there are Canes of a great Height, and of 
a fugary Tafte, which might produce Sugar; none of thefe Articles are cultivated for Exportation 
except Millet, which is fold to the European Traders, for Food for the Slaves. 

The Queftion being put to Mr. Wadftrom and to Dr. Spaarman, whether they thought that 
by any and what Encouragement, the Natives of this Country might be induced to cultivate the 
above Articles, fo as to make them Objects of Commerce ? Mr. Wadftrom wave it as his 
Opinion that the only Encouragement would be by fettling a Colony of Europeans there, and 
though they would proceed by very flow Degrees, yet they would gradually reconcile the Princes 
and the Natives of the Country to it; and he added, that he fhould himfelf be glad to be One of 
the Firft to engage in fuch an Undertaking. 

Dr. Spaarman thinks alfo this might be accompliftied by planting Colonies amonw them, and 
paying them for their Labour. They have at prefent fome Sort of Induftry, which°by Example 
might be increafed. They would not at once be brought to regular and diurnal Labour, but by 
little and little they might be reconciled to it. 


The Part of the Country Mr. Dalrymple has had Occafion to fee, was well inhabited. The 
Soil, which is a Mixture of Sand and Black Earth, is remarkably fertile, producing, with very little 
Labour, Two Species of the Millet, the large and the fmall, in great Abundance. It produces 
alfo without Cultivation, the Sugar Cane, Indico, Tobacco, (which he believes to be a Plane 
indigenous to the Country, but cannot pofitively fay), and Two Species of Cotton ; the Tree 
which is Fifteen Feet in Height, and the Shrub never riling above Two Feet. The la'ft produces 
a Cotton of a very fine Staple, of which their Pagnes are made; a Plant which bears a Cotton 
of a Nankeen Colour, is cultivated in feveral Places near the Cape, but Mr. Dalrymple has 
Reafon to think that this Plant has been imported from the Eaft Indies by the French. 

Mr. Dalrymple does not know that the Negroes cultivate the Sugar Cane, they are ignorant of 
the Art of extracting Sugar from it; but from the great Quantity they confume, it would feern 
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that at particular Seafons of the Year it conftituted fome Part of their Food. ■ They have no Rice Goree, and 
in this Part of the Country, but a great deal grows in Senegal, and on the River Gambia Ah the r ° unt ^ ie * 
Tobacco that grows here is the Effedt of Cultivation. They prefer ours as ftrono er It does not ad,oini " g ' 
confift with his own Knowledge that they prefer our Tobacco to their own, but°Mr. Dalrymple T r ‘ Dahym * 
has been told it by fome Captains in the Trade of that Country. Indigo grows without Culiiva F 
tion in moll Parts of this Coaft, is fupenor in Quality to the beft produced in our Weft India 
Ifl inds, and is fcarcely inferior to that which grows in the Province of Guatimala The Negroes 
ufe it to dye their Pagnes, or Cotton Cloths, which are commonly ftriped blue and white 
They gather the Leaves at all Seafons indifferently, which they pound in wooden Trays and make 
up in Balls j thefe Balls, when ufed, are infufed in cold Water, in which Wood Allies’ have been 
difiolved. Mr. Dalrymple does not know whether any of this Indigo has been exported. 

Tobacco grows in confiderable Quantities on this Part of the Coaft, but the Negroes are ignorant 
of the Mode of curing it He cannot (peak as to the Quality of it, but remembers that for 
Imcuking our Soldiers preferred it to that of America. 

Befides the above mentioned Plants, this Country produces fome Ginger, and a confiderable 
Qiiantity of that Species of Pepper known by the Name of Malaguetta, or Grains of Paradife, 
much uied by Dithllers of Spirits in this Country, 

Here alfo are found Groves of Ebony, the Tree called Kofs by the Natives, feveral Species 
oftheAcafia, and on the high Lands about the Cape, the Gum Dragon, befides many other 
Trees, all of which would anfwer for Cabinet Work. *

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Confumption •, they do not export any j there is no Encouragement given, for there are none to 
purchafe them. If Encouragement was given, Mr. Poplett is of Opinion they might be brought 
to cultivate a great deal of them, by which the Country would be much benefited. 1 he People 
of thefe Countries have very little Perfonal Property, for they have no Security for it, but are 
forced to hide in the Earth what they have: It is not that the Government takes away their Pro¬ 
perty, but they would fteal it from one another. 

The Natives make ufe of their Cotton in fpinning Pagnes, which are their Covering both by 
Day and Ni^ht. The Men wear One Pagne, which they fling over their Shoulders. The Women 
Two. This applies only to People of fuperior Ranks j the inferior Ranks wear only a Clour. 
They tear the Cotton from the Seed, either with Cards they buy from the Europeans, or with 
Fifh Teeth in Imitation of them. Their Art of weaving does not extend to a Cloth of more than 
Five Inches in Breadth, and the Operation is very tedious, for it will take a Man and a Woman 
near a Twelvemonth to make a Pair of Pagnes, that is, what a Woman wears. 

TheQueftion being afked. Whether there are great Quantities of unappropriated and unculti¬ 
vated Land in thefe Countries? Mr. Poplet replied. There are vaft Quantities. Taking thefe 
Four Kingdoms together, not One Fiftieth Part is appropriated or cultivated. Being afked. 
Whether Europeans live in Security there ? he faid. They live in great Security there, i he King 
protects them, becaule it is his Intereft. There are Two Englifhmen, of the Name of Sewel 
and Perkins, who have lived in diis Country about Sixteen or Seventeen Years. One of them 
lives at Vintagn, which is the upper Part of the Dominions of the King of Barra: The other at 
Barrachonda and Yanamaroo, the Two uppermoft Settlements that the Englilh vifit on the Gam¬ 
bia, about 400 Miles from the Sea. Thefe Two Men are Merchants, and trade in Slaves, Ivory, 
Gold, and Wax, and they bring thefe Commodities to our Factories, down the River. They 
fecure their Property from Theft by keeping it on board their Vefiels. If Europeans travel in 
this Country, they are fecured in their Journey, from one Village to another, as being Strangers, 
each Village taking them, as fuch, under their Proteftion. Thefe People are very hofpitable, but 
at the fame Time they are Thieves. 

Mr. Poplett being afked. Whether he conceived the People of thefe Countries could, by any 
Encouragement, be rendered induftrious, fo as to raife or produce Articles of Trade for Exporta¬ 
tion ? replied. This Country is rich and capable of producing any Thing. The Men have Strength 
and Ability to work, but their natural Indolence, and their Love of Intoxication, is fuch, that it 
■tfould be very difficult, and a Work of Time, to render them induftrious. Some however of the 
Kino’s Slaves, purchafed for the Ufe of the Garrifon, were as induftrious, as zealous, and as faith¬ 
ful as any Men Mr. Poplett ever met with, and when the Garrifon was attacked fought with as 
much Bravery. 

* Mr. Poplett being afked. Whether he thought it poflible to eftablifh a Colony of Europeans in 
thefe Countries, and what Security fuch Colony would have from the Natives? replied. He 
thought it very poflible. That they muft firft build a Town, with a Ditch round it, as a Secu¬ 
rity ; D for, if they had not fome Security in the Beginning, they would be put to Death by the Na¬ 
tives for the Sake of their Tools -, but by afterwards forming Connexions with the Natives, they 
rhight extend themfelves, and at length obtain Security, by teaching the Natives the Arts, and 
convincing them of the Benefit of Civilization. The Place he fhould recommend for forming 
fuch a Colony is Bunyon Point, on the Southern Side of the Mouth of the River Gambia, in the 
Dominions of the Emperor of Phonio, who is a great Friend to the Englifh, and whofe Country 
is the moft fertile of any Mr. Poplett ever faw on the Coaft of Africa. Bunyon Point is almcft 
an Ifland, or at leaft a Peninfula, which gives it great Advantage in point of Situation. It has 
an Eminence alfo in the Centre, which commands, in a great Degree, the Entrance into the 
Gambia. 

Beino afked, Whether the Principles of the Mahometan Religion would not prevent the Settlement 
of a Chriftian Colony in that Country ? He gave it as his Opinion, that it would not: And being 
afked. Whether the Climate is fuch that Europeans could exift there ? he replied. The Climate 
is the lame as in the Weft Indies, and he thinks they might be able to labour early in tlie Morn¬ 
ing •, but Cotton and Indigo might be manufactured any Hour of the Day, becaufe the Work is 
carried on under Cover. Mr. Poplett has feen Cane Slips brought from St. Jago planted on the 
Gambia and grow very luxuriantly, but the People are ignorant of the Art of making Sugar. 

CAPTAIN WILSON being afked if he had obferved any Thing of the Produce of the Country? 
replied. They are very ingenious People. They cultivate Cotton, weave it, and make very fine 
Manufactures for their own Ufe. They grow Rice, Indian Corn, and Tobacco, fufficitnt for their 
own Confumption, but not for Exportation. The Climate is fit for all Tropical Articles. They 
have fome Implements of Hufbandry j he cannot fay that they are induftrious, they have no Spur 
to Induftry. Captain Wilfon has no Doubt if we had a Demand for their Articles of Produce, they 
would increafe the Cultivation of their Lands. They are very handy in whatever they attempt- 
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Their Houfehold Utenfils and Inftruments of War are neatly made. They import Iron from us, Goree and 
which they manufacture themlelves, and they import fome Inftruments ready made. Captain G.->jnUia. 
Wilfon does not fuppofe One fiftieth Part of their Land is in Cultivation, Captain

This Part of Africa produces Cotton in great Abundance, fome Tobacco, and a little Indigo, Goree and 
with the common Corn of the Country, which the Natives eat.

They manu¬ 
facture the Cotton and make Cloths of it, which they wear, but they do not prepare it in a 
Manner to make it fit for an ObjeCt of Exportation. The Indigo they do not manufacture at all; 
and it was only here and there that Captain Hills faw the Plant growing. * i 

Being afkvd, W hether, in his Opinion, the Natives could be induced by any Encouragement 
to manufacture thefe Articles in fuch a Way as to become Articles of Commerce? Captain Hills 
gave it as his Opinion they could not; and added. They are in general exceedingly indolent.

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He is fenfible of the Mortality to which Europeans there are expofed •, but thinks, that by At-* 
tention, and clearing the Country, the Unhealthinefs would be much diminifhed. He does not 
believe that the Climate is more unhealthy than in the Weft Indies; on the contrary, he believes 
fome Parts of the hilly Country, near Sierra Leone, are as healthy as any Part of the World. 


Rice is the ftaple Commodity of this Part of the Coaft ; there is Ivory in fmall Quantity, fome 
Gum Copal, Indigo (which grows fpontaneoufly), Cotton, Tobacco (but very little of it), the 
Sugar Cane, and all the Tropical Fruits. 

Mr. PENNY being afked, Whether he thought that Commerce in any of thefe Articles could 
be carried on to a greater Extent than at prefent ? replied. He apprehends not, from the Indo¬ 
lence of the Inhabitants. They make here fome fmall Quantity of coarfe Cotton Cloth, but the 
Procefs is fo tedious, that we can fupply them cheaper than they can make it. Their Dye of 
Blue is Angularly fine the Procefs of dying it is very Ample, but our Manufacturers could not 
afford to dye it in that Way. 

Being afked, if the Difpofition of the Natives is fo indolent that no Encouragement could induce 
them to labour more than they do at prefent, either in cultivating their Lands, or in any Article 
of Commerce ? Mr. Penny gave it as his Opinion, that it would be difficult, if not impoffible. 
They are certainly more induftrious on this Part of the Coaft than on the other; in confequence 
of which, they fupply a certain Quantity of Rice for the Ufe of the Ships. 

Mr. Penny does not know that any of the European Settlements ever endeavoured to make the 
People induftrious. 


Rice is the principal Article of Produce on this Part of the Coaft, and Camwood and fome 
Ivory. The Trade in Camwood and Ivory is carried at prefent as far as it can be, till the Natives 
are pofiefied of more Induftry. The Quality of the Rice is very good, and particularly that 
which grows on the Hills and floping Ground. The Quantity purchafed annually for the Con- 
fumption of the Ships and Factories may be from 700 to 1,000 Tons ; the Average Price he takes 
to be from 6 I. 10 s. to 7 1 . per Ton, and it is fometimes as high as 10 1 ,; but Mr. Mathews has 
bought it fo low as 2 1 . but then he paid for it in Tobacco only., and it was an extraordinary 
Year of Plenty. Their Seafons vary much in different Years. The Cotton is cultivated with lefs 
Labour than the Rice, not more than in the Weft Indies. It grows very abundantly, but 
they cannot be tempted, by any Rewards that have been offered, to cultivate it to greater Extent 
than what is fufficient for their own Ufe. There are Three Sorts of Cotton ; White, Brown, and 
Pale Pink ; the Firft is of a good Staple, the Two others very indifferent. 

Mr. Mathews being afked. What Rewards had been offered to tempt the Natives to cultivate 
Cotton to a greater Extent ? replied. He had offered them as much as he thought the Cloth to 
be produced from a given Quantity of Cotton would be worth when made, and it would have 
flood him in about gd. per lb. uncleaned, and with the Seeds in ; he has made this Offer fre¬ 
quently, but never could get any ; and knows a very intelligent Man, a Trader, who refides on 
the Coaft, who has made the fame Offer, (and Mr. Mathews believes fomething higher), but 
could only get a few Pounds. 

The Soil on this Coaft does not produce any other Articles of Trade at prefent, but for Food 
a great Variety. Indigo grows there wild, in great Perfe&iori" and large Quantity. The Portu- 
guefe had formerly Two Indigo Works eftablifhed there ; One at the Rio Pongeos, and the other 
upon the Ifland of Jaffa, in the River Sierra Leone. The Natives ufe the Indigo in dying. Mr. 
Mathews does not know how the Indigo is prepared, but it gives their Cloths a bright indelible 
Blue. 

There is Timber fit for every Purpofe: It does not bear any Affinity to ours, but would make 
beautiful Furniture •, it does not grow in great Abundance, efpecially near the Sea Coaft, where 
the Europeans have cut it moftly down for their own Ufe: They have always had Permiffion to 
cut it without paying any Thing but a Prefent of a Jar of Liquor, or fome fuch trifling Thing, 
as an Acknowledgement for the Liberty given them. The Natives are very tenacious of their 
Rights, but the Timber is of no Ufe to them, who have no Inftruments to work it, nor would 
they be at the Trouble if they had. 

Pepper grows there, and of the fame Sort as in the Weft-Indies ; and there are alfo fome Aro¬ 
matics. Tobacco grows in fome Parts, but for Want of proper Cultivation, the Quality is fo 
bad, that the Natives themfelves never ufe it unlefs in Times of Scarcity, or when they cannot 
get it from us. Mr, Mathews believes this may be owing to the Want of proper Cultivation, and 
to their Ignorance of the Mode of drying it. 

Mr. Mathews does not know of any Drugs -, but there is fome Gum Copal, though not in great 
Abundance. 
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Palm Oil is purchafed for theUfe of the Slaves, but not for Exportation to England; further 
L Leeward, Three Gallons of Palm Oil might be purchafed for the Price of One at Sierra Leone, 
fi'here are fome Skins of Tygers and Leopards, but not lufficient to become an ObjeCt of Trade ; 
they are generally difpofed of as Prelents. 

The Natives are very fond of our Manufactures ; and having now been ufed to them fo long, 
Ihey would certainly find it very uncomfortable to be deprived of them. 

The Country is a fine Soil, generally woody, but fome Savannahs. They have little Cattle 
xcept Goats; but they have Poultry. They grow Rice, and have Bees-wax, and a dying Wood, 
ailed Camwood. They might cultivate Rice to fome Extent, if they had the Means of felling 
t. They have Pepper; alfo a Sort of Cardamom. They have alfo Tobacco in fmall Quantities, 
hich they grow merely for their own Ufe. 

They have Cotton in Plenty, and might have more if they had a Vent for it. They make 
otton Cloths, which are rather coarfe, but coftly. Their Cloths are generally Nine Inches in 
idth, and Two Yards and a Half in Length. Six of the beft of thefe fewed together fell from 
1 . to 61 . or 7 1 .; they dye them of a beautiful Blue, which Mr. Newton concludes is produced 
rom Indigo. 

The People are gentle, when they have no Communication with the Europeans; they are 
laturally induftrious, and might be eafily managed if they thought the Europeans had their Intereft 
kt Heart •, but the Slave Trade naturally has a Tendency to make both the Natives and the People 
employed in it ferocious. 

Mr. Newton being afked. Whether the Englifh are more cruel and more fevere than other 
Jations ? replied. They carry on a greater Trade, and Mr. Newton thinks are more fevere and 
ruel, and get into more Quarrels with the Natives. 


The Country upon the Windward Coaft is a fine Soil, but overgrown with Wood. They 


lave Rice enough for their own Confumption, and of the Firft Quality, 
land Indigo in great Plenty, with which they dye a beautiful Blue. 


They have Cotton alio 


Mr. NORRIS being afked. What other Branches of Commerce befides Slaves are carried on 
;rom the Gold Coaft ? replied, Goid and Ivory, but to no great Amount. Being afked. Whether 
conceived the Trade in Gold, Ivory, and other Articles of Produce in thefe Countries, could 
e augmented ? he replied. There is but a certain Quantity of Ivory, and that Quantity therefore 
:annot be augmented. Gold is purchafed fo dear on the Coaft that it is not worth buying, but 
is a Medium for the Purchafe of Slaves; an Ounce of Gold is worth Four Pounds Sterling on 
he Invoice Price of our Goods. 

Being afked. Whether there are any other Commodities to be purchafed there ? he replied, 
The Dutch have obliged the Slaves in their Settlements to cultivate Cotton, but the Natives do 
tiot cultivate it on the Gold Coaft much. At Whydah and Eyo they cultivate it more, and 
many Cloths are made from it for the Ufe of the Inhabitants of the Country. 

With refpeCt to the Cultivation of Cotton to Advantage in any Part of thefe Countries, Mr. 
Norris cannot pretend to fay what might be done; but at prefent a Bag of Cotton could not be 
procured for any Confideration. 

Being afked. Whether he conceived that any Encouragement would induce the Inhabitants to 
employ themlelves in the Cultivation of Cotton ? Mr. Norris replied. He has no doubt, that if 
encouraged, they would cultivate it, for they will naturally endeavour to procure Articles with 
which to purchafe the Commodities they want. The Soil at Whydah is as good as any in the 
iVorld, and would certainly produce Cotton. On the Gold Coaft the Soil is rocky.—Mr. Norris 
vis feen a little Cotton on the Windward Coaft, and has no Doubt it will grow on any Part of 
me Coaft. He is not particularly enough acquainted with the Nature of the Cultivation of Cotton 
o fay what Soil produces it the beft. The Bahamas, which produce the beft Cotton in His 
Majefty s Dominions, are of a rocky Soil, therefore from Analogy Mr. Norris concludes the 
Fold Coaft might produce it too. He has heard it faid in Africa, by Perlons who underftand 
otton better than himfelf, that they had not the beft Sort of Plants. The long Staple is coarfe, 
e finer Quality is of a fnort Staple; but if better Plants were introduced, there is no Doubt but 
ey would grow. He fuppofes all Tropical Commodities would grow there. Indico grows every 
diere near Whydah, but the Natives have neither Art nor Difpofition to prepare it for Market, 
l obacco grows in many Places. The interior Part of the Country where he has been is as 
apable of producing thefe Articles as the Sea Coaft. From the Country of Eyo they fend down a 
yuantiry of Cotton and Grals Manufactures. Being afked, Whether he fuppofes, that if Orders 
^ere given to the Captains of Britilh Veflels to take thefe Articles in Return for Manufactures, and 
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Gold coaft. the Natives were apprized thereof, great Quantities of them would be produced ? he replied, Of 
Mr. Norris. Cotton, the Natives might certainly produce great Quantities; but Tobacco and Indigo require the 
Management of Europeans to put them in a State fit for Sale. Rice they might cultivate to a 
much greater Extent; but they could hardly be able to fit it for an European Market; it would 
do for the Weft Indies. The African Rice is of the belt Quality in the World. The Sale of 
African Dying Woods cannot be much extended, becaufe the few Ships now employed in the 
Wood Trade, already have overftocked the Market, particularly with Angola Bar Wood or Red 
Wood. The Sale of Cabinet Woods might be extended. He cannot judge how far the Market 
would take off a greater Quantity of Gums, but more might certainly be fupplied. He never 
favv Mahogany on the Coaft, but there is a Tree called a Doom Tree, which is an inferior Sort 
of it. Mr. Norris thinks that in fo extenfive a Country, there muft be many Articles with which 
we are unacquainted. He once faw a Quantity of Pepper of the Quality of that brought from the 
Eaft Indies; it was fo good that the Raft India Company objedted to its Importation. He has 
feen a Variety of Spices and Plants of which he does not know the Englilh Names; he has met 
with a little Berry that lerves the Natives of Whydah as a Subftitute for Sugar; it has no Tafte in 
itfelf, but every thing that is taken after it, receives a Sweetnefs from it. Palm Oil, which is an 
Article brought Home for the Wool-combers in Yorkfhire, and Soap boilers, is at prelent 
imported in large Quantities, and might probably be had in a greater Abundance. Some Peltry 
is at prefent procured, fuch as Tyger and Leopard Skins, &c. &c. The People in general are 
extreamly indolent. The Men fleep and fmoak, and the Women Once a Year put a little Corn 
in the Ground, the Talk of Agriculture being chiefly configned to them. 


Mr.Devaynes. There is no Property in Land in thefe Countries, but what arifes from immediate Occupancy. 
Mr. Devaynes never heard of Land being fold there. 

The Produce on the Gold Coaft is Indian Corn, Millet of feveral Sorts, Yams, Potatoes, Tro¬ 
pical Fruits, and Rice, which on the Grain Coaft is of an excellent Quality, and might be pro¬ 
cured very cheap. As far South as the River Volta, there is Gold Dull, beyond it none. There is 
likewife Ivory. They have remarkably fine Indigo, and dye blue well; and, from a Crimfon Colour 
they dye, Mr. Devaynes concludes they have Cochineal. Tobacco grows wild. The Gold Coaft 
and Whydah is the fineft Country in the World; he never faw a finer in Europe. It would pro¬ 
duce all thefe Articles in the greateft Quantity, and of the belt Kinds. Cotton grows there, but 
it is at prefent of fo little Value that the fmall Quantity that grows is to be bought for almoft 
nothing. It is of an excellent Quality, and never fubjcft to a Blight or Worm. Sugar might be 
cultivated there of a very good Quality. 

Mr. Devaynes being alked. Whether he thought that by proper Encouragement a Quantity of 
thefe Articles might be lupplied for Exportation ? replied. He imagined they certainly might. 
The King values himfelf on the Number of his Subjects, and if he could procure' European 
Commodities by their Labour, he would certainly prefer employing them in that Way to felling 
them. They might be brought to Labour; they have Capacity and natural Parts enough to 
learn whatever might be taught them, and would become induftrious if properly encouraged. 
They have many Virtues, and great Courage and Attachment to their Mailers and Benefactors. 
They are healthy and robuft People. It has been an Object of European Policy to prevent the 
Africans from arriving at Perfection in thefe Articles, from a Fear of interfering with eftablilhed 
Branches of Commerce ellewhere. 

Being alked if he could fuggeft what Encouragement it might be proper to give, in order to 
induce the Natives to cultivate all the above Articles of Produce in fufficient Quantities for 
an Export Trade? he replied. It muft be by the Europeans fetting them the Example. At 
prefent the Africans could not do it of themfelves, as they have no Knowledge of the Methods 
of preparing Cotton, Tobacco, Sugar, Indigo, and other dying Plants, fo as"to make them fit ] 
for Exportation. If the African Company were to give Directions to their Servants there, and 
give them a little Encouragement, they might certainly induce them to undertake the pre¬ 
paring fome of thefe Articles for Exportation, particularly Cotton and Indigo. 

Mr. Devaynes being alked. What he conceived to be the Reafon why, if this Plan was likely 
to fucceed in the Manner he has fuggefted, no European Government has hitherto attempted to 
fettle a Colony there ? he replied. He believed the Reafon to be, that the Climate is very prejudicial 
to the Health of the Europeans, and that they would not be induced to remain there; befides, 
as he had faid before, Europeans may have been averfe to open new Branches of Commerce, 
that might interfere with an eftablilhed Commerce elfewhere. 

Vide Report of Mr. Devaynes cannot exaCtly fay what is the Proportion of Deaths among the Perfons fent to 
of'thTcom-* t * le different P arcs of the Coaft, but the Climate is fatal to Europeans. An Account of the Pro- 
pa,,), of Mer- portion of Deaths might be had from the African Company. 

to Africa,with Being alked, whether the Unhealthinefs of the Climate would not prevent a fufficient Number 
hereafter U in t - °f Eu r0 P eans f rom refiding amongft them to fet the Natives the Example, and teach them to cul- 
ferted. tivate the Articles above mentioned ? Mr. Devaynes gave it as his Opinion, that the Number of 

Europeans now there is fufficient. 
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Gdd and Ivory in imall Quantities are the only Articles this Country produces for Exportation. Gold Coaft. 
A Trade folely conbned to Gold and Ivory would probably be a lofmg one-, at leal! Mr. M.les Mr. Mile 
has found it fo : A fufficicnt Cargo could not be procured in any reafonable Time. There are no 
Dyeing Woods in this Part. No Rice, and but very little Tobacco. Mr. Miles never law more 
than a Plane or Two as a Curiofity. Indigo grows wild about Accra, with which the Inhabitants 
dye their own Cloths. Between Accra and the River Volta it is a fine low, level rich Country 
the Reft is mountamous. They cultivate as much Indian Corn and Grain as w.ll limply’ their own 
Wants and the Demand of the bh.pp.ng. They cut likewile great Quantities of f'rewood for the 
ohips* 

With refpefl to the Pofiibility of inducing the People of this Part of the Coaft by any Encou¬ 
ragement we could give them to cultivate any Article for Exportation, Mr. Miles laid He thought 
it could not be done, becaufe you could not excite Habits of Induftry in them. ’ °

Yams -, the Sugar Cane, which generally grows wild ; Cotton, of which they manufacture a great 
Mr. Da'zell. deal for their own Ufe; sy?d Indigo, or a Plant that dyes a very good Blue like it. There is little 
or no Tobacco, for there is a great Confumpcion of Porcuguefe Tobacco; fome few Dying Woods, 
but not fufficient to be an ObjeCt of Commerce ; a fmall Quantity of Ivory, fome Spices, Cayenne 
Pepper, and, as Mr. Dalzell believes, the real Black Pepper. There are no Gums, that he knows 
of, in any Quantity for Trade. 


Mr. Dalzell being afked. Whether he thought that any of the above Articles could be made an 
ObjeCt of Exportation ; and being defired to ftate the Grounds of his Opinion ? replied. No. He 
looks upon the Obltacles to be infuperable. Ivory, which is one of the primary ObjeCts, cannot be 
increafed in Quantity. Cotton might be railed in any Quantity, provided the Planter’s Property 
could be fecured; but Mr. Dalzell thinks, that not only in the Kingdom of Dahomey, but all over 
the Coaft, this ObjeCt is not to be attained, on account of the frequent Revolutions in their Govern¬ 
ments.—Being alked, Whether he believes there is Induftry enough in the Natives, fuppofmg other 
Obftacles were removed and proper Encouragement given, to induce them to cultivate thefe 
Articles for the Purpole of Commerce ? Mr. Dalzell replied, No.—He thought they would revolt 
at any Thing that required great Labour or Ingenuity. As a Proof, during his Stay at Whydah, 
there happened to be a very fcarce Seafon of Corn, which induced the Natives to plant more 
than the ordinary Quantity the enfuing Year, which reduced the Price to One Fifth Part; but 
Mr. Dalzell believes, if this Scarcity had not fpurred them on, they would never have undertaken 
the Labour of Cultivation to that Extent; and the Proof is, the Neceflity cealing, they ceafed the 
extraordinary Cultivation. A further Proof of their Want of Exertion is, that though we intro¬ 
duce, in the Bufinefs of the Forts, European Tools and Arts, and oblige the Natives employed 
by us there to make Ufe of them, yet, out of the Fort, the Natives praCtife only their own Arts 
,cpjw: J and Methods, which are much flower than ours : They will, neverthelefs, fometimes produce Spe- 
i. c jp icns 0 f confiderable Ingenuity :—He does not think the Defect is in their Underftanding, but it 
confifh in their Want of Exertion when not forced to work.

Mr. Dalzell believes they have not any Idea of private Property in Land, beyond immediate 
Occupancy: Every Perfon pofiefies quietly whatever he has once cleared and cultivated. There 
is, however, more than Half the Country remaining uncleared and uncultivated. 


Mr. Dalzell being afked. Whether he fuppofes it poflible that an European Colony could be 
eftablifhed in this Country; and being defired to Hate the Grounds of his Opinion ? replied. It 
would be exceedingly difficult to eftablilh a Colony there, from the Infecurity, Vvhich could only be 
removed by the Conqueft of the Country ; and though all the high Lands, fuch as the Gold Coaft, 
and Parts about Angola, are as healthy as the Weft-India Iflands, all the low Lands, and the Banks 
of the Rivers, are exceedingly fatal to Europeans.

Mr. Penny. 

Yams are not the foie, but the principal Provifion of thefe People : They have likewife a few 
Plantains, great Quantities of Fifh, and a few Goats and Fowls. In the interior Part of the 
Country they grow lome Tobacco, but no Rice. We do not import Tobacco there for Sale, the 
Natives get it from the interior Country, but do not ufe much of it.

There is no Gold Duft, but fome Ivory: About Two or Three Tons of Ivory are exported 
annually. Mr. Penny is of Opinion, that the Export Trade, in Ivory and other Articles, cquld n 
be increafed, and that the Inhabitants of this Country could not be induced to cultivate any Obje& 
of Commerce, by any Encouragement we could give them. 

Mr. Penny has never feen any Cotton grow in this Country :—He has feen fome Cotton Cloths 
of a remarkable coarfe Quality, but never any Cotton in the Wool. 

They have no Dying Woods in this Part, but Palm Oil in great Plenty, and fome few Skins of 
Leopards and Tygers, which they get as Prefents. 

Mr. Penny has been told, that the inrerior Country is a fine one; but the Coaft, for above Thirty 
Leagir a inland, is all i’wampy.- The Country, ar Bonny and New Calabar, is not fo populous as 
the interior. Country, owing to the Swampinefs of the Ground.

At Bonny the Country produces a few Yams, &c. bur not fufficient for their Subfiftence. A 
great Quantity of Yams are produced at Andomey and Creek, which fupply the Town of Bonny, 
and are brought in Canoes for the Supply of the Ships in the Trade. Ac New Calabar the Pro¬ 
duce is much the fame, and the Inhabitants are obliged to be fupplied with their Provifions from the 
neighbouring Countries. 
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At Bonny they have little Trade but Slaves, and fome Ivory* 
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The Country was well inhabited as far as Captain Hall went up the Rivers, which was Fifteen JJr Del Rey 
Leagues up the River Del Rey, and Ten Teagues up the River Calabar. The Bank? or the . . „ 

Rivers, til/you come near the Towns, are covered with Mangrove Woods : Near the Towns, the Ca P‘- HaL * 
Land is cultivated, and produces Rice and Guinea Corn; and there appeared to be a great Quan¬ 
tity of Cattle. None of thele were Objefts of Commerce:—But Captain Hall is of Opinion, that 
if their Attention was not fo much engaged on the Slave Trade, the People would employ them-oot 
felves more in Agriculture. 


Captain Hall paid coarfe Cotton Cloths in Exchange for the Rice he bought on the Windward 
Coaft; and for the Slaves. The Rice he purchafed was of a good Quality, and he bought jt very 
cheap’: It is much better and cheaper than the Carolina Rice, and Captain Hall fuppofes, might 
be afforded here cheapef than the American Rice : It is in greater Abundance on the Grain Coaft. 
In Africa, Rice grows in a dry Soil j in America, in a Soil that is wet, and therefore we think the 
African Rice the more hearty. On the River Calabar they have neither Gum nor Woods, but on 
the River Gaboon, which is near it, they have Woods. In the Bight, Captain Hall obferved they 
fmoaked Tobacco, which was chiefly their own Growth. He never heard they had any Cotton ; 
has feen them bring fine frelh Sugar Canes alongfide the Ship, but never faw any Canes growing in 
the Country. 


In the northern Part of the Coaft, that is, Majumba, the Country produces a Dying Wood, CongoitoAit- 
called Bar Wood, and a fmall Quantity of Ivory-, in which Two or Three Ships of about 6co Meli’mba^fnd 
Tons Burthen are employed by us annually. All along this Part of the Coaft, the Country pro- cabenda. 
duces Pulfe, Caffada, a few Yams, Cayenne Pepper, a little Ginger, fome Catlia, of an inferior Sort, Mr. Penny, 
and fome Tobacco in the interior Part of the Country, and the common Tropical Fruits. Mr< 

Penny faw no Indigo nor Cotton, but the Sugar Cane grows in Places fpontaneoufly. 

Mr. Penny being alked. Whether he conceived the Inhabitants on this Part of the Coaft could 
be induced, by any proper Encouragement, to cultivate the Sugar Cane, or any other Species of 
Produce abovementioned, fo as to make them Articles of Commerce ? replied. He did not, and for 
this Reafon : Though the Country is beautiful and prolific, beyond any other Part of the Coaft he 
had vifited, yet the Natives are io indolent that they will not cultivate it. They do not produce 
even Provifions for Suftenance for the Slaves we purchafe of them in the Voyage to the Weft- 
Indies j and it is the ertabliftied Cuftom, both of the French and Englilh, to bring to this Part of 
the Coaft, from Europe, all the Provifion they may want in the Voyage. Mr. Penny added. That 
he obferved, all along the Coaft of Africa, that, in Proportion as the Country is fruitful, the Inha¬ 
bitants are naturally more indolent. 


Mr. Penny being afked. Whether he imagined the Commerce between this Country and this Part 
of the Coaft could be increafed in any of thefe Articles ? he anfwered. No: For, as to the Bar 
Wood, which conftitutes the principal Commerce, we already import as much as we can confume s 
There is now a great Quantity of it lying at Liverpool: And as the Inhabitants are fo indolent, 
that they do not even cultivate Provifions beyond what Necefiity requires, it is not likely they 
would labour to produce Articles merely commercial. 


The following Evidence of the Reverend Isham Baggs of Yarlington, 
near Wincanton, Somerfet, was delivered by him to the Committee ; 
Mr. Baggs being brought to the Committee by Mr. Clarkfon while the 
Report was preparing ; and a few Alterations were made in it upon 
Queftions put to this Witnefs, with his Confent. 


Par. i. The Coaft of Africa, if the Value of it fhould be drawn from its many and various 
Produftions, would be almoft ineftimabk. The very Woods of the Country are fufficient of 
themfelves to render it of Importance; but its many other valuable Commodities taken into the 
Account, That Continent will (land unrivalled by any other on the Globe. 

The Woods that are moft common, or rather the mod known, are Camwood, Harwood, 
Lignum Vit®, and Ebonywhen Mr. Baggs was at the Ifland of St. Thomas under the Line, a 
Portuguefe Officer fhewed him a fmall Collection of Woods which he had made from the different 

* Q^2 Guinea- 
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Guincamcn that touched there. He had taken fome Pains to polilh, and afterwards to arrange 
them in a fmall Cabinet. There were feveral different Shades of the Sattin Wood, and as many 
from a pale Pink to a Crimfon, which in feveral'Sorts of ornamental Work would have been con- 
fidercd as ineftimable in this Country. Mr. Baggs has alfo feen fome beautiful Mahogany upon the 
Coaft; but the Gentleman at the Ifland of St. Thomas; now alluded to, afiiired him that he had 
frequently feen very fine and large Pieces of that valuable Wood in the Ships before mentioned. 
Mr. Baggs brought home fome Cafiia or wild Cinnamon from the Coaft, which he gave to an 
Apothecary for Trial. The Apothecary ufed it in his Praftice, and pronounced it to be as good 
as any he had ever in his Shop. Mr. Baggs fays, that there are various other Woods of medicinal 
Virtue, and has no Doubt but that a Botanift might make a very valuable Acquifition for the Ma¬ 
teria Medica, by a Collection of Barks and Plants. 

Par. 2. The Coafts to Windward produce various Sorts of valuable Gums, of the great Advantage 
of which Merchandize the French are fo fenfible, that a Company of Merchants had it in Contem¬ 
plation to build Storehoufes at Goree (for io the Governor of that Place informed Mr. Baggs), and 
that they might avoid the Bar of the River Senegal, to bring it over Land from Senegal to the 
former Place, though the Diftance is eftimated at One hundred and fifty Miles a pofitive Proof 
of the immenfe Value of that Article, which would bear the Expence upon it of fo confiderable an 
inland Carriage. 

Par. 3. The Land up the Rivers Gambia and Sierra Leone is particularly fertile in Rice, Corn, 
and Cotton, efpecially the Silk Cotton Tree, which grows very large, and produces Pods of Nine 
Inches long, and Three round. This Cotton is uncommonly fine, and, if properly managed, 
would be little inferior to the Production of the Silk Worm. Mr. Baggs faw alfo another Species 
of Cotton, which was of a pale Pink. He brought home with him a Pod of it. The Staple was 
fufficiently long for the Manufacturer, and the Cotton was of a beautiful Colour. 

Par. 4. The Indigo Plant is another of the Productions of Africa, that deferves Mention. The 
Blue of it much exceeds that of the fame Plant in other Parts. It is of fo lively a Colour, that 
Mr. Baggs can compare it to nothing elfe but the beautiful Blue which is found in the real 
China. 

Par. 5. The Country to Cape Three Points and Appollonia has been but little explored, 
though it produces Ivory and fome Gold. Cape Appollonia is wonderfully rich, and productive 
in Gold Duft, Ivory, a Variety of Grains, Rice, Miller, Indian Corn, Spices, and Peppers of 
various Sorts (of which latter Mr. Baggs brought home the Black),, and Fruits and Vegetables, 
and is equally fo, as far as Mr. Baggs has feen, to Cape Lopez de Gonlalvez. In this Defcrip- 
tion he cannot omit to mention the Country about Accra, it being fo fine and open, like the large 
Corn Fields in Wilts and Dorfet, and is particularly fertile. The fame in point of Fertility may 
be faid of Whidah, the Cloths of which are interwoven with fuch Colours, as fhew the Excel¬ 
lency of various Dyes that muft undoubtedly be there. 

Par. 6. Mr. Baggs is of opinion, that on the Coaft of Africa there muft be ample Field for 
the Naturalift in the Fofiil World. He has feen Spars that were perfectly tftm(parent, and that 
would bear the engraving Tool as well as the beft Cornelian. This fhort Account of the- Pro¬ 
ductions of Africa, not as founded upon Hearfay, but as having come under his own Knowledge 
to mention every Article, and to delcant upon the Properties and Value of each, would take a 
confiderable Time, and it would require a Volume to contain them. Of the Natives it may 
be fufficient to fay, that many of them are inclined to be induftrious; that they are excellent 
Workmen, particularly thole of Whidah, and have fome Tafte; as a Proof of which Mr. 
Baggs would refer t o their Cloths, which, for their Neatnefs of Texture, and the fanciful 
Manner of introducing and working different Animals in them, would not diferedit any civilized 
European. 

With refpeCt to Culture on the Coaft of Africa, the Lands about Accra were in as high a. State 
of Cultivation as any he ever faw in any Quarter of the Globe. 


SYDENHAM TEASTE, Elq. Merchant of Briftol, trading to Africa, but not in the Article 
of Slaves, gives the following Account of the Articles of Produce imported from Africa, ip the 
Courfe of his Trade there. 


The principal Article is Ivory, which is the, molt valuable Return they have; but the Country 
is at prefent nearly exhaufted of that Commodity, but it may mend.

Mr HILTON, Delegate from the Foftian Manufaflorers of Manchefter, to whom the above 
mentioned Specimen of Cotton-Wool was tranfmttted for Examination, has made a Report the 
upon in the following Words. 

I am very happy in tranfmitting your Lordlhips a very favourable Report from the Foftian 
•• ComTitt «7 which I have julf received from Mr. Frodlham, my Colleague, and which 
«* exceeds my Expectations. 

“ The Sample of Cotton from Senegal is very good and fine, as your Lordftups will fee by 
« the Specimen inclofed, which is fpun after the Rate of One hundred and forty Hanks Tw.lt 
“ Cotton Yarn, to the Pound, and it is thought fuperior in Quality to any of the Brazil Cotton, 
441 and nearly equal to Eaft India. 

«« The Sample of Cotton from Bermuda is by no Means equal to that from Senegal, but from 
« the o-ood Properties of its Staple, filky Appearance, even in its Colour, and clean, promifo 
« to be a very ufeful Cotton in the Fuftian Manufactory, which comprifes the ftrong Goods dyed 
m for Exportation, and in which there is always a great Confumption, and has hitherm been 
« principally manufactured of Tobago, Guadaloupe, Martinique, and San Domingo Couons 
« {his Bermuda Cotton is efieemed fuperior to Guadaloupe and Martinique Cotton, f 
44 Fuftian dyed Trade for Exportations which is very great from Cotton or this btaple. 

With refpeCt to the Specimen of Yellow dying Wood, the following Account of an Experiment 
made therewith has been received from Mr. Samuel More, Secretary to the Society for the Encour¬ 
agement of Arts, &c. viz. 

“ The Piece of Yellow Wood I received, and which the Lords of the Committee of Council for 
« Trade wiflied me to make fome Trial of, appearing tome to bear the greateft Refemblance to that 
“ Kind of Wood called Old Fujlic, I have confined my Experiments to a Companion between thefe 
.< Two- and as the principal Ufe of Old Fujlic is the dying a Yellow on Woollen, I took 
“ Four Pieces of that Kind of Woollen Goods, known by the Name of Long Ells, and that 
" they might be all equally prepared, I boiled them together in a ftrong Solution of Alum and 
ArcroL Is is praCtifed by the Woollen Dyers; then taking an Ounce of the Chips of Old Fuftic, 
fuch as you now receive a Specimen of, I boiled them 15 Minutes in a Pint and half of clean 
Water in a Tin Vefiel; at the End of the 15 Minutes, I put into the Liquor the Two Pieces 
marked A. and continued the Boiling Twenty Minutes, then walked the Pieces in cold Water, 
and the Colour produced is as you fee by the Samples. 

« Havine procured a Part of the Wood fent me to be cut into Chips, I boiled One Ounce of 
thofe Chips in a Pint and half of Water 15 Minutes; at the End of that Time I put into the 
Liquor the Two remaining Pieces of Long Ell, prepared as aforefaid, by boiling with Alum 
and Argol; they were kept boiling with the Chips 20 Minutes, then taken out, nnced in cold 
Water, and are marked B. B. 

« Th e Colour produced on Woollen by boiling with this Wood, is fo different from what might 
be expefted from its Appearance, that I thought it proper to make Trial of it on Silk and there¬ 
fore having prepared a fmall Piece of Silk with Alum, it was boiled with fome Chips of the 
Wood, and the Sample will fhew the Event. 

« p rom fo fmall a Sample it is not pofiible to make fuch Trials as will prove the Value of this 
Wood to the Manufacturer; but as it yields a Colour of confequence to the Dyer, there is every 
Reafon to believe it may prove of confiderable Utility, if it can be imported at fuch Price as will 
pnahle the Workmen to make Ufe of it. 
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(C With refpeft to the Specimens of Cabinet Woods fent to Mefirs. Haig and Chippendaile, 
« Mr Hai® reports, that upon Enquiry after Two of the faid Samples, he finds the Purple 
« Wood on an Averaae, fells for about £.4 or £.5 per Cwt. but that the Confumption of it 
“ is very fmall: A trifling Ship’s Cargo would laft this Town Twenty or Thirty Years. 

11 The other Sample of Wood he was entirely unacquainted with, but finds it called Camwood. 
“ It has been imported from Africa many Years, is ufed as a Dye Wood, and fells (if he is rightly 
“ informed) for about £.16 per Ton.” 
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Produce. 

Captain DEANE, Commander of a Veffel in the Wood and Ivory Trade, being afked, 
whether his Employers found the Trade in Wood and Ivory (in which he dates himfelf to have been 
principally employed) a profitable Trade ? replied. He believes they did ; he has known them 
to make a confiderable Profit, but the Trade is much hurt from the Slave Ships purchafing the 
faid Articles, which the Perfons in his Branch of the African Trade go folely to bring home. 
Being afked, in what Wood he principally traded ? replied. In Camwood, which is a Wcod ufed 
principally in Dyeing, and is of the fame Nature with the Red Sanders Wood, imported from the 
Eaft Indies. 

The Camwood was not cut by his own People, but by the Natives, who bring it in Canoes 
to the White Factors fettled on the Coaft, of whom Captain Deane bought it. This Trade is 
carried on by Barter, and the Commanders of Ships give in Exchange all Sorts of Merchandife, 
particularly Britifh and Eaft India Goods. 

Captain Deane being afked, how it came to be necefiary for him to remain fo long on the Coaft, 
as the Woods are cut by the Natives ? replied. The Collection of Ivory requires fome Time, be¬ 
ing collected at different Places on the Coaft, which makes it necefiary for the Perfons in that 
Branch of the Trade to fail up and down. Captain Deane took in his Cargo of Ivory principally at 
Sierra Leone, and the Ifland of Bananas; but the Manner of carrying on this Trade, as they are 
obliged to truft their Goods to make the Purchafes and to wait for the Return, occafions much 
Delay. The Goods are fent up into the Country, and it is fometimes feveral Months before the 
Returns are made. The Ivory is bought of the Natives, who bring it off to the Ships in fmall 
Canoes, and take our Goods in return. On the Part of the Coaft where the Ivory is chiefly pro¬ 
cured, there are not any White FaCtors refiding, but where there are White FaCtors they colleCt 
a little. 

Captain Deane being afked, whether he traded at all in Gold Duft ? faid. He traded in it a 
little at Cape Le Hou, buying it of the Natives, who brought it off in fmall Boxes. Being afked, 
whether he ever knew, or had heard, in what Manner the Natives colleCi the Gold Duft ? he 
replied. He did not know with Certainty, but had heard, they colleCt it at the Foot of the 
Mountains, and principally under Water-falls, where it is brought down, mixed with Dirt, by the 
Violence of the Torrents. The Gold Duft is paid for in Goods, as the Ivory is, and is bought by 
the Ounce. Captain Deane cannot ftate generally the Price paid for the Gold Duft, by the Price o^ 
the Goods paid for it; but being afked, whether he could ftate the Number of Birmingham Guns 
given in Exchange for an Ounce of Gold Duft ? he replied, A Gun fells for Four Ackies, and 
Sixteen Ackies go to purchafe an Ounce of Gold Duft; fo that Four Birmingham Guns, of the 
better Sort, go to the Purchafe of an Ounce of Gold. Being afked the Price at Birmingham of 
fuch a Gun ? replied. The Average Value would be about Eleven Shillings and Sixpence. And 
being afked, what a Merchant, in computing the Proceeds of fuch Voyage, would charge for 
Freight and Infurance, fo as to find the Value of fuch a Gun upon the Coaft ? Captain Deane 
replied. He could not anfwer with Accuracy, but fhould fuppofe, a Merchant would add about 
Sixpence to the Price of the Gun before mentioned. Captain Deane being afked, whether in 
making up the homeward Cargo, the Captains buy the Goods according to any AfTortment pre- 
fcribed by their Employers, or take ^hem as they are able to meet with them ? replied. They 
take them as they are able to meet with them. And being afked, what he confiders as the moft 
valuable Article for a homeward Cargo ? He gave the following Enumeration : 

ift. Ivory, which is the great Obje£t of the Voyage. 

2d. Camwood. 

3d. Guinea Grains, or Maliguetta Pepper. 

4th. Rice. 

And Laftly, Gold Duft. 

And gave as the Reafon why he reckoned Gold Duft the laft, that the Slave Ships being obliged 
to have a Quantity of it for carrying on their Trade on the Leeward Coaft, give a higher 
Price for it than thole employed in his Branch of Trade can afford, for which Reafon the latter 
get very little of it. 

Captain Deane being afked. What Number of Ships were employed in the Ivory and Wood 
Trade, as far as he knew, in the Courfe of the laft Two Years? faid. He was not fure; but 
lhould imagine about Twelve or Fourteen Ships in each Year.

INFORMATION. 


Mr. WADSTROM, after his Examination was clofed, exprefied a Defire of himfelf to inform the 
Committee, that the Captains of the French Vefiels in this Trade, very commonly carry out with 
them a certain Quantity of Mercury; and when their Ships are becalmed, and, in confequencc 
thereof, their Provifions begin to fail, fo that they are under Apprehenfions of not having enough, 
they put Mercury into the Provifions given to the Slaves, in confequence of which a great 
Number die, and are thrown overboard. This they do likewife when any contagious Sicknefs 
breaks out among the Slaves j and the Mercury is carried out confefledly for thefe Purpofes. Be¬ 
ing alked. From whom he received this Information ? he replied. From the French Captains 
themfelves, who make no Secret of it. They confider it as an Adi of Humanity, becaufe the 
Negroes die without knowing what is to happen to them, whereas the Englilh Captains treat them 
with lefs Ceremony, and throw them overboard at once. 

Being afked what Proportion of the Slaves taken on board by the French Captains, they in ge¬ 
neral carry fafe and land at the Port of Deftination ? Mr. Wadftrom replied. That depends on 
Circumftances ; when the Slaves are fickly, or when, from Apprehenfion of Provifion falling Ihort, 
Mercury is given to them, there are Inftances of not a Fourth Part of the Cargo reaching the Port 
of Deftination. But he learnt from Converiation with the French Captains, and fometimes with 
the Englifh Mulattoes upon the Coaft, that the French Captains treat their Slaves on board better 
than the Englifh do. 


Dr. SPAARMAN being afked. Whether he Could give any Information of the Manner in which 
the French Captains of Slave Ships treat their Slaves on Board ? faid. He had feen Men Slaves at 
Goree, who were to be tranfported to the Iflands, in Chains, Two by Two, and fome with their 
Legs ulcerated by the Chains. The Women are not chained. He concludes, from what he has 
feen of the Places where they lie, that they mull fuffet very much on their Paflage. He faw One 
Fiench Ship that was to carry Slaves to San Domingo in fo bad a Condition, that a Captain of a 
French Man of War advifed him by no means to take his Paflage on board that Ship, though he 
was very impatient to get away. 

The French Captains boaft of their kind Treatment of the Slaves. He was told however, by 
One of them, that they carry Arfenic with them, in order to get rid of the Slaves durin® the 
Paflage, by a lefs violent Way than throwing them overboard, in cafe by contrary Wind° and 
Calms they fhould run Ihort of Provifions and Water. 

Dr. Spaarman does not think that the French Ships are fupplied with fkilful Surgeons* 

CAPTAIN HEATLEY has had Opportunities of obferving the French Ships in this Trade, and 
always thought them much worfe conftrucled for carrying it on than our own. The French Ships 
are not kept fo clean as ours ; and by the Accounts he has received of their Mode of Treatment, 
they certainly treat their Slaves worfe than we do. He has heard them fay, that they ieldom brought 
their Slaves upon Deck. 

In the River Gambia there is a great Rivallhip in Trade between the French and the Englifh. 

Captain Heatley being afked. If he knew of the French endeavouring to carry on the Trade in 
our Ships, and by our Means ? replied. He had known of Ships going from hence with Cargoes, 
touching at the Ports of France, and clearing out from thence for the Coaft of Africa, where they 
purchafed a Cargo of Slaves, and carried them to the French Iflands; fome of thefe Inftances are 
of late Date. 


Mr. NORRIS being afked. Whether the Englilh have not a larger Share of the Trade, and do 
not carry it on to a greater Extent than any other Nation; and whether he conceived it in general 
to be a profitable Trade ? replied. We carry it on to a greater Extent. With refpedt to its being 
a profitable Trade or not. Individuals alone can fpeak to their refpeftive Profits; but he con¬ 
ceives it to be a profitable Trade to the Merchant. This has always been his Opinion, and Ex- 
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Special Information. 

perience has confirmed it. The Caufe why the Englifh have the largeft Share of this Trade is 
to be imputed to the Credit which the Britifh Merchant has with the Manufacturers, which no 
other Nation in Europe enjoys ■, and to a Spirit of Enterprize which is peculiar to the Britifh 
Merchant. 


Mr. Norris being afked, Whether there is not a confiderable Rivalfhip between the different 
European Nations in this Trade ? replied. There is, infomuch that the French have deprived us 
of the Trade in Slaves at Angola. And being afked. Whether, if we were to relinquifh the 
Trade, our former Share of it would ceafe entirely, or fall into the Hands of other Nations ? he 
replied. Into the Hands of other Nations moft certainly; particularly into thofe of the French, and 
next to them the Portuguefe. 


Being afked. Whether he knew of any Foreign Nation, that is at prefent endeavouring to em¬ 
ploy even our Ships and People in this Trade? he replied. He did, both the French and Spaniards; 
but he was not acquainted with any particular FaCts in confirmation thereof. 


Mr. MILES being afked his Opinion, Whether, if we were to relinquifh tha Slave Trade it 
would ceafe, or fall into the Hands of other European Nations? replied. The Queftion is eafily 
anlwered; it would undoubtedly be eagerly caught at by other Nations. I'he French, it is known, 
are giving the greatell Encouragement to this Trade ; and he has leen feveral Letters from France 
on this SubjeCt. Mr. Miles had himfelf an Offer from a French Floufe, to fend out a Ship from 
Havre de Grace, and carry a Cargoe of 300 Slaves to be delivered in the French Weft Indies, free 
of all other Expence to himfelf, except the original Price of the Slaves. 


The Queftion being afked Mr. Weuves, what would become of the Trade in Slaves if the 
Britifh Merchants were to relinquifh it ? He replied. It would fall into the Hands of fome other 
European Nation, and even if all the European Nations were to relinquifh it, and no Slaves were 
to be exported from the Coaft, Mr. Weuves is of Opinion, that the Trade would continue to be 
carried on by the Natives, and the Slaves would be fent from Weft to Eaft by Means of the 
Caravans. 


Mr. PENNY being afked, whether the Englifh have not a larger Share of the Slave Trade, 
and carry it on to greater Extent than other Nations ? replied. In general we have ; and he imputes 
it to Two Caufes, viz. the enterprifing Spirit of the Britifh Merchants, and the longer Credit which 
our Merchants have from the Manufacturers. The Englifh Manufacturers give Eighteen Months 
Credit; the French only Six : Befides this, we can fit out our Ships with greater Dilpatch. We 
can, in the Space of Three Weeks or a Month, compleat our Lading with all the various AfTort- 
ments required, from Two or Three Hands only. I'he French take Three or Four Months to col¬ 
led from diftant Places a Cargo of equal AfTortment. 

Mr. Penny being afked, whether there is not a confiderable Rivalfhip between the different 
European Nations in this Trade? replied, Very confiderable, particularly between the Englifh 
and the French, and more fo fince the French Government has eftabhfhed their Bounties, which 
they have done not only for the Encouragement of their African Trade, but with a View of culti¬ 
vating more Land in their Part of the Ifland of San Domingo, where a Fouith Part ftill remains 
uncultivated. 'I hey mean by this to increafe their Weft India Trade, and thereby to improve 
their Navigation. 

Being afked, whether if the Englifh were to relinquifh this Trade, our Share thereof would ceafe 
entirely, or would fall to other Nations ? he replied. It would fall to other Nations; and added 
further, lie is perfuaded our Merchants and Officers would go and carry it on from France, and 
that fo.ue, even of the Manufacturers of Manchelter, would be induced on that Account to remove 
themfelves to France. 

Mr. Penny being afked, if he could fay in what Manner, or with what Manufactures, the Por¬ 
tuguefe carry on their Tiade upon the Coaft of Africa? replied. He had but a flight Knowledge of 
the Portuguefe 1 rade upon the Coaft of Africa, but underftands they carry it on with Eaft India Goods, 
which they bring from Goa. The Portuguefe Eaft Indiamen touch, in their Return from the Eaft 
Indies, at Eoango St. Paul’s, in like Manner as our Eaft India Ships touch at St. Helena. 

Being afked, if he knew any Thing of the Trade which European Nations carry on from Mo¬ 
zambique in Slaves ? he replied. The Portuguefe have a confiderable Settlement at Mozambique, 
where they purchafe Slaves, whom they carry to Goa. The French alfo carry on a Trade there in 
Slaves, which they carry to the Mauritius and the Ifle de Bourbon for the Purpofe of cultivating 
their Plantations there.

African Office, the 19th of February 1788. 

By the Committee of the Company of Merchants trading to Africa. 

THE Committee of the Company of Merchants trading to Africa, having received a Letter dated 
Office of the Committee of Council for Trade, Whitehall, 12 th of February i788,figned W. Fawkener, 
acquainting them, that he was direded by the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council, ap¬ 
pointed for all Matters relating to Trade and Foreign Plantations, to tranfmit for their Information 
a Copy, which he fent inclofcd, of an Order of Reference made by His Majelty in Council; and 
that he had their Lordlhips Commands to acquaint them, that they are defirous of receiving any 
Information which the Committee may wilh to offer upon the feveral Matters contained in the 
faid Order of Reference; and this Committee having carefully confidered the faid feveral Matters, 
they take the Liberty, in Obedience to their Lordlhips Delire, to reprefent for their Information : 

That the Trade from this Country to Africa was in a very flourilhing State before the breaking 
out of the late War; that fince the Peace it has again revived, and the Merchants concerned 
therein have, with much Spirit, endeavoured to carry it to an Extent equal to what it had for¬ 
merly arrived at ; but that the French, by uncommon Exertions to encourage and improve this 
Trade from their own Country, in granting very large Bounties, not only upon the Ships em¬ 
ployed therein, but upon the Negro Slaves imported by them into their Colonies, have created 
luch a powerful Competition in Africa with the Britifh Merchant as he is not well able to refill, 
infomuch that the Trade at prelent is rather in a languid State-, and this Committee underltand, 
that feveral of the Britifh Merchants concerned therein have lately moved a confiderable Share of 
their Capital to France, being tempted thereto by the fuperior Encouragement from thence; a 
Practice which, if continued, mull be attended with very ferious Conlcquences to the Commerce 
and naval Interelts of this Country. 

With regard to the Practice and Manner of purchafing or obtaining Slaves on the Coaft of 
Africa, this Committee beg Leave to inform their Lordlhips, that the eltablilhed Mode of 
Purchafe is by fair Barter with the Native Proprietors; and though it mult be admitted that fome 
Irregularities will unavoidably happen in a Commerce of fuch Magnitude, and in a Country of 
uch van Extent, inhabited by an infinite Number of Irnall States, fpeaking different Languages 
which are very imperfectly underltood by molt of our Traders; yet it is a Matter worthy of Re- 
mar “* that this Committee, in the Courfe of near Forty Years, recoiled but Two Inltances in 
which they had an Opportunity cf punilhing Delinquents for Abufes committed in this Trade, 
under the Ad of the 23d of His late Majelty, though they have given every Encouragement to C i. „ 
Complaint, and though it is almolt impoffible for Perlons committing Abufes to eitape Detedion ‘ ‘ 

becau e it is the invariable Pradice of the Natives, in fuch Cafes, to avenge themfelves or make 
Kepnlals upon the next Trader, who will naturally fue for Remedy againlt the Perfon who has 
been the Caufe of his Suffering

But if their Lordlhips wilh to be informed by what Means the native Proprietor acquires a 
ropcity in his fellow Creature: That is a Queltion which this Committee cannot fo perfedlv 
anlwer. According to the belt Information which they have been able to colled upon this Subjed, 
they underltand that Slaves have been always fo univerfally allowed and admitted throuohout 
/vrnca as perlonal Property, that they are a general Denomination of Wealth, it bein* ufual to 
A\ 3 lVlan ls ' vor . fo man y Slaves, as we fay he is worth fo many Pounds. And that the Slaves

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’Purchafers of fuch Slaves. They underftand however and believe it is the general Pradice to 
provide every necefiary, and to ufe every pofiible Precaution for the Health and Preservation 
of thofe Slaves in their Pafiage from Africa, and to treat them with every Indulgence which Pru¬ 
dence and Self-prefervation will warrant. 

Under this Head, they think it worthy Remark, that fince the laft Peace they underftand very 
eonfiderable Numbers of Negro Slaves have been imported in our own Ships, by fpecial Licences, 
into the Spanifh I (lands in the Weft Indies, which have fold to very good Account; the Returns 
for the lame having been generally in Silver Bullion -, but that our Dealings with the French, who 
have hkewife bought great Numbers from us, have not been fo beneficial, either in Point of 
Policy or of Profit, becaufe their Contrads are generally for Delivery upon the Coaft of Africa, 
that their Snips may obtain the French Bounties, by which Means they not only deprive us of the 
Freights, but from their local Knowledge and fuperior Encouragement, muft in a little Time 
become Mafters of the Trade. 

The laft Article of Reference to their Lordfhips, being what relates to the Effeds and Confe¬ 
rences of this Trade, both in Africa and in the faid Colonies and Settlements, and to the general 
Commerce of this Kingdom, is a Queftion of fuch Magnitude and Importance, that, to do it 
Juftice, it would require an Extent of Confideration greatly beyond the Limits which this Com¬ 
mittee mean at prefent to prefcribe to themfelves. It is a certain Fad, that Africa has not derived 
Advantages from this Trade in any Degree equal to ours; nor was it pofiible in her Situation to 
obtain fuch Advantages, having no Manufactures to fell, no Foreign Commerce to extend, or 
Navigation to improve. Her Benefits, however, are equal to her State, for her Wants are fully 
fuppfied at a very trifling Expence, the greateft Part being paid for with what has been a Burthen to 
other Countries, the Refufe and Off-fcourings of her Population, without which Ihe would have little 
or no Exiftence in Trade, her natural Products being very trifling compared to her Wants, and,- 
notwithftanding the greateft Encouragements, have been hitherto incapable of Improvement. 

But the Effeds of this Trade to Great Britain are beneficial to an infinite Extent. In its imme¬ 
diate Effect it employs about 150 Sail of Shipping, which carry annually from this Country up¬ 
wards of a Million of Property, the greateft Part our own Manufactures; and in its more remote 
EfFefts, there is hardly any Branch of Commerce in which this Nation is concerned that does not 
derive fome Advantage from it. But the beneficial Effeds of this Trade have been no where fo 
eminently ftriking as in the Sugar Colonies in the Weft Indies, where it has been proved by Ex¬ 
perience, that Europeans cannot bear the Labour of the Field; fo that thofe valuable Pofleflions 
would molt probably have remained to this Moment uncultivated and ufelefs to a great Degree 
had they not been afiifted by the African Labourers; it is therefore fair to include every Advant¬ 
age which this Country enjoys by Means of its Weft India Colonies, among the Benefits of the 
African Trade, more particularly that for Slaves ; and if their Lordfhips will take the Trouble to 
look back to the Condition of the Britifti Nation at the Time of commencing this Trade, and 
obferve its Progrefs in Navigation, in Commerce, in Manufactures, Opulence, and Power, they 
will find its Acquirements of thofe great national Objeds in pretty exad Proportion to its Purfuits 
in the African Trade, and the confequent Improvement of the Britifti Colonies and Settlements in 
America. 

In Conclufion, this Committee make no Scruple to afiert, that the African Trade is fo blended 
with our Commerce, and fo interwoven with our general Interefts, that if at any Time, through 
Needed:, Mifmanagement, or Misfortune, this Nation ftiould be deprived of its Benefits, it will 
then fuffer a very great and irreparable Lofs, a Maim in its Commerce, Dignity, and Power, of 
which it is impoflible it can ever recover. 

This Committee take the Liberty to acquaint the Lords, that they have wrote to Briftol and to 
Liverpool upon the Subjed of the faid Order of Reference -, and if they ftiould be furniftied with 
any further Matter worthy their Lordfhips Obfcrvation (hall take the Liberty to communicate the 
fame.

In Obedience to the Order of the Right Honourable the Lords of the Committee of Council, 
appointed for the Confideration of all Matters relative to Trade and Foreign Plantations, 
dated the i5thinftant; this Committee beg Leave to inform their Lordffiips, that with every 
Degree of Attention, they have duly weighed and confidered the feveral Matters contained therein, 
and lament they have it not in their Power to lay before their Lordffiips the Informations they 
require. 

In the 23d Year of the Reign of His late Majefty, an Aft was pafled, intituled, “ An Aft for 
« extending and improving the Trade to Africa,” declaring the fame to be free and open to all 
His Majefty’s Subjefts, with Liberty to trade and traffick to and from any Port or Place between 
the Port of Sally, in South Barbary, and the Cape of Good Hope, when, and at fuch Times, 
and in fuch Manner, and in and with fuch Goods and Merchandizes, as he or they ffiould think 
fit, without any Reftraint whatfoever; veiling in the Company of Merchants trading to Africa, 
all fuch Forts, Faftories, and Settlements within thofe Limits, on that Coaft, as were then erefted, 
and in Poffefiion of the Royal African Company of England, to be employed at all Times there¬ 
after, for the Proteftion, Encouragement and Defence of the Trade only, and with fufficient 
Powers by the faid Aft, to enable the Committee of the faid Company of Merchants to make 
Orders for the governing, maintaining, preferving, and improving the Forts and Faftories already 
built, or which thereafter might be built; and for the Regulation and better Government of their 
Officers and Servants, fo as no Orders or Regulations to be made by the faid Committee, ffiould 
tend to lay any Reftraint whatfoever on the faid Trade or Traders to Africa. 

The Recital of this Statute will ffiew their Lordffiips, this Committee are placed in no other 
Situation than that of mere Guardians and Proteftors of the Trade; and therefore the Powers 
and Authorities by which they are required to aft, being fo conftituted as to afford them no 
Opportunity of knowing the Number of Slaves annually exported from the Coaft of Africa for 
any given Period, either by Britiffi or Foreign Subjefts; the Parts of the Coaft the fame have 
been exported from ; to what Iflands they have been carried ; the Number and Tonnage of the 
Ships in which they have been conveyed; the Proportion of Tonnage ufually allowed to each 
Negro ; of Males and Females; of Adults and Children ; nor the Proportion in which fuch Slaves 
are fuppoled to periffi on the Paffage from Africa to America or the Weft-Indies. 

This Committee beg to inform their Lordffiips, they have always ordered their Servants in 
Africa to tranfmit, for their Information, an annual Lift of the Names of the Ships arriving on 
that Part of the Coaft, comprehended within the Limits of their Government, together with the 
Names of the Ports to which they belonged, and the Time and Number of Slaves they depart 
with from Africa, as well as the Ports to which they are deftined ; but fuch Lifts have been found 
at all I imes extremely incorreft and imperfeft, becaufe the Information required could not be 
officially or legally demanded, confequently any Communications on this Subjeft muft wholly 
depend on the Difpofition of the Commanders of the Ships, who have their Choice in giving or 
withholding it, or who may be induced (as they frequently are), from private Motives, to give 
it io partially, that no Dependance can be placed on its Reftitude. 

But this Committee beg Leave, with all pofiible Deference and Refpeft, to fuggeft to the 
k xt ^ l° n °urable the Lords of the Committee for Trade and Plantations, that Information, as to 
t: e Number of Slaves imported for any given Period into the different Iflands in the Britiffi Weft: 
Indies, may be obtained from the Collectors inwards of fuch Iflands, who, from the Nature of 
their Office, muft be poffefled with perfeft Information on that Point. 

^ n< R^n- tT i ^ Oefcription of Officers outwards, in the refpeftive Ports of London, Liver- 
pco, rutol, Lancafter, and Whitehaven, (from which this Commerce has been ufually carried 
on), correct Information may be obtained, both as to the Number of Veflels, that have cleared 
*2 r Corit of Africa, from any ot thefe Ports, for any given Period, as well as the exaft 
regi ered Tonnage thereof. But with regard to the Number ot Slaves purchafed by each Veffel, 
t iat i 3 a Piece of Information to be obtained only from the Traders themielves.

Letter from the Delegates from Liverpool, in anfwer to the Enquiry made by the 
Committee retpefling the Natives of Africa who have been fent to England for 
Education, addrefled to John Tarleton Efquire. 


Liverpool, 16th April, 1788. 

The^Letter which you received from the Committee of the Privy Council, refpefbng the 
Natives of Africa, who have been fent from thence to England to be educated, has been re¬ 
ferred to us by the Mayor and the Committee of Merchants trading from hence to Africa, to 
report fuch Obfervations upon the Subjedt of their Lortllhips’ Enquiry as come within our 
Knowledge, and we now with great Plealure fend you the Refult of our Information. 

There are at prefent about Fifty Mulatto and Negro Children, Natives of Africa, in this Town 
and its Vicinity, who have been fent here by their Parents to receive the Advantage of an European 
Education. During the Time of Peace, there is generally that Number here^, and fomet.mes a few 
more, but we do not know that they are more than Seventy at any one Time, nor are we able 
to fay, what Number are fent to London or Briftol, but we believe there are feme at both 

Places* 

Thefe Children are fent here chiefly from the Windward and Gold Coafts, where Europeans 
more generally refide, who being in the Habit of fending their Children here for Education, 
their Example is followed by fuch of the Natives, their Neighbours, as can conveniently lupporc 
the Expence. 

Since the Reverend Mr. Philip Quakoo, a Native of Cape Coaft, who was educated at Oxford, 
and is at prefent Chaplain to that Fort, has undertaken the Education of the Children belonging 
to it, and the neighbouring Settlements, fewer are lent here from thence than formerly were, 
and the Children now here are chiefly from that Part of the Windward Coaft which is in the ici- 
nity of Sierra Leone. 

Exclufive of thofe who are fent here for Education, many Adults vifit this Country from Motives 
of Curioflty, and Parents fend their Children occafionally from almoft all Parts of that Coa t, to re¬ 
ceive feme Advantage and Improvement, by obferving the Manners and Cuftoms ol civilized 
Society, (or, as they phrafe it, “ To learn Senfe and get a good Head”). Thefe make but a lhort 
Stay here, and ufually return with the favourite Captain to whofe Care they have been entrusted; 
as do alio the Fantee Sailors from the Gold Coaft, who, whenever their Services are required, 
readily enter on board any Englifh Ship, whofe Crew has been weakened by Mortality, and return 
in her on the enfuing Voyage. 
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Letter from the Delegates frotn Liverpool , in A?ifwer to the Enquiry 
made by the Committee refpeEHng the Natives of Africa who have been 
fent to England for Education. 

The Education of thefe Children here is confined to Reading, Writing, and a little Arithmetic, 
with as much of Religion as Perfons of their Age and Situation ufually receive from their School* 
Mafters. The Girls, befides the above mentioned common School Education, acquire fome Know¬ 
ledge of domeftic Duties, and are inft rutted in Needlework. 

C fe 

The Influence which European Education feems to have upon them, after their Return to their 
Native Country, appears chiefly in their more civilized Manner of Life. They endeavour to live 
and drels in the European Stile, to erett their Houfes in a comfortable and convenient Manner, 
and by a Fondnefs for Society. Their Difpofitions, we have no Doubt, are improved by their 
Education, particularly the Mulattoes, who pride theml'elves on the Acquifition of European 
Knowledge and European Blood. 

We do not perceive that the religious Ideas, which they may have imbibed during their Refi- 
dence in England, leave any very lafting Impreflions on their Minds, as they always, fo far as our 
Obfervations and Enquiries extend, prattife and follow in a few Years after their Return the fuper- 
ftitious Cuftoms of their Country. Whether this Inattention to Religion proceeds from a Neglett 
of Inftruttion in the Principles of it whilft at School, we are not competent to fay •, but we know 
that even fome of the Europeans, after a long Refidence in that Country, life many of the l'uperfti- 
tious Cuftoms that are prattifed by the Natives. 

We do not find that any of thofe who have been educated here have been inftrutted in any of 
the ufeful Arts or Trades that are neceflary to promote the Conveniences and Accommodations of 
Life in civilized Society, as we before obferved, that the Education which they receive is confined 
chiefly to Reading and Writing. Few of the Females return to their own Country •, fuch as have, 
retain the Drefs and outward Behaviour of their Sex in Europe. 

It has always been the Praftice of Merchants and Commanders of Ships trading to Africa, to 
encourage the Natives to fend their Children to England, as it not only conciliates their Friendship 
and foftens their Manners, but adds greatly to the Security of the Trader, which anfwers the Pur- 
poles both of Intereft and Humanity. 

Wc hope this Information will be fatisfattory •, but fhould their Lordlhips wilh for further Par¬ 
ticulars, we Ihall be happy to do every thing in our Power to furnilh them •, and are refpett-

A. When the Royal African Company were divefled of their Pofleflions, and they were 
veiled in the Company of Merchants trading to Africa, there was included in that Surrender, 
a Number of Company’s Soldiers, both Europeans and Mulattoes, fome of whom might 
claim their Difcharge, as having remained the Space they were intended to ferve, others as 
being born in the Service, trained up to the Ufe of Arms, and were Company’s Property, 
could not claim their Difcharge ; thofe of the latter remained on the Company’s Books, and 
many of the former inlided and re-entered into their Service, ofcourfe they form a confiderable 
Part of thofe who are clafled as having died the Firll Year after their Arrival in Africa ; but 
as no eorrett Regillry of the Time of their Servitude came into the Pofleflion of the Com¬ 
mittee, they have been under the Neceflity of calculating their Mortality as if they had gone 
to Africa, the Years they were incorporated with thofe who were fent from Europe.

Of fuperannuated Slaves there were Sixteen Men and Seven Women. Of Slaves run awav or 
abfent on Leave, there were Six Men, Three Women, and Five Children. 

There was then very little Trade of any Kind, owing to the Competition among the Shipping.

Remarks on the Abolition of Slavery, by Colonel Henderfon. Dated i6th Feb. 1788. 

ABOLITION of SLAVERY. 

AN immediate Abolition of Slavery is fo incoherent with the Intereft and Policy cf Great 
Britain, that from the Silence of the Planters it may be concluded, they place fuch Confidence in 
the Wifdoin of the Britifh Senate as renders any ferious Oppofition unnecefiarv from them in the 
prefent Stage of the Bufinefs. However, as I find that Silence is by many conftrued into a general 
tacit Confent to fuch a Meafure, in the Interim, though I am fo unfortunate (without pinning my 
Faith upon the Sleeve of others) as neither to poflefs Information, or by any Means Abilities, equal 
to the Talk of obferving on the Subjedt at large ; yet fo far as to relieve my own Mind by endea¬ 
vouring to remove that Idea, and confidering it a Duty incumbent on every well Wittier to his 
Country to throw every Light in his Power upon the Subject, till more weighty Arguments are 
brought forward, I Ihall attempt to contribute my Mite, by fubmitting for Invejligation a few 
Remarks grounded upon Fadts, (thefe ftubborn Things, which require little or no Embellifh- 
ment); but in fo doing I mean to confine them principally to Jamaica, where I had Twenty-five 
Years Experience. 

Jamaica contains 3,500,000 Acres. In the Year 1783 there were about 1,150,000 Acres only 
cultivated, confequently (as the late Storms have very much retarded Improvements) there remains 
about 2,350,000 Acres uncultivated. One million of which at ieaft may yet be cultivated. 

In 1770 the Number of Slaves amounted to about 174,000, and in or about 1783 they had cn-^ 
creafed to upwards Of 250,000: I may venture to fay principally from Importation, becaufe it is a 
well known Fadt, that although fome Eftates, from their local Situation , may preferve their Num¬ 
bers by Births, yet it is by no Means the Cafe generally, notwithftanding all the Art and Care 
that learned Practitioners can fuggeft in the rearing of Children, who are, in great Numbers, car¬ 
ried off by Complaints incident with the Climate ; moreover, the very Maroon Negroes, who, it 
mutt be admitted, experience no Hardjhips , are daily decreafing , though there is not a Doubt but 
the lfland becomes more healthy as it is more cleared of the Woods : And I will freely adrtit, 
within my own Recolledtion, the Management of Slaves has been varied much for the better, 
and from further Experience may ftill be improved ; but this Experience is not likely to be gained 
in Britain. Surely the Legiflature of Jamaica are competent to review the Situation of thele Peo¬ 
ple fo far as refpedts that lfland, as it is their exclufive Privilege fo to do, and if deemed neceffary, 
upon the Meafure being recommended by Government, I amperfuaded they would chearfully enter 
into fuch a Detail of the Bufinefs as would effectually remove the Prejudice formed in this Country: 
Indeed I may venture to fay, there has been a Review of the Slave’s Situation very lately taken in 
that lfland ; That proper Perlons have been appointed to enquire into, and from Time to Time 
repOrr their Situation ; That by the Laws of' the lfland the Murder of a Slave is Death without 
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Benefit of Clergy, with many other Claufes in the Laws tending to prefervc and promote their Com¬ 
fort and Happincls. 

I think it worthy of Notice, that during 14 or 15 Years, the Ifland, by means offuch Importations , 
improved and increafed in One Article only, in good Years, nearly Forty thoufand Hoglheads 
of Sugar per Annum, a Proportion of Rum, CofFee, &c. &c. exclufivc of vaft Trads of Land 
in the interior Parts of the Country, which was cleared, regularly enclofed and planted with Guinea 
Grafs, a Plmt famous for the fattening and rearing Cattle and Stock of all Sorts; and in 1782, 
when Information was required to know how long our Provifions would enable us to withftand 
a Foreign Enemy, the Ifland was found to contain upwards of 210,000 Neat Cattle. It is how¬ 
ever necefiary to be underflood, that thefe vaft Improvements did not originate from the Riches of 
the Planter, but from his Spirit of Adventure, fupportcd by the trading Part of this Nation ; and 
lo far from the Planters flowing in Riches, as is fuggefted by many in this Country , and urged in 
Debates tending to opprefs them. Numbers of them are really in a very little better Situation than 
nominal Proprietors. 

That without the Importation of Slaves thefe Improvements could not have taken Place; on 
the contrary , a confiderable Part of the very Lands which had been cleared, and in a Train of Cul¬ 
tivation, muft have returned to a State of Ruin. It may be a Fad, that the very rich Planter can 
withftand the Shock of abolilhing the Slave Trade, and in the End he may make up his Lofs by 
an advanced Price upon bis Produce ; but it muft be ruinous to a great Proportion of fmall and mid¬ 
dling Planters, and a total Check to the further Improvement of that Country. 

That thefe Importations (by improving the Colonies) are of much Confcquence to Government, 
and the trading Part of this Nation, muft

I therefore beg leave to fuggeft, from my own Knowledge of the Slave’s comfortable Si¬ 
tuation in general, that, without fome Preparative to poifon the Mind, which the prefent Proceedings 
are very likely to effett, were the Proprietors to offer general Freedom to their Slaves, not One in 
, r y w° u !r fearfully accept it; and fo far from the Planter Petting but litde or no Value on 
the Lite of a Slave, as I have alfo heard alledged in this Country, that the Legiflature, at a very

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Provifions and Neceflaries of Life, from an indolent Difpofition, not bearing a Proportion to their 
Increafe ; and fo fevere are their Cuftoms, as even to vifit the Sins of the Fathers unto the Chil¬ 
dren, &c. Now let us, for a Moment, refleft on and view the Numbers of the Criminals in Eng¬ 
land (which can only be compared to a Farm with Africa), the Proportion will be found equal, if 
not fuperior, to all the Slaves fold on the Coaft of that extenfive Country therefore when their 
Situation is properly confidered, the blocking up that Channel of Relief once open to their View , and 
ejlablifhed on the Faith of Nations, as any other Traffic, would be inhumane and oppreflive, becaufe 
in that Cafe many of them muft inevitably become Sacrifices, who would otherwife be faved for 
Sale, and in the End become happy in a Chriftian Country. 

The Sufferings of the Afiicans did not commence by the Introduction of the Slave Trade, nor 
will it by any Means terminate by its Abolition. The mod favage Ferocity was exercifed in Africa 
long before the Europeans vifited them, and their Palfion for fubduing one another at the Expence 
of much Blood cannot be extinguifhed by any Aft of this Country. 

How far the Negroes are by Nature an inferior Clafs of People to us, or how far that Inferiority 
can juftify the compelling them to work under particular Reftraints, I (hall fubmitto a more able 
Pen : But to conclude my Obfervations upon Humanity, it will require no very diligent Search to 
find Thoufands of Objefts in Great Britain miferable indeed, comparatively fpeaking, with refpeft 
to the Generality of Slaves in Jamaica, who are cheriffied when young, carefully attended in old 
Age, and many of them live from Eighty to an Hundred Years. No Beggars to be feen amongft the 
Slaves in that IJland. 

A total Abolition of Slavery requires indeed a very ferious and full Inveftigation. There are 
rpany weighty, political, and private Confutations. Think only of the prefent Value of Slave* 
in Jamaica, which is not lefs than T,en Millions Sterling ; That Confideration alone muff baniffi the 
Idea of general Freedom ; and even to aboliffi the Slave Trade, with any Shadow of Jufiice to the 
Colonies , and the real Intereft of Great Britain, fuch a Meafure, if adopted, ought only to take 
Place at a very diftant, but fixed Period; during which Time the Trade may be regulated, if 
found neceflary, and all the young healthy Female Slaves ought to be imported and fold under 
certain Reftriftions and Regulations. 

Whatever good Effefts may attend the prefent Mode of Proceedings, yet, let it be remembered, 
that if they are not cautioufly managed, imminent Dangers will attend them. I (hall, however, 
name only Two; thejjfnay create the Feuds of Rebellion in the Minds of the Slaves, who are 
now perfeftly quiet a it*, tranquil; and laftly, by a Transfer of that Trade, (for I contend that it 
cannot be generally abolifhed), they may place One of our principal Feathers in the Cap of a 
neighbouring Power. , 

Having been afked my Opinion refpefting a Plan for propagating Religion amongft the Slaves 
in the Weft Indies, and for fecuring to them certain Privileges and Proteftion by an Aft of 
Parliament, I with much Deference and Refpeft obferve, that as my Heart never conceived, 
neither (hall my Pen ever exprefs. Sentiments in the leaft derogatory from the Chriftian Religion, 
nor (hall I adopt the leaft Inclination for a Reftraint of it, as eftablifhed by the Church of 
England, in any Part of the Globe; if therefore any plaufible Means can be pointed out for 
converting the Slaves in the Weft Indies to Chriftianity, I Ihall fubfcribe my Mite towards it 
as heartily as any religious Advocate in Great Britain, and I doubt not but the fame Sentiments 
prevail in Jamaica ; but at once to extend this great Work generally to the African Negroes in the 
Weft Indies, Experience would produce powerful Impediments, which (were I to enumerate) I 
fear would not meet with due Credit from thofe who have never lived amongft that Race of Man¬ 
kind. Thefe People have their own Notions of Worftiip fo early damped upon their Minds, that 
I humbly fubmit the Chriftian Religion cannot haftily be extended or propagated generally amongft 
them, either by arbitrarily preffing upon their Underftandings, nor by pious Frauds. Ne- 
verthelefs, I beg leave to fuggeft, that Chriftianity and Religion, in a certain Degree, may 1 think 
with Succefs be inculcated on the Minds of the Infant Generation, but even to extend fuch In- 
ftruftions properly to the Children of 250,000 Slaves (I fpeak of Jamaica only), it will be found 
a Work of Magnitude, and I fubmit, and (hall endeavour to prove, that as this Country hath no 
Right to deprive the Planters even of One Hour's Labour of their Slaves without their Confent , either 
by" themfelves, or by an Aft where they are reprefented, this Syftem, or any other internal 
Regulation, can only be recommended by Government to the legiflative Body in Jamaica, whofe 
inherent Privilege it aftually is to regulate their own internal Policy, and to levy a Tax equal to 
the Exigence of any fuch Meafure. And even in that Cafe, thus to encourage and propagate Re¬ 
ligion, may it not be reafonably expefted, that the pious humane Advocates in Favour of the 
Slaves will contribute liberally, not only by their Advice, but alfo by Subfcription, for carrying 
into Execution fuch a defirable Event; and alfo, that during the Infancy of fuch a Plan, Go¬ 
vernment will affift the Colonies by every Means in her Power. But under this Idea, be it remem¬ 
bered, that any additional Duty laid upon imported Slaves, and made payable in the Colonies 
under the Sanftion of the Navigation Aft, is anindireft Tax upon the Planters only, and therefore 
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if fuch a Meafure can be legally and with found Policy adopted, the Money arifing therefrom, 
together with the Contributions from this Country, ought to be wholly appropriated, by Way of 
Bounty, for each Negro Child who (hall at a certain Age be taught and educated to a certain 
Degree. 

I lhall now beg Leave to make a few Obfervations in Support of the Rights and Privileges of 
Britifh Subjeds in Jamaica, as 1 find they are not clearly underftood by many of the Advocates 
for abolifhing Slavery, &c. 

Jamaica was acquired by Conqueft from the Spaniards in the Year 1655 ; and Oliver Cromwell 
by his Proclamation ifiiied the fame Year, not only promifed all Favour and Protection to the 
Britifh Conquerors, but alfo proclaimed and gave proper Directions for eftablilhing a Civil Go¬ 
vernment in that Ifiand, which was accordingly done-, and the Laws which were palled in 1681 
proceeded upon the fame Model of Government as was firft introduced, fo that they were in Truth 
of the Nature of Declaratory Laws, as giving no new Right, but only declared an old one. 


His Majefty King Charles the Second, by His Royal Proclamation for encouraging Planters in 
Jamaica and the Weft Indies, given at Whitehall the 14th of December in the Thirteenth Year 
of His Reign, did publifh and declare, “ That all Children of His Majefty’s born Subjects of 
“ England, to be born in Jamaica lhall, from their refpefhve Births, be reputed to be and lhall 
** be free Denizens of England, and lhall have the fame Privileges, to all Intents and Purpofes, 
“ as His Majefty’s free-born Subjects of England the Settlers in Jamaica do thereupon appre¬ 
hend, that the Laws of England are tbJr Birth Right , and that they have juft the fame legal Right 
to the Pofieflion of their own Freeholds as the People of England have to theirs, and to the 
framing their internal Laws by a Governor, Council and Aflembly, exactly in Imitation of the 
King, Lords, and Commons : That the Revenue ACt, which was there palled in the Year 1728, 
having been wifely, voluntarily, and for a valuable Confutation ratified by the Crown, doth 
amount to a fair, honeft and mutual Contract between the King and People, in virtue of which, 
all the Privileges, Immunities, Freeholds and Poflefiions of the People of Jamaica, and all the 
Incidents of every of the faid Immunities, Freeholds and Poflefiions, were of new declared, and by 
His Majefty ratified and exprefsly confirmed, and for Him, His Heirs and Succefiors, for ever, 
and to all Intents and Purpofes made perpetual. 


This being an A ft for granting a growing Revenue to His Majefty, His Heirs and Succeflbrs, 
and for reviving and perpetuating the Afts and Laws of that Illand, is, in Truth, the modern 
Magna Charta of Jamaica j it is a Charter of Confirmation which is not fubjeft to the fame or 
the like Exceptions as were taken to the Magna Charta of England, when it was fuggefted that the 
Old Charter could be vacated upon the Heads of Infancy and Durefle (fee Lord Coke’s Proem to 
the Second Part of his Inftitutes); whereas the Jamaica Charter is grounded on a plenary Confent, 
proceedmg from a valuable and growing Confideration, and was voluntarily confirmed by His 
Majefty in the Maturity of his Judgement, as well as in the Ripenefs of his Years; it was neither 
cx *? , ?™.ky Force nor obtained by Fraud ; and therefore all their Liberties, Immunities, Privileges 
and Poflefiions enjoyed under that Charter, are pofiefled Jufta Causa precedente. In Ihort, it is 
very plain and clear from the Laws of our Mother Country, and the confirmed Laws of Jamaica 
that all the old and valuable Laws in England are truly the Birth-right of the People of that 
-Ifland j and it hath been adjudged in Weftminfter-hall, “ That the Benefit of all the Laws of 
England, preceding the Conqueft of that Ifiand, did of Right appertain to the Conquerors.” 
For thole brave Britons, who made the Conqueft of Jamaica, can never be fuppofed to have for- 
lcited the Concdfions of the Crown, or the Benefit of the Laws of their own Country, by adding 
a valuable Jewel to tHe former, and by opening a new Fountain of Trade and Riches to the

Letter addreffed to the Right Honourable Lord Hawkefbury, on the Subject of the 

Trade to Africa. 

My Lord, London, 27th February 1788. 

WHEN the African Slave Trade is an Objeft of your Lordfhip’s Confideration, I hope I (hall 
be excufed in offering a few Obfervations on that Subject, founded on fome Knowledge of the 
Trade. The Abolition of the Slave Trade is demanded by a great Part of England, on Prin¬ 
ciples fet forth in the Petitions that have been prefented to Parliament. The Abolition is op- 
pofed by Petitions from the Town of Liverpool, which reft chiefly on the Importance of the Trade. 
I (hall confine my Remarks to the Importance of the Trade, as it may be confidered in refpeft to 
a real or fuppofed political Necefiity for the Supply of the Weft Indies with Negroes; and in 
refpeft to commercial Policy, as a Branch of the general Trade of the Kingdom ; and I mean to 
Rate the Matter only in the commercial View of the Queftion, the general Policy of the Trade 
being already difcuffed by more able Men. 

The political Neceflity of the Trade for the Supply of the Weft Indies with Negroes, may be 
confidered as it relates to the Culture of Produce, to the Security of the Property of the Planters, 
and to the Safety of the Britifh Subjefts in the Colonies. 

It is admitted, that Great Britain at this Day pofieffes a Superiority in the Slave Trade over all 
Europe, furnifhes a full Supply of Negroes to the Britifh Colonies, and fupplies the rival Powers 
of France and Spain with a large Proportion of the Negroes, which are brought off from Africa in 
Britifh Bottoms : But it does not appear evident, that this Superiority in the Slave Trade has pro¬ 
duced any aftual Benefit to the Britifh Sugar Colonies-, on the contrary. Great Britain does not at 
prefent enjoy the fame Eminence in the Weft India Trade, which this Kingdom poffeffed in the 
Beginning of this Century. That Trade is nearly confined to the Supply of the Home Markets in 
the Mother Country, and Britain does not furnifh any material Supply of Sugar to the Markets on 
the Continent of Europe. In the Period which followed the Peace of Utrechr, Great Britain ex¬ 
ported to Germany, and other European Markets, upwards of 18,000 Hogflieads of Sugar an¬ 
nually, on an Average of fome Years : That valuable Commerce of fupplying the foreign Markets 
with Sugar is now almoft wholly engroffed by France, without the Merit of an Effort at Rivalfhip 
therein on the Part of this Country. Inftead of the Benefit of that Trade being an Objeft of 
Purfuit with the Planter or the Merchant, there rather appears a Jealoufy left the Home Market 
fhould be overdone: If the Minifter lays his Finger upon Rum, the Weft India Planters and 
Merchants rife in Arms for the Fraftion of a Subfidy j but if the Idea of a Weft India Free-port 
Bill was fuggefted, on the Principle of admitting French Sugars to be imported, through the Me¬ 
dium of a free Port, in Britifh Bottoms to this Country, as an Emporium for the Commodity to 
Europe,—nothing fttort of Kuin to the Britifh Colonies would be predicted j and yet, fo far from 
the Admifiion of Prize Sugars in the laft War being of Prejudice to the Planter, by reducing the 
Prices in the Britifh Markets, I believe it will be found, upon minute Inquiry, that the Advances 
in the Prices of Sugars during that War, arofe frequently from the Demand for low-priced refined 
Sugars from this Kingdom to Germany and other Markets, which were deprived of the ufual 
Supplies from France : But when the Weft India Trade of Britain is confined to the Supply of the 
Home Markets, and the Benefit of the exclufive Supply of thofe Markets fecured to the Flamer, by 
prohibitory or protefting Duties, it remains to be pointed out what actual Benefit has been pro¬ 
duced to the Britifh Sugar Colonies, by that Superiority of Great Britain in the Slave Trade, which 
has been allowed: And the fame Argument will apply to the Subjeft on the Principle of general 
Policy, as far as refpefts the naval Power of the Kingdom -, or, if pufhed farther, it may be urged, 
that a Competition with France for the Supply of the European Markets on the Continent with 
Sugar, mud be fought in a different Syftem of Culture, at lefs Expence, by the Labour of Native 
Negroes. 

In refpeft: to the Security of the Property of the Planters ; if any Enemy fets foot on any of 
the I (lands, the Defence muft reft in part on the Co-operation of the Negroes, and that Co-ope¬ 
ration will be more or lefs perfcft in the Hour of Trial, as fpringing from Fidelity and Attach¬ 
ment, or as depending on abjeft Submiflion. 

As to the Safety of the Britifh Subjefts in the Colonies -, it is a Subjeft deferving of Inquiry; 
Whether the Infurreftions that have happened have been raifed by new Negroes, or by thofe who 
had been enured to the Cultivation of the Soil-, and whether the Negroes born in the Iflands have 
been aftive in promoting or preventing fuch Commotions? 

The Importance of the Slave Trade, in refpeft to commercial Policy, as a Branch of the ge¬ 
neral Trade of the Kingdom, may be confidered as it relates to the Commerce of the Port of Li¬ 
verpool, from whence this Trade is chiefly carried on, and as it relates to the Exports of Britifh 
and fofeign Commodities for the Purchafe of Negroes. 
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The African Trade of Liverpool may be confidered as it relates to the general Commerce of 
the Port, to the Profits of the African Merchant, and to the Gains of thofe who are employed 
in the Trade. 

The great and increafing Importance of the Trade of the Port of Liverpool mav be fuf- 
ficiently pointed out by this fimple Patti that 3567 VefTels entered that Port in the Year end¬ 
ing the 24th June 1787, and paid upwards of 900O 1 . for the Lock Duties of that Harbour. 
But the Importance of the African Trade, as a Part of the Commerce of the Port, cannot be fo 
eafily inveftigated or etlablilhed. The Number of African Vefiels that entered the Port lath 
Year is laid to be fewer than ico Sail; but the Amount of Dock Duties paid bv thofe Vefiels 
mull bear a larger Proportion to the grofs Collection. Liverpool pofieffes great Advantages in 
the Spirit and Diligence of her Merchants, the Vigour and Induftry with which the Manufac¬ 
tures of the Couniy of Lancafter are cariied on, the Facility and light Expence with which fo¬ 
reign Produfts are conveyed by inland Navigation, and the coafting Trade of the Port to a 
great Diftance in every Direction. But the Shipping of the Port is not fuppofed to bear that 
Proportion to the Shipping which refort to the Harbour, nor the Ship-building there to bear 
that Proportion to the Trade of the Town, which might be expeCted of borh. And it has been 
allcdged, that the Fxpence bellowed on the Outfits of African Vefiels has tended to prevent the 
Increafe of Shipping belonging to the Port in other Branches of Trade. 

The African Trade being a Commerce of Emerprife and Ri(k, the Profits have occafionally 
been very great, particularly fince the Year 1779, in which Period many opulent Fortunes have 
been acquired. But it is a Matter of much Doubt, whether the Profits of that Trade, prior to 
1 779* were proportioned to the Rifle, and whether the Excel's of the Gains, after deducting the 
Lolics incurred in the Trade, have exceeded the Advantages to be derived by other Commerce. 

The Profi's of thofe employed in furnifhing the Cargoes and the Outfits are a clear Advantage 
to them. The Gams of the Mailers of the Vefiels employed in the Trade have been very great. 
The Exports to Africa from Liverpool in 1787 are faitl to have exceeded 8oo,oool. in Value ; the 
grols Sales of Negroes purchaled, with Inveftments to that Amount, may be rated at more than 
i,coo,oool. Sterling, and the Gains of the Matters of the Vefiels fitted out in that Year at 
61 .per 106 1 . the cuttomary Allowance for Privilege and Coaft CommifTions, and, exclufive of 
Wages, may be reafonably ftated at 60,000 1 . Sterling, realized by thole who furvive to deliver 
the Slaves at Market. 

The Exports of Britilh Manufactures and foreign Commodities for the Purchafe of Negroes 
are of ni.uch Benefit to the Manufacturers, and to thofe who fupply the other Goods that are 
flopped oh to Africa. The Importance of the African Trade in this View may be eftimated by 
the Exports to Africa from Liverpool in 1787, which are luppofed to have exceeded 800,000 1 . 
in \ al e. But it is a Matter that merits particular Inquiry, whether the Africans may not 
gradually furnilh Inveftments, the Produce of the Soil, in return for the Goods they require, and 
by what Means this Trade can moft effectually be fubftituted for that of Slaves. The Encou¬ 
ragement by a Bounty to be railed by an Import Duty on Negroes has been fuggefted ; and I fhall 
conclude this Letter, in which I have already trefpaffed too much on your Lordlhip’s Patieoce, by 

confidering the Application of fuch a Bounty. 


1 ne African Slave-Trade from Britain has been carried to its prefent Extent by a Spirit of great

.ount.es to be paid according to the Tonnage of the Vefiels employed in fuch Trade. This 
e t wed adapted to a regular Trade generally underllood, but it does not appear calculated 
f S PL m of Enterprife to explore or puffi a new one.

to afcertain the Proportion of the Bounty payable thereon, ad valorem »i and the Bounty on each 
Cargo from Africa to be divided in a Proportion not exceeding Two-thirds to the Merchant-Im- 
porfer, and the Refidue to the Matter of the Veffel. In the Infancy of the Trade for Mer¬ 
chandize, a moderate Tonnage-duty on Slave Ships would produce an immenfe Bounty on the 

Imports of Merchandife from Africa in this Mode-, and the Bounty would continue very hig , 
until that Trade ffiould be fo confiderable as to reduce the Rate of the Sum payable in Deben¬ 
tures by the Divifion of the fame on a large Amount.

Letter from Guftavus Vafia, late Commiffary for the African Settlement, to the Right 

Honourable Lord Hawkefbury. 

My Lord, London, 13th March 1788. 

AS the illicit Traffic of Slavery is to be taken into the Confideration of the Britifh Legiflature, 
I have taken the Liberty cf fending you the following Sentiments, which have met the Appro¬ 
bation of many intelligent and commercial Gentlemen. 

Sir, 

A System of Commerce once eftabliffied in Africa, the Demand for Manufactories will molt 
rapidly augmenr, as the native Inhabitants will infenfibly adopt our Fafoions, Manners, Cuftoms, 
&c. &c. 

In proportion to the Civilization, fo will be the Confumption of Britifh Manufactures. 

The Wear and Tear of a Continent, nearly twice as large as Europe, and rich in Vegetable 
and Mineral Productions, is much eafier conceived than calculated. A Cafe in Point. It colt 
the Aborigines of Britain little or nothing in Cloathing, &c. The Difference between our Fore¬ 
fathers anc us in point of Confumption, is literally infinite. The Reafon is mofl obvious. It 
will be equally immenfe in Africa. The fame Caufe, viz. Civilization, will ever produce the 
fame EffeCt. There are no Book or outftanding Debts, if I may be allowed the Expreffion. The 
Word Credit is not to be found in the African Dictionary; it is trading upon fafe Ground. 

A commercial Intercourfe with Africa opens an inexhauftible Source of Wealth to themanufac- 
turing Imereft of Great Britain ; and to all which the Slave Trade is a phyfical ObftruCtion. 

If I am not mifinformed, the manufacturing Intereft is equal, if not fuperior to the landed 
Intereft as to Value, for Reafons which will foon appear. The Abolition of diabolical Slavery 
will give a mod rapid and permanent Extenfion to Manufactures, which is totally and diame¬ 
trically oppofite to what fome interefted People affert. 

The Manufactories of this Country muff and will in the Nature and Reafon of Things have a 
full and conftant Employ by fupplying the African Markets. The Population, Bowels, and 
Surface of Africa abound in'valuable and ufeful Returns i the hidden Treafuries of ^Countries 
will be brought to Light and into Circulation. 

Induftry, Enterprife, and Mining will have their full Scope, proportionably as they civilize. 
In a Word, it lays open an endlefs Field of Commerce to the Britifh Manufactures and Merchant 
Adventurer. 

The manufacturing Intereft and the general Intereft of the Enterprife are fynonimous; the 
Abolition of Slavery would be in reality an univerfal Gootf, and for which a partial Ill muft be 
fupported. 

Tortures, Murder, and every other imaginable Barbarity are praCtifed by the Weft India 
Planters upon the Slaves with Impunity. I hope the Slave Trade will be aboliffied: I pray it 
may be an Event at hand. The great Body of Manufactories, uniting in the Caufe, will con- 
fiderably facilitate and expedite it; and, as I have already ftated, it is moft fubftantially their 
Intereft and Advantage, and as fuch the Nation at large. In a fiiort Space of Time One Senti¬ 
ment alone will prevail, from Motives of Intereft as well as Juftice and Humanity. 
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Europe contains One hundred and Twenty Millions of Inhabitants ; Query, How many Mil¬ 
lions doth Africa contain ? Suppofing the Africans, collectively and individually, to expend Five 
Pounds a Head in Raiment and Furniture yearly, when civilized, &c.—an Immenfity beyond the 
Reach of Imagination : This I conceive to be a Theory founded upon Fails; and therefore an 
infallible one. If the Blacks were permitted to remain in their own Country they would double 
themfelves every Fifteen Years : In Proportion to fuch Increafe would be the Demand for Manu- 
failures. Cotton and Indigo grow fpontaneoufly in fome Parts of Africa : A Confideration this 
of no fmall Confequence to the manufacturing Towns of Great Britain. 

The Chamber of Manufactories of Great Britain, held in London, will be ftrenuous in the 
Caufe. It opens a moll immenfe, glorious, and happy Prolpeil. 

The Cloathing, &c. of a Continent Ten thoufand Miles in Circumference, and immenfely rich 
in Produitions of every Denomination, would make an interefting Return indeed for our Manu- 
failories, a free Trade being eftablilhed.

The Committee will now proceed to give an Account, prepared under 
their Direction, of the Charters and Statutes, under the Authority 
and Protection of which the African Trade firft began, and has con¬ 
tinued to the prefent Time. 


An Account of the Chat'tens and Statutes under the Authority and Pro¬ 
tection of which the African "Trade frf began , and has continued to 



THE Firft Account we have of any Trade carried on to Africa, under Authority of Govern¬ 
ment, is in 1558, when Queen Elizabeth granted an exclufive Charter for Ten Years, to a 
Company to trade, from the northernmoft Part of Senegal to the fouthermoft Part of Gambia , 
including thole Rivers. In 1618, King James I. granted a Charter to Sir Robert Rich and others. 
Citizens of London, for raifing a joint Stock to carry on an exclufive Trade to Guinea. The 
Company effected a Settlement; built a Fort in Gambia , and one at Cormantine. But fuch Dif- 
putes arofe between this Company, and the interloping Traders, that the Proprietors gradually 
withdrew their Shares, and the Company was foon diflolved. 

King Charles I. in the 7th Year of his Reign, granted to Sir Richard Tcung , Sir Kenelm Digby , 
and fundry Merchants, the foie Enjoyment of the Trade to Guinea , Benin, and Angola , between 
Cape Blanco and the Cape of Good Hope, for Thirty-one Years, and for that Purpofe erefted 
them by Charter into a Company. In 1651, the Parliament granted a Charter to carry on this 
Trade for Five Years to the Ealt India Company, who erected Two new Forts. 

In 1662, Charles the Second granted by Letters-patent an exclufive Right of Trade to Queen 
Catherine, Mary the Queen Dowager, the Duke ot York, and feveral others, as a Company of 
Royal Adventurers. They undertook to fupply the Weft India Planters with 3000 Slaves an¬ 
nually. This Company were fo reduced by War, Mifconduft, and interloping Traders, that 
they furrendered their Charter in 16725 and, in confideration of 34,000 k gave up their Effects 
to a new Company. 

The laft Charter granted was dated 27th September, 24th Year of King Charles the Second; 
and it is ftated to be in confideration of the Surrender of a former Grant. The Grant was to 
certain Perfons therein named, of all and Angular the Regions, Countries, Dominions, Terri¬ 
tories, Continents, Coafts, and Places, lying and being within the Limits and Bounds in the 
former Grant mentioned •, that is to fay, beginning at the Port of Sallee, in South Barbary, in- 
clufive, and extending from thence to Cape de Bona EJperanza inclufive, with all the Iflands near 
adjoining to thole Coafts, and comprehended within the Limits aforefaid; which Regions, Coun¬ 
tries, Dominions, Territories, Continents, Coafts, Places, and Iflands, had been before 
called or known by the Name of “ South Barbary , Guinny , Binny , or Angola , or by fome, or 
“ any other Name or Names, and which were or had been reputed, efteemed, and taken, to be 
“ Part, Parcel, or Member of any Country, Region, Dominion, Territory, or Continent, 
“ within the Limits aforefaid, to hold from the making the faid Letters-patent for the Term of 
“ One Thoufand Years,” fubjedt to the Conditions and Refervations therein mentioned. They 
were incorporated by the Name of “ The Royal African Company j” and the before-mentioned 
Grant was declared to be in Truft, to and for the l'ole Ufe, Benefit, and Behoof of the faid 
Royal African Company, and their Succeflors. 

The earlieft Notice of this Company in our Statute Book, is in Stat. 4th and 5th of Will, and 
Mar. c. 15. § n.j when, amongft other joint Stock Companies, every Share in the joint Stock 
of this Company was charged with a Duty of Twenty Shillings. 

The Forts and Caflles on the Coaft were maintained at the foie Coft and Charge of the Com¬ 
pany, till Statute 9th and 10th of Will, and Mar. when other Perfons were allowed to trade 
thither upon the Terms of contributing towards thele Expences of the Company. This new 
Arrangement was made by Statute 9th and 10th of Will, and Mar. c. 26. 

It was thereby enabled, That the Company, by their Stock and Duties, impofed by that Ach 
lhould maintain all their Forts and Cafties, eretft new ones, and lupply them with Ammu¬ 
nition.

It then enafted, That for the Prefervation of the Trade, and for the Advantage of England, 
and its Colonies, it fhould be lawful for any of the Subjefts of his Majefty’s Realm of England, 
as well as for the Company, to trade from England and the Plantations in America to Africa, 
between .Cape Mount and the Cape of Good Hope , upon paying for the aforefaid Ufes a Duty of 
io per cent, ad'valorem, for the Goods exported from England or the Plantations, to be paid to 
the Colleftor at the 1 ime of Entry outwards, for the Ule of the Company. 

The fame Liberty was given to trade between Cape Blanco and Cape Mount ; but, in addition to 
the io per cent, on Exportation, there was to be paid a further Sum of to per cent, ad valorem 
(Redwood excepted, which was to pay only 5 per cent, at the Place of Exportation) upon all 
Goods and Merchandifes (Negroes excepted) imported into England, or the Plantations, from 
the Coaft between Cape Blanco and Cape Mount. The Duties lb paid were to be applied to the 
Maintenance of the Forts and CalUes, the providing Ammunition, and Soldiers. The Company 
were yearly to render Account of the Receipt of thefe Duties, and their Application, to the Cur- 
fitor Baron of the Exchequer. 

Perfons paying thefe Duties were to have the fame Protection and Defence for their Perfons, 
Ships, and Goods, from the Forts and Caftles, and the fame Freedom and Security for their Ne¬ 
gotiations and Trade, as the Company: They might fettle Factories within their Limits, and 
were to be free from all Moleltations from the Company. 

No Duty impofed by this Aft was to extend to Gold or Silver, nor was the Aft to be fo con- 
ftrued as to hinder any one from trading to that Part of Africa commonly called South Barbary 
extending foutherly as far as Cape Blancho. 

Thefe Regulations were experimental only. The Aft was to continue in force for Thirteen 
Years, and it does not appear that it was ever renewed. 

The next Aft of Parliament is Stat. 10 Ann. c. 27. by which any Agreement, by Two-thirds 
in Number and Value of the Creditors of the Company, if made within a limited Time, was de¬ 
clared valid, and binding upon all the other Creditors. 

The Management of the African Trade was put into an entire new Form, by Stat. 22 Geo II 

c. 31. 


That Aft fets out with declaring the African Trade to be very advantageous to Great Britain, 
and neceflary for iupplymg the Plantations and Colonies with a fufficient Number of Negroes 
at reasonable Rates; and that for fuch Purpofe the Trade ought to be free, and open to all his 
Majeftys Subjefts: It therefore enafts. That it lhall be lawful for all his Majefty’s Subjefts to 
trade and traffic to and from any Port and Place in Africa, between the Port of Sallee in South 
.rbary y zna the Cape of Good Hope, when, and at fuch Times, and in fuch Manner, and in or 
with fuch Quantity of Goods, Wares, or Merchandifes, as he or they ffiall think fit.

Perfons intending to trade to Africa, who, in order to be admitted to the Freedom of the Com¬ 
pany, had before a certain Day paid into the Hands of the Chamberlain of London Forty Shil¬ 
lings, were to affemble in the Guildhall, London, and chufe Three Perfons. Three others were 
to be chofen at Briftol, by Perfons paying the like Sum to the Clerk of the Merchants Hall there.; 
and Three at Liverpool, by Perfons having paid the like Sum to the Town Clerk of Liverpool. 
The Nine Perfons fo chofen were to be the Committee for managing the Affairs of the Company, 
and the like Eledions are to be made on 3d July in every Year. The Perfons to receive the 
Payments, and the Places of Eledion, are either to be as before mentioned, or fuch other as the 
Committee fhall appoint. In cafe of the Death, Removal, or Refufal to ad, of any Committee¬ 
man, the Freemen of the Town, on Ten Days Notice in the Gazette, are to proceed to fupply 
his Place. If the Traders admitted to their Freedom in either of the Three Towns, omit making 
Eledion of Committee-men, the other Committee-men may manage the Affairs of the Company. 
In cafe of an Equality of Votes, the Lord Mayor of London, the Mayor of Briftol and of Liver¬ 
pool refpedively, are to determie which Perfon fhall be Committee-man. 

No Order or Refolution of the Committee is to be valid, to which all Perfons prefent at a 
Committee were not confenting, unlefs it is approved at a fubfequent Meeting, where all are 
prefent, or all have received the ufual Notice. A Chairman is to be chofen at every Meeting of 
the Committee, who is to have no Vote, unlefs they are equally divided •, fuch Committee-men 
as are not prefent at the Choice of a Chairman, are not to give any Vote that Day, though they 
may give their Opinion. 

None are to be intitled to vote for the Eledion of any Committee-man until One Year after 
Admiffion. 


The Chamberlain of London, Clerk of the Merchants Hall in Briftol, the Town Clerk of 
Liverpool, or fuch other Perfon as the Committee fhall appoint to receive the Forty Shillings 
lor Admiffion to Freedom, fhall, upon receiving it, deliver a Certificate to the Perlt^p paying, 
(taking a Fee of Two Shillings and Sixpence,) and enter the Perfon’s Name and Place of Abode 
in a Book ; and fhall pay over the Money, and deliver Lifts of Freemen to the Committee, or 
fuch Perfons as they fhall appoint. 

A Lift of Freemen is to be kept, where the Committee do Bufinefs in London, diftinguifhing 
the Place where each Perfon was admitted-, which Lift is annually. Ten Days at leaft before the 
Eledion, to be delivered to fuch Freemen as fhall defire the fame. 

No one is capable of being a Committee-man for Three Years fucceffively; Two or more who 
are in Partnerfhip in Trade are not capable of being Committee-men during the fame Time. 

The Committee-men are not in any Manner, diredly or indiredly, to trade jointly or in 
Copartnerfhip to Africa, or to caufe to be laden any Goods or Merchandize on board the fame 
Ship, in which any one of the Committee fhall for that Voyage have before laden Goods to be 
carried to Africa. 

The Committee may inveft fuch Part of the Money in their Hands, as they fhall judge ne- 
cefiary, in Goods and Stores to be fent to Africa, to be fold for the foie Ufe and Prefervation of 
the Forts and Settlements, and the Wages and Salaries of Officers-, but they are not in any 
other Manner to carry on any Trade to or from Africa. A Book of thefe Receipts and Payments 
is to be kept at their Office in London. 

The Commiffioners for Trade and Plantations may remove any Committee-man, Officer, or 
Servant, for Mifbehaviour, giving Notice, and fpecifying the Caufes thereof: In fuch Cafe the 
Committee is to give Notice to the Mayor of the City or Town for which the Committee-man 
was eleffed, to chufe another; and the Committee is to appoint an Officer or Servant in the 
Place of the Perfon removed. But the Commiffioners are firft to fummon the Committee-man 
charged with Mifbehaviour, and hear him in his Defence.

The Committee are to give an Account of all their Tranfa&ions to the Commiffioners for 
Trade and Plantations yearly, or oftener if required, by any Three of them, of all Orders to 
their Officers and Servants, and their Anfwers thereto, and all other Things whatfoever. 


The Committee may annually deduct 800I. out of the Money they receive, for paying 
Clerks, and all Charges of Management, Commiffion, and Agency in England; the Remainder 
of the 800I. to be divided amongft themfelves: All other Monies to be applied to the Support 
of the Forts and Settlements, for Ammunition and Stores, and for Officers and Soldiers to 
defend them. 

The Committee are to account, upon Oath, before the Curfitor Baron of the Exchequer, 
every Year; and a Copy of fuch Account fo audited, and of all Orders and Regulations made 
by them, is to be laid before Parliament; and alio before a Meeting of the Members of the 
Company in London, Briftol, and Liverpool refpe&ively.

Charters and Statutes under which the African T’rade fir ft began , 

and has continued. 

The Fort of Senegal having been ceded to Great Britain by the Peace of 1763, it was enafted 
by Stat. 4 Geo. III. c. 20. That this Fort and its Dependencies Ihould be veiled in the Com¬ 
pany of Merchants trading to Africa, to be employed for the Protection ot the Trade in the 
lame Manner* and fubjedt to the fame Provifions, as the other Forts that were veiled in the 
Company by Stat. 23 Geo. II.; and becaufe the Sum of 800I. allowed to be deduced 
annually by the Company was thought inadequate, they were empowered to dedudt the further 
Sum of 400I. annually. 

The next Year it was thought advifable, for the Benefit of the Trade, that Part of the African 
Coaft Ihould be under the Kiqg’s immediate Government, inftead of that of the Company. It 
was accordingly, by Stat. 5 Geo. III. c. 44. enadled. That the Statute 4 Geo. III. c. 20. 
Ihould be repealed, except fo far as concerned the annual Sum of 400I. The Company were 
by the fame A£t dwelled of all Forts, Lands, Callles, Settlements, and Factories, beginning at 
the Port of Sallee in South Barbary, and extending from thence to Cap: Rouge mclufivc •, and all 
the Property, Eftate, and EffeCts whatfoever, which by Stat. 23 Geo. II. and 25 Geo. II. 
were vetted in the Company, were thereby veiled in his Majerty, his Heirs and Succeflfors; and 
all the Powers and Privileges in refpett ot fuch Territories, granted by thofe Adis, were diverted 
out of the Company. 

The Trade to this Territory, verted in his Majerty, was declared to be open to all his Majerty s 
SubieCls, without any Reftraint whatfoever, other than fuch Regulations as Ihould be made by 
his Majefty’s Authority for the better Government of the fame. The Forts, Warehoufes, and 
Buildings, were to be free and open to the King’s Subjects in the fame Manner as under the 
former ACts. 

In this ACt there were fome Regulations refpeCting the Trade of the Company in general. It 
was enaCted, That no Officer of theirs Ihould export Negroes from Africa on his own Account; 
and that any one found direCtly or indireCtly interefted in fuch Exportation, Ihould be difmiffed 
their Service. 

In addition to the Provifion of the Stat. 23 Geo. II, which requires the Committee to give 
an Account, upon Oath, of Money received and paid, this ACt requires all the Officers and 
Servants once a Year to tranfmit an Account of the Difpofal and Application of Goods and 
Stores within the preceding Year, and the Committee to fufpend from their Salary thofe who nc- 
gleCt fo to do. 

There is a Provifo in the ACt, making it lawful for his Majerty, by the Advice of his 
Council, to make to George Glas and his AlTociates, and Affigns, a Grant, not exceeding Twenty- 
one Years, of the Sole Right of carrying on a Trade to a Port alledged to have been difeovered 
by him, called Regeala , or Gueder, fituate in South Barbary, between Sallee and Cape Blanco , 
and of fuch adjoining Land as he fhall procure to be ceded to his Majerty, upon fuch Condi¬ 
tions and Refervations as his Majerty fhall think proper, fubjeCt to be redeemed by Parliament. 

By the Peace of 1783, the Fort of Senegal, with its Dependencies, was ceded to the French 
Kin *, who guaranteed to the King of Great Britain the PoflTeffion of Fort James , and the River 
Gambia , which Fort and River are within the Limits between the Port of Sallee and Cape Rouge. 
It was now thought, that it would be more beneficial for the Trade to reftore thefe Limits to their 
former Owners, the Company. It was therefore enaCled by Stat. 23 Geo. III. c. 65. That 
Stat 5 Geo. III. c. 44. Ihould be repealed. Fort James and the River Gambia, with their De¬ 
pendencies, and all other the Forts, Lands, Cadies, Settlements, and Fadlories, beginning at the Port 
of Sallee, and extending from thence to Cape Rouge (except fuch Forts, Settlements, Iflands, and 
Territories within the fame, as by the Ninth Article of the Preliminary Articles of Peace are ceded 
to the King of France), were verted in the Company in the fame Manner they were verted in 
them before Stat. 5 Geo III. This Adt further contains the Claufes in the repealed Aft of 
the 5th Geo. III. about the Freedom of Trade, the Export of Negroes, and the Officers and 
Servants of the Company accounting; in addition to which it provides, that the Committee (hall 
make an Account of Money granted by Parliament, and of Goods and Stores, to be laid before 
Parliament, and alfo to be. delivered in to one of the Principal Secretaries of State, attefted 
upon Oath, as Accounts are required to be made by them by Stat. 23 Geo. II. c. 31. 








































In the foregoing Account the Committee have confined themfelves tcf 
the Charters and Statutes under the Authority, and Protection of 
which this Trade has been carried on ; they will now proceed to give 
an Account, prepared under their Direction, of the moft material 
Proceedings that have been had in the Houfe of Commons relative 
thereto, which will throw confiderable Light on this Part of the 
SubjeCt. 


An Account of the moft material Proceedings that have been had hi 
the 'Houfe of Commons relative to the African Trade . 

SO early as 17th Charles I. there appears an Application to Parliamenr, praying a fpeedy 
Eftablifhment of a Company to America and Africa (Commons Journal, Vol. ii. p. 276). This 
is the Firft Notice, to be found in the Journals of either Houfe of Parliament, of this Trade 
being an Objeft of legiflative Confideration ; after this, there appears nothing till May 1679. 

In the mean time, the before-mentioned Charters had been granted by Charles II. by which 
the Royal African Company were put in pofiefiion of that Trade, with an exclufive Claim to it; 
but this Right in the Crown to grant an exclufive Trade not being then refpefted as formerly, 
the Company were early expofed to the Interruption of feparate Traders, and after the Period of 
the Revolution became leis able to maintain their Privileges. It is upon the Affairs of this 
Company, and particularly upon this Circumftance of their exclufive Privilege of tradino, that 
arole the various Proceedings in Parliament refpefting the Trade to Africa. 

Thefe Proceedings may be divided into Three Periods; ift. From 1679 to 1698, when the •Three Pc- 
Company had to contend with the interloping feparate Traders, who were at length admitted riods 
to the Trade, upon paying a Duty, as before ftated; 2 d. From 1707 to 1714, during which 
the Company were prefied on the one Hand by their Creditors, who were quieted by the 
Mat.

Thefe Refolutions were'agrced in by the Houfe, and a Bill ordered to be brought in, which was 
done; the Bill was proceeded in, but the Seflion ended without its being brought to effed 
(Vol. xi. p. 524. 527. 533. 541. 545- 555 )’ 

In Nov. 1696, the African Company petitioned again, praying leave to bring in a Bill to 
eftablifh their Trade ; a Bill was accordingly brought in (Vol. xi. p. 600. 616). This produced, 
as on the former Occafion, Petitions, praying that the Trade might be left open and free to 
all; fome propofed the Alternative of being free, or in a regulated Company, like the Trade to 
Turkey ; others, that it Ihould be fo ordered as to the Houfe fhould l’eem molt proper for the 
Advantage of Commerce, and of the Nation. 

Thefe Obftacles, probably, caufed the repeated Adjournments of the reading of the Bill. On the 
1 ith March (Vol. xi. p.736) there appeared a Petition from the African Company, praying that 
their Forts and Fadories might be maintained by fuch as traded to Africa, or that they might 
have leave to difpofe of them to their mod Advantage, fb that they might be thereby enabled 
to pay their Debts; but this Petition was rejefted, and after various Adjournments of the 
Confideration of the Bill, the Seflion ended without any Thing being effefted. 

On 1 ith February 1697, Leave was given to bring in a Bill to fettle theTrade to Africa (Vol. xii. 
p. 97). Petitions from the African Company, and the different Manufadurers, Planters, Mer¬ 
chants, and others interefted in the Trade, were again renewed. The Charter of the Company 
was laid before the Houfe, and referred to a Committee that had been appointed for the Con¬ 
fideration of the Trade. Some Creditors of the Company alfo interpofed, and took a Part in the 
Struggle. The American Merchants in their Petition luggeft, that it would be a great Benefit 
to the 3 Kingdom to fecure the Trade by maintaining Forts and Caftles there, with an equal Duty 
upon all Goods exported, to be paid into the Hands of the Governor of Lhe Company ; and they 
prayed that the Bill might pafs. This Expedient, being a middle Courfe between an exclufive and 
open Trade, had been offered by the Company; and fome of the Weft India lflands, that had 
before oppofed the Company, now joined with them, and declared their Opinion, that fuch 
Mode of carrying on the Trade by the Company would be the beft. But the Manufacturers in 
England ftill continued to objeft; and prayed that no Duty whatfoever might be impoftd 
(Vol. xii. P. 166. 184). This Bill however pafled the Houfe ; and fome Amendments having been 
made therein by the Lords, and agreed to by the Commons, pafled into a Law, and makes Stat. 
10 William III. c. 26. before mentioned (Vol. xii. p. 274. 283. 308, 309), which clofes the 
firft Period of Parliamentary Proceedings on the African Trade. 

zd Period ', The Trade to Africa being thus laid open, in fome Degree, upon the Terms and Conditions 
from 1707', contained in that Statute, there appears no further Difcuflion (except a fpecial Bill occafioned by 
/o 1714. the Embezzlement of fome of their Bonds) on their Concerns in the Journals of Parliament, until 
the Year 1707. 

The Company appear then to have been under great Preffure and Embarraflinent in their 
Affairs; and, in addition to this, the Perl’ons who had been admitted upon certain Terms into 
the Trade, by Stat. 10 William III. begun to feel the Weight of the Duties they paid; and the 
Cry for opening the Trade was revived with all its former Violence. Thefe Two Points of 
Difcuflion occupied the Parliament for Two or Three Seflions, till the Firft was fettled by an 
Aft pafled in the 10th Year of Queen Anne for eftabPfhing a Compofition entered into between 
the Company and their Creditors. The laft and more important Point remained for future 
Settlement, at a more remote Period. The Progrefs towards the Adjuftment of the former 
Point of Difpute appears by the Journals to be as follows: 

On 10th March 1707 a Petition was prefented from the Company, ftating their Expences in 
building and maintaining Forts, and praying the Houfe to take into Confideration the State of the 
Britifh Trade and Interelt on the Coaft of Africa, and give Support and Relief to the Petitioners, 
as they fhould judge fit. This Petition was laid before the Houfe, with the Permiflion of her 
Majefty, who had had the Affairs of that Trade before her, on a Report from the Board of 
Trade. A Committee was accordingly appointed to take into confideration the State of the 
African Trade (Vol. xv. p. 599)5 and the Report of the Board of Trade was ordered to be laid 
before the Houle. 

Upon this Occafion, as upon the former. Petitions came in from all Quarters, where an In- 
tcreft was felt in this Trade. On 12th March 1707 a Petition was prefented from the Mer¬ 
chants, Planters, and feparate Traders to Africa, praying to be relieved from the Duty of 10 per Cert ,; 
ailedoin", that, for the Nine Years it had been paid, it had produced 85,0001. which had not been 
applied to the Ufes intended (Vol. xv. p. 602). Thefe were followed by fimilar Petitions from 
Manufacturers of various Kinds, all aiming to obtain a free and open Trade. But the Seflions 
ended without any Thing being done. 

/The Affairs of this Trade, in the next Seflions, were opened by a Petition from the Company* 
prefented 20th January 1708 (Vol. xvi. p. 64). After entering into their Merits, and ^ 
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Mojl ??iaterial Proceedings in the Houfe of Commons relative to the 

African "Trade. 

Claim, they had on the Public, for having fupported the Trade bytheir joint Stock, raifed among 
themfelves, they alledge that the Liberty given by the Aft ioth William had fo divided the 
Britilh Intcreft, that the Natives of Africa impofed what they pleafed upon them; fo that not 
only the Price of Goods carried to Guinea were much leflened, but the Price of Negroes ad¬ 
vanced : That, with all thefe Di fad vantages, they had advanced more Money on their Stock, 
and were ftill difpofed to advance more, if they had Encouragement from the Houfe, by the 
Grant of fuch further Privileges as would enable them to fupport and improve the Trade* 7 

The feparate Traders on 27th January 1708, met this with a Petition on their Part, in which 
they declared that the Company had made many miftaken Reprefentations of the Trade and 
injudicious Refleftions, as well upon the Statute 10 Will, as upon the Petitioners (Vol. xvi. p*. 71). 

Petitions from almoft every Defcription of Manufafturers, all praying a free Trade, were pre- 
fented during Two or Three Months; and, after repeated Dilcuflion, the Committee on i th 
March reported their Opinion, That the Trade was important; that it ought to be free to all 
her Majefty’s Subjefts in a regulated Company, under fuch Rules and Provifions as mioht be for 
the Prefervation of the Trade, and maintaining the necefiary Forts and Caftles. Thefe Refolu 
tions were agreed in by the Houfe (Vol. xvi. p. 160); and in purfuance thereof, a Bill was ordered 
to be brought in. This Bill was oppofed by the Company, whofe Counfel were heard at the 
Bar (p. 169), alio by their Bond Creditors. Scon afterwards a Bill was prefented for the Relief 
of the Bond Creditors; but the Sefiion ended without either coming to any Effcft. 

In the next Seffion, this Bufinefs began by a Petition on 8th December 1708, from feveral 
Traders, praying the Houfe to take into Confideration the State of the Trade and to eftahlifh 
it free to all her Majefty’s Subjefts (Vol. xvi. p.235). This was followed by other Petitions from 
feparate Traders, and from the Company, as in the preceding Seflion (p. 259). The Commiffioners 
for Trade were again called upon for their Obfervations on the Trade (p. 244. 246). 

On 19th January, the Committee reported their Opinion, that the Company and feparate 
Traders fhould give in their feveral Schemes, or Propofuions for fecurin^ the Trade- which was 
accordingly done (p. 273). The Committee having feen, and confidered thefe Schemes, reported 
on 9 th February, that Itom and Sralemonts were neceffiry. tdly, That the Trade Ihould be 
free, and open to all her Majefty a Subjefts trading from Great Britain or the Plantations, undet 
proper Regulations and Provifions. Both Kefolutions were agreed in by the Houfe , not with¬ 
out an Attempt to rejeft the latter (p 300). In purfuance of thefe Refolutions the Committee 

recommended a Bill to be brought ,n, for regulattng the Trade, which was accordingly ordered 
by the Houfe on 18th February (VoL xvi. p. 324). 0 y 

On 20th February, the Creditors of the Company petitioned for Leave to brina in a Bill 
to enable them to name Managers of the Company's Affairs, inllead of the Proprietor? of Stock 
and to pay thcmfelves and Proprietors in proportion to the Produce of the litfoas- and Leave 
was given to bring uch a Bill. It Diould be remarked, ,h,t it was made an nft ufi on to foe 
Committee to whom the Bill for regulating the African Trade was referred, to receive a CUufe 
to provide for inftrufling Negtoes in the Knowledge of the Chriftian Religion (p. 372). 

While thefe Bills were pending, there was prefented, 27th Februarv 1710 a Petition of the 
Adventurers, Creditors, and others, Subfcribers for the Support and cjylng on the Trade prat? 
mg that the,e might be Leave given to bring in a Bill ,0 unite all the Adventurers and Creditors 
of the Company and the Proprietors tnto one join, Stock, and to confirm ,0 them the Chapter of 
the Company.

veiled with no Rights to exclude or obftrud others. They proceeded to enter into various Reafons 
for preferring fuch an Eftablifhment (p. 1003). This Petition was referred to the Committee. Se¬ 
veral Papers on this Subject from the Board of Trade were laid before the Houfe, and referred 
to the Committee. 

After the Weft India Planters had thus difeovered the Project fo much apprehended and al¬ 
luded to by the Manufadurers, Petitions from various trading Towns were preferred, to give 
countenance to the Merchants of the Out-ports, who were prefling for an open Trade 
(p. 1005). 

At length, on 4th March 1749, the Committee reported feveral Relolutions to the Houfe, 
exactly agreeing with thofe of laft Seflion, with the Angle Difference, that the Forts and Settle¬ 
ments confidered as necefiary, were not, as on the former Occafion, exprefied to be fo, as Marks 
cf the Pcjfeffton of Great Britain in thofe Parts { p. 1028). Thefe Refolutions were agreed to by the 
Houfe, and, in purfuance of them, a Bill was ordered to be brought in. 

While this Bill was pending, the Company preferred a Petition, in which they merely ftat6 
their Right, without meaning, as they fay, to give the Houfe any further Trouble on that Head} 
but they again made an Offer of furrendering their Charter on the following Propofal; namely, a 
Grant of 180,000 1 . or an Annuity, at the Rate of 3 1 . per Cent, redeemable by Parliament. This 
to be fubjed, in the flrft place, to the Payment of Creditors, in fuch Manner as the Houfe fhould 
dired, and the Surplus to go to the Proprietors, in proportion to their Shares in the Stock. A 
Petition was at the fame time preferred by the Creditors, praying the Bill might pafs into a Law, 
with fuch Diredions for fettling the Amount of the Debts as to the Houfe fhould be moft fatisfac- 
tory (p. 1050). Thefe were both referred to the Committee. 

Several Claufes were added on the Report of the Bill (p. 105b}, which paffed the Houfe, and 
pafied into a Law, making Stat. 23 Geo. II. c. 31. by which the new Company was ereded, and 
the old Company at length diffolved j as will be better feen by Perufal of Stat. 23 Geo. II. c. 31. and 
Stat. 25 Geo. II. c. 40. which clofe the Third and laft Period of Parliamentary Proceedings relating 
to the African Trade.

Evidence with relpeft to carrying Slaves to the TF’eJl 

Indies , &c. &c. Sec. 


B Y the Evidence of Mr. HARRY GANDY, it appears. That he made two Voyages, in 
1758 and 1762, to the River Gambia and Sierra Leone : In the firft, he took on board 
120 Slaves, in the other 1505 and went both Voyages to the Ifland of Santa Cruz : That he 
loft in his firft Voyage a great many Slaves on the Coaft; Fifteen or Sixteen of a Diforder in 
the Throat: His Crew were exceedingly fickly, owing to their Intemperance, and Want of 
frefh Provifions, and the fending them up the River in Boats ; but after he left the Coaft, he 
loft very few ; the Vefiel was about 150 Tons : That in the fecond Voyage, he loft a good 
many ; chiefly however on the Coaft t The Sailors were very fickly too, and he loft a good 
many of them in the River Gambia. That in one of his Voyages, when he was a Boy, there 
■was an Infurredtion among the Negroes, who got Pofieffion of the Ship; however, after a good 
many were killed, the reft were quelled, and many who were wounded, were ordered to 
throw themfelves overboard, which they did. They were fired upon, by Order of the 
Captain, after they had furrendered. 

By the Evidence of Sir GEORGE YOUNG, it appears. That, with telpedl to the 
Treatment of Slaves on Board the Slave Ships he vifited, heobferved no inhuman Treatment, 
except that they were fo crouded, particularly on Board of one Ship, that the Stench of the 
Hatchway was intolerable, and that this Ship, at the Time he went on Board her, wanted Two 
Hundred of her Complement: That the Men Slaves were chained, which he conceives to 
be a neceflary Precaution, nor is it pradlifed more than Necefiity requires—The Women 
■were at Liberty, fometimes above and fometimes below Deck, as it happens. That he 
jlever did accompany any of thefe Ships from Africa to the Weft Indies—Did not obferve, or 
ever heard, that there was any Want of Surgeons, or Medicines, or Food, on Board—They 
all had Surgeons—That the Ship had every Means of giving Air (fuch as Gratings, Wind- 
fails, and Scuttles) except a Ventilator, which there was not Room enough for, but is ne- 
ceflary when the Weather is fo bad as to oblige them to keep the Hatches down, and remove 
the Windlails—That if a Ton were allowed for a Slave, there would be ample Room for a 
Ventilator, as well as for every other Accommodation—The Ventilator can work at all Times, 
and in all Weathers—That the Complaints frequently made to him by the Seamen, induced 
Fim to go on Board feveral of thefe Ships; the general Proportion allowed, was One Ton 
to Two Slaves; on Board fbme, however, Three were (lowed to One Ton ; and, as he was 
informed, the Proportion was in fbme Cafes rather under Two Slaves to a Ton.—He wenc 
on Board a Ship of 300 Tons, in which there were 520 Slaves, but in this Inftance they had 
not a compleat Cargo, and would have taken more, if they could have got them—Cannot 
pofitively fpeak to the Mortality of the Sailors employed in this Trade—’That frequent Com- 
R ^j nts were made to him by Sailors on the Coaft, that they were half ftarved, ill cloathed 
an inhumanly treated by their Captains, in all Relpedts—The Reafon afligned by the Sailors 
or this Ill-treatment, was, to induce them to run away in the Weft Indies and forfeit their 
agesj That they appeared emaciated wretched Objedts, without Cloaths, and fometimes 
tl? t Provifions—That he firmly believes that a Guinea Ship feldom returns with more

but ufed to wafh them with Vinegar—That he made Three Voyages in this Trade—Two to 
Barbadoes, and One to New Providence in the Bahama Ifldnds—That he carried from about 
140 to 150 Slaves in each Voyage—The Burthen of the Ship about 200 Tons—He had no 
proper Surgeon on board in either of the Voyages—That it was the common Pradtice, in Ships 
trading from America to Africa, to have no Surgeon on Board.—In the firft Voyage he loft 
about'70—in the Two next between 20 and 30 in each.—Does not know how to account 
for his having loft more in the Firft Voyage, than in either of the others.—The Slaves died 
chiefly of the Flux—That the Precautions taken to preferve them were, to bring them on 
Deck every Day from Eight in the Morning till near Sun-fet—That they fed them with 
Corn, Rice, Beans, and Yams, when they could get them, and gave them as much as they 
could eat—kept their Apartments very clean, feraping and wafliing them with Vinegar every 
Day—They had Plenty of Wine and Plenty of Medicines, which they adminiftered to the 
Slaves by a Book of Diredtions which they had on Board—That the Men, Women, and 
Children died in nearly equal Numbers; thinks rather more Men than Women—That the 
Men were in Chains ; the Women and Children at Liberty.—In the Two laft Voyages, 
where he loft fewer of his Slaves, he did not take any other Precautions; but the Number of 
Slaves might be twenty lefs—Does not conceive that the great Lofs in the Firft Voyage pro¬ 
ceeded from the great Number of Slaves, and their being more crouded—but to their laying 
lb long on the Coaft—That in each Voyage he had about Twelve Sailors; in the Firft 
Voyage they loft Seven, in the others not more than Two or Three in each—They all died 
on the Coaft. 


By the Evidence of JAMES PENNY, Efquire, it appears—That in the Eleven Voyages 
in which he commanded Veffels carrying Slaves from the Coaft of Africa to the Weft Indies, 
and America, their Size was from nearly 200 to 300 Tons—That the Number of Slaves he 
ufually took on Board was from 500 to 600—That this Proportion of Tonnage was not too 
fmall for the Number of Slaves he fo took on Board—That the Slave Ships at Liverpool 
are built on Purpofe for this Trade, and are accommodated with Air Ports and Gratings for 
the Purpofe of keeping the Slaves cool—Great Improvements have been made at Liverpool, 
within thefe Twenty Years, in the Conftrudtion of thefe Ships—The Space between the Decks 
is fufficieutly large to contain the Number of Negroes above-mentioned, and is plained 
very fmooth and pairttd :—They are alfo provided with Wind Sails, and moft of them have 
Ventilators—That in the Number of Slaves he carried in his feveral Voyages, the Propor¬ 
tion was about Two Thirds Males, and One Third Females—That in Three Voyages he 
carried his Slaves to Jamaica—in One to Georgia—One to South Carolina—Two to Saint 
Kitt’s—Two to Saint Vincent’s—One to Grenada, and One to St. Lucia.—As to the Num¬ 
ber of Slaves and Sailprs he loft in each of thefe Voyages, he can fpeak only with Certainty 
to Four Voyages, from Papers in his Poffefiion.—That the Negroes of fome Parts of Africa 
are fubjedt to more Mortality than others, during the Voyage, from the Difference in their 
Strength and Conftitution—Thofe Negroes from the Gold Coaft and Whydah, who feed on 
Indian Corn, have in general little or no Mortality—Thofe from the Windward Coaft, whofe 
Food is Rice, are next in Degree moft healthy—Thofe from the Bight of Guinea, who feed 
on Yams, are fubjedt to the greateft Mortality—That upon an Average lie eftimated (from 
his own Experience, and from the belt Information he has collected from others, converfant 
in the Trade) that the Mortality is about one Twelfth Part.—He delivered in the following 
Paper.

Brought upon Deck every Day, when the Weather permits, about Eight of the Clock—If 
t’ : Weather is fultry, and there appears the lead Perfpiration upon their Skins, when they 
Home upon Deck, there are Two Men attending with Cloths to rub them perfeftly dry, and 
another to give them a little Cordial—The Surgeon, or his Mate, alfo generally attends to 
affi their Mouths with Vinegar or Lime Juice, in order to prevent Scurvy. After they are 
on Deck, Water is handed to them to wafh their Hands and Faces—They are then formed 
ito Mefies, confiding of Ten to each Mefs, and a warm Mefs is provided for them, alter- 
ately ot their own Country Food, and of the Pulfe carried from Europe for that Purpofe, 
which Stock Fifh, Palm Oil, Pepper, &c. are added j after that. Water is handed them 
drink, and the upper Decks are fwept clean, where they have been fed—They are then 
applied with Pipes and Tobacco; both Sexes fometimes will fmoak—They are amul'ed with 
hftruments of Mufic peculiar to their own Country, with which he provided them ; and 
4 hen tired of Mufic and Dancing, they then go to Games of Chance—The Women are 
Applied with Beads, which they make into Ornaments; and the utmod Attention is paid to 
the keeping up their Spirits, and to indulge them in all their little Humours—Particular 
Attention is paid to them, when fick, and the mod airy Part of the Ship is appropriated for 
tL Hofpital—That the Surgeon is provided with Medicines and with Wine, and Spices 
alfo, for Cordials, when the Sick require it; and he is encouraged to take Care of the Sick, 
by an Allowance of One Shilling per Head, in Addition to his Wages, and Privilege for 
every Slave that is brought to Market, which Privilege eonfids in the Average Value of Two 
Slaves, in Proportion to the Value of the whole Cargo—That the Reputation of the Cap- 
tiiin, the Officers, and Surgeons, and their future Employment, in confequence, depend on 
e Care they take of the Slaves—That the Captain’s Profit depends upon a per Centage on 
e Value of the Cargo at the Place where the fame is fold—That in Time of War he has 
metimes difeiplined Part of the Negroes as Marines, and has had fuch Confidence in 
tern, that he has frequently been upon the Quarter Deck in the Middle of them, when they 
pave been armed, and have been entruded with Powder and Balls — That after good 
treatment he has frequently l'een them perfe&ly reconciled to their Condition, and in 
■ ppcarance as happy as any of his Crew—Is of Opinion, That the Treatment of the Negroes,

_In the Weft India Trade, if the Captain meets with a mutinous Sailor, he can get rid 

of him ; in the African they cannot—They avoid whipping as much as they can, as it might 
alarm the Negroes, and difcredit the Crew with them—They fometimes put a Man in 
Irons, but in general ufe Perfuafion more than Severity—Does not think that the Treat¬ 
ment of the Sailors in general is worfe in this Trade than in others—They have lefs Work, 
and are as well fed, and the Security of the Captain’s Life and Property depends upon the 
Health and good Order of the Seamen—That the Sailors in this Trade are not fubject to 
more Variety of Difeafes, than thofe in the Trade to the Weft Indies. 


JO „ It appears by the Evidence of JOHN MATHEWS, Efquire,-That he does not 
thews, Efq. know fo much of the Mode of conveying the Slaves as Mr. Norris, but thinks the Account 
given by Mr. Norris of the Manner in which the Slaves lie, not fufficiently explained—Says, 
That when the Slaves are put below to fleep, each Man lies upon his Back, till they are all 
placed without incommoding each other—which leaves them fufficient Room during the 
Night.

By the Evidence of the Reverend Mr. JOHN NEWTON, it appears That to a Ship 
of 100 Tons they calculated about 220 Slaves, upon an Average; therefore fomething lefs 
than One Ton to Two Slaves.—In the Firft Voyage he made as Mate, which was to Carolina, 
he buried One-third—in the Second, as Captain, very few; in the laft, none »—That of the 
Slaves purchased, the Proportion was about Two-thirds Male—The Bulk of tne Cargo 
generally bought is from 16 Years of Age to 30—the Standard is about Four Feet Six and 
upwards—That he never knew the Slaves fcarce of Water—That they were fed with Horie 
Beans, Peafe, and Rice, now and then boiled with fome Salt Meat—That the Sailors are fome~ 
times glad of this Food—The Slaves are never kept a Day in the Hold, without Necefiity; 
are always in Chains, locked at different Intervals to the Deck—There are about 30 Sailors 
in a Ship of 120 Tons—That the Females and Boys foon recover their Spirits—the Men 
feldom; they remain gloomy a great while. 






In a Letter dated the 23d May, refpecting the Proportion of Male to Female Slaves— 
Mr. Newton fays. 

This is all I feel myfelf warranted to offer in Anfwer to the Queftion propofed, but 
I embrace the Opportunity of explaining One Point which occurred when I was examined. 
I faid when before their Lordfhips, that during my laft Voyage to Africa, I buried neither 
White nor Black : This was the Truth, but I fhould have mentioned the probable Reaion ot, 
perhaps, the only Inftance of the Kind, that was ever known. I had pofitiveOrders from nay 
Employers, when I left England, to ftay no longer than Four Months upon the Coalt- 
Towards the Period of that Term, I bought a final! Veffel there, which had been fitted 
out from Briftol; and I put on Board her a fufficient Number of People, and all my unioki 
Goods. The Slaves which I purchafed, and with which I failed to the Weft Indies, were n ot 
more than Ninety, inftead of Two hundred and Twenty, the Number for which my 
Car°x> was calculated. Had I remained there till I had compleated my Purchafe, there 
is little Doubt but I fhould have ffiared largely in the Mortality fo ulual in Veffels crowed 
with Slaves.

That he thinks the above Account now given in, is a fair Average on which the Mortality of 
Slaves in their Paffage to the Weft Indies may be judged, fo far as it refpedts the Annamaboo, 
Gold Coaft, and Whydah Trade, but fpeaks with great Diffidence—That he cannot fpeak 
with refpeft to the Windward Coaft, but in general many more die from Bonny and Calabar, 
as the Veflels remain long in the River, and come out at once full loaden to Sea, which pro¬ 
duces, in the firft Inftance, Sea Sicknefs, and other Complaints that follow—That the Veflels 
he commanded were not more particularly conftrufted for the Purpofe of carrying Slaves, than 
Slave Veflels ufually are—That they had Air Ports in the Sides of the Ships to convey frefh 
Air to the Negroes Apartments, befides Wind Sails to throw down a Current of Air, and 
Gratings in the Deck; they were fitted for the Purpofe as other Slave Ships ufually are— 
That the general Manner of treating the Slaves was to have their Apartments fitted up as 
much for their Advantage as Circumftances would admit—That they lay on the bare Boards; 
but in fuch a Climate the Witnefs has often quitted his Mattrafs to fleep on the Boards 
himfelf—That the Slaves do not fuffer from it—That the Men are confined or fecured when 
they firft come on Board, by each Two Men having the Right Ancle of one connected to the 
Left Ancle of the other, by a fmall Iron Fetter, and if Marks of a turbulent Difpofition 
appear, an additional Fetter is put on their Wrifts; but this is feldom neceffary—But on the 
Paffage to Jamaica, when no Danger is apprehended, their Fetters by Degrees are taken off— 
The Women and Youths are never fecured with Irons—That they are all brought on Deck 
! every Day when the Weather permits, and their Apartments, which it is now the Pradtice to 
paint thoroughly, are in the mean Time walked, and, if not painted, fcraped and fumigated, 
and fprinkled with Vinegar, or Tar Acid-—The firft Attention had to the Negroes in the 
Morning is. to fupply them with Water to walh their Hands and F’aces, after which they are 
provided with their Morning Meal, which, according to the Country from which they come, 
confifts either of Indian Corn, Rice, or Yams—They have Two Meals a Day, one of their own 
Country Provifions, and the other of European Provifions, Pulfe, Wheat, flielled Barley, and 
I Bifcuit, which are varied according to the Inclination of the Negroes—That to this Food 
they have a Sauce made of Meat or Filh, fealbned with Pepper and Salt, and enriched with 
Palm Oil, a conftant and defirable Article in their Cookery—After their Breakfaft is over, they 
are lupplied with Water to walh themfelves wholly over—this is never negledted when the 
I «Y eatber * s favourable.

Efq- chufes to lay in for the Voyage—That the Emoluments of the Captains in the African Trade, 

depend greatly on the Health and good Condition of the Negroes at the Time of Sale; for their 
Wages are no higher than in any other Trade, but their Commifiion, which is nearly Six per 
Cent, on the Amount of the Sales, is the great Source of their Reward in this fatiguing Voyage 
-—The Prices which the Negroes fell for are regulated by their Health and good Appearance, 
and this Confideration is an additional Inducement for treating them with every poffible Care, 
Attention, and Tendernefs—The Mate’s and Doftor’s Perquifites are in like Manner con¬ 
nected with the Health of the Slaves—That the Negroes are fubjeCt in the Voyage to the 
Small Pox, and to the Meades, which they bring from Shore—to Fevers, and to Fluxes— 
That, as a Man of Truth and Honefty, lie does, as far as his own Knowledge goes, rnoft 
folemnly and facredly affirm the foregoing Account of the Treatment of the Slaves on Board 
Ship to be Truth—That as to other Ships in the Trade, he finds, that Intereit is fo much 
blended with Humanity in this Bufinefs, that he believes every Attention is generally paid to 
the Lives and Health of the Slaves, that Circumftances will permit; and he contends that 
Inftances to the contrary are rare—That the French or other Nations concerned in the Slave 
Trade, do not treat them fo well as we do—our Ships are cleaner, and our Provifions better, 
than the French; our Accommodations and Manner of treating Slaves infinitely better than the 
Portuguefe, who never fuffer them to ftay upon Deck—befides, the ConftruCtion of the Ships 
does not admit of the fame Accommodation, as in Britifh Ships, very few of them having Two 
Decks, consequently their Slaves are lodged in the Hold of their Veflels—He cannot fpeak as 
to the Dutch Method of treating them, having never been on Board a \Dutch Trader—he 
thinks he has been peculiarly fortunate, though fome others have been equally fuccefsful; yet 
fomc Inftances of greater Mortality may be adduced; and remarks, that though, in com¬ 
mon with almoft every other Voyage to diftant Climes, fome Lives are loft in this Trade, yet 
the African Trade is a Nurfery for Seamen—In almoft every other Trade no more Men 3re 
employed than are abfolutely necefiary for navigating the Veflel ; and the Crew confifts, 
befides the Officers, of able Seamen and Apprentices only—in this Trade, Half the Crew 
confifts of young Men, who have an Inclination to go to Sea at a Period of Life too advanced 
to commence an Apprenticelhip, and in Two or Three Voyages they acquire the profefiional 
Knowledge, which qualifies them for a Sea Life ever after—That the Treatment of the Sailors 
in thefe Voyages depends upon the Difpofition of the Captains, and in the African Trade they 
are various, as in others : Does not apprehend that there is a larger Proportion of Captains in 
this Trade who treat their Men with more Severity than in others—That the Nature of the 
Climate will only produce thofe Difeafes that are common in the Tropics, and thefe are bi- 

I lious, remittent, and intermitting Fevers, and Fluxes: Befides thefe Complaints, which Men 

employed in this Trade are liable to, in common with others engaged in the Eaft and Weft- 
Indian Trades, the African Sailors are fometimes affeCted, at Bonny and Calabar, with In¬ 
flammations in their Eyes, owing, it is faid, to the Smoke; and he has feen fome few In¬ 
ftances, on die Gold Coaft, of the White Men having a temporary Inconvenience from Gui¬ 
nea Worms, as they are called, infinuating themfelves into their Legs—Thefe Two Com¬ 
plaints are the only ones he knows of that are peculiar to the Men employed in this Trade.

By the Evidence of Mr. ALEXANDER FALCONBRIDGE, it appears—That he 
made Four Voyages as Surgeon to a Britifh Slave Ship—The Firft to the Windward or 
Grain Coaft and Angola—the Second to the Windward Coaft—the Two laft to Bonny— 
That the ObjeCt of his Voyage to the Windward Coaft was to purchafe Slaves—In the Firft 
Voyage they were taken by a French Man of War—in the Second were driven off the Coaft 
by a French Man of War, and went to Angola, where they got 150 Slaves—That in the Firft 
Voyage to Bonny they got 380 Slaves—in the laft 420—both Ships were 300 Tons—carried 
the Second Cargo to Jamaica—and during the Courfe of the Voyage there died about Fortv 
of Fevers and Dyfenteries—That thofe who were well, were brought upon Deck every Day, 
when the Weather would permit—That they were fed with Horfe Beans and Rice in fuffi- 
cient Quantities, and now and then a little Meat—That there were proper Contrivances for 
airing the Ships, but they were of no Ufe in wet Weather—That this Voyage was Six 
Weeks, touching at Antigua and Saint Kitt’s—They had not much rainy Weather, and the 
Ship was not much crouded that Voyage; that he imputes the Deaths of the Forty Slaves, 
chiefly to Confinement, and coming from the Heat between the Decks into the open Air— 
That as much Care was taken of them in Sicknefs as could be in the Situation they were in; 
and refers to the Account given in his Pamphlet—That there were Forty Seamen on Board, 
only Two of which died-That in his Third Voyage they carried about 380 Slaves in a 
7 P 0 ;,f Tons—took them to Grenada—upwards of 100 died-met with a great Deal 
of bad Weather in confequence of which the Slaves could not fo often be brought on

That he corn- 
landed feveral Veffels in the Trade from Whydah, Benin, and Angola, to the Br.tilh Weft 
fX lflands, and had made in all Four Voyages-That he had One Ship of 500 Tons, One 
If X One of 200, and One of 50-That in the Ship of 500 Tons, deftined to carry 600 
EiavXS upwards (from a Competition at that Time on the Coaft of Angola) he only 
f irried off 440.— In the Ship of 300 Tons, of which he was Supercargo, 360. Frorn 
Khydah, in that of 200, about 160 or 170—In that of 50, he carried I0 6 Slaves —Is of 
boinion Two Slaves to a Ton would not be an Overcharge—When great Mortality hap- 
E. he conceives it to be owing to other Caufes than Overcharge, when not more than 
If W o to a Ton—That in Two Voyages from Whydah, to the beft ofhis Recolleaion, he 
loft about Five per Cent.-In the fmall Ship of 50 Tons though he had 106 Slaves, he loft 
lut Three—From Benin and Angola, his Voyages were both fatal — In the firft he loft near 
. Third in the laft about a Fourth.—That he imputes this great Lofs m the Voyage from 
Jenin to having an ill-afforted Cargo, by which he was unfuccefsful in his Purchafes, and 
obliged to wait a confiderable Time in the River, till the other Ships had compleated 
their Cargoes; in confequence of this Detention of near a Year, the Scurvy got among 
the Slaves he had purchafed, which he could not counteraft, as, during a great Part ot 
this Time, he could not get the antifeptic or acid Fruits.—That being long detained at 
ftngola alfo from a Competition with the French Traders, the Scuivy got amonglt his 
Slaves.—That the French made many bad Voyages that Year, and fontf of the Adventurers* 
.as he has been informed, became Bankrupts in confequence—That his Ships were well fitted 
for the Trade, had always One Surgeon and fometimes Two, though he is a Surgeon him- 
elf.— Is of Opinion the Average Lofs of Slaves, allowing One Ton for Two, in a Ship 
properly equipped in all Refpefts, in a Voyage from Africa to Jamaica, to be, from the 
Windward Coaft Three per Cent—from the Gold Coaft, Whydah, and Angola, about Five 
per Cent—from Bonny, Calabar, Benin, and Gaboon, Ten per Cent—That the Windward 
Negroes are healthy, and the Paffage is lhort—The Gold Coaft and Whydah Negroes are 
likewife robuft and healthy, but the Paffage is confidcrably longer, and the Time of com- 
pleating the Cargoes is likewife much longer.— That from the different Ports in the Bights 
of Benin and Biafra, the Paffage is much longer than from the other Parts, and the Slaves 
not fo healthy.—That the Paffage from Angola is quick ; the Mortality arifes very much 
from being detained on the Coaft, and often from the Condition the Slaves are in when 
they come on Board, from the Scarcity of Provifions in the Country—That when he had 
this Mortality among the Slaves, his Seamen fuffered in Proportion—From Benin he loft 
almoft a Third of his Ship’s Crew—Frorn Angola near a Fourth—In the fmall Ship from 
Whydah he loft none; in the larger Ship, One.—That as to improving the Ships, his Ideas 
fuggeft nothing better than the Conftruftion of the Ships now in pretty general Ufe, and 
particularly at Liverpool.—He thinks fome Improvements might perhaps be made in the 
Manner of viftualling and providing proper Medicines and Food for both Slaves and Sea¬ 
men.—As to the general Method of treating the Slaves on Board—As foon as purchafed, 
the Firft Objeft is to remove their Apprehenfions, and keep up their Spirits They bring 
them on Deck every Morning, and keep them there the whole Day, when the Weather per¬ 
mits—They waff themfelves regularly every Morning—They have Two Me ffes every Day, 
about Ten in the Forenoon, and Four in the Afternoon—That thefe confift either of the

Evidence with refpcSi to carrying 

That it is not unufual for the Boy Slaves, \Vho are brought on board, to infult the Men, 
who, being in Irons, cannot eafily purfue and punifo them for it. This was tie a e on 
Board the Ruby j one of the Boys had been very aftive in tormenting one of the Men, the 
Man, however, having caught him unexpectedly, gave him a Pinch, the Boy imme lately 
cried out; the Captain in confequence of this ordered the Man to e tie up, wiom 
flogged on all Parts of his Body, promifcuoufly, in fo barbarous a Manner that he was 
obliged to be placed fot fome Time under his (Mr. Arnold’s) Care In fhort, he had frequently 
feen the Men brought up and flogged by the Captain’s own Hands on a fimilar Account 
On Board the Ruby was a young Girl, who had been purchafed into the Ship 5 the Cap¬ 
tain retained her as his favourite Miftrefs, and kept her in his own Cabin; foe had been 
one Day playing with his Son, and had accidentally torn his Shirt; the Captain, informed 
of the Circumftance, tiled her in the molt cruel Manner. He whipped her fo feverely with 
the Car and beat her fo unmercifully with his Fift, that flie threw herlelf from him again 
the Pumps; this occafioned a large Contufion on her Head In foorr, h.s Treatment of her 
■was fo Blocking, though foe had lived as his Miftrefs for Five or Six Months be ore tl t 

Period, that flie was ill in confequence of it for Three Days. . 

That he had ftated in the former Part of his Narrative, that the Captain together with 
the Mates, himfelf, and a Part of the Crew, were Pnfoners on the Ifland of Bimbe; when 
the Captain on that Occafion was permitted to return to his Ship, he returned with a 
Woman Slave who had been purchafed on the Day of his Capture, but had in the genei 
Confufion been plundered from the Ship ; he took the Opportunity of re-purchaling her ; c 
that Time, and of carrying her on Board. In the Evening he fent for her, and ordered her 
to come by herfelf; he attempted to deep with her in the Cabin, but on refufing to comply 
with his Defires, foe was very feverely beaten by him and fent below. 

It was the general Praftice with the Captain, on the Receipt of a Woman SHve, to ler 
for her into hfs Cabin for the fame Purpofes; and he has feen feveral who refitted his At¬ 
tempts beaten in the fame Manner. 

There were Three Females on Board the Ruby, who threatened feveral Times to throw 
themfelves overboard; the Captain ordered them to be put in Irons. Two of them hi 
flogged repeatedly; the other, being more refolute than the reft, he found Means to difpofe 

of to Captain Bibby. . . 

Among thole that were brought on Board was a Woman who was in a very dejected Staff 
of Mind; foe was immediately feized with Convulfion Fits, fome Times foe cried excti ' 
lively, at other Times foe laughed in the fame F.xcefs ; at other Times flie made a molt 
dreadful Noife, fo that the Ship was greatly difturbed ; in confequence of which the Cap¬ 
tain difpol'ed of her the next Day. Whether he beat her or not, he does not immediate 
recolleft; but his whole Behaviour was excefiively cruel to the Slaves, and he believes that 
there was fcarcely one of them who did not at one Time or other feel the Eftefts of h 
lavage Temper. But his Barbarity was not confined to the Slaves alone; for even the 
Pawns that were put on Board, who were not under his Jurifdiftion as Slaves, did not 
efcape his Fury, being beaten and put into Irons on every trifling Occafion. 

That he has now mentioned fome of thofe particular Anecdotes of which he had the rno 
perfeft Recolle&ion; with regard to their T reatment in other Refpefts, it may be include 
in the Hiftory of One Day’s Occurrences in the Veffel. The Slaves were generally brought 
upon Deck at about Eight o’Clock in the Morning. The Women were not confined, but 
the Men were in Irons; in which they remained through the Whole of the Midc- 

Paflage. . <• 

They had Two Meals in the Day. Their Provifion while on the Coaft confiding ot 
Plantains and Yams, and while on the Middle Paflage, of Yams, Rice, and Florfe Be 
and fometimes a Bit of Bread ; they had alfo One Pint of Water per Day, for each Per- 
fon, which was ferved to them at Two different Times in a Pannekin, which contained 
about Half a Pint. 

It was ufual to make them dance, in order that they might exercife their Limbs and pte* 
ferve Health. This was done by means of a Cat of Nine Tails, with which they were dri¬ 
ven about one among another, one of their Country Drums beating at the fame Time; ° n 
thefe Occafions they were compelled to fing, the Cat being brandifoed over them for that 
Purpofe. It was the Bufinefs of the Chief Mate to dance the Men, and of himfelf and 
Second Mate to dance the Women. The Men could only jump up and rattle their Chains, 
but the Women (as he obferved before) were driven in one among another. The. Words 
which were learnt them to pronounce, and which they were compelled to fing while the) 
were dancing, were, “ Mefie, Mefie, Mackarida,” (that is) “ Good Living or Meffingwel 
«« among White Men;” teaching them in thefe Words to praife us for fuffering them ’ 
live fo well.

At other Times when the Women were fitting by themfelves below, he had heard them 
fimrinrr- but always at thefe Times in Tears. Their Songs then contained the Hiftory of 
theTr Lives and their Separation from their Friends and Countiy. Thefe Songs were very 
difa-reeable to the Captain, who has taken them up, and flagged them in fo terrible a 
Manner for no other Reafon than this, that he has been a Fortnight or Three Weeks in 

healing the Incifions made on thole Occafions. , .. 

He mentioned before, that the Slaves were brought upon Deck about Eight in the Morn¬ 
ing} he is now to mention, that having received their laft Meal, they were, about Five in 

the Fveiling, put below. . 

This Hiftory of a Day’s Occurrences in the Ruby is only true when the Weather is hne. 

For if the Sea is rough, the Slaves are unable to dance; and if it rains, they are kept 

This latter Circumftance is peculiarly diftrefling j for the Gratings being ncceflarilv on 
that Account covered over with the Tarpaulins, fuch an Heat is the Conlequence below, 
that the Slaves are nearly fuffocated. He was feveral Times, on Board the Ruby, called 
down on fuch Occafions to the Women Slaves } fome he had found fainting away and in- 
fenfible, in which State they have remained, in fpite of every Medical Afiiftance, for fomfe 
Time. * In confequence of their wretched Situation at thefe Times the Dyfentery is created, 
and much Mucus being found on the Floor, the Scene is Ihocking. 

The Defcription now given refers to Tranfadions both upon the Coaft and the Middle 
Paflage. Their Stay at Bimbe was Eight Months. The Time from leaving Bimbe to their 
Arrival at Barbadoes, which was on the 27th of June 1788, was about Seven Weeks; from 
Barbadoes they went to St. Vincent’s to fell their Slaves, but none of them were wanted 
there. They then proceeded to Grenada for the fame Purpofe; but this Ifland alfo was not 
in want of them. Two Liverpool Ships, viz. the Kitty, Captain Wilkinfon, and Viper, 
Captain Matthews, were there at the fune Time, but could not fell. At laft a Dutchman 
from Demerary, who happened to be at Grenada at the Firne, purchafed our Slaves from 
us by Means of Campbell, Baillie, and Company. He gave us about Thirty-five Pounds 
Five Shillings per Head, and fent them afterwards in a Sloop to Demerary. A great Part 
of the Cargoes of the Two Liverpool Ships before mentioned were, he believes, fold to 
Foreigners; as there were feveral Dutch, Spanifti, and French Schooners at Grenada for the 
Purpofe of buying Slaves. Having fold their Slaves as before deferibed, they lay i hree 
Weeks at Grenada, and failing from thence arrived at Kingroad on Saturday Evening, 
Auguft the 23d, 1788.

They had failed from Kingroad on the 9th of Auguft 17875 having on Board (including 
the Captain, himfelf. Mates, Men, and Boys) Nineteen Perfons. 

When the Veflel was getting under Weigh, they were called upon to fign their Articles ; 
when it came to his Turn, he defired to perufe them firft, as there might be fome Claufes to 
which he might have an Objeftion to put his Name. The Captain however refufed him, faying, 
that if he would not fign them, he might goon Shore; his Situation was fuch, at that Time, 
that he confented to fign them. The reft of the People followed his Example, no one 
whatever having been permitted to fee the Claufes to which he affixed his Name. I his was 
alfo the Cafe in a former Voyage in the fame Brig, which had then the Name of the Little 
Pearl. 

For the Firft Five Weeks they had Plenty of Provifions, the Seamen had Peafe, Flour, Pork, 
Beef, and Suet in Abundance; but when they arrived upon the Coaft, the Scene was fuddenly 
reverfed, their Allowance reduced, and they were deprived of the common Neceflaries of 
Life. 

Their Allowance at this Time was but Three Pounds of Bread to each Man per Week 
(which was ferved out every Sunday Morning), and Three Fourths of a Pound per Day 
(which was ferved out every Morning) of fuch wretched Pork, or Beef, that on being 
boiled it was reduced to Four Ounces and an Half (Apothecaries Weight), for he has often 
weighed it. 

It was impoflible for a Man to have more than One Meal in the Day with thefe Provifions 
(however oeconornical he might be, or weak his Appetite), but there were often Days in which 
a Sailor had no Bread to eat ; their Allowance of this Article was ferved to them (as he 
ftated before) Once a Week. It has often been eonfumed in the Three Firft Days; for the 
Remainder, therefore, they were obliged to languifh on Four Ounces of Meat, without any 
Yams or Plantains, in Miiery and Pain. 

To make their Situation more wretched, it was feldom that a Drop of Spirits was given 
them j the only Indulgence, which they had in this refpeft, was a Pint- of Englifh Brandy 
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amongft Eight People; and this only Once or Twice in a Month ; and though in woodi™ 
tor the Ship they have been up to their Arm-pits in Water for a Length of Time and 7 § 
qu.red every Neceffary of Life, Three Months once elapfed without their ever’taftL 
Drop of Spirits to comfort them. ° a 

It was ufual (while they lay on the Coaft) for the Captains to vifit eacii other the Seamen 
who rowed them were often abfent for Twelve Hours; during all this Time thev haveT 
mained in the open Boat, along-fide of the different Veffels, nor has a Morfel of Provi/inn'

It is lmpoffible for any Tongue to deferibe the Miferies which the Seamen underwent in 
confequence of a Want of Provifions. He himfelf has experienced inexpreffible Hardlhin?

On the aid of December, the Chief Mate being ill, went for Shelter into the Steerage* 
amon- the Women Slaves. The Captain afked him where Smith was ? He replied, « In 
.he Steerage ” He then afked him what he was doing there ? He replied, that he was upon 
his Cheft exceedingly ill.” Upon which he faid, “ That he could not be going to Hell 


* Thefe Inftances Ihew the unfeeling Manner in which the Sick were treated on Board the 
Rubv But the Want of comfortable Diet and Nourifhment was, of all others, the greateft 
Harclfhip Two Seamen, of the Names of Rankin and Powel, had each Fevers; they had. 
nearly recovered, but for Want of proper Diet and Support, and from the Circumftance of 
beino- put to their Work before they were able to bear it, fell into a Relapfe, and died. 

The Number of People that went out with the Ruby, as he has before ftated, were Nine¬ 
teen, and the Number that died were Four. , ’ 

The Caufes of the Mortality on the Coaft are, in general. Fevers, Innarnrnatory or ru- 
trid, and Dyfenteries. Thefe are occafioned, in general, by Wooding the Ships, by Expo- 
fure’on the Middle Paflagc, and by a Want of the common Neceflaries of Life; to which 
may be added, Ill-ufage. Thefe are fome of the firft Caufes; and when Seamen are once 
Cck, it is very difficult, from a Want of nourilhing Things, and a Continuation of the^r 

Expofure on Deck, to favc them. j 

It was difficult, on Board the Ruby, to afeertain a Seaman s real Name. Fie was either 
called by the Name of a tc Red or Blue Villain,” according to the Colour of his Jacket. 

In fhort, his real Name was never ufed. He has been for fome Time on Board, and totally 
ignorant of a Sailor’s Name; and has been frequently at a Lofs, when One of them has 
died, how to put him down in his own private Journal; the conftant Ufe of thefe low and 
vulgar Appellations having been the Means of concealing his real Name. 

But happy would it have been for the Seamen of the Ruby, if they had been debafed by 
thefe odious Appellations alone. They were fo unfortunate, however, as to be additionally de¬ 
bafed by Blows, Scourges, and fuch Treatment as their Conduft never merited, and fuch as 
themoft hardened only could have inflifted upon them; Specimens of which will be feen 
in the following Account: 

On the 13th of Oftober 1787, the Veflel then lying at Bimbe, James Jones, the Cook, 
was bringing fome Billets of Wood front the main Hatchway to the Place of Cooking. 

Not being able to bring them all away at the fame Time, he left One of the Billets on the 
Main-deck. The Captain enquiring who had left it there, was anfwered by the Cook (who 
had juft laid down his Load, and was going then to fetch it), that it had been left by him. 
Upon this he feized him, and knocked him down with his Fift. His Under-Lip was almoft 
cut through, in confequence of the Blows. He came and complained to him, and told him 
this Tale. Fie accordingly drefied his Lip. 

The fame Perfon, on the Paflage from Kingroad to Africa, had before been violently 
beaten by the Captain with his Fift, only becaufe he had faid, “ It was hard that the Hogs 
Ihould be ferved with Peafe before the White Peopleand {truck him witli a kore-fhecc, 
a Rope of at leaft Four Inches in Circumference. During the whole Voyage afterwards he 
was in continual Fear and Agitation—the Mate and Captain having afterwards frequently 
ftruck him, and the latter continually threatening to tie him up and flog him. 

On the 30th of Ottober 1787, Thomas Wyatt, Cooper of the Ruby, was flogged by 
Captain Williams with a Cat of Nine Tails on his bare Back. The Captain going forward 
at Night, at the Time of the Cooper’s Watch, and feeing him fitting down, charged him 
with either fleeping, or having flept on his Watch. The Man replied, “ That he had not 
flept.” In the Morning the Captain ordered him to be tied up by both his Hands to the . 
Main Shrouds, and his Feet to be extended, and confined by Ropes below. In this Situa¬ 
tion he flogged him as before mentioned, with his own Hand, giving him Twelve Lafltes, 
which made his Back raw. lie appeared rather to have flogged him for faying, “ That he 
had not flept,” and thereby contradifting him, than for any juft Caufc. 

On the 14th of December 1787, Four of the Crew, Thomas Morgan, Walter Powell, 
the before-mentioned Thomas Wyatt, and another Seaman, became intoxicated by means 
of fome Englifh Brandy from the Plold. The Cooper, Wyatt, pumping the Brandy of! for 
the Traders Ufe, drank a little of it himfelf, and gave fome to his MelTmatcs before de- 
feribed. At this Time there was not One of them who had tafted Spirits for Three Months, 
fo that a little had the greater EfFeft upon them : Nor were they ever afterwards (though 
they had every Opportunity in the Weft Indies) feen in Liquor, but were an uncommonly 
fober Set of Men, and were much noticed at Grenada for their Behaviour. On the next 
Morning, however, after the Intoxication had taken place, Thomas Morgan and Walter 
Powell were tied up to the Main Shrouds, and flogged with a Dozen each, the former by 
the Captain, ar.d the latter by the Chief Mate. The Cooper, Wyatt, a good young Man, 
Part II. d 3 and 
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and particularly attentive to his Duty, was not admitted to {hare their Fate, but was moft 
cruelly beaten by the Captain in all Parts of his Body with a doubled Inch Rope, and ftruck 
with his Fift pronufcuoufly on all Parts of his Face. The next Morning he came to him 
in a terrible Condition. He examined him, and found feveral Contufions on his Back 
Bread, and downwards to the Thighs. His Head alfo and his Face were much fwelled and 
he appeared to have fuffered much. * 

On the 9 th of March 1788, Parfons, another of the Ship’s Crew, was {landing upon the 
Deck, and handing Plantains from the Booms. The Chief Mate, thinking that he did not 
hand them quick enough, took Advantage of his Pofture, as he was reaching U p and 
{truck him with his double Fift on the lower Ribs. In confequence of this he fell. The 
Cooper, who had feen the Circumftance, came to him as quick as he could, and told him 
** That if he did not immediately go to Parfons, he would not fee him alive.” He ac¬ 
cordingly went forward, and found him lying upon the Deck. He fpoke to him feveral 
Times, but received no Anfwer. He appeared to be quite infenfiblc, and his Breath nearly 
gone Upon this he bleu him ; when he began gradually to recover. On his Recovery he 
told him, that he thought he fiiould never Fave fpoken again. He was not fully reftored 
for One Day. At another Time, while the Veflel was lying at Eimbe, Parfons happened 
in lauling the Boat to the Ship, to flip over-board. He was taken up by a Seaman, and 
brought on Board, but apparently half-drowned, and very ill. Having been called as on 
the former Occafion, he was going forward j when the Captain feeing him with a’Bottle 
Fillet, and Lancets, told him, in a rough and contemptible Manner, “ That he was not 
wanted ; but that Parfons was drunk, and that he might die and be damned.” In confe 
quence of this, he returned back to the Medidnc-Cheft. The poor Man continued to be 
ill foi lome Days, when he attended him privately. 

A T t n an ? h r r J'T’ the fame Parfons was on Deck in the Evening, the Veflel ftill lyino- at 
he Ifland of Bunbe. He had at that Time Two large fcorbiuic Ulcers on his rierht Leg' 
and was fitting down. The Captain’s favourite Cabin Boy (William Williams) c°ame for- 
ward, and purpofely trod upon Ins Ulcers, which put him to much Pain. Parfons, bein«r m 
great^Agony on the Occafion, told Williams, “ That if he did fo ao- ? .i n , he would ftrike 
him i or made Ufe of Words of that Meaning. Notwithftanding this, the faid Williams 
re ying upon the Captain s Protection, purpofely repeated his ill Ufage. A Scuffle enfued’ 
when Williams being overpowered, cried out. The Captain immediately came out of his 
Cabin, and without any Inquiry, beat the faid Parfons both with a Rope and with his Fift 
m a very barbarous Manner Parfons came to him the next Morning to complain He 
found feveral Contufions on his Shoulders, his Face much fwelled, his Legs in ? a dreadful 
Situation, and he had loft much Blood from his Nofe and Mouth in the Nmht.

but-was not long there, before the Captain came to him, and fwearing, “ ordered 1 him to go 
aft, and fee if he could not find fomething to do.” He rofe up according to his Commands, 
but was no fooner on his Legs, than he ftruck him on the left Side of his Head with his Fift, 
and kicked him in the lower or fhort Ribs, which occafioned a Difficulty in Breathing. He 
returned as fall as he could to the Steerage, but in great Pain. He was very ill for about 
Four Hours. His Gums w are much bruifctl, and bathed in Blood. Five of his Teeth were 
loofe. One of which afterwards came out. His right Eye w3s fo fwclled, thar he could not 
foe out of it till the Fifth Day. His Body had feveral Contufions upon it; he had a Cut 
Upon the fore Part of his Head ; and the Blow on the Temporal Artery was the Means of 
the moft excruciating Pain. 

While lie was going afr, he heard the Captain fwearing at the Chief Mate, whom he had 
before threatened, and on looking round he faw him ftriking him with his Fift. The Chief 
Mate, in corsfcquence of the Blows, fell down upon one of the Guns, by which he was much 
hurt in the Back. He came to him on the fame Day; he examined him as far as his Sight 
would permit; he faw a large Contufion on the Spine of his Back, and the internal Par: of his 
right Cheek was much cut. 

On the 23d of December 1787, George Phillips (the Veffel then lying at the Ifland of 
Bimbe) complained to him of a Fever. He gave him, in confequence of his Complaint, an 
Emetic ; about a Quarter of 3n Flour after he had taken it, and before it could have operated 
stall, the Chief Mate ordered the above George Phillips to go into the Boat, and with the 
Afiiftance of fome others to fetch Wood that had been cut on the Continent to the Watering:

Pkce, that it might lie nearer to the Veffel. Phillips replied, “ That he had juft taken an 
Emetic, and that he had not Strength to goin confequence of which the Chief Mate beat 
him, and kicked him into the Boat. 

Upon feeing this, he immediately went to the Chief Mate, and reprefented to him that 
the Confequences of fending him at that Time might be fatal; for that in the Difcharge of 
his Duty he muft neceffarily be up to his Arm-pits in Water, and that it would be very dan¬ 
gerous for him to be in that Situation after the Medicine which he had juft taken. The Chief 
Mate replied, “ That he did not care for that, the Duty muft be done.” He then went to 
the Captain, and made the fame Reprefentation to him that he had done to the Chief Mate ; 
but he immediately fell into a Laugh, and feemed to enjoy the Thought that he Ihould be font 
in fuch a Situation, and fuffered the Boat to put off. 

When the Boat returned Phillips appeared to be much worfe ; but even then he had no Re¬ 
laxation from Duty. On the other Eland, he was often beat about, but particularly by the 
Captain; who, fince this Tranfa&ion, apprehending that he could not move fo quickly as 
before, had prepared an Inch Rope, about Two Feet long, on Purpofe for him. Beaten 
in this Manner, and his Fever daily increafing, and his Legs and Face fwelling to an alarm¬ 
ing Degree, the Second Mate, Martin O’Bryan, told the Captain in his Hearing, on the 
27th of December 1787, “ That in his Opinion, George Phillips had not long to live 4 ” 
Upon which the Captain ordered him to flop his Provifions, and, as ufual, to fubftitute 
the Rice in their Stead. 

On the lame Day, viz. the 27th of December, on which his Provifions were thus ordered 
to be flopped, he was put into his Lift, to lie by. Jn the Courfe however of only Thirteen 
Hours from this Time, that is, at One o’Clock on the following Morning, he was informed 
by one of the People that he was dead ; he immediately got up and haftened to the Body', 
he found him lying with his Face upon the Deck near the Foremaft, and quite cold ; for, 
like moft of the Seamen on Board, he had only the Deck to lie upon, and no Covering. 
On turning him over, he perceived by the Light of the Moon that a mixed Subftance of 
Blood and Water had come out of his Mouth ; his Legs and Body were much fwelled ; but 
before he could examine him further, an Order came from the Captain to have him imme¬ 
diately fown up. In confequence of this, a Hammock was taken from James Lancafter, 
who was then in a violent Fever, and who was thereby reduced to the Necefilty of lying with 
others on the damp Deck, fo that he was deprived of the Opportunity of examining, or of 
making any further Obfcrvations upon the deceafed. 

Though he has given fo many Inftances of the Captain’s ill Treatment as thofe that have 
v m [P ec ^ cc ? a k° ve > there is yet one which he cannot eafily omit. The Captain, while the 
e el was lying at Bimbe, defired his Son, a Boy about Twelve Years old, to fetch him a 
Quart Bottle and a Quart Pot, which he was accuftomed to ufe in meafuring out the Brandy 
pt Hade; the Son gave them accordingly to the Father; it happened, however, that the 
ottle had then fome Brandy in it, and was nearly about Three Parts full ; the Father not 
perceiving it, took the Pot (by which the Brandy was firft taken out of the Bucket), and 
y means of it was filling the Bottle. The Bottle, as he obferved before, being nearly 
im 1 ^ 6 r nS foon ran over, by which a fmall Quantity of it was loft. Immediately 
P°n this, the Captain threw the Bottle, with all the Violence in his Power, at the 
eaa Of his own Son; it very fortunately miffed him; had it ftruck his Head, it muft 
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have fra&ured the Skull and cut it into many Pieces. Finding that he had miffed his 
Aim, he then threw at him the Pot before mentioned, which ftriking him on the Back 
was dallied to Pieces. The Crime which the Captain alledged againft him on this Occa- 
fion was, “ That he had not informed him that the Bottle was nearly Three Parts full.” 

It is almoft impoflible for a Perfon to defcribe in its proper Colours the Treatment which 
the Crew of the Ruby experienced at the Hands of the Captain. There was not a Man on 
Board that efcaped his Fury j and there never was (he believes) a more orderly or decent 
Crew. His Behaviour on the preceding Voyage was of the fame Complexion. He fays 
this from having failed with him before, when his Veffel was called the Little Pearl* though 
he cannot fay that he behaved to him on the former fo ill as on the latter Voyage. Before 
this* he was on Board the Alexander, Captain Mactaggart, from the fame Port, and in the 
fame Trade, where he faw as many, if not more Inftances of wanton Barbarity, than in the 
Ruby or Little Pearl. In Ihort, he has been Three Voyages to the Coaft of Africa for Slaves j 
and he does declare, that no Tongue is able faithfully to defcribe (as far as he has feen) the 
Barbarity of the Captains and the Sufferings of the Seamen in that Trade ; all which Circum- 
Ilances have fo operated upon him, as to have deterred him from entering upon a F’ourth 
Voyage. 

This Paper Writing marked with the Letter (A), and contained on this and the pre¬ 
ceding Pages, was produced and fliovvn to James Arnold, and is the fame mentioned 
and referred to in his Affidavit.

Mr. J\MES ARNOLD delivered in, at his Second Attendance on the Committee an Mr. Arnold 
Account of another Voyage to the Coaft of Africa, by which it appears. That in AtlCfuft one of the Per* 
1786, he entered as Surgeon on Board the Little Pearl, afterwards called the ei/i f °"»brought 
Brittol Jofeph Williams Matter and in a few Days cn aVoyage t^the 

Coaft of Afnca, and arrived at the Ifland of Bimbe in the Month of September in the fame 

In relating Fads from this Period, he paftes over the common Occurrences of the Trade 

and i C1 ^ f en n ra i . M f tbod of treanri g the Slaves when on Board the Veficl, as they are mi- 
nurdy defenbed in his Account of the Voyage of the Years 1787-8. ^ 

John Smith, the Chief Mate of the Ruby, was accuftomed to beat the Men Slaves with 
■ die greateft Seventy for the flighted Faults. The Inftrument of his Cruelty wa a CaT of 
Nme Tails with which he fcarcely ever failed to beat them in foch a Manner as to make 
them bleed. About Eleven at Night, on the Firft of November 1786, the fame Fobn Smith 
hearing fome Noife among the Men Slaves, went down with a Lanthorn to quiet them. The

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conciled, and the Black Trader perceiving it, let down a Rope, by which he might raife 
himfelf to the Deck ; coming however as far as the lower Deck, and feeing One of the 
Crew armed there, as he fuppofed, to receive him, he attempted to return to the Hold, 
but the Seaman feized him, and a Scuffle enfued, in which the Piftol of the latter went 
off, but without Damage. The Seaman then ftruck the Slave upon the Head with his 
Piftol, which deprived him of his Senfes, and brought him down. Being afterwards brought 
upon Deck, he (Mr. Arnold) was ordered to examine hisV ounds; he ffrund his Skull fraTured 
in confequence of the Blow he had received ; his Body was wounded alfo in many Places 
by the Cutlaffes of the Seamen, who had followed him into the Hold, and pricked him 
as Opportunity offered, while he was fkulking among the Calks; a great Part of his Skin 
was additionally peeled off by the Raiding Fat and Water mentioned before to have 
been thrown upon him ; the Blood was dropping from his Wounds, fo that on the Whole 
he was One of the molt miferable Obje&s that he ever faw in his Life, and he has feen 
manv during the late War. 

While he was infpe&ing this miferable Man, the Captain came forward, and feeing it 
impofiible that he could recover, ordered the Mate to put an Iron Collar round his Neck, 
and to chain him to the Foremaft, ordering him (Mr. Arnold) at the fame Time to give him 
no medical Afliflance, and forbidding all who heard him at their Peril to give him any Suf- 
tenance whatever. The poor Wretch deprived thus of chirurgical Affiftance, and the ufual 
Support of Life, furvived but Three Days, and in a State of almoft continual Stupefaction, 
expired in his Chains. He was afterwards thrown overboard in Sight of all the Slaves. 

But to return to the Interval immediately fucceeding the Infurrection. The Captain and 
Officers having infpe&ed the Fetters of the Slaves, they were brought from the Quarter¬ 
deck to the Main-deck, where they were unpinioned, and immediately fecured in the ufual 
Way. by a Chain paffed through the Ring-bolts ; when they were thus all of them fecured and 
together, the Plead of him who was (hot, and the l'econd that was prevailed upon to come upon 
Deck as before-mentioned, was then cut off. This Head was fucceffively handed to the 
Slaves, who were obliged to kifs the Lips of it j fome who refufed to comply with the brutal 
Ceremony, were mod unmercifully flogged by the Captain, and had the bloody Part of it 
rubbed againfl: their Faces. 

During the firing of the Captain and Seamen, as before deferibed, the Slaves had Crowded 
themfelves into one Corner, fo that only one Boy about Fifteen Years of Age was materially 
injured j the Thigh-bone of this Boy was Ihattered to Pieces, but as he was young and vi¬ 
gorous, his Life might have been eafily faved by amputating the Limb. The Captain how¬ 
ever, foreleeing that a Boy fo mutilated would be of little ozfno Value on his Arrival at the 
Place of Sale, would not fuffer him to perform the Operation, but fending him aft as a 
Centinel over the Slaves on the Quarter-deck, ordered him to be thrown overboard alive, 
and with Bricks to be tied either to his Neck or Heels to fink him. That the Boy was 
thrown overboard alive, he is certain, firft, becaufe he afked him but a Minute or Two be¬ 
fore for Water, and appeared in good Spirits j fecondly, becaufe he has often heard the 
Captain boaft of the Tranfaftion j and thirdly, becaufe he has fince feen the Perfon at Briftol 
who threw him overboard, and he informed him that the Boy was living at the Time. 

On their Arrival at the Ifland of St. Vincent’s in the Weft Indies, they fold their whole 
Cargo, except a Boy about Ten Years of Age, who was fo weak and emaciated, that he was 
not expofed to Sale, as the Captain did not wifh to have it reported that his Cargo was 
lickly. Whenever he came on Board, he enquired for the Boy of the Mate, who always told 
him that he was dying very faff, for it was againfl: the Mate’s Intereft that he fhould be 
fold in that fickly Condition, as in fuch a Cafe the low Pi ice he would fetch would 
diminifh the Average Price of the Cargo, and confequently the Emolument of the Mate. 
The Boy was therefore not only neglecffed and left on Board without Suftenance, but the 
Mate frequently begged of him as a Favour, that he would either difpatch the Boy by Poifon, 
or confent to have him thrown overboard: with both of which Propofltions he politively re¬ 
fufed to comply. At one Time, indeed, they had gone fo far as to tie Bricks to his Feet to 
drown him, but thefe, upon his Remonttrances were taken off. The Boy however, having 
been locked up in the Men’s Room, languifhed for Nine Days without any Suftenance, ex¬ 
cept what he and the Second Mate gave him privately through the Gratings, when he died. 

Having mentioned every Thing that he recollects as worthy to be related under the Terra 
of Slaves, he proceeds next to the Seamen of the Veffel. 

Thefe were fcarcely treated with lefs Cruelty than the former: Soon after their Arrival at 
the Ifland of Bimbe a Bunch of Keys, including thofe for the Locks of the Gratings which 
fecured the Slaves, was miffing. The People who were then on Board were charged with 
having ftolen them with a View to fell them to the Natives, who make ufe of fucli Pieces of 
Metal by Way of Ornaments : Upon this the Captain ordered all the Men’s Chefts to 
be brought upon Deck, including thofe of Four Men who were on Shore wooding, 
and who could not have been privy to the fuppofed Theft j after having forced open 
and fearched the Chefts, but without finding the Keys, the Captain ordered them to 
be broken to Pieces and given to the Cook for Fire-wood. In the Evening the 
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Wooders came on Board, and finding their Cherts demolifhed, and their Clothes and 
other Articles fcattered about the Decks, came to the Cabin-door, and told the Cap¬ 
tain that they were exceedingly forrv if they had done any Thing to offend him'j but 
before they could fay any Thing more, he, in conjunaion with his Two Mates who were fit¬ 
ting at Supper with him, ran out, knocked the Four Men down, and beat and kicked them 
in The moft fliocking Manner, and then put Two or Three of them in Irons. 

In this Affray the Knuckles of both the Captain’s Hands (which he ufed indifferently) were 
cut in fuch a Manner as to be covered with Blood : He immediately fent for him to drefs 
them telling him he had wounded his Hands in clofing the Day-lights, and knocking out the 
Head-rails of a Set of Scoundrels —His Meaning was, that he had been clofing their Eyes, 
and knocking out their Teeth, and during the Voyage his Knuckles were frequently under 

his Care on fimilar Occafions. ^ ’* ,J 

The following Morning, on infpeChng the Men who had fuffered from the Cruelty ol the 
Captain, he found feveral large Contufions on different Parts of their Bodies : Their Faces in 
particular were much bruifed, T. wo of them had each an Eye doled up, and One of them had 
loft a Tooth 5 all the Four were for fome Time under his Care. 

But the brutal Ufage juft deferibed was not the only Punifhment the Seamen fuffered 5 the 
Captain conftrued the^Behaviour of the Four Men whom he had fo beaten into Mutiny; upon 
this Pretence lie reduced the Allowance of the whole Crew to Three Pounds of Bread per 
Week each Man, and Three Quarters of a Pound of Salt Beef or Pork per Day, but the latter 
fo very bad that when boiled it fhrunlc to about Four Ounces and an Half, nor did the Mert 
get the proper Ufe of the former, for as they lodged upon Deck, and had no Chefts to pre- 
ferve it from the Rain, it was often totally difib]ved in a ftiort Time after it had been ferved 
out to them, which was generally on Sunday Morning. While they lay upon the Coaft he 
has known the Seamen for fome Days on this Account without any Thing to fupport Nature* 
except their fcanty Allowance of faked Meat, though there were then on Board great 
Quantities of Bread, Flour, Rice, Yams, and Plantains. The Captain’s barbarous Difpo- 
fition appeared to be the only Caufe why the Seamen fuffered Famine in the Midft of 
Plenty. This fllort Allowance, which was thus once begun, continued till our Arrival ift 
the Weft Indies. 

On the Evening of the Firft of November, when the Noife of the Slaves which was followed 
by the InfurreCtion before mentioned was firft heard, the Captain on coming out of the Cabin 
charged a Man who flood by the Companion with having been afieep. The Man happened 
to deny the Fa£l, upon which the Captain returned immediately to the Cabin and brought out 
a Cat of Nine Tails. He beat him with the Butt End of this till he left him infenfible on the 
Deck. The poor Fellow lay there in this Situation during the greater Part of the Time the 
Tumult prevailed. Thus, by his furious Behaviour on this Occafion, they were deprived of 
the Afiiftance of One of their beft Men at a moft critical Juncture, when they were all in Dan¬ 
ger of their Lives. 

It would be tedious to enumerate the many Inftances of Barbarity wantonly exercifed on the 
Seamen by the Captain and Mates; but he cannot omit the Treatment of a poor Black Poruu 
gueze Sailor, who (hipped hirnfelf at Briftol as Cook of the Veflfel; though no Language can 
convey any Thing like a proper or adequate Idea of his Sufferings. 

This Unhappy Man was the common Butt on which the Captain and Mates daily exercifed 
their Cruelty. The former indeed appeared to enjoy a particular Pleafure in flogging and 
tormenting him. Among other Inftances of wanton and unnecefifary Barbarity, he often 
amufed hirnfelf with making the Man fwallovv Cockroaches alive, on pain of being moft 
feverely flogged, and having Beef Brine rubbed into his Wounds. This laft fevere and hu¬ 
miliating Alternative the Man fometimes preferred to the fwallowing the naufeous Vermin* 
and when this was the Cafe, he has been under the Necefiity of applying Poultices to the 
Wounds afterwards given him to prevent a Mortification. For the greater Part of our Stay 
upon the Coaft, this Man was fattened by the Neck to the Copper (or Caboofe) with a Chain 
of fuch a Length as to permit him to draw Water at the Ship’s Side. In this Situation he 
remained upon Deck Night and Day, expofed to the Weather, and was compelled to drefs 
Vi&uals not only for the Crew, but for all the Slaves, without any Afiiftance whatever. The 
Body of this poor Wretch, from the Crown of his Head to the Soles of his Feet, was covered 
with Scars and Lacerations, interfering each other in all Directions, fo that he was a moft 
miferableObjeft to behold. 

On the Second Day after their Arrival in St. Vincent’s, the Mate ordered the Men aloft to 
hand the Sails, which had been loofed to dry. This they pofltively refufed to do, till they re¬ 
ceived fome Refrefhment. They had been in a ftarving Condition for about Three Days, 
though, as they oblerved, there was Plenty of Provifions on Board; and if there had not, a 

Ppply might have been eafily gotten from the Merchants to whom the Veffcl was configned. 

he Captain hearing 05 this Behaviour of the Seamen, carried the whole Crew before a Magiftrate* 
^ho advifed them to return to their Duty on Board, adding, that he was lure the Captain 
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would take care that they fhould have a plentiful Supply of Provifions. This Advice tK 
infantly complied with, and accompanied the Captain on Board; where they had no f UOr . 
come, than he ordered them aloft to hand the Sails. This they refufed to do, with the fan' 
Firm net's as before, faying, that they could not work without Victuals. In confequence 
this the Captain went on Shore, and returned with Warrants and a Conftable, whom he ord -p 
to apprehend Three of the beft Men. " J 

In Company with the Captain he carried them on Shore, and committed them to Gaol. The 
Remainder of the Crew, during the Captain's Abfcnce, hailed a Vefiel which lay at no'preat 
Distance, and begged them to fend a Boat. With this Requeft the Crew of the Ship, who 
prboably had heard of what had palfed on Board the Little Pearl, immediately complied; and 
in this Boat the difeontented Seamen rowed on Shore, forfeiting their Wages, and leaving 
Part of their Clothes behind ; nor has he ever heard what became of them fince. 

The Cooper, who was a very hard-working Man, and advanced in Years, having fhortlv 
after this received his Half-pay with the reft of the Officers, went on Shore to buy fome Ne- 
cefiaries, and returned on Board in the Evening, rather overcome with Liquor. He was im¬ 
mediately feized by the Captain and Mate, both of whom beat him fo very unmercifully, that 
he l«y almoft in a State of Infenfibility on the bare Deck for Twelve or Fourteen Hours. The 
next Morning he found feveral large Contufions on his Head, One of his Eyes was entirely 
clofed and violently inflamed, his Mouth was much cut and fwelled, and he had loft a Quan¬ 
tity of Blood, which he faw upon the Deck. 

After this nothing material occurred till they were about to fail; when the Three Men, who 
were imprifoned, were brought on Board by the Captain. Finding that their Wages had 
een expended by the Captain in paying the Gaol Fees, &c.. Two of them remonftrated with 
him on the Subject; on which he immediately knocked them down, kicked them, and beat 
them rnoft cruelly, and confined all the Three in the Men’s Room. The Boatfwain, enraced 
at this Piece of lnjuft.ee, and being a little in Liquor, could not help fpeaking of it in Terms 
which the latter fo much difliked, that he treated him worfe, if poflible, than the Two Seamen: 
l ie was dragged in a State of Infenfibility to the Fore Grating, and he was thrown down head- 
long mto the Room where the Three Seamen were confined, and where they all remained 
till the Vefiel got out to Sea. They were then releafed, and performed their Duty till they 
arrived in Briftol. He has fince been informed by the Three Seamen who were imprifoned, 
that the Balance of their Wages for the whole Voyage, when paid them in England, did not 
exceed Five Shillings each. 6 

Mr. Arnold was afked the following Queftions : 

Has no Profecution been commenced againft Captain Williams ? 

A. By no other Perfon on Board the Vefiel but myfelf: He ufed me perfonally ill, in the 
Manner ftated in the Account of my Voyage of 1787-8. A Suit was commenced in the Court 
of Admiralty, but from the Delay and Expence, I thought it better to remove it to the Court 
of King s Bench : There I hope it will be tried next Term. 

Qi W hat Number of Sailors had you on Board in each Voyage ? 

A. Nineteen in each Voyage, Landfmen and Seamen, including Officers and Boys. 

Qt What Number died in each Voyage? 

A. One in the Firft Voyage, and Four in the Second. 

Qi. Of what Diforders did they die ? 

A. Of Fevers. 

Qi. What Number of Slaves had you in each Ship ? 

A. In the Pearl One hundred and One; and in the Ruby One hundred and Five. 

How may died in each of thofe Voyages ? 

A. Eight in the Pearl, including the Boy that was ftarved, and exclufive of the Two Men 
and a Boy that were killed. In the Ruby Eight died. 

Qj, Of what difeafes did they die ? 

A. Of Dyfenteries, Fevers, and Dropfies.

That on Board the Britannia the Height between Decks was about Five Feet and an Half, above fti ’ wd 
within which Space there was a Platform. No Slave whatever had Room to turn himfelf when 
the Cu°o was completed. The Chief Mate, Boatfwain, and an aftive young Man, was era- 
cloved in flowing or packing them together; fuch as in adjufting their Arms and Legs, and 
nreferibino- a fixed Space for each. To accommodate them there were Two Ventilators on 
Board notwithftanding which, their Rooms were fo hot and intolerable, that they were con¬ 
tinually crying out for Water. They generally came upon Deck in a Sweat. They were 
flowed fo thick, that it was impoflible for any to have the lead Advantage from, or come near 
to the Gratings, but thofe immediately below them. The Britannia was of the Burthen of 
about 280 Tons, and about 450 Slaves were purchafed and put on Board her. 

That the Slaves are generally brought upon Deck at Eight o'Clock in the Morning,^ and 
put below at Five in the Afternoon. Their Food confifts of Rice, Horfe Beans, and Yams. 

They are fed twice in the Day ; namely, at Ten in the Morning, and Four at Night. They 
are alfo ferved twice with Water; which is given them in a Pannekin of Tin, of fuch Di- 
menfions as not to hold quite Half a Pint. While they are upon Deck it is thought neceffary 
that they fhould take Exercife ; for which Purpofe the Chief Mate and Boatfwain are ftation- 
ed with a Cat of Nine Tails, to compel them to dance, as it is called. This is their daily Hif- 
tory for the whole of the Middle Pafiage, which in general is from Eight to Twelve Weeks. 

In fpeaking of Water and Provifions, and the Middle Pafiage, Mr. James cannot help 
mentioning a Circumflance which fell within his own Knowledge, as it is always likely to 
happen, either if the Pafiage fhould be long, or if the Captains of Guineamen fhould either 
ignorantly or wilfully mifs their Way. 

In the Year 1779, being Mafler of the Hound Sloop of War, and coming from the Bay of 
Honduras to Jamaica, he fell in, off the Ifie of Pines, with Two Liverpool Guineamen on the 
Middle Pafifage, commanded by Captains Ringmaiden and Jackfon,who had very imprudently 
(but whether wilfully or not he cannot fay) miffed the Ifiand of Jamaica. Captain Nugent 
gave them Chace, and came up with them. Mr. James, upon boarding them, found them 
in great Diflrefs both in point of Provifions and Water. He afked the Captains (for both of 
them were on Board One Ship) why they did not go into the Watering Place at the Weft End 
of the Ifle of Pines (near Cuba) ? They replied, that “ they had attempted to get in, but got 
into fhoal Water.” He then afked them what they had intended to have done with their 
Slaves if they had not fallen in with the Hound ? They replied, “ To make them walk the 
Plank j” (i. e.) to jump overboard. Mr. James afked them again, why they did not turn a 
Number of the Slaves on Shore at the Ifle of Pines, and endeavour to fave the reft ? They 
replied again, that “ in fuch Cafe they could not have recovered the Infurance, and that the 
reft would have gotten on Shore.” After this Converfation had taken place. Captain Nugent 
relieved them with Oatmeal, Peas, and Water. The next Day the Hound fell in with a Veffel 
bound from Carthagena to the Havannah, from which Captain Nugent got One Hundred 
Pieces of Jirked Beef, with fome Yams, Plantains, and Fowls, all of which were immediately 
fent to their Relief. The Hound convoyed them afterwards as high up as Carman Brake, and 
made them bear away for the Grand Cay mains, wherd they were fupplied with Yams and other 
Articles, and where Captain Nugent left them. 

Mr. James fays, that the Situation of the Africans while on Board the Veffel is to them 
fo very intolerable and grievous, that they will do any Thing to extricate themfelves from it. 

On Board the Britannia was a Woman who refufed Suftenance. She fretted herfelf fo much 
as to difeover Marks of Infanity, and fhe contrived to throw herfelf overboard on the Middle 
Pafiage. 

It is not alfounufual for the Slaves to attempt to rife. A Liverpool Veffel was cut off by 

them in New Calabar River, and they got on Shore. Several of them who were retaken were 

fold on board the Britannia; for the Britannia came into that River only about Three Week* 

after the Tranfadlion happened. In the Three Voyages, however, which Mr. James made, 

there were no Attempts of the Kind ; for on Board the Juno, King George, and Britannia, the 

People were always remarkably vigilant, and well prepared. As foon as the Bulk Head was 

built, and any of the Slaves were on Board, they had Loop Holes with Mufquetry near them, 

as well as Port Holes for a Four Pounder on each Side, loaded with a Cannifter of Mufket 

Balls to rake the Main Deck, if there fhould be any Occafion for it. 

Mr. James has feen Relations on Board the fame Ship. In the King George, a young 

Woman had been complaining that her Father had been brought on Board at the fame Time, 

but that fhe had never feen him fince. This was oecafioned by the large Bulk Head acrofs 

the Ship, which made it difficult for the one to fee the other. On coming, however, into 

^t. Kitt’s, all the Slaves were on Deck. She looked about for her Father, and efpied him 
hrft. __ .1 • ^ r- ^ .

Her Senfations on this Occafion were not eafv to be deferibed. She went towards 


in Raptures j but confidering her Situation, was checked by Fear, not knowing whether 
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fhe would be permitted to go to him or not. Such Scenes are frequently to be found in the 
Slave Veffels. 

That the Lofs of the Slaves, from the Time of their coming on Board to the Difpofal of 
them in the Weft Indies, is often very fevere. This was the Cafe on Board the Britannia. 
A fmall Girl Slave had been purchafed, when about 320 had been put on Board. This Girl 
brought with her the Small Pox. The Captain, on difeovering the Diforder, hid her in an 
empty Water Puncheon in the Hold, left the Black Traders finding it out, fhould be deterred 
from vifiting the Veffel, or completing the Number of her Slaves. The Diforder, however, 
notwithstanding the Care that was taken, began to fpread; and in fuch a Manner, that it 
could no longer be concealed. In this Situation the Britannia was obliged to leave the Rj. 
ver Calabar with 450 only, though fhe had been fitted out for the Purchafe and Reception of 
500 Slaves. As foon as (lie was clear of the River, a general Inoculation took place. The 
Infection, however, ftill fpread ; and the Situation of the Slaves became fuch, as no Pen nor 
Language is able to deferibe. The Sick Births were incapable of containing all that were ill. 
Thofe only could be admitted into them, who were fo bad as not to be capable of moving. 
There they lay in One Mai's of Scab and Corruption, frequently flicking to each other and 
the Decks, till they were feparated to be thrown into the Sea. Six, Eight, and Ten, were 
thrown overboard in a Morning from different Parts of the Ship. The Mortality at length 
became fo great, that out of 450 purchafed, 230 were loft before the Contagion could be 
made to ceafe. 

That when Slaves are brought to Market, it is never confidered whether Relations are 
feparated or not. The only Confideration is, how thofe that have the Difpofal of them (hall 
fell them beft. When the King George arrived at St. Kitt’s, her Slaves were taken to a 
Court Yard and fold there by Scramble.* Thefe were put up at Vendue, and fold to the 
beft Bidder. 

Mr. James is of Opinion, that Seamen in general have a great Averfion to the Slave 
Trade. They are in general procured by Crimps ; who are fo conftantly on the Look-out, 
that a ftrange Sailor is almoft fure to fall into their Trap. Thefe get them into Debt, and 
then put them into Gaol, from which there is no Efcape but in the Hold of a Guineaman. 
There were feveral on Board the Britannia of this Defcription. 

That the Seamen in the Slave Trade are very ill ufed in point of Provifion and Water, as 
well as in other Ways. While they are at home and in Port, they have Plenty to eat and 
drink, but are very foon afterwards put to Allowance. In the Juno, as well as in the Bri¬ 
tannia, they were allowed but Five Pounds of Bread per Week, and the little Beef that was 
given them was either excefiively bad in itfelf or damaged. They had neither Peas nor Flour. 
The Water too, which they took to quench their Thirft, was obliged to be fucked up through 
the Barrel of a Gun, which was placed in the Main Top. This was done in order to fave 
Water, and was only pradtifed while the Slaves were on Board. In the King George, how¬ 
ever, the Treatment was rather better. The People were allowed Flour and Peas; but 
the Gun Barrel was equally in ufe as in the former Two. 

Another Hardfhip, which the Seamen experience, is a Want of Shelter. They are never 
admitted on any Pretence between Decks. They are obliged to deep in the Tops, or in the 
Long-boat, or wherever they can get, except under the Booms, and this without Covering, and 
in the Cold. If they become fick in confequence of it, no Care is taken of them, no Spirits 
allowed to refrefh them, but they are perhaps beaten for their Lazinefs. On their Arrival in 
the Weft Indies there is this additional Hardfhip, rhat after a Voyage of incredible Hardfhip 
and Fatigue, they are obliged to take Half their Wages then due to them in Currency in- 
ftead of Sterling. 

That the Treatment which the Seamen experience in the Slave Veflels in point of corporal 
Puniftiment is not eafy either to be credited or deferibed. They are kicked and beaten about, 
if, worn out with Fatigue, they fhould chance to drop afleep on the Gratings. Almoft every 
Occurrence is turned into a Pretence for Puniftiment. An Inftance of the Severity of it may 
be the following: A Black Seaman had (hipped himfelf at Briftol as Cook of the Juno. Cap- 
* tain Pinnell and the Surgeon were guilty of great Outrages on the Perfon of this unfortunate 
Man. They beat and bruifed him with Hand-fpikes, they (truck him alfo repeatedly with the 
Rice-ftir, an Inftrument as thick as the former, and ufed for the Purpofe of ftirrin<^ the Rice 
for the Slaves. They moreover compelled him to work at the Copper in Chains. The Treat¬ 
ment on Board the Britannia was not more favourable. In (hort, the Captains of Guineamen 
are tolerable in their firft failing; their Cruelty begins to (hew itfelf on their Arrival upon the 
Coaft, but after they have been there a little Time it has no Bounds. 

That he confiders the Slave Trade as the Grave of our Marine. In the Britannia, Twenty- 
five Seamen went out, but only Eight or Nine returned with the Veflel; Part of them having 
died and Part run away. Among thofe that are fet adrift in the Weft Indies, is a confiderable 
Loft, independently of that fuftained on Board the Veflels. When the Slaves are fold, the 
Seamen receive their Half-pay; fuch as are lame or fick have Permiffion to go on Shore, and 
if they ftould ft*y more than Forty-eight Hours (which it is reafonable to fuppofe will be the 
Cafe alter fo fatiguing a Voyage) they are refufed Admittance on Board. This is the Method 
taken by Guinea Captains to get rid of an ulcerated and infectious Crew ; the poor People 
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foon confume their little Pay, and are then in fuch a diftempered State, that no Weft India- 
man will take them. Mr James has feen many all over Jamaica in this Situation. They lie 
about the Wharfs, begging a Mouthful of Victuals from other Seamen, and hence they are 
termed Wharfingers. Some of them are taken in by the Negro-women out of Companion, 
and are healed in Time : Others however die in the greateft Mifery of Hunger and Difeafe, 
and are buried out of Charity by the fame People. 


Mr. James was afked the following Queftions : 

Have you been in the African Trade lince the Year 1768 ? 

A. I have not. 

Ck How old were you when yon went thefe Voyages ? 

A. To the beft of my Recollection about Fourteen the Firft, Sixteen the Second, and 
Eighteen the Third. 


By the Evidence of Mr. DAVID HENDERSON, delivered in Writing, it appears that 
the Slaves that are brought on Board have their Arms generally pinioned behind their Backs 
with Grafs Ropes. They are made to lie down in the Bottom frequently of a wet Canoe ; 
and if they ftir, get only hard Blows from the Rowers, or the Guard. When they come on 
Board, the Men are fecured by Irons, in which they continue till they come to the Place of 
Sale. 

When the Cargo is completed, the Veflel leaves the Coaft. This is ufually done at Night, 
as the Slaves dil'cover fuch a Love for their Country that they would almoft be diftradted if 
they faw themlelves wafted from it. 

That many of them are unable to bear the Lofs of Liberty, and try every Means to regain 
it. On the Day before the Trial arrived at Barbadoes, the Slaves, by means of a hacked Knife 
and the Bar of the Main Gratings, had freed themfelves from their irons, and juft before Day¬ 
light in the Morning forced themfelves up. But the Centinel fortunately difcovered them, 
and gave the Alarm ; upon which a Four Pounder, loaded with Langridge and Mufket Balls, 
was pointed through the Barricado and fired among them ; Fourteen of them immediately 

fell; the reft, feeing their Companions killed, fled immediately below, and the InlurreCtion 
ceafed. 

Thefe InfurreCtions, Mr. Henderfon fays, are not unfrequent. The True Blue, of Liver¬ 
pool, which had flaved in the Bight of Benin, having completed her Cargo, left the Coaft; but 
on the fame Night on which (he put to Sea, the Slaves rofe upon the Crew. All the Ship’s 
Company, except the Chief Mate, Boatfwain, and Three Seamen, were killed. Thefe for¬ 
tunately had Time to make their Efcape over the Stern of the Ship into the Long Boat, in 
w ich they arrived in the lfland of St. 1 homas ; Mr Henderfon knows this becaufe he-faw 

them there, and becaufe they were afterwards received on Bpard the Ship in which he then 
was. r 

k J? thought necefiary that the Slaves fhould take Exercife for the Benefit of their 
Health. This Exercife, which is called Dancing, confifts in jumping up and ratthng their 
hams. It is done to the Beat of a Drum. If any of them appear fluggifh and unwilling, 

ie Mates and Boatfwain, who carry a Cat of Nine Tails with them for that Purpofe, never 
rail to exercife it upon them.

They have no Allowance 
y Kind of Spirits, except now and then in wet Weather, and then only if the Captain is in 
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tolerable Humour. Four Pounds of Bread only is allowed to each Man per Week, with a 
fmall Portion of damaged Beef per Day: The Slave Boys who are loofe about the Ship, very 
often fteal a Portion of thefe Provifions, as the Seamen have no Place of Security to put 
them in, a fmall Cheft only being allowed to Four or Five Men. This adds greatly to 
their Hardfhip : Mr. Henderfon has fometimes known them either to have loft or confum- 
ed their Bread within the firft Two Days after its Delivery, and to have gone without for the 
Remainder of the Week. * 

In all the Liverpool Veflels in which Mr. Henderfon was, the Sailors were obliged to 
drink their Water, during the Middle Paflage, out of a Gun Barrel placed at the Main-top- 
maft Head. They were under the Neceflity, well or ill, of going for it there. When they 
had brought it down, and had made ufe of it, they were under the Neceflity of returning it 
to the fame Place, without permitting another to ufe it, before it was carried up. Mr. Hen¬ 
derfon was knocked down with a Tail-block, and beaten in an unmerciful Manner by the Mate 
of the Trial, becaufe he permitted a Man to drink out of the Gun Barrel before he returned 
it to its proper Place. 

Another Hardfhip under which the Seamen labour in the Slave Trade is a Want of Cover¬ 
ing or Shelter. During the Veflel’s Stay upon the Coaft, and on the Middle Paflage, which 
is a Space of fome Months, they are obliged to fleep on the Deck, and are expofed Night and 
Day to the Inclemency of the Weather : If they are lick, they muft lie and die there, as they 
are not admitted, under any Pretence, below. 

The Seamen are ufed worfe, in point of corporal Punilhment, in this than in any other 
Trade. They are beaten on every trivial Occafion : Mr. Henderfon has feen them knocked 
down with Handfpikes, and ftamped upon till the Strength and Paflion of their Tyrants has 
been exhaufted j on their Arrival however in the Weft Indies, the Captain and Officers feem 
to relax a little from their Barbarity, and to become kind. They give the Seamen Leave to 
go on Shore j but if they ftay longer than Forty-eight Hours, which it is to be prefumed they 
will do after fo fatiguing a Voyage, they are then termed Deferters, and are not permitted to 
come on Board. This Method they take with all the Appearance of Lenity and Indulgence, 
to cheat them of their Wages, and to get rid of them. Thus turned adrift, without Money 
and Friends, and with Ulcers and Guinea Worms in their Flefh, they are configned to Mi¬ 
sery and Want, and are found begging about the Wharfs in the Extremity of Diftrefs, form¬ 
ing that Body of People who in the Weft Indies are known by the Name of Wharfingers. 

Mr. Henderson was afked the following Queftions : 

Have you been in the African Trade fince the Year 1770 ? 

A. I have not. 

Can you fay how many Slaves or Sailors died in each of your Voyages ? 

A. I cannot fay ; but the Sailors and Slaves were pretty healthy. 

Are the Captains of Slave Ships more cruel to their Seamen than the Captains of 
other Ships ? 

A. Yes; I always found them fo. I don’t know the Caufe, but learnt that it is fo by Ex¬ 
perience. 
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the Evidence of the Reverend ISHAM BAGGS, delivered in Writing, it appears The Reverend 
that 7 there are few Inftances of Feremaft Men who go voluntarily into the Slave Trade. brought 

They are procured by People called Crimps, who feduce them into their Houfes, entertain to the Com- 
them there till in Debt, and then in reality fell them to Captains of Guineamen for their "^endMf' 
Difcharge. This Aflertion Mr. Baggs had from the Foremaft Men who came from the ciarkfon, 
African Ships on board the Grampus. 

That when put on board, every Species of Cruelty that the human Imagination can devife 
it exerciled upon them. One Seaman, in confequence of this ill Treatment, fwam on board 
the Grampus for Protection and Redreis; and when his Wages were demanded by the Officer, 
he had either a fictitious Bill fet againft him for Clothes and Liquor, or, if his Wages were 
acknowledged, he received (as he was to be paid in the Weft Indies by Agreement) Currency 
for Sterling, as Mr. Baggs learnt from the Man himfelf. 

That every Regulation made by the Merchant in the Slave Trade appears to be calculated, 
however fpecious (as is particularly the Cafe in the Inftance of Currency), to defraud the 
Sailor. The Food which is given to the Seamen is always fait, bad, and of an inferior Qua¬ 
lity. They are moftly at a very fhort Allowance of Water, nor do they even get this without 
great Difficulty. They are fometimes obliged to go to the Main-top to fetch a Cup to drink 
it out of, fo that the Exertion made ufe of to obtain it, generally increafes their Third,- in- 
dead of allaying it. 

That the Slave Trade deflroys an incredible Number of Seamen annually. The Service 
is of fuch a Nature, that the human Frame is incapable of fuftaining it long. The ill Ufage 
that the Seamen experience, contributes not a little to weaken them. Their bad Living and 
fcanty Diet operates as another Caufe. Add to this, that they are fometimes fent away from 
the Ship for Weeks together, and this in an open Boat, in which they mult be expofed to the 
Inclemency of the Weather the whole Time. Thefe Expeditions always occafion Fevers; of 
which, if they do not immediately die, they feldom or ever recover, or get perfectly well. 

Mr. Baggs got this Intelligence from fome Seamen fent on board the Grampus as Pirates, 
who alledged their ill Treatment as the Caufe of their Behaviour. 

In both the Voyages on board the Grampus, in each of which 300 People went to the 
Coaft, only Three Perfons, including Commodore Thompfon, were loft. 


By the Evidence of Mr. SYDENHAM TEAST, Merchant, it appears—That Five of Mr. Syden- 
the Veflels belonging to his Houfe, in this Trade, have returned to this Country; in thefe, hamTeaft. 
Ten of the Crew have died, befides Three drowned—That 28 was the largeft Crew, Seven 
or Eight the fmalleft—That the other Ships, which in Converfation he ftated to have loft more 
Seamen, carried no Surgeons, and the Ships belonging to his Houfe did—Is of Opinion, 
that the Ships employed in this Trade are not, in general, more unhealthy than the Ships 
employed in the Tropical Climates, unlefs now and then when they got into fome unwhole- 
fome River. 


The Reverend Mr. Ramfay fent into the Committee a Paper, intitled, ** Oblervations 
ff niade by Mr. James Ramfay of Tefton, on the Condition in which African Slaves 
ff are imported into the Weft Indies;” which Paper is as follows. 


WHILE I ferved in the Navy, we took a Slave Ship in Sight of the Ifiands—The Pri¬ 
vateer had taken out about 120 of the prime Slaves, and abandoned the Ship and refufe 
Slaves—Being informed that there were many fick, and no Surgeon, I went on Board to give 
Directions concerning them—As well as I can recollect, there were Seven or Eight Negroes 
angeroufiy ill of Fluxes; and of the whole Number left, which I think was about 100, very 
ew were reckoned valuable, or at the Sales brought the ordinary Price of good Slaves, on 
account of their emaciated fickly State. 

P ^ u J e I continued fettled at St. Chriftopher, I had frequent Opportunities of feeing the 
ta ition of Slaves on their Arrival in the Weft Indies—The Ifland lying in theNeighbour- 
| °f Saint Euftatius was confidered as a good Market—The Sales were frequent. My 
^ ot * ier ' ln ~L aw was a Guinea FaCtor; and a Defire for Information led me from Time to

~ 0n ! heir Amvalj the Slaves are generally divided in Three Sets; the healthy, well- 
S1 >rtC P r * me Slaves; the puny and ill-aflbrted; and the emaciated, fickly, or refufe 
aves The FaCtor engages for a certain Average on the Firft, and fells the other Two 
as much as he can get. In ftriking the Bargain, the Captain endeavours to get as manv 
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of the puny, ill-aflorted Slaves included in the Average as he can, the Fatlor to throw out 
as many as poflible—Thefe are compofed of fuc-h as have poor Conftitutions, or are either 
too young or too old. The Refufe conftft of thole who have fallen lick, and are become 

emaciated during the Paflage. , 

The Proportion of refufe Slaves depends on the Size of the Ship (the fmaller being gene¬ 
rally moll healthy) the Length of the Paflage, and the Breaking-out of any epidemic Diforder 
among them—1 have underftood that particular Inftances have happened where the greater 
Part of the Cargo has perifhed. In general, a very confiderable Number, lec aflde as Refufe, 
might be feen a°t the Sales, nor can I recoiled: One Angle Sale where they made not a Part— 
Perhaps a Fifth Part of the whole Number may be a moderate Eftimate for the whole Trade; 
I believe the Inftances where they are within a Tenth, are few; in fome Cafes, perhaps. One 
in Three may recover; but in others almoft all die before they become ufefuj. At the 
Sales they appear naked, emaciated, fome unable to ftand, and fome are coo ill to be brought 
on Shore. 

While in the Navy, I have had feveral Seamen under my Care for Guinea Worms, and 
Sores, laid to have been contracted on the Coaft of Atrica in Guinea Ships—While fettled in 
St. Chriftopher, Inftances occurred of Seamen abandoning their Ships and fuing che Captain 
for Wages, on account of ill Ufage. The Lofs of Seamen on the Voyage was fo generally 
underftood, as to preclude the Neceflity of a particular Enquiry, and I had no Opportunity 
of bringing ic to a Calculation.

By the Evidence of JOHN DAWSON, Efquire, Merchant of Liverpool, who has 
a Contrad with the Government of Spain, for fupplying the Spanifh Colonies with 
Slaves, it appears—That the Ships in which thefe Slaves are carried, are ufually from 
300 to 600 Tons—That the Proportion of Slaves to a Ton, ^on Board his Ships, was 
about Two Slaves to a Ton, fometimes more and fometimes lefs.—That the Mortality 
on the Paflage to La Guira, on the Spanilh Main, and to Trinidada, and the Havan- 
nah, among the Negroes who came from the Gold Coaft, was feldom more than from 
One to Three per Cent. : From the Windward Coaft, and the Kingdom of Angola, 
from about Three to Five per Cent. : From the Bight of Benin to Cape Lopez, from 
about Seven to Twenty per Cent.—That in this Average were included all who died 
from the Time of the Purchafe to the Time of their being difpofed of—That the greater 
Mortality among the Slaves brought from the Bight, is to be attributed to the diffe¬ 
rent Way of living, being fed ac Home upon Yams, and other walhy and low Diet, and 
their Country being low and fwampy.—When they are on Board, the better and higher 
Living they have there, produces Fevers, that frequently terminate in Fluxes, which carry 
them off. 


The Reverend THOMAS CLARKSON, Clergyman of the Church of England, fyoke 
to the Lofs which this Country fuftains in her Seamen by the Profecution of che African 
Trade; faid he was able to give an Account of about 4,080 Seamen.—This Account he 
took from the Mufter Rolls kept at Liverpool and Briftol, and delivered upon Oath —-1 £ 
Muller Roll at Liverpool is kept in the Cuftom Houle, and that of Briftol in the Merchants 
Hall.—This Account he took from between Forty and Fifty Ships, which returned to Li¬ 
verpool in the Year 1786, and about as many in the Year 1787, and from about 24 Shi(* 
which returned to Briftol in the Years Ance the Peace. He infpefted the Mufter Rolls him- 
lelf, and it appears thereby, thac every Ship that fails from che Port of Liverpool in the 
Slave Trade, loles in the Courfe of her Voyage, from the Time of her Sailing to that of her 
Return, by Deaths, nacural or accidental, more than Seven of her Crew, out of about pi 
both upon an Average, exclufive of thofe that died after their Difcharge in the Weft Indies, 
or in the Inflrmaries at Home. , 

N. B. Tn order to afeertain the Number of Seamen with which thefe Ships failed, 1 
Numbers with which they returned, the Numbers that deferted, the Numbers wh»c 
were difcharged in the Weft Indies, and the Numbers which died in the Voyage* 
Mr. Clarkfon delivered an Account, extracted by him from the above-mentione 
Mufter Rolls*.—And alfo the Numbers loft in other Trades, extracted in like M a ?' 
ner, in order to enable their Lordfliips to form a Comparifon of the Numbers lof» lD 
each of thefe Trades.

« fnoke too to the Cruelties exercifed on the Seamen by the Captains and Officers of R evere .ul 
r.iinea Ships. This Information he collected at Liverpool and Briftol—The firft Inftance 
he mention^ in the Ship Alfred, a Briftol Ship, a Seaman had been ufed very ill had 
hren beaten and knocked down feveral Times for a very flight Offence, as he had heard, in 
Confeouence of which he jumped Overboard Three Times to deftroy himfelf; he was taken 
up each Time, and afterwards chained to the Deck of the Ship—When he vifited him, in 
Briftor he was in Bed and delirious, which was owing to this ill Treatment—Another Sea¬ 
man of the fame Ship, fora very trifling Offence was flogged, and by Order of the Captain— 

The Marks of which he had feen on his Back—His Arm alfowas broken with a Handfpike, 
bv the Chief Mate, in the Weft Indies—Another had his Lip cut in two by the Captain of 
the fame Ship, asfhemade the Ifland of Lundy, coming into the Briftol Channel, which Lip 
he had alfo feen ; he could not fpeak pofitively as to more Inftances—In thefe Inftances the 
Punilhment, and the Slightnefs of the Offence, was confirmed to him by the Teftimony of 
Six or Seven Witneffes who were on Board the fame Ship. 

In another Ship, belonging to the fame Perfon, feveral of the Seamen came to him to in¬ 
form him of a Murder committed on the Body of One of their Crew j—he examined them fe- 
parately; he afterwards carried them to the Mayor of Briftol, who, upon examining them, 
committed the Perfon who was charged with the Murder to Newgate ; he was re-examined 
the next Day, when the Faft appeared to be fo clear, that he was re-committed to Newgate, 
in order to take his Trial at the next Admiralty Seffions—He was difeharged by Procla¬ 
mation, the Evidence not arriving in Time.—Mr. Clarkfon afterwards correfted his Evi¬ 
dence, as follows :—The Evidence did arrive in Time} they arrived or. Sunday Evening, 
and the Prifoner was brought up to the Bar of the Old Bailey on Monday Morning But 
they were unable to fee the Attorney, whom he (Mr. Clarkfon) wilhed to employ on the 
Occafion; this Attorney, he believes, was out of Town for that Day—They had therefore 
no Perfon to bring them forward in Time. To this Circumftance is to be attributed the 
Prifoner’s Efcape. He was at Briftol when the Trial came on, and of Courfe could not con- 
duft them to the Bar. 

In a Third Ship, belonging to the fame Perfon, the Seamen were particularly ill ufed } 

One of them, who was Cook, was ftripped naked, and corded down to the Deck—The Cap¬ 
tain fcarred his Back with a red-hot Poker, and afterwards poured hot boiling Pitch into 
the Wounds—That Ship loft 32 Seamen out of 39—The poor Man found a Friend, who 
profecuted the Captain, and the Ship was detained—The Owner, however, bailed the Cap¬ 
tain, and employed him again. For other Inftances, he begged Leave to refer to his Pam¬ 
phlet, intitled, “ An Effay on the Impolicy of the African Slave Trade.” In Two 
Parts. 

He delivered in feveral Depofitions and Articles of Agreement between the Mafters and 
Seamen in the Slave Trade at Briftol and Liverpool—Sixty-three Applications were made to 
him at Liverpool and Briftol, by Seamen, in Cafes of ill Treatment—Of thefe. Sixty-one hap¬ 
pened in the Slave Trade—None of thefe Cafes had yet been brought to Trial before a Jury, 
though fome of them had been compromifed. He delivered in Depofitions refpefting the 
ill Treatment of Slaves, and the improper Manner of procuring them.—He had no further 
Information to give on the Subject. 


Extract of a Letter from Captain Smith, of YourMajefty’s Navy, to Mr. Fawkener. 

A Circumftance which is come to my Recollection, fince I had the Honour of being before 
the Right FTonourable Privy Council, in Confequence of reading a Pamphlet wrote by 
Africanus (Page 46) refpedting Seamen in the Slave Trade, I requeft to be allowed to be 
entered, as follows ; viz. At the Time I was in the Weft Indies, 1777, it was neceffary to ufe 
much Caution in receiving Men from the Slave Ships, although there was a great Scarcity of 
Men, for fear of Infection ; and I have myfelf many Times been on Board thofe Ships for the 
Purpofe of getting Men, and feldom been able to procure One Man, from their unwholefome, 
debilitated State, although in general good Seamen.

Mortality of Seamen 


The following Letter, treating of the Mortality of Seamen in the 
African Trade, was tranfmitted to the Committee by the Reverend 
Mr. Clarkfon. 


To the Right Honourable the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council, for the Board 

of Trade, 

My Lords, 

YOUR Lordfhips having requefted, that I would make out an Account of the 
Seamen loft in the Slave Trade, with further Particulars on that Head, as well as the Lofs in 
other Trades j I take the firft leifure Moment that I have been able to find, to corndv with 
your Lordfhips Requeft. 

Before, however, I begin my Account, it will be proper to ftate the Ground to your Lord¬ 
fhips, on which I build my Afifertions on this Head, that you may be enabled to judge, whe¬ 
ther thefe Afiertions are likely to be authentic or not. 

In the Beginning of the Year 1787 (that I might obtain fome Knowledge of the Subiettl 
I wrote to a Friend at Liverpool, begging that the Mufter Rolls of all the Slave Vefifels that 
had returned into that Port in the Year 1786 might be copied, and fent to me in Town. I 
wrote for fo large a Number for Three Reafons. Firft, Becaufe thefe Mufter Rolls would 
belong to Vefiels both great and fmall: Secondly, Becaufe they woulik belong to Vefiels 
returned from all Parts of the Coaft : And Thirdly, Becaufe it was from a Number only, that 
any Inference could be drawn. In Confequence of this Requifition, I received them* and 
they amounted in Number to Forty-nine. 

I muft obferve here, that a Ship s Mufter Roll is a Table, containing the Names of fuch 
Seamen as were attually on Board her at the Time of her leaving Port. It contains alfo 
die Number of Months and Days which each of thefe Seamen ferved on Board from this 
Time, and ftates what became of them; viz. Whether they were drowned or difcharoed, 
whether they deferted or died, and whether they came home with the Vefiel. This Mufter 
Roll, on the Ship’s Return to Port, is required by Law to be given in to the Cuftom Houfe 
or Merchants Hall of the Place, where it isdepofited. * 

To refume the Subjeft:—Though I thought that the Mufter Rolls, that were delivered in to 
the Cuftom Houfe of Liverpool for One whole Year, werefufficient in point of Number to 
anfwer my Defign, yet, as I was afterwards at Liverpool myfelf, and as I thought it mio-ht be 
objected to me, that the Year 1786 was a particularly unfortunate Year in this Refpeft °I de¬ 
termined to obtain Copies of the Mufter Rolls of all fuch Slave Veffels as had returned by 
September 1787* Thefe I procured from the proper Officers, and compared the Copies 
with the Original. They amounted in Number to Thirty-nine. From thefe then and the 
former, amounting together to Eighty-eight, I endeavour to afcertain the Proportion of the 

Lois, which the Port of Liverpool iuftains in her Seamen by the Profecution of the Slave 
T rade. 


I muft not forget to mention here, that, during my Refidence in Liverpool, I took the Op¬ 
portunity of procuring Copies, under my own Infpeftion, of thofe Mufter Rolls which will 
enable me to fpeak of the Lofs of Seamen in the Greenland Trade, 

In the Months of July and Auguft 1787, being alfo at Briftol on the fame Errand, I rained 
Admiffion into the Merchants Hall, where the Mufter Rolls of all the Vefiels belonmn^ to 
tiliat I ort are depofited. I employed a Perfon to copy fuch as I wanted; as foon as he had 
copied them, I carefully compared the Copies with the Original, and I aver that thefe Copies 
are true, krom this Quarter I obtained fuch Documents, as enable me to fpeak of the Lofs 
of Seamen ,n the Briftol Slave Trade, in the Briftol African Wood Trade, and in thePeterf- 
burg, Newfoundland, and Weft Indian Trades. 

1 he Lofs, which I attempt to afcertain, of thofe Seamen rhat are employed in the Trade 
to India, is taken from the Mufter Rolls, that are kept at the India Houfe ; and that of Sea- 
men empbyed m His Majefty’s Vefiels on the Coaft of Africa, fince the late Peace, principallv 
from the Navy Office; 1 fay principally, becaufe 1 have Occafion to mention Seven Ships, and 

Cam r C , fr ° m that ° ffice 5 the Account of the remaining Two 
came from the principal Officers of them. ® 

t Lordfhips will perhaps take Notice, that I have omitted to give an Account of the 

Lofs which is fuftained by the London Slave Vefiels. Such Omiffion is certainly intentional—

Thi S is the Subftance of the Mufter Rolls of no lefs than Eighty-eight Vefiels; and it your 
"»rdfhiDS think that thefe are fufficient in Number to ferve as a Groundwork for any Cal- 
darion it is eafv to afcertain the Lofs which the Port of Liverpool fuftains by the Profe- 
ition of the Slave Trade: For, if you divide 642, the Number loft, by 88, the Number of 
^flels employed, it will appear that every Veffel, great or fmall, that fails from thence in 
gl.at Trade, lofes more than Seven Seamen, (i. e.) Seven, and nearly One-third of a Seaman,- 
l’ One Seaman more to every Three Vefiels upon which the Calculation is made. 

* But this is the very loweft Lofs with which the Slave Trade is profecuted, even at that 
_>rt: For the Mufter Rolls of thofe Vefiels that are Annually cut off, and fometimes to the 
jtal Deftruttion of their Crews, never come Home or appear. In the Courle of laft Year, 
id in the Month of September only, Three Englijh Vejfels , that were lying in the Gambia , 

•:t withJuch a Fate. The Captain of One of them had enticed the Natives on Board, and 
iled away with them. Providence, however, fo ordered it, that his Veffel was driven back 
> the Coaft, and conftrained by the Weather to anchor in the fame Spot where the Crime 
ad been committed. The incenfed Natives boarded the Three Vefiels, and, having made 
emfelves Matters of them, put to Death nearly the Whole of their refpettive Crews. I 
lention thefe Circumftances to Ihew, that if the Vefiels that return lofe, in the common Pro- 
t cution of the Trade, more than Seven of their Crew, fomething more is to be added for 
t ofe that are cut off. 

I muft not forget to add here, that the London Slave Vefiels lofe more, by Report, than 
t ofe from Liverpool } and that the Briftol Slave Vefiels experience a greater Lofs, I have 
f ieir Mufter Rolls to teftify. 

From this Circumftance then, and from that of cutting off the Vefiels, I lhall be much 
ithin Bounds, if I affert, that every Veffel that fails from Great Britain in the Slave Trade 
including thofe from Liverpool, Briftol, and London) lofes Eight of her Crew. So that if 
our Lordlhips wilh to afcertain the Lofs which the Kingdom fuftains in her Seamen in any 
)ne Year, by the Profecution of the Slave Trade, you have only to order the Number oi, 
'cflcls that failed in that Year to be made out at the proper Office, and to multiply them 
ourfelves by Eight, and you will have a pretty accurate Account. 

On the other Hand, if your Lorlhips wilh to know what Proportion thofe that are loft 
*ar to thofe that are employed, it may be ftated at between a Fifth and a Fourth. This is 
very melancholy Confideration. It ffiews that the Slave Trade cannot pofiibly rear any 
;amen for the State, but that it muft deftroy thofe that have been reared and fupported in 
ther Trades. For, whatever Number are employed in the Slave Trade in any One Year, it 
ppears that this Number (if the Trade is Annually carried on but to the fame Extent) will 
e all deftroyed in the Fifth. 

Having now furnilhed your Lordlhips with an Eftimate of the Lofs fuftained in the 
lave Trade, I lhall make, according to your Direttion, an Eftimate of the Lofs which 
luftained alfo in other Trades, that your Lordlhips may fee the Difference, and make your 
Remarks accordingly. 

When I determined to make this comparative View, I was at Briftol. To make it there¬ 
fore as fairly as pofiible, I had recourfe to the following Means. 

I went to the Merchants Hall, I took up that Volume of the Mufter Rolls, which, among 
kthers, included the Year 1784, or Firft Year after the Peace. The Firft Mufter Roll for 
F'te Slave Trade, that caught my Eye, was that for the Ship Africa. I determined to begin 
) iffi this Veffel, and to take, in regular Order, all that Ihould afterwards occur in that 
i rade, as far as they Ihould have been delivered in—They amounted to 24. This is the 
-Kealon why I make ufe of Twenty-four, and of courfe why I took the fame Number of Ships 
in other Trades. 

I giving to your Lordlhips an Account of the Lofs of Seamen in the 24 Briftol Slave 
■ effels now defcribed, I lhall purfue the fame Plan as that which I laid down with refpeft 
to the Liverpool Vefiels, and give the Numbers, at the fame Time, of the original Crew 
' f thofe that came Home with the Ship, and of thofe that were left behind. This 1 lhall 
o for Two R.eafons. Firft, becaule you will be enabled to fee that the Trade, in what¬ 
ever Port it is carried on, is perfettly lyftematic in thele Particulars ; and. Secondly, be- 
caufe at the latter End of my Letter I may have Occalion to mention fome Circumftances that 
*ould have lefs Weight without it.

But this Statement, though it exhibits the Lofs fuftained in an equal Number Of Vefiels iri 
different Trades, does not yet give us that juft comparative View which the Cafe requires* 
Some of thefe were confiderably longer on their Voyage, and carried a much greater 
Number of Men, than others. Thefe two Circumftances, therefore, are to be reduced to an 
Equilibrium. Wemuft put an equal Number of Hands into the different Trades; we 
muft make them ferve for an equal Time; and the Lofs which each would experience, under 
thefe Circumftances, will be the true comparative Lofs.

Anfwer, by the Rule of Proportion, is, not quite 37 ; fo that the Time and Number 
being now both reduced to an Equilibrium, we have the true comparative Lofs; and your 
Lordfhips, by following me through the Procefs of my Calculations, and looking at the 
Statement above, will acquit me of any Charge of Exaggeration. 

The comparative View, which I have now laid before your Lordfhips, founded as it is on 
acds, and fuch Calculations as the preceding, is of very ferious Concern; for it appears that

~ T ra es of Great Britain, when put together; fo that whether we view the Slave Tradt 
3 lv 
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Mortality of Seamen 

by itftlf, or by Comparifon, as far as it relates to our Marine, it equally calls aloud for the 
Interpofition of the legiflative Power. 

I believe that I have now complied with your Lordfhips Requilition, as far as relates to a 
comparative View of the Slave Trade with other Trades: But, as fome, who wifh for the 
Abolition of the former, have their Eye upon another Trade, of a different Kind, on the 
fame Coaft, as a Subftitute for it j and as others, who are againft fuch an Abolition, objeft 
that fuch a Trade would be equally deftruftive to our Marine; I conceive that your Lord¬ 
fhips will not be difpleafed, if I add fuch Obfervations as may enable you to take into the 
comparative View that Trade, which, it is prefumed, might be eftablifhed there. 

In my Effay on the Impolicy of the Slave Trade, to which I refer your Lordfhips, I reckon 
Seven Caufes of the Deftruftion of our Marine in that Trade. Thefe Caufes are not ideal. 
They are founded in Reafon and Senfe, and they have undergone the Infpeftion, and met 
with the Approbation, of thofe Surgeons of any Eminence, both in the Trade and in Lon¬ 
don, to whom they have been fhewn. Six of thefe Caufes I have (hewn to be peculiar to 
the Slave Trade. 

If this is really the Cafe, nothing is more evident than that a new Trade to Africa, 
though it might be attended with fome, could not yet be attended with an equal Lofs. It 
is fortunate, however, that I have had an Opportunity of confirming my Reafoning on this 
Head by Faft. For Veflels fail from Briftol to the Coaft of Africa, that have no Connexion 
with the Trade in Slaves, and I have been fo fortunate as to obtain the Mufter Rolls 
of thefe* 

The following is a Lift of Ten African Wood Veflels, taken promifcuoufly, as they re¬ 
turned to the Port of Briftol, from the Year 1781 to the Auguft of the Year 1787.

It is evident from hence, that as feveral of the Caufes, before mentioned to have been pe¬ 
culiar to the Slave Trade, have been taken away, fo feveral of the Effects have been re¬ 
moved. The Lofs in the Slave Veflels, from the fame Port, is nearly a Fourth of the whole 
Number employed. The Lofs in thefe is not quite an Eighth. In 910 Seamen employed 
in the former, 216 were among the Dead. In 910, if employed in the latter, only 110 would 
have perifhed. 

We fee therefore, that if the fame Ships and Men were to fail to the Coaft of Africa in 
any other Trade than that for Slaves, there would be a confiderable Saving to our Ma¬ 
rine j for, inftead of lofing a Fourth of the People employed, an Eighth only would be loft. 

This Eighth would alfo, in Procefs of Time, be reduced to a lefs Proportion. For the 
Crews of the Wood Veflels, on Account of the prefent Uncertainty of the Trade in the na¬ 
tural Productions of the Country, were obliged to be up and down the Rivers, and to be 
much expo led; whereas, if we entered into fuch a Trade as that Continent is capable of 
affording us, with Zeal and Alacrity, we fhould foon fee the Face of Affairs much altered. 
The Seafons for the different Crops would be periodical and regular; Storehoufes would be 
built at convenient Places ; the Natives up the Rivers would bring down their Produce in 
their Canoes, and this Expofure become unneceflary. 

This Uncertainty alfo of the Trade in the natural Productions of the Country, was at¬ 
tended with another Difad vantage; for the Wood Veflels were, in Confequence of it, from 
Five to Fifteen Months upon their Voyage; whereas, if a new Trade, under proper En¬ 
couragement, were eftablifhed, no Vefiel would have any Neceflity to be longer on the 
Voyage than Five or Six Months, or upon the Coaft more than Three: And it furely makes 
a confiderable Difference, whether Men, as in the prefent Cafe, are expofed to an unhealthy 
Climate for many Months without Intermifiion, or whether, being employed in the ne* 
Trade, which would be regular, for the fame Period, they would go to Africa, and back, 
Twice in the fame Time, and have Two different Intervals of Refrefhment on their native 
Shore. “ 2 * 
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in the African Trade, 

To thefe Confiderations it muft be added, that a new Intercourfe with Africa, fuch as 
, t Continent would bear, could not poffibly be eftablilhed without improving the Cli¬ 
mate For if the Country, which is now a Foreft, were cleared; if the Lands were pur into 
Cultivation ■ if the Swamps were drained, and fuch other Events were to take Place, as would 
be the certain Effe&s of eftablifhing a new Trade, the Caufes of the Mortality to Strangers 
would gradually decreafe, the Dews would be moderated, the Rains and Tornadoes become 
lefs frequent and violent, and the Climate be as healthy as any other in the Globe : So that, 
inftead of lofincran Eighth, the Mortality would be only fuch as Men experience in the or¬ 
dinary Purfuitsof Life, or in Proportion to their Excels in Gratification, or their own Im¬ 
prudence and Folly. . , . , - ,, . 

That this would a&ually be the Cafe, may be inferred from the following Account.

From this Account your Lordfhips will fee, that many go to the Coaft of Africa, and 
are there for Three or Four Months, who experience no greater Mortality than if they had 
ftaid at Home. Such alfo would be the Cafe, in Procefs of Time, with the new Trade, 
were it once eftablifhed. It would become a Nurfery for our Seamen, and it would have the 
Advantage of returning them to their native Country in Health and Vigour, .in cafe of an 
Emergency, in a few Weeks; whereas the Slave Trade, as I obferved before, not only 
cannot fupport itfelf by any naval Subjects which it attempts to rear, but deftroys thofe 
that have been reared and fupported in other Trades. Add to this, that, in cafe of an Emer¬ 
gency, but little Benefit (comparatively fpeaking) is to be derived from the Services of thofe 
that furvive ; and that it converts many of thofe whom it returns, on Account of the in¬ 
curable Difeales thrown upon them, from the moil ufeful to the moil unlerviceable Members 
of the State. 

I have now furnifhed your Lordfhips with an Account of the Lofs of Seamen in the Slave 
Trade, while in the Service of their refpeftive Ships ; l have alfo laid before you a compa¬ 
rative View of that which is fuftained in feveral of the Trades that are now in being; and I 
have furnifhed you with fbme Obfervations, by which you may be enabled to form fome 
Opinion of the Salubrity or Mortality of one, which fome, who wifh for the Abolition of the 
Slave Trade, propofe as a Subftitute for it. I have now only to make to your Lordfhips 
fuch further Remarks, on one of the former Pleads, as, if they had been made before, might 
have interrupted the Thread of the Defign. I fliall therefore refume fome of the former 
Statements, and place them in fuch a Manner as fhall be molt conducive to Perfpicuity on 
the Occafion.

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Mortality of Seamen 

On the Subject of the Two firft Columns, containing the Number employed and the 
Number loft, I have been fo explicit already, that I have nothing more to fay ; on the Sub- 
jedt of the Third and Fourth, however, I have faid nothing yet, and they contain Troths of 
too much Importance to be parted over in Silence. 

It is a melancholy Confideration, that, out of 4,080 employed, no lefs than 1,339 
(as contained in the Third Column) or One Third, Ihould defert or be difcharged upon the 
Voyage, and of Courfe be put adrift at fuch a Diftance from their native Homes. No Mufter 
Rolls°in any other Trade whatever will exhibit fuch a Proportion of People deferting or dif¬ 
charged. In other Trades very few ever defert, and ftill lefs are difcharged at a foreign 
Port. To the uncommon Cruelty that fprings out of the Profecution of the Slave Trade, 
and to the Sacrifices which it makes of the Health of thofe unfortunate Seamen who are 
drawn in to purfue it, the Third Column in the Mufter Rolls chiefly owes its Exiftence. 

However, to come to the Point_The Mufter Rolls fpecifically fay, that every Veffel in 

the Slave Trade lofes about Eight of her Crew. Thefe Mufter Rolls give an Account 
only of thofe Seamen that are loft while in the Service of their refpective Ships. They fay 
nothing, however, of thofe that defert or are difcharged, any more than that the Fa<ft is fo 
It remains therefore for me to make fome farther Obfervations upon them, when the Mufter 
Rolls give them up. 

It is well known, and can be proved to your Lordfhips, that fome of the unfortunate 
Seamen, who compofe the Third Column, are in fuch an infirm and debilitated State ot 
Health when they arrive in the Weft Indies, that they are foon carried to the Hofpitals, and 
die there. 

Others, to forget their Sufferings, and to have a little Relaxation after the Hardfhips and 
Severities they have experienced indulge themfelves on Shore. They drink new Rum; their 
Habit of Body is unable to bear it, and they fall Victims, I will not fay to their Intemperance, 
but to the Nature of the Trade* which has brought them firft into a debilitated State, and has 
then put them adrift to effeft their own Cure. Thefe are feen in the Streets of JaiViaica, 
dying in an ulcerated State, Objects both of Commiferation and Horror. Their Situation 
immediately points them out as the Remains of the Crew of a Slave Veffel; but they fall 
without Pity, without Friends, without a Look, but of Contempt, from the-hardened Multi¬ 
tude that pafles by. 

Others, without Friends and without Money, wander about in the different Iflands, and beg 
from Door to Door, till, overpowered by Heat, Hunger, and Fatigue, they fall-equally unpi¬ 
tied, and fiiare the Fate of their former Friends. 

Others, upon feeing all thefe Calamities, and additionally fo hurt on Account of the brutal 
Severities exercifed upon them, and the Want of Protection and Redrefs, determine to embark 
for America, there to fpend the Remainder of their Days: And fo invincible has been the 
Refolution of many of them in this RefpeCt, that, deftitute of Money, they have fuffered 
themfelves to die with Hunger, fooner than embark in any Ship that belonged to their own 
Country. 

In thefe different Ways are many of the brave but unfortunate Seamen, who are put adrift 
in the Colonies (and who compofe the Third Column before mentioned) loft additionally to 
the State; and in fuch a Proportion, chat not lefs than Four to every Velfel may be added as 
loft in the Weft Indies, to thofe upon the Dead Lift in the Mufter Rolls, that are Martyrs to 
this deftruCtive Trade. 

If your Lordfhips ftiould afk me, why I mention Four, as the Average Lofs among thofe 
who defert or are difcharged in the Wert Indies, I refer you to my Effay on the Impolicy of 
the Slave Trade, and you will there fee, that I have endeavoured to find out every Avenue 
to make them efcape, if poflible; but that, notwithftanding this, a Number to this Amount 
muft either perifh there or be left behind. If they were left behind in Health and Vigour, 
and continued fo for a Space of Time, the Iflands muft have been fully peopled by Sailors 
alone, annually difgorged into them from the Slave Veflels; but this is quite contrary to 
Experience, and fo few of them are there, that furvive, that though Fifteen or Sixteen hundred 
Seamen are annually, in peaceable Times, turned adrift into the Colonies in a State of Indi¬ 
gence, and without Employ, from the Slave Veflels, yet fo fcarce are Seamen there, and ft* 
difficult to be found, that Veflels are commonly detained for Want of them, and are obliged 
-to give confiderable Premiums for the Run Home. 

I come now to the Fourth Column. It dates that out of 4,080 Seamen, that went out wit* 1 
the Veflels, only 1,883, or, not One Half, came Home. I am forry to fay that an additional 
.Lofs is alfo to be traced in this Column, of which the Mufter Rolls take no Notice. 

Some of thefe, and not an inconfiderable Number, return home blind in Confequenceof th c 
Voyage. Thefe, of Courfe, are for ever loft to the State. 

Others, worn out, and landed from the Ships in a weak and emaciated Condition, are carricd 
to the Infirmaries and die there. 

Others, labouring under the Scurvy, Rheumatifm, and a Complication of Diforders, con¬ 
tracted from the very Nature of the Voyage, become incurable. Their whole Habit is*® 
broken down and relaxed, that cedematous Swellings are theConfequence in their Legs. 
they are cut off from all Chance or Pofiibility of purfuing a Naval Life. Others, that h aVC 
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in the African Trade. 

, maimed or Ill-treated, are in the fame Situation; while others again, difgufted at the 
harbarous Treatment exercifed upon them, and perhaps in their Firt't Voyages, become 
lifheartened relinquifh the Sea, and betake themfelves to thofe Occupations which they left, 
«r of which they have moft Knowledge. Thus it happens, that, even among thofe who are 
• nought back to their native Country, an additional Lofs, in point of Naval Strength, is 

occafioned to the State. . i -r 

If vour Lordfhips were to vifit the Infirmaries of Briftol or Liverpool; or if you were to 

fee the Crews of the Slave Velfels land, in a meagre, pallid, and debilitated State; or if you 
were to trace them to their refpeftive Homes, and enquire into their Situation ; you would 
readily acknowledge the Fafts that I have been now Hating. I have feen and vifited the 
Places now mentioned ; I have had a Communication with die Crews immediately upon 
landing; and I fpeak therefore as a feeling Witnefs of their Sufferings, and of their wretched 

'"'i* cannot afeertain the Lofs to the State, to be found among thofe that return Home, in fe 
perfeft a Manner as I could wifh, or perhaps as I fhall be able to do at a more diftant Period, 
But all the Obfervations, that I have been able to make at prefent, lead me to conclude, 
that Three Seamen at leaft for every Veffel may be fet down as loft to the Service of the 
State, even among thofe that return Home. This is by no Means an unfounded Conjecture: 



To fhew your Lordfhips that I have fome Foundation for what I fay, I will advert to the 
Situation of the Crew of a certain Ship : This Ship is the Thomas, of Briftol, commanded 
in that Voyage by Captain Vicars, and belonging to Mr. Jones. 

Among thofe that came Home with the Veffel, were-William Hanney, John Bird, James 
Whitewood, and Philip Jafper. 

William Hanney, though having been bred to the Sea, was fo exafperated at the cruel 
Treatment received, that he determined never to purfue it more, and now refides in 
Briftol. 

John Bird, having contracted many Diforders on the Voyage, and cedematous Swellings 
arifing in his Legs, is rendered totally incapable of purfuing a naval Life. 

James Whitewood came out of the Holpital incurable. He had more the Appearance of 
a Shadow than of a Man, when I faw him, and his bodily Infirmities were fo great, that it 
appeared a Doubt, whether he could drag out a miferable Exiftence for any Length of 
Time. 

Philip Jafper returned totally blind. 

I muft not forget to mention here, that Francis Williams, another of the Ship’s Crew, 
who left her in the Weft Indies, by good Fortune got Home. But he was fo harraffed and 
ill treated, during the Voyage, that he refillved never to go-to Sea any more. He imme¬ 
diately went to a Coal Mine between Neath and Sv/anfea, where he intends tofpend the Re¬ 
mainder of his Days, preferring a Life fo dreary and laborious as that of a Miner, to one that 
had occupied him from his Youth. 

Your Lordfhips will fee, that no lefs than Five Naval SubjeCls were loft to Flis Majefty in 
this Inftance alone. I have ftated the Average but at Three. It is from Fafts of this Kind 
that I have made my Statement, and I verily believe, that I am rather below than above the 
Truth. 

Thefe Obfervations being put together, and the whole Lofs, including thofe on the Dead 
Lift, in the Mufter Rolls, and thofe that are loft in the Colonies, and thofe that die and are 
rendered unferviceable at Home, being eftimated, it cannot be ftated that leis than Fifteen 
Seamen are loft to the State by every Veffel that fails out of the Ports of Great Britain in 
the Slave Trade. This Confideration is of great Importance indeed ; for it will appear from 
it, that Liverpool alone, though the Slave Trade received fuch a Check-during the War, 
that her Veffels were reduced to Eleven only, has been the Means of deftroying no lefs than 
Fifteen thoufand One hundred and Sixry-five Seamen fince the Year 1771, no lefs than Ele¬ 
ven hundred and One Veffels having failed from thence to the Coaft of Africa fince that 
Time: Or, it will appear, if we wifh for a comparative View, that the Slave Trade deftroys 
more Seamen in One Year, than all the other Trades of Great Britain, when put together, 
deftroy in Two. 

I allure your Lordfhips, that an undertaking to lay thefe FaCls before you, I have undertaken 
a difagreeable Talk, becaufe I fuppofe them to be new, and fuch as, your Lordfhips having 
no Conception of, you will be daggered to believe. I luppofe them to be new for this Rea- 
fon, becaufe the. Legiflature has wifedy, for the Purpofe of rearing and fupporting Seamen, 
given a Bounty to the Greenland Trade; and I can hardly conceive them to aft fo incon- 
fiftently, as to give Encouragement to the Profecution of a Trade, becaufe it is a Nurfery for 
Seamen, and at the fame Time knowingly to fuffer another to exift, which may-be confidered 
-as their Grave. 

New however as they may appear, fuch are the Fafts which I am obliged, in Confiftency 
'ith Truth, to relate to your Lordfhjps,-and tothe.beft of my Knowledge and Belief they 
a are 
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are true. I have no Pique or Prejudice againft any Man concerned in this Trade, that 1 


fhould be thought to have written malicioufly. I have no Intereft or Emolument in Writing. 
On the other Hand, I have many Things to deter me: The Character of an Enthufiaft, f a lf e 
Accufations, and even Perfecution, perhaps, at the Hands of thofe whofe Interefts I am thought 
to be oppofing. 

I have only to hope that you will excufe any Inaccuracies in this Letter, as I am now on a 


Journey, on the fame Plan as the former, and have l'carcely a Minute to fpare. If your 
Lordfhips fhould wifh for any further Information, either on this or on any other Branch of 


the Subject, which it has fallen under my Power to know, a Letter fent to me at Mr. 
Phillips’s, No. 9, Old Square, Lincoln’s Inn, will be forwarded to me, as this Gentlemafl 
will be in Pofieflion of my Route. To any fuch Letter I fhall pay the greateft Attention. I 
fhall anfwer it to the belt of my Power, and with the ftridteft Regard to Truth ; and your 
Lordfhips may reft allured that I fhall never deceive you, unlefs I am deceived rnyfelf.

38, 
tjr the Relief and Support of maimed and difabled Seamen in the Merchants Service, re- 
betting Mufter Rolls, &c.: And the following are their refpettive Anfwers, Forms of Mufter 
tolls, and Articles of Agreement with Seamen.

EXAMINATION of Mr. WILLIAM ODDIE, Secretary to the Corporation for the 
Relief of Seamen in the Merchants Service. 

I Mr. WILLIAM ODDIE, who has been Seventeen Years Secretary to the Corporation 
the Relief of Seamen in the Merchants Service, attending, was called in.—Says, That 
Briftol and Hull have the Management of the Fund called the Sixpenny Duty, direElly under 
tte Att: that Liverpool, and fome other Maritime Towns in England, have appointed 
Hruftees under the Att, for the Colleftion and Management of this Fund.—That he is Col¬ 
ie lor as well as Secretary in London.—That they have printed Forms, by which this Duty

■'jjls are very correft, and his Reafon for thinking fo is, that the Captains tell him, that 
tieir Sailors often leave their Ship Abroad, and then they are obliged to hire Runners to bring

Nov. nth. f 0 ]] 0 W j n g are Two Copies of Muller Rolls* the one of a Weft India Ship, the other 

of an African Ship, of nearly the fame Burthen. 

No. 1, for a Jamaica Ship. 

No. 2, for an African Ship. 

2. Does it diftinguifh the Time when, and the Place where, the Seamen belonging to 
each Ship are entered on Board, and either die, run away, or are difcharged ? 

They diftinguifli the Time when and the Place where the Seamen belonging to each Ship 
are entered on Board, the Time when they die, run away, or are difcharged-; but not the 
Place where. 

3. Does the Mufter Roll ever fhew what is become of the Seamen who are run away 
or difcharged, or give an Account of the Difeafe of which they died ? 

The Mufttr Roll does not Ihew what becomes of the Seamen who run away, or are dif¬ 
charged, nor does it give an Account of the Difeafe of which they die. It would be next to 
an Impoffibility to give an Account of thofe who run away, but the Difeales of which they die 
might be eafily inferted from the Log Book or Journal. 

4. Do the Mailer or Owners of the Ship fwear to the Truth of this Mufter Roll, or are 
any Qpeflions put to them upon Oath concerning it, or is it figned by the Mailer ? 

The Maher or Owner figns the Mufter Roll, and fwearsto the Contents, as well as anfwers 
fuch Queftions concerning it as are put to him. 

5. Do you believe that thefe Mufter Rolls are in general corredt, and contain a true Ac¬ 
count of the feveral Fadls before Hated, particularly of the l imes when fuch Seaman is entered 
or dies, runs away or is difcharged ; and if defective in any of thefe Particulars, allign the 
probable Caufes of fuch Defedt ? 

The Mufter Rolls are, we believe, generally corredt as to the Time when Seamen die, en¬ 
ter, run away, or are difcharged; but is generally defedtive as to what Ship or Veflel they 
were in laft, particularly if they run away from a King’s Ship, or have done any Thing bad in 
the laft Veflel they were in, in which Cafe they give the Name of fome other Ship. 

6 . What Number of Seamen do Ships employed in the African or Weft India Trade ufu- 
ally carry, in Proportion to their Tonnage ? and of this Number, what is the Proportion of 
feafoned and experienced Sailors, what is the Proportion of new or green Men, and what 
of Apprentices ? 

The Number of Seamen that Ships employed in the Weft India Trade ufually carry, are 
about Eight to each One hundred Tons; fmall Veffels carry more in Proportion than large 
ones; of this Number, about Two-thirds are experienced Saiiors, and One-third new or 
green Men, among whom there may be Two or Three Apprentices.—African Ships ufually 
carry about Ten Seamen for every Hundred of Slaves they go for; which is generally, in Pro¬ 
portion to their Tonnage, about Seventeen to each One hundred Tons; of which they endea¬ 
vour to get about One-third of feafoned and experienced Sailors, befldes the Officers; One- 
third of ordinary Seamen; the other Third new or green Men and Apprentices. 

N. B. In War Time, Ships have gone on African Voyages with only Two experienced 
Seamen out of Forty (befldes their Officers) the reft being green Men. 

7. Are the Monthly Wages of the Seamen employed in the African Trade the fame, or 
greater, or lefs, than the Wages of thofe employed in the Weft India Trade ? Do they receive 
any Part of their Wages in Africa, or the Weft Indies, and is fuch Part paid in Britifli Coin, 
or in any other Manner? and, if not paid in Britifli Coin, is fuch Part rated according to 
its Value in Sterling, or according to the Currency of the Place where they receive it? 
and if in any refpedt the Wages of the Seamen employed in thefe Trades, or the Manner 
of their being paid, are different, you are defired to afiign the probable Caufes of fuch Dif¬ 
ference ? 

The Wages of Seamen employed in the African Trade are generally Five Shillings per 
Month greater than the Wages of thofe employed in the Weft India Trade; they receive no 
Part of their Wages in Africa, but in the Weft Indies they receive a Moiety of the Wages 
due to them, at the Delivery of their Cargoes there; which is paid in Foreign Coin, accord¬ 
ing to the Currency of the Ifland, except at Carolina, where it is paid in the Currency of 
Jamaica. The Caufe of this is, that the Currency of Carolina ufed to be from 700 to 740 per 
Cent, which would reduce the Sailors Wages to a mere Trifle ; that of Jamaica, by which they 
are paid at Carolina, being only 40 per Cent, worfe than Britifli Sterling. 

8 . What are the Articles ufually entered into by Seamen, when they engage to ferve on 
Board Ships employed in the African Trade ; and vfrhat are the Articles ufually entered into 
by Seamen when they engage to ferve on Board Ships employed in the Weft Indian or other 
Trades?

A, e the Weft Indian or African Ships ufually navigated with a greater or lefs Number 
cf Seamen in their Return Home, than in their Voyage from Great-Britain; and do the 
Seamen employed in either of thefe Trades frequently leave their Ships, without being com- 
p -lied to do foj when they come to the Weft Indies and in what Manner is the Deficiency in 

firh Cafe fupplied ? ^ 

Weft Indian and African Ships are ufually navigated with a lefs Number of Seamen in 
their Return Home, than in their Voyage from Great-Britain. The Seamen employed in both 
of thefe Trades grow tired of, and generally leave their Ships without being compelled fo to 
do The Weft Indian Ships feldom taking more Men than are fufficient to navigate them, 
are often obliged to procure them by the Run Home, at a very advanced Price j the Num¬ 
ber of Men in the African Ships being fo much greater, in Proportion to their Size, in order 
to guard and take proper Care of the Slaves, it is but feldom that they have not fufficient 
left to bring the Ships Home, but when they have not, they are obliged to procure Men in 
the fame Manner. 


10. Do you believe that the Sailors that run away and are difcharged from African or 
Weft India Ships, either in Africa or the Weft Indies, ufually return Home, and in what 
Manner ? and if they do not return Home, can you fay what becomes of them ? 

It is our Opinion that Sailors are never difcharged in Africa ; the Middle Pafiage from 
thence to the Weft India Iflands being the Time when they are moft wanted, for the Rea- 
fons fet forth in Anfwer N° 9 ; and we believe that moft of thofe who run away or are dif¬ 
charged, get Home by the Run in the Weft India Ships. Many of the green Men, that are 
brought up to Trade or Hufbandry, frequently get very good Employ, and fettle in the Weft 
India Iflands; and fome Sailors who are in Debt, or may have done bad Things at Home, get 
into the Trading Veffels among the Iflands. 


11. Do the Sailors that are employed in African Ships ufually return Home in a worfe 
State of Health, or are they more fubjeft to become blind, or to have fore Legs and Swell¬ 
ings, than thofe employed in other Trades, particularly in Trades carried on between the 
Tropics j and if they are, in what Proportion ? and can you afiign the probable Caufes 
thereof ? 

The Sailors that are employed in the African Ships, frequently return Home in a bad 
State of Health, fome blind, and many with fore Legs, and we believe generally in greater 
Proportions than they do in Trades carried on between the Tropics, efpecially in thofe Ships 
which lie and purchafe their Slaves far up Rivers, as Gambia, Senegal, and Sierra Leon, 
upon the Windward Part of the Coaft, and in the Rivers of Benin, Bonny, New and Old 
Callabar, and Gaboon, upon the Leeward Part. The Caufes are numerous, but chiefly from 
bad Water, and the Land about them being low, moraffy, and incumbered with many 
Trees j thefe, at particular Seafons, bring on intermitting Fevers, which terminate in violent 
Scurvies, and of courie Ulcers in the Legs, &c. and frequently in Death ; to which may be 
added, that the Leeward Rivers, fituated in the Bay or Bite of Benin, are generally, in the 
Months of Oftober, November, and December, troubled with very thick Fogs (from 
whence they are called Smoaky Months ;) during this Period, fore Eyes are fome Years epide¬ 
mical, attacking the Inhabitants on Shore, and the Slaves on Board, as well as the Seamen, 
and is fometimes fo veiy acrimonious as to refift every Application, and end in Blindnefs j 
but it is impofiible for us to afeertain the Proportion required by this Article.

ARTICLES OF SEAMEN FOR AN AFRICAN SHIP. 
Received from the Collector and Comptroller. 


Articles of Agreement indented, had, made, concluded, and agreed upon, the Firft 
Day of July, in the 15th Year of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord George the 3d, 
by the Grace of God of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, King, Defender of the 
Faith, and fo forth, and in the Year of our Lord 1775; between Henry Bell, of 
the City of Briftol, Mariner, Mafter or Commander of the Ship Hungerford of 
Briftol, of the one Part; and the other Perfons whole Names are hereunto fub- 
feribed, the intended Mates, Men, and Mariners of the faid Ship, of the other 
Part 5 as follows ; (that is to fay) 


Imprimis— WHEREAS the faid Ship is now bound out on a Voyage from the Port of 
Briftol to the Coaft of Africa, from thence to fome Port or Place, Ports or Places, of 
her Difcharge and Reloading in Briftol, America, and from thence back to the Port of 
Briftol, or to the Port of her Difcharge in Great Britain. Now it is agreed, and the faid 
Perfons, the faid Mates, Mer, and Mariners, whofe Names are hereunto fubferibed, in Con- 
fideration of Two Months Wages to them now refpedtively in Hand paid by the faid 
Henry Bell, the Receipt whereof they refpedtively acknowledge by figning their Names 
hereunder, do for themfelves feverally, and for their feveral Executors and Adminiftrators, 
covenant, promife, and agree, to and with the faid Henry Bell, his Succeffors and Afligns’ 
by thefe Prefents; they the faid Mates, Men, and Mariners fhall and will repair on Board* 
and proceed in the faid Ship for the faid intended Voyage, aod will not during the faid Voy¬ 
age defert from or leave the Ship, but do and perform their Work and Bufinefs therein in 
fuch Manner as fuch good able Mates, Men, and Mariners, as they have fhipped themfelves 
for, ought to do, and behave themfelves refpeftfully towards the faid Henry Bell and his Suc- 
cefibrs, during the faid Voyage, and in all Things obferve, obey, and perform his and their, 
and all other lawful Commands that fhall be laid on them during the faid Voyage, relating 
to the faid Ship and her Cargo, and conform and demean themfelves, in all Refpects, accord¬ 
ing to the late A& of Parliament for the better regulating of Seamen in the Merchants Ser-

ANSWERS from the Truftees for the Relief and Support of Sick and 

Difabled Seamen. 

1 ft. and 2d. The Firft and Second Queries are anfwered by the Copy of a Mufter Roll 
fent herewith. 

3d. The Mufter Roll exprefies- whether any of the Seamen die, are difcharged, or run 
away, but not of what Difeafe they die, nor what becomes of thofe who run away. The 
Place where they fun away is mentioned. 

4th. The Mailer or Purler figns the Mufter Roll, and makes Oath that it contains a true 
Account of the Number of Men and the Time they ferved on Board. The Oath is not 
reduced into Writing. 

5th. There docs not appear to be any Reaion to doubt the Corredtnefs of the Mufter Rolls. 

6th. The Number of Men taken on Board African and Weft India Ships may vary from 
local Circumftances; but in general, African Ships carry about 12 Men to 100 Tons, in Ships 
of 300 Tons Burthen ; and Weft India Ships of the fame Burthen carry about 7 Men to 100 
Tons. Ships of lefs Burthen, in both Trades, carry more Men in Proportion to their Ton¬ 
nage. In African Voyages about i of the whole Crew (including Officers) are able Sea¬ 
men ; in Weft India Voyages about A- It is impoflible to afcertain the Number of Appren¬ 
tices, as it depends on the Opinion and Will of the Owner; many are averfe to take any. In 
this Port, there are more in Proportion in the Weft India than in the African Trade. 

7th. The monthly Wages of Seamen in African Ships are in general the fame as in Weft 
India Voyages} except that as the Voyage to Africa is confiderably longer, the Men have 
Two or Three Months Pay in Advance to fit them out; and in War Time, when there isa 
Scarcity of Men, there may be 5 s. per Month more paid on an African than on a Weft India 
Voyage. No Part of the Wages of the Crew of an African Ship is paid in Africa; but, on their 
Arrival at the Port of Delivery or Sale in the Weft Indies, they receive Half their Wages then 
due in the Currency of the Illand, at the Rate of One Pound Currency for 1 1 . Sterling, which 
is agreeable to their Articles. And if they do not chufe to receive their Half Pay in the Weft 
Indies, then, on their Return, they are paid after the Rate of Currency for Sterling. In 
Weft India Ships the Men are paid at their Return to England, unlefs difcharged Abroad. 

8th. Copies of Articles for African and Weft India Voyages are fent herewith. 

9th. African Ships take more Men out than are necefiary to navigate them, to take Care 
of the Slaves. On their Return from the Weft Indies a lefs Number will do. In Weft India 
Ships they wiffi to bring home as many Men as they take out; as they take no more than are 
necefiary to navigate their Ships. The Men cannot be compelled to leave their Ships, on 
either Voyage, in the Weft Indies j and whether they do it frequently or not, depends on Cir¬ 
cumftances, as the Price they are likely to get on Board other Ships, &c. The Deficiency is 
fupplied by the Captain’s hiring a fufficient Number to make up his Crew, which is called 
taking Men by the Run. For this they are paid large Sums; fo high as 30 Guineas has been 
given in War Time. 

10th. When Sailors run away, it is impoflible to fay where they go; but, in general, it is ap¬ 
prehended that when they leave one Ship, they enter on Board another, for the Sake of addi¬ 
tional Pay for the Run Plome. 

1 ith. Many Parts of Africa being unhealthy, more Men return ill from thence than 
from Voyages to the Weft Indies. They are alfo more fubjedt to Blindnefs. In the Ships 
which go to the Coaft of Africa for Wood and Ivory, there is a much greater Proportion of the 
Crews die, and become fubjedt to Blindnefs, than in the Ships on the Slave Trade; the proba¬ 
ble Caufe of which is, that the former go up the Rivers into the more interior Parts of the 
Country. 

12th. The Seamen in the African Trade do not exprefs Diflatisfadlion at the Nature of the 
Trade, &c. more than in any other Trade; nor, in Confequence thereof, leave that to go i nt0 
other Trades.

ARTICLES generally made ufe of in Weft India Voyages, received from the 
Truftees for the Relief and Support of fick and difabled Seamen. 

It is agreed, between the Mafter, Seamen, and Mariners of the Ship 

Matter, now bound from the Port of 

That, in Confideration of the Monthly, or other Wages againft each refpeftive Sea¬ 
man "and Mariner’s Name hereunder fet, they feverally fhall and will perform the above- 
mentioned Voyage 3 and the faid Mafter doth hereby agree with, and hire the faid 
Seamen and Mariners for the faid Voyage, at fuch Monthly Wages, to be paid pur- 
fuant to the Laws of Great Britain : And they the faid Seamen and Mariners do 
hereby promife and oblige themlelves to do their Duty, and obey the lawful Commands 
of their Officers on Board the faid Ship, or the Boats thereunto belonging, as becomes 
good and faithful Seamen and Mariners 3 and at all Places where the faid Ship fhall 
put in, or anchor at, during the faid Voyage, to do their beft Endeavours for the 
Prefervation of the faid Ship and Cargo, and not to negleft or refufe doing their 
Duty by Day or Night, nor fhall go out of the faid Ship on Board any other \ eflel, 
or be on Shore under any Pretence whatfoever, without Leave firft obtained of the 
Captain, or Commanding Officer on Board ; that in Default thereof, they will not only 
be liable to the Penalties mentioned in the Aft of Parliament, made in the Second 
Year of the Reign of King George the Second, &c. intitled, <c An Aft for the better 
€t Regulation and Government of Seamen in the Merchants Service 3” but will fur¬ 
ther, in cafe they fhould, on any Account whatfoever, leave or defert the faid^ Ship, 
without the Matter’s Confent, till the abovefaid Voyage be ended, and the Ship dif- 
charged of her Loading, be liable to forfeit and lofe what Wages may at fuch Time 
of their Defertion be due to them, together with every their Goods, Chattels, £*c. 
on Board, renouncing, by thefe Prefents, to all Title, Right, Demand, and Pretenfion 
thereunto for ever, for them, their Heirs, Executors, and Adminiftrators. And it is 
further agreed by both Parties, that Eight-and-forty Hours Abfence without Leave, 
ihall be deemed a total Defertion, and render fuch Seamen and Mariners liable to the 
Penalties above-mentioned. That each and every lawful Command which the faid Mafter 
Ihall think neceflary hereafter to ifiue, for the effeftual Government of the faid Veflel, 
fuppreffing Immorality and Vice of all Kinds, be ftriftly complied with, under the Pe¬ 
nalty of the Perfon or Perfons difobeying forfeiting his or their whole Wages or Hire, 
together with every Thing belonging to him or them on Board the faid Veflel. 
And it is further agreed on, that no Officer nor Seamen belonging to the faid Ship 
Ihall demand or be entitled to his Wages, or any Part thereof, until the Arrival of 
the faid Ship at the above-mentioned Port of Difcharge, and her Cargo delivered. 
And it is hereby further agreed between the Mafter and Officers of the laid Ship, that 
whatever Apparel, Furniture, and Stores each of them may receive into their Charge, 
belonging to the faid Ship, fhall be accounted for on her Return; and in cafe any 
Thing fhall be loft or damaged through their CarelefTnefs or Infufficiency, it fhall be 

made good by fuch Officer or Seamen by whofe Means it may happen, to the Mafter

Received from the Truftees for the Relief and Support of Sick and Difabled Seamen. 


ARTICLES of Agreement made, concluded, and agreed upon, the Twenty-fecond 
Day of July, in the Year of our Lord One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-five, 
between the Officers, Mariners, Seamen, Landfmen, and Boys, whofe Names or 
Maiks are hereunto fubferibed, and Seals put, belonging to the Ship or Veffei 
called the Sally, whereof Alexander Robe is appointed to go Mafter, now lying 
within the Port of Briftol, of the Firft Part; the faid Alexander Robe, of the Second 
Part j and James Crofs, of the City of Briftol, Merchant, and Part Owner of the 
faid Ship Sally, for and on Behalf of himfelf and the other Owners of the faid Ship, 
of the Third Part. 

"First. —THE faid Officers, Seamen, Mariners, Landfmen, and Boys, in Confideration of 
One, Two, or Three Months Pay, now in Hand paid and advanced to them by the faid James 
Crofs, and fet oppofite to their refpedtive Names, each and every of them do covenant, pro- 
mife, and agree to oblige themfelves, each for himfelf only, to and with the faid James Crofs, 
that each and every of them (ball and will proceed in the faid Ship, in the feveral Capacities 
and Stations fet next oppofite their feveral and refpedlive Names, on the now intended Voyage 
from the faid Port of Briftol to the Coaft of Africa, from thence to fome Port or Ports of 
Difcharge of the faid Veflers Cargo in America, and from thence back again to the faid 
Port of Briftol, or fonre other Port of Difcharge in Great Britain, for the End of the

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT, had, made, concluded, and agreed upon, this 15th 
oTyof July, in the Twenty-fifth Year of the Reign of ^Sovereign Lord George 
theThird, by the Grace of God of Great Britain, France and Ireland, King, Defen¬ 
der of the Faith, and fo forth, and in the Year of our Lord One thoufand Seven hun¬ 
dred and Eighty-five, between Stephen Madge, of the City of Briftol, Commander 
of the Ship Pear), of the One Part, and the feveral Perfons whofe Names and Seals 
are hereunto fubfcribed and fet, intended Mates, Men, and Mariners of the Ship, of 
the other Part, as follows; viz.

One Moiety of which Ihall become due at the Second 
Port of Delivery, in that Currency or Proclamation Money, and all the Refidue Sterling on 
her fafe Arrival at her Port of Difcharge in Great Britain. And it is hereby agreed, that in cafe 
any or either of the faid Mates, Men, and Mariners (hall enter himfelf or themfelves into 
His Majefty’s Service by Land, or be impreft on Board any of His Majefty s Ships of W ar > 
or (hall happen to die before the faid Ship’s Arrival at her Port of Difcharge in Great Britain, 
that then and in either of the faid Cafes all the Wages due to (uch Perfon or Perfons fo enter¬ 
ing himfelf or themfelves, or be fo impreft into His Majefty’s Service, (hall be paid in the 
Currency of the I (land. Place, or Proclamation Money, where the faid Ship Ihall be dif- 
charged and reloaded in America, any Thing herein contained to the contrary notwithftand- 
ing. And it is further agreed between the faid Parties hereto, that the faid Wages (hall not 
begin or commence before the faid Ship’s Departure from the Port of Briftol. And laftly, it

ANSWERS, &c. FROM THE COLLECTOR AND COMPTROLLER 

OF THE CUSTOMS. 

ift. What is the Form of a Mufter Roll in this Port ? 

It contains the Names of the Officers and Seamen that were on Board the Vefiel at her 
Departure from this Port, and of fuch as were ffiipped Abroad, with the Times when any, 
and which of them, died, were killed, drowned, ran away, or were difcharged, here or Abroad, 
and the Time of the Ship’s failing hence. 

N. B. Herewith are two Rolls, filled up in the ufual Form. 

2d. Does it diftinguifh the Time when, and the Place where, the Seamen belonging to 
each Ship are entered on Board, and either die, run away, or are difcharged ? 

It diftinguifhes the Time, but not the Place; it is however underftood, that the Fim 
Date of Entry relates to thofe Men only who were fhipped here, and the fubfequent Dates 
to thofe who were taken on Board at Africa or the Weft Indies; and from the Dates it may 
eafily be afcertained whether any, and which, of the Men were difcharged Abroad, or whether 
they were brought Home and difcharged on their Arrival here. 

3d. Does the Mufter Roll ever fhew what is become of the Seaman who is run away or dif¬ 
charged, or give an Account of the Difeafe of which he died ? 

It does not afcertain any of thefe Particulars. 

4th. Do the Mafter or Owners of the Ship fwear to the Truth of this Mufter R°J|» 
or are any Queftions put to them upon Oath concerning it, or is it figned by 
Mafter ?

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tt is finned by the Matter; but it is not the Praftice to interrogate either him or 
the Owners of the Veffel upon Oath refpefting it, or to require them to fvvear to the 

Truth of it. 

rth. Do you believe that thefe Mufter Rolls are in general correft, and contain a true Ac¬ 
count of the feveral Faffs before ftated, particularly of the Times when each Seaman is en¬ 
tered or dies, runs away, or is difeharged ? and if defeftive in any of thefe particulars, af- 
f lt , n the probable Caufes of fuch Defeft. 

^When Application is made to the Truftees of the Seamen’s Hofpital here for Relief, by 
Perfons who have a Claim thereon, Reference is had to the Mufter Rolls to fee that fuch 
Perfons are entitled to Relief from the Fund; and as on thefe Occafions we cannot find, 
after a ftrift Enquiry, that any Miftakes have been difeovered, there is Reafon to conclude 
that the Rolls are in general correft, and contain true Accounts of the Times when each 
Seaman is entered, or dies, runs away, or is difeharged; and, as the Information which the 
Rolls afford is fufficient to conduft the Bufinefs of the Hofpital, no other Particulars have 
been required. This, we apprehend, is the C3ufe why thefe Documents are defeftive with 
regard to fome Parts of the preceding Queries. 

6th. What Number of Seamen do Ships employed in the African or Weft Indian Trade 
ufually carry, in Proportion to their Tonnage ? And of this Number, what is the Proportion 
of feafoned and experienced Sailors ? What is the Proportion of new or green Men ? and 
what of Apprentices ? 

The Number of Seamen employed in the African Trade is not proportioned to the Ton¬ 
nage of the Veflels, the Number of Men belonging to the Ships being regulated by the 
Number of Africans intended to be purchafed, and by the Nature of the Trade at that Part 
of the Coaft where the Purchafes are to be made. Veflels intended for the Windward Coaft 
of Africa take more Seamen than Veflels of the fame Burthen that go for an equal Number 
of Africans to other Parts of the Coaft, by at leaft a Sixth Part. On the Windward Coaft 
the Trade is carried on by Boats manned from the refpeftive Ships, and that Mode of 
trading occafions Veflels employed therein to have more Men than other Veflels that trade to 
other Places on the Coaft. The African and Weft Indian Ships are manned very differently. 
Thofe in the latter Trade have generally One Man or Boy to every 15 Tons ; One Half of 
their Crews are experienced Seamen, and the other Half Apprentices j this is the Manner in 
which thofe conftantly employed in that Trade are in general navigated. African Ships are 
generally manned with feafoned or experienced Seamen to the Amount of One Half of the 
Crew, including Officers ; Three Eighths inexperienced Sailors, One Sixteenth new or green 
Men, and One Sixteenth Apprentices and Boys not indentured buc engaged to ferve during 
the Voyage. Thofe that have only been employed in inland Navigation, or in the Rivers, in 
fmall Veflels and Boats, contiguous to this Port, or that have made but One Voyage to fome 
Foreign Port, are considered as inexperienced Seamen. A Vefl'el of the Burthen of 300 
Tons, employed in the Weft Indian Trade, is navigated by about Twenty Men and Boys j 
Veflels of Half that Burthen, employed on the Windward Coaft of Africa, have about Thirty 
Men and Boys each, of the feveral Defcriptions before ftated. 

In the Time of War, Three Eighths of the Crews of Veflels in the African Trade are new 
or green Men, exclufive of inferior Seamen and Boys. 

7th. Are the Monthly Wages of the Seamen employed in the African Trade the iame, or 
greater, or lei's, than the Wages of thofe employed in the Weft Indian Trade? Do they re¬ 
ceive any Part of their Wages in Africa, or in the Weft Indies, and is fuch Part paid in 
Britiffi Coin, or in any other Manner; and if not paid in Br tiih Coin, is fuch Part rated 
according to its Value in Sterling, or according to the Currency of the Place where they re¬ 
ceive it? and if in any Refpedl the Wages of the Seamen employed in thefe Trades, or 
the Manner of their being paid, are different, you are defired to aflign the probable Caufes of 
fuch Difference? 

The Wages of Seamen employed in the African Trade are 40 s. per Month for thofe that 
are experienced, and 30 s. per Month for the inferior ones. Part of their Wages is paid in 
the Weft Indies, in the Currency of the Place where they receive it. The Monthly Wages of 
the Seamen in the Weft India Trade is 30 s. the Whole of which they receive, upon their 
Return to this Port, in Britiffi Coin. 

It is not in our Power to aflign any Caufe for this Difference in the Mode of Payment, and 
the moft experienced Perfons do not know when or why it was firft adopted. 

8th. What are the Articles ufually entered into by Seamen, when they engage to ferve on 
Board Ships employed in the African Trade? and what are the Articles ufually entered into 
by Seamen, when they engage to ferve on Board Ships employed in the Weft Indian or other 
Trades ? 

Copies of the Articles mentioned are tranfmitted herewith; 

9 £ h. Are Weft Indian or African Ships ufually navigated with a greater, or lefs. Number of 
eamen in their Return Home, than in their Voyage from Great Britain ? and do the Seamen 
employed in either of thefe Trades, frequently leave their Ships, without being compelled to 
o 10, when they come to the Weft Indies; and in what Manner is the Deficiency in fuch 
Cafe fupplied ?

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The Weft Indian Ships bring Home as many, and fometimes more Men than they take 
hence. Moft of the African Vefiels are navigated with a lefs Number of Seamen on their 
Return to this Country, than they were on theil- Outward Paflage. Many Men leave their 
Vefiels in the Weft Indies ; for which various Reafons are afiigned. It is urged, that Indif¬ 
ference with regard to, and Negleft of their Men, on the Part of their Matters, who with 
to keep the Expence of their Voyage as low as pofiible, are the Caufes which induce the 
Seamen to leave their Vefiels. In Excufe for the Mailers, it is faid, that the bad Behaviour 
of the Sailors is frequently the Occalion. Perhaps both thefe Reafons may operate. With 
regard to the ill Treattneht of the Men, much depends on the Difpofition of the fuperior 
Officers j and Seamen in general are an inconliderate Race ; they are feldom contented. 
When they quit an African Ship in the Weft Indies, they enter on Board fome other, often 
with another African Vefiel belonging to this Port: Others of them engage themfelves on 
Board Vefiels employed in other Trades ; and fome enter on Board the King’s Ships. Moft 
of the African Vefiels return Home with fmall Cargoes, and they are worked with fewer Men 
than they took out. 


loth. Do you believe that the Sailors that run a\Vay, and are difeharged from African or 
Weft Indian Ships, either in Africa or in the Weft Indies, ufually return Home, and in what 
Manner; and if they do not return Home, can you fay what becomes of them ? 

We are of Opinion, that the Sailors that fun away, and are difeharged from thefe Vefiels, 
either in Africa or in the Weft Indies, do ufually return Home, by engaging on Board 
other Britifh Vefiels; fome, no Doubt, die, and others find Employment in navigating 
the fmall Vefiels which go from one Illand to another in the Weft Indies: Thofe that 
are faid to be difeharged in Africa, are not fent on Shore, but are transferred from one 
Vefiel to fome other, or are employed in the fmall Craft engaged in trading there, and fre¬ 
quently belonging to the fame Owners as the Vefiel in which they went hence. 


nth. Do the Sailors that are employed in the African Ships, ufually return Home in a 
worfe State of Health, or are they more fubjeft to become blind, or to have fore Legs and 
Swellings, than thofe employed in other Trades, particularly in Trades carried on be¬ 
tween the Tropics; and if they are, in what Proportion; andean you afiign the probable 
Caufes thereof? 

The Sailors employed in thefe Vefiels frequently return Home in a worfe State of Health 
than thofe employed in the Weft Indian qr other Trades (the African and Weft Indian Ships 
are the only ones which trade to the Countries lying between the Tropics, from this Port) 
and they often go out in a more debilitated State : They are more fubjeCt to become blind, 
and to have fore Legs and Swellings. 

It appears that, in the Courfe of the laft 40 Years, 31 blind Sailors have been admitted on 
the Books of the Hofpital here, from Vefiels in the African Trade, and only Two in the fame 
Period from Vefiels in all other Trades; but whether more Sailors have been admitted into 
the Liverpool Infirmary, from the African Vefiels, on Account of fore Legs and Swellings, 
tli<in from other VefTelsj cannot be determined) «is the Books of* the Houfe do not mention 
the Employments of the Patients. In the Year 1786, 792 Patients were taken into the 
Houfe, of which 31 died.—In 1787, 965 were admitted, and 31 of them died; of thofe 
admitted in the former Year, 82 had fore Legs and Swellings, and of thofe in the latter Year 
105. On the 2ift of Oflobar laft, 118 Patients were on the Books of the Houfe; of that 
Number, 41 had been admitted on Account of fore Legs and Swellings, 29 of thefe were 
found to be Sailors, 13 of which had been difeharged from African Vefiels, and 16 from 
Ships employed in other Trades.—Thefe Difeafes are attributed to the Men’s having been 
employed in cutting Wood on the African Coaft, and in procuring Water there; to the con- 
ftant Ufe of Salt Provifions; and to Negleft, Want of Cleanlinefs, and bad Accommodations; 
and we can with Truth report, that the Practice of trading on that Part of the Coaft where 
the Smokes moft prevail, at an improper Seafon of the Year, is the Caufe of fome of the 
Men becoming blind. 

12th. Do the Seamen employed in the African Trade, in general, exprefs Difiatisfaclion at 
the Nature of the Trade, or Climate, or at the Treatment they receive in it, more than they 
do in other Trades, and do they, in Confequence thereof, leave-this Trade to eo into other 

Trades . and afiign, if you can, the probable Caufes of any of the Circumftances before- 
mentioned r 


The Seamen, in general, do nor exprefs Difiatisfaftion at the Nature of the Trade, or tin 

Clumtei but we are of Opinion, they do meet with feverc Treatment from fome of thi 

Mailers, and other Ofticers, but in fo large a Number of Veffels as ate employed in thi 

Trade, undoubtedly there are Commanders who treat their People with great Humanity

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ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT FOR A VOYAGE TO AFRICA AND AMERICA, 

A Received from the Officers of the Cuftoms. 

The Original is a printed Form. 

Liverpool, 178 

Articles of Agreement, indented, made, entered into, and concluded upon, 
between Mailer of the Ship 

of Liverpool, on the one Part; and the Officers, Seamen, and Mariners, 
engaging to enter on Board the faid Ship, on the other Part; for the Purpofe of 
navigating the faid Ship, during her prefent intended Voyage, for which Ihe is 
now'fitting at the faid Port, and then to proceed to Africa and America, and from 
thence back to Liverpool, or other Port of Difcharge in Great Britain, when the 
faid Voyage will be ended, and notfooner; viz. 

That for and in Confideration of the Sums advanced, and Monthly, or other Wages and 
Privileges, againft each refpective Officer, Seaman, or other Mariner’s Name hereunto fet, 
they fevcrallylhall and will immediately repair on Board the faid Ship, and perform the above- 
mentioned Voyage ; and the faid Mailer doth hereby agree with, and hire the faid Officers, 
Seamen, and Mariners, and others, for the faid Voyage, at fuch Monthly or other Wages and 
Privileges : To commence on the Day the faid Ship proceeds pall the Black Rock to Sea, 
and continue until the Ship’s Arrival at her Port of Difcharge, when all Wages due are to be 
paid in Thirty Days from the Time of fuch Arrival, and not fooner. 

And it is hereby further agreed. That One Half of the Wages of each Officer, Seaman, 
Mariner, or others, from the Time of the Ship’s Departure from the Black Rock, and until 
Ihe hath been One Month at her final delivering Port in America, ihall be paid unto the faid 
Pcrfons, in the Current Money of fuch, delivering Port, each Shilling of which is to be 
paid and received as if it was Sterling j and the Half Wages of all Perfons that may die, in 
the Courfe of the faid Voyage, to be fubjedl to fuch Exchange, and the faid Mailer 
doth hereby agree to pay the laid Wages accordingly. If there be no ellablilhed Currency 
at the Place of Delivery, or if the Place of Delivery be on the Continent of America, 
it is agreed, that the faid Half Wages Ihall be paid at the Rate of Forty perCent. 

And the faid Officers, Seamen, Mariners, and others, do hereby feverally promife and 
oblige themfelves to do their Duty, and obey all the lawful Commands of the faid Mailer, 
or other their fuperior Officer on Board the faid Ship, in Craft or Boats employed in the 
Service of the faid Ship, or on Shore, during the Term of the faid Voyage, readily and wil¬ 
lingly, as becomes good and faithful Seamen and Servants j and Ihall at all Places where 
the faid Ship Ihall put in, or anchor at, during the faid Voyage, do their bell Endeavours 
for the Prefervation of the faid Ship and her Cargo, and not negledt or refufe to do their 
Duty by Day or Night j nor Ihall they go out of the faid Ship, or any of them, under any 
Pretence whatloever, without Leave being firll had and obtained from the faid Mailer or 
other Commanding Officer for the Time being; that in Default thereof, they will not only 
be liable to the Penalties mentioned in the Adi of Parliament, made 2d of George II. for 
the better Regulation of Seamen in the Merchants Service, fkc. but will further, in Cafe 
they, or any of them, Ihall defert or abfent themfelves, or himfelf, on any Account what- 
foever, for Forty-eight Hours or upwards, without Leave of the Mailer fitll being had in 
Writing, be liable to forfeit, and do hereby feverally agree to forfeit to the Owners of the 
faid Ship, all the Wages then due, and every their Goods and Chattels, &c. on Board the 
faid Ship, renouncing, by thefe Prefents, all Right, Title, Demand, and Pretenfion thereunto 
for ever, for themfelves, their Heirs, Executors, and Adminiftrators. 

And it is herebv further agreed by the faid Parties, That each and every lawful Command 
the faid Mailer, or his Succeffor, Ihall think necefiary hereafter to iffue, for the more effec¬ 
tual Government of the faid Ship, the Suppreffion of Drunkennefs, Immorality, and Vice 
of every Species, Ihall be Ilridlly complied with, under the Penalty of forfeiting One Month’s 
Pay to the Owners of the faid Ship, for each feparate Offence, by every Perfon fo difobeying. 

And it is further agreed by the faid Parties, That no Officer, Seaman, or other Perfon, 

Ihall be entitled to, or demand, any Monrhly or other Wages or Privileges, or any Part 
thereof, until the faid Ship arrives at her final Port of Difcharge in America, and then only 
the Half Wages, in Currency, as before-mentioned ; and whatfoever Damage or Lofs may hap¬ 
pen to the faid Ship, her Stores, or her Cargo, through Negledt, Embezzlement, or Ineffi¬ 
ciency of any of the faid Officers, Mariners, §cc. the full Value Ihall be made good to the 
Owners of the Ship, out of their Wages, and other Perquifites and Properties, of all or every 
Perfon belonging ro the faid Ship; and it Ihall be lawful for the Owners, or their Reprefen- 
tative, to Ilop and withhold fuch Value on fettling their refpedlive Accounts.

I. A Mufter Roll comprizes the Names of the Officers, Seamen, and others, on Board 
the Veil'd at the Time of her failing from hence, and likewife the Names of fuch as 
were taken on Board during the Voyage, with the particular Times when any of them 
died, were killed, drowned, difeharged, or deferred. A Copy of which is herewith 
tranfmitted. 

II. It diftinguiffies the Time when, but not the Place where, the Seamen and others are 
entered on Board, died, were killed, drowned, difeharged, or deferred j but their Lordlhips 
will be pleafed to obferve, that the earlieft Date in the Third Column relates to thofe only 
who were ffiipped here, and the fubfequent ones to thofe who were taken on Board at Africa 
or the Weft Indies; and from the Dates in the fucceeding Column are ffiewn whether 
any, and which of the People were difeharged Abroad, or on their Return from the Voyage 
to this Port. 


III. It does not explain thefe Particulars. 

IV. Neither the Mafter or Owners are required to make Oath to the Truth of the Mufter 
Roll, nor are they or any of them interrogated upon Oath refpefting it ; but the Mafter 
always figns it.

Employ, or in navigating the fmall Craft engaged in trading on the Coaft. 

XT. Part of the Sailors employed in the African Trade, certainly do return Home ina 
worfe* State of Health than when they went out, occafioned probably by the Lengti o _ 
Voyage, and the conftant Ufc of Salt Provisions; they are l.kewife more fetaa to^Infla 
mations in their Eyes, than thofe in the Weft Indian 1 rade; as it appears by the RegiUeroi 
the Seamen’s Hofpital, that, in the Courfe of the laft 40 Years, 31 blind Sailors have 
admitted as Penfioners from Velfels in the African Trade, and only Three during the 
Time from Velfels not in the African Trade. The Africans in the Bight of Guinea are 
fubieft to Inflammations in the Eyes, than any other Part of the Coaft, it appearn D 
Epidemical; but from what Caufe it originates we cannot pretend to fay. 

XII. The Seamen employed in the African Trade are not obferved to exprels 
Dilfatisfaftion at the Nature of it, or the Climate, or at the Treatment they receive, 
in other Trades ; nor do they, in Confequence thereof, leave this Trade to go into oc 
more than they do in general in every other Trade.

ARTICLES 
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ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT FOR A VOYAGE TO AFRICA, &c. 
Received from the Committee of Trustees for the Management of the Seamen’s Hofpital. 

The Original is a printed Form, 

Liverpool, January 30th, 1788. 

Articles of Agreement indented, made, entered into, and concluded upon, between 
James Corbeft, Mailer of the Ship /Eolus, of Liverpool, on the one Part; and 
the Officers, Seamen, and Mariners, engaging to enter on Board the faid Ship, on 
the other Part} for the Purpofe of navigating the faid Ship during her prefent 
intended Voyage, for which Ihe is now fitting at the faid Port, and then to proceed 
to Africa and America, and from thence back to Liverpool, or other Port of 
Difcharge in Great Britain, when the faid Voyage will be ended, and not 
foonerj viz. 

That for and in Confideration of the Sums advanced, and Monthly or other Wages and 
privileges, againft each refpeftive Officer, Seaman, or other Mariner’s Name hereunto fet, 
they feverally ffiall and will immediately repair on Board the faid Ship, and perform the 
above-mentioned Voyage} and the faid Mailer doth hereby agree with, and hire the faid 
Officers, Seamen* Mariners, and others, for the faid Voyage, at fuch Monthly or other 
Wages and Privileges : To commence on the Day the faid Ship proceeds pall the Black Rock 
to Sea, and continue until the Ship’s Arrival at her Port of Difcharge, when all Wages due 
are to be paid in Thirty Days from the Time of fuch Arrival, and not fooner. 

And it is hereby further agreed. That One Half of the Wages of each Officer, Seaman, 
Mariner, or others, from the Time of the Ship’s Departure from the Black Rock, and until 
fhe hath been One Month at her final delivering Port in America, ffiall be paid unto the faid 
Perfons in the Current Money of fuch delivering Port, each Shilling of which is to be paid 
and received as if it was Sterling > and the Half Wages of all Perfons that may die in the 
Courfe of the faid Voyage, to be fubjeft to fuch Exchange, and the faid Mailer doth hereby 
agree to pay the faid Wages accordingly. If there be no ellabliffied Currency at the Place of 
Delivery, or if the Place of Delivery be on the Continent of America, it is agreed. That the 
faid Half Wages ffiall be paid at the Rate of Forty per Cent. 

And the faid Officers, Seamen, Mariners, and others, do hereby feverally promife and 
oblige themfelves to do their Duty, and obey all the lawful Commands of the faid Mailer, 
or other their fuperior Officer on Board the laid Ship, in Craft or Boats employed in the 
Service of the faid Ship, or on Shore, during the Term of the faid Voyage, readily and wil¬ 
lingly, as becomes good and faithful Seamen and Servants ; and ffiall at all Places’where the 
faid Ship ffiall put in, or anchor at, during the faid Voyage, do their bell Endeavours for 
the Prefervation of the faid Ship and her Cargo, and not negleft or refufe to do their Duty 
by Day or Night ; nor ffiall they go out of the faid Ship, or any of them, under any Pretence 
whatfoever, without Leave being firfb had and obtained from the faid Mailer, or other Com¬ 
manding Officer for the Time being j that in Default thereof, they will not only be liable to 
the Penalties mentioned in an Aft of Parliament made acf of George II. for the better Regu¬ 
lation of Seamen in the Merchants Service, &c. but will further, in Cafe they, or any of 
them, ffiall defert or abfent themfelves, or himfelf, on any Account whatfoever, for Forty- 
eight Hours or upwards, without Leave of the Mailer firll being had in Writing, be liable 
to forfeit, and do hereby feverally agree to forfeit to the Owners of the faid Ship all the Wages 
then due, and every their Goods and Chattels, &c. on Board the faid Ship, renouncing, by 
thefe Prefents, all Right, Title, Demand, and Pretenfion thereunto for ever, for themfelves, 
their Heirs, Executors, and Adminiftrators. 

And it is hereby further agreed by the faid Parties, That each and every lawful Command 
the faid Mailer or his Succelfor ffiall think neceffary hereafter to iffue, for the more effefti * 
Government of the faid Ship, the Suppreffion of Drunkennefs, Immorality, and Vice of every 
Species, ffiall be ftriftly complied with, under the Penalty of forfeiting One Month’s Pay t° 
the Owners of the faid Ship, for each feparate Offence, by every Perfon fo difobeying. 

And it is further agreed by the faid Parties, that no Officer, Seaman, or other Perfon, ffi a 'j 
be entitled to, or demand, any Monthly or other Wages or Privileges, or any Part thereof, 
until the faid Ship arrives at her final Port of Difcharge in America, and then only the Ha - 
Wages, in Currency, as before-mentioned; and whatfoever Damage or Lofs may happen to the 
faid Ship, her Stores, or her Cargo, through Negleft, Embezzlement, or Infufficiency of 
any of the faid Officers, Mariners, &c. the full Value ffiall be made good to the Owners °‘ 
the Ship, out of their Wages, and other Perquifites and Properties of all or every Perfon 
belonging to the faid Ship, and it ffiall be lawful for the Owners, or their Reprefentative, to 
flop and withhold fuch Value on fettling their refpeftive Accounts. 

And it is hereby further agreed. That any Perfon or Perfons that ffiall mutiny, or endea¬ 
vour to excite a Mutiny, or that ffiall ftrike the faid Mailer, or other principal Officer 0 
the faid Ship, or behave in a riotous or diforderly Manner on Board the faid Ship, Boats, of 
Craft, ffiall, befides the Puniffiments inflifted by Law, forfeit to the Owners of the faid Ship 
all the Wages then due, and all Goods and Chattels on Board the faid Ship, belonging 10 
any fuch Offender or Offenders. 
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And it is hereby further agreed. That every Perfon that fhall wage and enter himfelf on 
Board the faid Ship, in a Station that he is not fufficiently qualified for, on fuch Infuffi- 
ciency being apparent to the Mafter, and any other Two principal Officers of the faid Ship, 
all fuch difqualified Perfons ffiall be fubjeft and liable to fuch a Reduftion of Monthly 
or other Wages and Privileges as ffiall feem meet and fitting to the faid Mailer and 
Two principal Officers to award, and all fuch Awards ffiall be final. And it is further agreed. 
That the Officers, Seamen, Mariners, &c. ffiall, according to the Cuftom of this Port, dif- 
char^e the homeward Cargo, and clear the faid Ship Inwards, or pay the Expence of Porters 
to difcharge it, and clear the faid Ship, in lieu of themfelves. 

If any Officers, Sailors, or Landmen enter, or are taken into the King’s Service, during 
the Voyage, then the faid Officers, Sailors, or Landmen, agree to receive the full Amount 
of their Wages in the Currency of fuch Ifland, each Shilling of which to be paid and re¬ 
ceived as if it were Sterling. 

That, for the full and due Performance of each and every of the above-mentioned Arti¬ 
cles, and in Acknowledgment of their being fatisfadlory, and without Compulfion, or any 
other clandeftine Means being ufed, we have in Teftimony thereof voluntarily affixed our 
Hands and Seals, the Month and Day againft our Names as hereunder refpeftively 
written. 

It is alfo further agreed, That any Officer, Seaman, or other Perfon, fubfcribing thefe Ar¬ 
ticles, ffiall be liable, and hereby agrees, each for himfelf, if required, to ferve on Board any 
other Ship or Veflel, in the fame Concern with the /Eolus, upon the Coaft of Africa, from 
thence to the Britiffi Weft Indies, and back to Liverpool.

Further Information received from Mr. Norris, one of the Delegates 
from Liverpool, on the Subje# of the African Trade, and parti¬ 
cularly relating to the Seamen employed therein. 


T HE Mutter Rolls are in general tolerably correct, in Rating the particular Time at which 
any Perfon died, was difeharged, or ran away; but they do not diftinguiffi between the 
Men who either entered or were imprefied into His Majefty’s Service, and thofe who were 
difeharged•, nor do they take any Notice of thofe who, having ferved ior fome Time in Shal¬ 
lops and Factories on the Coaft of Africa, take their Pafiage from thence to the Weft Indies 
in Ships belonging to their Employers. 

One Half of each Crew ufually confifts cf Officers and real Seamen ; the other Half of 
ordinary Seamen, Landfmen, and Apprentices: The Whole may be divided into the following 
Proportions; One-fourth Officers, One-fourth able Seamen, One fourth ordinary Seamen, who 
have been a Voyage or Two at Sea, and One-fourth Landfmen and Apprentices. 

Befides the notorious Caprice of Sailors, which prompts them to fhife their Quarters, they 
claim, if not by Law, at leaft by Prefcription, a Right to their Difcharge on arriving from 
Africa in the Weft Indies, as being a Second delivering Port; and this they are encouraged by 
the Publicans to demand ; which, if refufed, any of the Attornies there are ready to procure 
for them; therefore a prudent Mafter will comply with the Wifties of his Men, to avoid a 
Litigation, the Expences of which he would have to pay. 

That Sailors, after they have received their Half Pay, ffiould fornetimes run away, is 
nothing extraordinary, when it is confidered that, what with Two Months Pay advanced them 
at Home; an Order in Favour of Parents, Wives, or Children, to receive ios. 15 s. or per¬ 
haps 20 s. per Month from the Merchant during their Abfence; and Slops, Tobacco, &c. 
to the Amount of the Balance of their Wages, they ffiould be tempted to quit their Ship 
upon the Expectation of a fpecific Sum, called Run Money, in another, which greatly exceeds 
their Monthly Wages, and in War amounts to 25, 30, and even 35 Guineas, and as many 
Gallons of Rum for their Services on a Pafiage from Jamaica. 

There are frequent Combinations among them to effedt this, as well during Peace as in 
War Time. The Crews of different Ships defert them by mutual Agreement, and then offer 
themfelves to any Ship that is ready, except the particular one which they have deferted from. 
Some of them find Employment, and remain in the Country, as the Laws of thelflands re¬ 
quire the Patroon of every coafting Craft or Shallop to be a White Man ; but far the greater 
Number contrive, as foon as their Money is fpent, to get Home as faft as they can. It is to 
be obferved too, that all who enter, or are imprefied into His Majefty’s Service, are fet down 
in the Mufter Rolls, difeharged ; which accounts for many of thofe that come under this Dc- 
i'eription. 

1 have endeavoured to afeertain, by applying at the Infirmary at Liverpool, whether the 
Sailors, who return in African Ships, land in worfe Health than thofe who return in other 
Ships from the Tropics, and whether there are more Seamen fent to the Hofpital from African 
Ships than from others out of Southern Latitudes; but the Books of the Houfe do notdiftm* 
guiffi the refpedtive Employments of the Patients. 

On requeuing the Phyfician’s Opinion, he gave me the following Account: 

In 1786, 792 Patients were taken into the Houfe, of which Number 31 died: In 178?' 
*^65 were admitted, and 31 of them died: Of thofe admitted in the former Year, 82 had lore 
Legs and Swellings; and of thofe in the latter Year 105. On the 21ft of Odtober laft 118 
Patients were on the Books of the Houfe; of that Number 41 had been admitted on ac¬ 
count of fore Legs and Swellings, and 29 of thefe were found to be Sailors, 13 of which hau 
been difeharged from African Veffels, and 16 from Ships employed in other Trades. A c 
this Hour there are 74 Male Patients in our Infirmary; 29 of them are Seamen, of which 
Eight only are returned from Africa; Five of thefe have ulcerated Legs, and Three have the 
Rheumatifm. 

That the Crews of African Ships ffiould fornetimes return in worfe Health than thofe 
employed in the Weft Indian Trade is not extraordinary, when the Length of the Voyage °|. 
the former is confidered, and their Habits and Manners taken into the Account; many 
them are thoughtlefs, inexperienced young Men, and they are in general more diforderlv and 
irregular than thofe employed in the Weft Indi m Trade ; befides, from receiving the Whole 
or the greateft Part of their Wages there, they have a Command of Money, which the latter 
have not; and this they confume in Debauchery, and Intoxication. When rheir Money and 
Cloaths are confumed in adts of Intemperance, and not before, they feek for Employm enr ’ 
often with Complaints upon them, the Confequence of their late Exceffes ; they are however 
able to do their Duty tolerably well whilft they continue in a warm Climate, but as they 
t 2 proce 
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, fo the Northward into cold Weather, they feel the Effefts of their former Indifcre* 
proceed to the* ^ neceffary Cloaths to proteft them from the Weather; and, when wet, 

u°n; th y deftitute 0 f a Change of Raiment; they get Colds, Fevers, fore Legs, and 
c hC R a lvr?pn Feet • and in Winter an African Crew often returns in worfe Health than a 
Weft IndTan one/but in Summer they arrive, I think, in as good Health as the others • 
W Trnm the Length of an African Voyage, and the Time fpent in the Torrid Zone, a Com- 
„ Jifon of itVo ™ Eaft Indian Voyage, with regard to the Health of Seamen, would be more 
• • *i on o Five nr Six Months Voyage to the Weft Indies. 

'"fdo not calculate the Wages to be higher in the African than in the Weft Indian Trade. 
Its to" pr^Momh in the ratter, which!. all paid in Sterling, and 40s per Month tn the 
former One Half of which is paid at the Port of Delivery in the Weft Indies, in the Cur- 
rency of the Ifland, which varies from 40I. per Cent in iome, to 70 1 . per Cent in others, 

W °I diink I can affirm, that, all Circumftances confidered. Seamen are not worfe treated in the 
African, than in other Trades : Humane Commanders, and fuch it is every Merchant s Inte- 
feft to employ, will always treat their People well; for the Safety and Succefs of the Voyage 
depend upon the Health of the Ship’s Company, and the Harmony that fubfifts between the 

Officers ftnd Men. « 

The Proportion of Labour in African Ships is lefs than in others, from the Number of 

Hands which they carry; and Seamen in general exprefs no Diflike to this Trade, nor teftify 
any Relu&ance to enter into it; many however, employed in it, are of a turbulent, reirac- 
tory Difpofition, and too frequently provoke their Officers to enforce their Commands, and 
to procure Obedience by Meafures which they would wifh to avoid. We are not without 
Inftances of Sailors intentionally provoking their Officers to ftrike them, that they might en¬ 
joy an Opportunity of commencing Actions againft them on their Return. . , 

Provifions of the very beft Quality are always laid in for an African Voyage, and in luch^ 
Quantity as is deemed amply fufficient for it; but fhould any unforefeen Event protratt it 
beyond the expetted Period, a wholefome Supply of the Country Wands can be, and always 
is, procured, as Rice, Yams, Pork, Goats, Pifh, Turtle, &c. 

As the Ships employed in the African Trade are generally Frigate built , I (hall confine my 
Defcription to them : In fuch a Ship, of 200 Tons, and 460 Negroes, the White Peop e anc 

Negroes would be difpofed of as follows i ... . 

The Space between Decks is divided by Grating Partitions into Three Rooms, which are 
allotted folely to the Ufe of the Slaves, and are generally Five Feet Six or Eight Inches high, 
which admits a Platform on each Side that runs nearly the whole Length of the Ship, and is 
about Five Feet Six Inches broad, or the ordinary Length of a Negro, and is fufpended at 
nearly an equal Diftance between the Two Decks: Thefe Rooms, befides having fpacious 
Gratings over them in the Upper Deck, have a Row of Air Ports all round the Sides of the 

Ship, to admit a free Circulation of frefh Air. f 

One of thefe Partitions is immediately before the Main Hatchway, nearly in the Middle 
of the Ship, and the Space before it is appropriated to the Men Slaves, who in fuch a Cargo 
as this may amount to 180. Immediately behind them (or abaft them in the Sea Phrafe) is 
the Boys Room, which reaches from the Partition the fore Part of the Main Hatchway to 
another about Three Feet abaft the Main-mad, and lodges commodioufly about 70 of the 
biggeftBoys. The Women’s Room extends from thence to the Stern of the Ship; their 
Number, including the biggeft Girls, amounts to about 100; the Remainder, 40 fmall Girls 
4 nd 10 fmall Boys, are lodged in the Captain's Cabin* The Quarter Deck is confiderablv 
longer than the Captain’s Cabin, and reaches nearly to the Main-mafl:: That Part of it wjiich 
projects beyond the Cabin is called the Half Deck, under which the Officers deep in Cots or 
Hammocks ; and the Seamen, whofe Turn it is to fleep, have Hammocks flung for them under 
the Booms, which extend from the Main-maft to the Fore-mafl:: This whole Space is covered 
and protetted from the Weather by a painted Canvas Awning, which is Water Proof. This, 
in a warm Climate, is a comfortable Lodging; and the Sailors continue to occupy it in pre¬ 
ference on their Pafiage to England, until the Coldnefs of the Weather compels them to go 
below; and it affords this Advantage to the Safety of the Whole, that* as a Prefs of Sail is 
carried, for the Sake of Difpatch, by Night as well as in the Day, on the Paffage from Africa, 
the Seamen are all ready at Hand in Cafe of any fucfdcn Squall occurring, which might be 
fatal were the Men below. 

The Price of Slaves has rifen from £. 12, 14, and 15, in different Parts of Africa, fince 
*763, to £. ig } 20, and 22, which are the prefent Prices: And the Merchant is reim- 
burfed by nearly an equivalent Rife in the Price in the Weft Indies, which has advanced in the 
fame Time from about £. 28, to £. 35, which is neaily the prefent Average Price in the 
fcrinffi Iflands. 
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Propofed Regulations for preferving the Health of Seamen and 

Slaves, &c. 

MR. DALZELL delivered, in Writing, an Anfwer to the Queflion “ Whether the Ships 
« could be better conftru&ed for the Health of the Slaves, or other Precautions be taken for 
« the Purpofe,” as follows :—My Ideas do not fuggeft any Improvement that could be made 
with regard to the Conftru&ion of the Generality of Ships now in the African Trade ; but 1 
am of Opinion, that fome Regulations might be adopted, not only for the better Prefervation 
of the Slaves, but of Seamen in all long Voyages.—It is an important Confideration to a Ma¬ 
ritime Nation, and ought to be deliberated upon collectively by experienced Men—The Voy¬ 
ages of Anfon and Cook exhibit the moft convincing Proofs of the fuperior Advantages that 
may be derived from Experience and proper Precautions—Mr. Gullan, a Surgeon, and af¬ 
terwards a Captain, from the Port of Briftol, preferved 300 Slaves for the Fortnight that 
immediately preceded their Arrival at Barbadoes by diftilled Sea Water—Mark the Conduft 
of another Captain under the like Circumftances—From the Dread of wanting Water, he 
threw Part of his Negroes overboard—This Story is a Stain in the Annals of a Nation that 
has produced a Lind and a Cook. 

A Britifh Naval Society is now forming, which I truft will meet with the Protection of 
Government, and be encouraged by the Scientific, the Experienced, and the Humane.—The 
Prefervation of all who navigate the Ocean, Seamen, Soldiers, Slaves, and even ConviCts, 
as well as the InftruCtion of the Artifts, will properly make a Part of this laudable Inftitu- 
tion.—Many ufeful Difcoveries and Improvements, which are now hid from the public Eye, 
will be communicated for the Benefit of Society ; and the Difafters of the unfuccefsful will 
ferve as Beacons to direCt future Adventurers.—But, left he fhould be thought opening too 
wide a Field, and wandering from the Queftion, I take the Liberty humbly to offer a few 
Hints, that occur to me on the Subject, leaving you to alter, improve, or rejeCt them, as your 
fuperior Wifdom Ihall direCt. 

ift. Let fome refpeCtable Body of Men, the Brethren of the Trinity, for Inftance, or the 
Britifh Naval Society in London, the Corporation of Liverpool, &c. be vefted with Autho¬ 
rity to infpeCt all Ships, particularly thofe bound on long Voyages, taking Care that they 
be provided with a fufficient Quantity of wholefome Provifions, Water Cafks, Antifcorbutics, 
and other Medicines. 

2d. Let every Ship, whether Guineaman, Tranfport, or Merchantman, be obliged to carry 
a Still-Head, adapted to the Ship’s Boiler, together with a Worm, for the Diftillation of Sea 
Water, as is now praCtifed on Board the Indiamen, and many other Ships. 

3d. Let a Book, containing, in a concife Manner, the Obfervations of Dr. Lind, Captain 
Cook, and other ingenious Men, on the Diftillation of Sea Water, the Treatment of the 
Scurvy, and other Diforders incident to feafaring People, with Directions for cleaning and 
ventilating the Ships, and every other neceffary Information concerning the Health of the 
Crew, be publifhed by the InfpeCtors, and delivered to the Surgeon, or other Perfon per¬ 
forming his Duty ; and let every fuch Perfon be obliged, on the Ship’s Return, to produce a 
Journal to the InfpeCtors, communicating fuch of his Remarks as he may deem beneficial to 
Society. 

4th. Let Seamen be allowed a certain Quantity of Provifions, &c. by Law, and let them 
be paid Short Allowance Money by their Owners, as in the Navy. 

The liberal Merchant, who fpares no neceffary Expence in his Outfits, and the ingenious 
and attentive Ship Mafter, who negleCts no Precaution that can be of Ufe to preferve his 
Crew, will pardon thefe Regulations, in Confideration of the parfimonious Owner, who pays 
too little Regard to the Quantity, as well as Quality, of the Provifions he fliips, and the 
uninformed Mariner, who is ignorant of the Means of preferving the Men who are under his 
Care —1 he former will be prevented from gratifying his Avarice, at the Expence of the State; 
and the latter wdl receive that InftruCtion, which too many of his Profeflion require, even in. 
this enlightened Age.

Are Negro Slaves fed at their Mafters Expence, or by their own Labour; and when fed by 
their Mailers, with what are they fed, and in what Quantity ? 

By the Laws of Jamaica, every Proprietor is obliged to allot One Acre of good Provifion 
Ground to every hour Negroes belonging to him : This is meant for their own private Cul¬ 
tivation : And befides this, the Negroes have in all the Plantations an unbounded Liberty to 
cultivate as much Land as they pleafe. But as the major Part of them are improvident and 
negligent, there are few, if any, Eftates, the Owners or Managers of which do not keep a 
large Trad of Ground conllantly ftocked with fome or other oAhe various vegetable Species 
Inch as Plantains, Yams, Cocoa, Poratoe, Caffavi, &c. 5 and who alfo take every feaionable 
Opportunity of lowing many Acres either of the Maize or Guinea Corn, and the different 
Kinds of Pulfe and Legumina in ufe there. 

In addition to thefe, every well-regulated Ellate imports Herrings or Salt Filh, or both- 
Hour and Peale. Twenty or Twenty-live Barrels of Herrings to every One Hundred Ne¬ 
groes (including all Ages) is the common Allowance. 

Every induftrious Negro breeds Hogs and Poultry for his own and Family Ufe, or for 
Sale, and for h.s own Benefit. Thefe Articles fupport amongft them a very extenfive and 
lucrative Commerce, which they carry on uninterruptedly, as well with the King’s Ships and 
Troops on that Station, as with the Shipping in general, the Towns, and the Country

When they 
require to be rebuilt or enlarged, fufficient Time, Materials, and Affiftance are allowed 
them for thofe Purpofes. Upon the whole, we believe them to be far better clothed, lodged, 
and fed in Jamaica, than the Peafantry of Europe in general. 

-dre there many Infiances in which the Mafiers or Overfeers treat the Slaves, either with refpeft 
to their Food or Clothing, not in conformity to what you have above fiated ; or otherwife hardly? 

vis far as our Knowledge goes, there are few Infiances (if any). 

The Law upon this Plead fully appears in the Confolidated Slave Aft. With refpeft to 
the Practice: Slaves employed in Hulbandry are ufually allowed annually Two Ofnaburoh 
Frocks, and Two Pair of Ofnaburgh Trowfers, with an Hat or Woollen Bonnet to each Man; 
and to each Woman, Two Shifts and Two Petticoats of Ofnaburgh, and a Hat; and to each, 
whether Man or Woman, a Piece of Woollen Cloth or Blanketing. Drivers, or principal 
Negroes, are ufually allowed a double Proportion of each, with a Check Shirt to the Men of 
that Defcription. Domeftics and Workmen in and about Towns are clothed as Domeftics 
and Workmen are clothed as in England in the Summer Time. 

Slaves employed in Hufbandry are lodged on the Matter's Land, in feparate Houfes, 
from about Twenty to Twenty-four Feet in Length, and from Ten to Twelve, or Fourteen 
broad, and which, if they are themfelves unable to ere< 5 t, their Matters build for them. 
Thefe Houfes are in general thatched, wattled, and plaiftered, are found a very fufficient Pro¬ 
tection againft the moft inclement Seafons, and are for the moft Part full as commodious as the 
Cottages of the labouring Peafantry in Great Britain. Domeftics are as well lodged as Domef¬ 
tics in England.

What is the Annual Expence of the Maintenance of a Negro Man, Woman, and Child, 
at different Ages refpeftively ? 

This Queftion is not properly applicable to Jamaica; for in this Ifland, as the Negroes in all 
the Country Parts have Lands affigned them, and are not reftrifted in Extent of Ground, the 
Produce of which, together with an Allowance of Herring or other Salt Fiffi, Sugar and Rum, 
form the principal Source of their Subfiftence ; we do not know of any Computation which 
has been, or can be well made of the Annual Expence. 

The Anfwer to this will be collefted from the Anfwer already given to the 5th Query, 
which reprefents the Allowance as applied to Men and Women; a Deduction according m the 
Ages of Boys and Girls is ufually made.

Are many Negroes ufually let out to hire, in what Numbers, and on what Conditions ? 


Till within thefe Twelve or Fourteen Years, few Negroes in Jamaica were let out to hire, 
except Domeftics and Tradefmen.—But in confequence of fome Difcouragements which the 
Article Coffee met with, moft o. the Coffee Planters began to let out their workin 0- Negroes 
upon Job Work, on the Sugar Eftates. ° ° 

This Bufinefs has ever fince been followed pretty extenfively in Jamaica, both by the inferior 
Settlers, and fuch Overfeers of Sugar-works, who have from time to time become Owners of 
Negroes, but not yet poffeffed of Land of their own, or who have not applied themfelves to the 
Culture of it. 

The Planters have many of them adopted this Praftice, both on account of the very advanced 
Price of imported Negroes, and from the Principle of eafing and affiftin^ their own People 
in the feveral Parts of their annual Labour. 

The Expence of Job Labour is in general, for holeing and planting Canes, per Acre, 61 
to 7 1 . Currency. D r 

Other Operations have their refpeftive ufual Prices, as planting Guinea Grafs c 1 . per Acre, 
Currency, &c. J r 

The falling and clearing of Woodland, in order to open a new Settlement, has ufually been 
6 1 . per Acre, Currency. 

We do not know that it is ufual in Jamaica, with any Planters in tolerable Circumstances, to 
hire Negroes for any other Operation in the annual Cane Culture and Manufacture, except 
holeing and planting, and fometimes taking off the Crop.

State the Law and the Praftice. 

The Praftice is various. On many Eftates, Half a Day in every Week. On others, an 
extra Half Hour at Dinner Time; and out of Crop Time, occafionally a whole Day, when 
they are attended to their Grounds by the Overfeer, for the more orderly Diftribution of their 
Labour. 

Sundays throughout the Year are Days of Reft, which they have entirely to themfelves. 

Holidays at Eafter, Whitfuntide, and Chriftmas, fettled by the Juftice of each Parifh or 
Precinft; and the Ar.niverfaries of the great Earthquake and Hurricanes; their Working 
Hours are Eight, or not exceeding Nine in the Four-and-twenty.

Other Cauf^g there may be of this and other Maladies, which the Pradlitioners are belt 
acquainted with. 

We may add the Effects of Witchcraft or Oheah , which, whether they arife from a diftem- 
pered Imagination and Credulity, or from Poifon fecretly adminiltered, are very fatal to 
many of the Slaves. The Legiflature of Jamaica, in order to check, as much as it lies 
in its Power, this deftrudlive Pradlice, inflidl Death upon Conviction of Obeah-men or pre¬ 
tended Wizards. 

Of the Children born here, it has been remarked, that One-third die of the Tetanus or 
Locked Jaw, before the Ninth Day from their Birth, and of thofe who furvive this 
Period, One-half too frequently perilh by Worms, or the Yaws, before they attain the 
Age of Five Years. Whether thele Diforders are equally deftrudlive to the Children of 
Free Negroes, the medical Practitioners can belt afcertain. 

In regard to the Children of the White Inhabitants, they are in general not liable precifely 
to the fame Diftempers; fuch as the Yaws for Example, and venereal and other hereditary 
Taints, which unqueftionably conduce fo much to the Mortality obferved among the Children 
of the Slaves j but we cannot admit the fame Difparity between the Two Clafies of Children, 
as is found to exift in Great Britain and other Northern Nations, between the Offspring of 
the labouring Poor, and the Children of Parents in more opulent Circumftances, becaufe the 
Prefervation of the Infant Brood in Jamaica is fo very important an ObjeCt with the Planters 
in general of that lfland, that no Care, Attention, and Endeavours, are wanting for that 
P urpofe. 

Negroes are fubjedt to certain Difeafes to which White Inhabitants are not, fuch as the 
Yaws, Bone-Ach, Tetanus or Locked Jaw, Elephantiafis, and Coco-bea, or Arabian 
Leprofy ; they are alfo fubjedl to inveterate Ulcers, with which, as well as the Tetanus, the 
Whitts are rarely affliCted ; for the Caufes of this, the Committee refer to the Examinations of 
the ftveral medical Perfons, before a Committee of the floufe of Aflembly, given in a Report 
tranfmitted to the Secretary of State.

What Care is taken of the Slaves in Sicknefs ? Are there any Laws or Regulations for that 
Purpofe ? What Proviflon is made for them when old or difabled; and are their Matters 
obliged, in fuch Cafes, to maintain them ? 

On every Eftate is an Hofpitai (commonly called there a Hot-houfe) where the fick Negroes 
are attended by a Doctor. In Jamaica, the Dodtor’s Pay is 5 s. per Head per Annum, 
which includes the Charge of Medicine and Attendance, for every Negro belonging to the 
Eftate; and he is paid extra for chirurgical Operations, fuch as Fradlures, Inoculation, and 
the like. The Owners of many Eftates fupply their Hofpitals every Year with Aflortments of 
Drugs and Medicines from Great Britain. Difabled and fuperannuated Slaves, in that lfland, 
are cloathed, fubfifted, and in every refpedt treated with the fame Care as the other Slavesj 
fuch is the Practice. 

The Laws are filent upon this Subjedl. As to the Old and Difabled, the Jamaica Laws 
have no fpecial Diredlion, but only enadl, that every Perfon manumitting a Slave, fhall give 
Security for paying fuch freed Slave an Annuity of 5 1. for Life. Adi pafied in 1774. But 
Quere if the Allowance be not, by JubJequent Abl> raifed to 10 1 . per Annum. 

An Hofpitai is provided for the Sick, and aDodlor is appointed to attend it; which he does 
Two or Three Times a Week as of courfe, and oftner if Necefiity requires. The Hofpitai is 
properly provided with Medicines, Wine, Sago, &c. When the Negroes become old or dif¬ 
abled, their Mailers are obliged by Law to maintain them. For the Particulars in this Refpedl, 
the Committee refer to the Confolidated Slave Adi. 


A. N° 13. 

What is the general Period of the Lives of Negro Slaves ? Is it of equal Duration with 
that of White Inhabitants, or Free Negroes ? 

The Duration of their Lives (meaning the Native Blacks) is in general equal to that of the 
Free Negroes, and longer than that of the Whites. Bur, in confidering this Queftion, due Re¬ 
gard mud be had to local Differences of Situation. The lowed Situations, fuch as Vallies, 
and the Banks of Rivers, and Lagoons, are the mod unhealthy; and in fuch Situations in 
general, the Negroes will ever be found the mod didempered, fickly, and fhort-lived. The 
Native Slaves, if induftrious and fober, in general attain to the more common Periods of hu¬ 
man Life : The Women in general outlive the Men. As great Part of the Sugar Eftates are 
Lowlands, the Whites as well as the Blacks are fubjedt to the fame Inconveniencies in point of 
Health, if they live at their Works. There is no Doubt but the Negroes in Jamaica, whether 
1 Free 
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Free or Slaves, would live healthier, and for a much longer Term than they do in general, 
if it were not for their vicious and irregular Prabices. 

Many Negroes live to be very old, fome to the Age of One Hundred Years; the Period of Committee 
their Lives is, in general, of longer Duration than that of the Lives of the White Inhabitants 
in this Climate. The Free Negroes (who. by the Labour of One or Two Days, may earn a 6 

Sufficiency to allow them to indulge in Irregularities, and remain idle the reft of the Week, 
which they are univerfally difpofed to be, and who are not fo well taken care of in Sicknefs as 
the Slaves are) feldom live fo long as either the Whites or the Slaves. 

A. N° 14. 

What is the Practice refpebing the Marriage of Negro Slaves, and what are the Regulations 
concerning it ? 

If, by Marriage, is meant a regular Contraband Union of one Man with one Woman, enforced Mr. Fuller, 
by pofitive Inftrtutions ; no fuch Prabice exifts among the Slaves, and they are left entirely Agent for 
free in this refpeb. But every prudent Planter encourages his Negroes to form their Con- Mr Ln*** 
nexions upon his own Eftate, as a Means of preventing them from rambling every Night to and Mr. 
other Eftates in the Neighbourhood, and of reducing them to a temperate and orderly Habit of Chifliolme. 
Life. The pregnant Woman has eafy Work afligned her; at the Time of Parturition Ihe is 
attended by a Midwife, and for a Month by a careful Nurfe, and, if the Cafe Ihould require it, 
by medical Affiftance: She has alfo every Indulgence in Food proper for lying-in Women. 

Few of thefe Women die of child-bed Fevers, but Multitudes of Infants are carried off by 
the Tetanus, or locked Jaw. The fuckling Women are put to fome gentle Work at a pro¬ 
per Diftance of Time after their Delivery. Their Infants are laid under Shelter, where they 
are taken care of by One or more Dry-nurfes, and the Mother comes frequently to give them 
the Bread. Such as areNurfes have an extra Allowance out of the Stores. When the Chil¬ 
dren are able to run about, they are ufually brought up every Day at Noon to the Overfeer’s 
Houfe, to be ferved with Mefles of Broth provided for them; and many are brought up in 
Families, during Infancy, in the fame Manner as White Children. 

They do not marry, they cohabit by mutual Confent; they feparate occafionally without much Committee 
Ceremony, but they much more frequently live and grow old together; when their Children °f theCoun- 
and Relations, through a ftrong Family Attachment that generally prevails amongft them, fur- rn °j t * le 
nifh them with their Care and Affiftance, in addition to that of their Mailers.

Are Negro Slaves or their Children in general baptized ? 

The Law of Jamaica is— rt That all Matters or Miftrefles, or, in their Abfence, Overfeers, 
(hall, as much as in them lies, endeavour the Inftruftion of their Slaves in the Principles of 
theChriftian Religion, to facilitate their Converfion, and fhall do their utmoft to fit them for 
Baptifm ; and, as foon as conveniently they can, fliall caufe to be baptized all fuch as they can 
make fenfible of a Deity, and the Chriftian Faith.” 

Baptifm is never refuied to any Negro defirous of it; but we cannot fay it is univerfally at¬ 
tended to in Jamaica; though we have Twenty Miniftersof the Eftabliflied Church, and the 
Clergy of the Ifland have been for many Years, fo far as relates to fpiritual Difcipline, in¬ 
cluded within the Diocefe of London.

** Ifraelites ever to enquire of the Dasmon Ob , which is tranflated in our Bible, Charmer or 
** Wizard, Divinator aut Sortilegus.”—“ The Woman at Endor is called Oub or Ob, 
** tranflated Pythonifla, and Oubaios (he cites from Horns Hpollo) was the Name of the 
** Bafilifk or Royal Serpent, Emblem of the Sun, and an ancient oracular Deity of Africa.” 
This Derivation, which applies to one particular Sedt, the Remnant probably of a very 
celebrated religious Order in remote Ages, is now become in Jamaica the general Term to 
denote thofe Africans who in that Ifland pradtife Witchcraft or Sorcery, comprehending alfo 
the Clafs of what are called Myal-Men, or thofe who by means of a narcotic Potion, made 
with the Juice of an Herb (faid to be the branched Calaltie or Species of Solatium) which 
occafions a Trance or profound Sleep of a certain Duration, endeavour to convince the 
deluded Spectators of their Power to reanimate dead Bodies. 

As far as we are able to decide from our own Experience and Information when we lived 
in the Ifland, and from the concurrent Teftimony of all the Negroes we have ever con- 
verfed with on the Subjedt, the ProfefTors of Obi are, and always were. Natives of Africa, 
and none other, and they have brought the Science with them from thence to Jamaica, 
where it is fo univerfally pradtifed, that we believe there are few of the larger Eftates pofiefiing 
native Africans, which have not One or more of them. The oldeft and moft crafty are 
thofe who ufually attract the greateft Devotion and Confidence, thofe whofe hoary Heads, 
and a fomewhat peculiarly harfti and diabolic in their Afpedt, together with fome Skill in 
Plants of the medicinal and poifonous Species, have qualified them for fuccefsful Impofition 
upon the weak and credulous. The Negroes in general, whether Africans or Creoles, revere, 
confult, and abhor them ; to thefe Oracles they refort, and with the moft implicit Faith, upon 
all Occafions, whether for the Cure of Diforders, the obtaining Revenge for Injuries or 
Infults, the conciliating of Favour, the Difcovery and Punifhment of the Thief or the 
Adulterer, and the Prediction of future Events. The Trade which thefe Wretches carry on 
is extremely lucrative; they manufacture and fell their Obies adapted to different Cafes and 
at different Prices. A Veil of Myftery is ftudioufly thrown over their Incantations, to 
which the Midnight Hours are allotted, and every Precaution is taken to conceal them from 
the Knowledge and Difcovery of the White People. The deluded Negroes, who thoroughly 
believe in their fupernatural Power, become the willing Accomplices in this Concealment, 
and the ftouteft among them tremble at the very Sight of the ragged Bundle, the Bottle or 
the Egg-fhells, which are ftuck in the Thatch or hung over the Door of a Hut, or upon the 
Branch of a Plantain Tree, to deter Marauders. In Cafes of Poifon, the natural EffeCts of 
it are by the ignorant Negroes afcribed entirely to the potent Workings of Obi. The 
wifer Negroes hefitate to reveal their Sufpicions, through a Dread of incurring the terrible 
Vengeance which is fulminated by the Obiah-Men againft any who ftiould betray them; it is 
very difficult therefore for the White Proprietor to diftinguifti the Obia Profejfor from any 
other Negro upon his Plantation ; and fo infatuated are the Blacks in general, that but few 
InftanceS occur of their having aflumed Courage enough to impeach thefe Mifcreants. With 
Minds fo firmly prepoflefled, they no fooner find Obi fet for them near the Door of their 
Houfe, or in the Path which leads to it, than they give themfelves up for loft. When a 
Negro is robbed of a Fowl or a Hog, he applies diredtly to the Obiah- Man or Woman ; it 
is then made known among his Fellow Blacks, that Obi is Jet for the Thief; and as foon as 
the latter hears the dreadful News, his terrified Imagination begins to work, no Refource is 
left but in the fuperior Skill of fome more eminent Obiah-Man of the Neighbourhood, 
who may counteradt the magical Operations of the other; but if no one can be found 
of higher Rank and Ability, or if after gaining fuch an Ally he ffiould (till fancy himfelf 
affedted, he prefently falls into a Decline, under the inceflant Horrour of impending Cala¬ 
mities. The flighted painful Senfation in the Head, the Bowels, or any other Part, any 
cafual Lofs or Hurt, confirms his Apprehenfions, and he believes himfelf the devoted 
Vidtim of an invifible and irreffftible Agency. Sleep, Appetite, and Cheerfulnefs, forfake 
him, his Strength decays, his difturbed Imagination is haunted without Refpite, his Features 
wear the fettled Gloom of Defpondency ; Dirt, or any other unwholefome Subftance, becomes 
his only Food, he contradts a morbid Habit of Body, and gradually finks into the Grave. 
A Negro, who is taken ill, enquires of the Obiah-Man the Caufe of his Sicknefs, whether 
it will prove mortal or not, and within what Time he ftiall die or recover ? The Oracle 
generally afcribes the Diftemper to the Malice of fome particular Perfon by Name, and 
advifes to fet Obi for that Perfon ; but if no Hopes are given of Recovery, immediate 
Defpair takes place, which no Medicine can remove, and Death is the certain Confequence. 
Thofe anomalous Symptoms, which originate from Caufes deeply rooted in the Mind, fuch 
as the Terrours of Obi , or from Poifons, whofe Operation is flow and intricate, will baffle 
the Skill of the ableft Phyfician. 

Confidering the Multitude of Occafions which may provoke the Negroes to exercife the 
Powers of Obi againft each other, and che aftoniffiing Influence of this Superftition upon their 
Minds, we cannot but attribute a very confiderable Portion of the annual Mortality among 
the Negroes of Jamaica to this fafcinating Mifchief.

The Obi is ufually compofed of a Farrago of Materials, moft of which are enumerated in 
the Jamaica Law (a), viz. “ Blood, Feathers, Parrots Beaks, Dogs Teeth, Alligators 
‘‘ Teeth, Broken Bottles, Grave Dirt, Rum, and Eggfhells.” 

With a view to illuftrate the Defcription we have given of this Praftice, and its common 
Effects, we have fubjoined a few Examples out of the very great Number which have occurred 
in Jamaica; not that they are peculiar to that Ifland only, for we believe fimilar Examples 
may be found in other Weft India Colonies. Pere Labat, in his Hiltory of Martinico, has 
mentioned fome which are very remarkable (b). 

It may feem extraordinary, that a Practice alleged to be fo frequent in Jamaica Ihould not 
have received an earlier Check from the Legiflature. The Truth is, that the Skill of fome 
Negroes in the Art of Poifoning has been noticed ever fince the Colonifts became much 
acquainted with them. Sloane and Barham, who praftifed Phyfic in Jamaica in the laft Cen¬ 
tury, have mentioned particular Inftances of it. The fecret and infidious Manner in which 
this Crime is generally perpetrated, makes the legal Proof of it extremely difficult. Sufpi- 
cions therefore have been frequent, but Detections rare: Thefe Murderers have fometimes 
been brought to Juftice, but it is reafonable to believe that a far greater Number have 
efcaped with Impunity. In regard to the other and more common Tricks of Obi, fuch as 
hanging up Feathers, Bottles, Egglhells, &c. &c. in order to intimidate Negroes of a thievilh 
Difpofition from plundering Huts, Hog-ftyes, or Provifion-grounds, thefe were laughed at by 
the White Inhabitants as harmlefs Stratagems, contrived by the more fagacious for deterring 
the more fimple and fuperftitious Blacks, and ferving for much the lame Purpofe as the 
Scarecrows which are in general ufed among our Englifh Fanners and Gardeners. But in the 
Year 1760, when a very formidable InfurreCtion of the Cormantin or Gold Coaft Negroes 
broke out in the Parilh of St. Mary, and fpread through almoft every other Diftridt of the 
Ifland; an old Cormantin Negro, the chief Inftigator and Oracle of the Infurgents in that 
Parilh, who had adminiftered the Fetilh or folemn Oath to the Confpirators, and furniftijed 
them with a magical Preparation which was to render them invulnerable, was fortunately ap¬ 
prehended, convidted, and hung up with all his Feathers and Trumperies about him; and 
this Execution (truck the Infurgents with a general Panic, from which they never afterwards 
recovered. The Examinations which were taken at that Period firft opened the Eyes of the 
Public to the very dangerous Tendency of the Obiah Pradtices, and gave birth to the Law 
which was then enadted for their Suppreffion and Punilhment. But neither the Terror of 
this Law, the ftridt Inveftigation which has ever fince been made after the Profefiors of Obi, 
nor the many Examples of thofe who from Time to Time have been hanged or tranfported, 
have hitherto produced the defired Effedt. We conclude, therefore, that either this Sedt, 
like others in the World, has flourifhed under Perfecution; or that freffi Supplies are annually 
introduced from the African Seminaries.

The Paper referred to in the preceding Account.

The following Paper relating to the Obeah-men in Jamaica, was delivered by 

Mr. Rheder. 

OBEAH-men are the oldeft and mod artful Negroes; a Peculiarity marks them, and every 
Negro pays the greateft RefpeCt to them, they are perfectly well acquainted with medicinal 
Herbs, and know the poifonous ones, which they often ufe. To prepoffefs the Stranger in 
favour of their Skill, he is told that they can reftore the Dead to Life; for this Purpofe he 
is fhewn a Negro apparently dead, who, by Dint of their Art, foon recovers; this is produced 
by adminiftenng the narcotic Juice of Vegetables. On fearching one of the Obeah-men's 
Houfes, was found many Bags filled with Parts of Animals, Vegetables, and Earth, which 
the Negroes who attended at the Sight of, were (truck with Terror, and begged that they 
might be chriftened, which was done, and the Imprefiion was done away. In confequence 
of the Rebellion of the Negroes in the Year 1760, a Law was enadted that Year to render the 
PraCtice of Obiah, Death. 

The Influence of the Profefiors of that Art was fuch as to induce many to enter into that 
Rebellion on the Afiurance that they were to be invulnerable, and to render them fo, the 
Obeah men gave them a Powder with which they were to rub themfelves. 

On the Firft Engagement with the Rebels Nine of them were killed, and many Prifoners 
taken : Among the Prifoners was a very fenfible Fellow^ who offered to difeover many im¬ 
portant Matters, on condition that his Life fhould be fpared, which was promifed. He then 
related the Part the Obeah-men had taken. One of whom was capitally conviCted and fen- 
tenced to Death. 

At the Place of Execution he bid defiance to the Executioner, telling him that it was not 
in the Power of White People to kill him; and the Negro Spectators were aftonifhed when 
they faw him expire. On the other Obeah-men, various Experiments were made with Elec¬ 
trical Machines and Magic Lanthorns, which produced very little EfFeCl; except on one who, 
after receiving many fevere Shocks, acknowledged his Matter’s Obeah exceeded his own. 

I remember fitting Twice on Trials of Obea-men, who were conviCted on felling their 
Noftrums, which had produced Death. To prove the FaCt, Two WitnefTes are neceffary, 
with corroborating Circumftances. 

The following Paper was delivered by Mr. Fuller, refpefting the Evidence generally 

required for the Conviction of Perfons who have been tried on the Charge of prac- 
tiling Obeah. r 

THE Gentlemen to whom this Queftion was particularly referred, having never fat upon, 
nor attended any Trial of this Kind, cannot, from their own perfonal Knowledge, take upon 
t cm to explain the Nature of the Evidence, which has been generally required for conftitut- 
mg a legal Conviction in fuch Cafes. 

Of the Jamaica Planters now in London, they have, after the moft diligent Inquiries, been 
a , c J ncct with only One who has attended any fuch Trials; and they regret exceedingly, 
i ^ C f Ce which they obtained from him did not appear fufficiently (a ^pertinent. 
c .the Peace in the leveral Parifhes or PrecinCts of Jamaica, whofe Duty it is

very putrid State, without Beak or Claws, which had all been cut off. This Fowl was 
proved to have belonged to the Butler’s Grandmother, refiding upon or near the fame Plant- 
ration. On further Examination, a large Quantity of Indigo Seed was fifhed up from the 
Bottom of the Well. Thefe Circumftances occafioned Sufpicions of fome mifchievous De- 
fign. The Houfes of all the Negroes were fearched, and at one of them, inhabited by a 
near Relation of the Butler, a Caliba/h or Bowl was found, out of which a greenijh Liquid 
had been recently emptied. This Circumftance brought to mind, that a Phial containing a 
Liquid of fimilar Appearance, had been noticed in the Butler’s Pantry, who, upon the fill 
Rumour of a Search, had conveyed it away. Still it was undecided upon whom rhe Sufpi- 
cion ought to fall, till the Cook came volunrarily to his Mailer (apprehenfive for his own 
Safety, if Poifon fliould be privately thrown inro any of his Dilhes), and gave pofirive 
Information of “ his having overheard the Butler threatening Revenue, and vowine that he 
" would buy Jome Obi to put for his Mafter .” 6 

Upon the Evidence of this Menace, the confequent Impoifoning of the Water, and rhe 
other Circumftances, the Butler was brought to Trial, convided, and fentenced ro Tranf- 
portation. The Reditude of his Sentence was confirmed by the Man’s free Confeffion im¬ 
mediately before he was put on board Ship. 

Second. A valuable Negro had for his Wife a Negrefs who refided on a neighbouring 
Plantation. This Woman fell fuddenly into a Decline, without any knownCaufe, and lanmjiihing 
for fome Time, conrraded at length a very morbid Habit of Body. The Dodfor who 
attended her, and tried a Variety of Medicines without any good Effed, declared it beyond 
his Power to afford her any Relief, and pronounced her incurable. When her Death was 
every Day expeded, and after much Importunity to difcover the Caufe of her Diforder Ihe 
was prevailed on to confefs that her Hulband, from a violent Sufpicion of her Infidelity to 
him, and on her fturdy Denial of the Charge, had obliged her “ to take Swear” (as fhe 
called it), by drinking a Mixture of Grave Dirt and Water, accompanied wirh rhe ufual Im¬ 
precation (that her Belly might fwell and burft, and her Bones ror, if fhe was Guilty). She 
concluded with deploring the miferable End to which Ihe had brought herfelf by denvino- the 
Fad, for that ffe really had been falfe to him. Intelligence of this Confeffion was given to 
her Hulband s Mafter, who fent immediately for him, and reprefenring rhe Peril in which he 
flood under the Law of the Land, which had declared the Ob,ah Practice, with Grave Dirt, 
a capital Offence, advifed him to go diredly ro h,s Wife, and endeavour to cajole her into a 
Pelief, that it was nothing more than a fly Contrivance of his own to °- e t at the Trurh • That 
the Mixture ffie had fwallowed was not made with Obiah Dirt, but only with a little common 
karrh, which he had picked up on the Road, and therefore it was very harmlefs. The Fel- 
i< 5 W (who had owned the Fad to his Mafter) joyfully took his Advice, and aded his Part fo 
well that the poor Woman was completely duped a fecund Time, and recovering her Spirits, 
was foon reftored to perfeft Health. & p 

If this Woman had died, the Evidence of her Declaration would not have been deemed 
Efficient for convid.ng her Hulband of Obiah Practice; fo that, in fuch Event, and without 
his own free Confeffion of the Fad, he would have efcaped with Impunity. The fingular

We can furnilh the Accounts of the total Sugar produced in Jamaica at a few Periods; from 
which there appears a very confiderable Increafe of that Article of Produce. 

As to the other Articles, Coffee, Cotton, &c. we have not the fame Data. The great Im¬ 
provement made in Jamaica (next to the Article Sugar) has, for fome Years paft, confided in 
the Culture of Guinea Grafs ; of which a great Number of very extenfive and very fiourifhing 
Plantations have been formed, and are ftill forming, in the mountainous and interior or central 
Parts, where vaft Numbers of Horned Cattle, Horfes and Mules, are annually bred, paftured, 
or fattened.

Coffee has been fluctuating on account of the Duties.—Cotton but lately relieved and increas¬ 
ing.—No Cocoa Walks to fpeak of in Jamaica; the Augmentation would no doubt have been 
much greater, if this Ifland had not lately (from the Year 1780) been vifited by Six Hurricanes , 
whofe Devaftations not only brought total Ruin upon feveral fiourifhing Eftates, but occafioned 
epidemic Difeafes, and partial Famines, deftruCtive to many Thoufands of the Negro Slaves: 
We cannot but exprefs a Wifh, that Inquiries may be directed in fuch a Manner, as to procure 
full and authentic Information of. the Mortality of Slaves, and the Lofs of Property, which 
were caufed by thofe fuccceflive Calamities, particularly affeCting the Parifhes of St. Elizabeth, 
Weftmoreland ., Hanover , St. "James , Trelawney, St. Thomas in the Eajl t and generally the reft of 
that Ifland. 

N. B. The Number 105,400 Hogfheads ftated in the Anfwer, as the Quantity of the 
Crop of the Year 1784, was not the Quantity exported, but the Quantity made, or 
what are ufually called Curing Houfe Hogfheads. So many having, according to the 
Accounts procured from the Spot, been actually filled in the feveral Curing Houfes. 
But the Deductions by Wafte, and for what ivere retained for the Ifland Confumption, 
are not afcertained. The general Opinion is, that about 91,000 Hogfheads of >5 
Cwt. A verage are the Number exported in feafonable Years from that Ifland.

Of thefe feveral Operations, that of holing and planting is by no means themoft laborious) 
but as it is. often unavoidably obliged to be performed in fhowery Weather, the Negroes, if 
too much expofed to it, may be liable to obftru&ed Perfpiration and Fevers ; but moft of the 
Planters have moveable Tents or Sheds, which are fet up in the Fields, for the Purpofeof 
protefting them from the Effefts of heavy Showers. 

In point of Labour, the Fourth Operation is fo far from being oppreffive or injurious to 
the Negroes, that they enjoy better Health in general during the Crop Seafon (which lafts 
about Five Months) than at any other Time: This may in Part be ai'cribed to their free Ufe 
of the Cane Liquor (refembling Sweet Wort) and the more fettled or drier Weather during 
that Seafon of the Year. 

The Work of the Negro Slave in Jamaica is far lefs than that of a Labourer in Britain; 
they have in general 15 Hours in 24 to themfelves, which is quite fufficient for Sleep, and for 
cooking and eating their Victuals, to fay nothing of Recreacions. 


Committee The Labour of Slaves varies much at different Seafons of the Year: Digging Cane 
oftheCflun- Holes is confidered as the hardeft Labour; fo long, however, as rhe Slaves continue at that 
bland. 1 e Work, they are regularly ferved in the Field with Beverage of Sugar and Water in rhe 
Morning, and Rum and Water in the Afternoon. Crop-time (our Harveft) may be deemed 
hard Labour, as the Work in the Boiling-houfe is continued Day and Night; but the 
Slaves do not fo confider it; and indeed, by the free Accefs they are allowed to the 
Liquor in the Boiling-houfe, in the courfe of its Manufacture into Sugar, the Slaves uni¬ 
versally thrive.

No later Survey of the whole Ifland has been made that we know of; the Surveyors above 
mentioned were employed at a Period when the interior Country was one vaft Wildernel's, 
without Roads, and unexplored; Error was probably unavoidable, and there is not a 
Doubt at prefent, but that their Computation was greatly exaggerated; nor can we fay more 
in favour of fubfequent Accounts, than that they are to be confidered as mere Opinions of 
Individuals, unfounded upon geometrical Procefs; the Ifland therefore has been lengthened 
or contracted in its Dimenfions, at various Times, by the Caprice of different Authors, as 
a few out of a great many Examples will fhew, viz. 

In the various Accounts we have of the Dimenfions of this Ifland, there appears a Difference 
of no lefs than 40 Miles in the Length and 20 in the Breadth ; nor have the aftronomical 
Obfervations, taken at different Periods, been more fortunate in adjufting the Longitude of 
the Eaftern and Weftern Extremities, for they make a Difference amounting to One Degree in 
the former and 57 Minutes in the latter. 

In regard to the Latitude of Port Royal, there are no lefs than Seven different Fixings, 
making a Variance of 20 Minutes in the Pofition of that Town ; fo that until fome Principle 
for accurate Computation can be obtained, no pofitive Exattnefs is to be hoped for.

I have added at the End the Aft of 1681 ; but as ic does Dot diftinftly appear 
in that Aft, whether the Servants mentioned therein are Negroes, or indented Whites, I have 
placed it at the End of the Abftraft, and have marked it at Bottom with the Letters A and B. 

I have alfo added fome of the Claufes of the French Code Noir, to fave their Lordlhips 
Trouble j as by this Means they may immediately compare their Code with our Jamaica Code, and 
may be acquainted with the Reafoning of the French upon the Neceffity of the Employment of 
Negro Slaves in the Sugar Colonies, which will be found in Page (29)* Column 2, of the Abftraft 
of the French Code Noir, at the End of the Appendix.

And 'in order more effectually to prevent the DeftruChon of Negroes by excefllve Labour and 
unreafonable Punifhments, the Surgeon of every Plantation, by a fubfequent Claule, is required to 
cive in on Oath to the Juffices and Veftry, an annual Account of the Decrcafe and jnueale ot 
the Slaves of fuch Plantation, with the Caufes of fuch Decreafe, to the beft of hts Knowledge,

On this Head the Committee cannot but remark how tender and cautious every rational Ma¬ 
nager molt neceffarily be, in the Punifhments which he adminifters, who conftders that he has a 
■refldent InfpeCtor into his Conduct, and that the Punifliment of Death may follow an Abufe of his 

^Nehher does the Law extend its Protection to the induftrious and faithful Negro only •, Provj- 
fion is made for the Support of fuch Fugitives and Criminals as are apprehended and lodged in 
the Gaols and Workhoules of this Blind ; the daily Allowance of good and wholefome food 
required, by Claufe 31ft, to be given to every Slave in Confinement, being abundantly liberal,

Having thus briefly (fated the Protection which the Laws of this Ifland have provided tor our 
Slaves in the grand Circumfiance of perfonal Safety; we now proceed to the Second Head, 
namely, to prove “ That the Slave Laws in this Ifland are executed with Humanity, Mildnefs> 

and Mercy.” . _ 

By the Slave Laws here alluded to, we underftand the Laws and Claudes of Laws which allign 
Penalties and Punifhments on luch Offences and Tranf|ireflions of our Slaves as affeCt the Public; 
and in o der to obtain the fulleft Information on this Head, we have called on the feveral Ck 
of the Peace of the different PrecinCts and Panflies for Returns of all Trials of Slaves, withth e 
Charges, ConviCtion, and Pumfhinent, feverally had thereon, for feveral Years laft paft, viz. fro^J 
the ilt of January 1784, to the 30th of September 1788. From thefe Returns we are enable 
to (fate the following Circumitances: 

In the Pari flies and PrecinCt of St. Catherine, St. John, Sr. Dorothy, and St. Thomas in tne 
Vale, containing 21,772 Slaves, the Number of capital Convictions and Executions were Fo ur 
only in the laid Interval. . 

In the Panfli of St. Andrew, containing 9,613 Slaves, we find only One Execution in the fa> 
Interval. 

In the Parifhes and PrecinCt of St.Thomas in the Eaft, and St. David, containing 23,373 Slaves* 
the Number of capital Convictions and Executions were Ten in thef.id Interval. 

In the Parifhes and PrecinCt of St. Mary, and St. George, containing 22,1

In the Farilh of Wtltmoi eland, containing 16,700 Slaves, the Number of capital Convictions and 
Executions were Four in the faid Interval. 

In the Parish of St. Elizabeth, conta ning 13,280 Slaves, the Number of capital Convictions and 
Executions were Eight in the Did Interval. 

In the Parilhes and PrecinCt of Clarendon, and Vere, containing 22,23 4. Slaves, the Number of 
capital Convictions and Executions were Seven in the faid Interval. 

In the feveral Towns and Parilhes of Kingfton, Port Royal, and Portland, containing 12,928 
Slaves, there do not appear to beany cap.tal Convictions within the laid Period, but the" Records 
of Trials in the Town of Kingfton previous to 17S7, are not to be found. 

The Total appears to be 52 Executions in Four Years and Nine Months, which is not more than 
Eleven per Annum, for the laft Five Years, out of 210,894 Slaves.—A Proof of Lenity in the Exe¬ 
cution of our Criminal Laws, not to be lurpafled, as we conceive, by any Nation in burope. 
Nothing further, therefore, feems neceflary to be added on this Head, except the 40th Claufe of the 
prefent Confolidated Slave Bill, which direCts, That in all Cafes where the Punillirr.ent of Death 
is infliCIed, the Execution (hall be performed in a public Part of the Parilh, and with due So¬ 
lemnity; and Care (hall be taken by the Gaoler, or Deputy-Marlhal, that the Criminal is free from 
Intoxication at the Time of his Trial, and from thence, to and at the Time of hi- Execution un¬ 
der the Penalty of 5I.: And the Mode of fuch Execution is directed to be, hanging by the Neck, and 
no other. It is likewife provided. That where feveral Slaves are capitally conviCted for the fame 
Offence, One only Ihall fuffer Death, except in Cafes of Murder or Rebellion. 

But the Committee cannot quit this SubjeCt without obferving. That the Number of Negroes at 
this Time actually living within this Ifland, is much greater than appears on the Tax RoMs from 
whence the preceding Statement is taken; for in moft Parilhes of the Iflind it is cu(toma r y to 
exempt Perfons who have not more than Six Negroes from the Payment of I axes on Slaves, where¬ 
by many of the Negroes (efpecially in the Towns) are not given in to the different Veftries, and the 
Returns of a great many other are fraudulently concealed. We judge, after diligent Inveffigation, 
that the whole Number of Negro Slaves now actually in the Ifland, are 240,000 at the le-alt. 

On the Third Ground of Inquiry we are to demonftrate. That the l aws have made Provdion to 
grant Slaves Days of Relt, and to prevent their being in want of the Necefiancs of Life. 

Although we conceive that this Afiertion has been fuffkiently eftablilhed by the Recital already

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the whole of the Africans imported fince the Conqueft of the Ifland to the prefent Time fan Al¬ 
lowance which, on many Accounts, we conceive to be moderate), the Numbers that have thus 
perilhed are very confiderable. We have thought it necefiary to inveftigate this Circumftance 
with as much Precifion as the Subject will admit; and having, from the Books of the Receiver. 
General, and other fufficient Authorities, procured the moft cxa<ft Account that can be formed 
of the Imports and Exports of Negroes into and from this Ifland from the Year 1655 (the Time 
of its Conqueft) to December 1787, we find the Imports to amount to 676,276 Negroes; of 
which, according to the Proportion above dated, no lefs than 31,181 will appear to have died on 
Ship-board after Entry, although thty ftand in the Books of Office as conftituting Part of the 
aflual Numbers fuppofed to have been diftributed among the Planters, and deftroyed by Ne¬ 
glect, exceffive Labour, or other Mal-treatment. 

The Committee are of opinion, that thefe Data lead to important Conclufions; for if the 
Negroes that have perilhed as above, and the further Number of 160,446 (being the Total of 
the Exports), making together 191,627, be fubtrafted from the Total of the Imports, it will 
appear, that the full Number of Slaves which have been introduced and left in the Country from 
the Conqueft of the Ifland to December 1787, is reduced to 484,649. Of this Number, if a 
further Reduction of Two-fifths be made (which muft have happened in any Country, and under 
any Syftem of Government) to bring the Sexes to an Equality, the Balance is 290,791. A fur¬ 
ther Reduction muft likewife be made for Negroes that have deferted from their Owners, and left 
the Ifland ; many Hundreds within thele few Years having been inveigled over to Cuba, and 
great Numbers have been ftolen by Privateers in Times of War; others are annually carried to 
Europe, and lhipped off the Ifland by their Owners, of which no Account is preferved; exclu- 
five of luch as were executed and tranfported in the feveral great Rebellions, and fuch as have 
been tranfported for other Offences by the Sentence of the Law. It is impofiible to afcertain 
with Precifion the Refult of thefe leveral combined Caufesj but we conceive that a Lofs of 
13,000 Negroes at the leaft may be juftly afligned to then) fince the firft Settlement of the Ifland, 
which is not quite an Average of a Hundred per Annum, and which brings the Remainders 
277,79r. On the other Hand, to the Number of 240,000 Negroes actually living in the Ifland 
on the 31ft of December 1787, as before ftated, muft be added the People called the Maroons, 
amounting, by the laft Returns, to about 1300; and alfo all the Free Negroes, and People of 
Colour; the latter as being Defendants from the Black Females of the original Stock. 

It is not eafy to afcertain either of thefe dalles, with any Degree of Precifion, from the Tax- 
rolls, or from the Law, which requires Free Negroes to take out Certificates, and wear the Badge 
of their Freedom, as the Law is very feldom complied with; many of the Free Negroes conli- 
dering the Badge rather as a Token of Dilgrace than a Mark of Diftin&ion. We judge, on a 
loofe Computation, that the Free Negroes and People of Colour, of all Ages and both Sexes, 
cannot amount together to lefs than 500 in each Parifh on an Average of the whole, which gives 
10,000. The Total is 251,300, which, being fubtrafted from 277,791, leaves 26,491 as the 
Number which would have decreafed fince the Year 1655, under all Circumftances, and fuppofmg 
even that the Sexes had been equally diftributed. 

We Ihall now point out the principal Caules to which this Mortality is juftly chargeable. It 
is but too well known to the Houfe, that in the feveral Years 1780, 1781, 1784, 1785, and 
1786, it pleafed Divine Providence to vifit this Ifland with repeated Hurricanes, which fpread 
Defolation throughout moft Parts of the Ifland; but the Parifhes which fufFered more remarkably 
than the reft were thole of VV efimoreland, Hanover, St. James, Trelawny, Portland, and 
St. Thomas in the Eaft. By thefe deftruftive Vifitations, the Plantain Walks, which furnifh .the 
chief Article of Support to the Negroes, were generally rooted up; and the intenfe Droughts 
which followed deftroyed thole different Species of Ground Provifions which the Hurricanes had 
not reached. The Storms of 1780 and 1781 happening during the Time of War, no foreign 
Supplies, except a trifling Afiiftance from Prize Vefiels, could be obtained on any Terms; and 
a Pamine enfued m the leeward Parts of the Ifland, which deftroyed many thoufand Negroes. 
After the Storm of the 30th July 1784, the Lieutenant Governor, by the Advice of his Coun- 
cil publiffied a Proclamation, dated the 7 th of Auguft, permitting the free Importation of P>°- 
vifions and Lumber in Fcreign Bottoms for Four Months from that Period. As this was much 
too Ihort a Time to give fufficient Notice, and obtain all the Supplies that were neceflkry, the 
fmall Quantities of Plour Rice and other Provifions, which were imported ,n confequence ot 
the Proclamation, foon rofe to fo exorbitant a Price as to induce the Aflembly, on the 9 t hof 
November following, to prefent an Addrefs to the Lieutenant Governor, requelling him to pf 
Jong the Term until the latter End of March ,785; obferving, that it was impofiible for & 
natural Productions of the Country to come to fuch Maturity as to be wholefome Food before 
that Time. The Term of Pour Months not being expired when this Addrefs was prefented, 
the Lieutenant Governor declined to comply therewith; but, on the ill of December following. 
*he Iloufe reprefcnoA that a Prolongation of the Term was then abfolutely necefliry. «

Cafe of fuch extreme Neceffity, as to juftify fuch a Deviation. Accordingly the Lieutenant 

Governor, by the Adv.ce of hts Majefty’s Council, dire£led, that the Time formerly H®*} 
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fliould be extended to the 31ft of January then next enfuing (1785); but at the fame Time 
he informed the Houfe, that he was not at liberty to deviate any longer from the Regulations 
which had been eftablifhed in Great Britain. 

From the 31ft of January 1785, therefore, the Ports continued fhut, and the Sufferings of the 
poor Negroes in coniequence thereof, for fome Months afterwards, were extreme ; providentially 
the Seafon became more favourable about May, and confiderable Quantities of Corn and Ground 
Provifions were gathered in by the Month of Auguft, when the Fourth Storm happened, and the 
Lieutenant Governor immediately fhut the Ports againft the Exportation of any of our Provifions 
to the French and Spanifh Iflands, which were fuppofed to have fuffered more than ourfelves; but 
not thinking himfelt at liberty to permit the Importation of Provifions in American Veflels, 
the Productions of the Country were foon exhaufted, and the ufual Attendants of fcanty and un- 
wholefome Diet, Dropfies and epidemic Dyfenteries, were again dreadfully prevalent in the Spring 
and Summer of 1786, and proved fatal to great Numbers of the Negroes in all Parts of the 
Country. 

On the 20th of Oftober in that Year happened the Fifth dreadful Hurricane, which again 
laid wade the leeward Parifhes and completed the Tragedy. We decline to enlarge on the 
Confequences which followed, left we may appear to exaggerate; but having endeavoured to 
compute, with as much Accuracy as the Subjeft will admit, the Number of our Slaves, whofe 
DeftruCtion may be fairly attributed to thefe repeated Calamities, and the unfortunate Meafure 
of interdifting foreign Suppl.es, and for this Purpole compared the Imports and Returns of 
Negroes tor the laft Seven Years, with thole of Seven Years preceding, we hefitate not, after 
every Allowance for adventitious Caules, to fix the whole at 15,000. This Number we firmly 
believe to have perifhed of Famine, or of Difeafes contracted by fcanty and unwiiolefome Diet, 
between the latter End of 1780, and the Beginning of 1787. 

But the moft general and prevailing Caules of the Decreafe of our Slaves, and which are 
abundantly fufficient to account for the l.ofs which is not already accounted for, are palpable to 
every Obferver; they are undoubtedly, Firlt, the great Proportion of Deaths that happen among 
Negroes newly imported (exclulively of the Mortality which has been ftated to occur before 
landing) ; and IVcondly, the Lofs which prevails among the Negro Infants that are born in the 
Country. Of the latter it is believed, that One-fourth Part perifh within Fourteen Days of the 
Birth ; but we can form no precife Eftimate of the proportionate Lofs of new Negroes, inafmuch 
as the Dileafes with which many of them are affliCted put on various Appearances, and are of a 
tedious and lingering Nature, and may therefore be fuch as are common both to the new Negroes 
and the old. Neverthelefs, in order to colledt the beft Information in our Power on Subjects fo 
interefting to the Community, we have thought it neceflary to take the Examination thereon of 
fome Gentlemen who are eminent in the Knowledge and Practice of Phyfic and Surgery. To 
thefe Examinations, which are marked N° 6, 7, and 8, the Committee refer, and are happy to ob- 
ferve, that it is extremely probable the Regulating ACt lately pafled by the Britifh Parliament, 
when further matured, will greatly contribute to lefien in future that dreadful Mortality which 
there has been too much Caufe to lament, as well in the Voyages from Africa, as among the 
Negroes after their Arrival in the Weft Indies. With fuch happy Con r equences refulting from 
the beneficial Provifions of the faid ACt of the Britifh Parliament, and the Encouragement which 
has been given, by a Bill pafled in this Ifland this prefent Seflion, to the Overfeers of our Planta¬ 
tions, to induce them to take all poflible Care of the new-born Infants, as will hereafter be more 
particularly mentioned ; the Committee have no Reafon to fuppofe that the Increafe of our Ne¬ 
groes by Generation (from the Time that the Sexes (hall become nearly equal in point of Num- 

r) will fall fliort of the natural Increafe which occurs among the labouring Poor of Great 
Britain. 0 0 

The Committee might here conclude their Report; but having referred to a new Bill, which 
as pafled the Houfe this prefent Seflion, for giving further Protection and Security to our Slaves, 
an fo r altering the Mode of 1 rial of fuch as (hall be charged with capital Offences ; we think 
°ure ves called upon, in Juflice to the Houfe, to fubioin an Abridgment of the principal Claufes 

and Provifions contained therein.

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Slaves in the Principles of the Chriftian Religion, thereby to facilitate their Converfion, and fit 
them for Baptilm and as foon as conveniently they can, they (hall caul'e to be baptized all fuch 
as they can make fenfible of a Deity and the Chriftian Faith. 

Another very important Objeft of this Bill is, the Correction of Two material Errors which had 
been accidentally made in the Confolidated Slave Bill of la It Year-, the Words “ without Benefit 
of Clergy,” in the Claufe which affigns the Puniftiment of Death to Perfons wantonly killing 
a Negro, or other Slave, having been undefignedly omiited, theie are now reftored. And another 
Claufe in the laid Confolidated Slave Bill, which inflifted Punifhments on Perfons wantonly and 
cruelly beating Slaves, and imprifoning them without fufficient Support, having been interpreted 
not to extend to fuch Slaves as were the Property of the Offender, has been amended, and the 
Protection which it affords is now extended to ali Slaves without Diltindtion. 

p’urther, in the View of reftraining arbitrary Punilhments, it is by the faid Bill enadled. That 
no Slave, on any Plantation or Settlement, or in any of the Workhoufts or Jails in this lfland, 
lhall receive more than Ten Lalhes at One Time, and for One Offence, unlefs the Owner, At¬ 
torney, Guardian, Executor, Adminiftrator, or Overfeer of fuch Plantation or Settlement, or 
Supervifor of fuch Workhoufe, or Keeper of fuch Jaii, lhall be prcfent-, and no fuch Owner, 
Attorney, Guardian, Executor, Adminiftrator, or Overfeer, Supervifor or Jad-kceper, (hall oa 
any Account punifh a Slave with more than Thirty-nine Lafhes at One Time and for One Ot- 
fence, under the Penalty of 5 1. for every Offence, to be recovered againft the Perfon direffing 
or permitting fuch Punifliment. 

Another Objedt of this Bill, as hath been already obferved, is, to fecure to our Slaves Djysof 
Reff, and fufficient Time to cultivate their Grounds, in order to prevenc their being in want of 
the Neceffaries of Life; for which Purpofe, after reciting, that although it hath been cuftomary 
with the Planters in this I (land to allow their Slaves One Day in every Fortnight (exclufive of 
Sundays), yet this Indulgence not being compulfory, it is enadted by the faid Bill, That the Slaves 
belonging to, or employed on every Plantation or Settlement, lhall, over and above the ufual 
Holidays allowed them at Chriftmas, Eafter, and Whitfuntide, be allowed One Day in every 
Fortnight, to cultivate their own Provifion Grounds (exclufive of Sundays), except during the 
Time of Crop, under the Penalty of 10 1 . to be recovered againft the Overfeer, or other Pcr- 
fon having the Care of fych Slaves. And, 

Laftly, with Intention to prevent, as far as poffible, the great Mortality which has been ftated 
to prevail'among the new-born Negro Infants, it is alfo enadled. That in cafe it fhall appear to 
the Satisfaction of the Juftices and Veftry of each Parifh, from the Returns required to be 
made annually, that there has been a natural lncreafe in the Number of Slaves on any fuch Plant¬ 
ation, Penn, or other Settlement, the Overfeer lhall be entitled to receive from the Owner or 
Proprietor of fuch Plantation, Penn, or other Settlement, the Sutn of Twenty Shillings for every 
Slave born on fuch Plantation, Penn, or other Settlement, and which (hall be then lTving at the 
Time of giving in fuch annual Returns; and the Owner or Proprietor of fuch Plantation, Penn, 
or other Settlement, lhall have a Dedudtion from the firft of his or her public Taxes that lhall 
become due, of the Sum fo paid to the Overfeer, on producing a Certificate of the Juftices and 
Veftry of fuch lncreafe, and a Receipt of the Overfeer for the Sum fo paid. 

Your Committee cannot conclude without obferving, that if, notwithftanding all that we have 
urged in our own Vindication from the groundlefs Charges that'have been made on our Hu- 
manity in the Treatment of Slaves, it lhall be determined by the Britilh Parliament to abolilh 
the African Trade altogether (a Meafure which muft in the Refult ruin the Su^ar 1 (lands), we 
truft in the Juftice of the Britilh Nation, that we (hall not be made the Sacrifice on this Oc- 
cation, but that the Legiflature will give us fuch a Compenlation as the con(equenc Diminution 
in the Value ot our Properties, and their ultimate Deftruclion, fhall entitle us to expect. We 
have the greater Reafon to indulge this Expedtation from the Juftice that has been done to the 
late Proprietors of Florida, and alio to fuch of the African Merchants as would be Sufferers by 
the late Regulations.

The Examination of James Chifholme, of the Parifh of Clarendon, formerly a Member 

of this Houfe. 

SAITH, That lie ftudied Phyfic at Edinburgh, hath praftifed in this Ifland upwards of Twenty 
Years, and that during Fourteen Years of the Time, he hath had the Care of 4000 Negroes and 
upwards. 

Saith, That a great Proportion of Negro Infants perifli between the Fifth and Fourteenth Days 
after their Births, he believes nearly One-fourth Part of all that are born. The Species of Te¬ 
tanus by which fo many Negro Children are deftroyed, is defcribed by medical Writers under the 
Name of Opifthotonns, or that Kind of Spafm in which the Mufcles that bend the Spine back¬ 
wards, with thole of the lower Jaw, only are affeCted. It is commonly afcribed to One of the Three 
following Caufes: ift. An Affection of the Bowels arifing from the Meconium or Fceces (lodged 
there before Birth) not being fufficiently purged off. 2dly, From obftruCted Perlpiration. ^dly. 
From the Irritation occafionedby the improper Treatment of the Sore remaining after the umbilical 
Chord has dropped off. He is of opinion, it feldom or never proceeds from the firft Caufe; 
for it is a very common Cuftom with the Midwives to give the Children a good deal of Oil 
and Sugar foon after they are born, by which they are much purged: Notwiihftanding Children 
fo treated are frequently attacked with this Complaint, befides Bowel Complaints, whether in 
Children or Adults, though they frequently occafion Convulfions, and fometimes Palfy, yet he 
believes they never occafion fixed Spafm. In regard to the lecond Caufe, although he makes no 
doubt it may occafion this Complaint in Children, as he has certainly feen it do in Adults, 
yet he is inclined to think it feldom does. His Reafons are, that when this Complaint takes place 
in Adults from obftrufted Perfpiration, it generally runs out to a great Length, and is not ge¬ 
nerally fatal} whereas the Complaint in the Infant we are now treating of, always terminates 
in a few Days, and is almoft univerfally fatal. F urther, this Complaint in Infants conftantly 
makes its Appearance between the Fifth and Fourteenth Day after Birth; but Children are not 
more fubject to Colds at that than at any other Period. The Third Caufe appears generally, 
if not in every Inflance, to occafion this Diforder; it is univerfally known, that whatever villicates 
or irritates the minute Branches of Nerves, whether by PunCture, Laceration, Burning, or Fric¬ 
tion on a raw Place, will, in tropical Climates, occafion this Complaint even in Adults, but much 
me re readily in the tender Bodies of Infants. We alfo know, that in Negro Children, after the 
umbilical Chord has fallen off, the raw Part, after being flightly covered with Lint or Rag, is 
bound round with a coarfe Cloth, and that in a few Hours is foaked in the Child’s Urine, in 
which State it is fuffered to remain, producing a Degree of Irritation much more than fufficient 
to produce this Spafm. When it is confidered this Complaint takes place between the Fifth and 
Fourteenth Day only, it muff be allowed to be excited by fome Caufe that is alfo confined to the 
ame Period ; but the Caufe juft mentioned is the only one that occurs at no other Period in Life, 
as far as we know.

The Examination of Adam Anderfon of the Parifh of St. Ann, Pra&itioner of Phytic 

and Surgery. 


SAITH, That he had the Rudiments of Phyfic and Surgery in Aberdeen: That he after¬ 
wards itudied at Edinburgh, Leyden, and London, and has pra&i!ed Phyfic in this Ifland upwards 
of Twenty-eight Years, and formerly, with a Partner, had the phyfical Care of near Four Thou, 
fand Slaves. 

Examinant is of opinion. That One-fotirth Part of the Negro Infants perifii before the 
Ninth Day from the Birth, of the Tetanus or locked Jaw\ a Diforder which the Negroes call the 
Jaw-fall-, and that its affefting Infants of that Age is peculiar to the Weft Indies : That he is of 
opinion. One-tenth Part of the White Infants perifh in the fame Manner. 

Examinant faith. That he made Inquiry when in Great Britain about Four Years ago, and 
could hear of no fuch Diforder: That he is warranted to fay, it is peculiar to the Weft Indies, 
from a la'e Publication of the famous Dr. Cullen of Edinburgh, who, in treating of the locked 
Jaw in Infants, fays, “ He fpeaks only from Information, for he never met with it in the Courfe 
of his Practice.” 

Examinant faith. That he has made Inquiry among the mod fcnftble Negro Women, and 
that he never could learn the Diforder was known in Africa. 

Examinant faith. That he imputes the Caufe to the Irritation of a putrid Matter generated at 
the Separation of the umbilical Chord, previous to the Separauon, which generally happens from 
the Fifth to the Seventh Day: That the Diforder may likewife proceed from Cold, or the Me¬ 
conium not being properly carried off, bur thefe Cauics occur very leldom : That the Firtt Symptom 
is an Uneafinefs in the Infant, and Refufal of the Breaft. In the courfe of a few Hours the jaw 
clofes, a general Spafm takes place, and Death commonly enfues in the courfe of Twenty-four 
Hours: That immediately before Death, a general Relaxation comes on, and the lower Jaw falls 
on the Breaft; thence called Jaw-fall by the Negroes. 

Examinant faith. That he does not believe the Diforder in general is owing to any improper 
Mode of Treatment of the Infant, as he has often known it occur notwithftanding the grtatell 
Care; and that, from the Rapidity of the Diforder, and the tender Age of the Patienr, he knows 
of no certain Remedy that fucceeded, either from the Application of Opiates or any other Me¬ 
dicine, once in Twenty Times : That it occurs in high and healthy Situations as well as in low 
ones; in mountainous Diftridts, as well as thofe near the Sea-fide. 

Examinant faith. That great Loffes are fuftained in the Increafe of Negroes from the Length 
of Time the Negro Women continue their Children at the Breaft, feldom lefs than Two Years, 
and many of them more: That there is no remedying this Evil without great Ddcontent; as the 
Mother, during the Time of her being a Nurfe, is commonly allowed an Hour in turning out 
to Labour later than the other Negroes, and returning an Hour earlier from Labour. 

Examinant is of an opinion. That many Negro Children die of that Diforder, peculiar to the 
Africans, called the Yaws, particularly if they are infedted during the firft Year, which the 
Mothers in general attempt to effedf, on Purpofe to excufe thcmfelves from Labour. 

Examinant is of opinion, notwithftanding thofe Inconveniences already enumerated, there is 
a very confiderable Increafe of Negroes on the Properties of this Ifland, particularly in the Parilb 
where he refides. 

Examinant faith. That the Loffes fuftained in feafoning newly-imported Negroes are chiefly 
owing to the many Diforders they bring with them from Africa, or contradted on board Ship, fuch 
as Venereals, the Yaws, and old habitual Ulcers. 

Examinant faith, the Number of obftinate Cafes he has met with, induced him to inquire of 
Surgeons that had been in that Trade, relpedling their Mode of Treatment during the Voyage; 
and that he has been informed it was cuftomary to fupprefs Venereals with aftrin^ent Injection, 
to caufe the Yaws and Ulcers to difappear by efcharotic Waffces; and on the Day°of Sale, ora 
few Days before, to hide the Scars with blackening and Palm Oil: That the epidemic Dyfcntery 
is frequent on board Ship; and though the Surgeons have a Method of concealing it on the Day 
of Sale, in fome Meafure, by Allringents, yet it frequently breaks out after the Negroes are 
landed with double Fury, of which he remembers the following remarkable Inftance: Mr. Colin 
Campbell, of St. Ann’s, having bought Thirty Negroes in 'kingfton, an endemic Dyfentery 
broke out among them foon after their Arrival at the Plantation, of which Twenty-four of them 
died; the Diforder was communicated to the reft of the Negroes on the Plantation, and feveralof 
them likewife fell a Sacrifice to it. D

The Examination of John Quier, Praditioner in Phyfic and Surgery. 

SAITH, That he ftudied Surgery in London, and Phyfic at Leyden, and ferved his Ma- 
jefiy as an Affiftant Surgeon in the Military Hofpitals, in the former War, in Germany: That 
he has prattifed in this Ifland for upwards of Twenty-one Years : That for the greater Part of 
that Time he has had from 4 to 5000 Slaves conftantly under his Care in the Parilhes of 
St. John and St. Thomas in the Vale, and of late Years in the Parifh of Clarendon. 

Saith, That the local Circumftances attending Difference of Situation in this Ifland, occafion 
fo great a Diverfity in the Difeales to which the Inhabitants of different Parts of this Country 
are fubjeft, that very few Obfervations thereon will be found to be univerfally true : That heh as 
not in general obferved any very great Mortality amongft Negro Infants foon after their Birth, 
in that Part of the Country where he pradliles •, nor any peculiar Difeafe, to which they are more 
fubjedt than any other Children would be un ler the fame Circumftances; namely, Firft, The 
known Want of Cleanlincfs, arifing from the obftinate Attachment of Negro Women to their 
old Cuftoms-, particularly to one fo evidently mifchievous in a warm Climate, as that of not 
fluffing the Child’s Clothes for the firft Three Days after its Birth ; and fometimes from a De¬ 
ficiency of Linen, and other Necefiaries proper for a new born Infant. Secondly, The Nature 
of their Habitations, fometimes fuffocating with Heat and Smoke; at others, when the Fire 
fubfides, efpecially by Night, admitting the cold damp Air through innumerable Crevices and 
Holes of the Walls, which are feldom kept in proper Repair; which fudden Tranfition from 
Heat to Cold, by occafioning peripneumonic Fevers, he thinks to be the moil general Caufe of 
the Death of new-born Negro Infants in that Part of the Country where he pradtifes. And, 
laftly, the injudicious Cuftom of fuckling a new-born Child for the'firft Week after its Birth, or 
longer, with the Milk of a Woman who often has a Child at her Breaft a Year old, or perhaps older. 

Saith, lhat in his Opinion difficult Labours happen as frequently among Negro Women here, 
as amongft the Females of the labouring Poor in England ; but that he has not obferved that a 
greater Proportion of-the Infants of the former perifh in the Delivery than of the latter. 

Saith, lhat he does not conceive the Tetanus, or locked Jaw, to be a Difeafe common to 
Imams in the Part where he pradtifes: That he apprehends there may be Reafcn to fuppofe that 
a Symptom, which generally attends approaching Death, from whatever Caufe it may proceed 
in Children, viz. a Paralyfis of the Mulcics of the lower Jaw, has been frequently miftaken, by 
Ieople unacquainted with Medicine, for the Tetanus; as he has often obferved the fame Name 
to be given in common Difcourfe to both thofe Affections, though of fo different a Nature. 

Saith, That Negro Women, whether Slaves or Free, do not in his Opinion breed fo fre¬ 
quently as the Women amongft the labouring Poor in Great Britain: That he aferibes this 
c^eHy to the promifeuous Intercourfe which the greater Number of Negro Women indulge 
t emlelves in with the other Sex: That he believes the Abortions, which he thinks to be rather 
trequent amongft them, to be afcribable to the fame Caufe : That he has not met with any Cafes 
1 h 0r . tI0 J l w h'uh he could fairly impute to ill Ulage or exccffive Labour: That moderate 
Labour is beneficial to pregnant Women, as being the beft Means of prelerving general Health. 

saith. That the Cuftom of carrying young Children into the Field in the Manner and with

aith. That he believes that a greater Number of Children under the Age of Ten Years 
lr-Ti" m , g,and : Tha . c . there , ar ? fome Diforders to which Children are more liable than 
Thir W lal _ t1e Yaws > a Difeafe originally African, occafion Numbers of them to perifn :

Letter from Lieutenant Governor Clarke to the Right Honourable Lord Sydney, 

dated Jamaica, December g, 1788. 

My Lord, 

BY his Majefty’s Packet, Greyhound, which arrived here on the 25th ultimo, I had the Honour 
to receive your Lordfhip’s Letters of the t 7 th of September, and the 2d of Oftober laft ; and by 
his Majefty s Packet Roebuck (difpatched by Exprefs), which arrived here on the 29th ultimo, I 
had the Honour to receive Mr. Nepean’s Letter of the 17th of Oftober. 

From the Minutes of Council herewith tranlmitted, your Lordfhip will perceive that I loft no 
Time in taking the neceflary and mod effcdftual Steps to procure full and fatisfadftory Information 
upon the fcveral Lleads of Inquiry relative to the Slave Trade, and the Treatment of Negroes in 
thefe Colonies-, and from their extenfive Nature, and the Danger of giving Mifinformation upon a 
Subjeft of fo much Importance, I conceived that too much Caution could not be obferved in 
procuring it, which has been the Caufe of my not fooner having it in my Power to fubmit it to 
your Lord Hup. I fear it will dill be found defective; but this, with fucli Information as has 
o ri * Cn ” ir . ky the Report of a Committee of the Aflembly upon this very interefting 
Subject, is, I be ieve, all that can be had Irom this Quarter which may at all be relied on; and I 
hope it will arrive foon enough to meet any Difcudion upon the Merits of it in Parliament. I 
need not add the Anxiety of all Ranks of People upon this Occafion : They conceive the Profperity 
or Ruin of the Ifland to depend upon the Ifibe of a Queftion in which their All is involved * and 
I cannot, under fuch Circumdances, withhold my Tedimony againft the apparent Mifreprefenta- 
lions upon which the Clamour relative to them appears to be founded in England.

Some Plantations there are where no fuch Praftice exifts; but it is almoft 
certain that it exifts whereioever a Vein of this Species of Earth happens to be difcovered by any 
Negro whofe Experience enables him to diftmguilh it. In Jamaica they prefer what is fathered 
from the Beds of Rivers, as more free by its Dilution from the Intermixture of other Earths In 
its frelh and mmft State u is or a brown.lh Colour, and has fomewhat of the Appearance of 
ordinary Caftile Soap, but after having been perfedly dried it turns white. Young Children are 
equally greedy of it; they either learn the Habit from Example of their Parents, or are reeled 
with it as a Dainty or as an Antidote to Acidities or Pains in the Stomach, to which they are 
very fubjedt: For the latter Purpole it may likew.fe be frequently taken by the older Neioes

Whether Europeans are capable of enduring Field Labour in the Weft Indies. 

WHOEVER imagines that Europeans are capable of enduring Field Labour m the Weft Incies, 
oueht to recollect what his own Feelings were, when the Thermometer during the Summer ■ 
lotf has rifen in England to 8o° in the Shade. He would figure to himfeif a iucceffive Continu¬ 
ance of ir, and then decide on the Humanity of forcing Englishmen to tag the Earth in any l a'to 
the Globe where that is the mefne Degree of (haded Heat throughout the Ycr; and where the 

Heat in the open Field is often from 15 to 32 Degrees higher. . . 

The mefne Heat on the Coaft of Jamaica is 8o°; and on the Coaft of Africa it is about 80 to 82. 
I^th^Temperlture, which is congenial and pleafant to the Negroes an Engl,ilhman cannot

The Phrenzy attacked a Man fo fuddenly, and with fo much 
Fry that with his Hatchet, if not prevented, he would have cut in Pieces the Perfons who 
a m d* near him ; and thofe who were feized in this Manner, and were left to remain on Shore, 
either died or luffered a dangerous Fit of Sicknefs. He gives feveral other Examples, and 
among the reft the following: 

M the Conclufion of the late Peace (1762), the Captain of a Ship of War went affiore at 
the Ifland of Dominica, with Twelve of his Men, to cut down the Wood, and clear a Piece of 
Ground which he intended to have purchafed ; but in a few Days Sicknefs obliged them to de- 
fift from this dangerous Work* the Captain himfelf, and Eleven out of his Twelve Affiftanis, 
bein<* feized with violent Fevers, of which feveral died. This is an Occupation (.fays the hu¬ 
mane Author) which has always proved dejlru£live to Europeans in thofe Climates , and in which they 
ou'ftu never to be employed, efpecially in the rainy Seafon (which is the He a fin for planting), 
there beinf numberlefs Inftances of White Perfons , when cutting down the Woods at that 
Seafon, wlfo have been taken ill in the Morning , and died at Night. He adds, that if the 
purchafin® of Negroes on the Coaft of Guinea can be juftified, it muft be from the abfolute Ne- 
ceffity there is for employing them inftead of White Perfons in fuch Services as thefe. Colonel 
Lilly himfelf acknowledges (in his Letter to the Board of Ordnance, dated 2d January 1734), 
that not only great Numbers of the common People, but above Twenty-two Officers, naval and mi¬ 
litary, periftied by the Experiment at Navy Ifland; fo that it may almoft amount to a Queftion, 
Whether the felling of each Tree did not coft the Life of an Englilh Subjedl? But it is hardly 
a Doubt, but that the fame Climate and the fame Labours were as malignant to the Bodies 
and Conftitutions of Englifhmen Two hundred Years ago as they are at prefent. Plantations 
have been fettled in the Weft Indies by the Subjects of Spain, France, Britain, Holland, and 
other Nations; but we have no one Evidence, either hiftorical, traditional, or inductive, to af- 
certain as a Faff, that at any Period of Time, from the Firft Difcovery by Columbus, a Angle 
Acre of Ground in that Part of the World has ever been laboured and planted with the Sugar 
Cane by the Hands of White Men. The Notion, therefore, that Barbadoes, or any other Weft 
India Ifland, was firft planted by White Perfons , without the Aid of Negroes, or of Indians, is 
abfolutely and entirely unfounded.

A probable Caufe fnggefted of the epidemic Dyfentery, which is ufually fo fatal to the 
Negroes of Jamaica, after violent Droughts and Hurricanes. 

OF the different Vegetables in ufe among the Negroes, the Plantain is their chief Fa¬ 
vourite, for its heartening and invigorating Properties. It feems to be indebted for this Diftinc- 
tion to a Degree of Aftringeney which it poffeffes, and which their other Vegetables have not. 
Whenever therefore the Plantation Trees happen to be blown down, the Negroes are fpeedily 
aflecled by the Change of Diet, and become fubjeft to Fluxes. The Bread Fruit is faid to re¬ 
ferable the Plantain in that diftinguilhing Quality, and is probably, for this Reafon, not lefs nu¬ 
tritious and proper, and would be a nioft valuable Subftitute. 

The French Colonifts are not allowed to cultivate the Plantain, perhaps left they might be 
trnipted to rely too much upon fo precarious a Refource in calamitous Years, and negled. the 
railing of Ground Provifions. 

1 his may be One Reafon why the French lofe (as it is fuppofed they do) more Negroes pet 
annum in proportion than the Britifh Planters.

I HE annual Returns made to the Receiver General’s Office in that Ifland for the Poll Tax

Mr. Afhley, concerning the Ufe of the Plough on his Eftate in Jamaica. 

1 N addition to what has been before ftated as Information received from fome of the Aoentj 
for the Britifh Iflands in the Weft Indies, and in the Returns made from the faid Iflands, to 
the Queftion concerning the Ufe of the Plough in the Cultivation of Sugar Plantations in the 
faid Iflands, the Committee examined John Afhley, Efq. (now of Cookham) who had been re¬ 
commended as a Perfon who had himfelf made Experiment of the Ufe of the Plough upon his 
Eftate in Jamaica ; and his Evidence is as follows : 

Mr. Afhley was born in Jamaica, and inherited an Eftate there, which himfelf converted into 
a Sugar Plantation. He made little ufe of the Plough until the latter Part of the Year 1783, 
till which Time his Plantation never yielded more thah 115 Tierces of Sugar. From the great 
Drought they experienced in Jamaica in the Year 1782, the Crops were very fmall in the Years 
1783 and 1784-, and Mr. Afhley finding himfelf much incumbered, and fearing to run further in 
Debt for the Purchafe of Negroes, he determined to make a more extenfive Experiment of the 
Ufe of the Plough, and made the Experiment accordingly from November 1783 to May 
1784. He opened frefh Land to enlarge his Plantation, and did it with the Plough; and the 
Coniequence was, that with the fame Strength of Negroes, without the Addition of One, he made 
about 235 Tierces of Sugar, double the Quantity he had made before—but Mr. Afhley defired 
leave to obferve, that the Year 1785 was a remarkably fine yielding Year. The Number of his 
Negroes (including Children and infirm Negroes) was all this Time Ninety-fix ; of that Num¬ 
ber he had Forty on his Field Lift, but feldom worked above Thirty-two at a Time. 

Mr. Afhley left the lfland in June 1785, and wifhed the Ufe of the Plough to be con¬ 
tinued on his Plantation, but finds it has not been done—his Overfeer always makes Excufes, 
and fays, it will interfere with the Ufe of the Cattle, which are wanted for Crop Time ; but Mr. 
Afhley differs with him, as the Land may be ploughed in the latter Part of the Year before 
Crop Time begins. Mr. Afhley is of opinion that Overfeers have a Prejudice againft the Ufe 
of the Plough, from Diflike to be driven out of their ancient Mode of Cultivation. Some few 
of the Overfeers purchafe Negroes to let out to hire, and where that is the Cafe, it may be their 
Intereft not to abridge the Labour of Slaves. 

Mr. Afhley being afked. Whether the Soil is not fometimes fo dry as not to admit the Ufe of 
the Plough ? replied. He never found it fo—that he ploughed in the Time of the greateft 
Drought—that his Plantation was fituated in a very flat Country, fubjett to great Droughts^ which 
make their Crops very precarious. 

Being afked. Whether the Ground is not fometimes too hilly or too ftony for the Plough? 
he faid. That in fome Parts of the lfland the Ground certainly is too hilly; but he has been 
told that the Farmer in this Country fometimes ploughs in Ground as fteep as can well be con¬ 
ceived. Mr. A Alley cannot fay but there may be Parts in Jamaica too ftony for the Plough. 

Being afked. If the very fteep Ground is ever ufed as a Sugar Plantation, he faid a great deal 
of very fteep Ground is ufed for Sugar Plantations, and the fureft Crops are on thofe Grounds, as 
they experience a more regular Succeflion of Seafons, from their Situation in the interior Part of 
the lfland. 

Mr. Afhley being afked. Whether the Cattle in fo hot a Climate bear the Labour well ? re¬ 
plied, They certainly do bear it well, and added, that his Cattle were in as good Order when he 
left off ploughing as when he began, for he always ploughed from Day-hght to Nine o’Clock 
in the Morning, and in the Evening from Three o’Clock till Dark, by which means the Cattle 
and the Ploughmen refted during the Heat of the Day. 

Mri Afhley was^ afked. What he conceived would be the Difference of Expence between 
ploughing and holing an Acre for Canes? and replied. An Acre will employ Forty Negroes, 
on an Average of Soil a Day, to dig it fit for planting Canes; and a Jobber was paid in his 
Time 7 l. Currency (equal to 5!. Sterling) for doing it. Mr. Afhley broke up an Acre in a 
Day, working only at the Beriods above-mentioned with Two Sets of Oxen, each Set confining 
of Eight Oxen (One for the Morning and One for the Evening) to One Plough; and it took 
him Hair a Day more to put it in the fame Order for planting tae Canes, as the Land dug by 
Jobbers. But without the previous Operation of breaking up the Land (which Labour in many 
Soils may be fpared) he has holed I wo Acres a Day with Two Spells of Oxen to the Plough, 
and has found it anlwer full as well as Land holed by Negro Labour. The Land holed by 
Hand ts never entirely broken up, there being an intermediate Space of Land which has not 
b.en dug, upon which they pull up the Earth out of the Holes 
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Jamaica, 


Mr. Afhley is of opinion, founded upon Experience, that Land holed by the Plough is more 
likely to produce good Crops, than Land holed by the Labour of Negroes, becaufe the Ground 
is more completely fliaken by the Plough than by the Hoe. He cannot fay at what Rate per Acre 
a Jobber would undertake to plough, as he never knew an Acre ploughed by Job. 

Mr. Afhley, though he generally ploughed with Oxen, fometimes put Two Horfes as Leaders in 
the room of Two Oxen, and found them ftand the Labour as well as the Oxen. Mules well 
trained would ftand the Labour better than either. 

Mr. Afhley being afked whether his Eftate produced as much fince the TJfe of the Plough 
was difcontinued as before when it was ufed ? replied. It had not; but that might be owing to 
various Circumflances. He rather imputes the falling off to the Want of Rains, for although 
the Plough has not been made ufe of, there has been no Want of Labour, as he has purchafed 
more Negroes, and has hired Jobbers occafionally, but his Expences therefore have been higher. 

Mr. Afhley obferved that he wifhed here to explain that in that Part of the Iflar.d where his 
Eflate is fituated, the Labour is not fo great as in many other Places, as the Canes will bear a 
Repetition of cutting for Eight or Ten Years, without re-holing or replanting the Land j 
whereas in fotne Eftates fituate in other Parts of the Ifland, One-third of the Sugar Land mult 
be replanted every Year, not bearing to be cut above Twice, that is Once in Plant and Once in 
Rattoon. On thefe Eftates, therefore, the Plough would be much more ufeful, than in that 
Part of the Ifland where his Property lies, provided they are not hilly Plantations. And Mr. 
Afhley is of opinion that the Stock employed in grinding the Sugar Cane might be employed 
as foon as the Crops are over, until they begin again (fay Six Months Space at leaftj in ploughing 
the Land without the Addition of Stock upon the Plantation or Detriment to them. 

Mr. Afhley added, that he found the Negroes learn the Ufe of the Plough very readily, 
though at firft the Negro fet to Plough feemed to think it an Hardfhip on him, to do the Labour 
(as he termed it) of all the Field Negroes. But as it was neceffary to have One Negro to drive 
the Oxen in the Plough, Mr. Afhley took care to have him trained to holding the Plough; fo 
that in fa£t there were Two Ploughmen to One Plough ; when the one was ploughing the other 
drove, and by changing their Situations relieved each other, fo as to make the Labour light. 

Mr. Afhley being afked. Whether he could ftate to the Committee the Quantity of Sugar his 
Eftate produced each Year ? replied. That could he recollect the exaft Quantity he had made 
each Year, and the Number of Slaves he pofieffed at each Period of Time from his firft fettling, 
it would be of no manner of Ufe; for, as he had already mentioned, the Seafons are fo very 
precarious in that Part of the Ifland where his Eftate is fituated, that fome Years they do not make 
Sufficient to pay the contingent Charges, and in others the Returns are ample.

Have any Laws been made in favour of, and for the Proteblion of Negroes within tbefe few Tears ? 

I really do not know. 

The Anfwer to this Queftion may be fully inferred from the Anfwers to the foregoing. 

The Penalties to which Mailers are in fuch Cafes liable, have been noticed by the above-men¬ 
tioned Laws. (Vide A. N° 1.)

[-blycfthe j n Barbadoes they have a conllant Allowance of Food from their Mailers. Their Food is 
Guinea or Indian Corn, raifed in the Country, and ground at their Mailer’s Expence; and 
Ground Provifions, fuch as Plantains, Potatoes, Yams: Belides this they have Maize, Kice, 
and falted Fifh imported} I do not know the exa£l Quantity. The Quantity of ProviGons is 
uncertain: The Allowance of Corn to a Negro mull depend on the Circumllances of his 
Mailer. 

If the Planter fails in his own Crop of Corn, he mull purchafe. Should the Price demanded 
be greater than he is able to pay, his Negroes mull fufFer. 

To a Planter in Debt there may be a fatal Difference to his Negroes, whether Corn is at Five, 
Ten, or Fifteen Shillings per Bulhel, as he may have Credit for One Hundred Pounds, and net 
for double or treble that Sum. 

The Rellraints on the Trade between the Ulands and the States of America, which affefl the 
Importation of Corn, bear hard on the Negroes. It is to be wifhed that the Price of Corn in the 
Illand of Barbadoes fhould never exceed Five Shillings Currency per Bulhel. 

Upon my EUates in the Year 1774, upon an Apprehenfion of Dillrefs, I reduced the Quan¬ 
tity of Acres in Sugar by Sixty Acres to fow it with Corn; and I had the Satisfaction to find 
that my Negroes experienced no Dillrefs. The Sugar Cane is a Plant of Fourteen Months 
Growth, fo that there mull be Two Fallows to One Crop } therefore by having Twenty Acres of 
Sugar lefs in annual Produce, I got the Sixty Acres for Corn. Befides this Hated Allowance of 
Food, they have fmall Gardens of their own about their Houfes: The indullrious alfo keep 
Hogs and Goats, and Poultry, and make a confiderable Profit by them. 

Are the Negro Slaves fecured by Law in the PoffeJJicn of the feveral Articles you have mentioned asfo 
acquired, or of the Money they may obtain thereby ? 

They are fecured by Law againfl all Perfons but their Mafler: I believe they are not fecured againjl bis 
Claim, but I do not believe that fuch Claims are ever made. 

Do the Negroes in Barbadoes receive as much Food in proportion to their Wants as Free Negroes there, 
or the labouring Poor in other Countries ? 

I think the Negro Slaves in general better off than the Free Negroes in this refpebi. The Free Negroes 
might , by working hard, be better off, but they will not work hard. With refp.tt to the labouring P° or 
of other Countries, as far as my Obfervation has gone, which applies only to this Country, I think the 
Negro Slave is not fo well off as the fingle Men who will work for their own Support; but he is better 
off than the labouring Man who has a Family, for the Mafler maintains the Family of the Negro 
Slave . 
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Slaves are fed wholly at their Mailer’s Expence, except what they make from their own Pro- 
perty of Hogs, Goats, Fowls, which they are allowed to keep} and they have alfo a certain 
Proportion of Land allotted for their own Ufe to plant Provifions upon. Their ufual Food al¬ 
lowed from the fcllatesis Salt Filh, Herrings, Corn boiled, Peale, Potatoes, in fuch Quantity as 
their Condition and the Seafon of the Year make necelfary. 

Slaves are fed at their Mailer’s Expence, and not by their own Labour. The Food of Slaves 
con lifts in general of Corn, of which there are Two or Three Sorts, of Ground Provifions, as 
they are called, and which confill of a great Variety of nutritive Ve°etables, fuch as Yams, E 
tatoes, Eddoes, Plantains, CalTavi, Ocroes, and Peafe of Five different Sorts; with thefe they 
have a full Allowance of Salt, and a fmaller Proportion of falted Cod Filh, Herrings, and other 
falted or pickled Fifh, as well perhaps on account of the Dearnefs of the latter Articles, ns ® 
caufe the fame are deemed an unwholefome Diet for them in larger Quantities. In the Crop*

Law, but of a more powerful Motive. Their Lodging is in thatched, and fometimesin lhingiea 
Houfes, iufficiently warm, and defended againll the Inclemency of the Weather. 

They have feparate Houfes, in general about Thirty Feet long by Twelve Feet wide. Thefe 
are chiefly thatched; feme are built of Stone, others wattled and plaiftered, and tome tew are 
covered with Tiles, all in the moft convenient Manner. They are cloathed annual y. eir 
covering conflfts of light Flannel, Ofnaburghs, and ftriped Linen.

Account of Alley's and of the Society’s Eftate in the Ifland of Barbadoes. 

Alley’s Eftate in Barbadoes has not One African upon it. 

When Mr. Brathwaite undertook to look into the Management of it in 1762, there were 

209 Negroes. 

The Number in December was between 240 and 250. 

None bought in the 'l ime. 

Mr. B r athwaite undertook the Society’s Eftate in Odtober 1783. 

The Births, fince then, juft equal to the Deaths, 33 and 33. 

They are conftantly provided with an Apothecary, who is paid by the Matter annually, and Governor 
who generally vifits the Negroes every Day, whether they are fick or well. A Houfe is kept on Parry, 
purpofe for the Sick ; and when they are ill, Phyficians and Surgeons are called to their Affiftance-, 
and they are in their old Age always maintained by their Matters. 

There feems in general to be good Care taken of them in Sicknefs, with regard to medical 
Adminiftrations, Diet, Lodging, and luch Things as are materially neceflary to^their Recovery, 
without any Provifion of Law for that Purpofe Nor are Matters under any Obligation by Law 
to maintain them when old or difabled, nor indeed to maintain them in any Cafe, except what 
Inducement thereto, from Law, may refult from the Adi of the Ifland, which fays. That the 
Jurors who condemn a Slave (hall enquire what Allowance he had from his Owner; and if it 
appears that he committed the Offence from Neceffiry, his Owner fhall not be intitled to the Sum 
of 25I. allowed out of the Trealury to the Owners of Slaves who are executed. And yet there 
does not appear any Ground for the Suppofuion entertained by fome, that Owners refule to feed 
fuch Slaves as are old and difabled. On the contrary, there are found on almoft every Plantation, 

Slaves who are incapable of ever working again, and yet neverrhelefs receive a daily Allowance in 
common with the other Slaves. There are to be feen Slaves with the Leprcfy and other Diforders, 
who are great Objedls of Charity, in the Streets and Highways; but this lee ms to be rather 
owing to their being fuch Objedts of Ch.,rity as to make Begging a better Living than the Owners 
Allowance: Whilft thofe who are equally infirm, but without thofe oftenfible Marks of Diftrefs 

which are neceffary to ftnke the Pafienger, and procure his Charity, are only to be found on their 
Owners Plantations.

It is the Intereft, and therefore the Wifh, of the Planter to prevr 
this ; but he is afraid to interfere too much in it.

Extrafl of a Letter to John Brathwaite Efq. 

. Barbadoes, the ioth of Auguft 1784. 

A great deal is to be faid on the Topic of converting of our Negroes, and the more it is re- 
Betted on, the greater are the Advantages apparent from the Completion, and the more mu 
merous and important the Difficulties attending the Execution of it. At all events, the Work 
niuft be carried on without Cmpulfion , or any Thing like it: Our Religion forbids it, and the 
Event would fhew, that we had enflaved without convincing their Minds; that is to fay, that we 
had made their Condition more abjett than before. One or Two Ideas have occurred to me on 
this Subjett, which I will venture to give you in the Confidence of Friendffiip. It is notorious 
that Polygamy is umverfally prattifed among them. Hence each individual Negro Man , in conic- 
quence of his having Three, Four, or more Wives, and perhaps Children by all of them, has 
very extenfive Family Connettions, originating from various Sources, all of which have an equal 
Claim upon his Heart and Jffetlions, and Senfe of Honour. Now, in attempting their Conver- 
fion, would it be Jafe, would it be right at One Stroke to cut afunder all thefe Bonds of Union, in 
Ipite of all the Refiftance of Inclination and fuppofed Duty, and to fubftitute Reftrittions, 
which, wnen forcibly impofed, would be intolerable to Beings ufed to the contrary Habits, and 
would at la It be done away with the utter Ruin of every Principle of religious Initiation with 
which they had been eftabliffied? Or ffiould we rather be faiisfied to proceed more gradually in 
the Ahair, by reprefenting to them the natural Inconveniences of Polygamy (fuch as its au^- 
menting the Occafions of conjugal Infidelity, and weakening the conjugal Attachment, without 
latisiying the brutal Appetite vitiated by Variety; its deftroying domeftic Peace, by introduce 
a Connitt of oppofite Interefts with each female Acceffion to the Family ; its increafing parental 
Cares and dim'mffimg parental Enjoyments, by the Jealoulies of the Children, as well as of the 
Wives;, and recommending to them to abandon the Prattice of it, as Death, or the Caufes ee- 
neially operating a Separation from their Wives, left them at liberty to adopt a more temperate 
Manner of Living? Should we, I fay, be fatisfied with this Mode of Procedure with the grom 
cgroes, and admit them by Baptifm into the Chriflian Covenant, without waitin" for that 
* t ' Ve, i I V Wuh , tbe Hope that Reflection, excited and diretted by Chriftian Motives and Dottrines, 
would produce the Change afterwards upon better and more falling Principles than they were 
capable of being attuated by before? The Qiieftion is important, and as far as I have prefumed 
to anfwer it to myfelf, I think that the latter Plan would be more rational and proper upon tie 
wvole. I would however ffiew them, that their Connettion with many Wives was tolerated, but 
not approved of: That in fatt, the Women they called their Wives, were only their Concu-

curacy and Readinefs ; but ftiould conflfl of One Prayer, read to them, and carefully adapted to 
their Capacities and Condition, and a Portion of Scripture, felefted with Judgment, followed by 
a familiar Expofltion and Application of it to themfelves. If you can only convince them thac 
they are always under the E>e of an all-powerful and good God, who will reward their goo 1 Ac¬ 
tions and ptmifh their bad in another World after Death, and that whether their Virtues fhould 
be r.eglefted, or their Vices efcape with Impunity in this World; that low as they are in Condi¬ 
tion, they are ftill the Creatures of his providential Care and redeeming Love-, and that it is he 
who has placed them in their prefent Situation, as he has placed the White People, fome in the 
higher, and others in the lower Ranks of Life; and that he expe&s them quietly to fubmit to 
it, and to dil'charge the Duties of it cheerfully and diligently ; and that if, after all, they fhould 
belong to cruel Matters, God has been plealed to try them by their Means, and will atturedly 
reward their patient Continuance in well doing, and punifh their Matters for their Injuttice to¬ 
wards them. Could you do this with Effect, I fhould fuppofe that you wdl have promoted the 
Caufe of Chrittianity in the molt extenfive Manner pofiible; for as with refpedt to a Multitude of 
unlettered Souls, unavoidably deftined to hard Labour and Servitude, that you will have made 
them eafier under their Yoke, and in faft have rendered it more tolerable, by giving them the 
belt Motives for demeaning themfelves with Honetty, Sobriety, and Diligence. At any rate, 
we fhould not be difcouraged by not fucceeding in every Inftanee. Among the moft enlightened 
Perfons, how few there are who are duly afFefted by the awful Truths of Chrittianity; why then 
fhould we be difappointed, if every Negro who is baptized and inttructed in them does not be¬ 
come a Saint in confequence of it? I have now given you my candid Sentiments on this im¬ 
portant Subject; but having delivered them with the moll unguarded Confidence, I offer them 
only to your friendly Infpedlion. I wifh much to fee what the Clergyman of St. Chriftopher’s 
has written concerning it, add fhall be much obliged to you to lend me out Two or Three 
Copies of his Work. 1 dare fay I fhall find my own vague Ideas on the Subjeft anticipated and 
corre&ed by him; and I fhall pay the more Attention to him, as he has refided fo long in the 
"Well Indies-, a Circumttance eflentiaiiy necefiary in my Opinion to the eftablifhing a practicable 
Plan for the Converfion of the Negroes. 

N. B. In a Letter dated July 25, 1785, he mentions that he had begun the Inftruftion of 
his young Negroes, to the Number of Forty; all of whom were baptized from Fourteen 
Years cown.

The Caufes which impede the Increafe of Plantation Slaves, are difficult to be affigned with 
any Certainty, whether the fame proceeds more from a Defeft of Propagation, or a Defeft in 
rearing the Offspring. How far the Labour of Females, which in the Works of the Field is 
the fame as that of the Men, may contribute to that Defeft in the earlier Periods of Geftation 
may be very doubtful; but it does not appear, that in the more advanced Stages of Pregnancy* 
Abortions are more frequent among them than other Females; and in faft their Work is kflentd 
as they approach towards the Time of Child birth. It is allb obfervable, that on moft Eftates 
there are fome hard-working Females who breed very faft, whilft many others, who labour lefs, 
do not breed at all. It is a very common Praftice amongft them after Labour, Dancing, and 
other violent Exercife, to bathe in cold Water, deep upon the Earth, and to commit othe^ Irre¬ 
gularities of that Kind, by which means they contract Diforders which cbftruEl Generation, and 
will often lad for their Lives. Thefe kind of Complaints are very common amongft the Plant¬ 
ation Females, and are of confiderable Extent in what conftitutes a Defeft of Propagation. 
How far the Praftice of Polygamy before mentioned may allb contribute to this End, may be a 
Matter of Speculation. The Labour of a Negro Man here is not fo great as that of the Miner, 
the Coal-heaver, the Ploughman, the Porter, and many other Labourers in England ; and the 
Difference of Climate, which, in the Mind of an European, might increafe the Idea of the Toil, 
is in faft not felt as an Addition by the African, for Heat is his conftitutional Climate. His 
Diet confifts of greater Variety, and in general more prolific than that of the poor Labourer in 
fome Parts of Ireland, Scotland, and even of England; lo that the Decreale of Plantation Slaves 
cannot be affigned perhaps to any Caufe more pTaufible (the Diforders contracted by Females 
from Cold excepted) than to a Deleft; in rearing the Offspring. 


Council of It is certain that Negroes do in general decreafe in this Ifland; but this cannot be owing to 
t e Hand. l, ar d Labour or ill Treatment, as there are fo many lnftances of Longevity. The Caufes may 

be attributed to Polygamy; to the Dileafes attendant on Excels; to the natural Indolence 
and Carelcffnefs of Mothers; to IS umbers having been exported from the Ifland ; to the late Loflcs 
by the Hurricane; to epidemical Difeafes, which make great Havoc among them, owing to the 
Infeftion being mi re eafily conveyed among a Number of People living, as it were, in fmall 
Towns; to the Want of Cleanlinefs; fometimes to the injudicious Situation of their Houfes, 
which it would be dangerous to alter, on account of their fuperftitious Attachment to the burying 
Places of their Anceftors; to their being liable often to be removed from one Part of the Ifland 
to another, in confequence of a T ransfer of Property, and feparated from their Friends and Re¬ 
lations.

It does not appear, that the Children of Slaves are fubjeft to any Difeafes to which other 
Children are not alio lubjeCt. On the contrary, they feem to be naturally hardier, and promile 
fairer for Life •, and yet there is no doubt that more of them die in a State of Infancy, that is 
under Seven Years, than of other Children, in Proportion to the Number born of each, owing 
to great Defects in the Conduct of Mothers in general towards their Children. It is obfervable, 
that the better Sort of Females rear their Offspring very well, and have very fine Children; but 
it is far otherwife with the greateft Part. However, the Owner, trufting too much to the Feel¬ 
ings of Nature, leaves the Infants indiscriminately to their Mothers, and they receive the Allow¬ 
ance allotted for them ; and in general they treat them with fo little Care and Attention in Diet, 
Lodging, and Clothing, that they contraft various Diforders of the Vifcera and cedematous 
Difeafes, of which great Numbers of them perifh. They alfo treat them with great Inhumanity 
in their Punifhments; they give the little Offenders violent Blows, Bruifes, and other barbarous 
Correction. It is not uncommon with them, when in their Paffions, which are very violent, to 
take them up and dafh them on the Ground; and they altogether exercife a Severity towards 
them, by far greater in Proportion to their Age and Tendernefs than any Thing themfelves 
experience from their Owners, in the prefent milder Syftem of Treatment obferved towards 
them. The Obfervation that Slaves are Tyrants in their turn, is verified amongft them, even 
at the Expence of the parental Affections.

Are Negro Slaves or their Children in general baptifed? 

I believe Negro Slaves or their Children are not in general baptifed ; but Baptifm is never, that I 
know of, refufed to fuch as defire it—Formerly Planters may have dilcouraged their Negroes from 
going to Church, but now I believe they are difpofed to encourage it, provided it is not made a 
mere Pretence for going abroad.—Great Advantages to the Interefts of the Planters have arifen 
from the Labours of the Moravian Miflionaries in the Ifland of Antigua; and this Example is an 
Inducement to the Planters in other Iflands to adopt the like Pradice. I do not know that any 
Mtffionanes have been fent from hence to the Ifiand of Barbadoes, except a Catech.ft employed on 
the Pitate of the Society for propagating the Gofpel, for the Inflation of the Negroes on it, in 
addition to the parochial Clergyman.-This Catechift has, as far as I am informed, had but little 
bap Hied' 0 ,ni P rov ‘ n g the Morals or Principles of the Negroes, though they have, I believe, been

1 ufed to 
think , that the Negroes were better treated in the French IJlands than in ours ; but I have lately changed 
my Opinion from obferving from the Accounts of French Writers, that they require a greater Supply to 
keep up their exifting Stock than we do. The annual Confumption of the French is from 5 to 10 and 15 
per Cent, as they fate it.

There are no particular Religious Inftitutions for the Negro Slaves in this Ifland. Religions 
Inftrtuflions have been offered them, but they feem always unwilling to attend. Nay, it is well 
known that they have been dete&ed in Theft at the Time when the Humanity of the Matter has 
led him to give them religious Inftrudtion. 

There is an lnftitution amongft Mr. Codrington’s Benefactions for the InftruCtion of the Slaves 
on thofe Two Plantations which he has given to charitable Ules, in the Principles of Religion. 
But there is no general lnftitution of this Sort, except what may be fuppofed to be intended as 
luch by a very old ACt concerning Prayer-, which enaCts, That for the better Information 0) 
all Sorts of Perfcns concerning God and the true Religion, the refpe&ive Minifters of this 
Jfl-ind, in their leveral Parilh Churches, on every Sunday in the Afternoon, do there publicly 
exercife the Duty of Preaching and of Catechifing, and quefliomng all the Youth, and others, 
that lhall come before them, in the Points of the Chriftian Faith, and endeavour, by luch Queftions, 
to inftruCt them concerning God and the Fundamentals of the Chriftian Religion, and all 
the Articles of the Chriftian Faith. There have been fome itinerant Preachers here, of the 
Moravian Se£t, who, as well as the Minifter under Mr. Codrington’s lnftitution, have endea¬ 
voured to inftruft them in the Principles of Religion, with what Effeft on their Faith is uncertain, 
but apparently without any on their Morality, owing, it is conceived, to long eftabliflied Habits 
of Vice amongft Slaves, not eafily to be corrected amidft the evil Communication of all, and the 
Prevalency of the Example of fuch Parents on their Children. Their Superllitions alio leem to 
be alnioft infurmountable, and muft ever be a great Obftacle to their Reception of the true 
Faith, unlels obviated in younger Minds by a fuitable Education of the Children, and (which 
is I'carcely practicable) bringing them up apart from the grown Slaves. Even the better Suit 
amongft them almoft univerlally believe in Witchcraft, and are fo firmly ptrluaded of its Effeftj 
(for many of them delpond and die when they conceive themfelves bewitched), that it would 
require the ableft Divines to undeceive them, at leaft no Attempts by the Preachers here have 
been fuccelsful. There are many Slaves, who are brought up in White Families, who have Ideas 
of the Supreme Being and a future Exiftence; but they do not feem to be better Moralifts than 
their unenlightened Brethren from Africa. In faCt, moft of the native Blacks have fome M* 
tions of God and a future State. Neither does there feem to be any material Difference in t » 
refpett between Pree Negroes and Slaves, although the Education of the former is better, a* 
they are frequently taught to write and read, and are inftrufted in the Chriftian Faith. On the 
contrary, by being more free, they are more licentious, and having more Property are mote 
debauched, and rather contribute to the greater Corruption of Slaves. 

There are no particular Religious Inftitutions for the Negro Slaves in this Ifland. Relig* ouS 
InftruClion has been offered them, but they leem always unwilling to attend to if. A large Ft 
perty was bequeathed by Mr. Codrington to the Society for propagating the Gofpel, to form a 
School for the White Inhabitants, and to give InftruClion to the Blacks.

The klan 
Symptoms produced on Perfons by their juggling Tricks are as various as in Europe, when 
fudden but vaft painful Affeftions of the Mind are brought on. I underftand the molt general 
are the Lofs of Appetite, great Liftlefnefs, Languor and Debility, with a Propenfity to eat im¬ 
proper and indigeftable Food, declaring frequently that they are bewitched, and going moping 
about all day long: Hence Obftruftions, Swellings of the Extremities, Tympany, Death, 

Of their Arts we know nothing -, but of the EfFetts produced by them, on thofe on whom ^ ouncl1 
they are exerciled, are a Dejeftion of Spirits, and a gradual Decay.

In thofe Climates we are fubjeft to very partial Rains, which will affeft one Part of an Ifland 
more than another. It may be owing alfo to partial Blights, and to other Caufes, as it happens 
to the Crops in this and other Countries, for which no particular Reafons can be affigned. 

Crops are certainly partially affetffed by Vermin, Blaft, and Weather; but how to account for 
the Caufes of thefe Calamities, has not yet been difcovered.

Agent making the Sugar, which, in the Ifland of Barbadoes, is generally from the Month of January 
f° r b| C A f \ to J une * I* 1 th* s Time the Negro comes earlier to his Work, and continues at it later. But, 
Ifland!' ° 1 C from the Intervals of Leil’ure which are given to him, I doubt whether his Labour during that 
Period is harder than at other Times. In general they are more healthy at this Time, which 
may be imputed to the Juice of the Cane, of which they are allowed as much as they chul'e; 
and to the Plenty, in other Refpefts, that fubfifts at that Seafon. We have alfo lefs Rain in 
that Time. In the other Six Months of the Year the Negroes, as well as the Whites, are more 
unhealthy, which may be imputed to the Rains which prevail, and to the unhealthy Winds which 
fometimes blow during that Period. 

Governor The Labour differs at different Seafons of the Year: Our reaping Time, from December to 
Parry. May, is always the moft healthful Time of the Year, and moft favourable to Negroes. In the 

other Months of the Year they are moft liable to Difeafes, from the Abundance of Rain and the 
Hcavinefs of the Seafon.

The moft laborious Time of the Year is the Crop, or Harveft; but this increafed Labour 
produces no vifible ill Effeds on the Health of the Slaves; on the contrary, it is univerfally al¬ 
lowed, that they never look better than at thefe Seafons, for then the various Crops of Pro- 
vifions are fit for ufe. But their improved Condition at thefe Times is principally attributed to 
the falutary Effeft of the Sugar Cane, of which they are allowed the liberal Ufe when reaping; 
the Humanity of the Precept which fays. Thou (halt not muzzle the Ox that treadeth ouc the 
Corn, being then univerfally adopted. 

The Labour differs at different Seafons of the Year : Our reaping Time, when moft Labour 
is required from the Negroes, is always the moft healthful Time of the Year, and moft fa¬ 
vourable to Negroes : In the other Months of the Year they are more liable to Difeafes, from the 
Abundance of Rain and the Heavinefs of the Seafon.

Would it be pofiible to cultivate to Advantage the Weft India Iflands, by the Labour of Eu¬ 
ropeans, or of Free Negroes ? 

Mr. Brath- I do not think it would be poflible to cultivate them to Advantage by Europeans. Th c 
waite. Agent European might be ftronger at firft, and do more Work, but he would die fooner. The Conlti- 
r-lu 1 !?. tution of a Negro is fitter for a hot Climate. With refpedl to the Free Negroes, I cannot fp ea ^ 
with any Certainty as to their Number. I am of opinion, however, that if the Cultivation 
could be performed by Negroes working as Day Labourers, it would be much more for the 
Intereft of the Planter; he would not then have either the Care or the Expence of maintaining 
the young and the old, or of purchafing Negroes, as he does at prefent. In any given Plant¬ 
ation the working Negroes amount to about One Third of the whole Number: But in warm 
Climates the Difpofition both of Whites and Blacks is more averfe to Labour than in col 
Countries; and therefore I doubt whether, without fome Cornpulfion, they would be induced t° 
work. If the Negroes were to be fet generally at Liberty at once, they would not work, 
would grow idle and profligate, and deftroy one another, and the Country : And I believe 
their Freedom was offered to them upon Condition of working as Day Labourers, not t ! 
Tenth would accept it: But by giving them good Principles, and inducing them to con line 
themfelves to One Wife, and thereby attaching them to the Intereft of their Family, 1 think y 0 ^ 
might by degrees induce them to labour; and in luch Cafe they might wilh to become free, an 
it might be for their Intereft to be fo. ^

The Free Negroes are fo proud and indolent, that many of them will not labour for their Governor 
own Maintenance, but become Beggars, and are frequently fupported by the Parilh they Parr y* 

belong to. 

It is conceived that it would not be poffible to cultivate Plantations in the Weft Indies by the 
Labour of Europeans; the fame having been formerly found impradicable when the Ifland was t h er Anfwer. 
under much lefs Cultivation than at prefent; nor could they be cultivated by Free Negroes, unlefs 
their Numbers were more than equal to the prefent Number of Slaves, as there would be many of 
them who would not work, that being the Cafe with them at prefent; for although many of them 
are in great Want, and might earn at fome Times of the Year, Two Shillings a Day, and their 
Feeding, yet they will not perform the flighted Work in the Field; nor would the Situation of the 
White Inhabitant be fafe when furrounded by fuch Numbers of unprincipled Perfons equally free 
with himfelf, and without Controul: Nor could it be worth the Planter’s while to cultivate his 
Lands at the Price they would exaft when there were no other Labourers. 

This may be well faid to be impoffible; Europeans wanting Conftitutions adequate to fupport the ^® U j n fland* 
Heat, and Free Negroes the proper Induftry required to cultivate the Lands,

The Free Negroes are in general fo proud and indolent that they will not be enticed to Work; Governor 
many of them are fo poor as to be maintained by their different Pariffies, and there is fcarcely an ' arry * 
Inftanceof their living in any private Service. 


I do not underftand that the Free Negroes of Barbadoes ever hire themfelves out to till the Land, Governor 
although they fometimes do as domeftic Servants.—If they hold Lands as Tenants annual, at Will, fjfer^Anfwer 
or in Fee, they are fometimes known to afiift in the Cultivation of them. Some of the Females n wer * 

are good Houfewives, and conduft the Bufinefs of their Families within Doors, others fupport 
themfelves by the Proftitution of their Perfons. Some of the Males areMuficians, and others pur- 
fue ihe mechanical Profeflions, in the Exercife of which, a Sufpicion is amply juftified, that many 
of them clandeftinely offend againft the Laws; and I muft frankly own my Opinion to be, that 
thofe living by finifter Practices far exceed the Number of thofe who do fo by the means of 
honeft Induftry.

neither is the Number eafily increafed, as foreign Cattle are very perifhable here; and if the Stock 
of Cattle could be increafed, it does not appear from the Mode of Culture which, by Experience, 
has been found beft for Sugar, that their Labour could be kibftitutcd for that ot the Slaves, in 
thofe Works which are attended with moft Difficulty, that is, in making the Cane-Hole, and 
throwing the Manure into it.

Have different European Inftruments of Hufbandry been introduced in the Cultivation of 
Plantations in the Weft Indies ? 

With refpett to the Ifland of Barbadoes, the Soil is either deep or hilly, and I doubt, for thefe 
Reafons, whether the Ufe of the Plough could be introduced. I have underftood tint many 
Planters, at different Periods, have tried the Plough without Succefs. The Wheelbarrow might 
be introduced with Advantage, but the Negro is not difpofed to make ufe of it. I 'muft ky» 
however, that many European Inventions have been of late introduced very much for the 
of the Negroes. Formerly the Negro ufed to grind the Corn between Two Stones with tne 
Hand. Now Wind and Hand Mills are introduced in moft Plantations for that Purpofe. T * e 
Negro ufed alfo to pump Water by the Hand for different Purpofes. This Labour is now pet* 
formed by means of a little Windmill, and the Pump is introduced in fome of the Operations 
of the Boiling-houfe, which greatly faves the Labour of the Slaves. 

European Implements of Hufbandry have been tried by particular Planters in very favourable 
Situations, but without the wifhed-for Succefs. 

The chief Inftrument of European Hufbandry attempted here has been the Plough, but with* 
out any fuch Succefs as to encourage the Ufe ot it. If there was no other Obftacle, there doe* 
not feem to be a fufficient Stock of Cattle for this Labour, together with the other Works 
fore mentioned, to which they mujl be applied; befides, at leaft. One-fifth Part of the Ifland con- 
fifts of hilly Lands, too fteep to admit of the Ufe of the Plough. Add to this, that thofe Lands 
which are fit for Sugar are deep and heavy Soils, and require to be cultured in the dry Seafon?. 
to be prepared for planting when the Rains fet in, which are here periodical. At this Time o 
Preparation, fuch Soils are fo hardened by the intenfe Heat of the Sun in this Climate, that the 
Culture of them by the Plough would be fcarcely pra&icable; perhaps, however, the Plopg'J

• Ik be ufed for the Culture of level Soils of a lighter and loofer Texture, for the planting of 
Cotton and Provifions ; but the Labour of preparing fuch Lands, and for thofe Purpofes, is very 
frconfiderable to the Slaves ; but if any lnftruments of Hulbandry could be thought of for their 
bale in any Works, there is no Doubt that the Planter would eagerly adopt them, as well from 
Motives of Sclf-intereft as of Humanity; but what thofe lnftruments are (if any) which might 
contribute to this ddirable End, is only likely to be difcovered by Perfons who, together with 
a thorough Acquaintance with the feveral lnftruments of European Hifbmdry, have a perfect 
Knowledge of the Works neeefl'ary to be performed on a Plantation in the Weft Indies. 

This lfland has been fettled upwards of a Century and a Half; and during that Terio^, many Council of 
Attempts have been made, but all fruitlefs, to introduce the European lnftruments of Hulbandry. the lfland. 
And indeed our Anceftors having departed from the Ufe of them in the Firft lnftance, is a 
drone preemptive Proof that they are found unfit for the intended Purpofes. European In- 
ftruments of Hulbandry, in modern Times, have been tried by particular Planters, but without 
the wilhed-lor Succcfs. 


A. N° 43. 

What is the whole Number of Acres in the Ifiand of Barbadoes, and how much of that Part 
thereof which is at prtfent not cultivated, is capable of being brought into Culture ? 

With refpeft to this Queftion relating to the Number of Acres in the Ifiand of Barbadoes, 

Mr. Brathwaue obfetved that he had given in a Paper which anfwered that Queftion.

The Number of Acres are 106,470, almoft all cultivated. What remains uncultivated is at Governor 
the Top of high Hills, or down in the Bottom of Gullies, which it would be impoflible to cul- Paff y- 
tivate to Advantage; and what is left for Pafturage for the Cattle.

The Plough has been tried upon fome few Eftates, but with fo little Succefs, that its Ufe has 
not ircreafed at all, nor do we imagine the Plough would anfwer in any Part of this 
Ifland. 

There is but a fmall Part of the Lands which would admit of the Ufe of the Plough, efpe- 
ciully for the Cane Plant; but there are Tome Lands, where it is conjedured it might be ufedin 
the Culture of Cotton and Provifions with a proper Stock of Cattle. 

The Plough has been tried upon fome few Eftates, but with fo little Succefs, that its Ufe has 
not increafed at all, nor do we imagine the Plough would anfwer in any Part of this Ifland. 

A. N° 47. 

In how many Plantations in the Ifland of Barbadoes has the Plough been known to be in¬ 
troduced for the Purpofe of preparing the Land for Cultivation ? 

The Plough has been introduced into very few Plantations, for the Reafons Mr. Brathwaite 
had afligned, viz. that the Soil is deep and hilly.

The Plough has been tried at different Times, and on feveral Plantations, for the Purpofe 
however of preparing the Land for Sugar, as it is imagined, but without any fuch Succefs, as 
before obferved, to encourage the further and more general Ufe of it, and it was confequently 
laid a fide; the Reafons for which are partly attempted to be afligned in Anfwer to a foregoing 
Queftion. 

It has been tried by many, but in all it has been found necefiary to relinquifh it. In the hilly 
Parts, where the Soil is lighteft, the Ground is too rocky and uneven; and in the low Lands 
during the dry Seafon, the Earth is fo hard, as that no Plough-fhare could go through it; and 
in the wet Weather it is fo deep and miry, that Cattle could not work in it.

How many Slaves in the whole are employed in the faid Ifland of Barbadoes in the Cultivation

The Mules are not found fo convenient to this Buflnefs; and the Negro-labour is better 
adapted for carrying Manure about the fame Fields in which it is raifed : but, in order to aflilt 
the Negroes, Manure at any Diftance, or from the Buildings, is conveyed by Carts drawn by 
Cattle or Horfes. 

From the Mode of cultivating the Cane Plant, it is fcarcely practicable to carry out the Ma¬ 
nure by Cattle and Mules, the Holes for that Plant being large, deep, and clofe together: And 
the Labour of carrying out the Manure over Lands prepared for Cotton, is by no means fo 
difficult for the Slaves as to make the Ufe of Cattle and Mules for that Purpofe a material 
Objeft in favour of Slaves, when it is confidered alfo, that their Labour would be nearly as 
great in loading and unloading the Beads, and attending them in their feveral Traverfes over 
the Land. 

From the Manner in which we are obliged to hole the Land for Canes, it is impofiible to throw 
out the Dung to the Cane-holes in any other Manner than by the Negroes. In order to aflilt 
them. Manure at any Diftance, or from the Buildings, is conveyed by Carts drawn by Cattle.

Upon a Plantation with a given Stock of Negroes, and yielding on an Average a certain 
annual Quantity of Sugar, what may be fuppofed to be the nett Income to the Owner, if living 
on the Ifland, after deducing the Charge oi maintaining and cloathing his Negroes, the Wear 
and Tear, and other neceffary Expences •, and what the nett Income to the Owner living in 
Great Britain ? 

No Man can anfwer this Queftion with Refpett to future Years. With refpeft to the pad:, I 
will make up and lay before the Committee a Statement according to my Opinion. With relpeft 
to the Management of an Eftate by the Owner refident, or by a Manager when the Owner is 
ablent, it depends upon the comparative Capacity of fuch Owner and fuch Manager. But in ge¬ 
neral it is natural to fuppofe, that the Prefence of the Owner is of great Advantage. 

This depending entirely on the private Concerns of Individuals, it cannot poflibly be afeer- 
tained without making a comparative Review of Gentlemen’s private Income. 

The Refidence of the Owner in this Ifland, or his Refidence in Great Britain, it is conceived, 
would make little or no Difference in the nett Income of his Plantation, fuppofing it to be under 
the fame Mode of Management. 

We do not fee any neceffary Difference in the nett Income of a Perfon living in England or 
the Weft Indies. This depending entirely on the private Concerns of Individuals, it cannot 
poffibly be afeertained without making a comparative Keview of Gentlemen’s private Income.

The Negroes in this Ifland are in genera in happ'er Situations than many 
of the Poor in Great Britain. In all Countries fome Abufes will anfe. This may- be feen every 
where: But furely the partial Abufe of a ufeful and neccffary Commerce can never be a fuffi• 
cient Reafon for its Abolition. You know how imprafticable it would be to cultivate our Lands 
with White Vagrants. Thefe would prove only a Banditti of Robbers. 

The Council expeft from you, Sir, the moft forcible Oppofltion to this mi rn c «ous PJan'of 
abolifhing the African Trade. Your own good Senle will point out to you the fwopercfl^ Me¬ 
thods to be purfued. It is neceffary that Men fhould be acquainted with the true State of 
the Cafe, and that the Delufion of falfe Reprefentations fhould be removed.

Letter from Mr. Senhoufe to Mr. Granville Sharp, dated Barbadoes, February 27, I 7 ^ t 

refpe&ing the Advantages arifing from the humane Treatment of Slaves in tha* 
Ifland. 

SIR 

Thinking myfelf called upon, as an Individual, by your interefting Addrefs to the Public con¬ 
cerning the prefent State of Slavery in the Weft Indies, I beg leave to communicate to you 
Two lnftances, tending to prove, that if Negro Slaves be treated with Humanity in Situations 
not peculiarly unhealthy, nor otherwife unfavourable, they will ncccffarily increafe. 

You may depend that I fhall pay the moft fcrupulous Regard to Truth in ftating my Ubler- 
vations. Happy, if, by laying before you a few well attefted Fads, I can enlarge your Fund ot 
Information, and thereby enable you to reafon with greater Accuracy and Effect upon a Sub¬ 
ject fo honourable to the Gentlemen concerned, and fo truly interefting to the Caufe o Hu¬ 
manity. 

"I he Firft Inftance which I fhall lay before you, without any further Ceremony, is a 9 oL 

lows : 

A Noble Earl, whofe Name would do honour to this Paper (but which, without his fpecial 
Permiflion, I do not think myfelf at liberty, even upon fo laudable an Occafion, to mention), 
having entrufted to me the Care of his Plantation fituated in the windward Part of this Ifland, 
I took charge of the fame accordingly, and on the 31ft December 1774* there were upon it 
* 1 5 Slaves of all Denominations.

There have been purchafed fince (z. e. in the Year 1777) 32 Slaves, which, added to the former 
Number, make 147* 

There are at this Time upon the Plantation of the original Stock, and of thofe fince bought 
as above-mentioned, together with the Defendants of both, 163; confequently the Increafe du¬ 
ring the above Period, notwithftanding feveral Cafualties, has been 16. 

But it is necefiary to obferve, that it is probable the Increafe would have been ftill more, had 
not Five Negroes belonging to the Eftate been killed by the Hurricane which happened in this- 
lfland in the Year 1780. 

The late Manager upon his Lordffiip’s Plantation, as well as the Gentleman who now has the 
immediate Direftion of its Cultivation (and who is delervedly at the Head of his Proffdfion), have 
both repeatedly allured me, that they believe the Slaves thereon to be the moft orderly and trac¬ 
table Set in the lfland, which is another pleafing Confequence of proper Treatment j and now 
that they are got into fo regular a Train, a more rapid future lncreale may be real'onably 

expe&ed. , 

The laft Year the Increafe was Three, and the Year 1784 added Eight to the general 

Stock. . 

The other Inftance which I beg leave to lay before you is, concerning my own Plantation, 
fituated ftill further to windward than the noble Lord’s above mentioned, of which I became 
Pofifefifor in the Month of July 1774, with 119 Slaves. 

There have been purchafed fince that Time Five Negroes, and Three have been fold. Two 
therefore muft be added to the original 119. 

Befides which, in the Year 1784, the Plantation Slaves were increafed Twentv-fcven, by the 
Bequeft of a Relation, who then died. Thefe feveral Numbers, taken together, make the 

Total 148. , 

There are this Day upon the Eftate, of the above Stock and their Defendants, 161 j ot 
courfe the Increafe has been Thirteen. 

But it muft likewife be obferved in this Place, that Three were killed by the Hurricane above 
mentioned : That Three more apparently died in confequence of it, and Five others died by 
Cafualties. 

One Hundred and Thirty-eight Slaves belonging to thole two Plantations were inoculated in 
the Year 1781, but one of whom died, and that one was old and infirm. 

Thefe lnftances, together with feme others, of which I have Information from good Au¬ 
thority, although they did not come fo immediately under my own perfonal Obfervation, have a 
ftrong Tendency to prove, that if Negro Slaves be well fed, properly clothed, comfortably 
lodged, not overworked, and duly taken care of when fick (which I can affirm has been the 
Cafe with thofe above mentioned), the Owner’s Humanity will in a few Years be amply re¬ 
warded by a valuable Increafe in his Property, and will need no further Supply in the Manner 
now fo juftly condemned: And I am warranted in this Idea by the uncommon Proportion of fine 
healthy Children of both Sexes upon thefe two Plantations (the natural Confequence I prefume 
of fo long a Courfe of proper Treatment), who promife to be more than fufficient amply to ftock 
them both at no very diftant Period. 

I am of opinion, that the Treatment of Slaves in general in the Bcitifh Weft India Elands is 
greatly altered of late Years for the better: The prelent is an Age of Liberality, and thefe un¬ 
happy People have in fome Degree benefited by the general Improvement in the Manners of 
Mankind. But it is neverthelefs to be apprehended that Humanity, even when aided by fo 
powerful an Auxiliary as Self-intereft, too frequently gives way in fordid Minds to Cruelty and 
Oppreflionj fuch Men (for fuch 1 fear there are) preferring a prefent paltry Advantage to a more 
fubftantial and honourable future Good. 

Your laudable Efforts, terminate where they will, cannot fail of benefiting this unfortunate 
Race of Men. Even the Inquiry alone (Ihould it unluckily proceed no further) will have, 
I conceive, defirable Effedts: It will naturally bring the Matter home to every Man’s FeelingSi 
and, by forcing them to examine more minutely into their own particular Condudt, neceffanlv 
improve the good in the Management of their Slaves, and I fincerely hope will make the bad 
better.

Yo^t Lordfhip 1 'is perfedlly informed of the nefarious Pradtices of the African TraaJe, and 
the cruel Manner in which the greater Number of the Matters treat their Seamen : There is 
fcarcelv a Veflel in that Trade that calls at Barbadoes, from which 1 have not a Complaint 
made to me, either by the Matter or the Seamen, but more frequently (and generally with 
greater Reafon) by the latter, who are often (hamefully ufed; for the African Traders at home, 
being obliged to fend out their Ships very ftrong handed, as well from the Unhealthinefs of 
the Climate as the Neceflity of guarding the Slaves, foon feel the Expence of Seamen s Wages; 
and as foon as they come amongft thefe Blands, and all Danger of Infurredhon is removed, the 
Matters quarrel wirh their Seamen upon the moft frivolous Pretences, and turn them on 
fhore upon the firft Bland they ttop at, fometimes with and fomenmes without paying them 
their Wages; and Barbadoes, being the windward Station, has generally a large Proportion ot 
thefe Men thrown in upon her; and forry am l to fay, that many of thefe valuable Subjefts are, 
from Sicknefs, and the dire Neceflity of entering into foreign Employ for Maintenance, loft to the 

Britifh Nation. „ , „ _ _ . . , 

The Evil your Lordfhip will, l am lure, view in the fulleft Extent of its Magnitude, and 

apply a much better Remedy than I have Abilities to recommend: But perhaps fome Goo 
might arife, if every Matter of a Ship or Veffel was compelled to inroll his Ship s Company at 
the Cuftoni Houfe of the Port of which he belongs, and from whence he takes his Departure * 
and obliged upon his Return to account for every individual Deficiency, either by Death, 
charge, Defertion, or oiherwife ; and if either of thefe Cafualties fhould happen in^ any Britilh 
Colony, to bring a Certificate of it from the Governor or Lieutenant Governor *, if in a Foreign 
Colony, from the Conful, or principal Traders where there is not a Conful. 

Your Lord (hip will, 1 truft, have the Goodnefs to pardon me for entering fo largely into this 
Subject, when 1 aflure you that nothing but the Ills that pafs daily under my Infpedtion fhould 
have induced me to be lo troublefome.

Quans Town, Cameroons, Africa, 27th Feb. 17^ 

To His Excellency the Governor of Barbadoes. 

1 William Quarrier, Matter of the Schooner Gainfborough belonging to Mr. John Fiflaer, 
Merchant in Liverpool, and I James Bean, Matter of the Ship Hew belonging to Mr. James 
Mugufon, Merchant in London, being on fhore in the Execution of our Bufinefs, were feized by 
a Body of armed Men who were in Ambu(h for that Purpofe, who treated us in a molt cru . c *» 
favage, barbarous Manner, dragged us into one of their inland Towns, and there loaded us with 
Irons, on account of the unprecedented Behaviour of Capt. Robert Bibby of the Ship Molly, be¬ 
longing to Meflrs. Gregfon and Co. Merchants, Liverpool. The King and Traders in Cameroons 
proteft before God and us William Quarrier and James Bean, which we believe to be juft, that 
the Laid Captain Bibby has carried off Thirty of the King and Traders Sons and Daughters and 
Relations, which were put on board the faid Ship as Pawns; and that the greateft Part of the ..laves 
and Ivory was paid for their Releafe, when Captain Bibby abfolutely refufed their Releafe when 
redeemed. The King and Traders further declare, from other bad Treatment they received from 
Captain Bibby, that they will flop all Trade in the River, and all the Goods in the Factories, 
•^1 keep us clofe in Irons till the aforefaid Thirty Pawns are brought back to their Parents in 
Cameroon River. The King and Traders further declare they will pay any Goods (lay Slaves 
and Ivory) to the faid Captain Bibby, or his Merchant’s Order, upon the Arrival of their Sons, 
Bart 111. r w f Daughters, 
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Barbadoes. 


Daughters, and Relations, in Cameroon River •, and we William Quarrier and James Bean have 
no other Refource for our Lives and Liberty, jointly agree for the Behalf of our Owners Property 
to difpatch the Gainfborough, Captain Gamble, to the Ifland of Barbadoes, where we learn Capt-,,! 
Bibby is to receive his Inftruflions from his Merchants to what Bland to proceed to fell his Ne- 
groes. We William Quarrier and James Bean, your mod humble Petitioners, do pray you r 
mod worthy Excellency to detain, or caufe to be detained, the faid Ship Molly, Captain Robetx 
Bibby, until the aforefaid Thirty Sons, Daughters, and Relations, are delivered to Captain Gam¬ 
ble of the Schooner Gainfborough, in order that they may be brought back to their Parents, fo 
that the aforefaid Thirty Pawns may be known. The King and Traders have fent with Captain 
Gamble a Black Man named James Quan, who is well acquainted with the faid People that Cap. 
tain Bibby carried off in a clandeftine Manner.

To His Excellency the Governor of Barbadoes. 

I James M‘Gautv, Mafter of the Ship Othello belonging to Mefirs. Thomas and William 
Earle, jun. and Co. Merchants in Liverpool*, 1 William Willoughby, Mafter of the Barque John 
belonging to Camden and Calvert, Merchants in London -, and I Ifaac Nixen, Mafter of the Ship 
Fifher belonging to John Fifher, Merchant of Liverpool; being on Shore on the 14th of Fe¬ 
bruary on the Execution of our Merchants Bufinefs, were feized by a Body of the Natives armed, 
who lay in Ambulh on purpofe to take us, which they effe&ed, and dragged us up to their 
Town, where they treated us in a moft favage and barbarous Manner, and loaded us with Irons 
on account of the imprudent Behaviour of Captain Robert Bibby, Mafter of the Ship Molly be¬ 
longing to Mefirs. Gregfon and Co. Merchants of Liverpool, who carried off Thirty Pawns, who 
were the King and Traders Sons, Daughters, and Relations. The King and Traders declare, 
that the greateft Part of the Slaves and Ivory was paid to the faid Captain Robert Bibby for the 
Releafe of their Sons, Daughters, and Relations, who were in pledge on board the Ship Molly 
when the faid Captain Robert Bibby refufed releafing them. 

And on the 15th Inftant the Natives in a tumultuous Manner afiembled together, when I James 
M'Gauty, I William Willoughby, and I Ifaac Nixen, were brought before‘them, when they de¬ 
manded in the firft place the Pawns that were on board our refpedlive Ships, and threatened in a 
moft fhocking Manner to put us to Death if we refufed; whereby I James M‘Gauty for the Pre- 
fervation of my Life as above, I William Willoughby for the Prefervation of mine, were forced 
to fend off Orders to our refpe&ive Ships to fend the Pawns on Shore, when I James M'Gauty 
did deliver up Thirty-two Pawns, which were all I had on board for upwards of Eighty Slaves} 
and I William Willoughby did deliver up Five Pawns, which were all I had for Twenty Slaves 
or upwards; and the King and Traders further declare that they will not fettle this Bufinefs, with¬ 
out the Schooner Gainfborough goes in purfuit of Captain Robert Bibby, and brings back their 
Sons, Daughters, and Relations, &c. to the River Cameroons. I James M'Gauty, fending the 
Schooner Gainfborough, put off from Time to Time, did on the 18th Inftant difpatch the 
Schooner Union with Five Slaves, and a Letter informing the faid Captain Robert Bibby of every 
Particular, and our unhappy Situation -, but not having an Opportunity to have it figned by Il’aac 
Nixen or William Willoughby, I James M'Gauty figned it, and fent it off as aforefaid, that 
Captain Robert Bibby might not appear ignorant hereafter. We James M'Gauty and William 
Willoughby having had feveral Confultations with the Traders concerning making Trade on Shore, 
and finding we could not pofilbly in their extravagant Conditions, did confult with Captain Ifaac 
Nixen of the Ship Fifher, to make a joint landing of our feveral Ships Company, and endea¬ 
vour to regain our Liberty, which was effected on the 24th about Two o’Clock in the Afternoon: 
And we James M'Gauty and William Willoughby verily believe that our refpedlive Voyages are 
entirely ruined, the Natives being determined to make no further Trade with either of us, nor pay 
the above Debts, until their Sons, Daughters, &c. are returned, and debarring us of Wood, Wa¬ 
ter, or any Country Provisions j therefore we fhall be forced to leave the River immediately, 
and on that Account we think our Voyages ruined as before. We pray your Excellency to take 
notice of our Cafe, and are with great RefpedV,

WHAT is the legal Power which Matters have over their Slaves in each of the Britilh Iflands 
in the Weft Indies ? 


Mr Hutchinson.— The Laws of the Ifland of Antigua, after providing for the Safety of the Meflb. Hut- 
Lives of Slaves, and guarding their Perfons from the Danger of fufiering any wanton Cruelt.es, 
leave their Mafters every other Power over them : Firft, becaufe Matters having an abfolute Pro- Ageuts for 
rertv in their Slaves, and therefore the greateft Intereft in their Prefervation, Health, and Wei- t h e Ifland, 
fare* the Laws fuppofe them worthy of being intrufted with fuch a Power. And, in the fecond and Dr. A- 
Place becaufe the common Safety of the White Inhabitants, and the very Exiftence of their d « r - 
Plantations, depend on the Mafters having every Authority over their Slaves that is neceflary to 
enforce their implicit Obedience, and keep them under due Subjection on all Occafions. 


N. B. The Laws above referred to are. An Aft patted in the Ifland in the Year 1694, viz. 
N® 89. N° 130, patted in the Year 1702. N° 176, patted in the Year 1723. The laft re¬ 
lates to the Trials of Negroes by Jury, patted in 


In Antigua the Power which Mafters have over their Slaves is not unlimited, as in many Council and 
Countries, but fomewhat refembles the Power which Lords exercifed over the Vaflals when the of 

Tenure of pure Villanage prevailed. Slaves are Property, and difpofable by Will or Deed. 

Mafters have a Power to correft their Slaves ; and it is efiential to the Relation of Mafters and 
Slaves that fuch Power fhould exift j for otherwifc the neceflary Subordination due from the one 
to the other could not be kept up. But the Power of Mafters docs not extend to the taking 
away of Life or Limb. There is no Law prefcribing what Species of Punifhment the Matter 
may inflift; but in Praftice, the Punifhment is generally a Whipping upon the bare Pofteriors, 
not exceeding Thirty-nine Ladies, and frequently within that Number.

Hut¬ 
dering, maiming, or difmetnbering a Slave, the Law at Antigua infiifted a heavy Fine propor- chmfon and 
tionate to each Offence, and required the Party convifted, in either Cafe, to be imprifoned until *“£££ 
he had paid the Fine adjudged againft him, and found fufficient Sureties for his good Behaviour. th “ ifland 
But it has been fuggefted, that by a Law fince enafted in that Ifland, the Crime of murder- and Dr. A- 
ing a Slave has been made punifhable with Death; but for the Certainty of this Faft I beg de¬ 
leave to refer to the Anfwers to be received from the Ifland. In all other Refpefts the Slave de¬ 
rives his Protection from his Matter, who has his Remedy at Law for any Injury or Abufe his 
Slave may receive from the Hands of another Perfon. 

By an Aft of the Legiflature of Antigua in 1723—If any Free Perfon fhall wilfully kill a Council and 
Slave belonging to himfelf or another, fuch Perfon fhall be profecuted at the Seffions by Indift- Aflembly of 
ment, and fined in a Sum not exceeding Three Hundred Pounds, nor lefs than One Hundred the Ifland * 
Pounds, and be imprifoned until he pays his Fine. And, in cafe of difmembering, the Offender 

fhall be fined in a Sum not exceeding One Hundred Pounds, nor lefs than Twenty. Thus far the

If the Slave is beaten, the Matter has a Right to recover Damages in an Aftion on the Cafe j 
and the Offender may be bound over to the Seflions, and profecuted by Information or Indift- 
j? ent * If a Matter inflifts a cruel and wanton Punifhment upon his Slave, it is apprehended the 
Common Law affords Redrefs by Information or Indictment; and there is no colonial Law to 
prevent fuch Proceeding.

And in cafe of Conviction for any capital Crime, and being fentenced to die, the 
Law, in order to take away the Inducement a Mafti-r would otherwife have to conceal and fcreen 
his Slave from condign Punifhment, entitles the Matter,■ after Execution, to a certain Sum, to be 
paid out fif the Treafury of the Colony, as an Equivalent for the Lofs of fuch Slave. 

Council and There is no Law which declares the Offences for which Slaves mav be fubjeft to their Mailers 
Aflembly of Corredtion; but Humanity and Self-intereft concur in dictating to the Mailer not to correct his 
t e an . Slaves where no Offence has been committed to merit I'unilhment. 

There have been feveral Laws made whereby Slaves have become amenable to an eftablilhed 
JurifdiCtion in this lfland. 

By an ACt made in 1694, it is enaCted, ** That upon Complaint made to any Jultice within 
this lfland, of any heinous or grievous Crime, or felonious ACt or Adis committed by any Slave 
or Slaves, the faid Jultice fhall affociate htmfelf to another Jultice (One of which Juftices beiru 
of the Quorum), and they fhall try the Offenders. If the Juftices, upon hearing the Matter^ 
fhall adjudge the Criminal or Criminals guilty of the Offence complained of, then the Juftices 
fhall give Sentence of Death, or fuch other Punifhment as the Crime deferveth : And if the Crime 
committed fhall not deferve Death, they fhall condemn or adjudge the Criminal or Criminals to 
the Party or Parties injured, after receiving fuch corporal Punilhment as the Juftices fhall appoint, 
unlefs the Owners fhall pay to the Party injured fuch Sum or Sums of Money, at fuch Time or 
Times as the Juftices (hall appoint.” But Humanity and Self-intereft concur in dictating to 
the Mailer not to corredl where there is no Offence to merit a Punifhment. 

By an Adi made in 1602, it is toadied, “ That if any fturdy Slave fhall impudently ftrike or 
oppofe any White Perfon, any Juftice, upon Complaint or Proof made, fhall order a Conftableto 
caufe fuch Slave to be publicly whipped at their Difcretion. And if fuch White Perfon beany 
way hurt, wounded, or disfigured by any Slave’s Refiftance, fuch offending Slave or Slaves (hall 
have their Nofe flit, or any Member cut off, or be punifhed with Death, at the Difcretion of the 
Juftices : Always excepting, that fuch Slave do not the fame by his or her Owner or Mailer’s 
Order, or in Defence of his or her Perfon or Goods.” 

By an Aft made in 1 it is enacted, “ That if any Slave or Slaves (hall be guilty of any 
enormous Crime, whereby the Life of ar.y White Perfon fhall be endangered or attempted, or 
any Dwelling-houfe or Out-houle belonging to any White Perlon (hall be burnt, or attempted 
to be burnt, luch Sl.ve or Slaves, and his and their Acceffories, Concealers, or Abettors, being 
Slaves, fhall be adjudged Felons, and fuffer Death And by the faid Adi, if any Slave (hall con¬ 
ceal or harbour a runaway Slave knowingly, or if any' Slave fhall be taken fighting, or if any 
Slave fhall draw a Knife upon another, the Offender fhall be publicly whipped by Order of a 
Juftice of the Peace; and if any Negroes, being of the Age of Sixteen, (hall run away in a 
Gang or Number, amounting to Ten, or upwards, from any One Plantation to which fuch Slaves 
fhall belong, and fha'l continue runaway for Ten Days or more, then One of the faid Negroes, 
fuch as the Juftices fhall think the greateft Offender, (hall fuffer Death as a Felon.” 

By an Adi of the Legiflature palled in 1784, 

If a Slave commits any heinous or felonious Crime, he is to be tried by a Court confiding of 
Two Juftices of the Peace (One being of the Quorum), and a Jury of Six White Inhabitants. 
If the Slave is found guilty by the Jury, the Juftices pronounce Sentence of Death, or other 
Punifhment, according to the Nature of the Offence. If Sentence of Death, is pronounced, the 
Execution is not to take place until Four Days after; and the Juftices are required, under a Pe¬ 
nalty, to give notice of fuch Sentence to the Perfon in chief Command in the lfland within 
Thirty-fix Hours after palling thereof: But if the Offence of which the Slave is convidted doth 
not merit the Punilhment of Death, then the Juftices are empowered to inflict a corporal Pu- 
nilhmenc at fuch Time and in fuch Place as they fhall think proper. The Evidence of One 
Slave againft another is admitted, but not againlt a Free Perlon. 

There are frequent Inftances of Slaves convidled of capital Offences being pardoned upon the 
Recommendation of Juftices and Juries, who in all Cafes have dilcovered a Difpofition in¬ 
clinable to Mercy. * r 

The Juftices, in adjudging capital Punilhments upon Slaves convicted, goyern themfclvcs 
either by colonial Laws, or by the Laws of England, as they may apply. 

J he corporal Punifhment inflidted by Magiftrates is generally a public Whipping; the 
Number of Stripes feldom exceed Th:rty-nine Lalhes, and is frequently confined within that 

Number. No Inftancc within Memory can be produced of a public Whipping bein tT immo¬

Mr. Hutchinson. —Slaves are fed at their Matters Expence, and the Food ufually allowed Hut- 

them is Ground Provifions and Corn, with a Proportion of dried or fait Fifli, or fait Pork ; but S, lun( ° n a . nd 
the Quantity depends fo much on the Regulations of different Plantations, and on the State of Agents’ for" 1 
Ground Provifions, that it is not eafy to afeertain it; and in cafe of Droughts, and a Scarcity the Ifland, 
of Corn, the Expence of feeding the Slaves is very heavy on the Planters. and Dr - A- 

dair. 

Negro Slaves are univerfally fed in this Ifland at their Matters Expence with Indian Corn, Council and 
Beans, Rice, Flour, Yams and Potatoes; they have likewife a Number of faked Herrings, or Afiembly of 
halted Fifh, with a Quantity of dried Salt allowed them. The Quantity of Grain to each Negro th « Ifland. 
is from Eight to Twelve Pints, and of Yams or Potatoes from Twenty-five to Thirty per Week. 

Independent of the above weekly Allowance, they have Permifiion granted them to raife every 
Kind of Poultry, as well as fome few Hogs and Goats; there is likewile afligned over to each of 
the Negroes fo full grown as to be capable of cultivating it, a Piece or Parcel of Ground, which 
they plant with Roots and various Kinds of Vegetables.' There is likewife a Provifion made 
for them of failed Beef or Pork, with a certain Quantity of Yams or Flour, during the Chriftmas 
Holidays; and if a Negro appears poor or fickly, he is ordered additional Nourifhment from 
his Matter's Kitchen.

How are Negro Slaves clothed, lodged, and fecured againft the Inclemency of the Seafon ?

Mr. Hutchinson.— Slaves are allowed every Year a Blanket, and a Quantity of Ofnaburgs and Meflrs. Hut- 
coarfe Woollens for making themfelves Clothing, little Clothing being thought requifite in a cll ' n ^ on and 
Y/eft India Climate; and they are always lodged and fecured againft the Inclemency of the Burton, joint 
1 eafon in very comfortable Houfes; and if there are any that are not fo, it mutt be their own theTfland^ 
raults, they having the Means almoft at hand for putting them into fuch a State.

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This Expence mull be different in the different Iflands; and it is certain that it is different 
on different Eflates in this Ifland; and it very often depends upon the Importation or Scarcity 
of the Articles of Food, and not lefs frequently on the Weather in general. The average 
Maintenance of a Slave for Food and Clothing, in Health and Sicknefs, cannot be eftimated 
at lefs than 4 1 . Sterling per Annum.

Are many Negroes ufually let out to hire; in what Numbers, and on what Conditions ? 

Mr. Hutchinson. —Slaves let out to hire, of which there are many employed in that Way, are 
either Field or Domeftic Negroes, or fuch as are Artificers, &c.; and the Conditions of their 
Hire depend on the Value of their Labour, many of the Women being either good Cooks, 
Nurfes, Sempfirefles, and the Men good Grooms, Footmen, Boilers, or fkilful in the Trades of 
Cooper, Carpenter, Mafon, Blackfmith, and the like; and the common Field Negroes earn from 
Five to Eight Pounds, and the other Clafies from Eight to Twenty Pounds Sterling per An • 
num. 

As it is prefumed that this Quefiion means only fuch Slaves as are let out for* the Cultivation 
of the Lands, the Anfwer will be principally confined to them. There are many Slaves let out 
to hire in various Numbers, and on various Conditions, and for Periods of Time conftantly vary¬ 
ing. Some are hired by the Day, fome by the Acre of Land, and fome upon Leafes for Terms 
of Years, either by the Head, or at fo much per Cent, on the appraifed Value, when the Leafe 
commences. For thofe by the Day Thirteen-pence Halfpenny Sterling, or thereabouts, is paid 
for each Slave, and the Proprietors fubfift them. For thofe by the Acre from Three to Four 
Pounds Sterling per Acre is paid, according as the Soil may be more or lefs laborious; and in 
that Cafe alfo, they are fubfifted by the Proprietor. For Slaves leafed for a Term, from Ten 
to Twelve per Cent per Annum on the appraifed Value is ufually paid, and the Leflee bears all 
Charges and Expences; and it is molt commonly flipulated in the Leafe, that if, at the Ex¬ 
piration thereof, the then appraifed Value fliould exceed the original Appraifement, the Pro¬ 
prietor fhall pay the Difference, and fo vice verfa , in cafe the Second Appraifement fhould be 
fhort of the fii ft -, which laft Covenant, while it enfures to the Leffor his Capital, at the fame 
Time effectually protects the Slaves from ill Treatment, and makes it the Intereft of the Leflee 
to take fuch Care of them, during the Leafe, as will keep them in Health and Vigour, and pro¬ 
mote an Increafe by Births; and that the EffeCls intended by that Covenant are ufually pro¬ 
duced, is very apparent from the Balance of Reappraifements rarely falling otherwife than agsinft 
the original Proprietors. Other Slaves of various Trades and Occupations are hired out by the 
Month or Year, at fuch Sums as their Services deferve, and remain during the Term at the Rift 
of the Proprietor, but fubfifted by the Perfon who hired them.

Are any Days, or Hours in Days, fet apart in which the Slaves may labour for themfelves? 
State the Law and the Practice. 

Mr. Hutchinson.— Slaves are always allowed feveral Hours in every working Day for their 
Relaxation, and Mafters are obliged by Law to allow them alfo Three Holidays at Chriftmas, 
which they fpend in great Mirth and Conviviality (a Seafon when, in many of the Iflands, it is 
judged neceflary, on that Account, to enforce Martial Law), and fome Mafters let apart for 
them Saturdays, but none exaCt from them any Labour on Sundays ; all which Tiriles of R c * 
creation and Leifure they employ in a Manner molt agreeable to themfelves. 

Mr. Hutchinfon delivered in to the Committee the following Journals and daily Remarks on 
the Employment of Negro Slaves, upon a Plantation in the Ifland of Antigua, for the Months 
of September, October, and December 1787. 
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In all Plantations the Slaves are allowed a proper Time, not lefs than Half an Hour in tU 
Mornmg, for eating their Breakfaft* Two and fometimes Three Hours at Noon ; and after t 
in he Evening the reft of the Day, and thefe Hours are applied in the Manner moft agre ea b*

Mr. Burton having consulted Dr. Adair receding peculiar Difeafes to which Negroes in the 
Weft Ind.es are fubjeft, and having received an Anfwer in writing, the fame was as follows: 

Before Dr. M. Adair enters upon the Confutation of the Queries tranfmitted to him by 
Mr. Burton, he begs leave to offer fome preliminary Obfervatioh^, not fuggefted by Oftenta- 
ti°n or Arrogance but merely to enable the Right Honourable Board b/whom the Queries 
were propofed, to determine concerning the Credibility of his Tefiimony and The CompetScy of

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Tn anfwerino- the Queries, he confines himfelf to the perfonal Knowledge he acquired, during 
. R P fidence M different Periods of Twenty Years at Antigua, where, in his profejfional Ca- 
a he had daily Opportunities of obferving the Treatment and Condition ot the Slaves; 
and as a Judge of the Supreme Court, occafion to remark the Degree of Protedion afforded 

rhem bv the Laws of the Colony. » 

It is well known in that Colony, that not only by private Suggeftions, but by occafional Pub¬ 
lications he endeavoured to point out fuch Circumftances as might render the Condition ot 
Slaves more eafy and comfortable, and he flatters himfelf his Efforts were not unavailing. 

His Intereft cannot be affeded by any Determination of the Legifiature, with relped to the 
Abolition or Regulation of the Slave Trade-, for though he was formerly Proprietor of many 
Slaves he has not for fome Years beer, poffcfi'ed of any Property of that Kind ; and with much 
Satisfaction he reflects that in the Transfer of his Property, he procured tor his quondam Servants 
the Protection of a humane and indulgent Matter. . 

As fome of the Queries are complicated, he found it neceffary to fubdivtce them. 

As feveral of the Queries allude to the relative Condition of the Free Negroes and the Slaves* 
it may be proper to remark, that in Antigua the Proportion of the former, whether born free, 
or who have obtained Freedom by Indulgence or by Purchafe, is fo fmall, that no decifive 
Eftimate can be formed of the fuperior Advantages derived from that Circumftance over a State 

° f But V fc> r far as a limited Analogy may tend to eftablilh a general Axiom, feveral of thofe People 
emancipated by Dr. Adair and others, inftead of deriving Benefit from their new Situation, be¬ 
came indolent and worthlefs, being often detected either in harbouring the runaway Slaves, and 
employing them in their own Service, or in giving them Encouragement 10 rob their Mailers, by 
becoming the Receivers of ftolen Goods ; and yet thole People had, by unremitting Indultry, ac¬ 
cumulated the Price of their Freedom. . 

Dr. Adair is inclined to believe therefore, that the emancipated Negroes do not enjoy any folid 
Advantages over well-difpofed and indultrious Slaves. 


Are the Negroes fubjeCt to any peculiar Difeales to which White Inhabitants or Free Negroes 
are not fubjeCt? and if they are lo fubjeCt, alfign the Caufes. 

Slaves may be divided into the Domellic, the Mechanic, and the Labourer: The Two former 
are not more unhealthy than the White Inhabitants * nor are the latter fubjeCt to any peculiar 
Dileafe, derived from their Occupation ; though by labouring during Nine Hours, expofed to 
the Rays of the Sun, but much more by other Circumltances to be confidered hereafter, they 
are more fubjeCl to endemic Dileafes than the other Slaves, but much lefs fo than Seamen, Sol¬ 
diers, or other White Perfons on their firft Arrival in that Climate, owing to the Conftitutions 
of the latter not being alfimilated to the Climate ; and therefore a much greater Proportion of 
them fall Victims to the endemic Difeales. 

Hence it may be inferred, that the Mortality in that Climate is not fo much the Refult of 
Labour as of Situation, for the Occupation even of a Field Slave is not lb fevere as that of a 
Day-labourer in this Country. ... 

Other Circumltances, more than mere Labour, feem to injure the Healths of this Defcription 
of Slaves: , 

^ ift. Their fudden Tranfition from Labour to the almoft fedentary Employment of collecting 
Grafs for the Plantation Horles * during which Time, and by being unnecefianly detained after¬ 
wards, for the Purpofe of being multered, they are cxpoled to the noxious Night Dews. 

2d, Their frequent Migrations after Work to other Plantations, often very diftant, for the 
Purpofe either of merry-making, or of vifuing their Hulbands or Wives, fo that the gieatell 
Part of the Night is often confumed in travelling from and to their Mailers Ellates. 

3d, The Scantinefs, and fometimes the bad Quality of their Foods* for though induftri- 
ous Slaves have generally fo many other Reiources, as (independent of their weekly Allowance) 
to procure them not only the Neceffaries, but even (to them) the Luxuries of Life* yet it too 
frequently happens, that in the Dillribution of Provifions, a proper DillinCtion is not made be¬ 
tween them and the indolent and thriftlefs •, fo that the latter by their Improvidence are ren¬ 
dered worthlefs and even noxious by Habits of Depredation. 

But in barren Soils, and during long Droughts, when the Grounds allotted to each Slave are 
not productive, even the indullnous slave may fuffer when a proper Compenfation is not made 
by an Increafe of the weekly Allowance, and by giving them Foods nutritive and invigorating in 
proportion to their Labour. 

Though this Diftrefs may undoubtedly fometimes be owing to Inattention or ill-judged Parfi- 
mony, yet it more frequently proceeds fiom real Inability to apply an adequate Remedy from 
l eScarcity or bad Quality of imported Provifion. 

During Dr. Adair’s laft Refidence in Antigua from 1777 to 1783, a Series of dry Weather 

avmg almolt totally fupprefi'ed the Growth of the indigenous Vegetables, the Supplies from the 
Mother Country being precarious, the Quality of the Provifion imported from thence being 
lometimes bad, and our Intercourfe with the Northern Colonies being interrupted; thefe con- 
f“ r . r ! n B .Circumftances probably produced, but certainly exafperated, a very fevere and faia% 

•p'demic which prevailed at that Period. 

Though 
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Though thefe local accidental Evils might perhaps in fome Inftances have been alleviated h 
due Attention and Forefighr, yet it was totally impofiible to obviate them intirely, the concurri 
Caules being inevitable. o 

Under the Influence of thefe Caufes, Antigua, and (Dr. Adair believes) other of the Bridlh 
Jflands, fuftained an immenfe Lofs of Slaves during rhe American War; and fuch hereafter nay 
be their bate, if during a Series of dry Seafons their Supplies of Provifion from the Northern 
Colonies fhould be irregular, fcanty, or intercepted. 

What Care is taken of the Slaves in Sicknefs ? Are there any Laws or Regulations for that 
Purpofe ? What Provifion is made for them when old, or difabled ? 

iff, A medical Man is employed to preferibe for the Sick, and One or more a^ed female 
Slaves to attend them. 

There are no Laws or Regulations for this Purpofe; nor is it likely any Laws could be framed 
to enforce the Performance of this and fimilar Duties with due Effect, fhould the Matter relift 
the united Motives of Humanity and Self-intereft. 

2d, When the Proprietor refldes upon the Plantation, his Intereft mutt (independent of 
other Motives) be a powerful Incentive to attend to, and l'upply the Wants of his fick Slave' 
It is probable, however, that in the Abfence of the Matter, the Manager may not always be 
fufikiently attentive to this very ettential Parr of his Duty; but if the medical Man interfere', as 
he ought, no very grofs Neglects or Abufes in this refpect can be committed: And Dr. Adair 
verily believes, that the fick Slaves in general enjoy more Comforts and better Accommodations 
than the indigent Sick in any Country in Europe. But it is not in this refpect only, that the 
medical Man may be of efiential Service; knowing profeflionally, as he ought, “Quid natuta 
facial, aut ferat, he is peculiarly qualified to point out the Quantity and Quality of the bou- 
r.fhment necefiary for the Slaves even in Health, according to the Nature of thcSealbns and the 
Degree of their Labour. 

3d, Dr. Adair believes there is a Law to oblige the Proprietor to provide for his acred and dif¬ 
abled Slaves, to prevent their being a Burthen to the Public; becaufe in the only °inttance he 
recollects, the Evil was remedied by the Inrerpofition of a Magiftrate. He fufpects, however, 
that the weekly Allowance allotted them from the Plantation, may often be fcanty, thou°h this 
Deficiency is, he believes, made up by the Kindnei's of their Relatives ; at leatt he does not 
recollect an lnftance of any Slave of this Defcription being expofed to want. 

What is the general Period of their Lives ? Is it of equal Duration with that of White Inha¬ 
bitants, or Free Negroes ? 

1 ft* The Age of Negroes cannot be afeertained; but fo far as Appearances may be relied on, 
a confiderable Proportion of the Slaves feem to attain old Age. 

, 2 ^. H ?P‘ mateS d °. n i >t fecmt0 be Pourable to Longevity; but this Circumftance affects 
the White Inhabitants and Free Negroes equally with the Slaves; nor does Dr. Adair, fo far as his 
Recollection ferves him, believe that the Labour of the latter tends to abridge the Term of their 
Lives in any confiderable Degree. b 


Can any Caufes be afligned which impede the natural Increafe of Negro Slaves ? 

Several Caufes may be afligned. 

1 ft. The enervating Heat of the Climate, which difpofes to Abortion 

2d, The Practice of Polygamy. 

3d, The Incontinence of the Female Slaves. The very early, premature, and debilitating 
Commerce of the Sexes, and the frequent Attempts to procure Abortion in the younger Females, 
with a view of prefervmg their Perfons longer in requeft, and thereby inducing Sterility. 

4th, The Indolence of the pregnant Females during the laft Months of Geftation. The ex- 
ceffive Indulgence of both Sexes in the Ufe of fpiriruous Liquors and Tobacco, the Men parti- 
cularJy* by which they are much enervated. 

5th,The general Praaice of fuckling their Children to the End of the Second, and even the 
Third Year, a Pradice perhaps founded in Cuftom, b ,t more probably adopted by the Mothers, 
to protraft the Period of Indulgence granted them on account of the necefLry Attention to that 

r 6lh ’ Choice frequently made in the Purchafe of African Slaves, bv pre¬ 

ferring adult Males (which always conftimte a confiderable Proportion of the Number imported) 
for the Purpofe of deriving immedme Advantage from their Labour. But thefe Adults being 
habituated to Indolence in their native Country, to which they are more attached than rhe young* 
Shves, often become lullen and refraftory in their new Situation, and either elope or gradually 
decline in Spirit and in Health; and when feized with Difeafe, are apt to needed or ?ejcft the 
Means or Relief. r 13 

But when young Slaves (and a confiderable Proportion of them Females) are purchafed, though 
^fome Years elapfe before the Planter can have the Benefit of their Labour he is in the Event 
amply repaid by the Ncceflity for annual Supplies being much lettened 
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t itac heen confidently afierted, that the Planters ufe the mod inhuman Expedients, not only 

1 vent their Female Slaves from breeding, but even to deftroy the infant Progeny, becaufe it 
!?L«e orofitable to purchafe Slaves fit for Labour, than to rear the Infants. 

?I |-ke many other Allegations againft the Weft India Planters, is an Imputation equally 
’.i ‘ ma lianant; for One Slave born or reared in the Colony, is equal in Value to Two of 
fhJ fame Aee^mported (mere Infants excepted); and fo confcious are Planters of this Truth, 
that the Value of a Female Slave is always enhanced by the Number of her Children. 

rticular Inftances have been adduced to prove that an Increafe of Slaves muft always be the 
rWeauence of mild Treatment, and from thence a general but falfe Inference has been drawn. 
That the annual Diminution of the whole Number of Slaves muft be folely owing to the combined 
Caufes of hard Labour, fcanty Fare, and harfii Treatment. . 

Dr Adair admits that there may have been Inftances of a Lofs of Slaves fuftained by either or all 
of thefe Caufes; but fo far as his Obfervation has extended, he avers it to be his firm Belief that 

the Inftances are much fewer than have been alleged. ( , 

Dr. Adair has been informed that in fome Plantations there has been an annual Increaleot Slaves 
without Purchafe of African Negroes, but this rare Circumftance has not been attributed to the 
proper Caufes, which he will endeavour to afiign. . , 

r ill. The judicious Choice of African Slaves at the original Settlement of the 1 lantation. 

id. The Practice of fome provident and wealthy Planters of purchafing either native or 
fealoned Slaves, of which frequent Opportunities occur, either when they are publicly fold under 
Executions for Debt, or on other Occafions; and if thefe accidental Additions are not broughc 
into the Account, as they feldom or ever are, the Computation is fallacious ; but granting that no 
fuch Additions have been made. Dr. Adair from his very extenfive Experience avers, that the 
Inftances of fuch annual Increafe without Purchafe muft be exceedingly rare. _ _ 

3d, But the chief Caufe of this annual Increafe in particular Plantations is, that in every Co¬ 
lony there are Situations which are more healthy, the Soil more loofe and productive ; and con- 
fequently under thefe Circumftances the Slaves are more healthy, their Employment lefs laborious, 
and their Provifion more ample. 

In general however there is an annual Decreafe of the Slaves, which, though no accurate Cal¬ 
culation has been made, may be eftimated at if or 2 per Cent, and in fome unhealthy 1 lanta- 
tions it is perhaps double •, but that this Decreafe ought not to be attributed to hard Labour and 
harlh Ufage is evident, becaufe in unhealthy Plantations the Mortality of the W hites keeps pace 
with that of the Slaves, and all'o from a Confideration of the following Circumftance : 

Sir John Pringle, in his Treatife on Army Difcafes, has calculated that the annual Lofs in our 
Armies in Flanders (befides thofe Men who were killed and died of their Wounds) was 1 in i7j 
but of the Regiments fent to the Weft Indies, and the Seamen ftationed there in Ships of War, 
the Lofs is certainly much greater; and even of thofe Perfons who go to refide in a civil Capa¬ 
city a very confiderable Proportion die annually (a). 

Dr. Adair deems it his Duty to vindicate the native White or Creolian Inhabitants from art 
Afperfion that is as cruel as it is unjuft, viz. That they are peculiarly harfh to their Slaves. Dr. 
Adair, from long Fxperience, folemnly avers, that they are much more kind and indulgent to 
them than the Britifh, Irifh, and North American Proprietors and Managers (Dr. Adair is a 
Briton), who fometimes afford lamentable Proofs of their Departure from the Principles of Li¬ 
berty and the Dictates of Humanity. 

This Charge againft the Creolians has been countenanced by an artful Infinuation, that they in¬ 
herit a Spirit of Rapine and Cruelty from Buccaneers and ConviCts their PredecefTors. Unjuft 
and malignaftt as the Inference is, with refpeCt to any of our Weft Ifiands, the FaCt is only appli¬ 
cable to our quondam Poficflions in North America, and to One only of our Sugar Colonies ; the 
Importation of ConviCts into the Leeward Ifiands having been effectually prevented by Law. 

Are many Children born of Negro Slaves, and in what Proportion are they reared ? 

Though fome Female Slaves are fufficiently prolific, yet Reafons are afiigned under the pre-* 
Ceding Query, why they are not generally fo. 

No Calculation has been made of the Proportion reared, but it is certainly much lefs than of 
White Children, for a Reafon to be given under the next Query. 

One Caufe of the Mortality of young Slaves is the Inattenrion of the Mother, whofe natural 
AffeCtion for her Offspring does not feem in general to be fo ardent as that of White Women. 

Another Caufe is, that in fome Plantations the Mothers are not allowed a fufficient Proportion 

. Ptovifion for their Children, and therefore, deeming them an Incumbrance, they are lefs foil- 
citous about their Prefervation ; but this Evil has, of late Years, been lefs frequent than for¬ 
merly ; and in well-regulated Plantations, the Children of carelefs Mothers are daily fed under 
the Eye of the Miftrefs. 


' 0/ ^■ a ’ rns » * n his Hiftory of Man, aflerts, that in Jamaica the annual Decreafe of S.aves is y £er 

7 ' ’ ® ut he muft have been mifmformed. 
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Are the Children of Negro Slaves fubjedt to any Difeafes to which the Children of 
Whites, or Free Negroes, are not equally lubjedt; and if they are, to what Caufes is it to 
imputed ? 06 

There is a Difeafe to which the Infants of Free Negroes and Slaves are equally fobjedl: b 
from which, lo far as Dr. Adair recolledts, White Infants are totally exempted. 

This Difeafe, technically termed Tetanus or Trifmus, and vulgarly the locked Jaw, or Jaj/ 
fall, leizcs the Infant within the Period of 8 or 9 Days after Birth, and is almoft always fatal. 

It is fuppo ed to proceed from Expofure to Cold; but from the fuperintending Care of the 
Miftreffes of lome Plantations, the Dileafe is become lefs frequent. 

Is there any Period at which the increafed Labour of lhe Negro produces any Effetft on the 
Health of the Negro ; and at what Time of the Year is the Labour increaled ? 

During the Seafon in which the Sugar is manufa&ured the Labour of the Slaves is very Ifeht, 
as they are chiefly employed in cutting down the Sugar Cane, planting the Ground, and in ma¬ 
nufacturing the Sugar : Their Difeafes are few, and they evidently acquire Flefh and Strength fa). 

This is partly owing to the Seafon being naturally more healthy, and partly owing to the m- 
tnenje Quantity of Cane Juice they conlume, and of Sugar which they purloin. 

This Harveft Seafon generally commences in February or March, and ends in July or Auguft; 
though when the Crops are large, or when the Plantation is deficient in the Number of working . 
Slaves, it continues longer. ’ 

From September to January the endemic Difeafes are more frequent and violent; and the 
State of the Weather is more operative in the Propagation of epidemic Difeafes. 

During thefe Months the Employment of Slaves is much moie laborious, being that of plough¬ 
ing the Land, and preparing it for the Reception of the Cane Plant. 

Dr. Adair has always been of opinion, and has taken every Opportunity of declaring it, that 
at this Period the Quantity of Provilion fhouid not only be much increafed, but that it fhouid be 
of a more nutritive Kind, for the Purpofe of fultaining them againft the injurious EATe^s of hard 
Labour and an unhealthy Seafon (b). 

Could an European Conftitution fubfift in fuch a Climate under the Labour neceflary for cul¬ 
tivating a Weft India Plantation? 

The preceding Replies fhew what Dr. Adair’s Opinion is upon this Head; and he 
does not hefitate to declare it to be his firm Belief, that European Conftitutions could not fub- 
fift in fuch a Climate, under the Labour neceflary for cultivating a Welt India Plantation, fo as 
to render it beneficial to the Proprietor, as a Means of Subfiftence, or to the Public, as an Ob¬ 
ject of Commerce and Revenue. 

Having been explicit and impartial in his Anfwers to fuch of the Queries as were tranfmitted 
to him, Dr. Adair flatters himfelf that it will not be deemed impertinent, if he offers a few 
curfory Remarks on a Subjett which has occupied the Attention of the Public, and may foon 
come under the Confideration of the Legiflature. 

Though Slavery has in feme Shape or other been countenanced by almoft every Nation in the 
World, and even fubfifted under the Jewifh Theocracy, Dr. Adair does not prefume to defend, 
or even to palliate, that Species of Traffic which has been carried on between Africa and Ame¬ 
rica, but begs leave to obferve, that the prefent Generation of our Weft India Planters is not 
refponfible for the Confeqtiences, provided they ufe all the Means in their Power to render the 
Situation of thefe poor People as comfortable as poffible. 

Holding either by Inheritance or by Purchaie (under the San&ion of Britifh Atfts of Parlia¬ 
ment), a Property in Slaves, it is worthy of impartial Inquiry, how their Interefts will be af- 
fefted, either by the immediate Emancipation of all the Slaves in the Britifh Colonies, the Regu¬ 
lation of the Slave Trade, or a total Abolition of it. 

Eirft, There are fo many unanfwerable Objedbons to immediate and total Emancipation, that 
it would be an Affront to any Man of common Senfe to attempt to detail them. 

Second, What will be the Confequence of reftraining the Britifh Merchant from importing 
Slaves into our Colonies? 

Unlefs we could reftrain other European Nations from fupplying our Iflands with African 
Slaves, which is not practicable, we fhouid iubjedt them to the additional Expence of purchafmg 
them at a much higher Rate and Fixpence, which, added to the other Charges and Taxes, already 
almoft infupportable, muft foon totally put a flop to the Culture of Sugar in our Colonies. 


(a) Lord Naims afierts, that the Steams of boiling Sugar are noxious: That they are not fo, the healthy 
State of the Negroes during Crop is a Proof. It may be worthy of Remark, that lince the Ufe of Sugar ha* 
been fo general in Europe, putrid epidemic Difeafes have been lefs frequent and fatal. 

(b) Mr. Tobin, a very refpedtable Planter of che Ifbnd of Nevis, having perufed thefe Anfwers, aflured 
Dr. Adair, that in Nevis, at this Time of the Year, the Allowance is increafed at leaft One-third, and that U> 
the Eftates he poflefled or fuperintended, each labouring Slave, after Harveft, was allowed for Breakfaft a Sca 
Bifcuit jnixed with MelafTes. 

But 
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But admitting the Poffibility of retraining the Planter from importing Slaves in any Manner 
whatfoever, the°Ruin of the Colonies will be fooner effected, and the Sugar Trade more fpeedily 
transferred to other Nations. 

Su^ar now becomes almoft a Necefiary of Life, efpecially in this Kingdom, molt be pur- 
chafed from other Nations, and as Slaves mult be employed in its Culture, the Slave Trade, 
thouoli transferred, will not be diminilhed ; and (without confidering the national Lofs of a molt 
lucrative Commerce) it becomes a Queltion in Morals, whether we (hall be in any Degree lefs 
culpable in abetting Slavery indirectly by purchafing the Fruits of'it from Foreigners, rather 
than from our own Subjects; for in the Code of moral as well as municipal Law, the Accefiory is 

as criminal as the Principal. . 

But (exclaim EniholLlts) ** fiat juftitia ruat ccclum" This infamous Traffic (fay they) mult 
be abohffied, as it is inconfiftent with our Duty as Chriftians, and totally incompatible with thfc 
Genius of the Britiffi Coni! itution, founded in the pureft Principles of Liberty and Jultice. 

Firlt, With refpeCt to the Imputation it is fuppoled to throw on our national Morals and Re¬ 
ligion, it appears from the Old Tellament, that whillt God himfelf condefcended to be the im¬ 
mediate Legiflator of his chofen People, Bondage (Slavery) was not prohibited by the Divinfc 
Lawgiver, nor even under the Chriftia'n Difpenfation do we find that Chrift or the Apoftles dl- 
reclly difapproved of it. 

Dr. Adair wiffies however that fuch a Traffic had never been eftablilhed, nor only becaufe it 
militates againft the natural Rights ol Mankind, but as it has been a Principle i icentive to that 
Rase of Colonization and of univerfal Commerce, which has produced an exceffive commercial 
Jealoufy; and fuch Confidence in our national Relources as not only to involve us in Wars for 
near a Century, not only with our European Rivals, but lately wi h our quondam American 
SubjeCls, infomuch, that at this lnftant we derive from our Sugar Colonies almoft the only 
Refource againft national Bankruptcy. Hence it is, that the Slave Trade, ianCtioned as it has 
been (at leaft indireCtly) by the Laws of this Country, has become one, ol tire molt important 
political SubjeCls that has ever been agitated in this Kingdom. 

It has however been lliown above, that even a Dereliftion in our Part of the Benefit refulting 
from this Commerce would not avail, unlefs we could perfuade other Nations to follow our Ex¬ 
ample. 

With regard to the Incompatibility of this Traffic with the Principles of our Government, it 
has perhaps juftly been after ted, that no Government, even the bell, is uniformly adminiftered 
according to the Principles of Juftue and Humani'y- 

Is the imprtfied Seaman much lefs a Slave than the African? or is the Soldier fubjefted to the 
R'gour of llvere Difcipiine, a Freeman, in the juft Senfe of the Word ? The Truth is, that 
the Obligations of public Juftice mull often be violated in confideration of public Ncceffity ; 
and in this Point of View only can the Continuance of the Slave Trade be admiffible. 

It may not be unworthy of Confideration, what Imprefiion the prefent Clamour may make on 
the Slaves in our Sugar Colonies. 

Their great Superiority in point of Numbers, and an Idea that the Majority of this Country 
is favourable to their Emancipation, may produce a general Revolt, which would be attended 
with mod ruinous Confequtnces, not only to the Colonies, but to the Mother Country. 

3. Should the Legiflature in its Wifdom deem anablblute Reftraint of future Importation to be 
an impolitic Meafure, fome Regulations might be foggefied which would render the future Condi¬ 
tion of the Slaves more eafy and comfortable ; for though Dr. Adair firmly believes that even new 
their Condition is mote eligible in every juft Point of View than that of the lower Ranks in Eu¬ 
rope; yet it cannot be denied, that it may be meliorated by Expedients, which, ittftead of in¬ 
juring, would eventually promote the real Intercft of the Planter. 

Dr. Adair thinks it will not be from the Purpofe, to offer a few Obfervations on the Condi¬ 
tion of the African Slaves, before and after they become the Property of the Weft India 
Planter. 

hirll. Having never_vifited the Coaft of Africa, he could only derive his Information from 
coks of Travels, or occafional Information.

It is generally admitted, that many of our Slaves have been Prifoners of War, who formerly 
aving been facrificed to perfonal or political Refentment, have, fince the Intercourfe with Eu¬ 
ropeans, been preferved as lucrative Objefls of Commerce. 

t is generally underllood, that the Prince of each Territory, being abfolute Mailer of the 
»sves and Properties of his Subjefts, often avails himfelf of his delpotic Power in felling them to 
European Traders. 

Secondly, Dreadful and indeed improbable Stories have been told of the Cruelty of the Cap- 
L d? ° , fr ,Can Ships, refpeifting the Treatment of the Slaves during their Paflage to the Weft 
j without entertaining a very high Opinion of this rugged Race of Men, it is evi- 

jf nt y 1 c,r Interttt to bring their Slaves in a good Condition to Market, becaufe they are often, 
'ot a ways, interefted as Proprietors; fo that the Ttftimony of thole Perfor.s who have detailed 
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Stories of wanton or deliberate Cruelty exercifed upon the Slaves, feldom merits any Credit* f 
when the Slaves arrive in the Weft Indies, unlefs an Epidemic has prevailed in the Shin V 
generally go on Shore hale, lufty, and in good Spirits. • 

It will be expeded that Dr. Adair fhould be more explicit on the Subject of their Trearmpnf 
after they become the Property of the Planter. nc 

The Love of Power is faid to be a ruling Paflion in the Mind of Man j and the Hiflorv of 
Mankind affords ample Proofs, that in the Excrcife of unlimited Power he is too apt to exceed 
the Bounds of Juftice and Humanity ; and therefore it would be uncandid abfolutely to deny the 
Stories that have been tolerably authenticated refpetting the harfh Treatment of individual 
Slaves, though probably much exaggerated. 

But tt is fo far from being Matter of Surprife that fome Inftances of wanton or deliberate 
Cruelty have been brought forward on tolerable Authority, that it is really furprizing they have 

not occurred more frequently in our Weft-India Colonies. But do none fuch occur even in this 
Country ? 

Without attributing to the Weft India Planter a larger Proportion of the focial Virtues than 
he really pofldfes, or venturing to inquire into his real Motives when he ferns to exercife thole 
\ n tues towards his Negro Servants, he is, at leaft, aduated by One very powerful Incentive 
—the Confideration of his own Intereft. 

Slaves are a very valuable, but a very precarious Property j and thole who are imported from 
Africa require, for feveral Months after their Importation, afliduous Attention and great Indul¬ 
gence. & 

ci l r e ' r ^ rr ' va * at Plantation, they are generally committed to the Care of an experienced 
Slave of their own Country, and are, for a confiderable Time, exempt from any Duty that can 
be deemed laborious. - 1 

Even after they enter on their Occupations, much Care is neceflary to reconcile them, by the 

gentleft Means, to their new Situation. . 1 

Their Food in their native Country being chiefly vegetable, it is fo likewife in the Colonies, 
with an Addition generally of a fmall Portion of Salt Fifh. In many Plantations they have a 

daily or weekly Allowance; in fome they neither expert nor require it *, in all, each Family 

has a Portion of Land which they cultivate in Provifion, to provide for their own Ufe; and the 
induftrious, moreover, rear Goats, Hogs, and Poultry $ fo that many of them become (compa- 
ratively) wealthy. 

Sunday they employ as they think proper, and, except during the Harveft, they are cenerallr 
allowed Half a Day btfide, in every Week, to cultivate their Grounds, or carry their Produce to 
At Chnftmas they have Three Days Vacation, and a Portion of Salt Beef and Flour. 
T rf . ° at lln g a ‘' owe ^ b y the Mafter is but flight, though fuffleient for the Climate, but the in- 
duftrious, not contented with this, often fupply themfclves very amply with Finerv, of which they, 
the Women efpecially, are very fond. 1 

They often am ufe themfclves with Singing and Dancing, and from the Cheerfulnefs of their 
Demeanour there is no Reafon to fuppofe they confider Bondage as a great Evil. 

Many of them have of late Years been converted and baptized by the Methodiftand Moravian 
Preachers, and feem to be very zealous and devout. 

If a Slave manifefts good Difpofitions, he is encouraged, if not rewarded} otherwife he is 
punifhed ; but a prudent l lanter never puniflies a Slave with fuch Seventy as to excite incurable 
Difguft or incorrigible Obftinacy, well knowing that he himfelf muft eventually be the Sufferer. 

It has however happened, that Proprietors of harfh or capricious Tempers, ni'ftakintr or ne¬ 
glecting their true lnterefts, and brutal Overfeers, difregarding the Intereft of their Employer, 
have occafionally exercifed much Severity towards their Slaves. But are there no cruel Fathers, 
Hufbands, and Mafters, in this Country of Liberty ? It is to be feared that too many Adven¬ 
turers of this Complexion have croffed the Atlantic, where they have gratified their Penchant at 
the Expence of the poor unrefifting Slave. 

It has been afferted, that the Difcipline of a Weft India Plantation is founded on a uniform 
Syftem of Tyrannybut Dr. Adair ventures to affert, that the Difcipline is not more mid than 
that of European Navies and Armies, and, in feveral Inftances, not fo much fo 

A Weft India Plantation may juftly be deemed One great Family, and the Government of it 
confequently patriarchal 5 therefore fuch Offences as in their Nature or Magnitude do not come 
under the Cognizance of the Civil Magiftrate, are neceffarily punifhable by the Mafter, or thafe 
to whom he delegates his rower. 

The great Dilpari y m point of Numbers between the White Inhabitants and the Slaves, pro¬ 
bably fuggefted to the firft Settlers the Neceflity of rigid Difcipline, as their only Securi:/ 
agamft lnlurredion, being then deftitute of Military Protedion 

But during Dr. Adair’s Rcfidence in the Weft Indies, which commenced 40 Years ago, the 
Difcipline has been confiderably relaxed ; and the particular Inftances of harfla Treatment have 
been much lefs frequent. 

With refped to the Diflribution of public Juftice, Dr. Adair, not only as a Provincial Magi; 
Itrate, but «s one of the Judges, had occalion to remark, that their public Offences were punift^ 
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with Lenity, ard their perfonal Injuries with rigid Impartiality; though he was always of opi¬ 
nion that the Punifhment of a White Perfon for the Murder of a Slave Ihould be capital; 
whereas, by the Laws of Antigua, it is only Fine and Imprilonment. 

But notwithftanding the Fads and Arguments adduced in the preceding Pages, it may be f.id, 
that the Teftimonies of Perfons who have refided in the Weft India Iflands mamfeft the Abufes 
ol Slavery, and the Public Voice demands an Abolition of it. 

As the Conduft of Men in fimilar Situations is nearly the lame. Dr. Adair cannot comprehend 
the Probability of Atts of Cruelty being frequently committed in one IQand which were unknown 
in another; and therefore does not hefitate to declare it to be his firm Belief, that lome of the 
fuppofed Fafls are incredible, and others exaggerated ; and there are very fubftantial Reafons for 
fulpecting, that fome of the Relaters have been actuated by Dilappointment, Difguft, or the Lult 
(>f popular Applaufe. 

With refpeft to the Public in general, a few Pamphlets and Petitions, chiefly founded on Mif- 
reprefentations or Milapprehenfion, cannot be juftly deemed the Senfe of the Public; but even 
admitting them to be expreflive of it, we know that Prejudice is a deceitful Inmate: In her own 
form the liberal will refill her; but fhe gains Admiffion to the Heart under fo many fpecious 
Difguifes, that, once received, it is almott impofi'ible to expel her. 

There are fome Difeafes, fuch as the Yaws, Black Scurvy, &c. which occur in Negroes, and 
efpecially in Africans, much mOre commonly than in White Perfons, as there are alfo others 
which are rarely to be met with among them which are fufficiently common amon« White Per¬ 
fons, as Gout, &c.; but it is not fuppofed the Negroes, whether Slaves or Free, are exclufively 
liable to any Difeafes either conftitutional or acquired. 7

Mr. Hutchinson. Every Planter has a Sick Houfe to which all Invalids are fent and taken care 
of; and it is a conftant Practice among the Planters to allow an annual Sum to a Phyfician for 
medical Afliftance; and when Slaves are old or difabled, fuch Slaves are maintained by their 
Malter; and as long as they live, receive every neccflary Attendance from thofe who, on account 
of their being euher ntfar Relations or Friends, are appointed to nurfe and take care of them : 
But how far Mafters are enjoined by Law thus to provide for fick and old or difabled Slaves 
not being in pofieflion of the Laws of the Ifland, 1 am unable to tell with abfolute Certainty.

Dr. Adair believes that Difeafes from the fuppofed Operation of Spells are now very rare. 

Mr. Hutchinson. —Thefe Arts or Means practifed by the Obeah-men are moft probably brought 
liom Africa; and this I am induced to believe, particularly on account of the UniverLIity of the 
I haracter of the Obeah-men among the Negroes, which, I fhould think, would be fufficient to 
[ftablifh that Point, if there was no other Foundation to reft it upon. 

Dr. Adair. —Thefe Arts or Means feem to have originated in Africa, becaufc the reputed Obeah- 
titn are generally Natives of that Country. The Offices of Soothfayer and Phyfician may fome- 
[imes have been united, but in moft Inftances Dr. Adair believes they are diftinft. The chief 
retenfions of the Obeah-men feem to be confined to the Faculty of forefeeing Events, and in point-

Mr. Hutchinson. In refpeft to Negro Slaves, I have no Calculation fixing the Proportion 
between Males and Females, that can be relied upon; but, at the fame Time, 1 have goodReafon 
to believe that the Females are about One-third lefs in Number than the Males; and in regard 
to Free Negroes, 1 muft obferve, that their whole Number at Antigua amounts to only a far 
Hundred; and the Circumftances which occafion the Proportion between Males and Females 
among them are extremely accidental.

Hutchinson.*— It has been obferved, that in the new Iflands the Produce of each haa 
increafed very much in proportion to the increafed Number of Negroes; but in regard to theoM 
Iflands, that Rule will by no means hold good, becaufe new Land is more productive, and i* 
cultivated with lefs Labour, than old Land ; the one requiring little or no Dung, and generating 
few or no Weeds; and the other requiring a great deal of°Manure, and in proportion to if* 
Manure that has been laid upon it, more or lefs obnoxious to Weeds, which it is ot the 
Confequence to the Planter to keep under, and demands not only more conftant Labour 
any other Work upon a Plantation, but a greater Strength of it, and confequently an increafed 
Number of Slaves. ^ 

It cannot be doubted that the Produce of Antigua has increafed in proportion to the inert 
Number of Slaves; nor can it be fuppofed, as Slaves are the main Sinews of a Sugar Plantation, 
but that in order to preferve a Continuation of the prefent Produce of that Ifland, their N««J* 
bers muft be kept up; and it is moft reafonable to conclude, as a very great Majoiity of “J 
Plantations, not lefs than Nineteen in Twenty, are deficient in Slaves, that notwithftanding c ^

Crop, another the young Canes, and the Third lies fallow, ready to be next plante . 

The Planters cultivate their Lands for Sugar with a Hand-hoe, and open it, manure it, 
otherwife prepare it, as the different Soils require, and as the different Proprietors or anag 
think molt likely to anfwer.

During the Time of taking off the Crop, the Negroes work many more Hours in the Day 
than out of Crop, and fometimes with little Kemiflion for Reft; but the W^ork is fo eafy, and 
the Juice o the Canes (which they take ad libitum) fo refrefhing, that they are univerfallyOiore 
cneerful and healthy during this Period than at any other Time, and continue more or ftfs fo 
during the remaining Period of the Year, in proportion to the Length of the Crop. It is not 
fuppoled, that either the Degree or the Nature of the Labour they go throughout of Crop, 
has any great Effed ,n caufing thetn to be more f.ckly then than in Crop.

By the Conduct of the Free Negroes in general, it may be very fafely pronounced, that their council and 
Difpofitions are averfe to hard Labour, whether continual or diurnal, and that they confider Airembly of 
themfelves as fuperior to it. They apply themielves, a very few lndances excepted, to the 1 c arL 
Employment of Writing-clerks, Taylors, and other fedentary Trades. They will not even un¬ 
dertake any mechanical Occupations, fuch .as Carpenters, Coopers, See. although they might 
depend upon being conftantly hired. To afk them to work in the Cultivation of Land, would 
be confidered as an Affiont, and they may in general be regarded as an ufelels di Hi pi ted Race 
of People, and as Encouragers of Thefts and Robberies in the Slaves, by buying and receiving 
ftolen Goods.

Mr. Hutchinson. —As it cannot be pretended, that the native White Inhabitants, who do no 
laborious Work at all, have the Opportunity of recovering themfelves from an impaired Confti¬ 
tution by a Change of Climate, and are accuftomed to the moft wholefome and dainty Diet, have 
under thefe Circumflances much, if at all, increafed in any of the Weft India Hlands, it is highly 
reafonable to luppofe their Decreafe would be very alarming, were they driven to the NcceUity 
of performing themfelves the Labour now impofed on the Negroes; much lefs can it be ima¬ 
gined, that European Conflitutions can poffibly fubhft there under the fame Share of Labour; and 
fis a ftrong Argument of their being unequal to it, I need only appeal to the Nation’s Experience 
of the Mortality which the Climate of the Weft Indies produced during the late War among his 
Majefty’s Troops that ferved there: For whatever can be aferibed to the Circumftances of Sol¬ 
diers as an additional Caufe of that Mortality, muft be aferibed in a ftdl higher Degree to the 
Situation that Deicrip ion of Europeans would be under, whole Neceflicies would force them to 
emigrate to the Weft Indies upon the Footing of common Labourers.

Mr. Hutchinson. —The Sugar Canes are cut with a Bill, or fome fuch other Tool, by One ata 
Time; for they are too big, and have too much Refiftance, to be mowed with a Scythe, or cut 
with a Hook; and at the Time of their being cut, they are trimmed, and their Leaves or 
Flags and Tops are cut off, and the reft of the Field Work is done with Axes, Hoes and other 
neceffary Inftruments of the fame Ample Kind. Alfo Mills, Mill Cafes, Ladles, Skimmers and 
a Variety of Coppers, are required for the grinding of the Canes, and for the Procefs of boilinp 
and curing, and Stills for the making of Rum. Thefe being the principal Inftruments and the 
Works neceffary for the manufacturing of Sugar and Rum, and as it is manifeftly for the Ad- 
vantage of the Planters in the Weft Indies to avail themfelves of all Improvements that can be 
made in the Ufe of thofe Inftruments, and of all Expedients that can be put in praftice for 
the leffemng of the Labour of their Slaves, it is natural for me to fuppofe, that, after an Ex¬ 
perience of upwards of a Century and an Half, the Inftruments of Cultivation in ufe there are 
now formed upon Principles the belt calculated for that End, and are in the fame comparative 
State of Perfection as the Inftruments of Hufbandry are in England, and that any further Ira- 
provement of them depends on the fame Accidents in one Country as in the other. 


Dr. Adair— obftrved, that Colonel Martyn, who was a Man of great Ingenuity, and of a very 
fpeculative Turn of M:nd, and has written on the Cultivation of the Weft India Ifiands car¬ 
ried a Plough and Ploughmen to Antigua ; but, after fome Years Experience, gave up the Ufe 
or ir, though he does not know the Reafon of it.

The Plough has been frequently introduced and as frequently laid afide as an unprofitable Mode 
of Cultivation ; the Proprietors, who had adopted this Plan, being neceflitated fpeedily to dif- 
continue their Plough, having found to their Sorrow that their Cattle were impoverifiied, and 
many frequently died. All other probable Improvements in the Inftruments of Hufbandry 
have, from Time to Time, had a fair Trial; but nothing has yet been found fo completely fuited 
to the D.fpofition of the Slaves, and at the fame Time fo efficacious in Cultivation/as the 
Hand Hoe. It muff be Obftinacy, or Want of common Senfe in the Extreme, that could in- 
duce a Planter to reject any Inftrument or Syftem of Hufbandry that would abridge the La¬

There is not any Land which is not private Property, except the Tra& of Land at Englifli Council and 
Harbour vetted by a Law patted in the Year 1743 in his Majefty his Heirs and Succettors, for 
certain public Ufes * and another Traft of 50 Acres in the Neighbourhood of the down ot bt. 

Tohn originally intended for building thereon a Houfe for the Refidence of his Majefty’s Gover¬ 
nor, but now ufed as a Common and the Lands on which his Majefty’s Barracks are ereded* 

Thefe different Parcels comprife the whole Land which is not private Property.

What Proportion of the Land which is private Property in the Ittand of Antigua is now in 
Cultivation ? 

Mr. Hutchinson. —There is no Land in the faid Ittand which is not private Property, except 
fuch Land as is either unimprovable, impracticable, or annexed to public Works and Buildings j 
but I cannot diftinguifli the Proportion of the Land of thofe Deicriptions, or of that which is now 
i>i Cultivation. 

The whole Quantity of Land in this Ittand has been very often afeertained by the Oarhs of the 
Inhabitants for the Purpofe of railing Taxes ; but a Knowledge of the Proportion of Land in Cul¬ 
tivation has not ever been thought neceffary, nor indeed would the Proportion of any One Year 
determine the Fad, as it mutt neceffarily vary in each Year according to the Will and Abilities 
of the Proprietors to diminifh or inercafe the Quantity of their cultivated Lands.

—Being unable to anfwer the preceding Head of Enquiry, it is impoffiblefor 
me to fay what Proportion the Number of Slaves bears to the Number of Acres employed in 
each Species of Cultivation; and though in a very good Year fome Acres yield as much as 
Three Hogfheads of Sugar per Acte, when others yield no more than Half an Hoglhead fer 
Acre, the average Proportion of Produce to an Acre cannot be afcertained by any Sort of Con¬ 
jecture, until it is known what Proportion the good bears to the indifferent Soil under Culti¬ 
vation, and the Number of Acres employed in each Species of Cultivation.

Extract of a Letter from Governor Sir Thomas Shirley to Lord Sydney, dated Antigua, 


April 5, 1788. 


THIS Queftion, my Lord, is of the firft Importance to the prefent Welfare and future 
Exiftence of his Majefty’s Weft India Colonies: I do not mean, my Lord, from any Effcft which 
it will have on the Minds of the Slaves but that, from what I have yet been able to learn, it is 
impoflible to cultivate the Weft India Iflands in any other Manner than is done at prefent, and 
that, except in a few Inftances, the Slaves on the Plantations will, in a given Number of Years, 
be totally extirpated without Importations from Africa.

Letter from Br< Adair, on the Subject of Regulations to be ena£ted by the Legillatures 

of the Iflands for the Benefit of Negro Slaves. 

SIR, 

The Day after I attended the Committee of the Privy Council, I fent to Lord Hawkefbury 
my Anfwer to the additional Queries, chiefly refpefting the Obeah-inen ; and at the fame Time 
inclofed for his Lordlhips Perufal an exaCt Copy of my Anlwers to the Queries tranfmitted to 
me when at Bath, by the Agents for Antigua. 

From a very intelligent medical Gentleman, juft arrived from Antigua, I learn that the Ccn* 
verfion of the Negroes goes on moft rapidly fince the Arrival of Mr. Wcftley’s Miffionaries, and 
that the Funds for erefhng Places-of Worffiip, and for fupporting the Preachers, are very confider- 
able; and as thefe Funds chiefly anfe from the Contributions of the Slaves, this Circumftance 
affords a preemptive Proof that thefe People are not in fo indigent and miferable a State as has 
been alleged. 

When I attended the Council, I remarked that the Converts were baptized by the parochial 
Clergy, fome of whom had thereby amaffed confiderable Sums. This 1 could not account for ; 
but this Gentleman attributes it to Ipiritual Pride in the Converts, who deem the Ceremony to be 
more creditable, perhaps more effectual, when performed by the Regular Clergy • but as this 
Preference tended to weaken the Influence of the Miffionaries, the latter have taken much Pains 
to prevent a I r«Ctice which interferes equally with their Conlequence and their Emolument. 

This Anecdote, apparently trifling, is mentioned to Ihew, that had the Regular Clergy exerted 
themfelves in promoting the Converfion of thefe poor People, their Efforts muft have been more 
fuccefsful than thofe of the Sectaries, in proportion to the fuperior Eftimation in which they ate 
held by the Slaves; and therefore, that an Injunction from their Diocefan would induce them to 
take an aftive Part m fogood a Work; and 1 am, from Experience, entirely convinced, that the 
Influence of religious Principle, imperfedt as it may be on their uncultivated Minds, would 
operate very flrongly in rendering them contented and happy; and, when aided by a few judi¬ 
cious Regulations refpecling their Food, Accommodation, and Treatment, would remove every 
rcafonable Objection to their prefent Situation.

An Expedient has occurred to me, which I fball take the Liberty of fuggefting, as I believe it 

will be the nioft effectual that can be fallen upon. , . _ 

I would propofe that an Inftruftion be lent to the feveral colonial Governors to obtain a Law to 

Thatevery medical Man be fummoned before the Council, and after having taken an Oath 
f amrd for the Purpofe, fliall be direded to confult on the Quantum and Quality of the Foods 
leceffary for the Slaves according to their Ages, Seafons of the Year, Degree of Labour, and the 
Nature of their Difeafes ; and that a Report of the Majority on thefe Heads fliall become an 
eftablilhed Rule-, and as a Diverfity of Opinion may aril'e, this Meeting fliall be deemed a 
Secret Committee, the Deliberations of which, except the generaf Refult, fliall not be di- 

VU Each Individual fliall alfo be bound by Oath to inquire from Time to Time, in the feveral 
Plantations they attend, how far the Regulations eftablilhed (and which are to be publiftied in 
the Newfpapers) have been complied with. If after the firft Offence pointed out by the medical 
Man to the Proprietor or Manager, a fecond fliall be committed, he fliall be bound to make his 
Report to the next Magiftrate as foon as poffible, and the feveral Magiftrates fliall, if neceffary, 
interfere; but, at all events, they fliall report, in the Form of a Prefentment to the Grand 
Seflions/the Names of the Perfons, and the Nature of their Offences, when they fliall not only 
be puniflicd by the Court, but their Names publifhed in the Newfpapers. 

To complete the Plan of Reformation, the medical Man fliall alfo be obliged to interpole, and 
report all lnftances (after the Firft Offence) of levere Punifhment, or other Ads of Cruelty in- 
flided on the Slaves. 

I would veft this inquifitorial Power in medical Men, becaufe, from their profefflonal Know¬ 
ledge, they are the beft Judges of all thofe Circumftances, and have the belt Opportunities of 
deteding Abufes of this Kind, which (a very few low-bred fordid Proprietors excepted) are ge¬ 
nerally commuted by Managers and inferior White Servants, almoft always without the Privity of 
the Proprietors, and in diametrical Oppofition to their true lnterefts. 

I fincerely hope that the Law now before the Houle of Commons, which proportions the 
Number of Slaves to the Tonnage, will pafs without Delay, as it may not only render the Con¬ 
dition of the poor Slaves, whilft on board, more comfortable, but may prevent the Generation 
of thofe deftrudive malignant Fevers equally fatal to the Crews as the Slaves, and which gene¬ 
rally are produced by Want of fufficient Accommodation and pure Air.

AS we are informed your Lordfhips are now framing a final Report on his Majefty’s Order of 
Reference relative to the Slave Trade, we do ourfelvea the Honour of inclofing to your Lord¬ 
fhips, Extrads of the Inftrudions we have lately received from the Council and Affembly of the 
Ifland of Antigua, which we truft will fufficiently account for the fewexifting Laws for the Protec¬ 
tion and Management of the Slaves in that Ifland, as well as ferve to apprife your Lordfhips of 
the Ideas entertained by the Two Houfes of Legiflature there, fhould an Abolition of the Trade 
take place, or fhould Parliament interfere in the internal Government of the Slaves themfelves.

Extracts of the Infiruftions to the Agents . 

“WE defire that you will reprefent to the Commons of Great Britain in Parliament afiembled, 
by Petition, Remonftrance, or luch other Mode as fhall appear moft advifable, the evil Confe- 
quences which muft inevitably arile to this Ifland and the Weft India Colonies, from any Law for 
K ^ Volition of the Slave Trade, or from any Laws paired by the Parliament of Great Britain for 
t e internal Regulation or Government of Slaves in any of the Weft India Hands.—You are alfo 
dehred to do the fame in the Houfe of Lords. 

We defire that you will reprefent in the ftrongeft Terms, that any Interference of the Par- 
tamentof Great Britain in the internal Government or Regulation of our Slaves, muft be in¬ 
evitably attended with the moft injurious Confequences, and may probably occafion very danger- 
°ti Commotions. It is impofiible for a few White Perfons to govern a great Number of Slaves, 
v t out a difcretionary Power of punifhing Offences, fo as fuch Punifhments do not extend to 
1 e or L* m b and are not exceffive. Without prefuming to make any Companion, we might 
' jt ire to afk whether it would be poffible to maintain ftrid: Dilcipline in the Army or Navy, 
C Dt the difcretionary Power of punifhing for Difobedience of Orders, although almoft every

bther Species of Offence is particularly provided for by the Legiflature : Unlefs the Inhabitants 
of the Weft India Iflands are fuppofed to be deftitute of common Senfe, as well as of the com. 
mon Principles of Humanity, it can hardly be thought probable that a Planter Ihould be f 0 rc ] 
gardlefs of his own Intereft as to deprive himfelf of the Labour of his Slaves, by Cruelty or 
excefiive Punifhment, or treat them in fuch a Manner as to induce them to quit his Service. 

“ If it is objected by any of his Majefty’s Minifters, or by any Member of either Houle, that 
no Law hath yet been paffed in this Ifland for the better Regulation and Comfort of the Slave- 
we defire that you will on our Part affert, that the Omiffion has not proceeded from any wilful 
Negledt or Inattention to a Subjedt which the People of Great Britain now confider of fuch very 
great Importance, but from our Unwillingnels to do any Thing in our prefent critical Situation 
which may have the Appearance of Deceit, or induce the Parliament to fuppofe that the Charo« 
of Cruelty and Oppreftion with which the Weft India Colonies have been fo unjuftly loaded, had 
any real Foundation in Truth, or that by immediately palling fpecious Laws to regulate the Con¬ 
duct of the Matters, we wilh to avert an Inquiry into the real State and Condition of the Slaves. 
You may, however, on our Part folemnly declare, that we will not fail to frame and pafs, fo far 
as our Power will extend, fuch Laws for the Security and Eafe of our Slaves as can be really 
carried into effedt without a total Subverfton of the Difcipline and Subordination which mull 
neceffarily be preferved where the Difproportion of Slaves and Free Servants is at leaft Fifty to 
One j for we do not hefitate to affirm, that if a fufficient diferetionary Power cannot be exercifed 
by the Matter over his Slaves, the Weft India Colonies will in a very ffiort Time be of no Ul'e to 
Great Britain, and of no Value to the prelent Proprietors. 

“ The African Trade has hitherto been carried on under the Sanction of Parliament; and upon 
the Faith of its Continuance, and upon the Certainty of the neceffary Supply of Slaves, many 
Millions have been expended in the Settlement of Sugar Plantations, which we prefume have in 
fome Degree contributed to the Increafe of the Shipping and Revenue of the Mother Country. 
If it is now thought proper, from Motives of more refined Humanity, to pafs a Law for the Abo* 
lition of the Slave Trade, and thereby involve the Sugar Colonies in one common Ruin ; and if 
neither the Evils which will accrue to the Inhabitants of the Weft India Iflands, nor the Influence 
which they may have upon the Navigation and Revenue of Great Britain, are thought of fuffi¬ 
cient Confequence to counteradt the Efforts of a miftaken Tendernefs for the Negroes; we defire 
that you will not fail to place in the ftrongeft Point of View before the Parliament, the very great 
Injuftice which we ffiall fuffer by fo material an Alteration in the original Terms upon which fo 
great a Property has been vetted in diftant Parts of the Empire, expoled to various Calamities to 
which Great Britain is happily a Stranger, and yet, under many peculiar Difadvantages, producirg 
at the moft not more than an average Profit of Six per Centum on the Capital. 

“ And if, after a full Dtfcuffion of thefe important Points, we are doomed to be the Vidtims 
of popular Clamour, we defire that you will on our Parts appeal to the Juftice of the Parliament, 
and fubmir. Whether we are not entitled to be paid a reafonable Value for our Property out of the 
national Fund.—That Property may be afterwards difpofed of, upon fuch new Terms as the Wif* 
dom of Parliament may think proper.

WHAT is the legal Power which Matters have over their Slaves in each of the Britifh Iflands in 
the Weft Indies ? 

Negroes have ever been confidered in the Sugar Colonies as perfonal Eftate; and on an Ap¬ 
peal to his Majefty in Council from St. Chriftopher, viz. Ouley and Blake, they have been 
determined to be fo in that Ifland by a Decree of that Board, 30th January 1745. And the Aft 
of the 5th George II. intituled, « An Aft for the more eafy Recovery of Debts in his Majefty’s 
Plantations,” has declared them to be Afiets, and as fuch to be fold and applied in a Courfe of 
Admimftration by an Executor. I think that the Power which the Matter has over his Slave, in 
the Iflands of Grenada and St. Chriftopher (and I believe generally in all the Iflands), is that 
which a Lord had formerly over his Villain in this Country : That a Matter has a Right to fell 
him as his Property, and that a Slave can acquire no Property of his own but by the Indulgence 
of his Mafter. 1 he Matter has alfo a Right to correct his Slave ; and I do not know of any Law 
which limits a Matter as to the Extent of fuch Correction-, but, by Praftice, it is underftood, 
that the Correction fhould not exceed Thirty-nine Stripes. 

The Mafter has an arbitrary Power of adminiftering every Sort of Correction, however inhu¬ 
man, not immediately affefting the Life or Limb of the Slave. The Mafter is intitled to all 
Acquisitions made by the Slave, and can alienate the Perfon of the Slave as any other Pro- 
perty from Parent to Child. y 

In Grenada, Slaves are by Law made real Eftate, and the Mafter has the abfolute Power of 
i po mg of them as of the Lands and Tenements to which they are attached.

For capital 
Offences, fuch as Murder, Arfbn, Burglary, confiderable Robbery, Confpiracy, running away 
in Gangs of Ten or upwards in Number, and being abfent Ten Days at a Time or longer, 
Depredations committed with Violence and Terror, the continuing running away for the Space 
of Three fuccettive Months, or for Six Months in the Space of Two Years* Slaves are amenable 
to the eftablifhed JurifdiClion of the Ifland. In Grenada, they are triable for fmaller Offences 
before One or Two Magittrates, and for capital Crimes before Three Juflices, One of them being 
of the Quorum. But the Laws are leldom put rigoroufly in force againtt Slaves, except in 
Cafes of Murder, dangerous Infur reft ions, or repeated and incorrigible running away. In almoft 
all other Inftancesj a public Whipping is the only Punifhment ordered by the Magittrates*, and 
their Lives, in capital Cafes, are often fpared on the Matter engaging to tranfport them from 
the Ifland. 

There is no Specification of Offences for which a Matter may punifh his Slave; the Difcre¬ 
tion of the Matter ufually governs him. Wanton Correction by the Matter would be taken cog¬ 
nizance of and punifhed by the Courts of Law. A Slave and a White Perfon, or Free Perlon 
of Colour, are equally liable to Punifhment for all Offences againtt the Criminal Law of the 
Land. The White and Free Perfbn are tried as in England by Jury, and the Slave by Two or 
more Juftices of the Peace. (See Aft, St. Chriftopher’s Appendix, Letter D.)

rrined on Oath, and declare how the Negroes are iupported and fed; and if it fhall appear to 
them that they are not properly fupported and fed, he lhall forfeit Ten Shillings for every Slave 
belonJng to the faid Eftate. The Aft is intituled, t( An Aft for the better Government of 
cc Slaves,” and pafied in the Year 1766. 

Pees it frequently happen that Mafters, or their Managers under them , either in the Manner of cor - 
retting the Slaves , or otheruife , kill or maim them ? 

Very rarely, if either, I believe. 

There are no Laws which inflift Penalty on Mafters, for correfting their Slaves fometimes Mauhew!”

This I Hand has no local Law, by which the Punifhment for Murder, Manflaughter, or other Committeeof 
killing, for maiming or other Aft of Cruelty, is anyway diminiftied on account of the Subjeft bothHoufes 
murdered, or ill treated, being a Slave. Thefe Crimes are therefore punifhed in the ordinary 0 / s ‘" 
Courfe of Juftice, by Profecution in the Court of King’s Bench, and Grand Sefiions of the Peace, Grenada, 
juft as they are where the Subjeft is a Free or White Perfon. In the Year 1776 a White Man 
was tried, convifted, and hanged for the Murder of a Slave. The Circumftance of Slavery was 
urged, and ftrongly argued in Arreft of Judgment, but was over ruled. No Inllance of a fub- 
fequent Murder has occurred, or come to our Knowledge. Profccutions have alfo been brought 
againlt Proprietors for wanton or Excefs of Punilhment, degenerating into Afts of Cruelty to¬ 
wards their Slaves-, and the Inclination of the Court (whenever the Proofs were fuch as to con- 
vift the Party) has always been very ftrong for fevere and exemplary Punifhment. This Court 
meeting Twice a-Year, and confifting of the Magiftrates refiding in all the different Diftrifts of 
the lfland, and the Grand Jury being compofed of the moft refpeftable Freeholders and inha¬ 
bitants from all Quarters, every Inftance of grofs or wanton Cruelty is likely to come to the 
Knowledge of fome Member or other of the Court, and to be brought forward for Punilhment 
by Prefcntment or Indiftment. The only Difficulty that has been found in putting an effectual 
Stop to fuch lnftances, is that of bringing home the Proof of the Faft againft the Delinquent 
by facisfaftory Evidence ; thofe who are capable of the Guilt being jn general artful enough 
to prevent any but Slaves being Witnefies of the Faft, and the Danger of admitting the Tcfti- 
mony of Slaves to affeft the Life or Fortune of a Free Perf »n, is fo obvious, that fuch Teftimony 
has been uniformly held inadmiffible in all Countries where Slavery has been in ufe. Indeed 
nothing but the fatal Confequence which would enfue from the Admiffion of it, could prevent 
the Legiflature of this lfland from adopting fome Mode of facilitating the Conviftion of Ptr- 
fons guilty of a Crime fo difgraceful to Humanity and the good Police of the Country. As the 
Matter ftands, though we hope the Inftantes in this lfland are at this Day not frequent, yet it 
mult be admitted with Regret, that the Perfons profecuted, and who certainly were guilty, have 
efcaped for want of legal Proof. & 1

Negro Slaves are fed at their Matters Expence, aflitted by their own Labour on the Portions 
of Land allotted them for Ground Frovifions ; very few Negroes, except thofe newly arrived from 
Africa, require b.ing fed by their Matters with Grain or Ground Provifions, by reafon of the 
great Quantities of thefe Species which they raife in their own Lands •, but they have a weekly 
Supply of Herrings or Salt Fifh; the Quantity, from Eight to Twelve Herrings, according to 
the Size, or Two Pounds of Salt Fifh, per Week. The Negro Women have however an Al¬ 
lowance of Flour for their young Children; and Negroes, when confined to the Hol'pital, or dif- 
abled by other Accidents from working in their Grounds, are ufually ted by their Matters with 
fuch Food as is proper to their Situation, and in lufficient Quantity. New Negroes are ufually 
fed in a Mefs with Viftuals prepared for them Twice or I hrice a Day, for the Space of 
Twelve Months or longer, until they are found capable of raffing their own Provifions, and of 
lubfifting with the ufual Plantation Allowance. The Allowance of Salt Provifions, and the Ne¬ 
gro Grounds allotted to Slaves, with the Privilege of raifing fmall Stock, Fruit, Vegetables, and 
other Provifions, enable them to bring thele Articles conttantly to flancet for Sale, and to fur- 
nifti themfelves with various Articles of Convenience, and even Luxury. A Law was patted here 
upwards of Twenty Years ago, empowering Juftices to lfTue Orders directed to Four Freeholders 
in their refpedtive Parifhes to infpeft the Provifion Grounds of the Plantations, and to repoit 
upon Oath their Sufficiency for the Maintenance of the Slaves thereto belonging; and, in cafe 
of Inefficiency, the Owners were fubjefted to a Forfeiture of Ten Shillings for every Slave 
belonging to fuch Plantation; but fuch are the Quantities of Ground in almott all Plantations fit 
for raifing of Provifions, and to fufficient are the /allotments of Land for this Purpofe, that an 
induftrious Slave has ample Means, not only of being well fed, but of living in a very comfort¬ 
able Manner. No Inftance has occurred for a great N umber of Years paft, of any Necefiity to 
enforce the Provifions of that Law, though it is ftill in force: And that when by an extraor¬ 
dinary Continuance of dry Weather, or by any other unforefeen Accidents, the Crops from the 
Grounds allotted to Slaves fall Ihort of what may be neceffary for their Subfiftence, the Defi¬ 
ciency is generally made up by a Supply of Provifions procured from North America or hu- 
rope. 

Negroes are fed at their Matters Expence, and they have alfo great Advantages by their own 
Labour; but the Quantity of Food given to them varies in different Plantations, according to 
the greater or fmaller Proportion of Ground allotted for their own Ufe and Cultivation, and ac¬ 
cording to the more or lefs feafonable Situation of fuch Ground. It runs in general from Four 
to Nine Pints per Week given to every Negro, except Infants, vvhofe Mothers have an addi¬ 
tional Allowance for them, from their Birth, equal to One Half of their own. The Food given 
in this Ifland is chiefly Floor, which we confider the moft wholefome; fometimes Beans, Peafe, 
and Indian Corn. Every Negro has alfo from Four to F ight falted Herrings, Mackrel, or Shads, 
per Week ; and befides this, it is ufual to give them Bifcuit and Toddy for their Breakfaft while 
at heavy Work in the wet Seafon of the Year. On all Effaces there are fome Mothers who are 
carelefs of their Children, and others who will not take the Trouble to drefs their Vuttuals pro¬ 
perly : Thefe are collected together, and have their Vi&uals prepared and given to them daily 
with great Care. Negroes reap from their own Grounds a greater or letter Quantity of Provi- 
lions, according to their Induftry and the Goodnefs of the Soil. Whit they do not ufe them¬ 
felves they daily fend to Market in the different Towns in the Ifland for Sale, and with the Money 
they purchafe Clothes or any Thing elfe they may fancy. A good Negro is never in want of 
Plenty of Food. A bad Negro, who is addicted to drinking of Rum, were you to give hint a 
Buffiel per Week, and leave it at his own Difpofal, would be always in Want, becaule he would 
give it away for Rum. Negroes before the late War, when we had the American Trade, and 
they could purchafe Indian Corn from Three to Five Shillings per Buffiel, ufed to raife for them¬ 
felves great Quantities of Hogs and Poultry, which they alfo fold. Now that Corn cannot be 
purchafed but from Eight to Twelve Shillings per Bulhel, they cannot raife fo much Stock. « 
may be alked. Why they do not plant Indian Corn ? They turn their Grounds to better Account 
by planting Articles that are more valuable to them.

How are the Slaves clothed, lodged, and fecured againft the Inclemency of the Seafon ? 
.—State the Law and the Practice. 

There is no pofitive Law as to Clothing and Lodging-, but every Eftare is fupplied every 
Year from Europe with a Quantity of Blanketing, Olnaburgs, flowered Cotton, Silelias, Kerle] 
Jackets and Petticoats, Handkerchiefs, Hats, Caps, Shoes, and Watchmen’s Coats, fufficient*^ 
the Number of Negroes which belong to it; and as to their Houfes in fome Iflands, wh 
Stones are to be had, they confift of Stone Buildings thatched, in others of Thatch and Bjnr^. 
and each Negro has One to himfelf, unlefs when he has a Wife or Family, or chuies to havr 
Mefs-mate. When a Houfe is blown down, or a new one to be conftruded, the Gang all

<9. Bo you conceive tbht the Allotment of Clothing given to thefe Negroes is fufficient for Perfons in 

their Situation? 

A- I do. 

They are lodged in Huts built of wild Canes and Reeds, thatched with the Tops of Sugar 
Cant*, often boarded and fometimes fhingled. They are in general clothed twice in every 

Year. 

The Clothino- and Lodging of Negro Slaves is not regulated by any Law of this Country, but 
the pftates in general are fupplied yearly with Blanketing, Olnaburghs, coarfe Linens, Kerfcys, 
or Welch Cottons and Hats. Thefe are diftributed in different Proportions, as different Pro¬ 
prietors think beft ■, but the Quantity allowed is very fufficient, and the Slaves often receive their 
new Clothes long before they have an immediate Ufe for them, particularly as they furnifh them- 
felves with extra Clothing, according to their Fancy, by the Sale of their Poultry, Vegetables, 
&c. As to their Houfes, they are doled in on the Sides, either by Boards, or Wattles and Plaifter, 
and the Roofs are of Thatch : They are very fufficient to keep out the Weather, and the Negroes 
being fond of Warmth, they are generally made much cloler than a White Perfon would with. 
Every Negro may build a Houfe for himfelf, if he pleafes; but they ufually live Two or Three, 
or more, in a Houfe by Families, or by Connexions a^ Countrymen ; and a l'eafoned Slave is par¬ 
ticularly defirous of taking a new Negro of his own Country into his Houfe, and the Mailers or 
Managers always put fuch new Negroes under the Care of the moft truft-worthy, where they learn 
their Work, and by degrees to cultivate their own Grounds, and to fubfift themfelves. 

There is no Law in this Ifland for clothing of the Negroes, but it is the general Practice to 
import from England, or to purchafe of Merchants here, as much Clothing as may be deemed by 
the Proprietor necefiary for the Number of Negroes on his Efta r e: That Clothing confifts of 
Blanketing, Ofmburghs, Check Holland, coarle Linens, Caps, and Watch Coats. On fome 
Eftates, Hats and Shoes are added to the Lift for the principal Negroes. Good well-difpofed 
Negroes are in relpedl to Clothing as they are in rcipedt to Food—they have always Plenty. A 
bad ill-difpofed Negro, were you to give him a Wardrobe every Week, would foo make away 
with them. All Negroes are fond of fine Clothes, which they generally difplay once a Week at 
their Balls, Affemblies, and Coffee Treats; and Drefles are there to be met with finer and better 
than what their Matters generally wear. This Fondnefs of Drefs in the Negroes was carried to 
fuch Excefs, that fome Years ago, in the Ifland of St. Croix, they thought it neceffary to make 
fumptuary Laws to reftrain it. If by the Inclemency of the Seafon is meant Wind and Rain (for 
Cold we have none of), the Negroes are lodged in Houfes perfectly fecure againft either, unlefs 
it blows a Hurricane, which generally overturns them all, as it does many of their Owners 
Houfes. In thefe Cafes they generally take fhelter in the Sugar Works, or any other Building 
that is left ftanding. The Negro Houfes are compofed of Potts in the Ground, thatched round 
the Sides and upon the Roof, with boarded Partitions; and every Slave has a Spot of Land 
around his Houle to cultivate, exclufive of his detached Ground. They are fuperior to the 
general Run of Houfes which are to be met with in the Country Villages of Great Britain, and 
fome of them are intirely boarded round the Sides, and fhingled on the Roof.

What is the annual Expence of the Maintenance of a Negro Man, Woman, and Child, ai 
d fferent Ages refptftively ? 

It is impofiible to anfwer this as a general Queftion, becaufe the Expence mutt be different ir 
c-fferent Iflands, and on different Eftates. Jamaica, and fome of the ceded Iilands, feed theii 
i-groes at lels Expence than the Leeward Iflands, becaufe they have great Trails of Land. 
Vi tc are wholly devoted to raifing Provifions for their Negroes; which is not the Cafe in the 
1 r ’, w |’ ere ' n general the Subfiftence of the Negroes depends on Articles of Food imported.

Negroes are let out to hire, to work Grounds by the Acre, or to labour by the 
Year. In the Firft Caie the Price is fo much per Acre, which differs in different 
Iflands j at Grenada Nine Pounds per Acre, at St. Kitt’s Four Pounds Fen Shillings* per 
Acre} it alfo differs according to the Terms. But if the Renter engages to make 
good the Loffes arifing from Mortal.ty, it is I believe about Ten Pounds, or Twelve 
Pounds, per Annum per Head, the Renter to feed and maintain them. But the 
Number of the Negroes let out to hire, either in one Way or the other, is fmall in 
proportion to the whole Number on each lfiand. 
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Many by the Job or by the Day. By the Firft, the Price varies according to Circumffances, 
Ey the Day, the common Price in this Ifland is Three Shillings Currency, equal to One-and- 
Twenty Pence Sterling j the Mafter finding them in every Thing : If let out by the Year, at 
about 15I. Currency. 

By the Returns of 1787, the whole Number of Negroes not attached to Eflates did not exceed 
Two Thoufand Five Hundred, and as this Clafs comprifed all the Houfe-negroes in the Towns, 
the Porters, Sailors, and Negro Tradefmen not belonging to Plantations, the Number of Negroes 
ufually employed on Hire in the Cultivation of Land muft be very inconfuierable in refpeft of 
the whole. The ufual Price of fholeing Land is from Eight to Nine Pounds Currency per 
Acre, and that of daily Hire, Three Shillings Currency. When Slaves are hired for any Term 
they are generally valued and appraifed by Two or more refpeftable Freeholders, and Twelve or 
Twelve and a Half per Cent . allowed by the Perfon who hires them upon the grois Amount of 
fuch Valuation, and ihe fame infured by him to the full Amount at the End of the Term; and 
where the Proprietor himfelf infures the Lives of his Slaves, he generally obtains Fifteen or Sixteen 
per Cent . upon that Valuation. 

There are fome few Negroes hired to Plantations at the Rate of Ten Pounds Currency per 
Head per Annum , the Renter making good the appraifed Value of the Slaves, and any Lofs 
arifing from Mortality or Cafualties ; but there are very few Negroes hired in this Way, compared 
to the Number of Slaves in the Ifland.

©. What Right has the Negro Slave in any Property acquired by him ? . 

A. By Brattice he is ur.derjlood to have a complete Property therein. He frequently fells Its Foultty 
Hogs , to his Mafter , or if there be any Surplus , he carries it to the Market. 

Two Hours are allowed them at every Mid-day, and Half a Day in every Week, exclufive of 
Sunday, and out of Crop Time much more, for the Cultivation of their own Grounds, from w 1 
they derive fo much Profit as to be extravagant in Luxuries of Clothing and Diet. 

There is no Law compelling Proprietors to allow their Slaves any Part of the Six woiking 
to labour for themfelves. Out of Crop the Hours of Work are from Day-break till Sun-fetJ 
the uffnl Allowance of Time for refting from Labour in the Day is Half an Hour in the 1 ^ 
for Breakfaft, and Two Hours in their Houles at Noon*, but out of Crop Time it is rn° rC ° 1 ^ 
the general Pradice to allow the Slaves One Afternoon in every Week, which, with fufh H&' f 
they cluife to work on Sundays, affords them Time amply iufficient for the Cultivation ol 1 ^ 
own Provifion Grounds.

In this Ifland there is no pofitive Law directing a Proprietor of an Eftate to give his Negroes Council and 
any Day or Hour in the Week to labour for themfelvesj but it is the Practice to give them, out Affembly of 
of Crop Time, either Saturday, or Saturday Afternoon, to work their own Grounds; in mod the Ifla ? d of 
Ella es they have alfo from Half an Hour to an Hour at Breakfall Time^nd from Two to Three s ^ hr,fto *

< 9 . J)o you conceive that thefe peculiar Difeafes are frequently owing to bad Ireatment 

A. No, 1 do not. 

Coaft Slaves are peculiarly fubjedt to Yaws and Leprofy, or Joint-evil, fo called from the Ra. 
va^e it makes in its advanced Stage on the Joints of the Extremities. This Diforder feems in¬ 
digenous to Africa, as few but Coaft Slaves, or their immediate Offspring, are lubjeft to it. It ii 
infedtious; and there are Inftances of White People being infedted. Slothfulnels and Unclean- 
liners are the general Sources of the Difeafes of Negroes. 

There are fome Difeafes to which Negroes feem peculiarly fubjedt, as Yaws, Mai d’Eftomac, 
and Leprofy. White Perfons have been attacked by thefe Diforders, but it larely occurs. It 
would be as difficult to affign a Caufe why Negroes are particularly affedted with Yaws, as to an- 
fwer the Qucftion, Why the Human Species are liable to die Small-pox ? One Thing, however, 
is certain/'that neither the Labour nor the Diet to which Slaves are accuftomed in the Weft 
Indies, are productive of the Difeafe, as they are equally, or perhaps more liable to it in their 

na 'I’he^Mal t d’Eftomac (fo called from that Organ being particularly affedted) feems chiefly to 
feize upon the lazy and indolent Negro, or upon thofe whofe Solids have been relaxed by previous 
Sicknefs; it is attended with Anafarca, or watery Swellings of the Extremities, is induced by thofe 
Caufes which bring on Dropfy, and frequently terminates in it. Leprofy, it is true, is alfoa 
Difeafe to which Negroes feem peculiarly fubjedt; but happily very few, even of them, are 
affedted with it; notOne, perhaps, in a Thoufand. The Mode of living in thefe Iflandsdoes 
not feem to predifpofe to this dreadful Diforder. When Dyfenteries prevail in thefe Climates, 
Numbers of White and Free coloured People, as well as Slaves, are carried off; but it mult be 
allowed that Slaves principally fuffer from this Difeafe. The Caufes arife from their Labour un¬ 
der an intenfeSun; from that Labour being frequently carried on in moift fwampy Places-, from 
their own Negledt in not covering their Bodies when they retire from their Work ; hence anob- 
jftrudbed Perfpiration, and the common Confequence, Complaints of the Bowels; from negligent 
Cookery ; from improper Diet, particularly the Corn of the Country eaten green or ill-prepared; 
and from the imprudent Ufe of fpirituous Liquors. There feems to be little or no Difference be¬ 
tween the Difeafes of White and of Free coloured People. 

Negroes are fubjedt to Difeafes in common with White People, with an Exception of Two 
Difeafes which feem almoft peculiar to them, namely the Yaws and Dirt-eating, or as the French 
term it, Mai d’Eftomac: The Yaws is endemic in Africa, where the Natives feldomefcape having 
it fome* time or other in their Lives, moft generally in their Youth. It is alfo common in cue 
Weft Indies. It is a very loathfome and filthy Difeafe, but not often dangerous, except where 
it has been improperly treated, or when it attacks young and fickly Infants. Sometimes after the 
Yaws have been cured, little hard Tumours (called the Tubboes) remain in the Soles of the feet, 
and prevent the Negroes from walking without a good deal of Pain and Inconvenience, which are 
cured by the Application of proper Efcharotics; when once cured, the Patient never ft nt rs n- 
other Attack of the Difeafe. Worthlefs and ill-difpofed Negroes are moft apt to become W* 
eaters. The Symptoms thev are affedted with, and by which it may be difeovered, are, W i 
Tonoue, Lofs of Appetite, Pain in the Stomach, and Palpitation ; the Colour changes 
black to a pale fickly yellow; the Face, and indeed the whole Body, feem bloated, and at 12 
they become dropfical: It is always attended with Laffitude, and Averfion from Motion. 
Diftafe feems to be occafioned by an improper Acidity in the Stomach, and accordingly yi«® 
Abl'orbents and Bitters, though without the Patient’s being carefully watched, and prevented tro 
rretting at his favourite Dirt, it but too often baffles every Remedy. It has been obferved, " 
bad Negroes are moft fubjedt to this Diforder; but on fome Eftates good Negroes, nay a* 
whole dings, have been affedted with this unaccountable and unnatural Appetite. At firlt ^ 
it may appear to be owing to improper and fcanty Feeding, but that is by no means the Ca » ^ 
there are many Inftances of Negroes being taken into the Houfes, and receiving Plenty or 
from the Tables of the Proprietor or Manager, and yet continue in the Pradtice of eating _ 
unlefs prevented by conftant watching. From whatever Caufe it may proceed, the Due* 
very prevalent, and many Negroes die of it- Negroes too are more fubjedt to Leproly ^ 
White People; but this may be more owing to their frequent Intercourse with Lepers, 
any particular Aptitude in their Conftitutions to receive the Infedtion. It is a horrid Difeale, 
when confirmed, rarely or never admits of a Cure.

What Care is taken of the Slaves in Sicknefs ? Are there any Laws or Regulations for ^ 
pofe? What Provifion is made for them when old or difabled ; and are their Mailers 00 g 
fuch Cafes to maintain them.? 
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Grenada and St. Chrijlopher. A. N° 13. 

There is on every Eftate an Hofpital, or Hot-houfe as it is called, where every Negro is con- 
fi ed in fuch Diforders as render Confinement necelfary •, when that is not neceffaryi they are al- 
1 wed to be in their own Houfes; and it is generally found that they recover fooner. Every Eflate 
h either a Surgeon refident on it, or one who vifits twice a VVe^k, and oitener in Emergencies 
o fudd.n Accidents, at a fixed Salary; and many Proprietors fend out Medicines once or twice 
Year for the Ufecf their Ettates; but this is done by the Proprietor without any politive Law. 

Vv’hen they are old or fuperannuated, the fame Care is taken of them by their Matters, both in 
Sicknels and in Health, as before. 

There are Sick Houfes and a Doftor on every Ettate, with Nurfes and every Requifite for that 
Purpofe. There are no Law's or Regulations to oblige Matters to make Provilion for their Slaves 
when old or difabled ; nor are their Matters obliged in fuch Cales, any otherwife than by the Law 
of Humanity, to maintain them. 

On moft Ettates, an Hofpital is ere tied for the Reception of the Sick, a medical Man attends 
twice a Week regularly, and at all other Times, in Cafes of Emergency ; a Nurfe is appointed 
to each Hofpital, whofe Bufinefs is toadminifter the Medicines preferibed, as well as Food to the 
S’ck. There is no Law or colonial Regulation, either for this Purpofe, or fur compelling Maf 
ters to maintain their old or difabled Negroes; but by the univerfal Pra&ice, Matters hold them- 
ftlves obliged fo to do; and any grofs Negleft in this Inflance would excite the Attention of the 
Neighbours, and become a Subject of Profecution as a Miflemeanor. 

There is no pofitive Law direfling what Care is to be taken of Negroes when fick ; but here Council and 
Humanity, and the Interett of the Proprietor, fupply the Place of Law; the bett medical Aflift- 
ance in the Ifland is afforded them by Gentlemen of the Proftttion regularly bred in Great Britain St e Chrifto- 
who are employed by the Year to attend Ettates; and proper Food, fuch as Soups, Sago, Salloop, pher. 
and other nouriflung Things direfled by the Doflor, are adminittered. In a late epidemical Fever 
which raged in this bland for Four Months, and became fo general lhat but few, either White or 
Black, elcapedit, many of their Lives were faved, by giving them large Quantities of the bett 
and richeft Soups and Madeira Wine, while many of the Free Negroes, and poorer White People, 
rot being able to procure fuch coftly Things, fella Sacnfice to the Difeafe, infomuch that the 
Mortality among the poor White People and Free Negroes exceeded the Lofs of Slaves, in the Pro¬ 
portion of Thirty to One, who were affefted with the Difeafe. There is upon every Fftate a 
good walled or boarded and fhingled Houfe, containing feveral Rooms or Apartments, as an 
Hofpital for the Sick; but when a Difeafe becomes infectious, we prefer letting them remain in 
their own Houles, which they in general like better themfelves, for they are all of them fuper- 
flitious; and when they feel themfelves really fick, they do not like to go in a Place where other 
Negroes may have died before. Women, when they are difeovered to be pregnant, have light 
Work affigned them ; and from about Two Months before they are delivered, and One Month 
afterwards, they ceafe from Labour altogether; there are alfo Midwives to attend during their 
Labour, and Wet-nurfes after; and in Cafes where medical Afiiftance is neceflary, it is imme¬ 
diately afforded. When they become old and difabled, the fame Care is taken of them by their 
Matters, both in Health and in Sicknefs, as before. Were an Owner to abandon an helplefe 
Slave, he would be fubjeft to an Indiftment for caufing a Nuifance to the Community.

What is the general Period of the Lives of Slaves ? Is it of equal Duration with that of White 
Inhabitants or Free Negroes ?

I cannot fpeak precifely as to the Duration of their Lives, never having directed my Ob- jflands of 
crvation to that Point * J can only fay, that I have fecn and have had myfelf many very old Grenada and 
Negroes.

There are probably fewer Indances of Longevity amongd the Field Negroes than occn 
among the White and Free coloured People, and the Houfe Slaves. Continued Labour, though 
not of the fevered Kind, will, in thefe Climates at lead, wear out the firmed Fibre, in *a much 
fhorter Time than it ulually does in Europe, where a few Winter Months tend to counteract tflc 
Relaxation produced by the preceding Summer.—No accurate Calculations have been made; I n . 
dances not unfrcquent exid of Negroes of Sixty and Seventy Years old, and fometimes even of 
Eighty, and upwards. After Fifty they are feldom able to perform the laborious Duty of the 
Plantation, and being put to lighter Work enjoy good Health, and live often till they are wholly 
incapable of any Labour. 

Slaves are commonly obferved to live as long as either Whites or Free Negroes, and fome have 
reached to the Years of Ninety or an Hundred.—All Edates have fome very aged Slaves. 

A. N° 14. 

What is the Practice refpdCting the Marriage of Negro Slaves; and what are the Regulations 
concerning it ? 

There is no Ceremony performed, nor any Contract pafied, between Parties who agree to live 
together as Man and Wife. Such Connexions are not unfrequenr, and fome of them adhere to 
them very faithfully ; but in general both Parties take great Liberties with each other; but when 
deteXed by the Hufband, the Wife is feverely beaten. If the Women have not been very irre¬ 
gular or debauched, they begin to breed at the Age of Sixteen or Eighteen. 

There is no Practice edablilhed by Cudom, nor Regulations prefcribed by Law, for the Marriage 
of Slaves in Grenada.—They are in general very profligate, and would probably treat that holy 
Ordinance with DifrefpeCt. 

Marriages amongd Negro Slaves are made without Ceremony or Contract ; there are no Regu¬ 
lations whatfoever concerning it; fome of them continue united for Life -, others feparate upon 
Difagreement by mutual Confent; but this lad rarely happens where they have continued long 
together, and have had Children.—Perfons having Charge of Plantations make a Point of pre¬ 
venting one Slave from taking away the Wife of another. Sometimes Indances occur amongft 
the French Negroes, of their applying to the Prieds and being married; but this often happens 
after the Parties have cohabited for many Years, and is not at all confidered as a neceflary previous 
Ceremony. 

When Negroes agree to live together as Man and Wife, there is no Ceremony of Marriage 
performed ; they live in this State as long as they can agree, and not unfrequently for their Lives; 
but fhould they difagree, then they part by mutual Confent; but it being almod the univerfal 
PraXice for the Men to have more than One Wife, frequent Quarrels among the Women are 
thereby excited : They are by no means condant to each other; and hence arife Quarrels alfo: 
This Matter is not well regulated, and yet it would be difficult to make it much better; for they 
would confider it a great Hardffiip upon them to be redriCted in their Amours. The Mafter is 
never confulted, nor does he interfere, but now and then to interpofe his Authority to allay 
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A. N° 15. 

Can any Caufes be affigned which impede the natural Increafe of Negro Slaves? 

The Caufes which impede the natural Increafe of Negroes are, the larger Proportion of Mai* 
to Females on mod Edates; the premature and promifeuons Commerce of the Sexes indiferimi* 
nate Proditutionof the Women in the younger Part of their Lives; their frequent total Barrennds 
brought on by Debauchery ; repeated Abortions ; Venereal Difeafes ; the immoderate Ul'e of new 
Rum by both Sexes, but particularly by the Men, which brings on Debility and Old Age long be¬ 
fore Nature otherwife would give way. 

Can you affign any Reafons why fome of thefe Evils are not torrefied? 

I cannot indeed. 

Do you think them capable of Correfiion? 

I am not aware of any Means , unlefs by obferving a better Proportion between Males and Fetnal'h 
and by prohibiting the retailing of new Rum, which is very pernicious to them. 

The too early and promifeuous Intercourfe of the Sexes; exceflive Fatigue; fevere Chadifemc nt » 
and W ant of the Comforts of Life, mod certainly impede the Increafe of the Species. 

Continued Labour, as far as it is productive of Diforders, may tend to impede the natural In- 
creafe of Slaves, and yet notwithftanding, the Negroes in the Well: Indies are prolific: They ^ 
indulged in light Work when advanced in Pregnancy; they fuffer comparatively little inCtaM*

Diforders, and the immoderate Ule of Rum by the Men. 


The Caufes which impede the natural Increafe of Negro Slaves are chiefly, a greater Number of Council and 
Males than Females on the Eftates, the premature and promifcuous Commerce of the Sexes, the Aflembly of f 
Proftitution of all the Women in the younger Part of their Lives; their going from one Eftate to gj Ch a r - ( | 0 ° 
another during’the Night, and thereby contracting Diforders from fevere Colds > the Venereal Difeafe, ph’er. 
which they moft frequently conceal, and attempt to cure very injudicioufly among themfelves : 

Thtfe Caufes but too frequently produce at leaft a temporary, if not a total Barrennefs in the 
Women; for if luch fhould ever afterwards attach themfelves to One Man, they feldom breed. 

The Men are generally much addicted to the immoderate Ule of Rum, which brings on Debility 
before it would otherwife naturally happen. There are many Exceptions to this irregular Con- 
dud ;—Men who drink very little, and Women who have Hufbands at an early Period of their Lives, 
and when that happens, they breed very well. 


A. N° 16. 

Are many Children born of Negro Slaves, and in what Proportion are they reared ? 

Many Children are notwithftanding born of Negro Slaves; but I cannot ftate the Proportion of 
Males to Females which are reared. 


On the Eftates where the Males and Females are pretty equally proportioned, the Increafe is 
very confiderable. 

Our Anfwer to the former Queftion is in Part an Anfwer to this: A Number of Children on 
almoft every Eftate meet the Eye. It has been remarked, that a greater Proportion of Negro 
Children die within the Firft Fortnight, than amongft the Whites, owing chiefly perhaps to a per¬ 
nicious Cuftom which the Negro Mothers in general obferve, of denying the Breaft to an Infant 
for many hours later than is cuftomary among more enlightened Mothers; in confequence, a Re¬ 
tention of Meconium follows, and that frequently occalions Convulfions and Death : After the 
Period that is mentioned is paft, they are reared in a Proportion little inferior to that of White or 
Ftee coloured People.

Excepting the Jaw-fall, owing to the Caufe mentioned in our preceding Anfwer, Yaws and 
Worms, they certainly are not j perhaps more Negro Children are carried off by Worms, from 
the Age of Three to Ten, than by any other Dileafe. The Negro Women are fond of their 
Children, and feldom deny them a Share of what is prepared for themfelves; this is very often a 
crude vegetable Diet, peculiarly favourable to the Generation of thofe deftruCtive Vermin. 

It frequently happens that Negro Children are feized with the Cramp (called here the Jaw-fall) 
from the Eighth to the Fourteenth Day, and die. This Difeafe feems in a great Meafure pe. 
culiar to them ; for although many Reafons have been afligned, fuch as local Situation, In¬ 
temperance, and Irregularities of the Mother, Clofenefs, Dampnefs, and Smokinefs of their 
Houfes, &c. ftill none of thefe Reafons are fatisfattory or confonant to Experience. The poorer 
Clafles of White People are often as ill accommodated and fubjeCt to greater Inconveniences 
than Negroes, and yet it rarely happens that a White Child dies of the Jaw-fall. On fome 
Eftates, for a Year or Two fucceffively, and where every Attention was paid to the Mothers 
during Pregnancy, and after Delivery, they have not been able to rear a Child: Other Years, 
on the fame Eftate, they have faved almoft every Child, though no Alteration was made in the 
Mode of Treatment. A Gentleman who has lately written a Treatife on the Difeafes of this 
Country, has propofed, that on every Plantation there ffiould be a lying-in Room, where both 
Mother and Child Ihculd be kept till the Mother was able to go to work. This appears 
plaufible, but were the Mothers of Families to be away from their own Houfes at Night, their 
Furniture, Clothing, &c. would be liable to be carried off by other Negroes, as frequent Rob¬ 
beries and Thefts are committed among themfelves, in lpight of all their Care and Attention; 
nor would the Hufband of the lying-in Woman be at all careful to prevent fuch a Lofs to his 
Wife, as he may either belong to another Eftate, and conlequently cannot be from Home; or 
he may be engaged with fome of his other Wives: Befides, fuch is the Difpofition of Negroes, 
and their Averfion to Confinement, that it is more than probable this Mode might further the 
Evil it was meant to prevent. Many Eftates have Rooms within their Hofpitals, purpofely for 
lying-in Women, efpecially for fuch as are poor and helplefs. 


A. N° 18. 

Are Negro Slaves or their Children in general baptized? 

There are many Chriftians in Grenada, Antigua, St. Chriftopher, and Jamaica. 

Slaves and their Children are in general baptized ; thofe belonging to Roman Catholics, by the 
Priefts of the Church of Rome; and thofe who belong to Proteftants, by the Minifters of the 
cftabhfhed Church. 

It was formerly more common among the French, than among the Englifti Slaves, to be bap¬ 
tized ; at prelent, in Grenada, the Practice is pretty univerfal among the Slaves to have their 
Children baptized, but there is no Regulation on the Subject; it is generally done by the 
Mother’s own Defire, and often without any Application to the Mafter. 

Many Negroes are baptized, but the Generality of them are not, although the Mafter never 
objects, but rather wifhes it to be done. 


A. N° 19. 

What religious Inftitutions are there for the Benefit of Slaves in each of the lflands in the Weft 
Indies ? 

I know of no particular religious Inftitutions for their Benefit in any of the lflands: They 
have free Admifiion to the Churches during the Time of Divine Service, and are not difeourage 
to go to them; and they receive fuch other ipiritual good Offices as the eftablifhed Clergy tb* 
proper to give them. 

There are no religious Inftitutions in Grenada for the Benefit of Slaves in particular; but t ) 
who defire it are allowed to attend Divine Service on Sundays. 

There is no particular religious Inftitution for the Benefit of Slaves in Grenada: The Chur 
are open to them; few indeed, in comparifon of the whole Number, attend Divine Serv 
nor would the Churches hold any large Proportion of them; fuch as do attend ufually, * 
not univerfally, go to that Church of which their Mafter profefles himfelf a Member.

Are the Milfionaries more fuccefsful in the Inllruftion and Converfion of Free Negroes, than 
in the Inftruftion and Converfion of Slaves ? And to what Caufes is any Difference in this refpeft 
to be imputed ? 

Milfionaries have been fent out from England by private Perfons, who I underltand have had ^ r e ^^ n t ' t h r * 
great Succefs, particularly in Antigua. The Milfionaries are chiefly, if not wholly, Methodills and d * 1 e 
Moravians; their Succefs, I believe, mull have been owing to the earneft and difereet Zeal Grenada and 
wherewith their Attempts to convert have been made. • St - Chrifto- 

1 believe the Succefs of the Milfionaries has been rather greater among Slaves than Free 
Negroes, but owing to what Caufe I cannot fay. 


Are the JJlands in general divided into Parifhes ? 

I They are fo univerfally. 

Is there a Minijler to each Parijh ? 

There is a Minijler aligned to each Parijh by the public Law of each Ifland, 


U hat is the Provifton affignedfor the Minijler of each Parijh ? 

They have no Tytbes , hut a Provifion is ajfigned by Law in each Ijland, payable in Sugar, f 
believe the average Value of the Country Livings in the Ijland of St. Chrijlopber to be about 300/. 
Sterling per Annum. In the Tnvns it is conjiderably larger: The Governor is Ordinary and Patron of 
all the Livings. 

Have you not heard that the religious Orders in the French lflands are of great Service in the 
Management of the Negroes? 

I believe that they baptize great Numbers , and do every Thing they can to inform them ; and I 
learn, that though they have as many Vices as ours , they are more traftable and eafter managed, and they 
value themjelves on being baptized. 


There are no Milfionaries of any Chriftian Se£t in Grenada. 

But the Moravian Milfionaries at Antigua have been very remarkably fuccefsful in the Con¬ 
verfion of Slaves.

We have had no Milfionaries in this Ifland fent from England for the Purpofe of inftru&ing 9 °? l 7 V tt f eo * 
tne Slaves: There is an eftablilhed Clergyman of the Church of England, who performs the Legif. 
Dutiesof his Functions in the refpedtive Parilhes, and who receives an annual Stipend from the ) ature ot 
Public, with an Allowance in Money for Houfe Rent, and in lieu of Glebe. They are allowed Grenada. 
Hated Fees for Marriages, Baptifms, and Burials of White or Free coloured People, but no Fee 
or Reward whatfoever for baptizing of Slaves. 

No Milfionaries have been long fettled in this Ifland : About Five Years ago the Sefl of Mo- ^° unc '| * n ^ 
ravians built a Houfe in Bafleterre, and One of them hath refided there fince that Time. There t h e e ifland of

Are thtfe Arts or Means brought by the Obeah-men from Africa, or are they Inventions which 
have originated in the Ifland? 

Whether any, or what Laws exift in the faid Iflands for the Punifhmcnt of them, and what 
Evidence is generally required for their Conviction ? 

Whether many of the Negroes in the Iflands are Mahometans ? 

Obeah among the Negroes muft be confidered in the fame Light as Witchcraft, Second- 
fight, and other^pretended fupernatural Gifts and Communications among White Men, wish this 
)t Grenada Difference only, that in proportion as the Underftandings of the Negroes are lefs cultivated and 
ndSt.Chrif- informed, and confequently weaker than thofe of White Men, the Impreflions made on their 
topher. Minds by Obeah 2re much ftronger, more lafting, and attended with more extraordinary Effefts. 

Whoever is convcrfant in the Accounts given of Guinea by different Writers, and the Manners 
and Religion of the native Negroes in Africa, muft know that they are fuperftitious to a very 
great Degree. They fuppole there is one God for White, and another for Black Men ; that the 
fir ft is a Being of a more beneficent Nature than the Iaft, who delights in doing Mifchief, and is 
the Author of molt of the Calamities they experience in Life. 

The Obeah-men, if they did not originally themfelves give rife to thefe Notions, certainly avail 
themfelves of them to delude thefe weak People into a Belief that this malevolent Being com¬ 
municates his Intention to them, inflrufts them what is to be done to ayert any Injury that may 
be inflicted on the Perfons or Property of their Countrymen, and which if they negleCt to per¬ 
form, or treat with Contempt, they are told will draw on them his Vengeance. In confequence 
of which, their Lands and Crops, their Health, and even their Lives, will fall a Sacrifice to his 
Refentment. The Impreflions made by thefe DoCtrines on the Credulity of thefe People is fo 
great, that they obey the Mandates of the Obeah-men implicitly, perforin every luperititious 
Rite and Ceremony they enjoin, confult them on all Occafions, are governed by their Directions 
in the moft indifferent ACtions of their Lives * and in return for the Benefits they impart, they 
take care not to go unrewarded. It does indeed fometimes happen, either from a Spirit of Venge¬ 
ance, Ambition, Oppofition, or private Pique among themfelves, that fome of thele Obeah-men 
are accufed of having done fome extraordinary Piece of Mifchief, or occafioned, as it is fup- 
pofed, the Death of fome great or popular Man or Woman, and in confequeftce of which they 
are punifhed by being fold for Slaves. 

When they arrive in the Weft; Indies, they take care to make it known that they are Obeah- 
men, and in proportion to their Craft and Skill their Fame increafes, and with it the Credulity of 
the other Negroes, over whom their Influence is fo great, that it is faid they have been the 
Authors and Inftigators of moft of the Rebellions in Jamaica. 

There are many in St. Chriftopher’s, and I prefume in Grenada, and in every other Ifland into 
which Negroes are imported from Africa; for Obeah has its Origin in Africa, and is praCliled 
entirely by Natives from thence ; the Creole Negroes feldom, if ever, lay ing any Pretenfion to it. 
I never faw or heard any Mifchief occafioned by it in our Iflands, though the imported Negroes 
have great Faith in it, and praCtife its Charms for the Protection of their Perfons and Provifion 
Grounds, Hogs, Poultry, &c. and often imagine they are obeahed or bewitched ; and if they die 
under that Pcrfuafion (of which I have never known any Inftances), I fliould rather impute 
their Deaths to the EffeCts of Poifon, in which the Obeah-men are very intelligent, 1 mean lucli 
as are prepared from Plants and Juices, which they prepare with fo much Skill as to give 
fudden or lingering Death, at their Pleafure. From their Skill in Simples, and the Virtues of 
Plants, they fometimes operate extraordinary Cures in Difeafes which have baffled the Skill ot 
regular Practitioners, and more efpecially in foul Sores and Ulcers. I have myielf made ufe of 
their Skill for the laft with great Succefs. There are no Laws in St. Chriftopher’s or Grenada, 
nor do I believe in any of the Leeward or Ceded Iflands, which take cognizance of Obeah, or 
its Proftflbrs. 

The Negroes diftinguiflied by the Name of Mundingoes, are generally Mahometans by P r0 * 
felfion, and bear the external Marks of it, but know very little of its DoCtrines or Tenets. 
Their Priefts, called Mirabous, do not claim any Skill, but have not lefs Influence over their 
Sick, than the Obeah-men over the other Negroes Natives of Africa. 

Neither the Governor of Grenada, or the Legiflature of either Iflands, have returned Anfwers 
to thefe Heads of Inquiry.

Agcnffor' 16 ^ I cannot ftate the Proportion of Males to Females with refpeCt to Free Negroes, Mulattoes, or 
the Iflands of Slaves; but I have underftood that the Importation is Two Males to One Female.

By the Returns given in to the Domain in January 1783, it appears there were in Grenada 
J 4 > 43 ^ Males, and 10,182 Females j and by the Returns made in January 1788, it appears there 
were in Grenada 26,775 Slaves of both Sexes. As to Free coloured People, by a Lilt taken in 
1787, the Proportion was found to be 454 Males, and 661 Females. 

In giving in the Number of Slaves as Objedts of Taxation, it was unnecefiary, and has not 
been in practice, to diftinguilh either their Sex or Age ; we cannot therefore refer to any Dorunient 
to aicertain the Proportion of Males to Females, but we conjecture it to be about Five to Three. 
In Importations from Africa, the Number of Males in a well-afiorted Cargo ufually exceeds 
that of Females in the Proportion of Eight to Five. As to Free coloured People, by a Lift 
taken laft Year for another Purpofe, the Proportion was found to be 454 Males, and 661 Fe¬ 
males. 

There are more Free Negro Men than Women-, many of the Men have Women Slaves for 
their Wives. There are alfo a greater Proportion of Men than Women Slaves-, and when they 
are imported from Africa, the Proportion of Males to Females is generally Two to One.

What is the average Value of a Country-born Negro Man and Woman; and what the 
average Value of an imported Negro Man and Woman? 


The average Value of an imported Negro Man, I believe, is at this Time about 37 1 . or 38 1 . 
and a Woman about 40s. lefs; but a great Diftindtion is made as to their Country. Negroes 
from the Gold Coaft, 1 believe, may now be Hated at 40I. round. Men, Women, and Children. 
It is impofiible to ftate the Value of Country-born Negroes; their Difpofitions, their Abilities, 
and acquired Knowledge being afcertained, their Price is accordingly. In my Opinion, a Country- 
born Negro may be worth on an Average 50I. Sterling. 


* s but little Difference in the Value of a Creole Slave and an imported Slave, provided 
the imported is become feafoned. In general the new Negro bears One-half or Two-thirds the 
Price of a fea r oned Negro. The Value of a feafoned Slave is from 50 1 . to 60I. Sterling. 


Putting Tradcfmen and Drivers out of the Queftion, and fpeaking only of able, healthy, 
young Field Slaves, the average Value of a Creole Man of that Defcription may be ftated at 
prelent in Grenada, at 60I. Sterling, and that of a Creole Woman at 50 1 . Sterling; that of a 
newly-imported Man, young, and in prime Health, from 40I. to 50I. Sterling, according to the 
rt ol the Coaft he comes from; and that of a Woman from 30I. to 40I. Sterling. But if 
* r ° m w hen brought here are not more than from Twelve to Eighteen Years

Slaves in the Ifland was the largeft. From the Year 1773 to 1780, the Ants deftroyed larr* 
.Tradts of Sugar Plantations, fome of which were very unfavourably fituated for, and unfucceis 
fully tried in other Productions* fome of thefe are only lately reftored to their former State of in 
proved Cultivation. No fmall Number of Slaves have been clandeftinely carried off, at differ nt 
Periods, by Mortgagers and other Debtors (chiefly Coffee Planters) from Grenada to the French 
and Spanifh Iflands, by which the Plantations from which thefe Slaves were taken long remained 
and fome ftill remain, abandoned. During the French Dominion, there was fcarce'an” Supply 
of African Negroes, nor any Encouragement for a Spirit of Adventure in Cultivation of Lands 
Since the Reftoration, that Supply has been ample, and the Sugar Plantations have by decrees 
(as far as their Finances would allow) recruited the Gangs nearly to their former Srrenoth- 
whilft the Encouragement given to the Production of Cotton has induced other Perfons to pur’ 
chafe Slaves, and to put into Cultivation feveral Tradts of Land heretofore abandoned, or nevei 
fettled, whereby the annual Production of Cotton is increafing in Grenada, without diminifhing the 
Produce of Sugar and Rum. 6 

The Produce of this Ifland feems to have been in its Height for fome Years back, as the 
Number of our Negroes has not increafed, but rather decreafed; but weie we to increaie the 
Number of our Slaves, the Quantity of our Produce would, with equal Management, certainly 
be increafed alio, as mofl: Eftates in the Ifland are not fully-handed, which, if they were, would 
produce more Sugar ; and an Eftate cannot be well over-handed, as it makes the Work come 
lighter to the Negroes, and they are thereby enabled to manure and cultivate it in a better Manner, 
by which the Produce would be increafed. In all Iflands where there is arable Land not already 
under Cultivation, the Quantity of Produce mult infallibly increafe in proportion to the increafed 
Number of Elands to cultivate it.

AVhat Number of Acres has been in Cultivation in each Year, diftinguifhing the Proportion of 
Acres that has been appropriated to the Culture of Sugar, Cotton, Coffee, Cocoa, Ground Pro- 
vifions, &c. and what has in each Year been the Produce thereof refpedtively ? 


I mull refer to the Returns expedted from the Iflands, and the Cuftom Houfe Accounts, for an 
Anfwer to this Queftion. 


What is the •whole Number of Acres in each of the Iflands you are acquainted with ? And how much 
of that Part thereof which is at prefent not cultivated is capable of being brought into Culture ? 

I fhould fuppofs that in the Leeward Iflands and in Barbadoes the Cultivation is nearly at its Height; 
but in the Ceded Iflands I fhould apprehend that there is a great Quantity of Land now uncultivated which 
is capable of being thrown into Culture , and the fame in Jamaica. 

How much Land is there in the Ceded JJlands and Jamaica which is not private Property ? 

I apprehend that in all the Ceded IJlands the whole is diflributed into private Property, according to the 
Surveys of the .refpeliive Iflands. U r ith refpebi to Jamaica I am not able to fpeak from my own 
Knowledge. 

What are the Articles cultivated in each of the IJlands you are acquainted with ? 

In St. Chrijiopher and Antigua they cultivate very little but Sugar but in the latter they are beginning to 
grow Cotton. In Nevis and Montferrat they have Sugar and Cotton. In Grenada St Vincent's, ad 
Dominica, they grow Cotton , a good deal of Cocoa, and fome Coffee -, the latter Article more particularly in 
Dominica. In Barbadoes they have been driven to the Culture of Cotton, on account of the Borers ad 
other Vermin which dejlroy the Crops of Sugar, and infefl the Sugar Cane. The fame has appeared in 
a very great Degree in the Leeward IJlands, within the laft Eighteen Months, and may produce the faint

What Proportion does the Number of Slaves bear to the Number of Acres in each Species ofCultiva • 
tion ? And what is the Average Proportion of Produce in each Species to the Number of Acres or of 
Slaves ? J 

I cannot fate the average Produce : It varies much in the different IJlands ; but the Supar Plantations 
require more Slaves in proportion to the Number of Acres, from there being fo many Operations going* 
at the fame Time. In the other Species of Cultivation the Operations follow one another fuccejjively. 

Corn, Grafs, or Ground Provifions, produced from feparate Farms, or from Lands annexed t» 
the different Plantations refpeBively, and worked by the Negroes on thofe Plantations ? 

I cannot fpeak particularly to that. In St. Chrijiopher and Antigua there is very little of fuel Pr°‘ 
duce. In Nevis, Montferrat, and the Ceded IJlands, they have fome but they are not detached Farms, 
and are worked in general by the Negroes belonging to the Plantations.

We cultivate nothing elfe for Exportation ; but we fear we Council and 
may be forced by the Number of Borers which have lately appeared and deftroy the Sugar Canes Aflembly of 
to change our Culture to Cotton. The Number of arable Acres which this Ifland contains is SuChrifto 0 * 
reckoned to be Twenty-two thoufand. If we deduct Two thoufand allotted for Negro Grounds, pher.

A rich and ftrong Soil is the beft for Canes, particularly for rattooning," for a great Number 
of Years : A free, light, gritty Soil produces Sugar of a fuperior Quality, and often in confider- 
able Quantity, but it is not found to anfwer in Rattoons fo well as a ftrong Soil. Cotton will grow 
though not thrive, in almoft any Soil; it prefers a light Soil, in a tolerable dry Situation f and 
to yield well, it is thought it ought not to be far from the Sea. The Soils are no doubt capable 
of Improvement; and in very well managed Plantations they are kept in Tilth and in a S t< 
of Improvement by proper Manures. A frequent replanting, or even rattooning, without Ma¬ 
nure, muft neccffarily impoverilh a Soil, which, with that Aid, may be for ever kept in fine Order* 

The Mode of cultivating and preparing the Ground for Sugar is by fallowing, manuring as 
high as you can, holeing, and planting it. People differ in their Syftems of Planterfhip 
thefe general Rules are followed by all. VYe are ignorant of the Culture of Cotton in this Ifland 
as we never have planted any. 

The Sugar Cane will grow in all Soils ; but it thrives beft in loofe deep Mold. All Soils are 
improved by Manure ; thofe in feafonable Situations are the mod fo. 


A. N° 34. 

What Difference is there in the Produce per Acre of different Plantations in the fame Year 
where not expofed to any extraordinary Accident? 

The Difference of the Produce in different Plantations in the fame Year depends on their Si¬ 
tuation, and on Seafons of Rain, which are often partial, and on the Goodnefs of the Soil, on 
the Quantity of ihe Land manured, on keeping the Cane Pieces free from Weeds, Infedts, and 
Vermin, and on the general Skill and Care of the Proprietor or Manager. Some Lands will 
produce Three Hoglheads per Acre, while others do not produce One. I mean this of the Ifland 
of St. Chriftopher, the moft fertile of all the Sugar Colonies; but this is not to be underftood 
as a Profit ariling from the Land entirely; it muft be confidered as a Manufacture, in the Pro¬ 
duction of which Negroes, Stock, Buildings, and Plantation Utenfils, are to be employed. 
Where Canes are planted and made into Sugar by another Perfon than the Proprietor, the uni- 
verlal Agreement is, that fuch Perfon is to be allowed One Third of the Produce as a Compen- 
fation for holing, planting, weeding, and taking care of the Canes till they are ripe, and One 
Third more for cutting them and making them into Sugar, which fhews the relative Propor¬ 
tion that the Land bears to the Negroes. 

But in faying that the Produce of St. Chriftopher is from One to Three Hogfheads per Acre, it 
muft not be underftood that this is an annual Produce. Canes planted in mountainous Situa¬ 
tions do not ripen under Eighteen Months, and the Land from which they are cut lies fallow 
Six Months; l'o that the Owner gets only Two Crops from them in Four Years. In the low 
Lands they are ripe in about Fifteen Months, and lie fallow Six; fo that there is a Difference of 
Six Months: But it is chiefly the Mountain Lands which give at Times Three Hogfheads fer 
Acre. 

Some few Plantations will yield double what others of poorer Soil will do with the feme Sea¬ 
fons and equal Strength. 

The Difference of Produce per Acre in different Plantations, and even in different Pieces of 
Land on the lame Plantation, is confiderable. Some Acres, when in Plant Canes, will pro* 
duce from Two to Two an Half Calks of Sugar, whilft others will fall Ihort of One; in Rattoon Canes 
the yielding will be no lefs different; in fome Spots One and an Half Calks will be produced/w 
Acre, whilft other Parts will barely yield Half a one. 

The Difference of the Produce of different Plantations in the fame Year depends on the good 
or bad Quality of the Land relpe&ively; on the Quantity of Rain which may fall through 
the Year; on the Number of Acres manured; on the Plantation’s being more or lefs affeffed >J 
dry Weather from its Situation; and on the Skill and Abilities of the Proprietor or Manager- 
Eftates vary; lome average a Hogfhead per Acre, while others exceed Two Hogfheads>- r 
Acre.

By what Caufes are Crops cn different Parts of the fame Ifland partially affefted ? 

Crops are affetted, partly by the Caufes before ftated, but chiefly by Difference of Se J * 
fons. 

By too much or too little Rain; the South Side of the Ifland often fuffering by Droo» Jt 
when the North Side is diftreffed by Rain.

The Caufes of this Difference are, the Quality of the Soil, the Surface and Expofure of the 
Cane Piece, Tilth and Manure, and the Weather as well during the Growth of the Cane as at 
ihe Time of cutting. 

Crops on different Parts of the fame Ifland are affefted by the Caufes before ftated, but chiefly 
by dry Weather. 

A. N° 36. 

Does the Quantity of Labour which it is neceflary to require from the Negroes vary mate¬ 
rially in different Parts of the Year as it does here in Harveft Time, &c.; and is there any 
Period at which the increafcd Labour produces any particular Effed on the Health of the Ne¬ 
groes? 

The Labour of the Negroes is greater in Crop Time; but it is remarkable that they are 
univerlally then healthier than at other Times. This is to be imputed to their being indulged 
freely with drinking the boiled Juice of the Cane in the Boiling-houle when the Sugar »s making. 
This keeps their Bodies open, and prevents many Diforders arifing from Obftru&ion, though 
lit fometimes caufes Worms. Rain, Cold, and fudden Changes of Weather, take place in 
September, October, and November, when the Crops are generally finifhed, which occafion 
fluxes, Rheumatilms, and fometimes malignant Diforders,

The Quantity of Labour neceffarily required from the Negroes is increafed during the Crop, 
from the Neceffity of keeping the Mills going by Night as well as by Day. 

^ T he increafed Labour during Crop Time is not produttive of any bad Confequences to the 
Negroes. On the contrary, at that Seafon, and under that extraordinary Labour, they are al¬ 
ways more healthy. 

The few Months of fair Weather that we can depend on in this Ifland for taking off a Crop of 
Sugar, which is from January to May, renders it neceflary to require more Hours Labour from the 
Slaves to effeiSb that Operation with Difpatch than is exadled at the other Seafons of the Year. 
In m.iking Sugar, they rife early, and work late at the Mill and Boiling-houfe, in fuch Eftates 
as are fufficiently well handed for the Purpofe: Thefe Operations are continued Day and Night 
wahout lntermiflion during the whole Week, and the White Servants and Negroes neceflary to 
attend the Works are formed into Watches or Spells, relieving each other every Four or Six 
ours. But notwithftanding this Interruption of their natural Reft, it is univerfally obferved, 
t at the Slaves are then in the beft Health, and go through thefe additional Hours of Labour 
U,U| more Cheerfulnefs than any of the other Operations of a Plantation. 

• T , he ^ bour tbe Negroes is greater during Crop than at any other Time of the Year; but

What is the Difpofition of the Free Negroes with refpeCt to Labour, particularly continual or 
diurnal Labour ? 

^geif^foM-he I think it fair to conclude from the Practice and Conduct of the Free Negroes what is their 
Iflands.of Difpofition. I believe there are very few Inftances of Free Negroes applying themfelves to 
Grenada and Labour: That it is their common PraCbice, if they have any Land of their own, to hire poor 
St. Chriflo- Negroes at leifure Hours to cultivate it: That in general they betake themfelves to dealing as 
*’ er * Pedlars, and keeping little Shops as Huckfters and Chapmen; and they are generally Receivers 

of Goods ftolen by the Slave Negroes. 1 think it confirmed by the Negroes fent to Sierra Leona, 
and of the Free Negroes tranfplanted from Virginia to Nova Scotia. 1 have underftood that they 
employed their Time in fauntering about the Towns, inftead of devoting it to Labour. 

Mr. Spooner read the following Paper in French, which he had received from a French Planter, 
a Correfpondent of his in Grenada : 

ct Dans la reponfe que vous avez faite a la premiere queftion, je fuppofe que vous n’avezpas 
** oublie que les negres et mulatres fibres: meme ceux a qui leurs maitres ont donne quelque 
“ portion de terre en les affranchifiant, ne la travaillent prefque jamais; les plus grands nombres 
«* les vendent pour acheter des marchandifes, qu’ils revendent enluite en detail; le petit commerce 
*« eft celui de receleurs, dont peu d’entre eux font fcrupule; et ce font les feules chofes aux- 
ct quelles je les ai vu propres. Les gens qui connoifient bien l’Amerique ont meme obferves 
«« que les negres & mulatres fibres a qui leur maitres ont fait apprendre un metier avant deles 
** affranchir, n’y travaillent apres qu’ils font affranchis, qu’aufii longtems qu’ils font obliges de la 
“ faire pour gagner l’argent necefiaire pour acheter euxmemes quelques negres, a qui ils 1’appre- 
" nent, et alors ils fe bornent a tracer l’ouvrage.” 
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It may alfo be obferved with refpeCt to the Difpofition of Free Negroes for Labour, that though 
a Cargo of that Nation from Africa was Ihipwrecked on the lfland of St. Vincent’s at the Endot 
the laft Century, and in Procefs of Time overcame the Native Caribs, yet when that lfland was 
ceded to Great Britain in 1762, there was no Part of the Lands belonging to them or the Caribs 
cultivated, except fmall Patches in Provifions about their Houfes, which were planted by the 
Women, the Men devoting their whole Time to filhing and hunting, fmoking, drinking, and 
fleeping in their Hammocks, and never ftirring out but when compelled by ablolute Want. By 
Returns made to the Government of Barbadoes in 1735, thefe Negroes amounted to 6000, and 
the Native Caribs to 4000; but, by waging continual Wars with each other, their Numbers in 
1762 were very confiderably diminilhed. 

Very little difpofed to Labour. They are, of courfe, become their own Matters, and either 
have it in their Power to employ Slaves, or, as in general they are Artificers, they do wor 
themfelves from Necefilty.

There is not an Inftance of a Free Negro ever hiring himfelf for any 
All the Men are either employed in menial Offices, Filhing, as Tradefmen, or keeping 
Shops, and receiving ftolen Goods from the Slaves in the different Towns in the lfland

Women are alfo employed as menial Servants and Huckfters. The Heat of this Climate cat e 
a natural Tendency to Indolence; and it is our firm Belief, that nothing Ihort of the E 
being abfolutely ftarved would ever excite them to become Day-labourers: Then, it is pr° b ' * 
it would only be by Starts, and that they would continue at fuch Labour as little as poflt b l e *

Could an European Conftitution fubfift in fuch a Climate under the Labour necefiary for culti¬ 
vating a Weft-India Plantation ? 

I have given my Opinion in this refpedt in my Anfwer to A. N° 37. 

Could not a White Man , who lives very temperately, and works only in the cooler Hours of the Day, 
do as much Work as a Negro does in the whole Day ? 

1 apprehend not the Climate would foon wear out his Conftitution. 


Anfwered above, (i. e.) A. N° 37. 


It may be readily anfwered in the negative. Few White Perfons, not even Creoles, can bear 
Expofition to the intenfe Sun of this Climate, for a few Hours, with Impunity. It would be 
impofiible for them to bear it for the many Hours which thofe mult unavoidably do who under¬ 
take to cultivate the Soil. 

Partly anfwered in A. N° 37. We find hard Labour in the Heat of the Sun almoft certain 
Death to Europeans. The Lofs of fo many of our Troops who have been at Times expofed 
to this Kind of Labour, while others who were kept from it remained perfectly healthy, is a 
plain Proof of this. The Sun’s Heat will blifter the Skins of White Men when expofed to it; but 
its Influence upon that of Negroes is to render it more fine and fmooth, and to heighten the 
Glofiinefs of it. Hence it would feem as if they were by Nature fitted for Labour in the Torrid 
Zone: And notwithftanding the Conveniencies which Europeans who come hither experience 
more than Negroes, yet a greater Proportion of them more than of Negroes fink under this 
Climate.

Is the Labour of Cattle, and of what Species and in what Proportion, ufed in the Cultivation 
of a Weft-India Plantation ?

Comm,ttee°f We know of little or no Work performed by Slaves where the Labour of Cattle, or o 
oftheLegif- Scock ’ could be fu bftituted, unlefs it be in the Ploughing of Land; and we apprehend that it i 
lature of not the Want of a fufficient Quantity of Cattle (for on many Eftates there are Cattle fufficient 
Grenada. for the Purpofe), but other Caufes probably, which have prevented the Plough being much ufed 
in opening the Land for planting Canes. It has been tried and abandoned by fome very zealous 
Advocates for its Introduction.

Have different European Inftruments of Hufbandry from Time to Time been introduced in 
the Cultivation of Plantations in the Weft Indies, and is it likely that the Ule of thefe could be 
extended, or further Improvements in this refpeft be applied, to lighten and abiidge the Labour 
of Slaves in cultivating Weft India Plantations? 

I think few European Inftruments of Hufbandry can be introduced into the Plantations with 
Succefs; I mean fuch as tend to abridge the Labour of Negroes in the different Operations at¬ 
tending the Cultivation of the Lands. Wheelbarrows, Dung Pots, Three Wheel Carts for car¬ 
rying out Dung, and Ploughs, have been introduced at Times; but the Negroes (except the 
laft, which is in ufe in Jamaica) have very foon laid them afide. The Hoe and the Bill are the 
univerfal Inftruments of Hufbandry in the Weft Indies and in Africa, and the Negroes handle 
them dextroufly, and prefer them to all others. They univerfally prefer carrying every Thing on 
their Heads, inftead of in their Hands, or on their Shoulders. In many Eftates they carry °out 
the Dung in Bafkets on their Heads: In mine. Mules, and Crooks, and flaking Cattle on the 
Lands, are employed for this Purpofe. 

If in general the Planters were to do as you do, and employ Mules and Crooks in carrying out tit 
Dung , would it not be for the Advantage of the Negroes , and alfo of the Owners ? 

Maty follow the fame Practice as 1 do, and it certainly would be ttfeful if it were general. 

Ploughs have been tried on feveral Eftates, but laid afide, not anfwering the Expectations of the 
Planter: But this, no doubt, admits of further Proofs. 

I am convinced that Experiments have not had fufficient or fair Trials, from the Want of 
proper Implements fuitable to the different Soils and Situations, and from the Want of intel¬ 
ligent Labourers. This Matter has been given up on flight Inveftigation. 

The Plough has been tried in moll of the Englifh Iflands, and on different Eftates in Grenada; 
but the Ufe of it can never become univerfal. In this Ifland it is at prefent ufed only on One 
Eftate, and ferves only for a Part of that. There are others on which, or on Parts of which, it 
might alfo be ufed; but the Surface of many Eftates is fuch as to make the Ufe of the Plough 
impracticable, and in many Places, where the Surface would admit of it, lar<*e Rocks, fixed in 
the Ground, and irregularly interperfed in the Cane Pieces, render the Difficulty of ufing it too 
great to encounter for the fake of any Advantage that could be derived from it, or for the fake 
of removing a y Evil really exifting in the prefent Mode of ufing Hoes for this’ Purpofe. The 
Negroes are very expert in the Ufe of the Hoe; it would not be eafy to make them adroit at the 
Plough. The Holing of Land, though laborious, is not more fevere than many of the Employ* 
ments of the field Labourer, or Mechanic, in Great Britain; it is moreover performed only b/ 
the ableft Slaves of the Gang, and is relieved by lighter Work occafionally. As the Eftates 
rattoon in this Ifland, a fmall Portion only of the cultivable Land comes to be turned out and 
holed for planting in each Year. It is no uncommon Praftice to have a Part of this Work of the 
Plantation performed by the hired Tafk Gangs, which are compofed of able Slaves, kept almoft 
conftantly at that laborious Employment and who, notwithftanding, are very equal to it, an< " 
feem no way to fuffer in Health or Appearance, more chan the Slaves* 1 employed in any other of 
the eafier Operations of a Plantation. It is ufual, when Slaves are holing Land, to allow them 
a moderate Quantity of Grog, or Sugar and Water; and they perform tins Work with Cheerful* 
nefs. The Bill is thelnftrument in ufe for cutting Canes; in the Ufe of which the Negroes are 
equally expert. On the whole, we do not apprehend that the Introduction of any other Eu f0 * 
pean Inftrument of Hufbandry is likely to abridge or lighten the Labour of the Slaves, or that 
the Severity of that Labour renders any fuch Introduction neceffary.

The Plough has alfo long been tried, and in various Situa¬ 
tions- but in this lfland it never can be ufeful, as the Plough cannot perform the Operation of 
preparing the Land for planting: That is done by digging it into Holes or Trenches, from Four 
‘ S 1X Feet fquare, with Partitions between the Holes, where the Plant is depofited; and in all 
j s w here there is any Declivity, we are very careful to form the Banks of thofe Trenches 
horizontally, in a Line as diredtly contrary to the Defcent of the Lands as pofiible, in order to 
prevent the* ill Effects of Wafhes from heavy Rains, which would otherwife enfue. In Saint 
Kitt’s, the greateft Number of Planters are Europeans, or have been educated in Europe-, and it 
is their Study to ufe the belt Modes to leflen the Labour of Negroes, 




A. N° 43. 

What is the whole Number of Acres in the Iflands of Grenada and St. Chriftopher; and how 
much of that Part, in each of the faid Elands, which is at prefent not cultivated, is capable of 
being brought into Culture ? 

I cannot tell; this mud be anfwered by the Elands. 

Grenada is faid to contain by Survey 80,000 Acres; a large Proportion of the interior Land is 
mountainous, and unfit for Cultivation. Of the cultivable Part now uncultivated, fome has been 
formerly fetded, and afterwards abandoned ; fome is ftill in Woods, and never has been fettled : 

But there is a Quantity of uncultivated Land fit for Coffee and Cocoa, and as thofe Plants are 
Three or Four Years before they make any Return, there is not fufficient Encouragement for the 
Proprietors to venture on Cultivation. 

Grenada is faid to contain by Survey 80,000 Acres; but a confiderable Proportion of the in¬ 
terior Part of the Eland is mountainous, and unfit for Cultivation. Of the cultivable Part now 
not cultivated, fome has been formerly fettled, and afterwards abandoned; fome is ftill in Woods, 
and never has been fettled: But there is a Quantity of uncultivated Land, which, no doubt, it 
would be worth while to put into Cultivation. Perhaps it is, in general, fit rather for Coffee and 
Cocoa than for other Produce-, and as thofe Plants are Three or Four Years before they make 
any Return, there is not fufficient Encouragement for the Proprietors to venture on the Culti¬ 
vation. 

We have no Means of afcertaining the Quantity, but we fuppofe there may be from Eight to 
Ten Thoufand Acres. 

This is partly anfwered in A. N° 31. We do not think there is any Part of this Eland capable of Cnuncil and 
being brought into Culture, which has not already been under Cultivation; fome Parts of which Aflembly of 
remain uncultivated at prefent for Want of Slaves.

How many Slaves in the whole are employed in the faid Iflands in the Cultivation of Su^ar, 
Cotton, Coffee, Indigo, See. ; and how many in Menial Services in making Roads, fifhing, or any 
other Employments ? 

What Proportion does the Number of Slaves bear to the Number of Acres employed in each 
Species of Cultivation; and what is the average Proportion of Produce in each Species, to the 
Number of Acres, or of Slaves ? 

I cannot anfwer thefe Queftions. They muft be referred to the Iflands. 

There is no Document whatever, by which any Sort of Anfwer can be given to the 45th Queftion. 
It would be a Work of Time and of minute Inquiry to come near the Truth. Few of the 
Eftates in this Ifland have ever had their planted Grounds furveyed, and only a loofe Conjefture 
can be formed of the Number of Acres appropriated to the Culture of Produce in each Planta¬ 
tion. 

The Plough, from long Experience, is found to be of very little Ufe in Grenada; it is made 
ufe of at prefent only on One Plantation, and even there but in a fmall Part. 

The Plough has been tried by many, but it is now in Difufe except on the Plantation alluded 
to above. 

It is difficult to afeertain the exaft Number of Slaves employed in the Ifland, in cultivating 
Sugar, Cotton, Coffee, Indigo, &c.; or how many are employed in menial Services in making 
Roads, fifhing, or any other Employments; but it is generally fuppofed, that not more than 
One-third of the Number of Negroes upon an Eftate is employed in the Cultivation of the 
Produce. 

It is generally fuppofed, that each Negro employed in the Cultivation of Canes and Coffee 
is able to work One Acre of Land, and that each Acre of Canes produces One Hogfhead of 
Sugar, and each Acre in Coffee produces 450 Pounds Weight. On Cotton and Cocoa Eftates, 
each Field Negro is fuppofed able to work Two Acres of Land, and that each Acre in Cotton 
produce s 150 Pounds Weight, and in Cocoa 600 Pounds Weight. 

Committeecf The Quantity of Land in Cultivation of all Sorts, we fuppofe to be about 45,000 Acres, and 
the Qi ,antit y not cultivated and fit for Cultivation, to be as ftated in Anfwer to A. No. 43 - 
]°ature of CS ' * The Number of Slaves in Grenada not attached to Eftates being about 2500, as ftated under 
the Eighth Query, and allowing 500 of thefe to be employed as Talk Gangs in the Cultivation 
of Land, there remain 2oco, confiding of Houfe Negroes and Mechanics in the Towns, Por¬ 
ters, Sailors and Fifhermen ; but to thole muft be added the domeftic Servants of the Planters, 
and their Manageis and Overfeers, the fick Nurfes, the Drivers, Mafons, Carpenters, Coopers, 
Watchmen, Cattle-keepers, &c. on the different Plantations not actually working the Soil; the 
fuperanuated Slaves paft Labour, and the young Children under the Age of Work. The Syftcrn 
heretofore adopted for the Purpofe of Taxation making all Slaves able” or unable equally )i able 
to be reckoned in, we have not at prefent any Means of afeertaining to what Number the 
Slaves comprifed under the feveral laft mentioned Clafles would amount; but as a Conjecture, 
we fuppofe, that not more than 12,000 or 15,000 Slaves are directly employed in the Cultivation 
of the Soil in this Ifland and the Grenadines that belong to it. The Grounds of our Conjecture 
are thefe : In a long fettled Sugar Plantation, it is rare 10 have more than Two-fifths of the who*e 
Number employed in any Part cf the Cultivation. In Coffee and Cocoa and Cotton Eflates, the 
Number fo employed may exceed the One-half, conlequently there is not One-half of the whole 
Country Slaves actually employed in the Cultivation. 

The making of Roads is in general performed by Statute Labour furnifhed by the Propriety 
of Slaves. Suppofing the whole Number of Country Slaves to be 28,000, there will not be more 
than 12,000 or 15,000 employed in the actual Culture of the Soil.

It is neceffary, in Sugar Plantations, to diftinguifh between the Number of Acres employed 
• or ddtined to, the Produftion of Canes, and the Quantity really cut in Canes each Year; 
the Fallow Land that was turned our, and is coming on with young Plants for the enfuing 
Crop, being perhaps One-fifth of the whole Cane Land on each Eftate. We fuppofe, that 
every Acre aftually cut in Canes in each Year, may produce One Hogfhead of Sugar on an 
Average, and that every Acre in Cotton may produce on an Average 150 Pounds. The pro¬ 
duction of Cocoa and Coffee in Grenada is at prefent inconfiderable. We reckon the whole Pro¬ 
duce of every Sort in this Government in a good Year to be equal in Value to about 30,000 
Hogfheads of Sugar, if Sugars were its only Produce; and this we fuppofe to be produced as 
?bove by the Labour of 12,000 or 13,000 Slaves employed direfUy in Cultivation of the Soil, 
but many others of the mod valuable, fuch as Carpenters, Coopers, Boilers, Diftillers, &c. are 
neceffarily employed in the Manufacture, or in Operations connected with it. 

This is anfwered in Part by A. No. 31. 42. and 44. 

Our Soil isoffo loofea Texture, that it is neceffary to let it lie as long as pofiible, in order to 
make it more compaCt or adhefive. Were you to turn it up repeatedly by the Plough, as they 
do in England, to prepare it for Cultivation, you would completely ruin it. From the Time the 
Roots of the old Canes are dug out, till the Land be holed for planting (which Operation the 
Plough cannot perform for the Reafons affigned in A. No. 42), its being turned up, or expofed to 
the Influence of the Sun, is ever injurious, except in the cool moift mountainous Situations, where 
the Plough cannot run. The Introduction, therefore, of the Plough can never be ferviceable 
to this Ifland, or to any Part of it. 

There are about 23,000 Slaves in this Ifland; the principal Part belong to the Eftates, and are 
employed in the Cultivation of Sugar. They alfo make and repair the Roads occafionally, as 
fuch Work may be deemed neceffary in the Country, and a Proportion of them are drawn off 
to repair and build Fortifications. Two hundred of them have been voted by the Legiflature 
of this Ifland for that Purpoie, to work on the Fortrefs of Brimftone Hill ever fince the laft 
Peace, at the rate of from Two Shillings to Three Shillings per Day at the Expence of the Colony. 
The Proportion of thofe employed in menial Offices, fifhing, &c. is very inconfiderable. 

There is about the Proportion of One Slave to every Acre of Land under Cultivation in this 
Ifland, reckoning the whole Men, Women and Children; the Half of which is planted yearly, 
and the Produce per Acre, on an Average, is about One Hogfhead and a Half of Sugar.

Mules, Horfes and Carts, are univerfally employed in carrying Manure where the 
I (lands of Ground is level; but when the Manure is carted to the Piece for which it is defigned, it is laid in a 
Grenada and Heap, or in a Range, from whence the Negroes take it up and carry it in Balkets on their Heads, 
t>t. Chnilo- and throw it into the Cane Holes; this cannot be avoided becaufe Cattle would trample on the 
p y° lln g Shoots and Plants and deftroy them. A Piece of Land planted in Canes may be refembled 

to a Hop-Ground, with this Difference, that the Sugar-Plant is much more luxuriant, and inftead 
of running up in Height, fpreads in Width, or as we call it. Bunches, and foon covers the Land. 
It is fometimes the Prafiice to dung .Land as in England, on the Surface* and then the Manure is 
carted by Horfes, Mules, Cattle, &c. and is fpread as in England, but dunging in the Hole gives 
the belt Crop.

St. Chrifto- for the la ft Seven Years the Ifland of Jamaica has not cleared Three and a Half per Cent, on the 
P er * Value of their Capital. I Ihould fuppofe in Grenada, Antigua, and other Iflands, it may he 

eftimated at Five per Cent, and in St. Kitt’s perhaps at Six per Cent, on the moft fruitful Eftates 
in that Ifland, 1 mean on an Average of Years. I am not aware that it makes any Difference in 
the Value of the Produce, whether the Owner refides or not. I know it happens at times that 
a Guinea Ship, or tranflent Trader, being in want of Freight to Europe, will give an extra Price 
for Sugars beyond what the Commodity itfelf, abftrafted from the Freight, would clear in Europe, 
and in this Cafe the Owner, by being on the Spot, may avail himfelf of this Circumftance to get 
more for Sugar than if he Ihipped it. But if all the Planters were to refide, there would be to 
many Competitors for this Advantage that it would ceafe, by a Redu&ion of the Price arifmg 
from the increafed Quantity in the Market.

Agents are, to Ihip their Produce to Europe, and not to fell in the Iflands, becaufe they do not 
chofe to'run the Rifle of receiving a bad Bill of Exchange in Remittance. 

This Queftion is very difficult to anfwer, for from Situation and Qualities of Eftates, the 
r nee is more or lefs accordingly, befides, fome Planters are not fo oeconomical as others. But 
t is well known that all Weft India Eftates are fubjeCl more or lefs to great and various Calamities, 
1 id that very few Sugar Eftates* when loaded with a very heavy Debt, have been known to get 
1 of fuch Debt, or pay mote than the Intereft of Six per Cent, on the Money lent them, and 
many do not pay Four per Cent, for the Money laid out. Many Proprietors have been obliged 
to abandon their Eftates* after having been at a great Expence in the Purchafe thereof, (locking 
. it, and erefting Buildings thereon. 

From the different Qualities of Eftates, and the various and often arbitrary Methods of Manage¬ 
ment and Expenditure by Proprietors if prefent, or their Reprelentatives when abfent, it is im- 
poflible for us to give a direct Anfwer to this Query< 

If a Plantation has complete Buildings, and fufficiently (locked with Negroes, Cattle, Horfes, 
and Mules, we reckon that the nett Income to the Proprietor of fuch Plantation, after making a 
proper Allowance for Hurricanes, Fires, Droughts, and other Calualties, does not exceed Six per 
Cent, upon the Capital he has inverted, or upon the Sum the Eftate would be valued at, were it 
to be appraifed * and the only Difference of Income which the Proprietor would derive by living 
in this Country, and not in England, would be the Salary he allows to his Manager. 

Since the unfortunate Conqueft of this Ifland by the French, in the Year 1782, the Proprietors 
of Plantations have not received Five per Cent, on the Value of them, occafioned by the enormous 
Taxes they were obliged to pay, in confequence of the Capture, to reimburfe the Sufferers for 
their Loffes, to the Amount ot Two Hundred Thoufand Pounds and upwards.

The Defendant William Wilfon being brought to the Bar, and arraigned and charged with the 
faid Inquifition, pleaded guilty, and prayed for the Benefit of Clergy : Whereupon the Court 
was pleafed to pronounce the faid Defendant guilty of Manflaughter, and to pafs the following 
Sentence upon him: That he the faid William Wilfon he forthwith delivered over to the Cuftody 
of the Deputy Provoft Marlhal, to be immediately burnt in the Hand, and to be afterwards 
brought up to Court to receive and abide the further Order thereof. The faid Defendant having 
had the Sentence of the Court executed on him, was brought up by the Deputy Provoft Mar¬ 
lhal ; whereupon the Court was pleafed to order, as it is hereby ordered. That the faid William 
Wilfon do enter into a Recognizance unto our Sovereign Lord the King, his Heirs and Succefibrs, 
himfelf in the Sum of 500I. current Money, and Two Sureties each in the Sum of 250I. like 
Money, to be levied on their feveral Goods and Chattels, Lands and Tenements, to the Ul'e of 
our faid Lord the King, his Heirs and Succefibrs, on Condition that he the faid William Wilfon 
do demean and behave himfelf well, and keep the Peace towards all his Majefty’s liege Sub- 
jcdts. 

And in Default of the faid Defendant’s entering into fuch Recognizance, it was ordered, That 
he (land committed to the common Goal of this lfland till the further Order of this Court.

been fold for, into the public Treafury of this Ifland, after deducing the Charges and Expences 
attending the apprehending, confining, and felling fuch Negro, or other Slave,°as afoiefaid; and 
the Sale of the faid Provoft Marlhal, or his lawful Deputy, fhall give a good Title to any 
Purchafer of fuch Negro, or other Slave. Provided always. That nothing herein before con¬ 
tained fhall prevent Owners and others from fuffering the Pains and Penalties herein before 
direded to be inflided, whenever fuch Owner, or other Perfons, fhall be convided of any of the 
Offences herein before mentioned. 

And be it enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That all fuch Forfeitures, as are before direfted 
to be paid into the public Treafury of this Ifland, fhall remain for the Ufe of the Public thereof, 
to be paid and applied in fuch Manner as the Legiflature fhall dired.

WHEREAS the Behaviour of Negroes and other Slaves on this Ifland has of late, ami 
particularly fince the War, been more infolent, and their Villanies more frequent and notorious 
than ever heretofore j therefore, for their better Government for the future. We, your Majesty $

ft dutiful and loyal Subjeds, the Governor in Chief of all your Majefty’s Leeward Charibbee 
I nds in America, the Lieutenant Governor and Council of Saint Chriftopher, together with 
t Affembly of the fame, humbly pray your moft excellent Majefty, that it may be enaded and 
ordained, and be it and it is hereby enacted and ordained by the Authority aforefaid. That from 
and after the Day of the Date of this Ad, ic fhall and may be lawful for any Jufticeof the Peace 
of this Ifland, upon Complaint made to him of any Felony or other Crime committed by any 
Neero, or other Slaves whatfoever on this Ifland, to ifiue out his Warrant for apprehending of 
the Offender or Offenders, and him or them, within the Term of Three Days after his or their 
being in Cuftody, taking to his Afiiftance One other Juftice of the Peace, near the Place where 
the Offence fhall be committed, without a Jury, to hear, examine, try, award, and appoint Pains, 
Penalties, and inflid, or caufe Execution to be done, as to Life or Limb, or other Punifhment, 
by Warrant under their Hands and Seals, in which they are to regulate themfelves to the known 
Laws and Pradice of the Courts in England in all criminal Caies, any Statute, Law, or Ufage 
to the contrary notwithftanding. 

And be it further enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever do, 
by Force or Perfuafion, carry off from this Ifland any Negro, or other Slave, other than his own, 
or fuch as he or they may be lawfully interefted in, or pofiefied of, he fhall be guilty of Felony, 
and be debarred the Benefit of Clergy. 

And be it further enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever 
fhall prefume by themfelves, or others under him or them, to trade, traffic, or deal with any 
Negro, or other Slaves, for Sugar, Syrup, Molafies, Indigo, Tobacco, Ginger, Cotton, Copper, 
Brafs, Pewter, or any other Goods, Merchandize, or any Stock or Poultry whatfoever, without: 
the Knowledge or Confent of the fa d Matter or Owner of fuch Negro, or other Slave or Slaves, 
fignified by a Note in Writing, or by fending -fome White Perfon with thefaid Negro, or other 
Slave or Slaves, upon Complaint made to the next Juftice of the Peace, the Perfon or Perfons 
fo offending fhall be bound to his or their Behaviour, and to appear at the next Quarter Seflions 
of the Peace to be held for this Ifland, and there be fined as the Court fhall think fit, not exceed¬ 
ing Twenty Pounds, or double the Value of the Goods fo clandeftinely bought. 

And be it further enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Negro, or other Slave, 
oppofe, ftruggle wirh, or ftrike any White Perfon whatfoever, upon Complaint made to the 
next Juftice of the Peace, the Paid Negro, or other Slave fo offending, fhall be publicly whipped 
by the Conftable of that Divifion, or fome other Perfon which the faid Juftice fhall appoint to 
do the fame, at the Difcretion of the faid Juftice; but in cafe fuch White Perfon be hurt, 
wounded, bruifed, or maimed, by fuch Negro or other Slave, then, and in fuch Cafe, the Negro, 
or other Slave, fhall be fentenced and adjudged to Death, Difmembering, or fuch other Punifh- 
ment as Two Juftices in their Difcretion fhall think fit. 

And, for the better preventing of running away of Negroes and other Slaves, as alfo to hinder 
and obftrud evil-minded People from entertaining them, be it further enaded by the Authority 
aforefaid. That what Perfon or Perfons foever fhall, for the future, harbour or entertain any 
Negro, or other Slave, other than his own (being run away above Twenty-four Hours), and not 
give the Owner, if to him known, an Account of fuch Negro or Slave being in his Cuftody, (hall

And be it further enadled by the Authority aforefaid. That from and after the Publication of 
this Adi, whenfoever any Negro or other Slave fhall be taken and condemned for any Crime 
Offence, or Mifdemeanor by him or them committed, that before Execution do pafs upon them* 
any, or either of them, that they fhall be valued and appraifed by Two neighbouring Freeholders) 
by Warrant under the Hands and Seals of the Two next Juftices of the Peace, which laid* 
Appraifers are hereby diredled not to value or eftirnate any fuch Negro or other Slave of what 
Quality, Condition, Age, Circumftance, or Eftate foever he or fhe or they may be, for more 
than the Sum of Five thoufand Pounds of Sugar for each and every Slave executed ; but, in cafe 
of Difability or Lamenefs, by having but One Limb, or being otherwife incapable of Service, 
then the laid Eftimation or Valuation to be lefs, according to the Confcience, beft Skill, and 
Judgment of the Did Appraifers, upon their Oaths, to be given before the next Magiftrate, before 
their Return of their Report. 

And becaufe it fecnis juft and reafonable that an equal and fair Diftriburion fhould be made by 
and between the Parties, Sufferers, of the Valuation or Appraifement of fuch condemned Negroes 
as aforefaid, be it further enadted and ordained by the Authority aforefaid. That after Execu- 
tion done upon fuch Negro or Negroes, or other Slave or Slaves, that the Treafurer of this lfland 
for the Time being fhall be obliged to pay the Appraifement of the Value of fuch Slave of Slaves 
fo executed in Manner aforefaid, in Manner and Form following, (that is to fay) Three thoufand 
of the faid Five thoufand Pounds of Sugar unto the refpedtive Owner or Owners of fuch Slave or 
Slaves fo executed, and the other Two thoufand thereof to the refpedlive Perfon orPerfor.sfo 
robbed, plundered, or prejudiced, or damaged, as in and by this Adt is directed. 

Provided always. That the Damages fuftained in the Felony committed by fuch Negro exe¬ 
cuted do amount to the Value of Two thoufand Pounds of Sugar, which Damages fhall be 
inquired of by the faid Juftices who tried the faid Slave, either by the Oath of the Party, or by 
fuch Means as fhall be thought mod likely to find out the Truth, otherwife the Surplufage, or 
the Valuation of fuch Damage, to redound to the Owner or Proprietor of fuch Slave or Slaves fo 
executed. 

And in regard great Negledt and Delay hath been made heretofore by the Provoft Marlhal of 
this lfland, in the due Execution of his Office, upon the Body of fuch Criminal as aforefaid, be 
it enadled by the Authority aforefaid. That the Provoft Marfhal of this lfland for the Time 
being, or his lawful Deputy, upon Notice given him from the Juftices of the Peace, or either of 
them, who awarded the Execution of the Time and Place, when and where any Negro Malefadlor, 
is to be executed, that he or they do not fail to attend the Difcharge of their Duty and Function, 
under the Penalty of Ten Pounds current Money, to be levied by Warrant of Diftrefs upon the 
Goods and Chattels, to be figned and fealed by the next Juftice of the Peace, diredled to die 
Conftable, and immediately to be fold at Outcry ; and for want of Affets, fuch Marfhal or his 
Deputy, fo offending, to be committed to the public Gaol, by V^arrant under the Hand and 
Seal of the next Juftice of the Peace, diredled to the Conftable; and for each and every fuch 
Execution fo done and performed by the Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, they fhall be 
paid the Sum of Five hundred Pounds of Sugar, to be allowed out of the Sum for which fuch 
Negro fo executed fhall be appraifed at; or in the Abfence or Neglect of the faid Marfhal and 
his Deputy, whofoever, being lawfully appointed, fhall do or caufe Execution to be done upon the 
Body of fuch Criminal or Malefadlor as aforefaid, upon Certificate thereof from the Juftice or 
Juftices who awarded the Execution, he or they fhall receive the Benefit of the Did Sum of •F"'® 
hundred Pounds of Sugar, to be paid in Manner as aforefaid. 

And forafmuch as the Negroes and other Slaves, committing any Crime, frequently efcape to 
the Mountains, fo that they cannot be taken in a long Time, be it further enafted by the Autho¬ 
rity aforefaid. That what Negro or other Slave foever fhall at any Time hereafter commit a Felon? 
or other Crime, and fhall abfent himfelf or themfelves, fo that he or they cannot be taken and 
brought to Trial in the Space of Four Months after the Crime committed, every fuch Negro of 
other Slave fhall be and is by virtue of this Adt declared to be outlawed ; and if the Mailer of 
Owners of fuch Negro or other Slave be a Means of the hindering his being brought to Trial. 
c y e r y fuch Matter or Owner is hereby foreclofed, and debarred of having any Benefit by li 15 
Aa, or of receiving any Thing for fuch Negro or other Slave if killed or brought to Trial 
any other Means, and if any Perfon fhall fend off his Negro that hath killed another, he lha» P a * 
unto the Owner of fuch Negro fo killed, as aforefaid. 

And 
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And be it further enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That no Retailer or Retailers of flrong 
liquors fhall, after Publication hereof, on Sundays or Holidays, fell any Liquor or Liquors, of 
what Nature or Quality foever, to any Slave or Slaves, under Pain and Penalty of Three Pounds 
current Money for every fuch Offence fo committed ; and all Jufticcs of the Peace and Con- 
flables arc hereby required and fully empowered to difperfe all unufual Concourfes of Negroes irt 
or about the Towns or elfcwherc, on Sundays or Holidays, and to take up or caul'e to be taken 
up all Negroes who fhall be found armed with Clubs or other offenfive Weapons, or plaving at 
Dice or other unlawful Sports, or drinking in the public Houfes ; and fuch Negroes fo taken up 
fhall be publicly whipped, not exceeding Thirty Stripes. 

And bccaufe it is not pofiible to forclcc and provide againfl all the Difficulties that may happen 
in the Execution of this Adt, be it enabled by the Authority aforcfaiJ, That the Juftices of the 
Peace in their Seffions may, from Time to Time, make and publifh luch further Orders and 
Regulations as fhall be found neceffary for the better Government of Negroes. 

And whereas lately fundry Negroes and other Slaves have deferred their Mailers and Owners, 
and have withdrawn themfclves into the French Quarter, and there abfeonded themfelves in the 
Grounds called the Salt Ponds, and in other Grounds lying to Windward of Frigate Bay, with 
Defign and Intent not only to go over themfelves to the Knemy when Opportunity fhall prefent, 
but alfo to perfuade and entice other Negroes and Slaves to go with them, to the Prejudice of the 
Owners, and the public Good and Welfare of this Ifland ; be it therefore enadted and ordained 
by the Authority aforefaid. That what Perfon or Perfons foever, either White or Black, free or 
bond, fhall take or apprehend fuch Negro or Negroes, or other Slave or Slaves fo abfeonding as 
aforefaid, in luch Lands or Mountains about the Salt Ponds, or to Windward of Frigate Bay, all 
and every luch Perfon or Perfons fo taking and apprehending fuch Negro or other Slave or Slaves 
and bringing them fafe to the Provoll Marfhal or his lawful Deputy, fhail receive as a Reward, 
for taking and apprehending each and every fuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, the Sum 
of Twenty Pieces of Eight, to be paid by the Mailer or Owner of fuch Negro or Negroes, or 
other Slave or Slaves fo taken as aforefaid, and the Provoll Marlhal, or his lawful Deputy, to be 
paid their Fees of Commitment for fuch Slave or Slaves as aforefaid, by their rcfjpedtive Owners} 
and fuch Slave or Slaves fo committed to remain in Cuflody in the Common Gaol until the 
Money and Fees be paid and difeharged in Manner as aforefaid ; and upon written Publications 
put up in the moll convenient Places of this Ifland, by the Provoll Marfhal, or his lawful 
Deputy, of fuch Negroes fo taken up in Manner as aforefaid, and giving the bell and faireft 
Defcriptions pofiible of their Perfons, Marks, Features, and Countries, in cafe the Owner or 
Owners of fuch runaway Slave or Slaves, fo taken up and in Cuflody as aforefaid, fhall not, within 
One Month’s Time after fuch Publication put up, come in, and lay his, her, or their Claim or 
Claims to fuch runaway Slave or Slaves, fo taken up and in Cuflody as aforefaid, and make his, 
her, or their jull Right and Property thereunto, then, and in fuch Cafe, the faid runaway Slave 
or Slaves fhall be fold at public Outcry by the Provoll Marfhal or his lawful Deputy, and the 
Money and Charges dedudted thereout, the Overplus to remain in the Hands of the Treafurer 
o this Ifland for the Time being, for and during the Space of Twelve Months, for the Ule of 
t ie Owner or Owners of fuch Slave or Slaves as aforefaid ; and if none fuch appear within that 
then fuch Overplus to be employed for the Ufe of her Majefty’s Fortifications in this

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A full-orovvn Negro is commonly allowed Two Pounds of Salt Filh per Week, or Seven to 
j ] Herrings, and the young Negroes in proportion : At Chriftmas, each has Four Pounds of 
f f exiraordinary. The Rivers abound in Fifh, and the Woods with various Sorts of Game, 
L h t hey procure with little Trouble; they are all'o allowed to rear Hogs, Goats, and feathered 
Stock, of which feme of them have confiderable Quantities. The Matter allows them occafionaly 
Kum,’Sugar, Knives, Pipes, &c. 

The Slaves are fed at the Expence of the Owners in general, except in fome Cafes, where 
Time is given to them, in lieu of Food, to work for themfelves in cultivating the Grounds 
furnilhed to them by their Owners; which Creoles, and other Slaves, having been long in the 
Country, ufually p eter. When fed at the Expence of their Owners, they are ordinarily allowed 
about a Gallon and a Half of Farine, made from the Caflada Root, or the fame Quantity of 
Indian Meal or Flour, or Peas; or inttead of thefe. Plantains, Yams, Eddoes, or Potatoes, 
and Two Pounds of Salt Fifh or Beef per Week ; and even when fo fed, they are attifted by the 
Produce of their own Grounds, which they frequently prefer to fome of thefe Articles, bartering 
what is given to them by their Owners for other Articles of Proviiions at the general Market on 
Sundays; for they have always Grounds which they work in the Time which may be given them 
in lieu of Food by their Overfeers. Slaves that have not been long in the Country, and have 
rot Experience enough to cultivate Land for themlelves, and to carry on the little Traffic 
ufual with one another, are generally affifted by their Owners with fome Proviiions in the Middle 
of the Week, as they may want it, over and above their weekly Allowance. 


In this Ifland, where fome have not a Foot of Land to fpare near their Eftates, and others the 
greateft Quantity; where fome are near a Market, and others can fcarce poflibly get at one ; it 
would be hard perhaps to oblige all Owners to give the fame Food to their Slaves. Taking 
Care that they have enough, and of what is wholelbme, is the great Objedt.

What is the annual Expence of the Maintenance of a Negro Man, Woman, and Child, at dif¬ 
ferent Ages, refpedively ? 


Mr. Robin- The annual Expence of maintaining a Negro Man, Woman, and Child, is, on an Average, 
fon. about 10 1 . Sterling. 

Mr. Laing. It is difficult to afeertain this ; it depends on a Variety of local Circumftances. If the Slave 
has a Sufficiency of Provifions in his own Ground, his Clothing, Surgeon’s Charge, Salt Provi* 
lions. Taxes, Sugar, Rum, Wine, and other Necefiaries when fick, will amount to above 12 1 .pff 
Annum. 

Children arc a heavy Expence until Eight or Ten Years old. The Labour of the Mother 
is loft during the principal Part of her Pregnancy. For Twelve Months after Delivery, Half her 
Time is allowed ro attend the Child; from the Hour of its Birth, the Mafter pays Taxes, Sur¬ 
geon s Salary, feeds and clothes it, which cofts at leaft 5 1 . per Annum, for Eio-ht or Ten Years, 
without anv Return. At that Period of rheir Lives, they pick Grafs, attend Stock, &c.; but 
until Twelve Years of Age they do not pay by their Labour for the Expences attending them. 

Mdr Bruce. It is difficult to afeertain this, depending, as it does, on local Circumftances, and varying ac* 
Frafer ’ cording to the 1 rice of Provifions. Eftates carefully managed will generally produce enough 

of Bread Provifions for the Slaves working on them. The annual Expences may be valued at 
about 13 1 . per Head, for Man and Woman, and 81 . for Children.

Plantation Negroes are feldom let out to hire. There are feme Gangs of Negroes called Taft* 
Gangs, which hole Land for Canes, at from 3 1 . 5 s. to 5 1 . Sterling per Acre, according^®

. or Stiffnefs of the Soil; and fometimes a weak-handed Eftate in Crop Time hires thofe 

Si ;S by the Day, at Fifteen-pence to Eighteen-pence Sterling without Food. Thefe are alfo 
bU efftftive Slaves. There are fome Gangs of Slaves hired for a certain Number of Years at 
about Ten per Cent, per Annum upon their apprailed Value. At the End of the Leafe, they are 
re appraifcd ; if that amounts to more than the original Appraifemenr, the LefTor pays the Differ¬ 
ence to the Leffce; if the contrary, the Leffee to the Leffor ; if the Gang be not full-grown 
when leafed, more per Annum is paid in proportion to the Expectation of their becoming more 
valuable at the End of the Leafe. There areTradefmen and domellic Servants, not attached to 
Plantations, let out to hire. The average Hire of the Firft, is about 2 1 . 5 s. Sterling per Month, 
the laft 30 s. both fed. 

It is very Common to let Negroes out to hire ; the Terms vary according to the Qualifications Mr. Lalng. 
of the Slaves. A Carpenter or Mafon brings from 66 s. to 61 . 12 s. per Month; a Cooper 90s. 
to 5 h 5 a Sailor 66 s. •, Field Slaves at 12 1 . to 1 5 1 . per Annum, and fed. Sometimes Gangs are 
leafed for a Term of Years, at 12 1 . per Cent, on the appraifcd Value, and the Property infured by 
the Renter. 


The Number of Negroes let to hire is very fmall in Proportion to the Number in the 
Colony. When they are hired out,it is fometimes at about 12 1 . per Cent on their appraifed Value; 
the Perfon hiring them agreeing to take luch Care of them, that on their being re-appraifed at 
thC End of the Term they are hired for, if there fhculd be any Lofs or Diminution in the Valua¬ 
tion, he {hall make good fuch Lofs. They are fometimes hired from Two Shillings to Two Shil¬ 
lings and Threepence Currency a Day, for each able working Field Slave. 

This Anfwer goes only to the Country. In Town, Domeftics are from Two Shillings to Three 
Shillings a Day; Porters and Laboureis from Three Shillings to Four Shillings; and Artificers, 
of almoft every Kind, from Five Shillings to Six Shillings. 

There are few of thofe Dcfcriptions in this Ifland, 1 believe, in comparifon to the other Bri- 
tilh Colonies.

Slaves have near an Hour for Breakfaft, Two Hours for Dinner, and ceafe from Labour at 
Sun fet, except gathering a Bundle of Grafs for the Cattle, and except in Crop Time. 

This is partly replied to already. Their Hours of Work are from Sun-rife to Eight o’Clock. Mr, Laing. 
1 hey have then Thirty to Forty Minutes for their Breakfait, which they carry with them to the 
Picld. They retire from Work at Noonday, allowed Two Hours to dine and repofe rhem- 
fclves; they return to their Duty at Two o’Clock, and continue at Work until Six, or the 
jetting of the Sun. The Labour of the Day is finifhed with a fmall Bunch of Grafs for the 
Mules, Horfes, and Cattle, which they may pick in Ten Minutes. They are not, on an Ave¬ 
rage, employed above Ten Hours in the Twenty-four. 

Slaves have the Sunday, and about Three Hours every Day, when they may work for them- 
lf V ^ S ”f ^ ome Planters, as was faid before, give them the Saturday to work for themfelves, in- 
ea j of Provifions, and fometimes Half of the Saturday in lieu of Bread Provifions, giving them, 
aV e f , ame Time, their ufual Allowance of Salt Provifions; there has been, neverthelefs, for 
iderable Time, a Law in force, prohibiting the giving Time in lieu of Provifions.

Have Negro Slaves any Portions of Land affigned them, for the Purpofe of cultivating them 
for their own Ufe ? State the Law and the Practice. 

When the Soil and Surface of the Plantation admits of being all under the Culture of Simr 
Canes, which is the Cafe in many Hands, though not in Dominica, then the Mailer purchales 
Food for the Slaves. The Quality and Surface of the Land govern them in it. It is not the 
Planter’s Intereft to raife Provifions from Land equal to produce good Canes, and being con¬ 
tiguous to his Manfafture; but when the Plantation is extenfive, and of an unequal Soil and 
Surface, he raifes as much Corn and Vegetables as he may want for his Slaves, either by em¬ 
ploying them a Part of the Time in that Cultivation, or Part of the Time in which they Ihould 
work for him, or allowing them Time to raife Food for themfelves, from Lands affigned to them 
for that Purpofe. Where there is Land to fpare, all Plantation Negroes have Portions of it 
affigned to them for Gardens, in which they are required to work on Sundays, or to carry to 
Market the Produce of them which is their own Property. When the Mailer purchafes Corn 
Provifions for the Slaves, they confift of Rice, coarfe Flour, Indian Corn Meal, Indian Corn, and 
fometimes Beans and Peafe and Flour, made from Caffiada Root. In lllands where it is ufually 
raifed, thele are generally ferved weekly to the Negroes, Five to Six Quarts to each. 

The Mailer in almoft all Inllances purchafes Salt Provifions for the Slaves, being Salt, Salted Cod 
Filh, Herrings, and other Pickled Filh; if Cod Fiih, 3 f lbs. is an ufual Week’s Allowance; if 
Herrings, 6 to 8 according to their Size. 

Englilh Planters give little Beef or Pork to their Slaves, except at Chrillmas, when each <*ets 5 
or 6 lbs. & 

In Dominica there are few Inllances where the Mailer purchafes any other than falted Food for the 
Slaves, except after Accidents which damage the growing Provifions. There almoft every Plant¬ 
ation hath Abundance of Ground only calculated for raifing Provifions, fuch as Caffiada, Yams, 
Plantains, Sweet Potatoes, and many other Roots, all wholelome and nounlhing. Every Plant¬ 
ation has a Portion of Land in Plantains kept as a general Stock for the Slaves, and cultivated 
by them in the Time they ffiould work for their Mailer, alfo an annual Portion cultivated in the 
fame Manner in Caffiada or Yams, or both; befides this general Stock, each Family or fingle Ne¬ 
gro has affigned 10 private Ufe a Portion of Land for a Garden to be cultivated on Sundays, and it 
is ufual to give them another Day in the Week, except in Crop Time, until this Land is fully 
cultivated. This is the general Cuftom, and under it a well-difpofed induftrious Ne«ro raifes 
Hogs and Poultry, has more Provifions than he and his Family can ufe, and ufually acquires a 
Property of from io I. to 20 1 . Sterling Value. About One-half of the effedtive Slaves upon a 
Plantation are of this Clafs; but there are Inllances of this Ufage being abufed, either bv the Po¬ 
verty or Cruelty of the Mafter.

They have Portions of Land affigned to them, and ufually of the beft Quality, on the refpeftive 
Eftates; and if they cultivate them induftrioufly, they may not only feed and clothe themfelve* 
comfortably, but may fave Money ; and they are befides in this Hand not limited in Quantity, 
but permitted to cultivate as much as they can and will; this is the general Practice, but there is 
no Law refpedling it. 

Nor can there perhaps be any general one without confiderable Lofs to the Individual, fome 
having no Land but what is in Canes.

Are Negro Slaves fubjeft to any peculiar Difeafes to which White Inhabitants or Free Negroes 
are not fubjedt? and if they are fo fubject affign the Caufes. 

Slaves are not fubjedt to any Diforder but fuch as are common to White People, except the Mr. Lain?. 
Yaws, a loathfome Difeafe difficult to eradicate and often terminates in a Dropiy or Confumption. 

I have never heard any faiisiadtory Reafon given for its being particular to them. I have not 
known more than Two lnitances of White People having it, and which proceeded from impure 
Con tad. 

The Frequency ofDifbrders among Slaves proceeds more from their own Inattention and In¬ 
dolence than from hard Labour. Pulmonic Complaints are often occafioned by bathing when 
hot, expofing themfelves at Night in fearch of Plunder: Dy ferneries and Diarrhoeas are more fre¬ 
quent among them than the Whites, which proceeds from the unlimited Ufe of Canes and Cane- 
juice, Inattention to preparing their Food, and the indifcriminate Ufe of all Vegetables. Ob- 
ftructions are alio very common among Slaves, which generally proceed from Relaxation ; this is 
what the French call the Maladie de l’Eftomac. Some alterative Medicines and Plenty of rich 
Food with good Wine are the moil; certain Cure for this Complaint. The great Quantity of ve¬ 
getable Food uled by Free Negroes and Slaves generates Worms of every Species, which ofcen 
prove fatal. 

Slaves are not fubjed to any Disorders that White People are not equally affected with, except MelT. Bruce, 
the Yaws, the Black Scurvy, and 1 ubbas j which Difeafes are fuppofed to be of African Origin. Gillon, and 
They are very inveterate and difficult of Cure.

Hofpitals. It cannot be fuppofed that a Planter has lefs Humanity than other Men, and his 
Anxiety for the Recovery of his Slave is increafed by certain grateful Senfations for former Ser¬ 
vices, and the Hope of further Services from his Slave if he recovers. Thel'e laft are additional 
Inducements, which an Hofpital Surgeon or Overfeer of the Poor in England have not, to reftore 
the Sick to Health. All Proprietors are obliged to furnilh debilitated Slaves with Food 
Clothes, Medicines, and Attendance. When they begin to be feeble, they arefent to watch the 
Canes and Provifions, attend Stock, or other eafy Occupations, where they fpend the Evenino )f 
Life in Comfort, without any Dread of Want, and often fee their Great-grand-children around 
them. 

They are taken care of in Sicknefs in Buildings ere£ted on the refpeftive Eflates to ferve as 
Sick-houfes or Hofpitals, and they are regularly attended by Surgeons and Nurfes. When old 
and di fa bled, their Owners maintain and take the fame Care of them as before their becoming fo, 
as they are obliged to do by Law. * 

This Law is expired, but will foon be renewed. Intereft I believe at the fame Time has ever 
occauoned the firft Part to be attended to, and Humanity, with few Exceptions, the latter.

What is the general Period of the Lives of Negro Slaves? Is it of equal Duration with that 
of White Inhabitants or Free Negroes? 

At leaft equal to that of Europeans, and perhaps equal to White Inhabitants in general, if> 
being Country-born, they furvive Childhood; and, if being imported, they furvive the Two firft 
Years after they are landed. Manumifiion does not add to the Period of the Lives ® 
Negroes. 

I have known Negroes above ioo Years of Age. I think, upon an Average, their Lives areof 
equal if not longer Duration than Whites in this Climate. 

Negroes live in the Weft Indies, in general, as long as White People.

No folemn legal Marriages; the Parties agree to live together, and oftener agree to feparate Mr. Robin- 
tban remain faithful to the firft Engagement. After Separation they join others, and feldom fon * 
remain one Night in a State of Celibacy. The Matters endeavour to keep them together. 

Slaves never marry -, the Males and Females live together as long as they agree, and no longer. Mr. Laing. 
Their Attachments are fometimes ftrong, and their Matters always endeavour to cement them; but 
in general it is the reverie. 

The Slaves that are Roman Catholics are fometimes married by the French Roman Catholic Meff. Bruce, 
Priefts; but not often •, and there is no particular Regulation or Law refpefting their Marriages. Gillon, and

Can any Caufes be alligned which impede the natural Increafe of Negro Slaves ? 

Too general and mixed Amours. Mr. Robin*

I believe Female Slaves are, on an Average, as prolific as White Women j and I know of no Mr. Laing. 
Caufc to prevent their Increafe, except their natural libidinous Difpofnion, and promifeuous un- 
reftrained Intercourfe with the other Sex. Many of them have large Families. 

There is nothing that impedes the natural Increafe of Negro Slaves, except that fometimes a Meff. Bruce, 
greater Number of Males than Females is wanted and purchased for Eftatcs, particularly for new Gillon, and 
Eftates; and the Guinea Captains aim at bringing a greater Number of Males from the Coaft of Frafer * 
Africa, in their Cargoes, than Females, which enables them to fell at a better Average. It may 
be faid, too, that Children in this Climate are more fubjeft to have Worms, which oftener prove 
fatal to them than in Europe. 

And promifeuous Copulation, the little Intereft they have in future Progeny, and the wretched Remar k by 
Profpcft for them. Gov. Orde. 

In the French Iflands, Tobago in particular, a Female Slave is excufcd from Labour in pro¬ 
portion to her Number of Children-, and having Six, Ike is made free.

Are many Children born of Negro Slaves, and in what Proportion are they reared? 

Are the Children of Negro Slaves fubjeft to any Difeafes to which the Children of White In« 
habitants or Free Negroes are not equally fubjeft; and if they are, to what Caufe is it to be 
imputed ? 

When their Attachments are permanent, they are perhaps more prolific than Whites, but 
do not rear fo many Children, as they take ltfs Care of them. 

The moft fatal Diforders among Negro Children are Spafms and Worms; the former deftroys 
many within the Firft Nine Days, which I believe in moft Cafes proceeds from the Unfkilful- 
refs of the Midwives; the latter is occalioned by an irrefiftible Propenfity in the Mothers to the 
feeding them in early Periods of Life with fuch Vegetables as Adults ufe. This I have known 
them do, when their Mafters gave them Flour and other proper Food for Children: But, on 
the whole, I believe nearly the fame Proportion of theirs is reared as of White Children. 

Many Children are born of Negro Slaves, and it is thought that about One Half of them are 
in general reared. 

Except Spafms and Worms, the Children of Negro Slaves are not more fubjefi to Difeafes, 
to which the Children of White Inhabitants, and free Perfons of Colour born here, arenotalfo 
liable.

There are no particular religious Infiicutions for the Slaves in this Ifland. The French, or Mefll Bruce, 
the Slaves of Roman Catholic Owners, and thofe having formerly been the Property of fuch Gillon, and 
Owners, follow in general that Religion, which, by the Manner of celebrating Mafs and the Frafer * 
Attention of the Roman Catholic Prielts, who have no other Emolument than what is’willingly 
paid to them, or rather no other than fuch as may be derived from their Zeal in keepin^up 
their Religion, feems to take more with ignorant Slaves. r o r 

Some Perfons once called, and ftaid a few Days at this Ifland, as it was faid, for the Purpofes 
of propagating the Chnftian Religion, and converting the Slaves; but no Effed has yet been 
difcovered from their Vifit; the fhort Duration of which may perhaps have been the Caufe of

And from this Caufe principally I am fatisfied thofe Slaves are in general better, more at¬ 
tached, more contented, more healthy, more cleanly than ours. 

How far thofe itinerary Preachers are proper I have Doubts-, their Morals and Loyalty are 
not always to be depended on.

With refpe£t to Negro Slaves and Free Negroes, what is the Proportion between Males and 
Females? 

Of Negro Slaves there are more Males than Females. About Three-fifths of thofe im¬ 
ported are Males; of Free Negroes, or People of Colour, there are perhaps Two Females to 
One Male; at leaft Tnree Females are manumitted to One Male. It is moft evident, that Free 
Negroes, or People of Colour, do not increafe, but by Manumiflions, and by the very general 
Intercourfe of Whites with the manumitted or Free-born Females. Hence Free Mulattoes in¬ 
creafe confiderably; but Free Blacks do not, even with the Aid of Manumifiions, as the Fe¬ 
males conlider it moft honourable to cohabit with the Whites. 

There are more Male Slaves than Females; and I conceive left Male Free People of Colour 
than Females: The Proportions 1 cannot exadUy fpeak to. 

In refpeft to Negro Slaves we conceive the Number of Males exceeds that of Females, as in 
the above Calculation; but in refpeft to the Free People of Colour, there is nearly the lame Num¬ 
ber of each Sex.

Value of an imported Negro Man and Woman ? 

A Country-born Negro Man and Woman, having no other Qualities than Tillers of the Earth, 
and in the Prime of Life, are worth upon an Average from 60I. to 65 1 . Sterling; and a newly- 
imported Man and Woman in like Prime of Life, 40 1 . to 4^. Sterling ; but Tradefmen, Semp- 
ftreffes. See. are much more valuable. 

A Man about 65 k Sterling, a Woman Col. if Country-born and in good Health; if newly* 
imported 44 1 . and 40 1 . but in Time they become as valuable as Country-born Negroes. 

The Value of a Country-born Negro Man is from 50 1 . to 100I. Sterling, according to his 
Health, Strength and Profeffion : A good Carpenter, or other Artificer, is worth 150I. Sterling* 
An imported Slave is equally valuable after being a few Years in the Ifland, and often more, as being 
free from the Vices which prevail among the Natives; their Difpofitions and Abilities are the fan* = 
There is fome Rifk attending the feafoning a new Slave to the Climate, but it is not confiderable. 

The average Value of an African Man and Woman on their firft Importation, in good Heah*»» 
may be computed to be about 76 k Sterling, but when they become feafoned or accuftomed to the 
Climate, and acquainted with the Language, and the Means of procuring for themfelves a com 
fortable Subfiftence in the Time ufually allotted them for that Furpofe, by the Cultivation or 
Ground, and the little Traffic carried on among Slaves, they increafe in Value, upon an Average 
to about 120I. Sterling; and a Creole, or Country-born Man and Woman, would be worth ' f 
little more, perhaps about 10 1 . or 15I. Sterling.

preferving and improving Soil as Canes, every Part of which except the Juice, is ? convertible 
into Manure; the Top ferves for Food for the Cattle, Mules and 

Litter, theMagafs for Fuel, the Afhes of which are very valuable, and the Lees from the Still 
is alfo a good Ingredient in the Compoft; raifing the Banks of the Cane Holes, a " d J ud ' c, ?“ s 
horizontal Lining, prevents the fine Part of the Soil from being wafhed away by heavy Rains, 
and retains the valuable Parts of the Manure.

Suftenance.

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Would it be poffible to cultivate to Advantage the Weft India Iflands, by the Labour of Eu¬ 
ropeans or of Free Negroes ? . 

What is the Difpofition of the Free Negroes with relpeCt to Labour, particularly continual ox 
diurnal Labour ? 

Could an European Conftitution fubfift in a Weft India Climate under the Labour neceftary for 
cultivating a Weft India Plantation ? 


Not by Europeans; nor could they fubfift in this Climate, under the Labour neceftary for cul- Mr. Robin- 
tivatmg a Sugar Plantation. It would be poffible to cultivate them for fome Time, but not to fon - 
Advantage, by Free Negroes. Were the prefent Negroes made free, upon paying the Mailer 
the Value of them, the lncereft of that Money would enable him to hire them, and perhaps on 
any Terms he might impofe. He would only hire effective Labourers; the old, young, infirm, and 
the helplefs Ignorant, which Defcriptions take in Half the whole Race, would be at once facnficed for 
want of that greateft Protection to the Slave, the pecuniary Tie of the Mafter to rear up the Young, 

«nd make them valuable, to inftruCt the Ignorant, in order to reap the Benefit of their Labour or 
their Sale, and for want of any Obligation to protect the Old and Infirm. This done. Cultiva¬ 
tion would decreafe for want of Supplies of Free Negroes. 

An European could not fubfift in the Weft Indies under the Labour neceftary on a Sugar Eftate, Mr. Laing. 
if he were to be ever l'o well fed. The Diverfity of it would render it impoffible to procure Ef¬ 
ficient Numbers, and the Expence would ruin the moft productive Property. Neither is it poffible 
1 1 -r 3rr ^ on Cultivation by Free Negroes; for a Weft India Eftate requires fo much and fuch 
uniform Attention, that NegleCt in the Operation for a Week would throw all into Confufion, 
and the People neceftary could not at all Times be procured. In ffiort, this Kind of Property 
can " ever ^ carried on, unlefs the Planter has the unlimited Command of People. 

All the Inhabitants of the Torrid Zone have a natural Averfion to conftant Labour, and, 
u * efs ftimulated by lome particular Caufe, will always retire from it. The Caufes of this are 
v anous, and not neceftary to be mentioned here. Free Negroes are extremely indolent, and 
^er exert themfelves, unlefs prefled by Hunger, or by fome other Want. The Necefiaries of 
f ffi ca ^*y obtained, that a few Hours in the Day, perhaps Two Days in the Week, is 

Efficient for that Purpofe. When thefe People have fecured Provifions for a few Days, they

It would certainly not be poflible to cultivate to Advantage the Weft India Iflands bv 
Labour of Europeans or Free Negroes. ^ 

With Europeans I am certain it would be impoflible to cultivate Weft India Pofieflions v, 
Negroes, if free, I have my Doubts. How far at the fame Time it might be both poflible ad 
political to employ more of the former in Veflels, in Handicraft, as Domeftics, &c &r r u n ° 
my Doubts. * * 1 .S 3VC 

The Difpolition of the Free Negroes as to Labour has been mentioned already. They are '"- 
Frafer’ ^ the moft Part br0u S ht U P to ’ or learn mechanical Trades, fuch as Carpenters, Mafons, & c id 
will work well enough at fuch Trades diurnally, being well paid; but they are frequently too 
lazy to continue long at fuch Work. It would be imprafticable to get them to labour in the 
Field in the Cultivation of Lands, and the carrying on of a Plantation, even diurnally much 
Jefs to get them to continue at fuch Labour. J ’ 

An European Conftitution could not fubfift in fuch a Climate under the Labour neceflaryfor 
cultivating a Weft India Plantation; and Free Negroes are too few in Number, and in get 
too lazy to undertake it; and if fome of them could be excited to do it, it would be at a err 
Expence than a Plantation could pay. Befides, if, after having agreed to work for an Eftate 
having no Slaves, they were, for any Caufe whatfoever, to leave or forfake it in Crop-time, the 
Crop would be irretrievably loft, as this is not a populous Country like Europe, where Labourers 
in Harveft may be procured on the fhorteft Notice.

Have different European Inftruments of Hufbandry from Time to Time been introduced in the 
Cultivation of Plantations in the Weft Indies; and is it likely that the Ufe of thefe could be ex¬ 
tended, or further Improvements in this refpeft be applied, to lighten and abridge the Labour of 
Slaves in cultivating Weft India Plantations ? 

They have been introduced, and perhaps can be extended, except where the Planter has not 
the Means of procuring them. 

I have never known any other European Implements of Hufbandry introduced in the Iflands 
but the Plough. In a regular Surface, I fee no reafon why it may not be ufed to prepare the 
Land for planting, inftead of holing by Negroes, which is the hardeft Part of the Bufinefs: Or, 
if the Plough cannot form the Cane-hole properly, or raife the Soil with that Care which is often 
neceffary, the Land may be turned over once or twice, it will then be eafily formed into proper 
Cane-holes. This would alfo improve the Soil much. 

No European Implements of Hufbandry have been hitherto introduced in this Ifland, except 
Hces, Bills, Axes, Crows, Pickaxes, &c. and fome Corn-mills. In fome of the Iflands theUfe 
of ti e Plough has been introduced, and if generally extended in this and the other Iflands, where 
the Nature of the Land as mentioned before will admit of it, and, if pofiible, further Improve¬ 
ments were made in that refpeft, the Labour of the Slaves would be thereby lightened and 
abridged. 

Some Mills and Machines alfo for cleaning Coffee. We have no Land here for the Plough; 
that which is level is full or monftrous Stones.

In how many Plantations in the laid Ifland has the Plough been known to be introduced, 
for the Purpofe of preparing the Land for Cultivation ? 

I have only heard of Two Attempts to ufe the Plough here, and both were unfuccefsful; at Mr. Laing. 
lead it was Lid afide. In Grenada there are Two or Three in conftant Ufe, and in the French 
Iflands they are very common. 

It is fo fmall as fcarce to be worth mentioning. In many Inftances where the Surface would Meflxs- 
admit of it, the Loofenefs of the Soil would not permit the Cattle to draw in the Seafon when 
ploughing is necefiary ; in others, the Surface is rugged and covered with large hard Stones; and 
it is to be obferved that the Plough could be of little Ufe but on Sugar Eftates. 

If the Plough has ever been introduced on any of the Plantations in this Ifland for the Pur¬ 
pofe of preparing the Land, it can only have been on one or two; it is now not ufed on any.

To this I can give no Reply, without reforting to the Treafurer’s Books, except that already Mr. Laing. 
mentioned in A. N°3i. 

It will be difficult to reply to this Article, without a very long Detail, on account of the vari- Meflrs. 
ous Qualities of the Soil of different Eftates. About 65 or 70 able working Field Slaves, which * 

would require about 130 of all Defcriptions, including Children, Aged, and Sick, will be a com- p^fer. 
plete Strength for an Eftate making 100 Hogfheads of Sugar, of 1800 Cwt. each. The fame 
Number ot working Slaves would be lufficient for a Coffee Eftate making about 70,000lbs. 

Weight, or a Cocoa Eftate making 3 50,000 lbs. Weight. Land produces more or lefs per Acre 
according to its Quality, and the Quantity of Manure made ufe of on it. An Acre of Land 
has been known to produce from Three to Five Hogfheads of Sugar, when an Acre within a very 
mort Diitance of ic would perhaps make fcarcely Half a Hogfhead. The fame will be the Dif- 
erence in Coffee, or other Produce, in Land of different Qualities more or lefs manured.

The principal Manure ufed in the Cultivation of the Sugar Cane is from the Offals of itfelf 
There are Penns placed in the Cane Pieces, where the Cattle lie at Night and Noon. Thefe arc 
frequently moulded from Hollows, or other Places where good Mould is to be had; and once 
or twice in the Week, oroftener if wet Weather renders it neceflary, Cane-trafh is thrown into 
the Penns as Litter, and to increafe the Quantity of Manure. Thefe being impregnated with the 
Dung and Urine of the Cattle, Mules, &c. is excellent Manure in Five or Six Months. The 
Pulp from the Cane called Magrafs, the Lees from the Diflillery, the Plantain Tree after bear¬ 
ing its Fruit, the Skin of the Plantain, and every other vegetable Subftance, is collected in a 
Pond, and mixed with Mould, which in Time becomes good Dung. 

The principal Manure ufed in cultivating the Sugar Canes is from the Dun<* of horned 
Cattle, Horfes, and Mules, mixed with Mould; and, on Sugar Eftates, with Corn-trafh, rotten 
or other Magofs, Afhes, Lees, and the Ordure gathered in cleaning the Works. On Coffee 
Lflates the Pulp, and other Skin of the Berry, when rotted, and alfo the Hulk of the Grain, 
mixed alfo with the Dung of Cattle and Mould. 

Sea Sand and Lime has alfo been advantageoufly ufed in this Ifland.

An Eftate that makes 150 Hogfheads 
of Sugar, and upwards, is fuppofed to pay the contingent Expences from the Rum; the 
Crop of Sugar will be fiibjeCt to no Deductions, but Supplies of Slaves and Stock, or other 
extra Expences; rhe Wear and Tear cannot be eafily afeertained. If he is fuccefsful in his Slaves, 
the Increafe of the Females will be equal to the Redu&ion in Value of the others ; his-Cattle, if 
his Stock is good, will increafe in Value; bur there will be an unavoidable Lofs of Mules: Such 
an Eftate ought to leave the Proprietor 2000I. Sterling per Annum, out of which he is to deduCt 
his own Expences, and that of his Family.

The Cullom with refpeft to the feeding of Slaves differs upon different Eflates. In general 
they are fed partly by their own Labour, and partly by the Affiftanqe of the Mailer; but as there 
is constantly an Abundance of Provifions in St. Vincent, the Produce of the Ifland, and as the 
Seafons are very regular, every Slave of the leaft Induflry may be amply fupplied with a fufficienc 
Quantity of Food, the Produce of his own Labour, railed from the Ground allowed him by his 
Mailer for the Purpoie of Cultivation ; over and above which, it is common for each Slave upon 
the different Ellates to receive a weekly Allowance of Herrings, Salt Fifh, or Salt Beef, from 
his Mailer, which, mixed with the Ground Provifions of theIfland, affords them very comfortable 
and wholefome Food.

How are Negro Slaves clothed, lodged, and fecured againll the Inclemency of the Seafon ? 
—State the Law and the Praftice. 

The Slave Adi exprefsly diredts every Owner of Slaves to fupply annually each Male Slave with 
a Pair of Drawers and a Shirt, or a dole bodied Frock, and each Female Slave with a Shift and 
Pet icoat; befides which Clothing, it is cuflomary to give them a few Yards of Blanketing and a 
Ha , and l’ome other little Matters. With refpedl to the Lodging, though no Provifion is exprefsly 
made for it by Law, yet it is reafonable to fuppofe that every Mafter, for his own Intercft, will be 
careful as to that Point: And the Cuflom is, to build them Huts about Twenty Feet long, and 
Twilve wide, which are either w’attled or boarded on the Sides, and thatched with dried Cane 
Tops. Thele Huts are generally warm and dry, and are inhabited upon an Average by Three or 
Four Negroes each.

Gov. Seton. The Slaves in St. Vincent are always allowed to reft from Twelve to Two in the Afternoon, 
and, except in Crop Time, are difmiffed from their Labour at Sunfet. They are alfo allowed 
One Afternoon in each Week to work in their Grounds, and have the Sunday to ihem- 
felves; and during the Chriftmas Holidays, they have Three Days of Reft allowed them by the 
Slave Aft. 

A. N° 10. 

Have Negro Slaves any Portions of Land aftigned them for the Purpofe of cultivating them for 
their own Ufe?—State the Law and the Practice. 

Gov. Seton. As the Plantations in St. Vincent are generally underhanded, there is no Scarcity of Ground 
for the Purpofe of railing Provifions •, but over and above the fpare Land adapted to raifing the 
Staple Commodities of the Ifland, which is cultivated in Provifions, almoft every Plantation con- 
tains other Spots unfit for Purpofes of regular Cultivation, on account of the uneven Surface of 
the Country, which anfwer very well for Provifions; and in rhefe broken and fteep Places, the 
Negroes raife the different Sorts of Food neceffary for their Subfiftence in a great Abundance.

Are Negro Slaves fubjeft to any peculiar Difeafes to which White Inhabitants, or Free Negroes, 
are not fubjeft? And if they are fo fubjeft, afiign the Caufes. 

Gov. Seton. The Difeafes to which Negroes feem peculiarly fubjeft are the Yaws, and a Diforder in 
the Stomach, arifing perhaps from Poverty of Blood, and ending frequently in a dropfical Habit. 
The former Difeafe is faid to be common amongft them on the Coaft of Africa; and as to the 
latter, it may probably arife from the Nature of the Food which they eat. 11 is to be obferved, 
however, that few active, induftrious, or well-difpofed Negroes are troubled with it; but gene¬ 
rally thofe of an indolent and lazy Habit, who negleft their own Grounds, and depend tor 
Subfiftence upon their Mailers. The Free Negroes are equally fubjeft to thefe Diforders as Slaves, 
though not in fo great a Degree, which, perhaps, is owing to their being bettef fed and clothed.

What Care is taken of the Slaves in Sicknefs ? Are there any Laws or Regulations for that 
Purpofe ? What Provifion is made for them when old or difabled; and are their Mailers obliged 
in fuch Cafes to maintain them ? 


Gov* Seton. 


On every Plantation of any Confequence, a Phyfician is employed by the Year to attend the 
fick Negroes, who commonly vifits the Eftate Three Times a Week, or oftener when neceffary. 
There is a Houfe allotted for the Reception of the Sick, and One or Two Nurfes appointed to 
attend them. Medicines proper for their different Complaints are adminiftered to them, under 
the Direftion of the Phyfician; and Panado, Gruel, Sago, or other Food, fupplied them by 
their Mailers. This is the common Cuftom of the Country, which however is not eftablilkd 
by Law, but by that Senfe of Self-intereft, exclufive of any Confiderations of Humanity, which 
feldom fails to be a fufficient Inducement to Men to be careful of their Property. The Slave 
Aft exprefsly direfts Owners of Slaves to maintain their infirm or fuperannuated Slaves.

What is the general Period of the Lives of Negro Slaves? Is it of equal Duration with thatoi 
White Inhabitants or Free Negroes ? 

Gov. Seton. Warm Climates in general are not fo conducive to long Life as the colder Climates, and on 
this Account Negroes in the Weft Indies are not commonly fo long-lived as Europeans in Europe* 
But over and above thefe Confiderations, they certainly are more fubjeft to Difeafes, from the 
Vicifiitudes of the Weather in the rainy Sealon, than are labouring People in Europe. How¬ 
ever, there are many Inftances of Longevity amongft them : But if the common Duration of r * 1< " 
Lives is to be afeertained, it may be defined at about Fifty Years; and this Calculation is to be 
confined to the Creole Negroes, or thofe feafoned to the Climate; for it is very certain that of the 
Negroes imported from the Coaft of Africa, a much greater Proportion of them die under t 
Age than arrive at it. It is difficult to fay whether Free Negroes are more long-lived tk 
Slaves; but the Prefumption is certainly greatly in their Favour, as they live more at their E*al * 
and enjoy more of the Comforts of Lite than fall to the Share of Slaves; and as the act 
Neceflaries of Life are very eafily procured in thefe Climates, being in faft but very few, the L

What is the Praftice refpe&ing the Marriage of Negro Slaves, and what are the emulations 
concerning it? 

As to the Practices refpefling the Marriage of Negro Slaves, there are none but thofe which Gov. Setoin 
Nature points out. They go together according to their own Inclinations, and part when Dif- 
guft. Satiety, or Incontinency, prompts them to do fo. However, it is not at all an uncommon 
Thing for a Hufband and Wife who have Children to live together for the Period of their Lives, 
and to unite their Interefts and Labour for the Support and Benefit of their Children.

Can any Caufes be afiigned which impede the natural Increafe of Negro Slaves? 

Many Caufes may be afiigned which impede the aclual Increafe of Negro Slaves. Firft, the Gov. Seton.’ 
Weft India Climate is greatly injurious to the Conllitutions of all Children. The Women who 
are employed in conftant Labour are not in general fo apt to breed as thofe who live more at 
Eafej and Negro Children, from the Quality of their Food, are liable to more Difeafes arifing 
from Worms than White Children. But over and above thefe Confiderations, as Chaftity is held 
in no particular Eftimation among the Female Sex, the younger Part of them fcldom confine 
themfelves to One Hufband fo long as they can gratify their Inclinations to Variety, or receive a 
Price for their Favours, by bellowing them more at large; and on this Account the Negro Wo¬ 
men are not apt to breed while very young. It would be difficult to afcertain the Proportion of 
Children reared, in comparifon of thofe who are born through the Ifland; but, upon well-regu¬ 
lated Eftates, a Proportion of One in Two are commonly reared. 


A. N° 16 and 17. 

Are many Children born of Negro Slaves, and in what Proportion are they reared ? Are the 
Children of Negro Slaves fubjefl to any Difeafes to which the Children of White Inhabitants are 
not equally fubjefl; and if they are, to what Caufe is it to be imputed ? 

Negro Children (Slaves) are more fubjecl to Worms than White Children, and perhaps may Gov. Seton. 
not be railed in as great a Proportion as the Children of Free Negroes, becaufe they cannot in 
general be fo well provided for. 


A. N° 18 and 19* 

Are Negro Slaves or their Children in general baptized ? What religious Inftitutions are there 
sor their Benefit in each of the Ifiands in the Weft Indies ? 

It is not uncommon for Negro Slaves to be baptized by the Romifh Priefts; but this depends Gov. Seton. 
entirely on their own Inclinations, as there are no religious Inftitutions eftablifhed by Law for the 
Benefit of Slaves in the Ifland.

A Country-born Negro Man, of a good Conftitution and Difpofition, when young, is worth 
from Seventy-five to Eighty Pounds Sterling: A Country-born Woman of the lame Delcription, 
from Fifty-five to Sixty-five Pounds Sterling. An imported Negro Man, whole Difpofition can¬ 
not be known, but anfwering in other Refpefts to the above Defcription, is purchaled at Fony. 
five or Fifty Pounds Sterling, and an imported Woman at Thirty-five to Forty Pounds Sterling. 


A. N° 30. 

Has the Produce of each of the Iflands increafed in proportion to the increafed Number of 
Negro Slaves ? And if it has not fo increaled, what Reafon is to be afiigned for it ? 

The Produce of St. Vincent certainly has increafed with the Number of Slaves •, and if the 
fame Advantages have not been derived from an Increafe of Slaves in the other Iflands, this De¬ 
ficit mult arife from fome temporary Calamity which may hereafter be removed, or to the In¬ 
juries which the Soil may have fuffered from long Cultivation. Ic is a Fait afcertained by conftant 
Experience, that the Produce of the Soil is ever in proportion to the Quantity of Labour pro¬ 
perly bellowed upon it. Seafons certainly make Variation in the Crops of the different Years; 
but thofe Plantations which are moft highly cultivated are without doubt, cateris paribus, themofl: 
productive.

What Number of Acres has been in Cultivation in each Year, diftinguifhing the Proportion of 
Acres that has been appropriated to the Culture of Sugar, Cotton, Coffee, Cocoa, Ground Pro- 
vifions, &c. and what has in each Year been the Produce thereof relpeitively ? 

It is difficult to afcertain the Quantity of Land employed in the different Articles of Cultiva¬ 
tion. Cotton is at prefent in its Infancy, but is increafing every Year, and is the Object of all 
the new Settlers in the Illand. The average Quantity of Sugar produced is about Six Thoufand 
Hogfheads j Cocoa and Coffee are not much cultivated.

What is the Mode of cultivating and preparing the Ground for Cotton, Sugar, &c. refpec- 
tively ? 

The Mode of cultivating the Ground for the Sugar Cane is as follows : 

If the Soil is poor, a fufficient Quantity of Manure is diflributed in different Heaps upon the 
Land, carried in Carts, or on the.Backs of Mules according to the Nature of the Surface; after 
this, the Ground is cleared of Grafs and Weeds. Ic is then marked out carefully in ftraight 
Lines with Stakes, and divided into Squares of Four or Five Feet. The Negroes are fet to work 
upon the Land, and One or Two, according to their Strength, are employed in the digging of a 
Cane Hole. They turn up the Soil with Hoes to the Depth of about Six Inches, drawing back 
the Dirt to the Stakes which are placed in a ftraight Line, and thus forming Banks of Earth pa¬ 
rallel to each other of about Eighteen Inches high. This Mode of Cultivation is calculated to 
expofe as much of the Soil as poffible to the Sun and Air, to prevent Wafhes in heavy Rai nS > 
and to admit a free Paflage of Air through the Cane Holes. After the Cane Holes are dug, t* 11 
Negroes are employed with Bafkets in oiftnbuting the Dung which has been previoufly pioccd 
upon the Land. In a fhorc 1 ime afterwards, the Canes are planted ; and Three or Four Plant® 
are commonly put into each Hole of Four or Five Feet fquare; Cotton is planted from the Se 
in fmall Holes, at the Diflance of Four, Five, Six, or Light Feet, according to the Nature °

XV r hat Soil is moft favourable for Sugar, Cotton, &c. and how far is the Soil capable of Im¬ 
provement by Manure ? 

A rich loofe, black Soil is the moft favourable both to Sugar and Cotton •, and a cold fteep Gov - Seton - 
rlavev Soil is very unfavourable to both, not only in refpeft of the Quantity of Produce, but alfo 
f the Quality. The different Soils accordingly, as they approach to the one or the other of thefe 
Fxtremes are varioufly productive. Manure, confining principally of Animal Dung and Cane 
Tralh is conftantly ufed by thofe Planters who have a fufficient Quantity of Mules and Cattle to 
produce it~ and a fufficient Strength of Negroes to throw it upon the Land. 

A. N° 34. 

What Difference is there in the Produce per Acre of different Plantations in the fame Year, 
when not expofed to any extraordinary Accident ? 

The Difference in the Produce per Acre of different Plantations varies materially, according Gov. Seton. 
to their Situation, Soil, and Surface. Thofe Plantations which are fituated on the Sea Cpaft 
arc, in general, confiderably more fruitful than the inland Plantations-, the Reafon is, becaufe 
they are 3 more flat, of a loofer Soil, and are more expofed to the Sun -, the inland Plantations are 
of a fteeper Surface and colder Soil, and are more liable to be affefted by the Torrents of Rain 
which frequently fall in St. Vincent. 

A. N° 35. 

By what Caufes are Crops, on different Parts of the fame Ifland, partially affetfted ? 

The preceding Anfwer may ferve in Part as an Anfwer to this Queftion : Over and above Gov. Seton* 
which, different Plantations are differently infefted with a Kind of Vermin, known by the Name 
of Borer, which is very injurious to the Sugar Cane.

Docs the Quantity of Labour which it is neceflary to require from the Negroes vary materially 
in different Parts of the Year, as it does in Europe in Harveft Time, &c. ? and is there any Period 
at which the increafed Labour produces any particular Lffedt on the Health of the Negroes ? 

The Quantity of Labour required from the Negroes differs materially in the different Parts of Gov. Seton. 
the Year. From the Month of January to June the Crop commonly continues, at whJ h Time 
ihe Negroes are worked much harder than at the other Part of the Year. However, it is found 
by conttant Experience that they enjoy their Health much better during the Period of hard Labour, 
than during the Remainder of the Year. The Reafon is, that the Weather is drier, and that the 
Negroes are greatly benefited in their Health by eating the Sugar Cane, which they are always 
allowed to do in Crop Time without any Reftraint.

It would be impoflible to cultivate the Weft India Iflands by the Labour of Europeans, who Gov. Seton. 
would be ablolutely unable to bear that intenie Degree of Heat to which they mud be expofed : 

And as to the Labour of Free Negroes, very little Dependance is to be placed upon them, in a 

ountry where the Neceffaries of Life are fo few and lo eafily acquired.

There are few Plantations which give a 
Hogfhead of Sugar for every Negro in the Gang, including thofe of all Denominations; or a 
Hoglhead of Sugar for every Acre of Land in Cultivation.

ExtraB of a 'Letter from Mr. Chief fuflice Ottley to Sir WUimtn 
Young. Dated St. Vincent , Auguf 6, 1788. 

There are many Circumftances attending the Slave Trade, and the Treatment of Slaves in the 
Weft India Colonies, which call aloud for Reformation, The former Subject the Parliament I 
qnderftand have at prefent under their Confideration; and I have no doubt, but that in their 
Wifdom they will make fuch Regulations in every Circumftance attending the Exportation of 
Negroes from Africa, as may be confident with Humanity, and the Health and Welfare of the 
Slaves, by preventing the barbarous Cuftom of cramming too many Human Bodies in One 
Veflel, and by obliging each Ship to be provided with a fufficient Number of tight Water Cato, 
to hold a proper Supply of Water for the Voyage, and a reafonable Quantity of Food to fecure 
the Slaves againft Want. They will alfo, I fuppofe, oblige the Mafters of Vefiels, and all the 
other Officers to keep proper Regifters of the Mortality which may happen in each Voyage, and 
whenever that Mortality may happen to be extraordinary, to affign on oath the Caul'es of it, and 
to be liable to legal Profecution if thofe Caufes ffiould arife from Negleft or Cruelty. They 
ought alfo to be prevented from following the barbarous Practice (which I underftand is too 
common) of rubbing the Slaves with mercurial and repellent Drugs or Ointments, when they are 
near Land, in order to drive in any Eruptions with which they may be troubled, and to give their 
Skins a fmooth and gloffy Appearance ; the Confequence of this Pra&ice is, that many of the 
Slaves who have been treated in the above Manner, die foon after their Landing, or break out 
into bad Sores, by reafon of their natural Propenfity to bathe themfelves in freffi Water, and to 
eat the Vegetables and Fruits of the Country, after the harfh and difagreeable Imprifonmen: 
during a long Voyage. It would be proper alfo to attend to the Protection of the Mariners on 
Board of thefe Vefiels, who are frequently fo ill treated during the latter Part of the Voyage, that 
they are induced to run away from their Ships, and thus to forfeit their Wages become due to 
them by the Time of their Arrival here. It is alfo a conftant Practice in the Agreement made 
with the Sailors on their entering on board of the African Ships, to defraud them, or at leaft to 
impofe upon their Ignorance, by fpecifying that they ffiall receive fo many Pounds or Shillings per 
Month, Part payable in the Weft Indies, and Part in England, and by this Artifice they pay 
them Pounds Currency here, inftead of Sterling at Home: many of thefe Circumftances have 
come under my Cognizance as a Magiftrate, by reafon of the Complaints lodged by the Sailors 
againft their Captains. With refpeCt to the internal Government of Negroes in the Co¬ 
lonies, many Regulations are required to proteCl them againft the Cruelty and Avarice of 
bad Mafters, who are indeed not very numerous , but who do exift in almoft every llland. 
The great Hardffiip which Slaves labour under at prefent is, that as their Evidence can never 
be admitted againft White People, they are liable to fuffer much Abufe and ill Treatment from 
an Oppreffive Governor or Matter, without any legal Remedy or Protection. They are liable, 
moreover, to be hard worked, badly fed, and clothed, notwithftanding any Provifions hitherto 
made to the Contrary. The only Mode by which 1 conceive thefe Defects can be remedied is, 
by framing a Law againft them of fuch Form as to make it operate of itjelf , by laying an in- 
difpenfible Obligation upon certain Defcriptions of Perfons in the Weft Indies to fee the Law 
enforced; for however ftrange it may appear in Theory, nothing is found more true in Praftice, 
than that Laws are lefs obeyed in fmall Communities than in larger ones. The Magiftrates and 
the People are generally too intimate, and too nearly connected; hence that Reverence and RefpeCt 
which is paid to the Office when exercifed at a Diftance, is much diminifhed by Habits of Intimacy 
and Connection. Befides thefe Confiderations, the Office of an Informer is confidered as an odious 
one; and it becomes a difagreeable Tafk to bring any Offender to Juftice who is your Neighbour, 
and perhaps your Intimate. If to thefe DefeCts in our Police we add the Difficulties of bringing 
legal Proofs to eftabliffi any FaCts, we ffiall then be able to form fome Idea of the wide Field 
which Cruelty and Avarice have to range in. The Plan of a Slave ACt which I have propofed 
without Succefs in this Ifiand, and which I could wiffi to fee recommended from Home, is this: 
“ That every Owner or Pofieffor of Slaves ffiould be under the Neceffity of planting a certain 
Quantity of Provifions, in proportion to his Number of Slaves (fay One Acre for every Fifteen 
Negroes): That he ffiould be forced to give to each Slave a certain Quantity of Clothing 
annually; fay Two Shirts and Two Pair of Trowfers, a warm Jacket, a Hat, and Four Yards 
of Blanket to each Man; Two Petticoats and Shifts, a Hat, &c. &c. to each Woman: That 
each Plantation ffiould build and keep in order an Hofpital of certain Dimenfions, in Proportion 
to the Number of Slaves on it, for the Convenience of the Sick : That Dwelling-houfes, in the

That no Slave lhould be tried for any Offence affetfing Life or Limbs, but by a Jury of Four, 
d before Two juftices of the Peace: That in all Cafes where the Benefit of Clergy is not 
taken away it lhould be allowed to Slaves, and the Court to be Counfel for the Prifoner under 
Trial* That no Slave lhould be liable to be chained, &c. without a Warrant figned by Two 
Juftices exprefling the Length of Time he is to wear it, and the Offence for which it is put 
on • That an exatt Regifter lhould be kept on each Plantation of the Deaths, and of the Caules 
of them And in order that thefe Regulations lhould be ftridly adhered to, certain Perfons 
lhould be appointed in each Parilh, who lhould be under the Neceffity of vifiting all the Plant¬ 
ations in it twice in each Year, having Power to infpect them properly, to view the Condition of 
the Slaves in each, their Houfes, Hofpitals, and Clothing, and to have a Power of examining 
upon Oath any White or other Perfon, touching the feveral Regulations eftabhlhed by Law. 
Thefe Vifitors lhould make a Return on Oath to the Governor, Council, and Alfembly, of the 
Particulars which coipe under their Confideration, and that Return lhould be printed. I would 
alfo recommend, that no other Punilhment lhould be allowed but Whipping or Confinement, 
where the Mafter or Governor is to punilh; that the Slaves lhould be allowed Half a Day in 
each Week, or One Day in a Fortnight, befides their Sunday, during the Months of June, July, 
and fo on, until December. Two Hours of Reft daily at Noon, and from Sun-fet till Day¬ 
light, during Three Months in Time of Crop; their Labour muft necelfarily be much harder, 
but they are always fo healthy and contented in the dry Seafon, that they feel no Inconvenience 
from it. Indeed, in the Crop Months, it would be attended with the greater Lofs and Inconve¬ 
nience to the Plantations to reftrift the Labour. I hope you will make Allowance for the Hurry 
in which I write. I have thought much upon the Subjeft which 1 have juft mentioned, and am 
convinced, that the Plan which I have juft mentioned is both pra£licable and proper. You will 
put it into other and better Language, if you would wilh to recommend it. If it fhould be 
alked. What the general Condition of Slaves is in the Weft Indies? I lhould not hefitate to an- 
fwer, That it is better than the Condition of labouring People in England as far as refpe£ts the 
Necefiaries of Life ; and where they happen to belong to a humane Mafter, there is no Defcrip- 
tion of People of the lower Sort who can be happier. Their Work is by no means hard or un¬ 
remitting. They are well fed, and lodged and taken care of in Sicknefs-, nor on Accident in the 
domeftic Concerns, Lofs, or Infirmity, are they liable to go to Gaol for Debt.

In confequence of the Ad, lc for the further Increafe and Encouragement of Shipping 
and Navigation,” there were One Hundred and Twenty Veffels regiftered here between 
the 1 ft of March 1787 and the ift of January 1788, Nine tenths of which had been built 
in Bermuda with Timber of its Growth. 

The Spots cultivated by Hand lie in all Parts of the Iflands, are feverally of fmall 
Dimenfions, and generally employed in the Growth of fuch Vegetables as are of moft 
domeftic Ufe, and leaft expofed to fuffer from the Cafualties incident to the Climate, iuch 
as Barley, Potatoes, Onions, &c. 

Female Negroes are ufually employed in this Service : They ufe the Floe becaufe it feems 
to be beft adapted to tf Purpofe, whether one confiders the Perfons employed or the fmall 
Spots cf uninclofed Ground that are feparately cultivated. 

1 he Objedtion to the Ufe of the Plough does not arife from the Nature of the Soil, but 
from the minute Divifions of the Parts adapted to Tillage. The Plough has been at divers 
Times introduced and difconcinued. Many White People work abroad throughout the Year: 

1 have never heard of any Complaints that may be imputed to their Employments. 

About One-half of the Carpenters employed in Ship-building are native Whites. 

They work promifcuoufly with Blacks, and the Labour is performed without any other 
Eiuindtions than thofe of Strength, Adivity, Ingenuity, &c. which are common to all

Cocoa ; that the prefent State of Cultivation cannot be computed by Acres; that the Plough 
is too unwieldy an Inflrument to be advantageoufly employed; that the prefent Mode of 
Culture and Demand for Labour do not require any extraordinary Exertions, or fubjeft the 
Labourer to any extraordinary Suffering; that the Produce of Bermuda does not depend upon 
the Number of Slaves, and might not be affe&ed by their Increafe or Diminution, nor fora 
Jong Time by their utter Extirpation ; but as there are among them many valuable.Servants, 
ufeful Domeftics, ingenious Artificers, expert Seamen, flout Labourers, the Abolition of 
Slavery would inconceivably injure the Bermudians. 

Nothing, perhaps, can better fhew the State of the Slavery in Bermuda than the Behaviour 
of the Blacks in the late War. 

There were at one Time between Fifteen and Twenty Privateers fitted out from hence; 
they were partly manned by feveral Hundred Slaves, who voluntarily ferved on board, and 
behaved both as Sailors and Marines irreproachably. 

When they were taken in this or the trading Service, they always returned, if it was in 
their Power. 

There were feveral Inftances wherein they had been condemned with the Veflel and fold, 
and afterwards found Means to efcape, and through many Difficulties and Hardfhips returned 
to their Matters Service. 

In the Ship Regulator (a Privateer) there were 70 Slaves: She was taken and carried into 
Bofton: Sixty of them returned in a Flag of Truce diredtly to Bermuda: Nine others re¬ 
turned by the Way of New York; One only was miffing, who died in the Cruize or in 
Captivity. This I had at the Time from the Commifiary of Prifoners. 

There are moreover about 500 Slaves ufually employed as Seamen. 

It is pofirively affirmed by creditable Perfons, that the Number of Deferters for 30 Years 
paft does not exceed Five a Year on an Average; that is the higheft Number any one 
fuppofes : Few will admit that there has been fo many. Confidering the rambling Trade of 
Bermuda, and the frequent Opportunities the Negroes have to deliver themfelves from 
Bondage, this may feem incredible, but I have no Doubt of it.

Letter from Mr. Stokes, Agent for the Bahama Iflands* to Mr.- Fawkener, dated 

Feb 23, 1788. 

SIR, N°i, Inner Temple-lane, Saturday, Feb. 23, 1788. 

ON my Return to Chambers Yefterday Evening, I was honoured with your Favour, in- 
dofing a Lift of Accounts relative to the Population of his Majefty’s Bahama Iflands; and 
alfo Heads of Information refpefting his Majefty’s Weft India Iflands. And with regard 
to the Lift of Accounts, I am exceedingly forry it is not in my Power to give my Lords of the 
Committee of Privy Council for Trade that particular Information which they defire, nor do 
I believe there are any Materials in England which can enable me fo to do; but as an Op¬ 
portunity now offers for the Bahama Iflands, I will (with their Lordfhips’ Permiftion) fend out 
a Copy of the Lift of Accounts, and defire that fuch Anfwers may be returned to the Queries 
therein contained, by the Firft Opportunity, as can be obtained; for feveral of the Iflands 
which compofe that Government are fituate at a great Diftance from each other. 

In the meantime, I beg leave to obferve, that I do not remember ever to have heard of 
a Guinea-man’s having gone from the Coaft of Africa to the Bahama Iflands for the Purpofe 
of felling Slaves: Nor do I apprehend that any Slaves (except a few refradtory ones occa¬ 
sionally) have ever been fent from the Bahama Iflands, to any Foreign Settlement or Ifland 
in America or the Weft Indies,” for the Purpofe of Sale. 

I humbly conceive, that the prefent Inhabitants of the Bahama Iflands mav be diftinguifhed 
into Three Sorts. 

ift, Thofe who were either born in the Country, or have been fettled there for many Yearsj 
and who in the late, and alfo in the former War, have rendered effential Services to Great 
Britain, by fitting out a Number of Privateers which diftreffed the Enemy’s Trade to a very 
great Extent, as the Bahama Iflands in a great Meafure command the Navigation of the 
Windward Paffage, the Gulph Stream, and the fouthern Parts of the Coaft of North 
America. 

2dly, The Emigrants from the Thirteen revolted Colonies, who left that Country on ac¬ 
count of their Attachment to his Majefty’s Government, when the different Pofts were 
evacuated by the Britifh Troops. And, 

3 ^ 1 y, The Emigrants from the Mofquito Shore, who left that Country when it was ceded 

to Spain. 

Thofe Three Claffes, added together, may amount at this Time to nearly 11,000 white and 
co oured Inhabitants. There are alfo a few who have emigrated from Nova Scotia and 
Brunfwick to the Bahama Iflands, but the Number is uncertain: And as Settlers are 
I coming in from different Parts of America and the Weft Indies to many of the Bahama 
> at a Diftance from each other, I am afraid it will be difficult to give the precife 

um cr of the Inhabitants, diftinguijfhing the Number of different Colours and Ages; but I 
p a rec cive the higheft Satisfaction in procuring for their Lordfhips every Information in my 

ower, and I am afraid it can only be obtained by waiting for an Anfwer from the other Side 
ol the Atlantic.

Hotham Efquire, were examined on the Treatment of Negro Slaves in 
the Weft Indies, all of which Officers had commanded your Majefty’s 
Fleets, Squadrons, or Ships upon the Jamaica and the Windward Iflands 
Station. 

The Admirals above mentioned attended the Committee at the fame 
Time, and gave their Anfwers feparately and individually to the feveral 
Queftions propofed to them ; which Queftions and Anfwers the Committee 
have here inferted. Vice Admiral Edwards *, who had been brought to the 
Committee by the Defire of Stephen Fuller Efquire, to be examined 
relative to the Manners and Cuftoms of Africa, having alfo ferved on the 
Weft India Station, was examined refpe&ing the Treatment of Slaves in 
the Blands in the Weft Indies: And his Evidence on this Part of the 
Subject, together with that of other Gentlemen who, having refided in 
lome or other ot the laid Blands, were capable and willing to give In¬ 
formation thereupon, is alfo here inferted.

WHAT have you obferved of the Behaviour of Matters towards their Negro Slaves in 
thofe Iflands where you have commanded ? 6 


Lord Rod- I Ipeak to all the ^Veft India Illands, but particularly to the Ittand of Jamaica; and I am 
ney. able to fpeak from Experience, ever fince the Year 1761 : I never faw any other than humane 

and proper Behaviour to them. There is not any Plantation without the Attendance of a Surgeon, 
mott of whom come from England. I never faw any Inftance of Cruelty; but, on the con¬ 
trary, great Forbearance. The Punifhments inflicted are not too levere; and it is to be 
obferved, that by whipping a Negro his Value is diminiflied, for if he bears the Mark of hav¬ 
ing been flogged, the Price of him is funk One-half. 


Sir Peter I commanded on the Jamaica Station between Four and Five Years during the laft War, 
Parser. and I not only never faw, but never heard of any Inftance of Cruelty exerciled towards them* 

At the Houles where I vilited, I obferved that the Negroes were treated with the greateft 
Humanity and Attention, and particularly when they were fick. 

Admiral Bar- I cannot fpeak much with relation to the Ifland of Jamaica, Thirty-five Years having 
nngton. elapfed fince I was ftationed there: During my Service in the laft War, I was chiefly at Sea; 

but I was ftationed at Barbadoes about Three Months, where I went on Shore every Morning, 
and[moil frequently vifited the Plantations that lay near the Shore, and I never faw any Act 
of Cruelty exercifed upon the Negroes; not a Angle Stroke given them, except in One In¬ 
ftance, which on Inquiry I found to be a Hulband beating his Wife with a Whip, who, upon

m" expoftulating with him upon his Treatment of her, told me (he had been whoring all the 
preceding Night. 

I was Rationed at Jamaica between Three and Four Years during the laft War, and never Sir Jofhua 
faw any Cruelty ufed towards the Negroes during the whole of that Time, but the Negroes Rowle y* 
treated with the greateft Attention. 

I have been Three Times in the Weft Indies, and Twice at the Windward Iftands (re- Admiral Ho- 
fiding there about Five Years in the whole), and Once at Jamaica, where I remained about tham * 
Twelve Months, and was frequently on Shore at Jamaica: I never faw a Angle Punifhment 
inflifted. In the Windward Iftands, I faw Three Inftances of Negroes punilhcd by whipping, 
but not feverely. I have feen Punilhments more fevere inflifted on the Soldiers and Sailors. 

Did the Slaves in general appear to be properly fed, clothed, and lodged ? Queftion. 

When I firft went to the Weft Indies in the Year 1761, I obferved in the Ifland of Bar- Lord Rod- 
badoes that feveral of the Slaves were naked. Upon the Capture of Martinique, many of 
the Planters went thither; and in confequence of whac they obferved there. Clothes were 
given in great Quantities to the Slaves in the Ifland of Barbadoes : Indeed, by the Laws of 
the Ifland, they ought to have had Clothes given them before, but thefe Laws were not fuffi- 
ciencly obferved. When I was laft in the Weft Indies, and particularly in Jamaica, where I went 
all round the Ifland, I obferved that the Slaves were decently and neatly clothed. I never 
faw a Slave naked at Jamaica except on their firft Arrival ; after which they are furnifhed with 
Clothes immediately. In the Windward Iftands, the Negroes appeared to me to be properly 
fed, though not equally well fed as in the Ifland of Jamaica, where they have Advantages 
from the Quantity of Land afligned them for their own Ufe. In Jamaica, I have frequently 
feen them on the Saturday Afternoon going to Market to the Number of 50CO or 6000 to¬ 
gether, very neatly drefltd, with the Produce of the above Lands on their Heads, fuch as 
Garden Stuff and Fruit; and alfo Poultry and Pigs of their own breeding, which they fell for 
their own Profit; the Mafter never takes thefe from them ; but if he will not pay the Price 
aftced for them by the Negro, the latter always fays he will carry them to fome other Pur- 

chafer. With refpeft to Lodging, they are in general better off than the labouring Poor in 
this Country. 

I have been at many Plantations in Jamaica, and always found that the Slaves were well Sir Peter 
clothed, and fome of them remarkably neat and clean : The Women in particular pique them- Parker, 
lelves on being fo. The Slaves are fed well by their Mafters, and befides that, have Planta- 
icfis of their own, which they cultivate; and thofe that are induftrious grow rich, and enjoy 
t ■ tm *j vrs vcr y muC h. With refpeft to their Lodging, they have Huts that are more com- 

ao.t t an our Cottages. I do not know any of our labouring Poor who are fo well lodged. 

Jhe Slaves always appeared to me to be well fed, and to be furnilhed at lead with fuch Admiral Bar- 

’ rung as they want. When they work, they pull off their Jackets; but when it rains, al- rington. 
jys put them on again, as their Mafters are of opinion, that the working naked in the Rain 
' C ' a * t0 tke ’ r Health. Their Huts are infinitely fuperior to the Irifh Cabins, and 

much neater and cleaner. 

th c Plantations where I have been, the Negroes have always been properly clothed. Sirjolhua 
i m _n p e rntlCfl better fed than the common Labourers in England, and they have all of them RowIe J r * 
ottages of their own, kept very clean and neat. 

T °b^er v ed ihat the Houfe Negroes in Gentlemen’s Houfes are in general clothed. Admiral Ho. 
and the W W ° rk o l -b e are Por £ he moft Part naked, except that the Men wear Breeches, tham - 

day, ina on ]. en .Petticoats. Thefe alfo have Clothes, and on a Sunday, which is their Holi- 
ttfpeft r them appear neat and clean.

make ufe of any heavy Implement. They begin Work juft before Sun-rife, breakfaft about 
Eight, when I am told they are allowed One Hour. At Dinner they have generally Two 
Hours allowed them, fiom Twelve o’Clock till Two; from thence they work till Sun-fet, 
which is about Six in the Afternoon. 

We entirely agree with the above Account given by Lord Rodney. 

The Negroes are not overworked in any Refpett. Compare their Work with that of a Sailor 
belonging to a Merchant Ship in loading and unloading, and the latter will be found to do as 
much Work in a Day, as the former in a Week. 

I never obferved that the Negroes were overworked in any Refpett. 


Do the Negroes appear to be in a defponding State, or are they In general fatisfied with their 
Condition ? 

So far from being in a defponding State, that I have often wifhed the Poor in this Country 
were in fo happy a Condition. The Negroes have all the Appearance of Happinefs and Viva¬ 
city, and they generally dance in the Evenings after their Work is ended. 

They appeared to me to be very happy and well fatisfied with their Situation. They not 
only dance and fing in the h venings after their Work is ended, but you may hear them Ting¬ 
ing in the Fields while at Work. They enjoy themfelves a great deal more than the White 
People in the Weft Indies. 

They have appeared to me to be fo happy at Times when I have been very miferable my- 
felf, that I have very often wifhed myfelf in their Situation. 

They feem tp me to be much happier than the poor People in this Country. 

I have always obferved the Negroes to be very cheerful, good-humoured, and happy, efpe- 
cially when I have converfed with them. 


Do you conceive that the Plantations in the Weft Indies could be cultivated to Advan¬ 
tage by the Labour of Europeans ? 

Certainly not; the Europeans could not bear the Heat of the Climate. In the Articles of 
wooding and watering, we loft a very confiderable Number of our Seamen. The Negroes are 
brought from a Country lying equally between the Tropics, but where, from other Circum- 
ftances, the Climate is much more unhealthy. 

I am alfo of opinion it would be impofiible. There is an Oilinefs upon the Skin of a 
Negro, which enables him to bear the Heat of the Sun; whereas the Skin of the European: 
bliftered by it, and they cannot work but under the Shelter of an Awning. 

I fhould fuppofe it alfo to be impofiible. 

I fhould think the fame from what I have obferved among the Seamen. 

I fhould think it utterly impoflible to work the Plantations by means of Europeans: The- f 
Conftitutions would not ftand it.

Are not the French Ships employed in this Trade remarkably fine Veflels, and well manned? Queftion. 


They are doubly manned to ours, and much larger Ships. In the War that preceded the L° r 0 
Peace of 1748, we met ifco Sail of large Ships in One Convoy from St. Domingo only. Of 
thefe we Captured 40 Sail, and they were on an Average worth 2,o,oool. at lead: apiece; many 
of them were worth from 8o,oool. to 90,0001. 

They are certainly very fine Ships, and in general fuperior to ours, and their Complement Sir Peter 
is double to what we have. ar er- 

They carry infinitely more Men than ours: I fuppofe double the Number; and the Ships in AdmualEar, 
general are much larger. nngton. 

I am of the fame Opinion. Rowley] 3 * 

They are much larger than our Ships in this Trade, and carry, in proportion, a greater Admiral Ho- 
Number of Men according to their Bulk. tham. 

Has not the Number of thefe French Weft Indiamen greatly increafed of late Years ? Queftion. 

Prodigioudy ; and the Reafon is, the French have been increafing their Plantations in Lord Rod- 
every Ifland, particularly in St. Doiningo. nc ^ m

The Number of thefe Ships has increafed confiderably; I think at leaft One-fourth more. 

I think alfo the Number has increafed very much. When I was at Bourdeaux in the Year Admiral Bar- 
*776, I obferved many large Ships building there, and they were all defigned for this Trade, nngton. 

I am not fufficiently a Judge of the French Trade to fpeak to this Queftion. Admiral Ho- 


ADMIRAL EDWARDS has ferved on the Weft India Station: Was Two Years at Bar- Vice-admiral 
adoes, in 1759 and 1760 ■, and Four Times at Jamaica, the laft Time in the Year 1755. Edvv ardr.

Being afked. If he had any Information to give the Committee refpefting the Treat™^ ^ 
the Negro Slaves there ? he replied. He ufed to go frequently to the Gentlemen’s Pens ani fee 
the Negroes at Work in the Fields: They did not appear to him in general ill treated’ 


talked. If he conceived it would be poflible to keep up the prefent Stock of Slaves 
in the Weft Indies by more Attention to this Objeft ? Sir George gave it as his Opinion 
That by putting an end to Polygamy, and by releafing the Women from Field Labour’ 
and confining them to domeftic Work, and by fhewing proper Attention to them when 
pregnant, the Stock might not only be kept up, but would be increafed. Sir George Youn» 
is certain, that the Plough might be introduced there, which would tend to diminifh the 
.Labour of the Slaves—Mr. Afhley, of Cookham, has introduced the Plough with Succefs 
and fince its Introduction has not been under the Necefiity of purchafing Slaves; Sir George 
Young is of opinion, that many ufeful Regulations might be made in thefe Refpe&s • but 
when he was in the Weft Indies, the Planters did not feem defirous to encourage the breeding 
of Slaves, but thought it cheaper to purchafe. 


Mr. GANDY has been in the Ifiand of Antigua, was there at the Beginning of the War 
where he found fome Moravian Mifiionaries, who had been ill-treated at firft, but were 
afterwards protected by the Magiftrates, and met with great Succefs in converting the Slaves. 
Being afked. What was the EffeCt of this Succefs of the Mifiionaries ? he faTd, He had 
the Account only from them; the Mifiionaries feemed fatisfied. 

Mr. Gandy being afked. Whether he obferved among the Negroes of Santa Cruz the 
lame Religious Worfhip that prevailed on the Coaft of Africa? replied. He faw no Trace 
of Religion. 


Mr. NICOLLS is a Native of Barbadoes, but was not capable of much Obfervation till 
he returned to the Ifiand in the Year 1768; he continued there till 1770, but has not been 
there fince that Time; refided there as a Minifter of the Gofpel, occafionally aflifting his 
Friends without having any particular ecclefiaftical Duty. The Information he has to give 
applies folely to the Management of the Slaves in the Weft Indies; and bein<> afked. What 
Obfervarions he made during his Refidence there refpeCting the Manner o°f creatine the 
Slaves ? replied. One of the principal Reafons which induced him to quit the Ifiand, and not 
to return to it fince, was what he obferved of the Treatment of the Negroes; they were 
frequently ill-fed, worked more than they could bear, and punifhed beyond what their 
Offences feemed to require; though at the fame Time he muft fay, that he knew many humane 
Mafters, particularly Sir John Allen, the Reverend Mr. Carter, the Reverend Dr. Wharton, 
and the Reverend Mr. Haines Gibbs, and others; he has heard that the Produce of the 
Eftate was frequently in proportion to the kind Treatment of the Negroes, particularly with 
refpeCl to the Eftate of Dr. Mapp, who railed a confiderable Fortune by the Management 
and humane Treatment of his Slaves, and purchafed very few Negroes, and thofe Natives. 
The Intercourfe alio between the Whites and the Negro Women, and the Confequences 
which that produced, were very affecting to Mr. Nicolls, as being the frequent Caufe of 
bad Treatment to the Slaves. 

Mr. Nicolls being afked. Whether he chofe to ftate any Particulars ? faid. He did 
not. 

Being afked. Whether he obferved, that on thofe Eftates where the Negroes were humanely 
treated, they increafed? replied. They always did increafe, and he believes the Want of 
Increafe is in fome Degree to be imputed to the working the Negro Women soo hard, and 

not allowing them Time to take care of their Children. 

Mr. Nicolls being afked, Whether he knew of any Eftates in the Ifiand of Barbadoes where 
the Stock of Negroes has been kept up without frefh Supply by Purchafe? replied. He 

l.ved reclufe, but has heard of fome Eftates, to the Number of Ten or Fourteen, where the 

Stock was kept up without any frefh Importation ; Mr. Nicolls particularly knows that the 
Reverend Mr. Garter never purchafed any new Negroes. 

Mr Nicolls having on a fubfequent Day read over the above Evidence, defired, and was 
allowed to make fome Addition to it, which he did in the following Words • 

Some Particulars having efcaped my Recollection at the Time of Examination, and 
being elpecially defirous of ftating no Circumftance which I could not atteft in the mo^ 
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folemn Manner, and perhaps under a vefy great Impreffion of Refpedl at the Time, omitting 
what I might otherwife have faid, I gladly avail myfelf of the Indulgence allowed of recoi¬ 
ling myfelf, and adding fome Lines to the foregoing. 

Jt appears to me, that the Diforders of the Negro Children, which often Carry them off 
in Infancy, frequently proceed from the Milk of their Mothers being rendered feverifli and 
tinwholefome by the Labours of the Field, while they are Nurfes, as well as from the Want 
of fufficient and hearty Food and Care. 

The Labour in Barbadoes, as far as I could obferve, received in general no Intermiflion 
but on Sundays ; an entire Day being feldom given, except at the Three great Feftivals, and 
even Half a Day was not given, to the bell of my Knowledge and Belief, even Once a 
Qu3iter: I li3ve known the Negroes to be continued at the Boiling-houfe Work during 
the greater Part of Saturday Night, and even till Sun-rife on Sunday} nor is the whole of 
that D3y of Reft appropriated to themfelves, as commonly they provide Provender for the 
Horfes from the Fields, Morning and Evening, and it being their only Holiday, thev attend 
a diftant Market, from whence they return exhaufted to the Labours of the enfuing Week. 

Of the Difficulty of feafoning African Negroes, from their Defpondency and Self-negleft, 

I have been fometimes a Witnefs, as well as of the Lamenefs and other Diforders of Seamen 
employed in th3t Trade, which Difcorders have often occafioned their Difchargej a charitable 
Lidy whom I knew having often relieved them under fuch Circumftances. 


The following Evidence of the Rev. Ilham Baggs of Yarlington, near 
Wincanton, Somerfet, was delivered by him in Writing to the Com¬ 
mittee ; Mr. Baggs being brought to the Committee by Mr. Clark- 
fon while the Report was preparing; and a few Alterations were made 
in it upon Queftions put to this Witnefs with his Confent. 


Par. n. Mr. Baggs has been in the Weft Indies, but Barbadoes is the Iftand where his Ob- 
fervations chiefly lay. He has certainly feen Inftances of Treatment to the Negroes there, that 
have Ihocked him much. He has feen old Slaves, who were paft their Labour, turned off to beer 
in the Streets, and to get their Living as they could : He has alfo feen pregnant Women, who 
appeared to be juft ready to tumble to Pieces, whipped by the Drivers to make them keep up 
with the reft, with the fame Severity as the Men. Thefe were the Inftances of cruel Treatment 
that particularly (truck his Attention. He is firmly of opinion, from his Knowledge of the 
Africans in their own Country, as well as in the Colonies, that the Planters could do without 
,rc *h Supplies, if they chofej and that the Slave Trade is totally unnecefiary.

Par t itt t,le Rr °d uce of the Scraps of broken Land that was ftill left them. 
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Sometimes there was a real Scarcity of imported Grain, then the Slaves were obliged td 
fhift for themfelves; at bed the Supply was fcanty, and inadequate to their Wants. In unfa 
vourable Seafons, their Provifion Lands failed; often their Roots were ftolen, and they had 
only Sunday on which to cultivate them. When I fettled in the Ifland, Anno 1762, there wen 
dill feveral Planters Who had ledened the Growth of Ifland Providons, without gi vino- an ’ 
thing but a few Herrings in their dead. In fhort, the Slaves continued to be irregularly and 
fparingly fupplied, therefore to be inefficient and fickly, requiring great Numbers to perform 
the ordinary Plantation Work, and making frequent Supplies necedary from the Slave Mark t 
This was open to daily Obfervationj wherever Slaves were fed a little more plentifully than 
others, they were found able not only to do their own Work with Eafe, but alfo to afiilt their 
Neighbours. 

2d. Their inceflaht Labour. 

This is a great Check both to their Exertion and Population. The ordinary Work hardly 
allows of any longer Refpite than Four or Five Hours in the Twenty-four. This was l'ouni- 
verfal, that I recolledt hardly above One Indance of a contrary Pradtice, from which to make* 
Comparifon pf the Effects of different Management, and mud therefore leave it to the unbiased 
Judgment of thofe who ffiall conliderhow much it mud affedt the human Conllitution; in ffiorr* 
it wears it down, and hadens on old Age j it being necedary for Slaves to be placed in favour¬ 
able Circumdances of Indulgence and good Treatment, to reach an advanced Period in Life: 
It is exceeding rare to fee a grey-headed Negro. 

3d. Treatment of Slaves. 

Almoft the only Indrupnents ufed in managing Slaves are, the Whip, Bean-dick, Dungeofy 
and Chains: The Mader is adtuated in his Condudt towards them by a condant fufpitious 
Jealoufy, that is to be fatisfied by no Exertion, that is to be foftened by no Attachment. A 
Mader confiders not his Horfe nor his Mule as ever oppofed in point of Intered to him; but 
this (with an Exception here and there to a particular Favourite) is the condant Light in winch 
a Slave is viewed. The Mader, confcious that he makes his Slave a mere Inllrument of 
Profit, concludes that his Slave mud view him as his Enemy and Oppreffor; he therefore 
treats him as his Enemy, and oppreffes him in Revenge. It is a certain Fadt, that generally 
fpeaking, in my Time, a Slave was not conlidered as an Objedt of Sympathy or deferv:ngof 
Regard. Every poffible Exertion was forced out of him ; no Exertion was rewarded; he was 
worked, managed, and whipped as a Brute; he was fufpefted and hated as a Rival, and 
treated as an Enemy; that this proceeds not from any particular Depravity in the Mailers, as 
Men, is evident from Europeans almod univerfally not only falling into the fame Habit, but 
generally exceeding the Creoles in this fpiteful Severity. No Set of Men are more ready 
than Planters with their good Offices, or to open their Purfes to White Men or Strangers in 
Didrefs; but a Slave is not confidered as an Objedt of Companion, or as having a Claim to 
Sympathy; all mud be forced out of him, without Feeling, without Recompente; he is 3 
Spunge that mud be fqueezed before he can be made to render his Contents. The Mader is 
ever careful how he expreffes himfelf pleafed with the Slave’s bed Endeavour to l« vc 
him. 

4th. Want of Clothing. 

Slaves are not regularly nor diffidently fupplied with Clothing; from One and an Half 
to Two and an Half Yards of blue Blanket, and perhaps an Ofnaburgh Petticoat for the 
Women, is the ordinary annual Allowance; nor is this to be exculed from the Warmth 
the Climate; the Evenings and Mornings require the Body to be well covered ; theFad’?> 
that no Slave, who can by any means procure Clothes for himfelf, is contented with this 
Allowance; Penurioufnefs in the Mader, alone preferibes the Quantity meafured out to 
them. 

5th. Inattention to the Breeding of Slaves. 

There is not the lead Regard paid to the breeding of Slaves, except where the Manage'* 
a married Man, whofe Wife, of her own accord, without Orders or Reward, fympath'Z" 
with the Negreffes when pregnant, helps them put with a few Rags to wrap their ’ 

and fees that they are properly tended when lying-in; but there is a prevailing O b J etl f£ 
againd the employing of married Men, on the Suppofition that their Families ufe m 
Sugar, and keep more Attendants about the Houfe than Bachelors; neither of wh ‘ cn c , n 
generally true. No Increafe from Births, except in very few particular Circumdances, 
be expedted where a Bachelor is employed, efpecially as they often are giddy inexpcne 11 
young Men, and are frequently changed. With fuch, nothing but Labour is heeded; 
Encouragement, and Red, are never thought of. 

It is faid, a particular Planter of St. Kitt's has proved to the Privy Council the Net* ■ 
of Supplies, from the Unhealthinefs of a particular Plantation belonging to himfelf :J " jt 
the Care of that Plantation before he purchafed it, then it had no fuch Charadter: A fI 
came into his Hands, in lefs than Eight Years it had Four Changes of Managers, ^ 
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One of thofe Was a iflarried Man. There is nothing in the Situation of that Plantation td 
make it lefs healthy than thofe lying for feveral Miles on each Side of it; but never fince it 
belonged to him has it been in Circumftances to increafe from the Births. When he men-* 
tionecf his having propofed Rewards for breeding Women, he ought to have told what 
Clothing, what Food, what Indulgence; what Accommodation he fupplied them with; 
that Gentleman has not been in the Ifland fince 1760 or 1761, and can only judge of its 
prefent State by Letters or Converfation. 

6th. Additional Labour impofed on the Slaves from the ufual Manner of feeding Cattle. 

Even the largeft Plantations cannot be faid to allow any Lands for the Growth of Grafs ; 
a few Ranges between the Cane Fields, and a few worn-out Bits of Land, form in general 
the whole Provifioh for Cattle. Their Dependance is on Grafs, hand-picked by the Slaves, 
and in Crop Time on Cane Tops. During a great Part of the Year Grafs is only to be 
found in fhady Places towards the Mountains. The Slaves muft walk in the Heat of the 
Day, perhaps, Two Miles right out to pick up for them a fmall Fardel of Grafs and Weeds. 
Thus, the Cattle are ill-fed, and whatever they cannot perform is impofed on the Slaves, 
who have been wearied out in this abfurd Attempt to feed them; yet perhaps a full Fourth 
Part of what is now put in Canes, would be more profitable if planted in Provifions and 
Grafs. The Quantity of Sugar would hardly be diminifhed; for the reft receiving more 
Manure, would be more certain and more productive in its Crops; but fuppofing it diminifhed 
in any pofiible Proportion, the annual Expences in new Slaves and Cattle would be leffened 
in a much greater Proportion. It is impoffible for one not acquainted in the Colonies, to 
conceive the Oppreffion impofed on the Slaves by this Neglect of procuring Food for the 
Cattle; not only in the actual Fatigue occafioned by Grafs-picking, but alfo in the additional 
Labour exacted from him, to make up for the Weaknefs and Difproportion of the Cattle kept to 
do the Plantation Work. 

7th. Necefiity of Supplies. 

This is charged on the original Difproportion of the Sexes, Unhealthinefs of Situation, 
unnatural Difpofition of the Negreffes, the Necefiity of working them hard to anfwer the 
Planters Purpofe of purchafirtg them. I fliall pafs by the Effrontery which dares to offer 
fuch Reafons before our Country, and confider them in Order. 

ift. The Difproportion of the Sexes fprings equally from Inhumanity and Avarice. A few 
Years prefent Labour, without charging himlelf with the Maintenance of unproductive old 
Age, or the Interruptions of Pregnancy or Nurfing in the other Sex, has made the Planter 
generally prefer Males to Females, the ready prepared Supply of the Slave Market to the 
ftow Recruits of Generation; therefore he muft take on himfelf the Confequences, and 
cannot expefl that the Legiflature fhould continue to indulge him in thofe finifter Motives, 
which are not to be feparated from the Mifery, Opprefiion and Murder of the unhappy 
Vi&ims of his Covetoufnefs: But among the Creole Slaves, which make Four-fifths of the 
whole, the Sexes are in due Proportion. Perhaps it may be found that, among them, the 
Females exceed the Males confiderably. Of African Slaves, not One in Ten leaves Pofterityj 
it is therefore neither neceffary nor difereet to go to Africa for Recruits. 

2d. To Unhealthinefs of Situation I allow very little. Our Sugar Colonies contain Fouf 
Millions of Acres: 240,000 Acres of good Land well tilled and manured. Half of it being 
cropt alternately, would annually produce more Sugar than all our Iftands fend to Market. 
Surely foch a Proportion, conveniently fituated, might eafily be felefted; if it be obferved 
that an indifferent Perfon cannot pretend to judge better for Planters than they in every Cafe 
muft do for nemfelves, I deny the Inference. Very few Proprietors capable of puffing on 
Improvements, manage their own Plantations. Managers wifh to avoid the being obliged to 
anfwer for the Confequences of Changes. The Method of forcing every Scrap of Land to 
receive the Sugar Cane, and doing the whole Work with a Hand Hoe and a Hedge Bill, 
has been long eftabliffed, and requires an Effort to break through it, of which few Planters 
capable. 

But in well-regulated Settlements, the firft Point is to take poffellion of the Glebe by 
turning the whole Bent of Labour to lodge and maintain the Inhabitants from the Soil; 
perhaps in every Situation the Produdtions of a Diftri< 5 t is a natural Antidote to its Unheal- 
ffinefs. This indeed can alone explain the different Effefts of the Air of any Place on 
atives and Strangers. Thus Africans are healthy in their own Country: Europeans are 
} ; kly there. Some Part of this Difference may be aferibed to the Intemperance of the 
-tter, and their Negledl to accommodate themfelves to the Circumftances of the Climate, 
e pecially living in the Manner of and on the Provifions brought from Europe. Now in 
our Well Indian Settlements the Firft Objedl is, the eresfling of Sugar Works, and the 
planting of the Sugar Cane, Coffee, or fome other Article of Exportation. The fcanty 
Maintenance of the Slave is drawn from North America and Europe; he dares not plant or 
partake of what the Soil invites him to ffare; but, like the muzzled Ox, treads out the 
Vorn for others; or like a Soldier cooped up in a Garrifon, is prevented from ffaring in 
ffe Plenty around him. 

Suppofe a Spot fo unhealthy as to prevent the Natives from ever becoming accuftomed to 
•t; yet were Slaves in general properly treated, more healthy Places would foon overflow and 
tfpair the Lofs; every Country is capable of not only lupporiing but of increafing its 

dumber of Inhabitants. 
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Our Sugar Colonies have particular Advantages in the Extenfivenefs of the Sea Coaft and 
Salubrity of the Air, if their Inhabitants were not kept under by harfh Treatment and 
fcanty mufiy Food, brought from diftant Parts, adapted neither to the Climate nor their 
Labour; but if any Spot be found abfolutely incorrigible, we have no Right to force unwilling 
Wretches without Reward, without any common Intereft, to facrifice their Lives to our 
Avarice. We mutt abandon it and turn our Views another Way. 

3d. To any general unnatural Difpofition in Negrefies, I give a fiat Denial; it | 3 
Blafphemy againfi Nature to fuppofe it. That Wretches who are upbraided, curft, and ill- 
treated, as I myfelf have been witnefs to, for being found in a Condition to become Mothers, 
Ihould lament the Circumftance and with it to be otherwife with them; that they fhould have 
little Pleafure in cherilhing and carefiing a Babe, whom they nuift fhortly refign to Stripes, to 
Blows, to Chains, may eafily be imagined ; yet Nature is ftrong enough to overcome all this, 
and make them anxious and tender of their Offspring, facrificing their Eafe and fcanty Portion 
of Reft to nurfe and tend it. No Careleffnel’s can be feen, except where they have been 
hired out to, or fuffered to accompany with profligate Sailors or White Men. 

4th. That they are purchafed not for the Purpofes of Population, but of being worked 
down, I (hall readily admit, and their Matters will anfwer for it before an awful Tribunal: 
But I deny that it ever anfwers the Purpofes of Avarice. This has been fully eftabliftied bv 
the Dean of Middleham. In Confirmation of his Teftimony, I might go from one End of 
St. Chriftopher’s to another, and point out on every Plantation even the immediate deftruclive 
EfFedls of pufhing Slaves beyond their Strength. I dare affirm, that Three well-attefted 
Inftances of the Profit arifing from purchafing Slaves, that will bear to be confidered in every 
Point of View, are not to be produced; and were we to allow the Fa< 5 t, who is the Man that 
has Courage to come forward and avow the Deed, boaft of Wealth forced out of an uninterefted 
Wretch’s Labour, moiftened with a Brother’s Blood? 

8th. Ability of White Men to labour in the Weft Indies. 

This I confider as proved from the Teftimony of Robertfbn in his Trafts, as well as from 
a Reference to the original Settlement of the Iflands. Robertfon fays, that when the 
Importation of White Servants was checked after the Reftoration, the Planters had Caufe to 
complain of the Meafure, and he cenfures the Hardfhip of being forced to buy Slaves, in 
much tire fame Terms as Planters now blame the propofed Abolition of the Slave Trade; 
certainly the original Clearing of the Lands could not have been more fatal to the Lives of 
White Servants than the fettling of the neutral Iflands, and the clearing of frefh Lands in 
Jamaica, fince the Peace of 1763, has been to Negroes; the Faff is, that White Handicraft: 
Men now labour more hardly in the Weft Indies in lefs favourable Circumftances than with 
proper Management it is necefiary for Slaves to do in the Cultivation of the Sugar Cane; 
Blackfmiths, Mafons, Carpenters, Sawyers, among whom White Men may be found, have 
all more laborious Employments than ordinary Plantation Work. 

9th. Labour of Slaves cheaper than that of Free Men. 

Impofiible; for the Planters Advocate acknowledges, that a Slave does not One-third the 
ordinary Work of a Free Man; and the Purchafe and Infurance of a Slave are heavy Ar¬ 
ticles, that take not place in the Cafe of a Free Labourer. 

10th. Necefiity of continuing the Slave Trade till the Plantations fhall be flocked. 

Not for One Hour; perhaps hardly more than One Half of the Number of Slaves now in the 
Colonies are employed in the Culture of the Sugar Cane : If they were properly afiifted with 
Cattle and Farming Inttruments, a much fmaller Number would fend the lame Produce to 
Market, without being under a Necefiity of being worked down fo as to render them unable 
to keep their Numbers up from the Births. But if any Recruit be really wanted, take the 
many ufelefs Domeftics that fwarm in every Family rather than go to Africa, and fupply their 
Place with White Servants, or Free Negroes and Mulattoes; or buy up the Slaves of poor 
White People, who are kept idle, heartlefs, and poor, depending on their Slaves Labour; if 
obliged to ferve themfelves, they would become hearty, contented, and rich. 

nth. The Advantage of buying African Slaves. 

No Calcula ion can prove this. The Planters mention Evidence before the Privy Council, 
of new Slaves felling in Martinico for 60 1 . ; they have been fold in our Iflands for 48 1 .— 
Suppofe a Lot of Ten at 45 1 . or 4<;o 1 —Long tells you they are feafoned in Three Years, and 
that from One Third to One Half die in the feafoningRobertfon makes the Deaths Two 
out of Five, or Four out of Ten.-—We fhall take this at the Medium. Colony Intereft varies 
from Ten to Si x per Cent, generally with Premiums or Confignments, which is ftill morede- 
ftruftive to the Planter; we fhall charge on the Three Years feafoning only Twenty pen Cent* 
or fomething lefs than Seven per Cent, per Annum ; this makes 90 1 . Intereft to be added. 
Planters fay the annual Coft of a Slave in Food, Clothes, Surgeon, Taxes, tcc. is at 81 .; 
fhall charge only 10I. on the original Number for the Three Years feafoning; this makes icoh 
in the whole: At the Three Years End we have Six Slaves worth in orimnal Price, Intereft, 
and Maintenance, 640I.; they are faid to occupy Lands and other Property equal to double 
their Value, or 1280 1 .; both together make up the Sum of 1920!.—Long fays, if they be 
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puttied to produce more than Two Hogftieads of Sugar for Three Slaves, they may be fup- 
dicd from the Births ; this will be Four Hogfheads of Sugar for Six Slaves. This is indeed 
a reater Proportion than the Iflands, taken as One Whole, have ever produced ; their Slaves 
ought therefore to increafe from the Births. Four Hogfheads of Sugar, with their Rum, after 
naving the various Plantation Salaries, feeding and clothing of the Slaves, fupolying Stores, 
Livestock, &c. leave at the Rate of ial. for each Hoglhead, or in all 48I. to anfwer the In- 
furanee of the Six Slaves, and pay the Intereft of the Capital of 1920I. The Infurance of a 
Slave's Life is reckoned Five per Cent. ; but as, according to Robertfon and D’Auberteuil, 
they all die in Fifteen Years, it Ihould be near Seven per Cent .—At Five per Cent. Six Slaves 
worth 640I. give 32I.; the Intel eft of 1920I. Capital, at Six per Cent, is 115I. ; both to¬ 
gether make 147 1 . hence an annual Lofs of 99I.—But fuppofe the Six Slaves rented from an¬ 
other Perfon, their Rent and Infurance will be about 14I. each, or 84 1 .; the Property of 1280I. 
occupied by them, at Six per Cent. Ihould give 76I. ; both together, 160I.; which makes an 
annual Lofs of 112 1 .—The Planter is welcome to raife the Produce of a Slave’s Labour as high, 
and fink the Claims on it as low, as he can fhew proper Documents for. I am not afraid of his 
proving a Balance on the other Side : Indeed nothing is rated high except the Land and Stock, 
which is only worth double the Value of the Slaves, when thefe are eftimated at 50I. or 60 1 . 
6 Sell • 

I am well aware that a Perfon, not acquainted with the Weft Indies, will hardly be brought 
to believe in fuch a Calculation as this, or that the annual Value of a Slave’s Labour exceeds 
rot 8 or iol.; yet the Truth is, that almoft every fmall Plantation, and perhaps more than 
Half of the whole, do not fupport themfelves and pay the Intereft Money due upon them: 
Even thofe who fupply their Proprietors with the moft fplendid Revenues, if annual or frequent 
Supplies of Slaves be neceflary, would not ftand the Teft of Calculation ; the real State is 
concealed from them, becaufe when a Bill is drawn for new Slaves, they feel only a cafual Di¬ 
minution of the Revenue they can fpend i the Expence is thrown on their Property generally; 
they cannot judge of its Operation, and think no more of it till a new Demand is made for a 
new Lot of Slaves. Indeed the only Situations in which Weft Indian Eftates feem to make a 
profitable Return is in the Cafe above, where the Property of the Family in PofTefiion has been 
able to weather the Expences of Settlement; or where one has, for perhaps One Third of the 
real Coft, fucceeded to the Labours of a bankrupt Planter, and can. allow for the precarious 
Returns of good and bad Years, to keep up the Plantation Stock, and the Owner’s ordinary 
Expences ; or where the Proprietor has fome gainful Trade or Profeftion, or Place of Manager, 
which enables him to referve the Produce of the Plantation to ftock and work itfelf clear of 
Incumbrances. 


12th. Plantations that have not required any, or frequent Supplies. 


Wherever there are Circumftances in favour of good Treatment, Plantations are eafily kept 
up; where there is Want of Attention, they fall back and require Supplies. The State of the 
Slaves will always difeover a Change in the Management of the Plantation: Thus from 1763 
to 1781, Mills Nichola Town Plantation had careful Managers, and a kindly, tender Manager’s 
Wife; the Slaves in the firft Year were 208, in the laft 234. Mr. Molineux’s Plantation 
increafed from about 200 in 1763, to 217 in 1773 ; till 1779 it kept up to 213 : In this laft 
Period feveral old Negroes, who were perhaps the Remains of fome Lot, died off; about this 
Time the Manager loft his Wife, and in 1781 the Numbers were reduced to 203. Mr. Madan’s 
Plantation in 1765 contained 158; fome Time about 1775, a careful young Man, a Surgeon, 
became Manager: The Slaves in 1781 were 172, and, according to my Information, it con¬ 
tinues to increafe. Lord Romney’s Plantation in 1763 contained about 500 Slaves, it has not 
fince that Time, except it has been very lately, had a Recruit of above Fifteen or Twenty Slaves; 
and had Population been the Objett, fuch are its peculiar Advantages, that the Number at this 
l ime might have been double. Mr. Crook’s Plantation in 1766 contained 157 ; in 1772, under 
his own Care, it had increafed to 180; in 1781, under other Care, it had fallen back to 157. 
G. W. Thomas’s Plantation in 1762 contained about 200 Slaves, it then required a conftant 
annual Supply of Fifteen or Twenty Negroes, on account of their being over-worked; it might 
be confidered as a new Plantation flocked with African Slaves : In 1763 a new Manager had 
the Care of it, and it had received no Supplies in 1781 from that Time ; in 1765 its Number 
was 183 ; in 1781, 154. This may be accounted for from the Circumftance of being chiefly 
recruited with Males : But becoming more healthy, the fmaller Number did the Work equally 
well, and made more Sugar than the original Number of 200. As it ftill continues under the 
fame Manager, the Africans being now in general dead, it may be fuppofed to have begun to 
increafe. 


brom what has happened on this Plantation, we may conjecture the EffeCt of the Abolition 
of the Slave Trade, where Africans abound: From the Over-proportion of Males, they will at 
firft decreafe in Number ; but becoming more healthy by better Treatment, and eafed by the 
AQiftance of Cattle and improved Inftruments of Agriculture, the Work will be better done, 
perhaps more Sugar be made, and at length they will begin to increafe from the Births. It 
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would be an Invidious Talk to point out Plantations where Negledt and indifcreet Treatrr 
have reduced the Number of Slaves: But it is only necefiary for me to begin on either Sid 
the Place where I lived, and defcribe each Plantation by its Management, and the Confc- 
quences; fcanty Food, fevere Treatment, indifcreet Labour, always produced Sicknefs and 
Lofs of Lives. ia 


13th. Runaway Slaves. 

In every Plantation, in proportion to the fevere Treatment and fcanty Food, Numbers of 
Slaves abfent themfelves from their Labour, and keep out in the Woods, or hire themfelves 
to the principal Slaves in the Mountain Plantations, to work in their Provifion Grounds- 
When their Work is done, they either difmifs them, or, to get the Reward for bringing back 
Runaways, carry them home to their Matters, who, if they have been abfent Six Monthf may 
have them condemned by the Magiftrates, and receive their Value out of the Ifland Treafury. 
^ late Commander in Chief of the Leeward Iflands was noted for paying his public Taxes 
with his Runaway Negroes Lives; he certainly was an unfeeling Matter, and did not feed his 
Slaves. 

Almoft every Plantation keeps Two or more of the moft trufty Slaves as Hunters, conftantly 
learching the Mountains for Runaways. In fome Plantations, the Number of Runaways often 
amounts to One Tenth of the whole, or perhaps a Fifth Part of the Working Slaves. When 
brought home, they are feverely flogged, have Iron Rings of Ten or Twelve Pounds Weight 
hammered round their Ankles, Iron Crooks or Collars rivetted about their Necks, and they 
are made to work in the Field chained Four or Five together : At Night they are thruft, chained 
together. Ten, Twelve, or more, into the Dungeon, a Place of Ten or Twelve Feet fquare 
with no Opening for Air but a fmall Hole cut in the Door. Thefe Wretches have no Oppor¬ 
tunity of adding any thing to the Plantation Allowance of Food, which, where they are moft 
numerous, is generally very fmall, and for the moft Part only raw Horfe-beans, nor is there 
always Care taken to fupply them with a little Water; their Food, fuch as it is, they may 
arels as they can. There are Inftances of fome being found fuffocated in the Morning. Kept 
m this State, they foon drop off, and new Supplies mutt be purchafed. 

14th. Happinefs of Slaves in our Colonies. 

It is fa id, Negroes fing and dance, and fhew Signs of Content that makes their State appear 
enviable to the high eft and happieft Speftator. A Lark will fing in a Cage—is he therefore as 
happy as when, in full Enjoyment of his Powers, he foars out of Sight to chaunt his Morning 
Hymn . It 1S well for Human Nature that, forgetting Circumftances, it can make the moft 
o the prefent Moment: But to talk of Happinefs which depends on the Will or Caprice of 
another is a Mifapplication of the Term. Thofe who think thus of their State, fhould fee 
^llowance of Food diftributed* fhould follow them into the Field* attend the Calling of 
„ C L . l “» * be Examination of their Bundles of Grafs, and obferve the Application of the Driver’s 
Whip; they mould enter the Hofpital, inquire into the Nature and Caufe of their Ailments, 
and remark how they are attended, nurfed, and fupported under them : He mutt not take his 
Examples from a Parcel of idle Domeftics, among whom his Prefence has made a Holiday, 
which makes them for the Hour forget their fcanty Diet, the peevilh Caprice and harfh 
Treatment of their Matters. r

The above Paper having been read, Mr. Ramfay was afked. Whether he had any further 
Information to give the Committee on the Treatment of Slaves in the Weft Indies ? and 
made the following Reply* viz. 


I have given my Reafoning in my Paper, and on the Fadts I ftake my Chafer. 

I beg leave to read an Extradt of a Letter from a refpedtable Perfon in the Ifland of St. 
Chnftopher; it is as follows : “ I can alfo add to your Felicity by alluring you* from my own 
^ Observation* that notwithftanding the many Objeftions ftarted to your Book upon 
Slavery, the Juftne.s of its Principles is plainly evinced by the more kind and benevolent 
Treatment the Negroes daily meet with, which fhews you, that Men are averfe to the 
« Acknowledgment of difagreeable Truths, but evince it by their Conduct. Your Aim* 

' \ nfv ^d hereb y> and y° ur H «rt will rejoice at the Good you have done, notwithftanding 
c the Obloquy you have met with.” 


Mr. Ramfay added, I beg leave to obferve, that what I have ftated of the ill Treatment 
of Slaves, does not anfe from any particular ill or cruel Difpofition in the Planters, but fr«m 
the natural Connection between Slavery and Tyranny. 
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Further Evidence received by the Committee refpeEling the 'Treatment 

of Slaves in the TVef Indies. 

Mr. BOTHAM went out to the Weft Indies in the Year 1772, and returned in 1774, has Mr. Botham, 
vifited mod of the Iflands, both French and Englifh, but was never at Jamaica. 

Being alked, What Information he could give the Committee relating to the Treatment of 
Slaves in the Weft Indies, either in the Englifh or French Iflands ? replied. As far as his 
Information went during the fhort Time he was there (which was Two Years), it appeared to 
him that Slavery necefiarily required a Degree of Cruelty, as without it Slaves cannot be 
prevailed on to work, and the Praftice feems to correfpond with this Idea ; as to particular 
lnftances of Cruelty he was not in a way to obferve them; what he principally wilhed to 
reprefent to the Committee was, the Practicability of cultivating the Sugar Cane by Free 
People, which he carried on for feveral Years at Bencoolen, in the lfland of Sumatra, but 
never knew that Mode carried on in the Weft Indies. 

Mr. Botham then delivered * in a Paper, pointing out the Mode of cultivating a Sugar * Mr. Bo- 
Plantation in the Eaft Indies ; and being alked. Whether he had any further Information to .d 13 " 1 ’ 9 P a P er 
give the Committee? replied. All that he had written was only to fhew that a Sugar lj,eEndof 
Plantation in the Eaft Indies is cultivated with much lefs human Labour than in the Weft thisPartof 
Indies; that he fpoke within Compafs when he faid One-third lefs. By cultivating the the Report. 
Land with Free People, the Expence of the Labourer is got rid of at Times, when his 
Afiiftance is not wanted; but in the Weft Indies the Planter is obliged to maintain his Slave 
at all Times. 


Mr. STUART had a Living in South Carolina, and in confequence of the laft War left Reverend 
that Province, and went to the lfland of Guadaloupe, remained in that lfland about a JamejStuart. 
Fortnight, but was not particular in his Inquiries while there relative to the Treatment of the 
Negroes; they appeared to him in general cheerful and looked well, feemed to be more 
familiar with the White People than they are in our Iflands, and he did not obferve any 
Severities ufed towards them. 


Mr. Stuart went from Guadaloupe to Dominica, where he remained a Month, but was 
confined during the Time with a fevere Fever, fo had no Opportunity of making any 
Obfervations there; from thence he went to Santa Cruz, and was there a Month or Six 
Weeks, went out into the Plantations, and about the Towns, and did not obferve any Severities 
there; made Inquiry about the Treatment of Negroes, and was told, that if a Mafter 
treated his Negro with Severity, the Danifh Government took the Plantation out of the 
Hands of the Proprietor, or his Manager, and put it into thofe of Truftees, to be managed 
for his Benefit. 

Mr. Stuart obferved that Numbers of the Negroes went to the Meetings of the Moravians, 
and underftood that their Attendance on thofe Meetings not only did not contribute to retard 
taeir Bufinefs, but that it made them more orderly, and the Mafter or Miftrefs was always 
pleafed that their Negroes fhould attend thofe Meetings. It appeared to Mr. Stuart that the 
Nature of the Government of Santa Cruz being arbitrary, operated as a Check upon the Planters. 

Mr. Stuart went from Santa Cruz to St. Euftatius, and refided there, and at Nevis and 
St. Kitt’s, for the Space of 18 Months : At St. Euftatius there are not above Two or Three 
Sugar Plantations, but there are a great Number of Negroes employed as Servants, and they 
are treated very humanely. 


From St. Euftatius Mr. Stuart went to St. Chriftopher’s, where he pafled the chief Part of 
the above 18 Months, in the Years 1778 and 1779; in general he thought the Slaves in 
die lfland of St. Chriftopher’s hardly treated, and very much opprefled by the Labour required 
jrorn them ; he alfo thought the Puniftiments there very fevere, having feen the Negroes 
hogged very cruelly for what appeared to him very trifling Faults, fuch as not picking Grafs 
enough, going into a Field and cutting a Cane, and fometimes for not keeping up in their 
-■> when their Strength was not equal to that of their Companions. Mr. Stuart has feen 
a " . heard the Negroes whipped, and their Mode of Punifhment is thus : They lay them on 
eir Faces, having Four Negroes to hold them down by the Legs and Arms; the Punifh- 
Pj-nt is infli&ed by a Negro, under the Direftion of the Overfeer or Manager, with a long 
• sp, made of a tough Subftance, called Mahoe, which grows in the Mountains, and he 
as *een them whipped till the Flefh was cruelly mangled and raw. 

refpeft to Clothing, Mr. Stuart is of opinion that the Clothing in general given to 
e 1 e o roe s is too flight even for that Climate ; he thought alfo that the Allowance of Food 
t° o fcanty, and particularly fo in fome Plantations, and it did not appear to him that the 

e groes upon fome of the Plantations had Time fufficient allowed them to cook their 
“tovtfions. 

Co^d' 1 ^ W ^ at ^ as obferved, both in America and in the Weft Indies, Mr. Stuart thinks the 
1 -ition of the Negroes, even under the moft humane Matters, is deplorable. hrlieves 
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their Treatment in America and in the Weft Indies is nearly alike, but in our Weft l n( j; 
Iflands it appeared to him to be more feverc than cither in the French or Danifh Iflands. * 

With rcfpctt to their Work he obfcrvcd, that the Negroes in the Ifland of St. Chriftophrr 
were called up about Five in the Morning, and continued to work as long as it was Day-light' 
except a fmall Portion of Time allowed them for their Breakfaft and for their Dinner ; as far 
as he knows, they have no Holidays allowed them except Sundays, and they work ev"n 
then, but for thcmfclvcs. One Part of their Work is to pick Grafs, of which they are oblic d 
to pick a certain Quantity in a fmall Space of Time, and are flogged if they do not pick 
the given Quantity. 

In Sicknefs there is a Dottor who attends them, and Mr. Stuart believes their Treatment 
at that Time is pretty humane. 

Mr. Stuart being afked. What he obferved of the Incrcafe of the Negroes in Carolina 
and the Weft Indies? replied. HisObfervations on this Subjedt were, that they do increafein 
Carolina, though the Climate of South Carolina is more unhealthy for the Negroes than that of 
our Weft India Iflands ; and he added, his Obfervation is confirmed by the following Inftances: 

Mr. Savage, a Gentleman of the greateft Veracity, informs him, that Mr. Manigaulr, in 
the Year 1738, purchafed of Mr. Johnfon (the Son of Governor Johnfon) 86 Negroes, 
14 of whom were old and good for nothing. He purchafed alfo, and added to the above, 
about 14 poor Negroes, the Refufe of a Cargo, and without any other Addition, by natural 
Increafe, the Plantation in the Year 1772 confifted of 270 Negroes. 

Mr. Stanyan received 20 Negroes from his Father, and 20 he purchafed, and from thefe 
he raifed 240 (befides giving fome to his Children) in the Courfe of perhaps 50 Years. 

Mr. Savage’s Brother got 30 Negroes, and purchafed 30 more, and although a young 
Man, he poffeffed at the Peace upwards of 100 j more Inftances of the fame Nature might 
be given. 

Mr. Stuart being afked. Whether he knew any Inftance of Increafe in the Weft Indies? 
replied. He did not; but he always thought the Negroes might increafe, from the Climate, 
and from the Nature of the Negro Women, who are very prolific. 

Being afked. Whether the Negro Women in South Carolina are as numerous as the Men? 
faid. He thinks they are in general j mod Plantations have an equal Number. 


Further Information tranfmitted by Mr. Stuart> fubfequent to his Attend¬ 
ance on the Committee^ which he defired might he added to his former 
Evidence. 

Mr. Alexander Irving, the Parifhioner and Friend of Mr. Stuart, fold Seventeen Negroes 
to General Mackintofh in the Year 1777, and it is a Fatt, that they are increafed to Thirty* 
fix in lefs than Eleven Years, without any other Addition than by natural Production. Num* 
berlefs other Inftances of the great Increafe of Negroes might be produced, as would 
uniformly be the Cafe, but for Oppreflion and hard Ufage. 

Mr. Stuart wifhes particularly to remark, that having been about Twenty Years well 
acquainted with the Treatment of Slaves in Virginia, Maryland, and .particularly in South 
Carolina, Countries which contain more Slaves than all the other Parts of North America, 
and having been alfo in the different Iflands of the Weft Indies, as above deferibed, that he is 
warranted to affirm, that the Condition of Slaves is beyond Companion worfe than that of the 
pooreft Labourers of Farmers Servants in Scotland, or in any Part of Europe he was ever in; 
and nothing but Ignorance or evil Bias could put them on a Level. Indeed, abfolute Power 
over another is too much for human Nature, and the Avarice, Caprice, or Paflions of the 
beft Matters he ever knew would at Times blind them, and make them behave very improper!/ 
towards their Slaves j nor could he altogether free himfelf from the Charge, although he 
flatters himfelf he was ever Angularly fcrupulous in the Bufinefs of Slavery, and looked upon 
the poor Blacks as his Fellow.creatures, endowed with Souls and not void of Reafon, nor 
without Feeling. In fhort, he declares that no Defcription of the Mifery and Wretchednels 
of Slaves Can equal the Reality, notwithftanding fome Matters may be faid comparatively t0 
be humane, and fome Slaves happy. 

He begs leave further to remark, that after long Experience, he is convinced that the/ 
are not inferior to the uneducated Whites in any mental Qualification. Thev have as mudj 
Generofity Fidelity, Gratitude, Sympathy, nay as much Undemanding and Ingenuity, ana 
as fufceptible of Impreffions ; he has had feveral White Servants, as well as Black, and & 
found the latter inferior in nothing to the former, and he conceives that only Education ana 
Opportunity makes the Difference, T 
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JOHN SAMUEL SMITH, Efq. Captain in the Navy, has ferved in the Weft Indies at Captain John 
Two different Periods ; in 1772 as a Midlhipman, and in 1777 as Mafter; the laft is the Period the 

hefpeaks of, with refped to the Obfervations he made relative to the Treatment of Slaves in Navy/ 0 
the Weft Indies, and the Space of Time a Twelvemonth or thereabouts. 

Captain Smith being afked. What he knew concerning the Treatment of the Negro Slaves 
in the Iflands in the Weft Indies ? defired leave to refer to a Letter written by him to the 
Reverend Mr. Hill, as containing the material Part of the Information he had to offer on the 
Subjeft; which Letter has fince been publifhed in a Pamphlet, intitled, “ Letter from Captain 
John Samuel Smith to the Reverend Mr. Hill, on the State of the Negro Slaves and is as 
follows: 

“ I fhould have acknowledged the Receipt of your Note, and Mr. Ramfay’s Effay, fooner, 
but fliortly after it came to hand I was under an Engagement to vifit Brumpton, and, had I 
not been taken ill there, meant to have vifited Mailing before my Return home: However, I 
have now the Pleafure to inform you, I am getting better of my old Complaint, and take this 
tarlieft Opportunity of doing Juftice to a Man who appears to me to have been grofsly ill 
treated by anonymous Writers. 

“ The ill Treatment of Slaves is too well known, and too univerfal, to be denied : I do 
affirm, 1 have feen the moft cruel Treatment made ufe of at feveral of the Weft India Iflands, 
particularly at Antigua, while, ferving on that Station Ten Years ago, I vifited feveral of the 
Plantations there. 

“ In confequence of meeting with an old School-fellow who managed an Eftate on that 
Ifland, I was introduced to many of that Defcription, and too often has my Heart ached to fee 
the cruel Punijhments, for trifling Caufes , inflicted by the Manager with fuch Unconcern as not 
to break in upon his Jocularity; when I have interfered, I have been afked,—‘ Do you not 
punifh on board Ships ?’—My Anfwer was,—* Yes, no doubt, but not in this cruel Way.’ 

“ A poor Negro laid ftretched flat on his Face on the Ground, at his Peril to move an Inch 
till the Punifhment is over; that inflided with a Whip whofe Thong at the thickeft Part was the 
Size of a Man’s Thumb, and tapering longer than a Coachman’s Whip : At every Stroke a 
Piece was taken out by the particular Jerk of the Whip, which the Manager (fometimes his 
Wife) takes care to dired: This I have often feen for not getting a fufficient Quantity of Grafs 
for the Manager (for I well know more goes to his Share than his Mailer’s), and many fuch 
trifling Things. 

“ It is no uncommon Thing for a Negro to lie by a Week after Punifhment; that , I fhould 
conceive, would be of no Advantage to the Proprietor, however neceflary the Punifhment may 

I confidered. I am truly forry to lay, there are too many of the Opinion of Plutarch, and I 
jS ^ eay e to differ very widely from them; for I have had fome Dealings with Negroes, and 
f' fM 0t ^ I CVCr ^ oun ^ ^em egregioufly ftupid as is defcribed ; I rather found them keen, 

II c Popple, and fhould imagine, were they treated properly, and nor driven to thofe Ex¬ 
tremes which are attributed to their vicious Difpofitions, they would be as tradable as White 

ople. Of this Truth I am fatisfied from what I have feen at the Ifland of Granada: I

“ It is too Jhocking for an Englijhman , on his firft going to the Wejl Indies , to pafs a Plantation 
where the Negroes are at Work , and hear the violent Strokes from the unmerciful Whip before 
defcribed, for perhaps only looking at a Stranger palling by, and not going on with the Work 
at the fame Time : This I have Jeen many a Time in different IJlands , and that in the Heat of 
the Day ; and many poor Wretches have I met on the Road, with Backs too fhocking to de- 
fcribe. The laft Aft of Humanity or Kindnefs (as it is called) fhewn to a Negro, after he is 
worn out by hard Work, fevere Punifhment, or Sicknefs from unwholefome Food, is to give 
him his Freedom— too often when he can fcarcely crawl or Jpeak . Too many well-known In- 
ftances happen of that Kind in all the Iflands, a Treatment which furely wants attending to- 
It is very uncommon in England for a Man to turn his worn-out Horfe loofe to feek his 
Living. 

** It is aftonilhing that any Man will prefume to affirm, that the Negroes are better treated 
than the Peafantry in England. The real Faft is, that the Firft Sentiment entertained by a 
Stranger of a Set or Gang of Negroes going to work or at work, is neither more nor lefs 
than of a Drove of Cattle going to Smithfield Market, or Cattle working under unmerci¬ 
ful Drivers. It lhocks me much to recolleft the Comparifon. 

“ I hope what I have related may prove ufeful to Mr. Ramfay. I feel for any Man who 
is contradifted in Circumftances too well known to admit of Contradiftion j and he has my 
Permifiion to ufe my Name on the Occafion, when and where he pleafes.

The Committee then proceeded to examine Captain Smith further, who faid. He was in 
the Weft India Iflands in all about Twenty Months, and touched at moft of the Windward 
Iflands. 

Being afked. Whether he drew the general Inferences and Opinions given by him in the 
above Letter to Mr. Hill, from the fpecific Fafts mentioned in the faid Letter only, or from 
his own general Obfervations ? he replied. He drew his Opinion from his own general Obfer- 
vations, and had had many Opportunities of making thofe Obfervations, being in the Courfe 
of his Duty, as Mafter, frequently on Shore. 

Being afked. Whether he had read particularly what had been ftated by Mr. Ramfay on 
the Subjeft of the Negroes picking Grafs, and how far the Account thereof, given by Mr. 
Ramfay, is confirmed by his own Obfervation ? he replied. He had read Mr. Ramfay’* 
Hints particularly, and that the fame was confirmed by Inftances which had fallen within 
his own Obefervation in the Ifland of Antigua, where he refided Three Weeks together upon 
an Eftate in that Ifland. 


Being afked. At what Time of the Day the Slaves are employed in picking Grafs he 
faid. It was done both Morning and Evening, but more commonly in the Evening as they 
walk home to their Huts. That the Slaves quit their Work about Sun-fet in general, but it 
depends upon the Diftance, the Work they are employed in may lie from their Homes, ana 
pick the Grafs from the Sides of the Road almoft Blade by Blade. Captain Smith adclcu, 
that he had always confidered the Tafk of picking Grafs as a great Hardlhip upon the 
Slaves j he has feen them corrected for not bringing in the given Quantity of Grafs, when, 
his Opinion, they could not have coflefted the Quantity within the Time allowed.— -Captain 
Smith thinks the picking Grafs is an Advantage rather to the Manager than to the Proprietor 
of the Plantation ; and being afked. How the Manager is benefited particularly thereby an 
not the Proprietor ? replied, Becaufe the Manager frequently keeps Stock of his own. 


In Addition to what Captain Smith has ftated in the above Letter to Mr. Hill, he defires 
to mention One Circumftance more* namely. That he had feen, while he was at Antigua, * n 
Inftance of a Slave, the Property of another Perfon, who had paid his Mailer for the Lib- rt f 
of working for his own Advantage, punifhed feverely by the Perfon for whom he woikw Jfl 
a Job, but he did not know what was the Crime the Slave had committed.

A jhcrt Account of the Endeavours of the Epifcopal Churchy known by the 
Na?ne of Unit as Eratrum , or United Brethren , for promotmg t?~ue 
Chriflianity amongfi the Heathen , particularly amongfi the Negroes in 
the IE eft India ljlaitds. 

THE Church of the United Brethren have, ever fince the Year 1732, been active in preach¬ 
ing the Gofpel to different Heathen Nations in many Parts of the World, but not with equal 
Succefs in all Places. The Method here defcribed and made ufe of by the Miffionaries of 
the Paid Church, in leading the Negro Slaves in the Weft Indies to the Knowledge and Practice 
of Chriflianity, is followed in all Points that are not local, in all the Millions of the Brethren. 

In preaching the Gofpel to the Negroes, and to all other Heathen Nations, the Brethren 
endeavour to follow the Example of the Apoftle Paul, who was determined to know nothing 
among them fave Jefus, and him crucified. After many Years unfuccel'sful Labour, Expe¬ 
rience has taught them, that the plain Teftimony concerning the Death and Paffion of Jefus 
Chrift the Son of God, together with its Caufe and happy Confequences, delivered by a Mif- 
fionary touched with an experimental Senfe of it, is the fureft Way of enlightening the be¬ 
nighted Minds of the Heathen, in order to lead them afterwards Step by Step into all Truth : 
They therefore make it a Rule, never to enter into an extenfive Difcuffion of the Doftrines of 
God's being an infinite Spirit, of the Holy Trinity, &c. nor to feek to open the Underftandings 
of the Heathen in thofe Points, until they believe in Jefus, and the Word of the Crofs has 
proved itfelf the Power of God unto Salvation, by the true Converfion of their Hearts. Both 
in the Beginning and Progrefs of their lnftruftions, the Mifiionaries endeavour to deliver them- 
felves as plainly and intelligibly to the Faculties of their Hearers as pofiible, and the Lord has 
given his Blcfling even to the moft unlearned that went forth in Reliance upon Him, to learn 
the difficult Languages of the Heathen fo as to attain to great Fluency in them : One great 
Difficulty arifes indeed from the new Ideas and Words necefiary to exprefs the Divine Truths 
to be introduced into them, but even this has been furmounted through God’s Grace. 

When the Negroes begin to be convinced of the Want of a Saviour, and the Neceffity of 
Converfion, they generally apply to the Miffionaries for further Advice and Inflruftion, defir¬ 
ing their Names to be written down ; they are then, after fome Trial, confidered as Candidates 
for Baptifm, and if by their Behaviour they prove their earned: Wifh to believe in, and be Fol¬ 
lowers of, Jefus Chrift, and that they renounce the Works of the Devil, they are, after previous 
Inflruftion, baptized in the Name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft, in the Prefence of the 
whole Congregation, having fome Days before anfwered feveral Queftions put to them publicly 
concerning their Faith. By proceeding thus with great Caution, and inquiring ftriftly into 
their true Motives, when they make Application to be baptized, the Brethren indeed find the 
Number of their People to increafe but flowly, but have the Pleafure to fee that the Baptized 
evidence a thorough Change of Heart, Peeking to regulate their Lives in all Things as becometh 
true Chriftians. Children of baptized Parents are baptized as Infants, but not thofe of the 
tmbaptized, there being no Hopes that fuch will be educated in the Fear and Admonition of 
the Lord. Perfons that have been baptized in other Chriftian Denominations, if they join the 
•Brethren’s Church, are received folemnly and publicly into their Fellowfhip. Before they are 
admitted to the Lord’s Supper, all pofiible Pains are taken to learn to know them more tho¬ 
roughly as to their inward State, and they muft truly fhew by their outward Deportment, that 
they have not received the Grace of God in vain: They are firft admitted to further Inflruftion 
8 S anc ^ ates » an d then confirmed. 

. re g ar d to the Inftruftions they receive, it muft beobferved that the Miffionaries do not 

ln u pon their learning much by Rote; indeed the Nature of Things would forbid fuch At- 
h lapts with moft Heathen, efpecially with the Negro Slaves; therefore fuch Portions of the 
oly Scriptures as are moft necefiary for Inflruftion, are read to them, and explained fo as to

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PART III. 
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The Endeavours for promoting true Chrifianity. 


As the Miflionaries cannot be fatisfied merely to have led the Baptized thus carefully, till they 
are made Partakers of the Holy Communion with the Congregation, but are defirous to fee them 
prove an Honour to the Gofpel, and walk worthily of it throughout their whole future Life; 
an unremitting Perfeverance, and continual Attendance upon every Individual, is required. 

But it would be impoflible for the Miflionaries, however afiiduous, to encompafs this Work 
alone in large and diiperfed Congregations, and therefore Helpers are appointed from amongft 
the Negroes, &c.; thefe are Perfons of both Sexes, approved by the Congregation as true 
Believers, unblamable in their Deportment, and to whom the reft naturally look up as to 
Patterns : They are chofen by the Miflionaries, and watch diligently the Courfe of the People 
intrufted to each in his or her peculiar Station, the Men having the Care of the Men, and the 
Women of the Women. They aflift in vifiting the Sick, preferving Peace, &c. and make a 
Report at ftated Times, or whenever Occafion requires, but efpecially before Prayer Days, or 
thofe Sundays on which Baptifm is adminiftered, and before the Lord’s Supper, to the Miflion¬ 
aries : But if, on account of this feeming Pre-eminence, they fhould grow high in their own 
Conceit, their Ufeleffnefs in confequence of it would caufe them to be difcharged from their 
Office: Servants are likewife appointed of the fame Defcription, that attend to good Order in 
the Chapel. Befides the above Conferences with the Helpers, the Miflionaries and their Wives 
fpeak with each of the Baptized or Communicants individually, the Miflionaries with the Men, 
and their Wives with the Women, at appointed Seafons, giving them Advice, and inculcating 
into their Minds from time to time more of thofe falutary Precepts given us in Holy Writ for a 
godly Life and Converfation. If any one negletts to vifit the Miflionaries, and fpeak with 
them concerning the State of their Souls, and no particular Hindrance can be alleged, it is 
always taken as a Sign of Eackfliding and a guilty Confcience, and none remains unnoticed. 
It would be tedious to enter into a Detail of all the different Meetings of the Congregations 
and their Divifions, and may fuffice to fay, that Sundays, feftival Seafons, and other Solem¬ 
nities, as appointed in Chriftendom in general, and in the Brethren’s Church in particular, are 
attended to and kept with the greateft poffible Punctuality. Whoever knows the Situation of 
the Slaves in the Weft Indies, will of courfe not expeCt that the Brethren fhould infill upon 
their doing no manner of Work on Sundays; but yet the Service of the Church, which is re¬ 
gulated fo as to fuit their Time, is fo well attended in moft Places, that there is no Reafon to 
complain. 

In regular Settlements, every thing is rendered more eafy ; every Fourth Sunday is called a 
Prayer Day, and the Lord’s Supper is adminiftered according to Circumftances, in fome Places 
every lunar Month, in others every Quarter of a Year. It muft be further obferved, that the 
Miflionaries have found great Utility in meeting the different Divifions of the Congregation 
at certain Times alone, and difcourfing to them in a Manner intelligible unto and proper for 
them, according to the Meafure of their Underftanding; thus, there are Meetings for the 
Communicants, the Baptized not as yet Communicants, the Candidates for Baptifm, the 
Widowers and Widows, the married People, the Angle People, and the Children; in which 
the excellent Rules contained in the Holy Scriptures for every Station in Life, are inculcated 


for their Obfervance. 

As it is required of all Believers, that they prove their Faith by their Works, the Brt * n 
teach, that no Habit of Sin in any Land or Place, nor any prevailing Cuftom whatever, can 
be admitted as a Plea for a Behaviour not conformable to the Moral Law of God, given unto 
all Mankind : Upon the Fulfilment of this the Miflionaries infift every where; yea every thing 
that is accounted decent and virtuous among Chriftiansisinculcated into theMinds of the Pec> t » 
Drunkennefs, Adultery, Whoredom, Sorcery, Theft, Anger, and Revenge, and all other W< s 
of the Fleffi, enumerated by our Lord and his Apoftles as proceeding from the Heart, t- in S 
plain Proofs that a Man is either unconverted, or again fallen into Heathenifm and Idolatry, 
it follows of courfe that any one guilty of thefe Things is put away from the Congregation, an. 
not readmitted before a true and fincere Repentance is apparent, and the Offence done 
But it is not fufficient that the Believers abftain from open Scandal, their private Behavior’ ^ 
their Families, and in every Occurrence of Life, muft evidence a thorough Change of I J 
and Principles: Indeed, the believing Negroes in Antigua, and other Places where the 
thren have Millions, are fo much under the Influence of their Matters, and of a Variety of ^ 
cumftances that attend their being Slaves, that it may perhaps feem more difficult to eftt. 
Change of Cuftoms and Practices, and to enforce a fteady Chriftian Conduct in all Cafes am°n,. s 
them, than amongft Free Heathen; and yet it muft be owned, to the Praife of God, tha 
is vifible at prefent in many Thoufand converted Negroes. tJ( i 

The Miflionaries, however, have frequent occafion to fee with Sorrow, how deeply ^ 
the Habit of Sin, and the Tendency to excufe it, is in the Minds of the Negroes, 
when unconverted, are particularly given to an unbounded Gratification of every fenfua ^ 
but on this very Account it becomes the more needful to watch and not to fuffer 1 "^fore 
Deviation from the right Path to remain unnoticed in the Believers. It has been g 
obferved, that Baptifm is adminiftered to none, but to fuch in whom a thorough Convtr 1 
Heart is already perceivable. As foon as they are confidered as Candidates for Baptil 
are fubjeft to the Difcipline of the Church, by which, if they offend, and private Adtf> 0 an( j

and Reproof have not the definedI Effect, they are excluded from the Fellowlhip of the reft 
though they may attend publ.c Service, and every Means is ftill faithfully applied to bring 
them back.

Sa A°the Brethren never wilh to interfere between Matters and Slaves, fo they never meddle with 
thofe Negroes that have already been baptized, or inftrufted by the Mimfters or M.ffionanes of 
other Denominations, except they are left deftitute, and there is no one to continue the 
Inftruftions they require. In beginning a new Million the Brethren proceed with great 
Caution, not being willing to leave any Work affigned them, if once begun, without the

Eaft Indies^ &c. 

HAVING been for Two Years in the Englilh ajd French Weft India Ittands, and fince 
conductedSugar Eftates in the Eaft Indies; before tie Abolition of the Slave Trade is agitat¬ 
ed in Parliament, it may be defirable to know tha Sugar of a fupenor Quality, and in 
ferior Price to that in our Ittands, is produced in he Eaft Indies; that the Culture of the 
Cane the Manufacture of the Sugar and Arrack, is vith thefe material Advantages earned on 
by Free People. China, Bengal, the Coaft of Malalar, all produce Quantities of Sugar «j 
Spirits ; but as the moft confiderable Growth of thi Cane is carried on near ®?^ aV p> . 

explain the improved Manner in which Sugar Eftaes are there condufted -.-The Propr ^ 
of the Eftate is generally a wealthy Dutchman, whenas ereCted on it fubftantial Mills, bo > o 
houfe, and Curing-houfe ; he rents this Eftate tt a Chinefe, who refides on it as a b p 
intendant, and this Renter (fuppofing the Eftae to confift of Three Hundred or 
Acres) relets it to Freemen, in Parcels of Fifty or iixty, on thefe Conditions: ,

by the Method of carrying on the Sugar Eftates, the rafkmen gain confiderably more than 
this, not only from working extra Hours, but from being confidered Artifts in their feveral 
Branches. They do not make Spirits on the Sugar Eftates, the Molaffes is fent for Sale to 
Batavia, where One Diftillery may purchafe the Produce of an Hundred Eftates : Here is a vaft 
Saving and Reduftion of the Price of Spirits, not, as in the Weft Indies, a Diftillery for each 
Eftate; many centre in one, and Arrack is fold at Batavia from 21 to 25 Rix Dollars per Lea¬ 
guer of 160 Gallons ; fay 8 d. per Gallon : The Proof of the Spirit is about Five Tenths 
After having fpent Two Years in the Weft Indies, I returned to the Eaft in the Year 1776 
and during the laft War conduced fome Sugar Works at Bencoolcn on the Iftand of Sumatra* 
on nearly the fame Principles as the Dutch ; I confined my Expences to what they had done* 
allowing for the unavoidable Charges on a new and foie Undertaking. The Culture of the 
Cane is carried to the utmoft Perfcftion at Batavia ; the Hoe, almoft the foie Implement of the 
Weft is there fcarcely ufed; the Lands are well ploughed by a light Plough with a fingle 
Buffaloc ; a Drill is then made by the Plough, as for fowing the Field Pea, and a Perfon with 
Two Bafkcts filled with Cane Plants, which are fufpended to an elaftic Stick acrofs his Shoul¬ 
ders, drops into the Eurrow Plants alternately from each Bafket, covering them at the fame 
Time with Earth by the Ufe of his Feet. The Canes when young a°re kept frequency 
ploughed as a weeding, and the Ufe made of the Hoe is to clear the Weeds round the Plant 
when very young j but of this there is little Occafion, if the Land has gone through a fufficient 
Courfe of ploughing, and is thoroughly prepared. When the Cane is ready to earth up the 
Space between the Rows is ploughed deep, the Cane Tops tied up, and with an Inftrument: 
made for the Purpofe, like abroad Shovel, with Teeth at the Bottom, a Spade Handle, and Two 
Cords fixed to the Body of the Shovel, ending by a wooden Handle for a Purchafe, is made 
ufe of by Two Pcrfons to earth up the Cane; the ftrongeft of the two holding the Handle of 
the Shovel, prefling it into the ploughed Earth, while the other on the oppofite Side of the 
5 “ nt ’, h { a .

Management our Weft India Iflands are now under; by this Means, following as near as 
poflibk the Eaft India Mode of Culture, confolidating the Diftillenes, I do fuppofe our 
Pofiefiions in the Sugar Iflands might be better worked than they now are, by Two Thirds, or 
indeed One Half, of the prefent Force employed: Let it be confidered, how much Labour is 
loft by the Perfons neceflary to overfee the forced Labourer, all of which is faved when he works 
for his own Profit. I have ftated, with the ftrideft Veracity, a plain Matter of Fad, 

That Sugar Eftatescan be worked cheaper by Free Perfons than by Slaves. 

Whether the African Slave Trade can be abolilhed, and the Blacks in the Weft Indies 
emancipated, is for the Confideration of the Legiflature; as far as my Judgment goes, thefe 
defirable Purpofes may be effeded without materially injuring the Weft India Planter; he has 
but to improve his Culture, lefien human Labour, and the Progeny of the prefent Blacks in 
our Colonies will anfwer every Purpofe of working the Weft India Eftates.

B EFORE the Committee proceed to offer a Statement of the 
Laws that at prefent fubfift in the Weft India Iflands, refpedting 
Negro Slaves, arranged under different Titles, they think it right 
to lay before Your Majefty a General View of the Principles on which 
this Syftem of Laws appears to have been originally founded, marking 
the Alterations and Improvements that have been made in them from 
Time to Time. For this Purpofe the following Paper has been pre¬ 
pared by Mr. Reeves, Law Clerk to this Committee. 


T HE leading Idea in the Negro Syftem of Jurifprudence is that, which was the 
firft in the Minds of thofe moft interefted in its Formation; namely, that Ne- 
Igroes were Property , and a Species of Property that needed a rigorous and vigilant 

li Regulation. 

The numerous Laws pafled in the different Iflands immediately upon their firft Set¬ 
tlement, and for a considerable Time after, with all their multifarious and repeated 
IProvifions, had uniformly this for their Objedt. To fecure the Rights of Owners and 
I maintain the Subordination of Negroes, feem to have moft occupied the Attention, 
land excited the Solicitude, of the different Legiflatures; what regarded the Intereft 
[of the Negroes themfelves appears not to have fufficiently attracted their Notice. 
Except in fome few Iflands, where a fhort Direction was given for Cloaths and 
Provifion, the Welfare of thefe unhappy Objects was left to the Difcretion of the 
Owner; whofe Intereft in their Prefervation might, perhaps, have been fudged a better 
I Security for their good Treatment, than any Sandtion of Legiflative Authority. The 
IProvifions therefore for the Protection, and for improving the Condition of the Ne- 
Igroes, make a very ftnall Portion of the earlier Policy refpedting Slaves. This 
I Branch, however, has of late been taken up by fbme of the Legiflatures; and exprefs 
| Eiredtions have been given to enfure to the Negroes the Enjoyment of many Advan¬ 
tages, tending to alleviate their Condition. In three Iflands particularly, ‘Jamaica , 
V renada, and Dominica , the With to foften the Rigours of their Situation has mani- 
ted itfelf more decidedly. Meafures have been devifed by the Legiflatures of thefe 
e nds for placing them in a State of. Society, where they will be entitled to a Pro~ 
' iton, that in former Times would have been thought incompatible with the Depen-* 
| A ice and Subordination of Slavery. 

■ ln p- Km g a general View of the Policy prevailing in our Iflands, it appears moft 
1 to begin with that Branch, where Slaves are confidered as a Species of Property ;

Us- 'p? ninerce ‘ I n refpedt to Debts, Slaves are confidered in fome Meafure as Chat- 
Executor may inventory them like other Chattels; but he is not to difpofe 
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Viera of the Principles 

of them till all other Aflets are exhaufled. Again, Slaves In the Hands of a Captain, 
before they are purchafed, are conlidered only as Chattels; this Cafe not coming within 
the Principle which governed in regard to thofe poffeffed by Purchafers on the Ifland. 
The Intention was, that Land, when it defeended to the Heir, fhould carry with it the 
Stock, which alone could make it valuable; and upon the fame Idea, not only Slaves, 
but Horfes, Mules, Stills, Mills, and various other Sorts of Stock, both Live and Dead, 
were made Inheritances to accompany the Land. Such has been the Anxiety to pre- 
ferve Plantations well flocked, that in the fingle Ifland*, where the Slaves of a Per- 
fon dying Inteflate are to be diftributed as Chattels, the Heir is permitted to retain 
the Negroes on the Eflate for Seven Years, on giving good Security before the Ordi- 
to fatisfy the lawful Claimants at the Expiration of that Period. Executors alfo, 
and Truflees, are encouraged to advance Money, in order to avoid the Sale of Negroes 
belonging to the Plantation; and in fuch Cafes they have a fpecial Lien for their Secu¬ 
rity. The Property in Slaves is recognized by the Law of England: By Stat. 5 Geo. 11 . 
C. 7. they are exprefsly fubjedled to Payment of Debts, as Chattels; and fince, Stat. 

1 1 Geo. III. C. 14. they may be mortgaged, even to a Foreigner, as Freehold Eflate.

For the more fure Execution of the Law againfl Negroes, who had forfeited their 
Lives for Crimes, and who might otherwife efcape Profecution by the Connivance or 
Management of their Owners, it has been found expedient for the Public to reimburfe 
the Owner the Value of fuch Negroes. This has been done in different Ways; fome- 
times by an Allowance of a Sum certain, or a certain Quantity of Sugar; but by later 
Adis the Negro is to be valued by Two or by Three Freeholders, and the Compenfation is 
to be according to fuch Appraifement. This Compenfation has, in fome Iflands, been 
confined to a certain Sum. By a late Law in one Ifland, it is not to exceed£.50 
Man, and £.45 for a Woman Slave. If the Slave’s Offence caufed a Damage to any 
One, the Value is apportioned between the Party injured, and the Owner of the ( 
fender: In many Iflands the Value of Negroes killed in War, or in Purfuit of Runaway 
Slaves, is to be paid to the Owner. 

The earlier Laws for the Regulation of Slaves conflitute nearly Nine-tenths of the 
Legiflative Provifions made on the Subjedl of Slaves; fo attentive were the Legit- 
latures in framing and improving the Oeconomy, by which thefe People were to be go- 
verned. Thefe Regulations, with the Penalties annexed to the Breach of them, may 
be confidered as conftituting the Penal Branch of the Negro-Code, and may be i 
vided into the following Pleads: Firfl, fuch Offences as arife from their peculiar Con¬ 
dition as Slaves; Secondly, fuch as are common to them with other Perfons not 
their peculiar Situation; Thirdly, the Mode of Trial and Proceeding with 0 01 
to which may be fubjoined the Authority to regulate, and to punifh, which 
Owner exercifes in his own Plantation. 

The Offences peculiar to their Situation as Slaves, are Breaches of Laws made u] 
the following Points of Regulation; and thefe were thought fo neceffary to the 
ordering of Slaves, that they were made Objedts of Legiflative Confideration, m* . 
lefs, in every One of the Iflands, without Exception. Thus, Slaves are re ^ ^ 
from trading and trafficking—they are not to fell certain Articles— they are not 
themfelves out for Hire to work at mechanic or other Employments, unlefs vn _ 
particular Permiffion of their Owners—they are not permitted to plant certain 
cles—nor to keep Horfes and Cattle—Slaves are not to wander abroad-—nor ra . rr ^ n j. 
Arms, or other Weapons, without efpecial Permiffion ; this Permiffion is ufua y S 
fied by a Ticket, or by fome White Perfon accompanying them—they are 
mitted to beat Drums or empty Calks, or to blow Horns, to call one another toge ^ ^ 
they are not to aflemble in Numbers for Feaflings, or the like. The higher 
Offences, as Mutiny—Rebellion—Confpiracy—running away—or going off t e ^ 
conflitute the Remainder of the Regulations that may be claffed under ^ 

Some of the foregoing Regulations involve other Perfons in Offences; f° r » ^at 
trade and traffic with Slaves; fuch as permit them to beat Drums, or to a cl a j t j e s; 
Feaflings; and fuch as detain wandering, or runaway Slaves, are liable to

Firff of the Regulations refpedling the ^Trading of Slaves.—No Slaves fhall keep Of Slave* 
a Shop, or fell any Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, Rum, or any other ftrong Liquors, trading, 
either for themfelves or their Owners, in any Houfe, in the public Streets, or in the 
Country; fuch Goods may be feized under a Juftice’s Warrant; But this is not to pre¬ 
vent Slaves from felling Frefh Fifh, Frefh Meat, Poultry, or any other Produce or Ma¬ 
nufacture of this Ifland, except Rum, and other ftrong Liquors *. 

Again.—It fhall not be lawful for a Slave to fell any Thing (except Greens, Herbs, 

Grafs, Wood, Roots, Food made of Roots, Crabs, Frefh Butter, Frefh Fifh, and the 
Slave’s own Manufacture) without a Ticket under the Hand of the Owner or Ma¬ 
nager, fpecifying the Things to be fold; otherwife the Things may be taken away by 
any Perfon. A Penalty of £. zo is impofed on thofe, who purchafe of a Slave con¬ 
trary to this Regulation •j-. Slaves bartering and trading are to receive Twenty-one 
Stripes on the bare Back, by Order of a Juftice. In fome Iflands the Slaves felling 
Articles, that are permitted, are to have a Metal Collar about their Necks or Legs, with 
the Name of the Mafter, the Parifh, and the Maker J. 

No Slave is to plant Cotton, or to fell it, either with or without a Ticket; and any Planting, 
Perfon buying Cotton from a Slave is to forfeit £. zo. An Owner or Manager fuf- 
fering Slaves to plant Cotton for themfelves, or fuffering that to grow, which they had 
planted, is to forfeit £. zo. The fame Penalty is laid on thofe, who buy Cotton from 
a Slave §. A Perfon taking away fuch Things as a Slave is permitted lawfully to fell, 
is liable to the fame Penalty; out of which the Slave is to be compenfated for his 
Lofs. Ginger is an Article in fome Iflands that Slaves are prohibited from planting or 
felling. 

An Owner fuffering a Slave to go at large, and hire himfelf to any One, to follow Hiring 
any Trade, Occupation, or Calling, is to forfeit JC. io for each Slave, and give Security themfelves 
iu jf. ioo that the lame Slave, or any other, fhall not do the like. There is a Penalty out * 

°f jC* io on a Perfon hiring, or employing fuch Negro, without agreeing with the 
Owner. Thofe felling Rum, or other ftrong Liquor, to Slaves, or to their Ufe, are 
to irfeit 20 s. Thofe who buy fuch Liquor for Slaves, are to pay 20 s. or receive Ten 
Lafhes on the bare Back ||. 

An Owner or Manager having on his Plantation a Horfe or Mule, the reputed Pro- Keeping 
perty of any Slave, fhall caufe them to be feized, and fold at public Outcry; and if he Horfes, &c, 
'igledt t0 take them, knowing them fo to be reputed, he is to forfeit £. zo. He is 

t to fuffer any Horfe or Mule to be kept, under the like Penalty. Thofe felling 
*dorfes or Mules to Slaves are liable to the fame Penalty. All Horfes or Mules fo 
bought are forfeited f. 

As to wandering. —No Slave is to be fuffered (except on Sunday) to go out of his Wandering. 
^ after s Plantation, or travel from one Town to another, unlefs he has a Ticket 
J, m his Mafter, exprefling the Time of his fetting out, where he is going, and the 
limited for his Return, under the Penalty of the Mafter forfeiting 40 s. for every 

LVe io wandering, and the Slave being comihitted to Gaol, and there whipped with 

>t exceeding Thirty-nine Lafhes, by Order of a Juftice **. In fome Iflands they are 
t to go abroad on Sunday without a Ticket 
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Any Owner or Manager fuffering Slaves to ajfcmbte together, and beat their Military 
Drums empty Calks, and great Gourds, or blow their Horns or Shells, on any Planta¬ 
tion under his Care; or not endeavouring to difperfe them, or prevent the fame by im¬ 
mediately giving Notice thereof to the next Magiftrate, (hall pay a Fine of J. ^ 0 . 
Officers, Civil and Military, are allowed to enter Plantations to prevent fuch Ahem- 
bw Drumming, and Noifes. It is declared, however, that this (hall not prevent 
Slaves affembling for their Amufement. Thefe Reftridtions proceeded from die Ex, 
perisnee, that Rebellions had often been concerted at Dances and Nightly Meetings of 
Slaves from -different Plantations; which Meetings generally produced Intoxications, 
and were otherwile found to injure the Health of the Negroes . 

Any Slave having in his Cuftody Fire Arms, jSunpowder, Slugs, or Ball, and being 
thereof convicted before Two Juftices, is to fuffer fuch Pumfliment as tney (hall dunk 
proper, by whipping, or hard Labour in the Workhoufe, not exceeding the Term 
of Six Months, unllfs fuch Slave give a fatisfadtory Account thereof, or have a 
Ticket from his Owner or Overfeer, expreffing the Reafon of his being armed; and 
no Ticket fo given is to continue in Force for more than Fourteen Days. No Negro 
is to be allowed to hunt Cattle with Cutlaffes, or other Inftruments of Death, but in 
Company with his Owner or Overfeer, or fome White Perfon deputed by him or by 
Pemuffioni in Writing, on Pain of fuch Pumfliment as any Two Juftices, on Convic- 

tion thereof, (hall think fit f. 

Search is to be made in Negro Houfes by the Overfeers, at certain Periods, for 
Clubs and other mifehievous Weapons, as well as for ftolen Goods and Runaway 

Slaves. 

The Regulations refpeaing the apprehending of Runaway Staves are very nume¬ 
rous A Slave who has been abfent for any Length of Time, or at a-certain Dilbnce 
from his Plantation, comes within the Penalty of a Runaway. In One Ifland a Slave 
who is found Eight Miles from his Plantation without a Ticket or other Permit to pais, 
is deemed a Runaway. In different Irtands Abfence for Six Months, or Two MontK 
or for Three Months at any One Time, or for Six Months m Two Years, nukesa 
Slave a Runaway. This is an Offence uniformly pumflied with Death by the d 
Laws; but by fome recent Adts the Manner of dealing with Runaways is very muen 

altered. 

In Jamaica, by the late Adi, paffed in December 1788, a Slave who harbours a 
Runaway is, on Conviction before Two Juftices, to fuffer fuch Puinlhment as 
Court (hall award. A Reward of Ten Shillings each is given to thok who appr 
Runaways, befides the Expence of condudling the Runaway to us Owners, at 
much a Mile, called Mite Money. Severe Penalties are inflidted on thofe who fur 
fuch Runaways with forged Tickets, to give Colour and Licence to their Aolt > 
and no Ticket is to be in Force for more than a Calendar Month. 

In order that it may be publicly known what Slaves have run away. Lifts of 
are to be delivered in on Oath, Four Times a Year, by the Owner or Overfeer -.1 
the new as well as old Adts, there are very particular Diredtions for the Con J 
of Runaways to their Owners; and, if they are not known, or they decline r 
ing them, then to the Gaol, to the Cuftody of the Provoft Marfhal; who“ 
enjoined to provide for their Maintenance, till, upon their not being owned, 
fold according to Law by public Outcry. 

I11 Grenada, where the old Laws puniftied Runaway Slaves with Death, an 
new Regulation was made, by the Adt palled in November 1788. If an p U - ( wnt 
Overfeer thinks that a Slave, who has run away, deferves more fevere 1 un betorC 
than he, as the Law now (lands, is permitted to inflidt, he is to carry J hu . ft enfe 
Two Tuftices, who, on hearing the Matter, may order the Slave fuch rum ^ 
not extending to Life or Limb, as they in their Difcretion (hall think prop > 
cording to the Length and Frequency of his Abfence.

In another late Adi, though not fo recent y, a Runaway is pronounced a Felon, and 
to lufter Death!

In the older Adis there are many Provifions for making Parties to hunt the Woods for 
Runaways; Rewards are given for taking them alive or dead ; occafionally Adis were 
made to attaint certain daring Leaders of Gangs, and for more vigorous Exertions on 
the Spur of the exifting Exigency: Others were made of a permanent Nature, to pro¬ 
mote this dangerous Service, whenever it was neceflary to renew it. 

As to Mutinies , Rebellions , Confpiracies , and the like; in One Ifland it is provided, 
that if Slaves make Mutiny or Infurredtion, or rife in Rebellion, or make Prepara¬ 
tion of Arms, or hold any Council or Confpiracy for the fame, the Governor {hall 
appoint a Colonel, and Field Officers of the Regiment of the Ifland, to proceed by 
Martial Law, and punifk them by Death or other Pain -j-. 


Next to the Crimes which originate from the very Nature of their Situation as 
Slaves, follow thofe which may be committed equally by others. 

Of thefe, that of Stealing, in all its Shapes of Robbery , Burglary , and breaking open of 
Houfes, is a Crime of the moll frequent Occurrence. To this may be added Murder, 
the burningsf Houfes and Canes, and various others. That Crimes which are punifh- 
ed with the Death of Freemen, fhould have an equal Sandlion to deter the Commifi- 
fion of them by Slaves, is not to be wondered. Such was univerfally the Law of the 
Illands ; of late, however, in fome Illands, the Boundaries of Grand and Petit Lar¬ 
ceny have been changed from Twelve Pence to Five and to Six Pounds, which has 
greatly foftened the Law on that Head. 

The Offence of impudently Jlriking or offering Infolence to any White Perfon, is moftly 
punilhed with Whipping; and it was only in cafe any Disfigurement or Hurt followed, 
that jt was punifhed with Death; but in fome Illands, and that too by very recent 
Laws, which aim at Humanity, the offering any Violence, by finking or otherwife, 
is punilhable with Death. 

It is very common among thefe People, who have fo {mall a Portion of human 
Endowments, for fome to pretend to fupematural Powers, and thereby to pradtife 
'■‘pon the Imagination of thofe, who believe they can be protedled by them from the 

arms of this Life: This Pradtice of Witchcraft is commonly called Obcah , and is al¬ 
ways made an Offence punilhable with Death. 

Another Pradlice of Negroes, much more ferious in its Effedt, is the adminiftering 

Poifon to their Owners and others. This is alfo punifhed with Death.

Upon the Whole it may be obferved, that the Punifhments affefting Negroes rather 
feem to be fuch as were fuggefted by the Neceffity of a Heady and watchful Difcipline, 
than by any cruel or wanton Difpofition to punifh. Many ot the fmaller Offences are 
punifhable in a Manner not commonly praftifed in a Free Country: But in the higher 
Offences, where an Engliffi Court would be obliged by Law to pronounce the Sen- 
tence of Death, there is a Difcretion indulged of changing the Puniffiment to another, 
fhort of the Offender’s Life. Indeed we have before feen that the Intereft of an Owner 
in the Life of his Slave had often the Effect of difappointing Juftice ; and it is not to be 
wondered, that it fhould have a proportionate Influence in diftating the Degree of the 
Punifhment. 


The earlieft Direction we find in their Laws for any Form of Trial, in cafe of De¬ 
linquency, is in an Aft of the Ifland of Barbadoes, Anno 1688 j in that Aft there 
are Two Forms appointed, which feem to have been afterwards imitated, with feme 
fmall Variation, in the other Iflands. One of thei'e is the more folemn, the other the more 
fummary Trial. The Firft is for the Offences of Burglary, Robbery, Rape, Burning 
of Houfes or Canes, Healing, killing, maiming, or deflroying of Horfes, Cattle, or 
Sheep, above the Value of \id.-, all which are to be punifhed with Death: And be- 
caufe fuch Offenders, fays the Aft, “ being brutijh Slaves, deferve not, for the Bafetufs cj 
their Condition, to be tried by the legal Trial of Twelve Men of their Peers or Neighbourhood 
which truly neither can be rightly done, as the Subjects of England are,” it direfts, that 
when any Negro is brought before a Juffice for any of the above Offences, he lhall 
commit him to a future Day, and fliall, with all convenient Speed, join with hiinfelt 
the next Juffice; and thefe Two fhall iffue their Warrant to fummon Three Free¬ 
holders of the Place neareff where the Crime was committed: Thefe Five are to hear 
the Evidence, examine the Matter, and pafs Sentence; the Freeholders being firft 
fworn by the Juffices. 

The more fummary Trial is applied to Cafes of Petty Larceny, ftealing or deftroy 
ing Goods, Chattels, and Provifions, Canes, or Green Corn, of any other Perfon than 
the Mafter, under the Value of 12 d.\ Such Offences are to be heard by One Juiticc, 
who, upon Examination of the Matter, if eftablifhed, may order the Offender to be 
whipped with not more than Forty Laflles. A Second Offence of the latter Kind is to 
be tried in the fame Manner, with the feverer Punifhment of flitting the Nofe, an 
branding in the Forehead. But for the Third Offence, the Offender is to be tried in tn 
more folemn Manner, and the Sentence is to be Death, or fuch other Puniffiment 
the Juffices (hall think proper. 


Thefe Two Forms of Trial were adopted very generally in the Iflands. The ff 
Trial was ufually reforted to in Offences that were to be punifhed with Death; an ^ 
was fometimes varied. Thus, in One Ifland the Juftice is to affociate to himfeli 
others, and the Freeholders are to be Four, making together a Tribunal of Seven Fer > 
In forne Iflands they require Two Juffices to conftitute the fummary Jurifdift>‘ 
l'maller Offences. In fome, and that even by very recent Afts, the higher Offences ^ 
be tried by the fummary Judicature of Two Juffices, or even by that of One, 
the Punifhment of Death inflifted. In One Ifland Offenders may be tried y 
Governor and Council of the Ifland for the higher Offences.

But to the Prevalence of this Species of Judicature, whether folemn or fummary*^ 
fland of Bermuda was an Exception, and prefented a fingle Example of apparen 
erence to the Englifb Form. In the Year 1690 it was ordained that, in cafeo a 
f Murder, Burglary, Felony, or other Capital Crime, a Negro fhould be broug 1 ,^ c£ : 

Juftice, and be committed, or admitted to Bail, as it feemed proper to t t J 
f he was profecuted, it was to be by Indiftment; and he was to be tried y 
ndjfury, unlefs the Governor and Council Jhould think ft to try him by a more Jp e - 
roper Way. 
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the Slave Laws. 


Wh.it Practice was eftabliflied in purfuance of this Direction, and the Difcretion 
here lodged in the Governor and Council, does not appear; but we find in the Year 
j-30 an A£t of Alfembly of that Illand (which feems to be copied clofely from the 
before-mentioned Adt of Barbadoes) for changing this Mode, and for adopting that of 
Barbadoes , with the Variation of adding Two Juftices to the One, and fummoning Four 
Freeholders, fo as to compofe a Tribunal of Seven Judges. 

Such then was the Nature of the Judicature prevailing in all our Iilands, till the 
liberal Spirit of the prefent Time introduced a Reform, which has been planned and 
carried into Execution in Two of our Iilands, thofe of Jamaica and Dominica. 

In the Year 1781, when the Afiembly of Jamaica had their Slave Laws under Con- 
iideration, they then, among other Improvements, enabled. That the Three Free¬ 
holders on Trials fliould be chofen by Ballot, and out of not lefs than Five in 
Number. 

But by the late Aft, palled 6th December 1788, which had for One of its profefled 
Objects an Amendment in the Mode of Trial for Slaves, the preceding Form was 
aboliibed, and the following Directions are fubilituted in its Place: xn all Cafes of 
Felony, Burglary, Robbery, burning of Floufes or Canes, rebellious Confpiracies, com¬ 
paring or imagining the Death of any White Perfon, and other Offences punishable 
with Death, the Juftice is to commit the Prifoner, if proper, and bind over the Wit- 
nefies to appear in Ten Days at the Place where the Quarter Seffions are held, or, where 
there are no Sefiions, at the Place where Parochial Bufinefs is ufually tranfafted j he 
fhall certify Two other Juftices of the Matter, and thefe Three lhall fummon by 
Warrant Twelve Perfons, fuch as are uiually warned to ferve on Juries. Nine of fuch 
Perfons are to compote a Jury, and are to be fworn to try the Offender, and give a 
Verdift according to the Evidence; upon which the Juftices fhall pafs Sentence. For 
fmaller Offences a fummary JurifdiCtion is by the fame ACt given to Two Juftices j who 
may direCt fuch Punifhment as they think fit, not exceeding Sixty Lafhes, or Six 
.Months Confinement to Flard Labour. 

The Example of Jamaica has been followed by a fimilar Regulation, pafled in Do- 
mtmea 23 December 1788. By this ACt the Juftices, fummoned to the Trial, are to be 
ive, and not lefs than Three 2re to form a Bench: The Perfons fummoned are to be 
Iwelve being neighbouring Freeholders, Leafeholders, Merchants, Traders, or re- 
pc table Idoufe Keepers; Six of thefe are to conftitute a Jury. Such is the Mode of 
n r .» not ° nl .V for Offences puni Led with Death, but for others that are followed by 
amihment, or public Whipping, of not more than Thirty-nine Lafhes. As to fmaller

'O i aw s, to the Authority of the Mafter in punifhing his Slaves. It appears 

from

from the Two Laws which follow, that any Degree of Severity in the Way of Punifli. 
ment, though it went even to the Life of the Slave, was looked upon as an Object not 
deferving public Confideration; and that even Murder was not marked with any very 
heavy Penalty. 

By a Law of Bcirbadoes , pafled 8 Auguft 1688, it is enacted. That if any Negro, or 
Other Slave, under Punifhment by his Mafter or his Order, for any Crime or Mifde- 
meanor towards his Mafter, fhould unfortunately fuffer in Life or Member, which, 
fays the Adt, feldom happens, no Perfon whatfoever fi.all be liable to any Fine therefore. 
But if any One of War.fonnejs or Bloody-mindednefs , or cruel Intention, wilfully kill a Ne- 
gro or other Slave of his own, he lhall pay into the public Treafury £.iy, if the 
Slave belong to another Perfon, then/\ 35, and further be bound to his good Behaviour 
during the Plealure of the Governor and Council: If the other Perfon’s Slave is killed 
accidentally, the Killer is liable to no other Penalty than an Addon at Law ; if a 
Negro is killed by Night, out of the Road or Common Path, ftealing Provifions, the 
Killer is not to be accountable for it at all. 


The other is a Law of Bermuda , pafled in 1730, the Preamble of which is very re¬ 
markable : It ftates that the wilful killing of a Slave (by the ftridt Laws of England) 
comes within the Penalty of Murder ; that the Privileges of England are fo miverfallj 
extenfive, as not to admit of the leaf Thing called Slavery ; but that, in His Majefiyt 
Plantations in America, the Cafes and Circumfiances of Things were wonderfully altered, fir 
the very Kindred, nay fometimes Parents of thefe unfortunate Creatures (upon the Coafi if 
Africa) expofe their own Ijfue to perpetual Bondage and Slavery, by Jelling them unto your 
Majejlfs Subjells trading there, and from thence are bi-ought to thefe Settlements, and con - 
fequently purchafed by the Inhabitants; they being (for Brutifhnefs oj their NatureJ no other- 
wife valued or efeemed amongfi us than as our Goods and Chattels ; therefore our prudent 
Neighbours in America, as Barbadoes, &c. have thought fit to make Laws to prevent tie 
Penalty and Forfeiture in caje of killing a Negro. After this Preamble it enadts, that the 
accidentally killing a Negro in punifhing him fhall not make the Kdler liable to any 
Penalty or Forfeiture ; but killing a Slave maliebufiy and wilfully, or procuring it to 
be done, fhall be punifhed with a Forfeiture of £. to. If the Slave belongs to ano¬ 
ther, then, in Addition to the £. 10, he is to pay the Value of the Slave to the 
Owner. 


Such is the Species of Regulation which it was thought advifeable to make on this 
Subjedt, even fo low down as 1730. But while the Government of Bermuda adopted 
this Example of the Ifland of Barbadoes, a different Sentiment prevailed in the 11 
of 'Jamaica. So far back as the Year 1696, it was enadted by a Law of that lfk™» 
that if any Perfon willingly, wantonly, or bloody-mindedly killed a Negro or Slave, 
Ihould be adjudged guilty of Felony; the Second Offence was to be adjudged Mur® > 
and the Offender was to fuffer according to the Laws of England, except as to 1 
ture of Lands and Tenements. In 1751, it was further ordained in the fame H 1 > 
for better preventing fuch wicked and inhuman Practices, that the Offender, for the L 
Offence, fhould be imprifoned for fuch Time as the Court fhould adjudge, not exce ^ 
ing Twelve Months '*. It is proper here to obferve, that in a Decilion in 1776. in 
Court of King’s Bench and Grand Sefiion of the Peace in the Ifland of Grenada, it 
determined, by the whole Court, on a Motion in Arreft of Judgment, that killing ^ 
with Malice was Murder in the Law of England, and they accordingly gave JjK 
ment of Death. Many other Improvements of the Negro Syftem, befide thofe 
ftated, have recently been made, by which the Authority of Owners in punifhiug to 
Slaves is fubjedted to confiderable Reftraints : But thefe Improvements will moi e p* 
perly be placed under the Head of the Protection afforded to Slaves. 

The Protec- If the Rights of a Mafier be every Thing, and thofe of the Slave nothing, then e '^ 
tion of Slaves.

In the earlier Times of our Settlements, this Branch of the Negro Polity (as hath 
been before obferved) was not much regarded by the Legiflatures; it was confined to 
fome fhort Directions for their Cloathing and Provifions, and fuch only as were abfo- 
lutely neceffary. In 1688, in Barbadoes, it was required that the Slaves fhould have 
Clothes once a Year; namely. Drawers and Caps for the Men, and Petticoats and 
Caps for the Women, on Pain of forfeiting 5 s. for each Slave not fo cloathed. In 
1696 the like Proviiion was made in Jamaica. In a Law of Bermuda, 1730, for re¬ 
training the Ufe of Silk, Lace, and luperfluous Ornament by Negroes (which was 
very likely to be the Production of Theft) it is ordained, that Mafters fhall find them 
fufficient Food and Cloathing. In 1693, in Montjerrat, Mafters and Overfeers are 
required to keep, tor every Eight Slaves, One Acre of Ground, well planted with 
Provifions, and fo proportion ably for a greater or lefs Number, on the Penalty of for¬ 
feiting, for every Six Months it fhall be wanting, 1,000 Pounds of Sugar. 


Thefe are all the exprefs Provifions to be found in the older Laws: To thefe may 
be added, as auxiliary towards producing the like EffeCt, a Provifion in feveral Iflands, 
that, when it appeared a Slave, convicted of ftealing, had been driven to commit the 
Offence by Want of due Maintenance from his Mafter, the Mafter fhould not be en¬ 
titled to the Value, he would otherwife receive on the Slave’s Execution. It appears 
from the leveral Laws which mention the trading in Poultry, Greens, and the like, 
allowed to Negroes, that there was an Attention in Mafters to this ObjeCl, even where 
there was no exprefs Law to require it. 

In later Times we find in Saint Vincent, 1767, it was directed, That the Slaves 
fhould be cloathed once every Year; a Male with One Pair of Drawers, and a Shirt or 
clofe-bodied Frock; a Female with a Petticoat and a Shift, or Cloathing adequate 
thereto, on Pain of the Mafter forfeiting 13 s. for each Slave not fo cloathed. 

But in the Three Iflands, where Laws have been paffed very recently for the 
Purpofe of affording more ample Protection to Negroes, than they had before expe¬ 
rienced, this Article of Cloathing and Maintenance is ordered in a new and more 
liberal Way, with the Addition of various Regulations for their Lodging, and for 
their general Treatment, both in Sicknefs and in Health.

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View of the Principles 

In the late Aft, palled in December 1788 in Jamaica, a limilar Direction is given for 
allotting Provifion-Ground, and allowing fufficient Time to cultivate it, with a D.1- 
cretion, if Circumftances require, to make a Supply of Provifions in lieu of Land, 
under the higher Penalty of £. 50. The Owners are alfo requited to maintain at 
Home thofe, that are infirm, on Penalty of JT. 10 for every one wandering about, and 
becoming burthenfbme to others, for Want of fucli Maintenance. 

In the late Aft of December 1788, paffed in the Ifland of Dominica, the Directions 
on this Head are only general; namely, that Slaves are to be maintained with fuffi¬ 
cient Quantity of good and wholefome Food, and well and fufficiently cloathed, and 
placed in comfortable and dry Lodging; and in cafe of Sicknefs they are to be af- 
fifled with Medical Aid, under the Penalty of £.100 for the Breach of any of thefe 
Injunftions. 

The Power of the Mafter over the Slave’s Perfon in adminiftering Correction is 
another Article, which (as hath been before obferved) is but (lightly mentioned by the 
' older Laws; and what is there faid feemed of a Nature that induced us to confider 
it as properly belonging to the Head of Regulation. This Point is one that has been 
more anxioufly laboured in the recent Afts of the Three Illands; and what is there 
provided deferves mod unequivocally to be claffed under the preient Head ot 
Protection. 


By the new Aft of Jamaica, if a Slave be mutilated or difmembered by a Mafter, 
or with his Knowledge or Sufferance, fuch Mafter is to be fined in a Sum not ex¬ 
ceeding £. 1 00, and imprifoned for a Time not exceeding Twelve Months; and, if the 
Court think it proper, the Slave fo treated fliall be declared free. The Profeaition 
for fuch an Offence is intruded, in a fpecial Manner, to the Care of the Veftry, and Juftices. 
Any Perfon killing a Slave wantonly, willingly, and bloody-mindedly, (hall be adjudged 
guilty of Felony without Benefit of Clergy, with a Saving, however, of Forfeiture and 
Corruption of Blood. 

In Dominica, a White Perfon maiming, defacing, or mutilating, or cruelly torturing 
a Slave, or caufing the fame to be done, is to be imprifoned for a Time not exceeds 
Three Months, or fined in a Sum not exceeding £. 100 : A White Perfon who kilt 
a Slave is to differ Death. 


The puniftiing in fuch Manner thofe who killed, or who maimed, or difinem- 
bered a Slave, had been before done by Afts paffed in other Iflands, within thefe 
Years*: But it feems peculiar to the Afts lately paffed in the Blands fo often men¬ 
tioned, to enter into the Subjeft of domeftic Correction by the Owner, witn 
Profpeft of ufeful Effeft. 


In the new Aft of Grenada it is ordained. That no Proprietor, or Attorne . 
other Reprefentative of fuch Proprietor, (hall inflift any other Corporal Pnnn^^ 
than Imprifonment in a proper and wholefome Place of Confinement, and V *i r 1 ^ 
not to exceed Thirty-nine Ladies, for any One Offence: and that no Perfon em 
under fuch Proprietor, or his Attorney, (hall, during the Refidence of fuch f >r0 P rl ^j 
or Attorney on the Spot, inflift any other Punilhment than fuch Confinem cnt » j 
Whipping, not to exceed Twelve Ladies for any One Offence. If an 0 (L“ nce 
appear to a Proprietor, or his Attorney, to deferve, for its Enormity, more exernp^ 
Punilhment, he may take the Slave before Two Juftices, who may order fuch 
ment, not extending to Life or Limb, as to them fliall feem proper. Any O n ^ 
(lifting a Punifliment, otherwife than as here permitted, is made liable to an 11 ^ 
ment or Information, the fame as if the Injury had been committed againl a 
Perlon.

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further declared. That no Slave on a Plantation, or in a Workhoufe, fhall receive 
more than Ten Lathes at One Time and for One Offence, unlefs the Owner of the 
Plantation, or his Attorney, or the Supervifor of the Workhoufe, be prefent: And no 
fuch Owner, or his Attorney, nor fuch Supervifor, Hull inflid more than Thirty-nine 
Lathes at One Time, for One Offence, under the Penalty of £. 5. 

In the new Ad of Dominica there is an Enumeration of the Cafes where an Owner 
may caufe a Slave to be punithed: Thefe are, Difobedience of his Orders; robbing ox 
plundering the Property of another; DrunkenneJ's, Quarrelling, Fighting, Neglell cf 
Duty, Abfence from Labour, or from the Plantation, without a written Pafs, or any 
other Mifdemeancr whatever-, and in fuch Cafes a Slave may be punithed at the Dif- 
cretion of the Owner, or Overfeer, by Confinement or flogging on the bare Breech, 
provided the Number of Lathes do not exceed Thirty-nine. " An Owner or Over¬ 
leer infliding any other Punithment is liable to a Penalty of £. 20.. 

The remaining Inftances, in which Protedion is given to Slaves, by Law, in our Various Re 
Iflands, feem to be the new Regulations lately deviled, and contained in the Three forms made 
Ads of Affembly fo often mentioned: A fhort Notice of thefe will give an Idea of the ,atel >’- 
humane Difpofition, that now manifefts itfelf, to make a ferious and effedual Reform 
for the Advantage, and Comfort of the Negroes. The Firft of thefe Ads, in Point 
of Time, is that of Grenada, paffed 3d November 1788, which direds as follows: 

Slaves are not to be compelled (except in carrying on fuch Manufadures as require 
Night or extra Labour) to leave their Houfes to work in the Field, or at their 
Trade, until Day-break, nor at their Times of Breakfaft or Dining, nor after Sun- 
let, except in carrying One Bundle of Grafs from the Field to the Stable. They are 
to have Half an Hour for Breakfaft, and from Twelve o’Clock till Two for Dinner. 

Slaves are to be attended by a Clergyman, to inftrud them in Morality and Reli¬ 
gion; and thofe who are of the Roman Catholic Religion are to be provided with 
Uergymen of that Perfuafion. There is a Penalty of £. 165 Currency on any Pro¬ 
prietor who thall debauch a Female married Slave: An Attorney or employed Per- 
r" vn.- oin & to One Half of his Annual Salary. Slaves fo doing are, on

Workhoufes for Employment, as well as Confinement of offending Negroes, is 
another Part of the New Syftem. 

To afcertain the Effeft that Regulation may have on the Health and Prefervation of 
Slaves, periodical Accounts are direfted in thefe Three Iflands to be given in to the 
principal Magiftrate of a Diftrift, of the Increafe and Decreafe of Slaves. 

The laft, and it ffiould feem the moil compleat Aft of Protection i to a Slave, is that 
of releafing him from a State of Slavery, and giving him the Qualifications of a Free 
Man to proteft himfelf: But this was found by Experience to be fo often mifapplied, 
as to prove only the laft Inftance of Cruelty in Mafters; and it very early became the 
Office of Humanity to lay fome Reftriftions on the Power of Manumfion. 

It was not uncommon for Mafters to manumit their Slaves, when they had become 
infirm, and no longer able to bear the Burthen of Servitude. T his filled the Country 
. with wandering Negroes, who were firft an Annoyance, and then a Burthen to the 
Public. If Negroes were not turned adrift in the Decay of their Strength, but were 
rewarded with Freedom while in Health, for fome particular Merit, it ftill happed 
that fuch Perfons not unfrequently became a Charge upon the Public for Malig¬ 
nance, either occafionally, or at the Clofe of their Days. This Experience induced* e 
Legiflatures, in all the Iflands, to provide that no> Manumiffion ffiouldbe v;d d, unkfi 
Melfures were taken to fecure the Public againft fuch Conferences . This * as by 
theMafter affigning fome Lodging and Maintenance forfuch Slave, or m 
monly by making a Depofit of Money with the Veftry of the Panfli; and in tome 
Cafes 7 giving likelife a Security that the Slave ffiould never be a Burthen to the Parifl- 
In One Iflalid the Depofit was £.100, and the Security £. 200 Such Slave is e- 
titled to £. 4 or V 5 per Annum, to be paid by the Veftry out of the Intereft of the 

Depofit. 

But this Check on the Power of Manumiffion, though fuggefted by Experience, and 
adopted by the Praftice of all the Plantations, was not endured by the Makers or t 
new Aft, In the Ifland of Grenada. Confidently with the Spirit of Reform now F 
vailing there, they have repealed a Provifion of the above Nature; and declared, 
other Condition ffiall be required for the Manumiffion of a Slave, but 
bation of Two of the Guardians of the Slaves , appointed by that Aft; but tint 
fhall be valid without fuch Approbation.

of thefe Two Caufes ; either that the Point in Queftion is of a Nature 
which, viewed in different Lights, might very well entitle it to be 
placed under more Heads than One, as what may in one View relate 
to Property.\ may in another have a Reference to Regulation , and 
even fometimes to the ProteSUon and Encouragement of Negroes j in. 
Wiiich Cafes it was thought advifeable not to burthen this Statement, 
already voluminous, with Repetitions ;—or, Secondly, the Point in 
Queftion was found fo interwoven in the Law itfelf with other Mat¬ 
ters, that it would have been unintelligible, or have loft much of its 
Force, by a Separation : Thus, the Value of an executed Slave may be 
clafled under the Title of Property ; yet in Cafes where it is con¬ 
nected with the Trials of Slaves, and Proceedings thereon, with fpe-

WHEREAS it hath been a Pradice for People of this Ifland, under Colour or Pretence 
of Title, to entice and inveigle Negro and other Slaves from the PofTefTors of them, and 
them fo enticed or enveigled away to lend off this Ifland, or hide or conceal them in remote 
and diftant Parts from fuch PofTefTors, whereby great Inconveniences have happened, to the 
utter Ruin of feveral Orphans, and other Inhabitants of this Ifland, and Decay of the Planting 
Intereft; for Remedy whereof, be it Enaded, by the Governor, Council, and AlTembly, and 
it is hereby Enaded and Declared by the Authority of the fame. That no Perfon whatfoever 
fhall take or detain any Negro or Slave who hath been in Poffefiion of another for the Space 
of Six Months, without due Courfe of Law, upon Pain of forfeiting Forty Shillings to the 
Party aggrieved for every Day’s Detainer.

of Trade, and to the great Difcouragement of Houfekeepers, who are fubjeft to parochial Du¬ 
ties, Taxes, and Rents, for their Houfes: Be it therefore Enafted by the Prefident, Council, and 
Negroes Aflfembly of this Ifland, and it is hereby Enafted by the Authority of the fame.

That if any Matter, Owner, 
beating Guardian, or Attorney of any Plantation or Settlement, lhall hereafter knowingly luffer any 
Drums &c. Slaves to aflemble together and beat their military Drums, or blow their Horns or Shells upon 
any Plantation, Pen, or Settlement, or in any Yard or Place under his or their Care or Ma¬ 
nagement, or lhall not endeavour to difperfe or prevent the fame, by immediately giving Notice 
thereof to the next Magiftrate or commiflioned Officer, that a proper Force may be fent to 
difperfe the faid Slaves, every fuch Matter, Owner, Guardian, or Attorney lhall for every fuch 
Offence, upon Conviftion thereof upon an Indiftment in the Supreme Court of Judicature, or 
Courts of Aflize, pay a Fine of 50k to his Majefty, his Heirs and Succefiors, for and towards 
the Support of the Government of this Ifland, and the contingent Charges thereof.

fuch Evils in future, and to puniffi the Perpetrators of luch Ads agreeably to their Crimes, Be 
it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Negro or other Slave fhall fraudulently 
have in his, her, or their Cuftody or Poffelfion, unknown to his or her Mafter, Owner, Overfeer, 
or other Perfon, who fhall have the overlooking or employing of fuch Slave, any frefh Beef, Veal, 

Mutton, or Goat, or the Flefh of Horfe, Mare, Mule, or Afs, in any Quantity exceeding Five, 
and not exceeding Twenty Pounds Weight, fuch Negro or other Slave, upon due Convidion 
thereof before any Two Magiftrates, fliall be whipped in fuch Manner as fuch Magiftrates fhall 
dired, not exceeding Thirty-nine Lafhes-, and if there fhall be found in his, her, or their Cuf¬

cember in the Year of our Lord 1787. And whereas it is neceflary to make further and 
other Provifion for the better Order and Government of Slaves, that Juftice may hereafter 
be more effeftually adminiftered; we therefore, your Majefty’s dutiful and loyal Subjefts, the 
Afiembly of this your Majefty’s Ifland of Jamaica, do moll humbly befeech your Majefty, 
That it may Enafted ; Be it therefore Enafted by the Lieutenant Governor, Council and 
Attembly of the faid‘Ifland, and it is hereby Enafted and Ordained by the Authority of 
the fame. That from and after the ift Day of January which will be in the Year of our Lord 
1789, all and every the faid herein-before mentioned Laws, and Claufes of Laws, and every 
Part thereof, be and ftand annulled, repealed, and made void, and are hereby annulled, 
repealed, and rhade void, to all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever ; any Thing in the laid

WHEREAS divers large Eftates, confiding of Lands, Slaves, Cattle, Stock, Money, and 
Securities for Money, have from Time to Time been left by White Perfons to Mulattoes, and 
other the Offspring of Mulattoes, not being their own Ifiue born in lawful Wedlock: 

II. And whereas fuch Bequefts tend greatly to deftroy the Diftinftion requifite and abfolutely 
neceffary to be kept up in this Ifland between White Perfons and Negroes, their Ifiue and OfF- 
fpring, and may in Progrefs of Time be the Means of decreafing the Number of White Inha¬ 
bitants in this Ifland: 

III. And whereas it is the Policy of every good Government to reftrain Individuals from

r HEREAS a very confiderable Part of the Wealth of this Ifland confifts in our Negro 
¥ ¥ Slaves, without whofe Labour and Service we fhould be utterly unable to manage our 
Plantations here, thereby relieving our own Wants, and bringing that confiderable Increafe of Re¬ 
venue which this Place affords unto His Majefty’s Coffers, as well here as in England. And whereas 
fome Law Suits have arifen, and other great Inconveniences have followed, where divers Perfons 
dying Inteflate have left their Right and Intereft of their Negro Slaves to be by Law difputed 
between their Heirs, Executors, and Adminiftrators, wherein the various Judgments or Affe&ions 
of feveral Courts or Jurors have fometimes found for the one, and at other times for the other : 

For a full Remedy of thefe Inconveniences, and to the Intent that the Heir and Widow who 
claims Dower may not have bare Land, without Negroes to manure the fame; and alfo that the 
Condition, Right, and Intereft of Negroes to all other Ends and Purpofes whatfoever, may be 
jolly known and determined, the Deputy Governor, Council, and Afiembly of Reprefentatives 
being willing that all Doubts and Ambiguities herein fhould be removed, and the Law in this 
Cafe declared and put in a Certainty, have Ordained and Enabled; and it is hereby Ordained and 
nach'd by the Deputy Governor, Council and Afiembly, and by Authority of the fame.

WHEREAS fome Perfons in this Ifland, intending to defeat the Public of the Duty arifine 
by virtue of the before mentioned Acts, have, after the Arrival of Ships and other Vefiels at this 
Ifland with Negroes and other Slaves, contracted for or bought up great Numbers of fuch 
Negroes, and them have removed on Board of other Vefiels, and exported them to other Places 
•without landing them in this Ifland, by which Means they have evaded the Payment of fuch 
Duty, againft the true Intent and Meaning of the before mentioned Law; Be it therefore En¬ 
acted by his Excellency Robert Lowther Efquire, Captain General and Governor in Chief of 
this and other the Charibbee Iflands lying and being to windward of Guadeloupe and the 
Honourable the Members of his Majefly’s Council, and the General Affembly of this Ifland, 
and by the Authority of the fame. That no Negroes or other Slaves whatfoever, which fliall for 
the future be once imported into this Ifland, fhall be exempted from paying the Duty of Five Shil¬ 
lings a Head, but fuch only which lhall be within 48 Hours exported in the fame Ship or Veffel 
wherein they were brought and imported ; and even in that Cafe, before any fuch Ship or other 
Veffel exporting any Negroes or other Slaves fhall be permitted to clear from this Ifland with¬ 
out paying the Duty aforefaid, the Mailer or Commander of fuch Ship or other VeflLI, Super 
Cargo, or Merchant, fhall make Oath before the Treafurer of this Ifland for the Time being 
(which he is hereby impowered and required to adminifter) that no Perfon whatfoever, fince his 
Arrival at this Ifland, hath purchafed any of the Negroes or other Slaves intended to be fo ex¬ 
ported ; and that no Contract or Agreement, either verbal or in Writing, made or entered into 
with any Perfon whatfoever in this Ifland, for or concerning the Sale or Delivery of the laid Ne¬ 
groes, or any of them, to any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, at any other Place or Places whatfo¬ 
ever, but that the laid Negroes and other Slaves, and every of them, are truly and bona fide ex¬ 
ported on the proper Account and Rifque of the firfl Confignor or Confignors, and for his or 
their only Ufe, Benefit, and Advantage.

unlawfully detained, are or fhall be lent, rented, or hired our, the Borrower, Renter, or Hirer fhall 
not incur or be fubjeft to the Penalty of Five Pounds per Diem ; but the Perfon lending, rent¬ 
ing, or hireing out, fhall be liable and fubjeft to the fame only, and be levied upon for it accord¬ 
ingly. 

Of Slaves XXVI. And for as much as many Guardians, Executors, and Adminiftrators, by Connivance 

fold at and Fraud do fuffer Negroes under their Truft to be under fold, and often buy fuch Negroes them- 
public Out - felves, or contrive that they be bought for them, to the great Lofs of Orphans, Creditors, Le- 
°y- gatees, and all concerned, fuch Negroes being fold fometimes for Half their Worth, even to the 

Ruin of the Plantations tp which they belong, and this many Times when there are other Effeds, 
by which Means fuch Negroes might be preferved; Be it therefore Enafted by the Authority 
aforefaid^ That if any Guardian, Executor, or Adminiftrator fhall confent or agree with any 
Marfhal, Officer, Creditor, or other Perfon, to have a'hy Negro or Negroes, or other Slave or 
Slaves belonging to the Eftate which they or any of them have in Truft as aforefaid, to be 
extended or fold at Outcry, or fufferor permit any fuch Negro or Negroes to be fold at Outcry, 
when there are other Effefts, perfonal Eftate of the deceafed, liable to the Payment of any fuch 
Debt, in fuch Cafe the laid Guardian, Executor, or Adminiftrator, and every or any of themfo 
confenting or agreeing, fuffering or permitting, fhall be and are hereby refpeftively liable to the 
Forfeiture of Fifty Pounds Current Money of this Ifland, for each and every Negro or other 
Slave fo extended or fold at Outcry, to her Majefty, her Heirs and Succeflors, for the Ufe of the 
Party grieved. 

XXVII. And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That upon all Outcries of 
Negroes, there fhall be Twenty Days for Redemption, as in Cafe of Lands, and until the 
(Expiration of the faid Twenty Days no Property fhall be transferred to the Purchafer, who fhall 
not be obliged to pay his Money for the Negroes purchafed until the Expiration of Twenty 
Days, any Law or Statute to the contrary notwithftanding: And during the faid Twenty Days, 
the Negroes fo purchafed fhall remain in the Hands of the Purchaler, he giving Security in 
double the Sum which the faid Negroes fold for, to redeliver them to the Marfhal, if the Perfon 
or Perfons from whom they were attached, or their Executors, Adminiftrators, or Affigns, or the 
Perfon that hath the Title of the faid Negroes, fhall, at any Time within the faid Twenty Days, 
make due Tender of, and pay unto the Marfhal that outcried them, or his lawful Deputy, the full 
Value of the Outcry and his lawful Charges j in which Cafe fuch Purchafer at Outcry fhall deli¬ 
ver back all the Negroes and Slaves fo brought and redeemed unto the faid Marfhal, who fhall 
forthwith deliver them to the Perfon or Perfons that fhall fo redeem them j and if the Purchafer 
fhall refufe, on fuch Demand of the faid Marfhal, to deliver them to him, then fuch Perfon fore- 
fufing fhall, from the Day of fuch Refufal, be deemed and adjudged an unlawful Detainer of the 
Pofiefiion of all fuch Negroes and Slaves, and be in all Relpefts fubjeft and liable to be profo 
cured for the fame before the Two next Juftices, and fuffer the Penalties provided for in this 
Aft. 

XXVIII. Provided neverthelefs, That if any of the faid Negroes fhall die a natural Death 
between the Time of their being outcried, and the faid Demand of the faid Marfhal, in order to 
his reftoring them to the Perfon fo redeeming them, the faid Purchafer at Outcry fhall fuffer” 0 
Damage or Lofs by fuch Death, and fhall be liable to deliver back fuch only of them as are living

•y And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That for the better prefervirtg 
K ; : on E hates in this I hand, and keeping them entire together from Ruin, by the Reco- 
of Legacies left by Teftators, and juft Debts due from their F.ftates, which might with more 
Faie be paid without injuring any Perfon concerned, by having a little longer Time for the Pay¬ 
ment of fuch Debts or Legacies, after they fliall become due, it fhall and may be lawful for 
anv Executor, Adminiftrator, or other Perfon in Truft, not having fufficient EffeCts in his 
or their Hands, belonging to the Teftator, or the Eftate that he or they are mtrufted for, to pay and 
fatisfV or caufe to be paid and fatisfied any Legacy or juft Debt after the fame fhall become due, 
from the Efta'e, that the Negroes may be preferved on the Plantation, and prevented from being 
levied on and carried from it, which would inevitably ruin the fame and put it out of a Capacity 
of recovering itfelf again, and what Money any Executor, Adminiftrator, or other Perfon in 
Truft fhall pay, or fatisfy, or caufe to be fatisfied, for the difeharging fuch Legacies and Debts 
as aforefaid, the Eftate fhall ftand and remain a Security for the Money paid, or fatisfied to be 
paid as aforefaid, with Intereft for the fame, at and after the Rate of f. io per Cent, per Annum, 
until the fame fliall be fully paid and fatisfied. 

XXX. And whereas it often falls out, That after the Death of any Perfon or Perfons poflefled Dying pof- 
of Negroes and Slaves, great Difputes arife about the Title and Pofleflion of fuch Slave or Slaves ,fe([ed of 

fo that feveral Perfons pretend Right to them, and get them many Times by indirect Means into Slaves. 
their feveral PofTefiions, which proves oftentimes the Ruin of the Plantations, and the Perfons 
to whom they really belong, occafioning long and tedious LawSuits, the Pofleflion not being 
hitherto in foch Cafes clearly fettled, fo that the Juftice of the Peace may fo fafely proceed as 
the Cafe require ; Be it therefore EnaCted by the Authority aforefaid, that where any Perfon or 
Perfons whatfoever fhall die feifcd or poflefled of any Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves as 
aforefaid, the Executor or Executors, Adminiftrator, Truftee or Truftees of fuch Perfons fhall 
have the Benefit of this Law, to have fuch Pofleflion for and in Behalf of the Perfon or Perfons 
that have juft Right to them, or any of them, for preferving of them until the T itle of fuch 
Negroes and Slaves is fettled and determined by due Courfe of Common Law or otherwife, and 
thefaid Negroes fliall continue on the Plantation of the Party deceafed, until legally recovered 
by fome Perfon rightfully claiming. 

XXXI. Provided always. That the Advantages accruing for the Work of fuch Negroes and 
Slaves be not mifapplied by fuch Executors, Adminiftrators, or Trufteees; but they and every 
of them fhall be accountable to the Perfon or Perfons in whom the Title is found good. 

XXXII. And be it further Enabled by tire Authority aforefaid. That when hny Negro or Value of 
Negroes, Slave or Slaves, fhall be hereafter executed, and the Juftices and Freeholders or Field Slaves ex- 
Officers fliall have certified the Values of fuch Negroes or Slaves as the Law directs, then if any ecuted ,

AN ACT for amending an Aft of this Ifland, intituled. An Aft for the govern* 
ing of Negroes, and for providing a proper Maintenance and Support for fuch 
Negroes, Indians, or Mulattoes, as hereafter fhall be manumitted or fet free 
as alfo for preventing certain Inconveniences from them, arifing to the Inhahi’ 
tants of this Ifland. 

WHEREAS the Sentence of Death paffed by the Juft ices and Freeholders, in purfuance 
of an Aft of this Ifland, bearing Date the 8th Day of Auguft 1688, intituled, “ An Aft for 
“ the governing of Negroes,” againft any Negro or other Slave tried before them, is im¬ 
mediately put in Execution, without any Stay or Refpice, whereby the Owner or Pofleffor 
of fuch Negro, or other Slave, is prevented from bringing a Writ of Error to reverfe the 
Judgment or Sentence which, in fome Inltances, hath been thought erroneous, and many 
Times, by the Malice or Ill-will of the Profecutor, as well as by the Obftinacy of the 
Owner or Poffeffor of the Slave complained againft, the Pains of Death have, in purfuance 
of the Letter or Conftruftion of the faid Aft, been inflifted on fuch Slave, when more pro¬ 
per and effeftual Methods might have been ufed, if the Juftices and Freeholders had been 
impowered fo to do; and thereby the large Sums of Money that have been paid out of the 
Treafury for fuch executed Slave might and ought to have been faved, as well as the Life 
of fuch Slave preferved; and whereas many Perfons in this Ifland having manumitted and 
fet free feveral Negroes and other Slaves without making proper Provifions for their 
Maintenance and Support, they, continuing their Bafenefs, have, inftead of fupporting 
themfelves by honeft Labour and Induftry, through Idlenefs and other Vices been 
greatly injurious to the Inhabitants, in enticing and corrupting other Slaves to 
fteal, and rob their Owners, prefuming that as they cannot be tried as Slaves, the Evi¬ 
dence and Teftimonv of a Slave cannot legally be received againft them, and thereby have 
hitherto efcaped with Impunity; to prevent and remedy the Mifchiefs and Inconveniences 
before mentioned from happening hereafter. Be it Enafted by his Excellency the Honour¬ 
able Robert Byng, Efquire, Captain General and Governor in Chief of this and all other 
His Majefty’s Caribbee Iflands to Windward of Guadaloupe, &c. the Honourable the Mem¬ 
bers of Elis Majefty’s Council, and the General Affembly of this Ifland, and by the Autho¬

the above enumerated Goods or Commodities, or any other Thing or Things whatfoever, 
he or ffie ffiall for each Offence forfeit and pay the Sum of 5 1 . Current Money of this Ifland 
to her Majefty, her Heirs and Succeffors, for the Ufe of the Informer, to be recovered by 
Complaint upon Oath to the next Juftice of the Peace, who is hereby impowered and required 
to adminifter the fame ; and if fuch White Perfon ffiall not be able to pay his or her Fine, in 
fuch Cafe he, ffie, or they ffiall receive 21 Laffies on the bare Back, by Order of the laid Jul- 
tice, before whom fuch Complaint ffiall come. 

II. And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That all and every N :i r -or 
Negroes, or other Slave or Slaves, who ffiall be found felling or bartering any the before- 
mentioned Goods or Commodities, ffiall have and receive, by Order of any Juftice 01 t c 
Peace, One and Twenty Stripes, on his or her bare Back, upon Proof thereof made by any 
White Perfon.

Current Money to 
her Majefty, her Heirs, and Succeflbrs, to be paid to the Owner of fuch Negro, or other 
Slave, from whofe Neck or Legs any Pot-hook, Ring or Collar fhall be taken as aforefaid, 
due Proof thereof being made before any of her Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace, or the Parties 
own Confeflion, to be recovered as in cafe of Servant’s Wages; and in cafe any Negro or 
Negroes fhall be found guilty thereof, fuch Negro or Negroes fhall receive 40 Lafhes, on 
his or her bare Back, by Order of any One of her Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace. 


X. And whereas many LIuckfters and other Perfons in this Ifland have, notwithftanding trading 
the Forfeitures of feveral Laws heretofore made againft the trading with Negroes, ftill Slaves.

IV. And whereas it is very inconvenient to the Inhabitants of this Ifland, efpecially to the 
Cotton and Ginger Planters, that Negroes or other Slaves fhould be at Liberty to plant any 
Quantities of Cotton or Ginger, for that, under Pretence thereof, great Frauds and Felonies 
arc frequently committed, and clandestine Trade, by Means thereof, is daily carried on 
between ill-difpofed White Perfons and Negroes or Slaves; for Prevention whereof for the 
future. Be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That from and after the Publication 
of this Aft, it fhall not be lawful for any Negro or other Slave to plant to his own or other 
Ufe than that of his Mafter any Cotton or Ginger whatfoever; and that if any Negro or 
other Slave fhall be found with any fuch, or expofing the fame to fale, fuch Cotton and 
Ginger fhall be deemed as ftolen Goods, and the fame Proceedings, Penalties and Forfeitures 
fhall be had, made, and profecuted thereon againft fuch Negro or other Slave, as in the Cafes 
hereinbefore mentioned; and any Huckfter or other Perfon who fhall be convifted of dealing

An ACT for rendering more effectual, and for fupplying many Defcfts in the 
feveral Laws of this Ifland for the governing of Negroes. 

WHEREAS divers Mifchiefs do often happen, and frequent Diforders are occafioned in and 
about the Towns and other Parts of this Ifland, by the notorious fighting, quarrelling, and other 
evil and daring Practices of Negroes, and other Slaves, openly carried on in the public Streets 
and Highways, to the Difturbance of the general Quiet of the Inhabitants; which has been in a 
great Meafure owing to the Indulgence and Countenance given by fome Mailers and Miftrelfe 
to their Slaves : And whereas, though there is no exprefs Law for the Punifhment of the fad 
Offences, yet it has been ufual, from the Necefiity and fuppofed Reafon of the Thing, for Ma- 
giftrates to punifh the fame by Whipping, as direfted in the like Cafes; which however has of 
late occafioned fome Doubts and Difputes to arife : To obviate therefore all fuch Doubts, and to 
prevent fuch Difputes for the future, to the End that there may be full Provifion made in thefe 
particular Cafes, and an explicit Law for the Purpofe, Be it Enafted and Declared by his Excel¬ 
lency Henry Grenville, Efq. Captain General and Governor in Chief of this and all other His 
Majefty’s Caribbee Iflands to Windward of Guadaloupe, &c. the Honourable the Members of 
His Majefty’s Council, and the General Affembly of this Ifland, and by the Authority of the 
fame. That from and after Publication of this Adi, any Juftice of the Peace, upon due Com¬ 
plaint to him made, fhall have Power and Authority, and he is hereby required, by Warrant 
under his Hand and Seal, to caufe any Negro, or other Slave or Slaves, to be * apprehended and 
brought before him for any threatening, fighting, or quarrelling one with another, or for any in- 
folent Language or Gefture to any White or Free Perfon, or for fwearing, curfing, or uttering 
any obfcene Speeches, or Drunkennefs, or making, felling, throwing, or firing of Squibs, Ser¬ 
pents, or other Fireworks, or any other Mifbehaviour, whereby the Public may be difturbed, or 
any particular Perlon immediately aggrieved; but it fhall and may be lawful for any Conftable, 
without fuch Warrant, to apprehend and fecure any Negro, or other Slave or Slaves, fo offending 
in his Prefence, and to convey him, her, or them, as loon as conveniently may be, before the 
next or any neighbouring Juftice of the Peace; and if any Negro or other Slave fliall commit 
any of the faid Offences before mentioned and defcribed, in the View or Hearing of any Juftice of 
the Peace, or be duly convidted of any of the faid Offences before any Juftice, he may order 
him, her, or them to be whipped by a Conftable, or the Common Whipper, according to the 
Nature of the Offence and the State of Health, Age, and Character of the Offender, not exceed- 
ing 39 Lalhes; but the Punifhment of Women big with Child may be refpited. 

II- And be it further Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That for every Negro, cr other 
Slave, who fhall be apprehended and whipped by Order of any Juftice of the Peace, by virtue of 
this or any other Adt of this Ifland, the Owner or other Poffeflbr of fuch Slave fhall immedi¬ 
ately pay to the Conftable and Whipper their reafonable Fees, not exceeding 15 d. for any Ore 
Slave, to be determined by fuch Juftice of the Peace, and proceeded for as in cafe of Servants

An ACT for Encouragement of all Negroes and Slaves that fhall difeover 
any Confpiracy. 

Confpiracies of WHEREAS fundry of the Negroes and Slaves of this Ifland have been long p rc 
Slaves. ing, contriving, and defigning mod horrid, bloody, damnable, and deteftable Rebellion 

MafTacre, AfTaflination, and Deflru£tion by them to be committed, done, and perpetrai 
upon and againfi all the White Inhabitants hereof; but before this fhould be effedted, it hath 
pleafed Almighty God to give us a gracious Deliverance by a miraculous Difcovery thereof: 
To the End fuch barbarous Purpofes and Pradlices may be prevented for the future, and that 
fuch Negroes and Slaves as are not infedted and drawn in by the wicked and devilifh Inflic¬ 
tions of others may not be excited thereto, nor perverted in Point of their Obedience, but may 
be encouraged to continue orderly and quietly, and difeover, fo foon as fhall come to their 
Knowledge, any Defign, Purpofe, or Intent of any Negro or other Slave to commit or abet 
any Infurredlion or Rebellion ; Be it Enadted by his Excellency Colonel James Kendal, 
Captain General and Chief Governor of this and other the Charibbee Iflands, the Honourable 
the Council and General Aflembly of this Ifland, and by the Authority of the fame, That what- 
foever Negro or Slave fhall, after Publication hereof, hear any other Negro or Slave fpeak 
or utter any Words tending to Mutiny, Infurredlion, or Rebellion, or fhall have or prepare 
any Gunpowder, Ball, Sword, Lance, or other warlike Inflrurhent, than what are allowed 
for watching, or other Service of the Country, and fhall forthwith difeover the fame to any 
Juftjce of the Peace of this Ifland, the faid Juftice fhall join himfelf to the next Juftice of the 
Peace, and they Two are hereby impowered and required to caufe the faid Negro or other 
Slave fo accufed forthwith to be apprehended, and the Accufer and Accufed to be brought 
Face to Face, and fhall diligently enquire into the faid Matter, and if they fhall find the Accu- 
fation j uft, they fhall fecure the faid Negro or Slave, and report the faid Matter to hisExcellency, 
or other Governor for the Time being; who is hereby humbly requefted to appointField Officers 
to try the faid Negro or Slave, as by the Aft for the governing of Negroes is provided, who 
are to proceed accordingly; and if they, the faid Field Officers, fhall find the faid Negro or 
Slave guilty of what he or fhe (lands accufed, fuch Field Officers fliall appraife the condemned 
Negro, as by the faid Adi is appointed: But the Negro which accufes the other, the Field 
Officers fhall appraife at his or her full Value and Worth, although it exceed the Sum by the 
faid Aft limited, of which the faid Field Officers fliall forthwith certify his Excellency, 
or the Governor for the Time being, upon Oath, who is hereby requefted to draw an Order 
on the Treafurer for that Sum which fuch Accufer is valued at, to be paid to the Owner 
of fuch Netjro or Slave, at Sight; and, upon Payment thereof, his Excellency, or the 
Governor for the Time being, is requefted to declare the faid Negro or"Slave free, and fuch 
Negro fhall be fent off this Ifland by the Treafurer, to fuch Place where he or fhe fhall defire, 
who is hereby required to pay for fuch Negro’s Paffage; but if fuch Negro had rather flay 
here with his Mafter, Miftrefs, or Family, and not be free, fuch Negro fhall receive Forty 
Shillings to his own Ufe from the faid Treafurer; and if any Negro or Slave fhall not 
make good his or her Accufation againft fuch Negro or Slave as he or fhe fliall accufr, 
fuch Negro or Slave fhall receive fuch Punifhment, not to extend to Life or Member, as the 
laid Two Juftices, or Field Officers, who fliall hear the Matter, fliall think fit.

for theBafenefs of their Condition, to be tried by the legal Trial of 12 Men of their Peers 
or Neighbourhood, which neither truly can be rightly done as the Subjetts of England are, 
nor is Execution to be delayed towards them in cafe of fuch horrid Crimes committed ; 

It is therefore Enadled and Ordained by the Authority aforefaid. That when any fuch Crime as 
aforefaid fhall be commited by any Negroes, Slave, or Slaves, and the faid Criminals be ap¬ 
prehended and brought before any of her Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace within this Ifland,

fende-, and in Failure of Goods and Chattels in Pofleflion of fuch Offender, whereon fuch 
Foifciture may be levied, then, and in fuch Cafe, every fuch Juftice or Juftices to commit 
every Owner or Owners of any fuch diftempered, ftiaimed, or worn out Slave or Slaves to the 
Common Gaol of this Ifland, there to remain without Bail or Mainprize for any Time not 
exceeding Two Months, unlefs fuch Owner or Owners fhall fooner pay fuch Forfeiture or 
Forfeitures to the faid Juftice or Juftices of the Peace, to be applied in Manner aforefaid.

of Antigua, humbly pray Your moft facred Majefty, That it may be Enafted, and be it, and No Perfon to permit 
it is hereby Enacted by the Authority of the fame.

That 
if any Juftice of the Peace in this Ifland fhall hereafter refufe or negleCt, upon Application to 
him made, immediately to take and ufe proper Meafures for the Trial of any Slave or Slaves, 
and efFeCtually to finilh fuch Prial in I en Days after required, for any Felony committed by 
or charged upon any Slave, either by running or abfenting from his Mailer's Service, or ocher- 
wife, or of any other Crime of lower Nature charged on any Negro or Slave whatfoever, 
fuch Juftice fhall forfeit Twenty Pounds lawful Money of this Ifland, to be recovered by 
ACtion, Bill, Plaint, or Information, in any of the Courts of Kecord within this Ifland, or by 
Indictment or Information before Juftices of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol Delivery, or Juftices 
of Peace at their Seffions, One Moiety to the Profecutor or Informer, and the other Moiety 
to the Ufe of His Majefty, His Heirs and SuccefTors, to be paid into the public Treafury of 
this Ifland, towards carrying on the Fortifications thereof, and the Party profecuting fhall re¬ 
cover his full Coll of Suit; and in fuch ACtion, Bill, Plaint, or Information, noEfloign, Pro¬ 
tection, or Wager of Law fhall be allowed.

Crime or felonious Aft of Afts committed or done by any Slave or Slaves, the faid Juftice* 
ill iflue his Warrant for apprehending the Offender or Offenders, and fhall fummon alt 
Ptrfons and Slaves to come before him that Can give Evidence thereof, and if upon Exami¬ 
nation it probably appearcth that the apprehended is or are guilty, he fhall commit him, her, 
or to Prifon, and alfo within Ten Days after fuch Commitment fhall certify to 
lome One Juftice of the Quorum, if he be not of the Quorum himfelf, the Caufe 
of fuch Commitment, and require him, by virtue of this Aft (and fuch Juftice is 
upon fuch Certification hereby required) to affociate himfelf to him, and they fo afiociared 
are hereby impowered and required to try the faid Offenders or Offender, within Ten Days 
after the faid Certification, at the Court Houfe in the Town of Saint John, in this Ifland, 
and to caufe the Offenders or Offender and Evidences to come before them, and alfo to 
iflue their Warrants, under their Hands and Seals, to any Conftable of the faid Town of 
Saint John direfted, authorizing and requiring the faid Conftable to fummon Six reputable 
Inhabitants (being Whites) of this Ifland, to meet them the faid Juftiees at the faid Court 
Houfe in the faid Town of Saint John, at fuch Time as they fhall think proper (provided 
always, that Twelve Hours Notice be given to the faid Inhabitants) to aft as Jurors; to 
whom the following Oath fhall be adminiftered: “ You fhall, to the bell of your Judgment 
" and Knowledge, impartially try the Prifoner or Prifoners now before you, and true Ver - 
u dift give, according to the Evidence. So help you, God. A nt ^ the faid Two Juftiees 
and Six°Inhabitants (being Whites) fhall conftitute, and are hereby declared to be a Court 
and Jury, with full Power to hear and determine all Evidences, Proofs, and Teftimonies (the 
Teftimony of one Slave againft another being always to be admitted) and if by politive or 
circumftantial Proof, they the faid Six Inhabitants (being Whites) in their Capacity as Ju¬ 
rors, fhall find fuch Slave or Slaves guilty of the Offences or Offence of which fuch Slave 
or Slaves is or are charged, then the faid Two Juftiees fhall pafs Sentence of Death, or other 
Punilhment, upon fuch Slave or Slaves, according to the Nature of the Offence or Offences; 
and in cafe Sentence of Death be pafied upon any fuch Slave or Slaves, then they the faid 
Juftiees fhall forthwith iffue their Warrant to the Provoft Marfhal of this Ifland, or his lawful 
Deputy, to caufe Execution to be done on fuch Slave or Slaves, at fuch Time and Place as 
they fhall appoint, not being before the Fourth Day after Condemnation; and the faid 
Juftiees are hereby required to give Notice of the faid Sentence of Death fo paffed to the 
Perfon who is Chief in Command in this Ifland for the Time being, within Thirty-fix Days 
thereafter; and in cafe the faid Offences or Offence of which fuch Slave or Slaves is or are 
charged and found guilty of, is or are fuch as by the Law Sentence of Death cannot be paffed 
on fuch Slave or Slaves, but only deferving corporal Punifhment, then the faid Two Juftiees 
may and are hereby authorized and impowered to inflift or caufe to be inflifted fuch cor¬ 
poral Punifhment on fuch Slave or Slaves as they fhall think proper, and in fuch Place 
and at fuch Time as they fhall think moft: advifeable ; and the faid Six Inhabitants (being 
Whites) fhall enquire into the Damages fuftatned by the Offences or Offence committed by 
fuch Slave or Slaves, and after the fame fhall be afeertained, fuch Slave or Slaves fhall be 
delivered to the Owner or Owners of fuch Slave or Slaves, upon his, her, or their paying of 
fuch Damages to the Party injured ; but if fuch Owner or Owners refufe to pay the Amount 
of fuch Damages, it fhall and may be lawful for the faid Two Juftiees and Six Inhabitants 
(being Whites) and they are hereby authorized and impowered to adjudge fuch Slave or 
Slaves to be the Property of the Party or Parties injured, and his, her, or their Heirs and 
Afiigns for ever: Provided always, that the faid Recompence fhall be given in Evidence 
u pon any Aftion that may be brought for the fame Matter, and fhall be held as a fufficient 
Par thereto in any Court of Record in this Ifland. 

And, that the Magiftrates and Inhabitants of this Ifland may not refufe or negleft, on 
Application made, to fit, hear, and determine Cafes of Slaves, as by this Law direfted to do;

Ship or Veflel in any of the Roads in this lfland, any Cotton Wool, as of the Growth or

Figures, but fpecified at full Length in Words at large) and Marks of the faid Ba s or 
Packages, and defcribing the Name or Names of the Plantation or Plantations, Land or 
Lands, where the fame grew or were produced j which Affidavit fhall be attefted, under the 
Hand of the faid Juftice of the Peace, to have been fworn to in his Prefence, who is hereby 
required to do the fame without Fee or Reward ; and which faid Affidavit fhall be delivered 
to the Colleftor, or other principal Officer of the Cuftoms of the faid lfland, who is hereby 
direfted to receive the fame without Fee or Reward, previous to the clearing out of the faid 
Ship or Veflel. 

And whereas Cotton Wool is fometimes imported into the faid lfland from Colonies be¬ 
longing to his Majefty, or from foreign Colonies, in order to be exported to Great Britain 
or elfewhere; Be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That where any fuch CottonWool 
fhall be aftually imported into and landed in this lfland, and fhall be afterwards fhipped and 
loaded on Board any Ship or Veflel in any of the Ports of the faid lfland, every Perfon fo

Be it therefore Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, 
Owner or Pofleflbr, or Owners or Poflcfiors of Slaves, that fhall permit his, her, or the.r 
Slave or Slaves to plant or gather Cotton for the Ufe of fuch Slave or Slaves, fuch Matter, 
Owner, or Pofleflbr fhall forfeit the Sum of One hundred Pounds Current Money of the 
faid lfland, over and above the Sum of Ten Pounds Current Money of the faid lfland, d- 
ready impofed by virtue of an Aft of the faid lfland in fuch Cafe made and provided; which 
faid Sum of One hundred Pounds fhall be recovered as is direfted by the aforefaid Aft- 

III. And in order to prevent, as far as may be, the purchafing of Cotton from Slaves m 
the faid lfland. Be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon or Perfons in 
the faid lfland fhall, after the Publication of this Aft, purchafe from any Slave or Slaves ^ 
the faid lfland any Cotton Wool, fuch Perfon or Perfons, on being convifted thereof by C a 
before any Magiftrate of the faid lfland, by the Oath of One credible Witnefs, fhall

or Perfons ; and in Cafe fuch Perfon or Perfons fo fummoned fhould negleft or refufe to 

attend at the Time to be mentioned in fuch Warrant, then, on Oath made of the Service 

of fuch Warrant or Summons, it fhall and may be lawful for fuch Magiftrate, who is 

hereby required to do the fame, to ifiue an Execution under the Hand and Seal, direfted 

totheProvoft Marfhal of the faid Ifland, or his lawful Deputy, directing him to levy the 

faid Penalty, with all reafonable Cofts, on the Goods and Chattels, Lands or Tenements, 

of fuch Perfon, and for want thereof, to take the Body or Bodies of fuch Perfon or Perfons, 

and him, her, or them to keep in Cuftody in the Common Gaol of this Ifland, for the Space 

of Three Calendar Months, unlefs in the mean Time the faid Penalty and reafonable Cofts V 

are paid and fatisfied. 

IV. And be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That any Perfon or Perfons fwearing 
falfely, in any Affidavit required to be taken by this Aft, fhall be deemed guilty of wil¬ 
ful and corrupt Perjury, and be deemed liable to be profecuted in all Refpefts as Perfons 
guilty of Perjury are in Great Britain j any thing herein contained to the contrary in any wife 
notwithftanding.

« rheir Negroes, and other Slaves, upon Oath,” hath been found, as it was made, very dilatory, 
hpraufe the"Execution of it was put into fo many Hands, fome of whom were no ways obliged 
Pena l tv 0 r Oath; we, your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal Subiefts, die Chief Governor 
°L U voJ r Majefty’s Leeward Caribbee Iflands in America, together with the Council and 
Affemblv of the Ifiand of Nevis, do pray your moft Excellent Majefty it may be Enafted, and 
be it and it is hereby Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That the faid Aft, and every Claufe 
Article, Matter, and Thing therein contained, be, and is hereby repealed, and made null and 
vokk to all Intents, Purpofes, and Conftruftions whatfoever.

the Advice and Confent of the faid Captain General and Governor in Chief, and the Council 
and Afiembly of the lfland of Nevis, and by the Authority of the fame.

WHEREAS by an Aft, intituled, “An Aft to make Slaves, Cattle, Horfes, Mules, 
tc Affes, Coppers, Stills, and Plantation Utenfils, Real Eftate of Inheritance, and declaring Wi- 
c< dows dowable of them, as of Lands and Tenements,” bearing Date the Twenty-ninth Day 
of April, in the Year of our Lord One thoufand Seven hundred and Sixty-feven, and in the 
Seventh Year of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord George the Third, by the Grace of God 
of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, and lo forth; It is among 
other Things Enafted, That all Negroes, and other Slaves in thefe Iflands, and alfo the Horned 
Cattle, Horles, Mules, and Affes, commonly ufed, employed, and worked upon and about any 
Plantation or Plantations, and all Coppers, Stills, and other Plantation Utenfils, are thereby

An ACT for the more cffettual Trial and Punifhment of Criminal Slaves* 

Whereas the Laws at prefent in Force in thefe Iflands have been found defefrive in many 
Relpcfts, in regard to the T rial and Punifhment of Criminal Slaves ; for Remedy whereof, we, 
Your Majefty s moft loyal and obedient Subjefts, the Honourable William Lucas, Prefident 
and Commander in Chief of thefe Your Majefty’s Iflands of Grenada, and fuch of the Iflands 
commonly called The Grenadines, as lie to the Southward of the Iflmd of Cariacou, including 
that Ifland, the Honourable the Members of Your Majefty’s Council, and the Reprefentatives 
of the People of the laid Iflands, in General Afiembly convened, pray Your Moft Excellent Ma¬ 
jefty, That it may be Enafted and Ordained : 

I* And be it, and it is Enafted and Ordained by the Authority aforefaid. That, upon Complaint 
made to any One of His Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace within thefe Iflands, of any heinous 
and grievous Crime, or felonious Aft or Afts committed or done by any Slave or Slaves, the 
faid Juft ice Ihall ifliie his Warrant for apprehending the Offender or Offenders, and alfo fun> 
mon all Perfons or Slaves that can give Evidence therein to appear before him; and if upon 
Examination it appeareth probable that the Slave or Slaves fo apprehended is or are guilty, 
he Ihall forthwith commit him, her, or them to Prifon, and alfo within Ten Days after fuch 
Commitment Ihall certify to the Two next Juftices of the Peace, One of whom to be of the 
Quorum (if he be not of the Quorum himfelf) the Caufe of fuch Apprehenfion, and to require

And whereas it muff tend greatly to the public Peace and Tranquillity, if the executive 
of the Law be rendered more prompt and fummary in Cafes where the Offences are not ot 
a felonious Nature, and triable before Three Juftices, as hereinbefore mentioned.

That from and after the Pub¬ 
lication of this Adi it fhall and may be lawful for any Perfon or Perfons to manumit and fet 
free any fuch Slave to him or them belonging as in the Opinion of the Guardians of Slaves 
for that Diflridl wherein the Slave or Slaves intended to be manumitted refides or refide, or 
any Two of them, to be by them certified under their Hands and Seals, and indorfed on or 
annexed to the Deed of Manumiffion, are not likely to become burthenfome to the Public; and 
in Cafes of Manumiffion by the laft Will and Teftament of any Perfon hereafter dying, fuch Cer¬ 
tificate of the Guardians fhall be indorfed on or annexed to an Office Copy of the laft Will 
and Teftament by which any fuch Slave fhall be manumitted ,• and all fuch Manumiffions as 
ftiall not have fuch Certificate indorfed thereon, or annexed thereto, are hereby declared to be 
void, and of no Force or Effefl whatfoever.

That no Mafler, Owner, or Pofieffor 
of any Slave or Slaves fhall, under Pretence of Manumiffion or otherwife, dil'card or turn 
away any Slave or Slaves on Account, or by Reafon of fuch Slave or Slaves being rendered 
incapable of Labour or Service, by Means of Sicknefs, Age, or Infirmity, but every fuch Owner, 
Mailer, or PofTefTor, fhall keep fuch Slave or Slaves on his, her, or their refpedlive Properties, 
and feed and provide them with wholefome Food and decent comfortable Cloathing and Lodg¬ 
ing, and not fufFer them to wander about and become burthenfome to others for Subfiflence, 
under the Penalty of One hundred Pounds Current Money for each Slave fo turned away or 
neglefted as aforefaid, to be recovered in the faid Court of Common Pleas, by Aflion of 
Debt, Plaint, or Information, in the Name of any One or more, with the Approbation of Two 
at lead, of the Guardians of the Diflridl in which fuch Slave’s Refidenre is or ought to be, and 
paid into the public Treafuiy, for the public Ufes of the Colony.

V. AND forafmuch as many Negroes and Mulattoes pretend to be free, who are really not fo, 
through whofe Mifcondudl Negroes and Mulattoes really free may be brought into Difrepute and 
Difgrace; therefore, to prevent Inch flagrant and dangerous Impofitions, Be it Enadled by the 
Authority aforefaid. That all Negroes and Mulattoes pretending to be free, and who now re¬ 
fide in thefe 1 Hands, fhall (if not already done) bring their feveral and refpedlive Adis of Free- 
' mand Manumiffion to the Regifler’s Office of thefe Iflands, there to be recorded ; and if any

Provided always neverthelefs. That the faid feveral Deeds of Freedom, and Certific 
being born of a Free Woman, and reputed Free for the Space of Five Years at leall, be broi 
into the faid Regifter’s Office within Three Calendar Months next and immediately after 
Publication of this Aft; and the Regifter for the Time being is hereby impowered and r 
quired to give Certificates thereof, or a certified Copy of any fueh Deed or Certificate, to, 
fuch Free Negro or Mulattoe, he or fhe paying fuch Fees therefore, as are ufoally paid foro 
Writings recorded in the faid Office. 

VI. And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That where any Perfon or Perf - 
ffiall wilfully forfwear him, her, or themfelves, or fuborn, or attempt to fuborn any Witntfs or 
Witnefies in Matters any Way relating to the Freedom or Manumiflion of Mulattoes or Ne¬ 
groes, he, ffie, or they fuborning or attempting to fuborn others as aforefaid, ffiall be proceeded 
againft as in Cafes of wilful and corrupt Perjury: And in cafe any Perfon or Perfons lhall be 
convifted of wilful and corrupt Perjury, he, ffie, or they lhall incur the fame Pains and Pe¬ 
nalties, as by the Statutes of Great Britain are enabled againft Perfons convifted of wilful and 
corrupt Perjury. 

VII. And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That any Negro or Mulattoe 
pretending to be fiee, or having no known Owner, Renter, or lawful Employer in thefe Ifiands, 
who do not bring One or other of the feveral Proofs and Teftimonies by this Aft exprefsly re¬ 
quired and direfted, within the Time limited therein, into the Regifter’s Office of thefe Ifiands, 
all and every fuch Mulattoe or Negro ffiall, by Warrant of any Juftice of the Peace in the lfland 
where fuch Mulattoe or Negro then is, or refides, be committed to the Common Gaol; and if 
no fufficient Proof of his or her Freedom ffiall appear, or that he or ffie is not claimed, and the 
Property proved to the Satisfaftion of any Two or more Juftices of the Peace, within Six Weeks 
next and immediately after fuch Commitment, during which Time fuch Negro or Mulattoe lhall 
be advertifed in the Grenada Gazette, if any fuch there be, and if no Gazette ffiall happen then 
to be, in the mod public Places of Refort in the faid Ifiands, then and in every fuch Cafe it 
lhall and may be lawful for the Provoft Marffial or his lawful Deputy, and he is hereby im¬ 
powered and required, to fell any fuch Negro or Mulattoe at public Outcry, as a Slave, and 
the Money arifing from fuch Sale, after dedufting the feveral Charges and Gaol Fees, lhall be 
depoficed in the public Treafury of thefe Ifiands, to remain to the Ule of the Public, until the 
Owner or Owners of any fuch Negro or Mulattoe ffiall appear to prove his or her Property.

An ACT to require all Free Meftives, Cabres, Negroes, and other Coloured 
Free Perfons, refiding in, or who may hereafter arrive, in thefe Ifiands, to re¬ 
gifter their Names for the Purpofes therein mentioned.

another Aft of the Legifiature of thefe Ifiands, intituled, “ An Aft for puniffiing Rogues, V a- 
“ gabonds, and other idle and diforderly Perfons, and declaring who ffiall be deemed Rogu«> 
* c Vagabonds, idle and diforderly Perfons,” it was enafted, that all Free Negroes, Cabres, Mu¬

That 
the Secretary fhall, and he is hereby required, within Thirty Days after the Expiration of the Firft 
Ninety Days, to make out and tranfmit to the Commanding Officer of the Militia of each Pa- 
rifti for the Time being an exaft Lift of the Names of the Free Coloured Perfons refiding in 
that Parifh, who have appeared before him; and the faid Commanding Officers are hereby re. 
quired to make diligent Inquiry in their refpeftive Parifhes, of the feveral Free or reputed Free 
Coloured Perfons, and to examine whether any of them fhall appear not to have complied with 
this Aft; and if any fuch Delinquents fhall come to his Knowledge, he is hereby authorized 
and required to ifiue his Warrant under his Hand and Seal, direfted to any Conftable, to call 
fuch Delinquent before him, and (if he fhall fee juft Caufe) to convift. the faid Delinquent, and 
by Warrant under his Hand and Seal, to be direfted as aforefaid, to caufe the Fine or Fines 
hereby impofed, and which fhall be then due, to be levied and applied in Manner hereinbefore 
direfted.

23d Dec. 1788, which is as follows:

XXIII. A N D be it, and it is hereby further Enafted and Ordained by the Authority afore- The Value 
' j\ f a Jd, That if any Slave or Slaves lhall be convifted and executed by virtue of of Slaves 
this Aft, the Owner of fuch Slave or Slaves lhall be paid, out of the public Treafury of this executed or 
Ifland, the Value of fuch Slave or Slaves, which Value lhall be fettled by the Oaths of Two killed. 
credible White Perfons, being Freeholders or Leafeholders, that knew the Slave or Slaves fo 
executed; which Oath lhall be fworn before fome Juftice of the Peace of this Ifland, and fuch 
Oath and Value to be certified by the faid Juftice of the Peace under his Hand and Seal ; 
provided the Value to be paid does not exceed Sixty Pounds, Current Money of this 
Ifland. 

XXIV. And be it, and it is hereby further Enafted and Ordained by the Authority aforefaid. 

That in cafe any Slave or Slaves lhall wilfully kill another Slave or Slaves, and be thereof con- 
vifted, the Value of the Slave or Slaves fo convifted lhall be paid out of the public Treafury of 
this Ifland, One Moiety to the Owner or Owners, Renter or Renters, of the Slave or Slaves 
convifted, and the other Moiety to the Owner or Owners, Renter or Renters, of the Slave or 
Slaves killed, fo as the Value of any one Slave does not exceed Sixty Pounds Current Money, 
the Value to be afeertained by the Two Magiftrates who lhall try fuch offending Slave or 
Slaves. 

XXV. And be it, and it is hereby further Enafted and Ordained by the Authority aforefaid. 

That if any White Perfon, or Free Perfon of Colour, lhall be convifted of the Murder of any 
Slave or Slaves, the Mafter or Owner of the Slave fo murdered lhall receive the full Value 
thereof from the Effefts of the faid White Perfon, or Free Perfon of Colour, which Value lhall 
he immediately afeertained on the Oath of competent Perfons, who may have known the Slave 
or Slaves fo murdered, before the faid Court; whereupon a Judgment lhall be entered againft 
the Offender, on fuch Conviftion, for the appraifed Value of the faid Slave or Slaves, and the 
hid Court are to award Execution on fuch Judgment, to be levied by the Provoft Marlhal, of " 
ws Deputy, in the fame Manner as Executions iffued out of the Court of Common Pleas are 
levied; and in cafe the Goods and Chattels, Lands and Tenements, of the faid White Perfon, 
or Free Perfon of Colour, are not equal to the Amount of Sixty Pounds, Current Money, for 
each Slave fo murdered, then and in fuch Cafe the faid Owner or Owners of the faid Slave or

T WHEREAS the different ACts of this Ifland, for the Government and Protection of Preamble.

Moft Excellent Majefty, That it maybe Enafted and Ordained; and be it, and it is hereby

An ACT for the Security of the Subject, to prevent the Forfeiture of Life arJ I 
Eftate upon killing a Negro or other Slave. 

WHEREAS Negroes, Indians, Mulattoes, and other Slaves, are very numerous within I 
thefe Iflands, and that the wilful killing of any fuch Slave as aforefaid (by the drift Lawsofl 
England) comes within the Penalty of Murder, the Judgment whereof is Forfeiture of Life and 
Eftate : And whereas the Privileges of England are fo univerfally extenfive as not to admit of I 
the leaft Thing called Slavery, occafioned the making fuch Laws for the Prefervation of every I 
individual Subject, in his or their Lives, Eftates, and indifputable Rights and Properties; but I 
here, in His Majefty’s Colonies and Plantations in America, the Cafes and Circumftances of] 
Things are wonderfully altered; for the very Kindred, nay fometimes even the Parents of thefe [ 
unfortunate Creatures (upon die Coaft of Africa) expofe their own Iffue to perpetual Bondage! 
and Slavery, by felling them unto your Majefty’s Subjects trading there, and from thence are 
brought to thefe and other your Majefty’s Settlements in America, and confequently purchafel I 
by the Inhabitants thereof, they being (for Brutifhnefs of their Nature) no otherwise valued or!

Trial of Slaves, and Proceedings thereon.—Of Slaves imprifoned. 


7 July, 1784. 

An ACT for governing Negroes, Mulattoes, Muftees, and Indians, and for fuf- 
pending feveral A 6 ts therein mentioned.- 


WHEREAS many heinous and grievous Crimes,, fuch as Murder, Poifoning, Burglaries, Trial of 
Robberies, Rapes, Burning and Breaking open Houfes, and other Felonies, are many Times Slaves' 7 
committed by Negro, Mulatto, Mullets, or Indian Slaves, or are many Times malicioufly and Pro- 
attempted by them to be committed, in which, though by divers Accidents they are pre- -ceedinrs 
vented, yet are their Crimes neverthelefs heinous, and therefore deferve Puniniment: And thereon. 
whereas Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, and Indian Slaves do many Times Ileal, wilfully maim, 
kill, and deilroy Horfes, Cattle, Sheep, or other Things, of the Value of Six Shillings or 
.hove, or are accefiary to the committing of fuch Crimes as are before mentioned, which 
fcvcral Offenders, for Danger of Efcape, ought not to be long imprifoned, and deferve not, 
for the Bafenefs of their Condition, to be tried by the ellablilhed Laws of England, nor is Exe¬ 
cution to be delayed in cafe of their committing fuch horrid Crimes ; Be urEnadted by the clause i. 
Governor, Council, and Aflembly, That if after the Publication hereof any Negro, Mulatto, 

Muftee, 01 Indian Slave Hi all be accufed of having committed, or having attempted to 
commit any of the Crimes before-mentioned, upon Complaint thereof being made to 
:ny Juftice of the Peace, the faid Juftice fhall iffue out his Warrant for the apprehending

. l c is extremely difficult to afeertain the Ages at which Negroes have died (being Adults) 
ln a newly-fettled Country, where Fluftuations of fuch Property have been inconceivably 
numerous, and where the Owners of Slaves mod generally are acquainted with the Ages of 
their Slaves chiefly by Eftimation ; to this Caul’e mud be attributed the very great Difficulty 
of obtaining fuch Information as would elucidate this Subject in an adequate Degree to the 
framing a fatisfaftory Anfwer to Queftions relative to this Clafs of Negroes.

REMARKS. 


During this Period there were delivered in 
the Colonies 46,396 Negroes. 

From January 1680-1 to 4February 1688-9, 
15,872 Slaves were fold in Jamaica by the 
African Company, which, on an Average, 
produced jf. 13. 1. 9. Sterling each. 


During the Period from 1698 to 1707, there 
were landed in the Plantations, both by 
the Company and private Traders, about 
25,000 Negroes a Year. 

In 1707 the Price on the Coaft of Africa 
was faid to be £. 10 Sterling a Head j 
yet it was afierted by the private Traders 
that at the Bite and Whydah, where 
the Company do not trade, the Price 
of Negroes was as low as formerly j 
Englilh Goods fold for much lefs. 

In 1707, 25,000 Slaves were faid to be An¬ 
nually necefiary for the Britifh Colonies, 
including 12,000 for Jamaica and the 
Spaniards. 


In 1744, the ufual Price of Portuguefe Men 
Slaves, was 420 Pounds of Cowries *.

lefs expeniive than in Jamaica. 

This fuperior Population is attended with feveral Advantages — the numerous Growers of the 
inferior Staples, fuch as Indigo, Coffee, Cotton, and Cocoa, by the Share they pay of the Colo¬ 
nial Taxes, exonerate to a great Degree the Cultivators of Sugar; they add much to the Security 
of the Landed Property in general; they ftrengthen its Credit, augment and fuffain its Value, and 
further contribute to the Wealth of the Colony by furnifhing a great Choice and Aflortment of 
exportable Articles for the Home Freight, and thereby encouraging the Refort of Foreign Ship¬ 
ping and Dealers. 

2d. The French Colonifts in St. Domingo purchafe, at a very cheap Rate, from the Spaniards 
inhabiting the fame Iffand, nearly all the Cattle they want; they likewife carry on with the 
Spaniards a moll beneficial Trade, by which they draw to themfelves nearly all the Silver which 
is annually fent to pay the Spanifh Officers, Civil and Military, and the Troops in Garrifon 
there. 

A further and moft important Aid is derived from the very extenfive fmuggling Intercourfe 
which they carry on with the Traders of fome other Nations. This Commerce, which all the 
French Planters unite in facilitating, takes off annually large Quantities of their Indigo, Cotton, 

Melafies, and Sugar, in Exchange for Gold, Silver, and Negroes. The Prices now given for the 
Latter on the weftern Part of St. Domingo are moft exorbitant, and yet they are juftified by the 
convenient Mode of Payment, and by the various Encouragements which the Courts of France and 
Spain at prefent hold out to them, with a View of completely fettling that invaluable Iffand. 

The Articles of Lumber, Indian Corn, and fome other Supplies, are obtained by the French 
Planter at the cheapeft Rates, by Means which the Policy of Great Britain has interdicted to the 
Britilh Planter, who is therefore fubjefted to Scarcity and Exaftion in thofe Articles. 

The Rate of Infurance from the French Iffands to France is generally lower than from the Britilh 
Elands to Great Britain. 

It is conceived that the foregoing Advantages afford, at leaft, a fofficient Compenfation to the 
French Planter for the Inferiority of Price which he receives for his Produce at the Colonial 
Market. , 

The annual contingent Charges on a Jamaica Eftate are, at prefent, nearly Twice as great as 
they were Thirty Years ago.—At that Period thofe Charges were luppofed to be paid, and actually 
were paid, by the Rum.—At prefent. Rum of the fame Quality is no longer marketable ; and the 
Over-proof Spirit is now aClually fold in the Colony at the fame Price which was then given tor the 
inferior Spirit. 

Sugar at the Jamaica Market has not varied much in its Price for a great many Years;—we 
impute the advanced Price of late more to the Scarcity occalioned by frequent Droughts and Hur¬ 
ricanes, than to any other Caufe.

The fame Sugar at the fame Price, if fold in London, would have given for Nett Proceeds 
(every Charge made except Infurance) about 10 1 . 9 s. per Hoglhead, or about 8 s. 9d. lefs per 
Cwt. fo that French at 36-^s. Price about equalizes 45 s. Britifh for Sugars of the fame Quality. 

The relative Advantages in favour of the French Colonifts, which we have hitherto enumerated, 
are to be confidered only as of a fecondary Order, for we think that the chief and decifive Advan¬ 
tage on their Side confifts in the very fuperior Fertility of the Soil they have to work upon. 
The Lands of St. Domingo are beyond all Controverfy far more productive, and cultivated by

From this fair Comparifon it will appear, that as Five Acres and a Quarter of the Cane Lands in 
Jamaica now in Culture, do not, at a general Average, yield a greater Quantity of Sugar than 1 
Acre does at a general Average in St. Domingo •,—the French Planter, from this Angle Circum- 
ftance, and if there were no other in his Favour, muft be well enabled to underfill the Jamaica 
Planter at every Market in Europe ; nor is it in the Power of the Britifh Planter, by any poffible 
Exertion, to enter into Competition with him. On the contrary, he IS obliged to employ above 
five Times the Quantity of Land and Labour, and incur proportionably heavier Expences of 
every Denomination, in order only to obtain from 51 Acres the fame Quantity of Sugar which 
the Frenchman gathers from One Acre. The Charges and Taxes to which the Colonial Subjects 
of the Two Nations are comparatively liable, we are not fo minutely informed of, as to dilcrimi- 
nate between them with Precifion j but we confidently believe, that 12 and 8 per Cent, clear of 
all Charges, afierted by Monf. D’ Auberteuil to be the general Profits made by the St. Domingo 
Sugar Planters on their Capitals, are greatly more than double what are now gained by the Ja¬ 
maica Planters. In the latter Ifland fome may probably gain 5 per Cent, but the Majority of 
them do not gain above 3 per Cent,; the general Average is no more than 4 per Cent.—Such in¬ 
deed feems to be the natural Privilege of Superiority attached to the French Colonifts, who, more 
from Fortune than Sagacity, Induftry or Merit of any Kind, have eftablifhed themfclves t upon a 
very grateful Soil. And had that of Jamaica been equally productive, we may venture to affirm, 
that, under the fpirited Efforts of Britifh Cultivation, and fkilful Manufacture, by which fome of 
our Mufcovados of Jamaica are now improved almoft to an Equality with clayed Sugars, we fhould 
have continued to retain in the European Market that Afcendancy, which, we now fear, is irre¬ 
coverably loft to Britain. # _ 

We ihall clofe our Anfwer with obferving, that, fince all the Necefiaries of Life, the Produce 
of England* have nearly doubled their Price in the laft 25 Years, it fhould not have appeared ex¬ 
traordinary if the Price of Mufcovado Sugar, the Produce of their own Colonies, (influenced and 
controuled as they are, and muft be, by the Manners and Circumftances of this Kingdom, with 
which they are fo intimately connected) had undergone the fame progrefiive Alteration. But fb 
far is this from being the real FaCt, that our Sugar has, in the very lame Space of Time, advanced 
only from 4I d. to 5J d. and 6 d. per Pound. 

Let us for a Moment only confider Jamaica, as if it were another Englifh County adjoining to 
Cornwall, conftituting a Part of the great general Field of Britifh Agriculture, and that Sugar was the 
peculiar Article of its Growth, as Hops are of another Englifh County :—We fay then, that a pro¬ 
portionable Advance in the Price of Jamaica Sugar would be contemplated by the reft of the 
Englifh Landholders with the fame Pleafure, and by the Confumers with the fame IndifFerence, as 
the cotemporary Rile of Beef, Mutton, Butter, which, in the Memory of us all, have nearly 
doubled their Prices in this Kingdom.

The French have purchafed of late Years a greater Proportion of the Negroes they wanted from 
our Traders upon the Guiney Coaft, which of Courfe become intitled to the large French Bounties 
per Ton, 8 Livres per Head. This Traffic decreafes, owing to the more extended Connections upon 
the Coaft which the French have made. They are Cuftomers alfo for Negroes at Jamaica and 
Dominica, but chiefly for the lower priced, and what are called Refufe-Negroes. It however 
appears, that Traders in French Vefiels, but with Britifh Capitals, have lately averaged a Price 
or io or 12 I. Sterling per Head more than is common in our Iflands. 

The French purchafe a great many Negroes from the Guiney FaCtors in the Britifh Iflands, but 
they do not pay a higher Price for them here. When a Sale is opened, theEnglifh andFrenck

The Syftem of France in regard to the ProtJuftiorts of her Sugar Colonies, having materially 
been changed in fome refpefts fince the late War, particularly in granting a Drawback, and even a 
liberal Bounty upon refitted Sugars re-exported from France, the Price of Raw or Mufcovado 
Sugar has rilen confiderably at all the Ports of France during the laft Four Years, as will appear 
from the comparative Table of Prices at Boordeaux * in 1784, and the very recent Account of 
them in the prefent Year 1788, and alfo from the Prices at Havre during the laft Three Years.

T Have confidered the Premiums of Infurances to and from the Weft Indies given in by Mr. 

Fuller, and obferve the Parallel is ftill drawn between the French Iflands and'jamaica, which 
very naturally will make a ftriking Difference. , * 

But I ftill am of Opinion that from our Windward Iflands we do our Infurances Home cheaper 
than the French, as upon the beft Information I find they never do them under per Cent, and 
we do them at 2 per Cent.; and as we often do our Ships Out and Home for 3 Guineas per 
Cent, they can have no Advantage, though they may make their Infurances to their Iflands at 
1 } per Cent. * ‘ 

There is no doubt but that the French very (eldom fend their Infurances to be made in Eng¬ 
land, unlefs undfcr Apprehenfions of War, owing to the Claufe in their Policies of being 
obliged to give their Underwriters the War Premium, which does not exift in ours; and further, 
on ordering any Infurances to be made in England, their Correfpondents here inuft charge the 
Commifiion of \ per Cent, ufual amongft Merchants; which adds confiderably on fmall 
Premiums. 

There is beyond doubt fome Advantages from the Ports in France laying more open to the 
Ocean; wheteas the Englifli have a dangerous Channel in Winter Time to fail through before 
they get to London; and even Briftol, Liverpool, and Clyde have their Dangers. 

It is not the general Opinion that the French make their Infurances to and from the Weft 
India Iflands on lower Terms than the Englifli. 

There are many of the French Ships in that Line infured in London, and are done on the 
fame Terms as our own, except Jamaica, which from its Situation greatly enhances the Premium. 
Ships coming-iroi» thence have a much longer Voyage to run, and muft make their Paflage 
either through the Gulph of Florida, or beat through the Windward Paflage, both attended with 
confiderable Danger and Fatigue. 

The Premiums given to all our Windward Iflands is 2 per Cent.; the fame from thence with 
a Warrantee of failing before the ift of Auguft, and 4 per Cent, after that Period, but never 
more than 2 per Cent, out from Great Britain; however, many good Ships are frequently done 
Out and Home at 3^ per Cent, nay fo low as 3 Guineas per Cent, with the ufual Warrantee of 
failing from the Iflands before the ift of Auguft; but none of the French Ships are done here on 
fuch low Terms. 

It will be very difficult to form any Judgement which of the Two Nations do their Infurances 
cheapeft, as the Clauies in the French Policies differ from ours. One of which Claufes muft have a 
confiderable Effedlr That in cafe of a War breaking out, the Allured are bound to give an ad¬ 
vanced Premium to their Underwriters for the increafed Rifk they muft run; which is totally out of 
the Cafe with ours; and which, on the leaft Prolpeftof a War, bring many .of their Rifques to be 
infured in London. 

It is very much a Cuftom for the French to infure Free from particular Average, which natu¬ 
rally make the Premiums lower; and many of the Merchants and Ship Owners infure with each 
other, perhaps on more moderate Terms than with the General Underwriters, as the Profits or 
Lofies become then mutual. 

It hath long been in contemplation by our Underwriters to put fome of the Ports in the 
Ifland of St. Domingo on the fame Footing as the Rifks from Jamaica, fucb as Port au Prince , 
Leogan , Aux Quais, Sec. as Ships coming from thefe Ports have a good deal of beating up to 
Windward; but the moft that they have been able to obtain, hath been 5 per Cent, for the Long 
Premium. * 

As ^e Ifland of Jamaica muft not be looked upon in the fame Light as the other Weft India 
Iflands, being lerfar to Leeward, the Premium confequently is ever higher, always 21 per Cent, 
from Great Britain, and from thence 4 per Cent, between the 12 th of January and 26th of July; 
but Ships failing after that Period 8 per Cent., unlefs on a very indifferent Ship to per Cent, may 
be given.

2 per Cent, f In Time of Peace the Variation has not been higher than { to \ 
Ditto on Goods 1 l per Cent. \ per Cent, at moft. 

The Premium from the Windward Iflands, to part from tlrence on or after the ift of 
February to the 5th of Auguft, is 2 per Cent, on the Ships, and per Cent, upon Goods. 

The Premium from St. Domingo to this Place, to part from thence at the fame Period, is 
i\ upon Ships, and 2 per Cent, upon the Goods. 

The Premium upon Ships from the Windward Iflands in the Winter Months, which is from 
the 6th or after the 5th of Auguft to the 31ft January inclufive, is 4 per Cent. 

Ditto on Goods 3J per Cent. 

The Premium from St. Domingo in the fame Seafbn upon Ships, is from 4 to 5 per Cent, 
and upon Goods 4 per Cent, from all Ports of that Ifland : 5 per Cent, upon Ships was the 
Premium given during the lafl Winter Seafon, but the former one it was not higher than 4 per Cent.: 
the Infurance upon Ships from the South Coaft, (that is to fay), from Cap i'iburon to the Ctyts, 
is done with fome Difficulty occafionally *, however the Premium has not exceeded in Time of 
Peace 5 per Cent. 

Infurance Out and Home or confolidated is not cuftomary, nor do I find any Inftance of its 
having been done of late Years. 

Premiums are paid on Ships going out, in 15 Months from the Date of the Policy, and coming 
home, in 6 Months after the Arrival of the Veflel, which dates from the Day the Captain 
makes his Entry at the Cuftom Houle. The Lofies are paid by the Infurers to the In lured, 
3 Months after he has apprifed them of the Event, according to Forms eftablilhcd, without an/ 
Deduction whatfoever.

I am informed and do believe they can. 

The French Planters lend their Sugars to the European Markets cheaper than we do, which arifes, 
perhaps, from their cleanfing it at fo much lei's Expence, and from the trifling Coft of the Build¬ 
ings eredled on their Plantations for the Manufadlure of that Article. Whether the Englilh does 
or does not cultivate his Land at greater Expence than the French Planter, mull be determined by 
a comparative View of the Advantage derived on the one Hand by the French over the Englilh, 
from the conftant and uniform Attention of their Slaves to their Duty, with that of the Englilh 
over the French, conlequent upon the increafed Price which they muft pay for a great Portion of 
their Negroes, purchafed from the Englilh Trader, who is neceflarily to be fuppofed to till to 
Advantage, or he would not be encouraged to adventure. Unfurnilhed with ptecile Fails for 
Premifes, we cannot deduce an accurate Inference.

I beg Leave to refer your Lordlhips to the following Papier, where I have mentioned what 
appears to me to be the Reafons why the French Planter is able to cultivate his Land at lefs Ex¬ 
pence than the Englilh, and can fell his Sugar cheaper-, I will, however, ftate them Ihort in this 
Place. 

1 am informed that the French Planter has Plenty of Land, and it is given to him; that the 
Soil of the French Illands is more fertile than ours, I except the Ifland ol St. Chriltopher-, that 
they cultivate the Cane Plant chiefly in their richeft Grounds, and grow in Lands of inferior Fer¬ 
tility many Things neceflary to a Sugar Plantation, which the Ehglifh purchate ■> and that from 
their Soil being richer than ours they employ fewer Slaves to produce the fame Quantity of Sugar, 
their Canes not requiring to be often replanted. And here I cannot help obferving, that thele 
Eftates which import the moll in Proportion to their Produce arc moll beneficial to Trade, 
although they may be lead profitable to their Owners.

ivil Eftablifliment, and in Time of War, efpecially, incur enormous Charges in ereding and 
maintaining Public Works and Fortifications; a ftriking Inftance of which has happened in the 
Cafe of the unfortunate Ifland of Antigua, whofe Public Debt, arifing principally from the Ex¬ 
pence which attended the Defences made for the Protection of His Majefty’s Naval Yard and 
p 2““ nglilh Harbour, and their unparalelled Exertions for the King’s Service in other 
S V. rIn 8 t ^ e rr at ^ Ponged the Colony into fuch a State of Diftrefs, as feemed to 
the Council and Aflembly of the Ifland fufficiently to plead in favour of the Refolution they 
reluctantly entered into a few Years ago, of tranfmitting, through their then Agents, an humble Pe- 
ti on to the King, praying that His Majefty would be gracioufly pleafed to afford them Relief, as

To the King's molt Excellent Majefty, 


Moft Gracious Sovereign, 

W E, Your Majefty’s moft dutiful, loyal and obedient Subjects, the Council and Affembly of 
Your Majefty's Ifland of Antigua, impreffed with Sentiments of the higheft Veneration 
and AffeCtion for Your Majefty’s Royal Perfon, and zealoufly attached to Your Majefty’s Govern, 
nient and the Britifh Conftitution, beg Leave in this Manner to lay ourfelves at Your Majefty’s 
Feet, and to implore Your Majefty’s Attention to this our hdmble Petition and Addrefs. 

Permit us. Sire, to inform Your Majefty, that on the firft Appearances of the late unhappy 
Commotions on the Continent of America, Your Majefty’s faithful Subjects in this Ifland, judging 
that the natural Enemies of Great Britain, unwilling to lofe To favourable an Opportunity for en¬ 
deavouring to wipe off the Difgraces, and repair the Loffes they had fufferdd in the laft War, 
would not fail to manifeft their Defigns by commencing Hoftilities, we determined to exert every 
Means in our Power to render ourfelves fecure from the Attacks of an Enemy, and to facrificc 
with Cheerfulnefs our Lives and Properties, in Defence of our Liberties and the Rights of our 
Sovereign. t 

With thefe Views, we entered into every Meafure that appeared to us neceffary to accomplifh 
our Defigns ; and whenever we could obtain the Advice and Affiftance of any of Your Majefty’s 
General or other Officers, every Plan recommended by them for the Defence of the Ifland was 
acceded to, and the neceffary Funds for carrying them into Execution were provided with Alacrity 
and Efficacy, J^nd in our Operations Your Majefty’s faithful Subjects confidered not their immediate 
Property alone: The Safety of Your Majefty’s valuable Naval Yard and Stores at Englifh Har¬ 
bour, and the Protection thereof from a Surprize which was threatened, engaged our particular 
Attention; and from the Importance of the Object, and the great Extent of the neceffary Works, 
drew on us the heavieft Expences. 

Nor, Gracious Sovereign, did we confine ourfelves to fortifying our Ifland only for, fenfible 
of the Value and Importance of Your Majefty’s Troops at all Times, and well knowing how much 
was to be expeCted from their Bravery and good Conduct in the Hour of Danger, your faithful 
Subjects moft willingly acquiefced to the Requifitions made from them for the Accommodation of 
the Garrifon placed in this Colony, and provided fufficient Quarters, Water and other Neceffaries, 
for them, fo as to make their Refidence here as healthy and as fatisfaCtory to them, as the Cli¬ 
mate and Condition of the Ifland would admit. And here we are compelled to add the melan¬ 
choly FaCt, that the Supply of Water, which in moft Countries is not an ObjeCt of Expence, from 
the Nature of this Ifland, and from its particular unhappy Situation for fome Time paft, has 
proved to us an almoft incredible Charge. 

Thefe Proceedings, may it pleafe Your Majefty, continuing without Relaxation for the whole 
Period of t'he War, were neceffarily attended with the Expenditure of large Sums ; but Your Ma¬ 
jefty’s faithful Subjects, unmindful of every Confideration, but what was dictated by their Zeal 
and Loyalty, fubmitted without murmuring to every Burthen impofed on them, and (trained every 
Nerve to difeharge their Duty, till at length finding themfelves overwhelmed by the Debts brought 
on them, and incapable from unavoidable Misfortunes to difeharge them, they look up to Your 
Majefty as the benign Father of his People, and as the only Source from whence, under Almighty 
God, they can hope for Relief. 

Your Majefty’s faithful Subjects mean not to rely on their Affertions only for the Truth of the 
Faffs they have advanced. The Documents which accompany this Addrels are indifputable 
Proofs of our Zeal, and clearly evince to what ruinous Lengths it has carried us. But ruinous as 
the Confequences are, melancholy as our Situation is, we regret not what we have done; Your 
Majefty’s faithful Subjects are happy in reflecting, that fuch Teftimonies of their Loyalty .and 
Principles can be produced; and nothing would have prevailed on us to have made this Recapi¬ 
tulation of our Services, but this Diftrels to which we are reduced, and in which our principal 
Confolation is, next to the Humanity and Benevolence of our Sovereign, that our Misfortunes are 
not owing to ourfelves. 

Knowing, as we do, that Your Majefty’s Subjects, however remote from your Royal Prefence, 
are the ObjeCts of Your Majefty’s Attention and Concern, and that Your Majefty ever feels for 
their Diftrcfies, it is with infinite ReluCtance we give Your Majefty the Pain of being acquainted 
with our Sufferings. 

Your Majefty’s faithful Subjects prefume not to murmur at the unerring Difpenfations of the 
Divine Providence, when we fay that our Afflictions are brought on us by the Will of God. 
bow with Reverence at his Chaftifement, and only fupplicate Relief. For more than Seven Years, 
Gracious Sovereign, has this unhappy Colony been vifited with a Drought, the Severity of which 
cannot be more jultly deferibed, than by a Detail of the Difappointments and Mifery it has pro¬ 
duced. Our Crops have been deftroyed,—our Labours and Induftry fruftrated,—our Debts ac-

cumulated by a Deprivation of the only Means to reduce them.—Families falling from Eafe and 
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Affluence into Penury and Want, have been obliged to abandon the Eftates of their Anceftors. 
Our Lands which, when blefled with Rains, were fruitful and abounding, are become fteril, and 
debarred thereby of our ufual Refources, our Expences in the Cultivation of our Plantations have 
continually encreafed; fuch has been, and ftill is, our Situation, and this too at a Time when the 


Calls upon us for the Defence of our Country, and for the Accommodation of Your Majefty’s 
Garrifon, required more than ufual Supplies. And at this unfortunate Period, when Your Ma¬ 
jefty’s faithful Subjects thought the Meafure of their Woes complete, they faw their Metropolis a 
Second Time in Flames, and the moft valuable Parts of it, which had before efcaped a fimilar 


Conflagration, were now laid in Afhes. 

When we reflect. Sire, how much this Colony owes already to Your Majefty’s Bounty, it gives 
us inexpreffible Concern to appear again as Suppliants for Your Majefty’s farther Liberality; and 
we befeech Your Majefty not to think us unmindful of the Benefits we have received. We ac¬ 
knowledge, with Hearts overflowing with Gratitude, Your Majefty’s late Goodnefs to us in at¬ 
tending to our Petition for Relief j and, with a Senfibility due to the Occafton, we declare, that 
Your Majefty, by ordering our Bills on Your Majefty’s Treafury to be paid, and by lending us a 
Supply of Provifions, faved us from a Famine, and the concomitant Horrors of that Evil. With 
thefe Sentiments Your Majefty’s faithful Subjects entered into every necefiary Engagement for fe- 
curing to Your Majefty the Repayment of the Sums fo generoufly advanced, and flattered them- 
felves, that before this Time their Obligations in that Refpedt would have been moft punctually 
difcharged ■, but in vain. Gracious Sovereign, are our Endeavours. The heavy Expences brought 
on us by the War, and the State of Poverty to which it hath pleafed God to reduce us, have pre¬ 
vented our juft Defigns, and rendered us abfolutely incapable of paying the Debt due from us to 
Your Majefty’s Treafury. 


To Your Majefty’s well known Liberality and Sentiment we appeal to do Juftice to our Feel¬ 
ings, on this Declaration of a Breach of our Publick Faith, and truft Your Majefty will believe 
that it is an Event that gives us the moft poignant Concern; and throwing ourfelves entirely on 
Your Majefty’s Mercy, we humbly prefume to hope, that the Reafons we have given for art 
uncommon Expenditure of our publick Funds, and the diftrelsful Situation to which we are 
unavoidably reduced, will operate upon Your Majefty’s Goodnefs, and induce Your Majefty to 


confider us rather as unfortunate and deferving of Compaflion, than as Men without a due Regard 
to their Engagement and Obligation. 


Thus fituated, moft Gracious Sovereign, Your Majefty’s faithful Subjects moft earneftly im¬ 
plore Your Majefty to take our Cafe into Confiderarion, and intreat, that Your Majefty will be 
gracioufly pleafed to order and direft, that the Sums for which we ftand indebted to Your Majefty 
may be remitted us, in Confiderarion of the Sums expended by us for the Defence of this Ifland, 
and for the Accommodation of Your Majefty’s Troops during the late War j and to grant us 


fuch further Relief, as to Your Majefty’s Wifdom and Goodnefs (hall feem meet. 

May Your Majefty’s Reign be long and glorious •, may every Felicity, public and domeftic, 
conftantly attend Your Majefty and Your Royal Family; afid may there never be wanting a 
Defcendant- from the illuftrious Houfe of Hanover to wield the Sceptre of the Britiih Empire till 
Time lhall be no more.

I do not think myfelf fufficiently informed to anfwer the Third Queftion fully and explicitly.— 

The Gentlemen in the Weft Indies are better able to fpeak to it than I am -, fuch Caufes however 
as ftrike me, I fhall mention. • . 

The Syftem of the French Colonial Trade is totally different from that of Great Britain, and 
as it fhould feem, carried on more with a View to the Intereft of the European Merchant, than 
that of the Planter. In the Infancy of their Colonies, it was monopolized by an excluffve 
Company, who were the foie Exporters of all Neceflaries from Europe, and the foie Importers 
of all Produce} that Syftem, I apprehend, is now fo far changed, as to be open to all the 
Merchants of France-, but the Mode in which it is carried on, continues the fame. The 
Merchant is ftill the Importer of all European Articles confumed in the Colonies, which he fells 
to the Planter} and as the Capitals are not large in France, generally at a fhort Credit. The 
Rule is, to pay on the Return of the Ship; and as there are few Planters in the French Iflands, 
who can pay in Bills of Exchange, or Cafh, the ufual Payment is in Produce. If the Planter 
cannot difeharge the Whole of what he owes the Merchant, he is beat down in the Price of his 
Produce but whether in Debt or not, he does not receive a Price equal to that which he would 
get, if he imported it on his own Account. The Produce thus obtained, is fhipped by the 
Merchant, ana imported into France, from whence it is re-exported ly Foreigners , in return for 
the Goods imported in their own Bottoms. Hence I apprehend it has arol'e, that the Mother 
Country affording a Confumption within herfelf very inadequate to the whole Produce of her 
Colonies, a great Proportion of it has been exported } and as both the French and the Foreign 
Merchant have bought it cheap, they can afford to fell it cheap. 

The Reverfe of this has been the Cafe in the Englifh Colonies; the Planter has all along exported 
his Produce on his own Account, and has fhipped it to be difpofed of by the Englifh Merchanc 
on the moft advantageous Terms, paying him only a Commiflion of per Cent, on the Sales, 
and 5 per Cent, on his Advances; and as the Markets of the Mother Country have for thefe laft 40 
Years afforded a better Price than Foreign Markets, this accounts for the fmall Quantity 
exported direftly from the Ifiand to Foreign Ports. 

Another Caufe is, that the French Planter manages his Plantation at a much left Expence 
than an Englifh Planter. The Lands in the French Colonies were originally granted without 
any pecuniary Confideration, and fuch of them as have been purchafed by the prefent Proprietors, 
have been bought at a Price much inferior to thofe of the Englifh Colonies. The Grants were alfb 25 per Cent, 
for much larger Trafts than in Barbadoes and the Leeward Iflands, by which means the French 
Planter has been enabled, at the fame Time that he has carried on the Culture of Sugar, &c. to is S orV Years 
fupply himfelf at no Expence with many Things effential to the Support of his Plantation, as he without inter¬ 
cuts his Lumber, and railes Cattle, Horfes, Mules, Sheep, Provifions, Stock, &c. fufficient for * 
his own Confumption, and that of his Negroes, on his own Premifes, and he will now have 
an additional Profit from the Converfion of his Molafles into Rum} a great Proportion of which 
he has been heretofore obliged, from the Want of a Vent, to give his Hogs. 

Another Caufe arifes from the Syftem of Agriculture praftifed on a French Eftate. They very 
feldom replant their Lands, but fuffer them to remain in Ratoons from 10 to 20 Years} and 
when they do plant their Grounds, they rather fcratch the Land than hole it, and rarely manure it, 
which is the lefs neceffary, as it is generally frefher and fuperior in Quality to that of the Englifh 
Iflands, where, on feveral Eftates, the Land will not ratoon, but muft be holed and manured every 
Time it is cut off; from whence it follows, that the Call for Labourers moft be lefs on a French 
than on an Englifh Plantation. 

Another Caufe is, that, in the French Iflands, the Planter is free from all Expences of Civil 
Government, the Army, and the Fortifications, and alfb from all Cuftom-houfe Fees, and Charges 
attending Navigation, and pays only the Droit D’Oftroi, which, 1 believe, is 2 per Cent, on all 
Goods exported. 

Another Caufe may be deduced from the Difference of Education, Prejudices, and Habits 
which form the general Charafter, and ftrongly mark the different Mode of living of the Two 
Nations, in the Mother Country, which operates as ftrongly as in the Colonies; hence it is that 
France confumes lefs Sugars, &c. than England, and exports more; and hence it is that the 
French Planter, though he gets left for his Produce, perhaps gains more on his Capital than the 
Englifh Planter.

He gives a greater Price for his Land, not only where he purchafes from a Subject, but alfo 
from Government ; his Buildings are more extenfive, and coft more Money as well t b ereft as to 
repair; all Iron Ware, Copper Ware, Linen, Cloth, Silks, Hofiery, and Sadlery, imported 
from England, are confiderably dearer than the fame Articles imported from France; he has not 
the fame Means of cutting his own Lumber, nor of railing Cattle, Horfes, Mules, Sheep, Stock 
and Proviftons for his own Confurrtption and that of his Negroes (Jamaica only excepted), but is 
obliged to import all thefe Articles at high Prices, which are advanced of late Years; he has 
Occalion for more Negroes in raifing his Crops ; to all which may be added, the declining Price 
of Rum in the Englifli Market, for which it often happens of late there is no Demand; and, as to 
the Expences of Government, though the Planters in Barbadoes and the Leeward Iflands many 
Years ago granted a Tax of 4 £ per Cent, on all their Produce, exprefsly on Condition that the 
Crown Ihould be at the Expence of maintaining the Civil Government and keeping up the Fortifi¬ 
cations ; yet not only there, but in all the other Englilh Iflands, the Planters have ever fince paid 
annually confiderable Taxes for thefe Purpofes, and are fubjeft to Cuftom-houfe Fees and other 
Charges on Britifh Navigation, from which the French are exempted.

The Quality in general is not fo good, and the European Purchafer cannot afford to give fo high

In the firQ: In fiance, the French Settlers have all their Grants from the Crown, not only free 
but accompanied with various Exemptions for a Term of Years; whereas our Crown Lands have 
been Ibid at Audlion to the higheft Bidder; add to this, that the Britilh Planter is not fatisfied 
with the flow and frugal Progrefs of the French Planter, but proceeds in a more rapid and ex- 
penfive Mode in the Improvement of his Property and his Produce. 

We believe the French Planters in the Iflands in this Neighbourhood fend but a fmall Part of 
their Sugar to the European Market on their own Account; they import but little of their own 
Supply from Europe; they ufually furnilh themfelves from the Mailers or Supercargoes of the 
Vefiels, and ufually fell their Sugars to fuch Mailers or Supercargoes, the French Planter having 
received his Land gratuitoufly from the Crown, having few or no internal Taxes to pay, con¬ 
tributing little or nothing to the Civil or Military Eftablilhment, reliding on the Spot, and con¬ 
ducting his own Eftate, ferved only by an Overfeer or two on very fmall Wages, and pofiefling, 
moreover (generally fpeaking). Lands more productive than ours, finds the Expence of a Sugar 
Plantation inconfiderable in Proportion to the Quantity of Produce made, and is therefore fatisfied 
with fuch Price for his Sugars as it is well worth the Mailer or Supercargoes while to offer him, 
who can thereby afford to fell it more reafonably at an European Market. In what Proportion it 
is cheaper will be better learned at the European Market; we have no Information on the SubjeCt. 
If the FaCt be fo, we fuppofe the above Circumllances are among the Caufes of it. The French 
Colonies have within themfelves Mill Timber, which is amonglt the moll expenfive Articles in our 
Iflands; almoft every Species of Work, fuch as building in Stone or Wood, Mill Work, and 
hanging Coppers, &c. is much cheaper among the French: The Supply of American Articles 
necefiary for a Sugar Plantation, fuch as Lumber, Filh, Rice, Oil, Corn, &c. by being brought 
in American Vefiels, comes to the French Planters at left than Half the Price given by the Englilh. 
In all thefe Inllances, but particularly in Taxes, in the Wages of Managers and Overfeers, Sala¬ 
ries of Surgeons, and moll of all in the Supply of American Articles, the Englilh Planter incurs 
confiderably more Expence than the French, and probably makes a left Nett Income, notwith- 
llanding feme Difference in his Favour in the Price of his Sugars. 

We believe the French Planter is enabled to fend his Sugar to the European Market, at a lower 
Price tharrthc Englilh Planters can. 

We cannot fay exadly in what Proportion cheaper; as we have not the Means in our Power of 
afcertaining it. bne h, : ,a 

The following are feme of the Caufes why the French Planter can afford to fell his Sugar 
cheaper than the Englilh Planter* at the European Markets. 

Their Iflands in general are much more extenfive than ours; the Ifland of St. Domingo, m 
particular, is a much better Soil:—Their Ellates were granted to them gratis, by the Crown, and 
Money was alfo advanced to them to form the Settlements of their Ellates at a very low Rate of 
Intereft. We were obliged to pay for our Lands, and to raife Money for the Settlement of them 
without any Aid from Government. Of courfe, the Settlement of their Ellates did not coll near 
fo much in proportion as the Settlement of ours. This Circumllance admits of a Transfer of Pro¬ 
perty in the French Iflands, at a much lower Rate than it can be afforded in the Englifli, where 
the Settlement of fuch Property has coft fo much more. There is alfo a Difference, which um- 
verfally prevails in the Eflimation of all Men, between the Value of Lands in free and in defpotic 
Governments, arifing from the fuperior Security with which People hold their Property under the 
lormer, to what they do under the latter Species of Government. Their Iflands, from being 
larger, are alfo more feafonable; and as they have generally added to their Lands in Cultivation 
for Sugar, and other Produce, Trails of very fine Provifion Grounds, they import little or no*

thing as Food far their Negroes ; whereas we, efpecially in the Leeward Iflands, are obliged to 
import ahnoft every Article of Food which the Negroes have, and this, in itfelf, is a very'confi- 
derable Saving to a French Planter. His Lands in general are not nearly fo much worn out as ours, 
and confcquently the Labour of manuring is laved to him; and he is able to bellow that Labour on 
the Grounds for raifing of Provifions : His Lands being frelher, he is thereby enabled to rattoon 
them for Sugar, by which all the Labour of preparing and planting the Lands is laved : His In- 
fular Taxes are not fo confiderable as ours, nor are the Duties upon his Sugar at Home, before ic 
comes into the Marker, fo high. Since the late War, by the Americans being allowed to bring 
Live Stock, Lumber, and Indian Corn, to the French Iflands, in their own Veflels, the French 
Planter has been enabled to buy thole Articles from 50 to an 100 per Cent, cheaper than what the 
£riti(h Planter has been obliged to pay for them; any Flour that may be wanted occafionally for 
the Ufe of the French Planter’s Negroes, he can have it cheaper from France than we can from 
England. In cafe of a Hurricane, or other general Calamity, which may deftroy the Country 
Provifions, we could only be permitted to fend to the Foreign Iflands in our Neighbourhood for 
Supplies (if there fliould be a Veil'd among the Iflands, which may have efcaped the general Wreck, 
left to go); and it by Chance we ihould be able to obtain any from thence, they would come to 
us at a moll exorbitant Rate, which the French, by opening their Ports to the Americans on all 
fuch Emergencies, afford to their Planters an Opportunity of being fupplied from the firft Hand, 
and upon the eafieft and cheapeft Terms; and by the American Veflels being permitted to carry 
Rum from the French Iflands, the French Planter gets more, in proportion to its Quality, for his 
Rum, than we do for ours; by which he can with more Eal'e defray the fmall Expences of his 
Eftate, and afford the other Part of the Produce of his Lands, Sugar, at a proportionably lower 
Rate.—There may be other Circumftances favourable to the French Planter which we are ignorant 
of, and unable to flate •, but thefe which we have ftated will lead to fhew, how much he is enabled 
to underfell us at the European Market.

The French have all along purchafed Negroes from Foreigners; at prefent they buy them 
chiefly from the Englifh ; formerly this was a clandeftine Trade, but now it is authorifed by late 
Edi&s ; and as there are confiderable Bounties and Premiums given on the Importation of them, 
J fhould apprehend that they will come cheaper to them now than formerly, though they may 
pay more for them than the Englifh, efpecially if it is confidered that they generally pay for them 
in Produce, which, from the Increafe in the Quantity clandeftinely imported into Great Britain 
and North America, I am informed has rofe confiderably in Price; indeed I am told by a French 
Planter, who is not a very old Man, that within his Memory there ia a Difference in the Price of 
Sugars in the French Iflands from 30 to 40 per Cent. /1 v- ^ 

The French (alfo the Spanifh and the Dutch) Colonifts, do take off a large Proportion of the 
Slaves imported into the Britifh Colonies ; at Grenada alone, above 11,000 Slaves have been fold 
fince the Reflitution in 1784; of thefe a full Half have been fold to Foreigners, not at higher 
Prices, but on the contrary (as wholefale Dealers and lefs nice in Choice) at reduced Prices.

The French, particularly fince St. George’s has been made a free Port, do certainly purchafe 
confiderable Numbers of Slaves from our Traders ; but we apprehend, that fuch of them as are 
of known Credit, command the Slaves at the fame Prices as our own Planters, and that they haye 
only the fmall additional Expence of carrying them hence to the French Iflands. 

Before the Ifland of Dominica was made a free Port, a very confiderable Number of Negroes 
ufed to be imported from Africa into this Ifland, and fold to the French and Spaniards; but, 
fince that Time, the African Trade to this Ifland has gradually declined, and we have not, for 
feveral Years back, had more Negroes imported than would have been fufficient, had they been 
purchafed here, to have kept up our Stock, which has been decreafing of late. We cannot other- 
wife account for the Decline of this Trade in this Ifland, than that the French may find it more 
convenient to themfelves to make their Payments in Dominica, than they could do were they to 
purchafe here. When they were accuftomed to buy here, they did not pay higher Prices for 
the Negroes they purchafed, than were paid by the Planters of the Ifland ; but the Freight, and 
the Rifque of the Negroes from this to their own Iflands, made them come a Trifle higher to 
them than to us.

I do not ^now how to give a precife Anfwer to this Queftion, becaufe all the Imports and 
Exports in the Frepch Colonies being for Account of the Merchant, little or no Produce is 
fhipped in Freight. I fhould prefume, the Ship Owner muft calculate his Profits on the whole 
Voyage Out and Home, and how that turns out, eventually as to that Part of the Profits ariftno 
from Freight, it is impoflible to fay. ° 
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Freight to Europe is higher in the French than in the Englifh Iflands. The French Merchant 
Adventurers and Ship Owners fend out Ships loaded with all Manner of Supplies, and they are 
re-loaded Home for and on Account of the outward Adventurer; this being the general Rule, it 
may be well fuppofed the Freight of Sugars will be high and arbitrary ; whereas from London 
and BriftoJ, Plantation Stores and Supplies are chiefly for and on Account of the Planters, and 
fo are the Returns 5 and the Bufinefs of Freightage is, by Competition, reduced to the lowtft 
Price it can be afforded at.

It is very remarkable, from a Comparifon of this laft Account of the Exports, compared with 
the preceding Account of Prices as low down as that goes, the Exportation feems to have lef- 
iened as the Prices lowered, and falls much Ihort of 20,000 Hoglheads, when at the higheft 

I have not been able to trace the Prices from 1736, but I ihould prefume they continued to 
lower; for I have heard my Father and feveral old Planters fay. That in 1748 there were inanv 
Sugars imported, which brought the Planter in Debt.—This induced feme anions them to ‘trv a 
Foreign Market and accordingly a Quantity were exported direftly from the Iflands to Leghorn- 
but the Sugars foon after taking a Start in England, this was given over and as this Market has 
ever flnee continued to be fuperior to any other, the direfl Importation from the Britilh Sugar 
Colonies has been confined to Great Britain. 1 ^ ° 

But Great Britain pays a fuperior Price for the Produce of its own Colonies: It muft be confi 
dered, on the other Hand, in what manner Ihe pays for them, viz. by the Vent of her own Ma 
nufaftures -, and if the Subject is viewed in this Light, it muft be admitted that the Sugar Colo 
mes are among her beft Cuftomers, as they muft neceflarily be ever fupplied by her, and that in pro¬ 
portion as they encreafe and flourilh; and yet at the fame Time Articles produced and manu 
lactured by them can never interfere with thofe produced and manufactured by hcr. aH -

Are not the French Planters able to fend their Sugars to the European Market at a lower Price 
than the Englilh Planters ? 

Can you lay, on an Average, in what Proportion the French are able to fend their Sugar to the 
European Market cheaper than we do ? 

Can you aflign the Caufes of the French lending their Sugar to the European Markets cheaper ? 

They do fend their Sugar fomewhat cheaper to Market; their Soil is better in general, and 
not fo high priced as Land in the Jinglilh Iflands. 

Atleaft Five perCent.-, and if the Planter fells his Produce at the Place of Growth, which is 
general with the French, 7 £ per Cent. 

The Soil of their Elands is in general fuperior to that of the Englilh Iflands ; yet when it is 
bought or fold, its Value is not fo greac by 15 or 20 per Cent., nor in general are their Buildings 
fo expenfive-,- therefore the French Planter’s Capital in Lands and Buildings is lefs chan the Englilh 
Planter’s, and his Soil requires lefs Cultivation; but in this latter, he does not in general reap the 
Benefit, being far behind the Englilh in the Culcure of the Sugar Cane, and in che Manufacture 
of Brown Sugar particularly. His Capital is greater in Slaves, abouc 10 per Cent, more than che 
Englilh Planter, becaufe he pays more for imported Slaves, about 15 per Cent.; yet the Country 
born and feafoned Slaves are not elteemed above Five per Cent, more valuable in a French than an 
Englilh Ifland. Almoft all Sorts of Provifions for Slaves are dearer in the French than the Englilh 
Iflands. Colonial Taxes will be found to be nearly equal. Their Taxes to the King’s Revenue is 
One per Cent, upon Export to France, and they cannot export Produce to any other Place, except 
Molafles and Rum, which pay no more. 

They cannot fend it to any other Market, except contrary to Law; their Lands being cheaper, 
their Capitals are lefs. The Reafon why there is a Difference of 1 £ between the Sale on the Spot 
and the Expence of fending it to Europe is this, their Freight and Infurance are fo much higher 
than ours; their Ships are navigated with more Men, and are obliged to take and entertain a 
certain Number of Cadets for the King’s naval Service; their Colonial Taxes are not lower than 
in Englilh Iflands, nor are their Ifland Veflels navigated at lefs Expence, but the contrary ; they are 
obliged to renew their Papers every Six Months, and to carry Stores for the King at the Will of 
the Intendant, and at his Freight, which is not more than Half that of private Perfons. 

Although they pay no Fees, as mentioned by the Merchants, and as is true, yet the Exactions 
on one Pretence or another are known greatly to exceed all Fees and Expences paid in our Ports 
by Law. 

Brown Sugar cannot be Ihipped from the French Iflands on better Terms than the Englilh, 
although the Soil of the French Iflands is in general of fuperior Quality ; nothing paid for Land 
on firft fettling, and fettled Land rated much lower; the Carriage of Produce fubjeCt to no Fees 
of Office, either to Droghers or European Veflels, the Revenue Officers being paid by the King, 
and no other Droit than One per Cent, paid on Exportation. 

The French Colonies are in general larger than the Englilh, confequently the local Expences 
of the Public are lefs to Individuals; notwithstanding their fuperior local Advantages, yet the 
French are fo far behind in Point of Manufacture, and the Quality of Brown Sugar is fo much 
inferior, that the Average Price paid to the French Planter, about 34 per Cent., exceeds the Ave¬ 
rage paid to the Englilh Planter, which is about 40 per Cent., and the Freights to Europe by 
French Veflels higher, owing, it is fuppofed, in fome Degree, to their Veflels carrying a greater 
Number of Men, and the Expences of Outfits higher. 

C. N° 4. 

Does the Englilh Planter cultivate his Land at more Expence than the French ? State the Par¬ 
ticulars, and the Reafon why. 

The Englilh Planter certainly cultivates an Eftate at a greater Expence than the French Planter; 
he feeds his Slaves better, and cloaths them better ; he has every Implement neceflary for carrying 
on his Manufacture, of a better Quality. For Example ; a Frenchman fkims his Coppers with a 
perforated Calabalh;—an Englilhman with a Copper Skimmer. The former ftrains his Liquor 
through a Balket;—the latter through a fine Wire Strainer. The latter feeds his Mules with Oats 
and other Grain;—the former with the Skum of his Coppers. But the Advantages of Englilh Ma¬ 
nagement are much greater, in proportion to his Expences, than the French. The Englilh culti¬ 
vate and improve their Land with Judgment; and the Advantages of Diltilling alone, more than 
compenfate for extra Expence:—The French Planters owe very little Money ; their Eftates have 
been tranlmitted to them by their Parents, who fettled them with GEconomy, free of Incum¬ 
brances;—as they have little Credit, they pay little Intereft :—No exorbitant Charges for Agency, 
&c. with which Englilh Planters are burthened, in the New Iflands particularly, by the Necelfity 
they were under of borrowing Money to carry on their Settlements ;—in fimilar Circumftances a 
frenchman could not exift.

Of the Negroes imported into Dominica during the Four laft Years, about Five. Eighths were Mr.Roblnfon. 
fold to the French, near Two Eighths to the Spaniards; the Remainder left on the Ifland; except 
fome fold to the Dutch. 

A French Planter, upun an Average, pays for a Negro about 61 . Sterling more than an Eng¬ 
lifh Planter. Our Traders upon the Coaft of Africa, and in the Weft Indies together, furnifh the 
French with Three Fourths of all the Negroes their Iflands have had. 

With refpeft to this Ifland, more than Four Fifths of the Slaves that are imported are ultimately Merchants 
fold to the French Planters at a much higher Price. Rofeau.

There can be no material Difference. The French Iflands are equally healthy, and the Negroes Mr.Robinfon* 
as well if not better treated. 

In this Ifland I believe I may venture to fay, that now our Numbers rather incrcafe than Governor 
dccreafc, it arifes principally from fuperior Feeding, occafioned by Quantity of fpare Land, and °!^ s Re " 
from our good and great Supply of Water. 

To this I can give no pofitive Anfwcr. My Obfervation however leads me to reply in the Mr. Laing. 
Affirmative. The French punifh their Slaves much more than the Englifh, and they arc not fo 
attentive to feeding and cloathing them.—They work them more at Night; but the French Laws 
allow S laves many Holidays. . < 

If the Slaves be equally well treated, a French Plantation of a given Number of Negroes would Mefr. Bruce, 
not, it is to be fuppofed, require a larger Proportion of imported Negroes to keep up the Stock, and 

than the like Plantation requires in our Iflands. 

A French Plantation will be found to require more imported Negroes than the Englifh Eftatcs, Merchants of 
as, in general, the Englifh are more falubrious, from a better Degree of Management; add to Kofeau - 
which, the French employ imported Negroes immediately to work, before they are feafoned, con- 
l'equently fuffer great Lois through that Imprudence; hence it appears, upon a general Com¬ 
putation, the French Eftates, in the neighbouring Iflands, require Five per Cent, to keep up their 
Numbers, and the Englifh about Three per Cent.

Mr.Robinfon. Foreign European Markets be intended, that can be beft anfwered in Europe. In our Weft 
India Settlements we have no Intercourfe with thofe of the Portuguefe, and cannot fay what the 
Price of their Sugars may be. In the French Iflands, during the late War, the Average Price of 
Sugars was, for Clayed, as in Quality, from 30s. to 54 s. per Cwt.; for Brown 22 s. 6 d In the 
Englifh Iflands the Average Price of Brown Sugars, during the fame Period, was at leaft rrs. 
per Cwt. and Clayed, 50s. to 80s. 03 

Since the late Peace, the Average Price of Sugars in the French Iflands has been, for Clayed 
as in Quality, 36 s. a 66 s. j for Brown, 30 s. In the Englifh Iflands, a very fmall Proportion of 
Sugars are Clayed. The Average Price of Brown, during the fame Period* has been 42 s. per Cwt • 
but it is to be obferved, the French Brown Sugars are far from fo good a Quality as Englifh 
Thefe Prices are in Currency j and the Average of Exchange, during the War, was 65 per Cent! 
and fince -jyl per Cent. 


Merchant* Of The Average Prices of French Sugars, fince the Year 1784, have been 34 s. for Mufcovado and 
Rofeau. f or clayed 60s. in Dominica: Since that Time, the Average has been about40s. Having no 
Intercourfe with the Portuguefe, we are unacquainted with the Price? of Sugars in thofe Settle¬ 
ments. ^

Portugal. 


The Portuguefe export likewife from Mozambique, 4,000 Slaves, which appear to be 
exclufive of the Numbers above ftated to be exported. Thefe are principally lent to Goa 
and the other Portuguefe Settlements in India; and fome are difpofed of to the French. A 
Parifli Pried, who lived at Mozambique near Thirty Years, fays, there is a Necefiity of fending 
offat lcaft 4,000 Slavcs/>zr Annum i rom thence. The Vefi'els employed in the Slave Trade, are 
from about 160 to 200 Ions—Eight generally go annually from Lifbon, and Fifteen or Sixteen 

from Brazil. Their Cargoes for carrying on the Trade, confift of the following Articles:_ 

Tobacco, Rum, Gunpowder, Cape de Verd Cloths, Brafs Pans, Slops, Sugar, Wine, Brandy 
Oil, Vinegar, Flour, Bifcuit; all of the Produce of Portugal and its Dominions: Blue Lon?* 
Cloths, Chillos, Bejutapauts, Neganipauts, Niccanees Tapfails, Saftracundees, Alligars, Callawar. 
pores, &c. Small Shells, called Buzios, or Biackamores Teeth. Thefe Goods come from Goa 
and the Coaft of Coromandel : Mufquets, Blunderbulfes, Piftols, Cutlaffes, Flangers, Flints, 
little Brafs Bells, from Germany: Iron in Bars, from Stockholm: Beads, and Mock Garnets! 
from Venice: Ordinary Bays, Long Ells, Shot, Pewter, Worfled Caps, Stockings, and Cutlery,’ 
from England: Bertanhas, or Coarfe White Linens, Ofnaburgs, or Coarfe Check Linen from 
Hamburgh j and Dutch Knives. 

The Purchafe of Slaves, however, (on the Gold Coaft efpecially) is generally in Exchange 
for tobacco of the moft ordinary Sort: The common Price is Nine Rolls for each Slave; 
each Roll weighs about 2 Arrobes* and 24 Pounds, andcofts in Bahia ahout is. lod. per Arrobe: 
Package, is. 11 dA per Roll: Freight to Africa, 6s. ^d. per Roll: Duties on the Slaves! 
£, 2 8j - 1 i e ach. f They compute that each Slave colts about £6 3s. $d, to £6 i £J . one 
with another, efforted—Fifty Men, Twenty Women, Twenty Boys, and Ten Girls. 

On the Angola Coaft, Rum is the principal Article in the Purchafe of Slaves. 

The Cargoes of the few Ships that go to Africa direftly from Europe, are of fmall confe- 
quence; confiding of Glafs Beads, made at Venice; Coarfe Goods from India; and Long Ells 
from England ; which are for cloathing the Troops: The Cargoes from the Brazils are more 
valuable, confiding of ordinary Tobacco and Rum ; for which they carry back not only Slaves, 
but a very confiderable Quantity of Gold Dull: and Ivory : They carry back likewile French 
Linens and Englifh Manufactures, and other Commodities, in Exchange for the Tobacco. 
About one Cargo of Yellow Bees Wax, Elephanrs Teeth, and Orchel, is° brought direftly to 
Lifbon from Africa; the Orchel is taken in at the Cape dc Verd Iftands. 

Miftionaries have frequently been fent out to the different Settlements in Africa, and go 
from the Convent of St. Apollonia to Angola, Bengucla, Cacheu and Beffau, for the Inftruftion 
o< the Subjects of Portugal, the Slaves or wild Negroes: Thefe Miftionaries, being ignorant of 
their Language, have never been able to bring them to liften to Religion, or civilize 
them. 


Great Encouragements were held out to thofe of the different Convents, who would go there 
in the Beginning of th:s Reign ; but from want of Succefs, or fome other Caufe, their Millions 
and their Zeal have ceafed. It is now difficult to find any Miflionaries for Africa; they prefer 
going to the Brazils. 

At the Cape de Verd Iftands there is an Eftabliftiment for Twelve Friars to be ftationed at 
the Queen’s Expence, in order to fuppl'y Biffas and the neigbouring Places w’ith Miftionaries; 
as they diminifhed, the Remaining received the Allowance for the Twelve, till they were 
detected, and a Redudlion made in their Penfions, as their Numbers decreafed. 

At Congo the Miftionaries are well received.—Chriftianity was preached there foon after the 
Arrival of the Portuguefe.—Some fmall Altars are ftill remaining ; but the Morals of the 
Natives are not improved, though they pay great outward Rcfpett to Miftionaries. 

The Country round Angola has been cleared of ftagnated Waters, and cultivated; by which 
means it became healthy. Some Years ago, a Number of People from Bifcay were fent there to 
work the excellent Iron Mines in that Country; but for want of a permanent Provifion for 
them, nothing was done, and the Trouble and Expence were loft. 

The Negroes bought at Angola are baptized there, before they are put on board the Ships. 
As there are no Miftionaries on the Coaft of Guinea, the Negroes brought from thence cannot 
be baptized till they arrive in the Brazils. 

The Court of Portugal fends out a Governor to Angola every Three Years:—At Bifiau and 
Cacheu, there is a Sargento Mor, for regulating their Settlements. The Slaves are worked all

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the Week, (Sundays excepted) and are allowed a Piece of Land to cultivate for their 
Maintenance ; the Proprietors being only at the Expence, once a Year, of Two Yards of Baize* 
and Three Yards of Ofnaburgh, and a Frock and coarfe Cap or Hat, for their Cloathing. 

The Negroes under the Government of Portugal, in Africa, from Loango to Benguela, 
are not fold for Slaves to the Brafils, unlefs for Crimes: If any fhould be fold, in any other Cafe, 
the other Negroes would defert. The Portuguefe Government have at different Diftances, in 
the interior Part of the Country, Prefidios, or Garrifons, of about Forty or Fifty Perfons; and 
in the Neighbourhood of thefe Prefidios, are cultivated the Plants and Roots of the Country, 
fufficient for their Support. The Portuguefe and Native Creoles, in Africa, plant Rice and 
Indian Corn, and Calavances: They have Yams. Bananas and other Fruits, and export Bees- 
Wax, Elephant’s Teeth, and Slaves, with fome Gold Dull, from the Gold Coaft, with great 
Succefs. 

There are Fairs at different Places, where the Negroes are brought for fale, and the 
Fadors rtfort there with their Effects. 

The Regulations made by the Government of Portugal, for the Number of Slaves each 
Veffel is to carry from the Coaft of Africa to Brafil, are as followsEach Slave is allowed 
Six Palms in Length, and Two and a Half Palms in Breadth, correfponding to Five and Two 
Englifh Feet; the Meafurement is taken fore and aft, including the Forecaftle and the Cabin 
between Deck 1 :. The Captain, Mate, Boatfwain, Surgeon, Prieft, with the Crew, are accom¬ 
modated in a Round-Houfe, built on the Upper Deck, over the Cabin, for the Slaves to have 
all the Room below. It is cuftomary for Veffels of 200 Tons to carry, from Biffau and Cacheu, 
no more than Two Hundred Slaves: The Reafon they carry fo few is, that they are flout, 
refolute Negroes: They are kept between Decks, and fhackled, and, thus fecured, are kept 
from Mutiny. From the other Ports in Africa, viz. Angola, Mozambique, and Coaft of 
Mina, the Slaves are more quiet and manageable ; they have the Liberty of walking about the 
Ship: Veffels of 200 to 300 Tons carry, of thefe Slaves, Four Hundred to Six Hundred, which 
is Two per Ton. 

The Veffels fitted out at Lifbon, for Africa, are a long Time in lading, in order to give 
Time forxhe Slaves to be collcdcd, and ready to take on board as foon as they arrive: Some 
of them by thefe Means making Two Voyages from Africa to Brafil, which accounts for the 
Eight Veffels from Lifbon, and Fifteen or Sixteen from Brafil, carrying as many as Twenty 
Thoufand Slaves. Strong Bulk Heads, or Partitions, are built between Decks, for feparating 
the Slaves. The Women and Children are more indulged, being allowed to walk about the 
Ship, to enjoy the Air. 

Every Veffel carries a complete Medicine Cheft; alfo Fifty to One Hundred Hand Cuffs 
and Shackles, for fecuring fuch of the Slaves as may be inclined to Mutiny. The Ships from 
the Brafils, employed in the Negro Trade, are commonly accompanied by Negroes, which 
is a great Comfort to the Negroes that are bought, who have in Abhorrence the White 
Men. 

Every Sailor belonging to the Ship is intrufted with the Care of Fifteen Slaves, and is paid a 
new Crown, is. 8 d. per Head, for as many as reach Brafil alive; of courfe they take great Care 
of them when any Sicknefs or Accident happens to any of them. By thefe Means it fometimes 
happens, that a Vefi’el which has received on board Five Hundred Slaves, will perhaps arrive ac 
the Brafils with only the Lofs of atfout Twenty; fome Calculations, however, catry the Lofs on 
the Paffage to 10 per Cent. 

The Voyage from Africa to the Brafils is generally about Thirty Days. On their Arrival at 
the Brafils, the Slaves are bathed feveral Times in Salt Water, and prepared for receiving the 
Small Pox, which is very dangerous to them in the natural Way; they are then fold, and a 
good, ftrong, healthy Slave, fit for the Mines, is worth about Forty Moidores, or £54. 

There are Duties paid on the Negroes at the Ports of the Brafils; the Duty on thofe from 
Loango is Two Moidores, or £2 14J. a Head; there are Duties alfo on their Tranfport to 
the ihterior Part of the Country. The Negroes, in the Brafils, are in general well treated • in 
the interior Parts perhaps not fo well as at the Seats of Government. They are judged by the 
Magiftrate in Cafe of Crimes. In fome Parts Two Days in the Week are allowed them for 
cultivating a Piece of Land allotted them for raifing, for their own Ufe, Rice, Indian Corn, &c. 

In others, Saturday only is allowed them, but they work on the Sunday for themfelves, though 
it is intended for a Day of Reft. They have a Jacket, without Sleeves, a Petticoat, or Breeches 
and a Piece of Baize for a Kind of Cloak. They are fometimes aftiduous enough, efpecially 
'vith the Afliftance of the Negreffes, to acquire a Sum fufficient to ranfom themfelves, and 
particularly in the Mines. Slaves are chaftized by their Mailers, or Overfeers, and when that 
has not a good Effect they are lent to the Prifon of Galley Slaves, where they are chained with 
Shackles by the Leg, and well worked in the Public Works of the City; but in the Mines their 
Mailers chaftife them, according to their Crimes. It is thought that their being kept in 
Slavery, with the Obligation of Confeflion, is a gteat Bar to Ads of Confpiracy. 
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The Whites cannot do the Work in the Brafils which the Negroes do; all the Domeflics are 
Blacks, and a white Servant, going from Europe, is of no Ufe. The Encouragement given to 
the IdJenefs of the white People, and the Mixture of the Race, are Two Inconveniences arifin« 
from the Employment of Negroes. The Objeft of Mifiionaries is now looked upon as 
nugatory. Black Priefts have their Wives and their Concubines, and, except in the 
Ceremony of Bapufm, the Black Slaves and Domeftics are perfectly ignorant of the Dodrine of 
the Chriltian Religion; their Obedience is to be attributed more to the good Ufage of their 
Makers, than to any Principles of Religion. 

The Free Negroes and Mulattoes are very troublefome. 

Information received from another Hand, from Portugal, Hates, that it would be verv 
difficult, not to fay impofiible, to obtain, with any Exaftnefs or Authenticity, the Number of 
Slaves annually exported from Africa to the Portuguefe Settlements in the Brafils; the 
Number, however, is generally fuppofed to ba from Eighteen to Twenty Thoufand, and are 
ufually difpofed of as follows; 


Rio de Janeiro (many of whom are fent to the Mines) about 
Bahia, about - - 

Pernambuco, - 

Para and Maranhao, - 

Goa, and the other Settlements in India, are fupplied from Rio de Senna and Mozambique. 

As the Slaves are bartered for Goods, there is no afcertaining their real Prices in Africa; 
becaufe the Prices vary upon the Coatt, at different Ports; and at the fame Ports, at different 
Seafons, an 4 from fundry Caufes; it is, therefore, in general regulated at fo many Rolls of 
Tobacco, Cafes of Brandy, and certain Quantities of other Goods; but it may, upon an 
Average, be computed, that Negroes are bought at the Prices of/8 8 s. qd. to/14, is. id. per 
Head, and fold in the Brafils from £28 2s. td. to £42 ij. 3/. 

Few or none of the Slaves die at prefent on their Voyages, if not occafioned by any 
epidemical Diforder, owing to their not taking fo many in their Veffels as formerly, and 
better Treatment on the Paffage. 

The Number of Veffels employed on this Trade cannot, with any certainty, be known; 
thofe employed diredt from the Brafils to Africa, are called Sumaccas , of about 200 to 300 
Tons; they carry Rum, coarfe India Goods, and Tobacco of the very word Quality, in 
Rolls of 641b. each; and may bring in return from Two to Three Hundred Slaves. 

From Lifbon Five or Six Ships go annually from the Slave Contraftor, of about 400 to 
$oo Tons; thefe go diredt to Africa, coafting there along. The Cargoes they take confilt of 

Arms, with Gunpowder, 

Lead, Copper and Iron Utenfils, 

Coarfe India Goods, 

Food, Spirits and Wine, 

Glafs Beads and Trinkets, &c. &c. 

It is the general Idea, fuppofed to be well founded, that the Slaves in the Brafils are 
inftrudled with fome Care in the Principles of the Roman Religion; the few Inftances of 
Conspiracies among them, may probably be owing -to the Obligation of Confefiion, which of 
Confequence muff lay them open to Detection before their Schemes are ripe. 

Portugal formerly fent out an infinite Number of Mifiionaries to Africa, and made, at fome 
Periods, a confiderable Progrefs in the Converfion of the Natives. There are Bilhops, who 
refide at Angola, St. Thome, &c. and many of the Natives are ordained Priefts. 

As the Laws protedl the Slaves from any Punifhment from their Matters, they are therefore, 
it is imagined, more humanely treated than thole of the other European Settlements. 

When a Slave commits a Crime of any Magnitude, his Matter complains of him to the 
principal Officer of Juftice, who chaftifes him accordingly. 

, The Maintenance and Cloathing of a Slave, in the Brazils, is fuppofed to Hand his Matter 
in about 6 d.\ per Day; yer, notwithftanding, it is the Opinion of a Perfon experienced in the 
Slave Trade, and well informed in the Management of them, that if Means could be found to 
X C P. U R Number of Negroes in the Colonies, and let them be perfedllv free, the 
Cultivation would be carried on cheaper, by paying them a fair Price for their Labour, than 
maintaining them in Slavery. It mutt be taken into the Account the additional Work a Man 
™ ® •> w ^ en labouring for his own Advantage, or for that of a hard, and perhaps cruel 
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In fomc Part of the Brazils the Slaves are allowed Two Days in the Week to work for 
themfelves. 


No legal Document relative to the compulfory Proportion of Tonnage for the Tranfport of 
Portuguefe Slaves, or their Treatment on the Paflage, has been received j but upon reputable 
private Authority, it appears, ift. That a fixed Premium, of which the Amount is not ftated, 
is paid for each Slave landed fafely in Brazil. 

2dly. That feveral familiarized Slaves, called Negros Ladinos , are felefled to ferve as Com¬ 
panions to the new Ones, with whom they converfe on the Voyage in their own Tongues, helping 
confiderably to allay their Apprehenfions. 

3dly. The Negroes newly taken are treated with particular Attention and Cleanlinefs: 
They are abundantly fupplied with fr-efh Water, and with Vegetables, Kidney Beans and Rice, 
and with that univerfal Portuguefe Food, Bacon. 

4thly. That, in Confequence of theft Encouragements and Precautions, fewer Slaves do, in 
Fa£t, die during their PafTage in Portuguefe VefTels to Brazil, than in the Ships of any other 
Nation. 


LAWS 'with refpeEl to Negro Slaves and ‘Trade , in Africa. 

14th October, 1751 —A Law again!! the fending of Negro Slaves from the Brazils to 
other Dominions, not belonging to Portugal. 

24th January, 1756.—Mulattoes and Black Slaves, in the Brazils, who carry prohibited 
Weapons, are to receive One Hundred Laflies, for Ten Days fuccefiively, inltead of Ten 
Years Gallies. 

10th January, 1757.—For every Slave, arriving at the Rio de Janeiro, 4 s. 6d. is to be paid. 

1 ith January, 1758.—Freedom of Trade to Angola, Congo, Loango and Benguela, and the 
adjacent Ports and Places. The VefTels to be cleared from the above-mentioned Places for 
the Ports of the Rio de Janeiro, Bahia and Pernambuco alone. The VefTels from Lifbon and 
Porto may clear out for Portugal, or for the above-mentioned Ports in the Brazils. 


28th January, 1758.—The following Duties are impofed: N.B. APalm 

For every Slave, Male or Female, embarked for Angola, a d the Port of its Dependencies, Inches 
above Four Palmos high, 2/. 8r. 11 d. 

For every one of Four Palms and under, 1/. 4 s. 5 \d. 

Children at the Breaft to be free from Duty, reckoning them with the Mother as one 
Perfon, for which lhall be paid 2/. 8 j. 11 d. 

The Freight of the Ship to be no more than 1/. 13*. yd. per Head. 

A fmall Duty on Ivory. 

19th September 1761. Reciting that a great Number of Black Slaves have been brought 
from Africa, America, and Alia, to Portugal, by which Means the Portuguefe Dominions abroad 
are in great Want of them for the Cultivation of their Lands, and for the Mines 5 and come 
only to occupy the Place of Servants, who by that Means remain without Employment, and 
of Courfe give themfelves up to Idlenefs and Vices. It is ordered. That no Negro Man or Woman 
be brought to Portugal from Africa, America, or Afia. And that fuch as do arrive, become 
free without any-other formality than that of a Certificate from the Cuftom-houfe Officers, to be 
given within Forty-eight Hours after the Entry of the Vefiel. The Perfons felling or buying 
Slaves in Portugal are punilhable i but no Innovation is meant with regard to rhofe Blacks 
that are at prelent in the Kingdom—nor with refpeft to thofe who defert from the Portuo-ueze 
Dominions beyond Sea, All Free Blacks that come to this Kingdom with a View to remain 
here or to trade, or to go into Service, are to bring PalTports from the refpe&ive Places from 
whence they come, and coming without fuch PalTports they are to be fent back again. 

17th Nov. 1761. Portuguefe Ships arriving from the Eaft Indies, may put in at the Port 
of St. Paul, the Capital of Angola j and fuch Goods as lhall be unloaded and fold there, are 
to pay 10 per Cent, of their Value, and Security to be given for the Duties they ought to have 
paid at Lilbon. 

16th January 1773. All Slaves in Portugal, Male or Female, whether born in Concubinage 
or in lawful Matrimony, whofe Mothers or Grandmothers were Slaves, lhall remain Slaves; 
but fuch whofe Slavery is derived from the Great Grandmother, lhall be free, although their 
Mothers and Grandmothers weie in Captivity. And all that lhall be born after the Date of 
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this Law, are to be fr£e, although their Mothers and Grandmothers have been Slaves • and 
they fhall be capable of receiving Offices, Honours and Dignities. ’ 

Portugueze Subjects may go up the Country in Angola, &c. to trade for Slaves free from 
all Reftrainc by the King’s Governors. 

No Slave (hall be exported from Brazil to any Foreign Dominions, under Penalty of treble 
the Value of each Slave, and Tranfportation for Ten Years to Angola. 

Negroes bound for any of the Portuguefe Settlements, muft be fent with Permits expreflin* 
their Names and Marks, which muft on difembarking be exchanged for Certificates, on pain of 
Forfeiture of the Veffel, and Fine upon Matters to Half the Value of it if the Owners be 
not on Board. Thofe Permits and Certificates fhall be regiftered in the Junta de Commercio 
in Lifbon, and in the Houfes of Infpeftion in the Colonies. 

Ships may not be detained in Africa, by reafon of containing a fmaller Number of Slaves than 
ufual, but they muft in no Cafe be fhipped in larger Numbers than the Proportion allowed 
by Law. 

No Slaves fhall be carried to any other Ports than thole of Rio Janeiro, Bahia, Pernambuco 
Grand Para, and Maranhao. ’ 

Slaves imprifoned for Crimes fhall be fubfifted according to Rates, to be determined by the 
Judges of the Camarea; and in January, of every Year, an Inqueft fhall be taken by them con¬ 
cerning the Execution of that Law, and the Conduct of the Jailors towards Slaves in other 
Matters. 

Much in the Spirit of thefe Slave Laws is the Portuguefe Syftem for the Regulation of the 
Native Brafilians, whom even the Edifts refpefting them ftyle Indians, and the People, though 
forbidden by Law, familiarly call Negroes. 

Concerning the nearly Negro Treatment of the Native Brafilians, there are two authoritative 
Documents: The Alvara of 7 June 1755, and the Direftorio, publilhed in Para the 3d of May, 
17 57 > not confirmed by the Crown till 17th of Auguft, 1758. 

By the former, a certain Law, of 12th Sept. 1663, is revived; which attributing the then 
late Rebellion in Grand Para, and Maranhao, to the inftigations of the Jefuits, had ordained 
that no religious Order ffiould any longer have temporal Authority over the Indians, who 
from thence forward were to be governed by their own Chief in each Village. 

But the new Alvara declares more fpecifically, that in all the Offices, judicial and municipal, 
of each Townffiip, fuch as Ordinary Judges, Town Migiftrates, and Officers of Juftice, 
the Native Indians, when capable, fhall be preferred before the Portuguefe, having under 
them for that Purpofe Majors, Captains, Enfigns, and Conftables of their own Na¬ 
tions. 

The Direftorio firft iffiied by Mr. Francifco Xavier de Mendonca, Brother to the late Mar¬ 
quis of Pombal, and Governor of the Colonies of Grand Para and Maranhao, is diftributed 
into Ninety-five Paragraphs, and is in fome Meafure the Portuguefe Code upon that Subject: in 
which View of it the following Abftraft of its Provifions is here inferred: 


ABSTRACT of the PORTUGUESE DIRECTORIO. 

§§ I, 2. AS long as the Indians of this State, through their prelent uncivilized and 
ignorant Condition, fhalPcontinue incapable of adminirtering their own Government, purfuant 
to the Alvara of 7th June 1755 » there fhall be in each Townlhip a Director, named 
by the Governor of the Colony. 

§ 2 Without any coercive Jurifdiftion, but merely to.admoniffi, when neceftary, the Native 
Judges and Chiefs, of the indilpenfable Obligation of feverely chaftizing for Crimes : If that 
Meafure prove fruitlefs, the DireClor fhall make the Cafe known to the Governor and Minifters 
of Juftice, for their further Proceedings, which fhall be of that gentlenefs, as not to conftrain 
them to abandon their Settlements. 

§§ 3» 4 * The Directors fhall fecond the Endeavours of the Bilhop and Clergy of the Diocele, 
to teach the Indians Chriftianity and Civilization. 

$§ 5 > 6. Inftead of the Pains hitherto taken to confine the Indians to their own rude Dialeift, 
one of the chief Cares of the Directors fhall be the Propagation of the Portuguefe Language 
among the Indians. 

§§ 7 » 8 * For which Purpofe, every Townffiip fhall have two public Schools, one for Boys, 
the other for Girls; in which, befides Chriftianity, they fhall be taught to read and write 
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Poys fliall alfo learn to caft Accounts; the Girls to fpin, fow, make Lace, and other or s 
fuitable to their Sex.

§ 80 to 86. Towards accelerating the Population and Civilization of thofe Settlements, 
White Men fhall be encouraged to refide in the new Townlhips, being admitted by the 
Directors, upon Prefentation of the Governor’s Licence to that EffcCt; and they fhall obtain 
every Affiftance in building Houfes, &c. 

§ 81. But, becaufe the repeated Violences of the Portuguefe have raifed great Jealoufies in the 
Indians, a^ainft all their Proceedings, thefe fhall, before their Admifiion, be bound to certain 
Conditions, to be fubferibed in the Town-Hall Books, by the Directors and the Parties, with 
Forfeiture and Expulfion on the Breach of any of them Of thefe Five are ftated; of which 
the Two moft material are the ift, 

§ 82. Which provides that they fhall neither fettle upon any Lands allotted to Indians, 
nor difturb their Poffeffion; under Colour of Debt, Contract, Donation, Difpofition, Teftainent, 
or any other Title, however feemingly lawful or fair. 

§ 84. And the 3d, which enjoins that in all Offices of Honour, the Indians, when capable, 
fhall be preferred to the Whites. 

§ 87 to 91. For promotion of Concord, the Directors fhall be inceflantly zealous in extin- 
guifhing the odious Diftinttion, introduced by Ignorance and Iniquity, between Indians and 
Whites, by Intermarriages. 

§ 89. The Whites fhall for this Purpofe be perfuaded that the Indians are their Equals. 

§ 90. Whites treating their Indian Wives or Hufbands with Contempt, fhall be denounce ' 
to the Governor, and feverely punifhed. 

| 02. The Directors being merely charged with the Direction and (Economy of the Indians 
as Tutors, during their prefent uncivilized, uneducated State; fuch as fail to conduct them 
with Zeal and Fidelity, fhall be rigoroufly punifhed; both according to the Laws now exilting, 
and otherwife at the Pleafure of the King. 

$ 93 to 9c, and laft. No Allotment of Labour fhall be impofed upon Indians within two 
Years after their Arrival from the Wilds; at which Period they fhall be treated with particui r 
Modeiation and Tendernefs.

BY Information received from Holland it appears, That the Number of Slaves exported from 
the Coaft of Africa to the Dutch Settlements of Surinam, Berbice, Effequebo, Demerary, and 
Sometimes to St. Euftatius and Curacao, was, before the laft War, from 8 to 10.000 ; it is now 
on an Average reduced to about 4,000. The Prices now paid for them, on the Coaft of Africa, 
are from Fifteen to Twenty Pounds Sterling per Head; and they are fold in the Colonies at 
about Thirty-eight Pounds, after the Deduction of the Dues of Vendue, &c. The Lofs of 
Slaves on the Voyage is differently ftated : One Account makes it from 5 to 7 per Cent . 
another, full 10 per Cent . of the Number purchafed on the Coaft. The Number of Ships 
employed in this Trade before the War, amounted to about forty; now it does not exceed 
Fifteen Sail, of the Burthen of about Two hundred Tons, one with another:—Their Cargoes 
confift chiefly of Goods made in Holland, or imported from the Dutch Settlements in the 
Eaft Indies. 

No Miflionaries have ever been fent from Holland for the Converfion of Negroes, but 
Chaplains, or Minifters and Schoolmafters, are fent out to the Factories on the Coaft of Africa, 
fituated between Cape Palma, and Rio Volta, who fometimes are employed to inftruCt Mulatto 
Children. No Attempts have been made to bring the Native Africans to any Degree of Civili¬ 
zation. The Dutch fometime fince engaged in the Cultivation of Cotton, which was attended 
to by the Negroes belonging to the Weft-India Company ; but thefe Plantations did not 
meet with any Succefs, and are laid afide. Some Laws or Regulations are ftated to Have 
been made by the Dutch Government, refpeCting the Diet, and Term of working of the Negro- 
Slaves, who are exempted from Labour on Sundays, and High Feftivals.—Thele Laws or 
Regulations are, however, not to be met with at prefent. With refpect to the Improvement 
of the Minds of the Negroes, in the Dutch Colonies, there is but One Eftablifhment, which is 
a Society of Hernhutters, or Moravians, at Surinam, who give to the Negroes, who voluntarily 
apply to them, fuch InftruCtions in the Principles of Religion as they are capable of receiving; 
but it does not appear that any Meafures are ufed to oblige the Negroes to apply to this 
benevolent Inftitution. The Petition of the Inhabitants and Proprietors of Plantations in the 
Colony of Berbice, hereafter inlerted at length, dates the Decay of the Dutch Slave Trade, and 
the great Diftrefs of that Colony from want of Slaves; and prays that a free Importation thereof 
in foreign Ships may be allowed. The Petition of the Planters and Inhabitants of the 
Colonies of Effequebo and Demerary ftates. That the chief and only Means of Profperuy, 
the Pivot on which all turns, and whereby an Increafe of the Welfare of the Republick is 
o be acquired, confifts in the Importation of Negroes at a cheaper Price; and is, to ufe 
their own Expreflion, the Barometer of Cultivation in the Colonies, which muft increafe 
or fall off in Proportion to fuch Importation; and prays the Importation of Negroes bv 
Ships of all Nations. The Refolutions of their Noble and Great Mightineffes, the States 
of Holland and Weft Friefland, of the nth May 1788, alfo inferted, ftate. That the Profperity 
cf the Colonifts without Doubt depends on the plentiful Supply of Slaves ; and that, confe- 
quently, every Means fhould be adopted to render the Supply equal to the Wants of the 
Colonies; but they objeCt to the Admiflion of Foreign Veffels. 

As the above Petitions and Refolutions contain an Hiftorical Account of the Slave Trade* 
carried on for the Dutch Settlements, it has been thought proper to inlert them at Length. 

The Humble Petition of the Inhabitants and Proprietors of Plantations in the Colony of 

the Berbice, 

Sheweth, 

THAT by the Eighth Article of the Charter granted to this Colony by Your High 
Mighcineffes, in the Year 1732, it is EnaCted, That the Colonifts fhould neither 
import or purchafe any Slaves, but of the Weft-India Company, by Means of the Superin- 
tendants of this Colony, to whom written Accounts fhould from Time to Time be delivered* 
fpecifying the Number of Slaves each Pcrfon wanted ; as the faid Superintendants had agreed, 
that the Directors of the Company fhould, upon their Firft Requifition, furnifh them with the 
Negroes required, at the current Sale Price of Slaves in the Colony, in the fame Manner as 
was praCtifed at Surinam.” 

But the Weft-India Company having abandoned all Trade, gave up this exclufive Right to 
the Slave Trade to all the Inhabitants of the Netherlands, without taking any Meafures for the 
fulfilling of thofe Obligations, which the Sovereign, for the Welfare of the Colonifts, had annexe 
thereto; fo that the Slave Trade, loadtd as it is with Duties and Recognitions, gradua / 
diminifhed, and at length, from additional Circumftances, entirely ceafed :—1 hat this l * S 
been productive of fuch fatal Confequences to your Petitioners, that (without referring to di an 
Periods) fince the French evacuated the Colony, hardly a Fifth Part of the Slaves are importc 
here that are neceffary to replace thofe who die, or are become unfitTor Service:—That the 1 
prietors,for want of Labourers, have loft a great Portion of thofe Fruits which the Earth bounti u 
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offered them ; they fee, with deep Concern, their Plantations, upon which they have be flowed 
fo much Labour and Expence, falling into Decay ; and they are greatly apprehenfive that they 
will in a few Years, again become Morafles and Woods—a bate which forty lplantations have 
already undergone fince the Year i 7 74 > when the double Duties were introduced; whereas, few 
New Plantations have been raffed fince that Time: yet, notwithstanding fo confidentde a 
Diminution in the Extent of cultivated Land, and the Diftr.but.on of the Slaves to other Plan¬ 
tations the Price of Slaves has conftantly rifen, fo that no effective Field Slaves were fold ac 
the l ift Public Sale for lefs than 800 Gilders; and feme that were formerly purchafed for Five or 
Qiv Hundred Gilders, were now fold for Eleven Hundred and upwards, exclufive of a Sale Duty 
of 1 o ter cent One Half of which is paid by the Buyer, and the other Half by the Seller. \\ ho 
would not rather defert their Plantations, th^n keep them on with fuch cxpenftve Labourers, to 

Ce Some L of your Petitioners and their Affociates in the Netherlands, contrafted with one 
Laurence Brindlmt and Son, of Amfterdam, as Hufbandsof the Ship the Adventurer, to furmfh 
them Slaves*by sWcription, at advanced Prices: but this likewife proved abortive; for the 
Captain putting into Surinam, broke the Contrail made by his Ship-Hufbands, and difpofed of 

his whole Cargo there. . TT . l x/r- 1 .• rr ■ 

We fear we iliould trefpafs upon the Attention of Your High Mightineffes, were we circum- 

ftantiallv to demonftrate, that, though opulent Dutch Houfes who are Proprietors of Plantations 
here are in fome Meafure able to extricate themfelves from this general Calamity, by a Partici¬ 
pation in the Slave Trade, yet this Participation is no way convenient for Planters, who arc in 
different Circumftances, and rendered incapable, particularly by the late unfortunate War, of 
carrying it on, efpecially as they have learnt from fad Experience, and other incontrovertible 
Evidence what little Faith there is to be placed in many Traders and Captains of Slave Ships; 
too little’to afford them any Encouragement in fuch an Undertaking. The Petitioners are 
alfo well informed, that even in the Netherlands, fo few Ships are fitted out for the Slave Trade, 
as to be inftifficient to fupplv the Colony of Surinam alone with Slaves: And having been 
informed that the beft Coafl Slaves were fold in the neighbouring French Iflands for about 450 
Gilders, payable in good Bills, or ready Money, moft of them applied to the Governor and 
Council of this Colony; who, upon their faithful Report, granted a provifional Sufpenfion of the 
Penal Laws againft the Importation of Slaves in Foreign Ships. And as this appears the only 
Means which the prefent Exigency affords, of preventing the total Ruin of this Colony, the 
Petitioners truft that thefe Confiderations will overbalance any Obftacle or fallacious Reafon 
that mav be alledged in Oppofmon : As a further Explanation, the Petitioners are emboldened 
refoeftfully to lay before Your High Mightineffes the following additional Remarks. 

The Petitioners are of opinion. That the free Importation ot Slaves in Foreign Ships, fo far 
from being detrimental to* the Dutch Slave Trade, will, on the contrary, moft effectually 
contribute to its gradual Reftoration, and give it that Solidity and Extent, which will be looked 
fo in vain when the Planters and Plantations are ruined for want of Labourers ; for though we 
hone Your Hi"h Mightineffes Refolution of encouraging the National Slave Trade, by abolilhing 
then .ties awarding of Premiums, and by other Means, will be attended with Succefs; yec 
the Petitioners are, & with Reafon, apprehenfive, that the good Effects of thefe Meafures will 

come too late to prevent the Danger that threatens them. . 

Some Dutch Trading Houfes are apprehenfive, that the Admiftion of Foreign Ships to 3 
Participation of the Slave Trade, would be definitive to our own National Slave Trade; 
h„r even fuDDofin" this Apprchenfton to be well founded, it would, in the Opinion of the 
Petitioners move the Neceflity of this Meafure; for if the Dutch Slave Traders were unable 
this Trade coniunftively with others (notwithftanding the Privileges already 
granted^ them or that may be hereafter granted them by Your High Mightineffes, and 
Snrwithftandine the great Advantages of homeward bound Freights, to which they are alone 
Smv entitled) The Intereft of National Trade, whofe Profpenty depends on the Soccefs 
of Agriculture'in the Colonies, as on her Sheet Anchor, would by all Means require, that the 
D.nrh Slave Trade fliould be given up in preference to the Colonies, which cannot be 
fupoorted without a plentiful Supply of Slaves at reasonable Rates. The Petitioners prefume, 
uuon the beft Grounds, to affure Your High Mightineffes, that the Admiftion of Foreign 
slave Ships will never occafion a Diverfion of the colonial Produaions to other Countries. 
The North Americans, it is well known, carry on a confidence Trade with Surinam but 
without any confequent illicit Diverfion of the Produfts of that Colony ; and as it ^s evident 
that our Colonies could better give up the Importation of tilh. Flour, Boards, and Mules, in 
North American Sh.ps, than the Importation of Slaves necefftry for Cultivation, it cannot be 
luppofed that the Petitioners will, by evil Practices,.which they have never yet been guilty of, 
render themfelves unworthy of the Advantages which they and their Mother Country will derive:

The Petitioners, therefore, humbly requeft that your High Might,Defies will grant them an 

entire Freedom of procuring the .receflary Supply of Slaves, by Ships of any Nation, fo long as 
the WJf-India Company, or other Dutch Slave Traders, Avail fad to lupply the Wants of 
tnc Petitioners, and to fulfil the Contents of the abovementioned Charter,

1 he Petitioners will not attempt to fearch for the Caufe of this gradual Decline of the Dutch 
Slave Trade, Your High Mightinefles Deputies exprefs it in the beft poffible Manner, by 
faying it is owing to a concurrence of Cireumftances. 

The principal Objeft that the Petitioners would take the Liberty to lay before Your High 
Mightinefles, is that, as the Welfare of the Republic is clofely connected with that of the 
Productive Colonies, and as the Welfare and Extention of thefe can only be procured by their 
being abundantly fupplied with Negroes at cheap Rates ; this principal Aim feems to claim 
Confideration prior to every other. 

In order to attain it, there appears to the Petitioners no other Alternative than, for a Time, 
permitting the Importation of Negroes in the Colonies to Ships of all Nations. 

This would anlwer to the two Points in View, namely, the procuring a better Supply of 
Slaves and a material Reduction of their Prices, to which another important Confideration may 
be added, that of its operating an immediate Effect. Whereas every Method that can be fallen 
upon for encouraging and improving the national Slave Trade, though it be the beft Pofiible, 
can only operate by Degrees. 

And in the mean Time, the Productive Colonies fuffer inexpreflibly by their Privation. 

. For want of the Regifters of the Negroes, that have been entered for collecting the Capita¬ 
tion, it is impoflible for the Petitioners to inform Your High Mightinefles of the real annual 
Diminution, but it is generally calculated at five in the Hundred, or a Twentieth Part. This is 
little felt the firft Year; Nineteen remaining Negroes hardly perceive that they do the Work 
which the preceding Year employed 1 wenty. But the lecond Year, the fame Work falls to the 
fhare of Eighteen ; and if another Year pafies, without an Augmentation by Purchafe, Seven¬ 
teen muft do the Work firft allotted to Twenty. 

This muft give rife to Difcontent, Defertion, and Revolt, or if the Negroes put lip patiently 
with this furcharge of Labour, lllnefs, and an earlier Death, muft be the Confequence. Or, 

Jaftly, if the Planters feek to avoid all thefe Inconveniences, they muft gradually contraCfc the 
Limits of their Plantations, and of courfe diminiffi their Produce; by which, the Profperity of 
the Colony, and with that, the Commerce and Navigation of the Mother Country is imme¬ 
diately deteriorated. 

Thus would the free Importation of Negroes, if provifionally and for a Time permitted by 
Your High Mightinefles, not anlwer folely the principal Ends propofed, of procuring an 
Increafe of number at cheaper Rates; but, by its Ipeedy Operation, would prevent the bad 
Confequences, which muft unavoidably refult from the Continuance of an inlufficient Supply. 

The Difficulties which keep back your Deputies, as yet, from permitting the Importation of 
Slaves by foreign Nations, arife from thefe Confiderations; that as the Englifh and North 
Americans enjoy peculiar Advantages, they would, by Degrees, become entirely Mafters of 
this Trade; fupply the Colonies with every Neceflary, and receive its Produce in return, to tho 
Prejudice of the Trade and Navigation of the Republic. 

To which the Petitioners take the Liberty moft refpeClfully to Reply. 

Firft, That it may be faid in the ftrifteft Senfe of the Words, that as the F.nglilh Nation is 
already Mafter of the Guinea Trade, there having been two or three Years ago not lefs than 
Two Hundred Ships on that Coaft from the Harbour of Liverpool alone; and that the North 
Americans, though fince their Separation deriving lefs Benefit from this Trade than formerly; 
yet,. according to the Information the Petitioners have received, do employ a greater Number of 
Ships in this Trade than the Hollanders. 

So that its not to be apprehended, that by the Admifiion to our Colonies, thofe Nations, 
particularly the Englift), will acquire any material increafe of Advantage, particularly if Your 
High Mightinefles, following the Steps of our Ally, His Moft Chrillian Majcfty, take the 
proper Method to re-eftabliffi the national Trade. 

Secondly, That with regard to fupplying the Colonies with Neceflaries, Your High Mighti- 
refics have underftood the Ncceflity of it, by permuting the North Americans to import biftt. 
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Flour, Planks, and Mules, as being Articles the Colonifts cannot fuffer the Privation of. 
Whereas, the Englifh Slave Ships never attempt to import any Thing but Slaves, which are not 
lefs efiential to the Exiftence of the Colonifts. 

Thirdly, With refpeCt to Your High Mightinefies Fears, that the Admiffion of Foreign 
Slave Ships would occafion the Exportation of the Produce of the Colonies by the fame 
Ships. 

The Petitioners take the Liberty to inform Your High Mightinefies, in Truth, that the Eng- 
lifh, who chiefly, if not folely, would avail themfelves of the fetting Open the Slave Trade, cannot 
take back any Article of our Produce with Advantage to themfelves except Cotton, and confe- 
quently will not; and, that this Article neither can be exported in fuffkient Quantity to pay 
for the Value of Slaves that would be imported, nor can its clandeftine Exportation be at any 
Event totally prevented. 

But what muff further tend to remove all Fear of feeing the Products thus turned out of their 
Channels, is, that the Englifh Slave Dealers to the Ifiands always ftipulate for their Payments, 
in Bills at long or fliort Date. And the Petitioners are convinced they would not agree to any 
other Mode of Payment with the Dutch Colonifts; firft, they draw this Conclufion from a 
retrofpeCt to what has pafied formerly when thefe Colonies, having been under no Subordina¬ 
tion, a clandeftine Importation of Slaves by Englifh Ships was carried on to a great Extent, 
which were all paid for by Bills on Amfterdam and Middelberg, as appears by the Objections 
made thereto by the Directors in Zealand to the Council of Efiequebo in 1770. 

Secondly, It appears to the Petitioners, from the above Reafons, that the Cafe would be the 
fame now •, for as foon as it wa» known that a Requeft had been prefented to Your High 
Mightinefies in 1785, Propofals immediately came for the Delivery of Slaves as well from 
England as from the Ifiands, but all on the exprefs Condition that the Payment fhould be made 
in Bills, drawn by Houles of known and eftablifhed Credit, and under further ftipulated 
Securities. 

Thefe feveral Reafons the Petitioners hope will remove all Difficulties and Objections to the 
Importation of Slaves by foreign Ships; as on the other Hand the Utility, nay the abfolute 
Neeefiity of granting it, has already been made to appear. 

Yet, though the Petitioners judge the allowing the free Importation of Slaves by foreign 
Ships to be abfolutely necefiary for the Prefent, they would not with it to be underftood, that 
Your High Mightinefies fhould not deliberate on the Means of being hereafter fupplied with 
Slaves by the Ships of their Mother Country. 

This the Petitioners look upon to be of material Confequence, not only, that the Colonies 
may not be made to depend on foreign Nations, and chiefly on One, for their fupply of fo 
efiential an Article; but that this Branch of Trade, though now fo dwindled as hardly to merit 
the Name, would, if properly fupported, certainly increafe in a conliderable Degree the Ad¬ 
vantage deriving to the Mother Country from the Pofieflion of their productive Colonies. 

Thus, High and Mighty Lords, will this Branch acquire that Confiftency, which is necefiary 
to its Extenlion to fuch a Degree, as to make it of real Ufe, both to the Colonies and Mother 
Country, a conftant Intercourfe would be kept up between che Colonies and the Dutch Settle¬ 
ments on the Coaft; whereby, the latter acquiring a more conftant fupply of Liquors to 
exchange for Slaves, would be enabled the better to anfwer the conftant Demands for thefe laft. 

But, however beneficial this Meafure, however falutary many other, laid down in the judi¬ 
cious Report of Your High Mightinefies Deputies, it is only after a feries of Y"eais that their 
good Effefls can be felt in the Colonies, which in the mean Time muft be ruined if not imme¬ 
diately afiifted. 

For all which well founded Reafons, the Petitioners, with due RefpeCt, addrefs themfelves 
to Your High Mightinefies, intreating You to take into your further Deliberation, as well the 
Fourth Point of your Petitioners Memorial, as what is contained in their fubfequenc particular 
Requeft, for the free Importation of Slaves. And what the Petitioners have further made free 
to addon the SubjeCt, in this prefentReprefentation. 

And, that Your High Mightinefies will gracioufly be pleafed to permit free Importation o 
Negroes by Ships of all Nations, but under fuch ReftriCtions, that the Exportation of Produce 
to the Mother Country may receive no Prejudice therefrom, forbidding that Exportation by 
foreign Ships, except only of Rum, Malafies, and Wood.

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EXTRACT from the Reflations of their Noble and Great Mightincjfes the States of 
Holland and Wefl Friefand, of the 11 th May, 1788. 

Kcftimed the Deliberations on the Report delivered to this Afiembly, on the 19th of April 
lafl, by the Members of the Equeftrian Order, and the other Deputies of their Noble 
and Great Mightinefi'es in the General Committee, in confequence of a former Refo- 
lution of their Noble and Great Mightinefi'es of the 17th June laft. 

RESOLVED, That it be communicated to their High Mightinefi'es, that this Noble and 
Great Afiembly do concur in the Report made by the Deputies of their High Mightinefi'es, 
that the Trade to the Weft Indies is of the utmoft Confequence to the Republic, and one of 
the chief Means of Support to its Inhabitants •, that, it is not only advantageous to the Provinces 
of Holland and Zeeland, by the annual Circulation of its Capital, eftimated at feveral Millions 
of Guilders; but that its Advantages extend over the whole Republic, by the Encouragement 
it affords to the Agriculture, Grazing, Manufactures, and Trades of the Provinces, as well as 
by the Support it affords to Thoufands, who are employed in the Building, Repairing and 
Equipping of the Ships concerned in it. That this Branch of Trade will admit of a confidera- 
ble lncreafe, and proportionable Advantages to the State, and greatly promote the Induftry and 
Commerce of the Inhabitants; that fufficient Zeal cannot therefore be fliewn in the Prefervation 
of the Colonies, which always afford a conftant and certain Market for Goods from every 
Country, and from whence the moft valuable Productions may be tranfported to every Part of 
the known World ; that this Trade is become of Confequence, in Proportion as the Spirit of 
Commerceis cultivated and encouraged by every Power in Europe, and which has deprived the 
Netherlands of a confiderable Portion of that Trade and Navigation which they fo advantage- 
oufly enjoyed; that their Noble and Great Mightinefi'es cannot therefore exprefs too much 
Zeal in encouraging this Branch of Trade, nor employ too great Difpatch in adopting the 
necefiary Meafures for its fupport; that, as a fecure Foundation, and an invariable Principle, 
the Trade of the Colonies ought to be confined entirely to the Subjeftsof the State, with as few 
Exceptions as the Nature of the Cafe will admit, fo that the Produfts of the Colonies may find 
no other Market than the Mother Country; by whom alfb, the Wants of the Colonifts fliould be 
alone fupplied; and this ought to be the leading Maxim of Adminiftration for the Colonies, 
both at Home and in the Colonies themfelves; encouraged and fupported by the vigilancy and 
authority of Government; “ but as from many Errors which have found their way into the 
Adminiftration of the Company, in confequence of its Conflitution, being compofed of Five 
different Departments, between whom there is not fufficient Communication, owing to their 
unfrequent Meetings, and the decayed Power of fome of them, who retain only the Shadow of 
Authority,” the Deputies of their High Mightinefi'es doubt, whether the Company be 
capable of managing the Adminiftration on the above Principle; and freely acknowledge, that 
it would be more conducive to the general Welfare, could the Weft Indian Colonies be 
brought under one and the fame Form of Government. Their Noble and Great Mightineffes 
therefore offer it as a point of Confideration, whether, it would be advifable to eftablifh a per¬ 
manent Government, fo near the expiration of the Company’s Charter; and whether it would 
not be better to eftablifh a temporary Form of Adminiflration, fo far as it relates to the 
prelent Direftion, and thereby leave their High Mightinefi'es at Liberty to make fuch Changes 
afterwards, as they ffiall think beft for the Government of the Colonies, and the Management of 
their Trade : to the latter of tliefe, their Noble and Great Mightinefi'es have confined their Deli¬ 
berations ; though they are neverthelefs of Opinion, that the Neceflities of the Company (which 
were foretold a Twelvemonth back, by the Deputies of Your High Mightineffes, as the certain 
Confequence of a longer Negleft) require, that this temporary Regulation fliould be introduced 
with Difpatch, and enforced with Vigour. The Diforders in the Company’s Affairs are already 
rifen to that height, that it poffeffes neither Money nor Credit, its Colonial Government is 
entirely unfinewed, and Juftice thereby kept inactive; this has oceafioned an open, and even 
a licenced Trade with Foreigners, who thereby enjoy thofe Advantages which ought to belong 
only to the Subjects of the State; and, if Affairs continue in the fame Courfe, it would be better 
for the Mother Country to withdraw herfelf entirely from the Colonies, and rather deprive 
herfelf of the many Advantages to be derived from them, than to laviffi Expences where others 
are to reap the Advantage. 

That their Noble and Great Mightinefi'es, proceeding from thefe Confiderations to the 
numerous Subjefts dii'cufied in the above Report, have to remark, on the firft Part, that with 
refpeft to the Firft Article, an Adjuftment between the Provinces of Holland and Zeeland 
becomes lefs necefiary, if the Regulation is to be only temporary , and that nothing more is 
required, than a dole adherence to the Regulations of 1772, in which Cafe, their Noble and 
Great Mightineffes have no Objeftion to fuiuble Orders being iffued, enforcing a drift Com¬ 
pliance with the fame.

To the Second Article, refpefting the Fortifications, they are of Opinion, that it would be 
bed, were thefe to be made by the Generality, under the Infpection of Perfons appointed 
thereto, by their High Mightineffes, as it would be a more fimple and efficacious Method, 
than for the Money difburfed by the State to be employed for that Putpofe by the Company. 

To the Third Article, That the Plan of Government for Demerary and Effequibo, though 
not quite free from Errors, might, on account of the prefent Exigency* be adopted as a pro- 
vifional Regulation, under Provifo, that the Members of the Colony Council be likewife bound 
to obferve the Orders of the Welt India Company, during the exiftence of its Charter; and that 
every Planter and Inhabitant of the Colony have the Liberty of laying their Grievances before 
the Company, with a Right of Appeal to their High Mightineffes; and that in confideration 
of the Exceffes that have been committed in the Colonies in confequence, and in imitation' 
of the DifUirbances in the Mother Country, his Serene Highnefs as firft Director fhould be 
requefted and autborifed, for this Time, without making it a Rule, to appoint the Members 
of the Government direftly ; and in cafe of Necefiity, to enforce Obedience; and that the 
Oath propofed in the Report, be amplified with Fidelity to his Moft Serene Highnefs, as 
fupreme Director. 

That to the Fourth Article, refpefting the raifing of the Poll Money for the Company in 
the Colonies, their Noble and Great Mightineffes are of Opinion, that the Arrears fhould be 
levied on the Footing recommended in the Report, (Fol. 27); namely, that of 1784 with 1788, 
of 1785 with 1789, of 1786 with 1790, and of 1787 with 1791; that the faid Poll Money, as 
well as the Arrears, ought to be fixed at two Gilders ten Stivers, for the Company : That the 
Land and Stamp Duties ought to remain abolifiied; and inftead thereof, an additional Poll Tax 
of one Gilder laid on, to commence with the Year 1792, when the Arrears will be entirely 
cleared off. 

That to the Fifth Article, the Information there mentioned concerning the Communication 
between Demerary and Effequibo, fhall be required. 

To the Sixth Article, that the Propofition made by the Deputies of their High Mightineffes, 
for removing the Abufes in the Government of Curacao and St. Eudatia, be provifionally 
adopted, in the fame Manner as the Plan of Government for Demerary and Effequibo; but 
that the Inftruftions for the Fifcals ought to be examined ; and laftly, to the Seventh Article, 
that before the Opinion of the Courts of Judicature in the Netherlands be taken, about 
forming a Code of Laws for the Government of the Colonies, fome able Men, well ac¬ 
quainted with the Nature of the Country, and its Inhabitants, ought to be encouraged to draw 
tip a Plan for that Purpofe, for the Examination and Amendment of the faid Courts. 

That with refpeft to the Second and Third Parts, concerning the Slave Trade on the Coad of 
Guinea, their Noble and Great Mightinefies remark, in general, that nothing more can be 
added to what the Deputies of their High Mightineffes have alledged, on the Importance of 
the Subjeft; that the Profpericy of the Colonifts, without doubr, depends on the plentiful 
Supply of Slaves; that confequently, every Means ffiould be adopted, to render this Supply 
equal to the Wants of the Colonies ; that their Noble and Great Mightineffes look upon it as a 
fundamental Truth, that the Slave Trade fhould be carried on lolely by the Inhabitants; as the 
admiffion of Strangers to a Participation of it, would not only be dangerous, but even de- 
ftruftive; that on account of the Difficulty which the Planters at prefent lay under, in pro* 
curing a fufficient Number of Slaves for cultivating their Plantations, chofe who fupply them 
are generally Mafters of the Trade of the Colonies; and if they chufe to be paid with the 
Produftions of the Country, which is certainly their Intereft, they cannot be refufed, but will 
obtain Payment, in defiance of the fevered Penalties; that, therefore, the Importation of fo¬ 
reign Negroes ffiould be driftly guarded againd, and armed Vtffels fhould always be dationed 
in the Rivers, and along the Coafts of the Colonies, to prevent any illicit Trade; but that on 
the other Hand, their Noble and Great Mightineffes are fully convinced,, that the Want of 
Slaves is fatal to the Planters; and that as the Dutch Trade to the African Coad is greatly in¬ 
efficient to Supply their Colonies with Slaves, the Planters are under the Necefiity of pri¬ 
vately purchafing them from foreign Veffels; and that a drift Obfervance of the Prohibition 
would probably, e’re now, have dcfolated a great Part of the Plantations; chat, therefore, their 
Noble and Great Mightinefies cannot recommend this, fo neceffary a Prohibition, againd the 
Importation of Slaves in foreign Snips, without recommending, at the fame Time, effectual 
Means for the fpeedy Recovery of the Trade of the Netherlands to that flourifhing State, 
which is abfolutely neceffary, in order to fupply the Colonies with Slaves: A dri:l Adherence 
to the Prohibition againd trading with foreign Slave Ships will then no longer be an infuffer- 
able Hardfiiip to the Planters, who, independent of ihe Intered which the Mother Country has 
in their Prelervation, pcffefs, as Subjefts of the State, a juft Right to her Proteftion ; but 
this Prohibition will, on the contrary, as at its firft Inftitution, become a wife and falutafy 
Law, tending to promote and fecure a mutual Trade between the Colonies and the Mother 
Country, without impeding the Planters from fupplying their Wants at moderate Prices, or 
from difpofing of their Superfluities ; but will only prevent the Profits of the Trade from failing 
into the Hands of Strangers, in prejudice to the Mother Country. 
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That the Slave Trade cannot be looked upon as an Objett kibjeft to tei pP° rar y ,M^ ur . es * *° r 
in whatever Manner the Adminiftration of the Colonies, and the whole Weft India Trade may 
hereafter be fettled, the exiftence of the Colonies, and the profpemy of the Planters, will 
always depend on the greater or kfs Supply of Slaves; as the Advantages deriving from them 
to die Mother Country, will always be greater or lefs in Proportion as the Slave Trade be 
exclusively carried on by the Subjects of the State. Upon an attentive Examination of the 
Circumftaiices, by which this Trade has for a confulerable Time been impeded, and in fome 
Towns where ,t was carried on with Succefs, entirely deftroyed, they appear to divide them- 
felves into four different Claffes : Firft, what concerns the Navigation: Secondly, the Duties 
la.d on bv" rhe Company : Thirdly, the Manner of Trading on the Coajl of Guinea: Fourthly, 
the Government in the Colonies. 

Firft, Cnr Ship-Owners have fuffered much from an Abufe that had found its way in, 
pi v.cly, the Capra’t.i’s taking a Part of the Cargo for his own Account, with whom the Ship s 
1 Uilb.nils are Eifpefted of holding a private Undemanding, and while the Owners were 
cb 1 ed to bear all the Lofles, the Captains and Iluftiands (hared the Profits; neither were 
our Filters fufficiently enterprifing, no more than one or two Ships being employed in that 
Trade; though the co.Tiderable Progrefs which the Englifh had made in that Branch, might 
hive convinced them, that it would be far more profitable to employ four or five Ships at the 
fame f ime, as they could reheve each other on the Coaft, and keep the Trade conltantly a 
co.n t, fo that there would always be a fufficient Supply of Negroes on Shore for the Ships, 
while the Lofs of a Veffel would be amply made good by the Profits arifing from another; be- 
fid.es, the good or bad Succefs of a Voyage, depends greatly on the Capacity of the Seamen, 
particularly of the Captain, as there is no Trade in which Ability and Experience is fo re- 
quilitf, as in the Slave Trade; the Decay of which naturally dimimfhes the Number of 

able 7'raders. 

Secondly, The Company being burdened with heavy Charges, for the Support of the Set¬ 
tlements on the Coaft of Guinea, is obliged to make thefe good, by laying heavy Duties, both 
on the Ships employed in this Trade, and on their Servants who carry it on : That at its firft 
Initiation, the Company itfelf poffeffed the Whole Slave Trade, and was enabled, front the 
Profits arifing from it, to defray the Expences of its Support; but the Means of carrying it on 
gradually diminifhing, naturally drew with it a Diminution of their Trade, 10 that in the 
Year 17 t4, they were obliged entirely to abandon every Kind of Navigation, and leave the 
Slave Trade open, but charged with certain Recognitions, fixed by the Company, adequate to 
the Expences with which it neceffarily remained burthened; that thefe Recognitions were, 
however, fuch, that a’ Veffel failing from hence, was obliged to pay from four or five 
Thou land Gilders, one third down, and give Security for the remaining 1 wo Tffirds, which 
were to be paid, even though the Ship were loft in her homeward-bound Paffage, laden 
with the Products of the Colonies; that by fuch a heavy Duty, Owners were prevented 
from engaging in an Undertaking that required fo long a Time, and was in ufclf at¬ 
tended with fo many Dangers, with the Adventure of fo large a Capital, from which 
they could expeft no Returns till after the Expiration of feveral MonthsThat on the 
fame Grounds! the Company exafted from their Servants on the Coaft, twenty Gilders 
for every Negro trafficked for; this, the latter, as * fi Wg d ’ r reimbu f r . fcd ‘ b Y 

encreafm- the Price of Slaves; fo that this Duty is, in Faft, paid by the P anters w.th whom 
the "slave's are finally depofited ; this encreafed Price of Slaves, weakens the Trade, and af¬ 
fords Encouragement to an illicit Commerce. 

Tha' Thirdly, the Tranfportation of Slaves to the Coaft in Africa, is greatly obftrujted 1 by 
the Company's Servants, the Principal of whom make a Monopoly of the Trade, and often 
prevent the Inferior from having a Share in it, entirely fecludmg the Freemen and abfolutdy 
prohib tin- all commercial lntercourfe with the Natives adjacent to the Dutch Eftabhffiments i 
the naturaFConfequenceof this arbitrary and oppreffive Conduft is, that the affemblage of Sel- 
ers upon which a plentiful Market entirely depends, is abfolutely prevented; that there »s notonly 
a fear my of Negroes, which occafions a great Delay in procuring a Cargo, but even the few 
that are to be 2 t, mull be extravagantly paid for: Another great Grievance of the Traders 
is the Liberty 8 granted to the Company’s Servants, of fupplying foreign Ships on the fame 
Footing with ouf own ; and it often happens, that the former carry off a full Cargo, juft before 
the Arrival of a Dutch Ship. 

That fourthly and laftly. Even in the Colonies themfelves, after the Negroes Have been 
brought there at fo much Hazard and Expence, the Payment is not always certain; and the 
Owners of the Ships, who had expedted to find in the Bills of the Planters or Agents, w ° * 
purchafed their Slaves, a Reimburfement of their Expences and a reafonable Profit for t 
Time they had been out of their Capital often find themfelves involved, 

protefted in a long and expenfive Law-fu.t; or, at beft are placed on the fame Ion. with 
other Claimants po^heFlanMtion, Mightineffes", in Confideration of the 

slave Trade is fubjeS, the confequeb. DWTeCUon 
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Fitters, and the great Decay of the Guinea Trade, had entertained fome Doubts, whether the 
want of Negroes imported in Dutch Ships, did noc render ic neceflary to admit the Impor¬ 
tation of Negroes in the Colonies, for a Ihort Time, under foreign Colours; but a nearer 
InfpeCtion convinced them of the Danger of fuch a Step, however Ihort, a d under whatever 
Reftriftions it may be permitted, as they underftand our national Guinea Traders will, m 
that Cafe, entirely give it up; and finally, in conlideration of the natural Advantages 
which this Country pofieffes with refpedt to the Slave Trade; fupplying other Nations 
with the principal Articles for carrying it on, their Noble and Great Mightineffes are of Opi. 
nion, that there are (till fufficient Means left of reftoring the Dutch Navigation io far, as to 
be again capable of fupplying the Colonies with Slaves; to which End, they wifh to fee the 
Prohibition againft the Importation of Slaves in foreign Ships continued ; that the only Mean* 
of rendering this Prohibition effectual ought to be adopted, namely, the fending of armed 
VelTcls, commanded by able Officers, to be relieved from Time to Time by freffi Ships; that 
in the mean Time, every Means fliould be employed to promote a fpeedy Enlargement of the 
Slave Trade, in Proportion to the Wants of the Planters, whole annual Demand may be efti- 
mated, on an Average, at about Eight Thoufand Negroes ; that one Veffel with another im¬ 
ports Three Hundred ; that fifteen Months may ul'ually be allowed for her out and homeward- 
bound Voyage, coofequently thirty Ships will be Neceflary to furniffi this complement of 
Slaves; that therefore neither Trouble nor Expence ffiould be fpared, till the above Number of 
30 Ships be fitted out. The Cafe being viewed in this Point of View, their Noble and Great 
Mightineffes will point out the Means of Redrefs, in the fame Order they examined the Oe- 
ftru&ions in the Trade. With refpeCt to the Owners or Fitters, their Cafe demands the At¬ 
tention of the Sovereign, and fome Rules ought to be laid down for the Government of their 
Conduct; that the whole Cargo muft be for account of all the Owners or Fitters, conjunc¬ 
tively; that neither the Captain, nor any of the Ship’s Company, fhall carry cn any Tiade ii) 
their own Name, or for their own Account; and that even upon Rcqu fitioa of the Hufbanj, 
or o e or more of the Fitters, they fhall be obliged to make a Declaration to that Pntpole, 
that a heavy Penalty be affixed to a Breach of this Article; that the Hufoand, if required, 
fhall be obliged to verify the Invoice of his outward-bound Cargo ; that the Captain, and die 
reft of the Ship’s Company, fhall have a reafonable Share of the neat Profit, either in Month- 
Money, or in a certain Sum per Cent, as in Zeeland; th.s Participation being one of the prin¬ 
cipal Incitements to Traders, in the faithful Difcharge of their Duty, and a neceflary Encou¬ 
ragement in a Trade, which fo much depends on the Capacity of thofe who are employed in it r 
That, fecondly, a provifional Exemption from the Duty laid on by the Company, both on the 
outward-bound Slave Ships, and on the purchafe of Negroes by the Company’s Servants, ffiould 
be granted, for the Term of fix Years ; the faid Duties to be divided by the Hufband, or Hul- 
bands, among his or their Fitters, or Owners; fo that during that 1 ime, no other Duties 
fhall be levied, than the ufual 3 perCent. Exports on Guinea Traders; and thac when the 
Trade fhall be again reftored to a fiouriffiing State, new Duties ffiail be gradually laid on, with 
moderation; that as an Encouragement to engage in the Guinea Trade, Premiums or Pen- 
fions fhould be propofed for each Officer, who, in that Quality, had made a certain Number 
6f Voyages, to reckort from the taking of the Refolution; and who can produce fufficient 
Teftimony from the Huffiands of the Ships in which he had failed, that he had quitted the 
Trade, through Sicknefs, or Infirmity, according to a Plan to be drawn up for that Purpofe. 

Thirdly, That a Stop be put to the pernicious Aflemblage of foreign Ships cn the Coajl cf 
Guinea , and particularly to the illicit Commerce of the Portugueze, by the help of armed 
Veffels, to be relieved from Time to Time; and that the falutary Aflemblage of Negro 
Sellers be promoted, both by the aforementioned Exemption, from the 20 Gilders for each 
Negro; and by leaving the Trade open, both to Freemen and Natives, adjacent to the Dutch 
Settlements; that further, a proper Perfon, pofleffed of the Confidence of the Company, and, 
if poffible, in good Circumftances, or to be amply rewarded, be with all Speed appointed to 
the vacant Poft of DireCto General, to carry over the Spirit of thefe new Regulations, and 
effectively to afford our Slave Ships that Facility in the Trade which thefe Inftitutions are 
intended to procure. 


Fourthly, and laftly, with refpeCt to the Colonies themfelves, fufficient Security ought to he 
given to the Negro Sellers, that in cafe the Bills received in Payment ffiould be protelted, the 
Holder ffiould have a fuperior Claim on the Produce of the Plantation; and on Failure of Pro¬ 
duce, the Liberty of reclaiming the Negroes fold. That Agents duly qualified both for this and 
the Purchafe of Slaves, by the Owners or Managers of Plantations, may have the Libeity of 
tranfmitting the Productions of the Colonies to Europe, and to confign them for the Difcharge 
of Bills given in Payment for Negroes, and an Accounc of this Tranfport ffiail be difpatched to 
Europe, in order to fecure an Infurance. Having thus difeuffed the Subject of the Slave Trade 
in general, their Noble and Great Mightineffes will go on to particularife fome few Points 
contained in the 2d and 3d Divifion of the Report of their High Mightineffes, which leem to 
require a further Elucidation : Their Noble and Great Mightineffes cannot concur in the firft 
Point ih the fetond Divifion, but are rather of Opinion, that the Trade to the Coaft of Afr< ca 

rtiuft be carried on by home-builc Ships, leaving every Inhabitant free to apply by Requeft t0 
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their High Migh ineffes for Liberty to fit out a Ship, built in a foreign Fort, and not Filling 
under the Reldution of the lftof June, 1786. To the fecond Point, their Noble and Great 
MightinefTes prefer the Remifiion of the Duties to the granting of Premiums; the latter 
promifing only a diftant Reward, and the former holding forth an immed ate Advantage to 
the Fitters, and therefore feems to afford a greater Encouragement; this alfo agrees with the 
maniftft Defire of the Owners and Fitters, who are here principally concerned. To the third 
Article, their Noble and Great Mightineifes are of Opinion, that the Sentimen s of the High 
Court fhould be taken upon the Subject of authorifing the Courts of Police and Juflice in the 
Colonies to grant Writs, previous to the taking any Refolution on that Head. To the eighth 
Article, their Noble and Great MightinefTes are of Opinion, that the Conferences with the 
Court of Portugal fhould not be renewed, unlefs that Court appeared of itfelf inclined thereto, 
■when the illicit Trade lnall be effectually reftrained. Their Noble and Great MightinefTes 
conform to all the other Points in this and the fubfequent Divifio', fo far as they are not 
conrradidtory to, or rendered unncceffary by, the Means of Redrefs here propoled. 

That, laffly, on the Subjeft of the Subfidy, fo ffrongly folicited by the Company bn feveral 
Occafions, the Neccfiity of which their Noble and Great MightinefTes freely acknowledge, and. 
ffrongly infiff, that fo long as the Company exifts, and the important Colonies of the State 
depend thereon, it ought ro be lupported in its Adminiffration, and afliffed with Money when 
its own Treafury was inefficient to fupport its ultramarine Poffcffions; that above all, the 
Company fhould be compenfated fer the Lofs of the Duties it had levied on the Trade, for the 
Support of its Government, and which were afterwards either diminifhed or repealed by the 
Sovereign ; that therefore their Noble and Great MightinefTes agree with the Report of the 
Committee of their High MightinefTes for that Purpofe. That in cafe their High MightinefTes 
fhould refolve to credt certain Fortifications on the Coaft of Guinea, at Curacao, St. Euftatia, 
St. Martin, Effequibo, and Demerary, at the Expence of the State, in what Manner they fhall 
think molt conducive to the Service and Security of the Colonies; that then a Subfidy of 
500,000 Gilders, or Liberty to negotiate that Sum, under Guarantee of their High Mighti¬ 
nefTes, fhould with all Speed be granted to the Weft-Indian Company, thereby to enable 
the faid Company to continue its Government; to fupply the Coaft of Guinea, and afford the 
neceffary Support to the Colonies comprehended in its Charter. That for the Payment of its 
Intereft, and for fupplying the probable annual Deficiency, a Subfidy of 250,000 Gilders be 
charged on the War Eftablilhment, for the Years 1788, 1789, 1790, and 1791, for the Benefit 
of the Company; that though their Noble and Great MightinefTes forefee thefe Charges on the 
Union will be regarded as a confiderable Burthen, yet they expedt that the great Advan¬ 
tages will likewife be confidered, which all the Provinces derive from the Weft-Indian Colonies, 
and that it cannot any longer be required that Holland fhould in a Manner bear the whole 
Charge of foreign Eftablilhments; but fhould the Members of the Confederacy, contrary to 
their Expedition, withdraw themfelves from all Share in the Expenccs of thefe Eltablifhments, 
upon which this Province has already expended fomany Millions, it will not then appear ftrange, 
fhould their Noble and Great MightinefTes endeavour, by a better Security of the Produce 
of the Colonies, to indemnify themfelves for thefe important Difburfements. 


Demnark. 

THE Committee have not yet received any Account of the Slave Trade carried on from 
the Dominions of the King of Denmark, though it has been called for; but there is Reafon to 
believe, that the Danifh Government intend to furnifh authentic Documents refpedting it, and 
that they will foon be tranfmitted. The Committee have only to lay before Your Majefty an 
Extradt from the Evidence of Mr. Harry Gandy, one of the Perfons calling themfelves 
Quakers, a Planter of the Danifh Ifland of Santa Cruz, refpedting the Treatment of Slaves in 
that Ifland. 

Mr. Gandy ftates, that when he firft went to the Danifh Iflands thirty Years ago, the Slaves 
were feverelv treated, but that fince the Moravians have been eltabifhed in the Ifland of Santa 
Cruz, the Treatment of the Negroes has been more humane: Many of them have been 
converted to Chriftianity, to the Amount of 7 or 8000, and they have Black Preachers : Many 
Thoufands, however, have no Religion, but thofe who are converted behave greatly better than 
the reft. In the Ifland there are near 70,000 Slaves : The Mafters think a certain Degree of 
Dilcipline neceffary : For Example, if they do not appear in the Morning at Mufter, they are 
punifhed; and if in the Evening, they do not bring a certain Quantity of Grafs after the Work 
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of the Day is over, they are likewife punilhed. When the Slave behaves well his Matter 
treats him kindly, and the converted Slaves are better treated, as they behave better. The 
Matters are very glad to have them go to the Moravians, and they allow them Time for 
Inftrudtion. The Moravians have Plantations of their own, and the Slaves are very kindly 
treated upon them. 


France. 

B Y Information received from France, it appears, that the Number of Slaves exported 
annually from the Settlements belonging to France, on the Coaft of Africa, to her lflands and 
Colonies in the Weft Indies, and America, cannot be afeertained but by a Return of the 
Cuftom Houfes of the faid lflands and Colonies, which the Committee have r.ot been able to 
procure, nor, if procured, would the Number imported into the faid lflands and Colonics be 
exattly ftated, becaufe a great Number of Slaves is fuppofed to be imported fraudulently; and 
principally into St. Domingo, from whence the Inhabitants go and fetch them from the Coafls 
of Jamaica: Thofe which are brought from Africa are fold in all the French Ettablifiiments in 
the Leeward lflands: It is calculated that the Merchandize given in Exchange for the Negroes, 
contrafled for by the French Captains on the Coaft of Africa, determines the Price at from 
Six to Seven hundred Livres, French Money, for the finelt Slaves ; and that they are actually 
fold at the lflands, upon an Average, at about 2,250 Livres, of the lflands, which makes about 
1,500 Livres, French Money. The Lofs in the Pafiage amounts, at the urmoft, on board the 
French Ships, to 10 per Cent, and only to 5 per Cent, where the Negroes are contracted for by 
French Traders with the Englifh African Merchants. Returns have not been procured of the 
Number of Ships that fit out annually from the Ports of France for the Coaft of Guinea -. They 
are commonly of Six Hundred Tons and upwards, and their Cargoes are made up of the 
Manufactures of France, and of Eaft India Goods, commonly called Guinees. 

A Bounty is given of 200 Livres for each Slave fet on Shore, and fold aux Cayes at the 
Ifland of St. Domingo, and of 40 Livres per Ton of the French Ships that are fitted out for 
the Coaft of Guinea. Vide Arret of 26. Od. 1784, hereafter inferted. 

This explains the Motives of the Traders fitting out Vefiels of fo confiderable a Bulk :—Thofe 
which go aux Cayes, are much fmaller; being only from 300 to 350 Tons Burthen. 

The French have no Mifiionaries on the Coaft of Africa, and have never made any Attempts 
at Cultivation there. 

The Laws and Ordonnances relating to the Negroes, are comprized in a Collection, intitled 
Ic Code Noir. (Vide Code Noir), likewife hereafter inferted. 

This Work Much ufeful and interefting Information relative to the French Slave Trade, &c. is ftated to 
is in the Of- be contained in a Work of Five Volumes, intitled, Loix et Conftitutions des Colonies Francois 
ficc of the et jg PAmerique, fous le Vent. 

•f Trade. His Moft Chriftian Majefty had lately been advifed to diflinguilh, in forr.e honorable h-.aR- 
ner, fuch of the Planters as treat their Slaves with Lenity and Humanity; and f>*nc Means were 
to be devifed of conveying to them His Majerty’s Approbation of their C mluft; it was 
expedted that fuch a Meafure would be productive of much good EffeCt in thole Colonies. 

The Duties which are impofed in the Colonies, are appropriated to the Payment of the 
Troops, the Repairs of the Fortifications, and the Difcharge of the other Expences of Govern¬ 
ment.—In Time of War they are inadequate to thefe Purpofes:—In fuch Cafe the Treafurers 
draw on France for the Deficiency ; but in Time of Peace, it is thought that there may be a 
Surplufage of Three or Four Millions Livres, which are remitted to France. 

The Imports in the Colonies are of the following Kinds:

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Houfe Slaves pay a Poll Tax of 24 Livres—15/}. per Head.

There are in the French Colonies, Lands of different Prices, from too L 5 the Carreau, of 
Square of 10,000 fuperficial Feet, to 8,000 Livres. 

It varies according to the Quality, the Produce, the Situation, and the Healthinefs of the 
Soil. It muff be remarked, that the Land which produces Sugar, is the deareft. 

For Example: In the DiftriCt of Cape Francois, there are Sugar Plantations, which are 
worth 8,000 Livres the Square; and the Value varies fo, that lome are worth no mure t>ian 
200 L* the Carreau, or Square. 

There are fome Lands which are made valuable only by the Slaves that are on them. 


The King, by Letters Paten*, of the 7th June, 1680, and confirmed by the Declaration of 
the 17th July 1743, "rants to the General and Intendantof the Colonies, the Right of granting 
the vacant and unappropriated Lands.

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Delivery of Slaves to French Ships on the Coaft of Africa; and the Trade is ftill carried 
on in this Manner in many Inftances. From the great Encouragement that is given to this 
Commerce there is every Real'on to believe that nearly One Half of the Britifh African 
Trade will foon be carried on in ihis Way, by felling Slaves to the French on the Coaft 
of Africa; and this is exclufive of the Slaves fold in the Ifla ds to the French. The 
offers that are now making by the French for the delivery of Slaves on the Coaft of Africa, 
* are at Prices nearly equal to the nett Produce of Slaves fold in our Elands. They believe 
that there are Forty Thoufand Slaves annually purchafed by the Englifh, fbme of which are 
now fold upon the Coaft to French Ships; and the Remainder carried off" in Britifh Ships; 
One Third of thefe are wanted for the Supply of the Britifh Iflands in the Weft Indies, and 
the other Two Thirds are dilpofed of to Foreigners. Hardly any are carried off from the 
Coaft of Africa by Britifh Ships, that were not purchafed by the Englifh. 

Britifh Ships navigated as Britifh Ships are admitted into all the French Windward Iflands 
with Cargoes of Slaves only, upon the Payment of a Duty of Six Livres per Head for each 
Slave; but no Britifh Ships under any Delcription are admitted into St. Domingo.—No Con¬ 
tracts are made in this Country for the Delivery in our Iflands of Slaves for the Ufe of the 
French Iflands. 

The French African Trade is very confiderably increafing, particularly from the Coaft of 
Angola, where they have got the Whole of it, and from the River Bonny, where they have now 
a confiderble Trade, and formerly had none; and from Benin, Whydah, Lago, and the 
Windward Coaft, where they always had fome Trade, but now have a confiderable One. 
There is certainly a greater Demand for Slaves in the French Iflands now than there was 
during the laft Peace, on Account of the general Encouragement given by the French 
Government to all their Iflands, but in particular to the Increafe a d Settlement of the 
Plantations on the South Side of St. Domingo. The Gentlemen abovementioned are perfuaded 
that the Exportation of Slaves from Africa would not be in the leaftdiminifhed by the Abolition 
of the Slave Trade in this Country. The greateft Encouragement is now held out to Britifh 
SubjeCts to engage in this Trade from France, and from the Vicinity of this Country to that, 
and the Commercial Connections that now fubfift between the two Countries, they have every 
Reafon to believe that a Number of Britifh Merchants would carry on this Trade thro’ 
France: They are therefore of Opinion that the greateft Part of this Trade now carried on 
by the Englifh, would fall to the Share of France. 

The Committee next infert the Subftance of the Examination of Mr. Samuel Taylor, Mer¬ 
chant and Manufacturer, of the Town of Manchefter, who attended the Committee on the 
8th of March, 1788, on behalf of the Manufacturers of Goods in that Town, and in its 
Neighbourhood, calculated for the Trade to Africa. 

Mr. Taylor informed the Committee that about Twelve Months after the Peace feveral 
French African Merchants from Bourdeaux, Nants, but particularly from Havre, came over 
here, and examined the Species of Goods deftined for Africa in feveral Warehoufes, but par¬ 
ticularly in his own, and exprefied their Surprife at the Quality and Price of thefe Goods, 
the Expedition with which they could be furnifhed, and the Credit at which they were fold: 
That they told him, if he, or any other Capital Manufacturer would eftablilh a Houle of the 
fame Extent, and upon the fame Plan at Rouen, they Ihould be ready to give him, or fuch 
Manufacturer, every Encouragement, perfonally, and had no Doubt but every Encouragement 
would likewife be given by the French Government. He conceives they faid this with a View 
of promoting and encreafing the French Trade to Africa, particularly that in Slaves; that he 
had been concerned in the Trade for Twenty Seven Years, and Three Fourths of his Trade 
is in Goods for Africa, and the reft for the Weft Indies : That though he is a Friend to his 
Country, if the Slave Trade Ihould be abolilhed here, he Ihould immediately Endeavour to 
make an EAablilhment in France, for fome of his Children, with a View to carry on this Trade: 
And he Ihould be the more induced to it, by the Edicts that have lately been made in France 
in Favour of the Proteftants: His Sons or Co neCtions would probably carry to France that 
Machinery in Spinning and Manufacturing, which the People of the County of Lancafter now 
poflefs fo much to their Advantage. He had been told by feveral Guinea Captains, that in 
Cafe of the Abolition of the Slave Trade here, they would go to France, and carry it on 
from thence—That the Whole Amount of Goods now fent by him to France for the African Trade 
did not Amount to £1000; that no Difference had taken Place in this RelpeCt fince the Treaty 
of Commerce; for that before the Treaty all Manchefter Goods deftined for the African Trade 
were, by a Special EdiCt, allowed to be imported into France, free of Duty, and warehoufed 
for that Purpofe. Mr. Taylor ftated that though he, from the Number of his Children 
might be induced to form an Eftablifhment for them in France, yet he did not imagine that 
many other Manufacturers of Manchefter in the fame Line entertained the fame Sentiments 
on this SubjeCt as he did, as few had fo large a Family. 

Being afked if he had any further Information to give the Committee, he denred leave to 
mention that fince he had been in London he had had feveral Letters read to him from France, 
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{ratine that France would derive great Advantages from the Abolition of the Slave Trade in 
this Country if it Ihould take Place: He added that, if neceffary, he could produce the 
Letters alluded to, fomc of which were from theFirft Commercial Houfes in France. 

A Memorial of the Committee of the Company of Merchants trading to Africa, prefented 
to the Committee of Privy Council for the Confideration of all Matters relating to Trade and 
and Foreign Plantations, on the 29th of September 1786, fets forth, that the French had 
committed various Incroachments upon the PoflefSons and Commerce of the Britifli Nation in 
Africa, &c. and tranfmits a Letter from the late Governor of Cape Coaft Caftle, refpetting 
Settlements the French were forming at Amoukow, and at Quow Petty’s Croom, a Village 
about Five Miles to Windward of Winnebah.

ARTICLE PREMIER.

SPAIN : 


THE Committee have not yet been able to obtain any Account refpefting any Regu¬ 
lation made by the Government of Spain for carrying on the Slave Trade, or relating to 
the Treatment of Slaves, in the Spanifh Colonies and Settlements in America and the 
Weft-Indies:—But by the Information of a reputable and well-informed Merchant, lately 
1769. arrived from the Havannah at Madrid, it appears. That from 1769, to 1779, the Spanifh 
Weft-India Iflands, and the Continent of South America, were fupplied with Slaves by a Royal 
Afiento, under which a Company of Merchants in Spain held an exclufive Privilege; the 
Whole was under the Direction of an Agent-General, eftablifhed in the Havannah, who 
difpatched Spanifh Vefiels in Search of Slaves to the different Foreign Iflands, but particu¬ 
larly to Jamaica, from whence at leaft Three Fourths of all the Negroes were fupplied:— 
The Number annually imported into the Havannah, was from 2,500 to 3,000, and about 
Half that Number were fcnt to Carthagena and Porto Bello; Part of which was fold there, 
and the Remainder conveyed by Land to Panama; from whence they were re-fhipped to 
Peru, &c. The Spanifh Company alfo had the Privilege of importing Three Barrels of Flour 
for every Negro introduced into the Spanifh Settlements; and the Flour, as well as the Slaves, 
1 779 * was Duties. That the Time limited for this Afiento expired in the Year that the 

laft War broke out between Great Britain and Spain. A general Licence was then granted 
to all Spanifh Subje<fls to introduce Slaves into the Havannah, either in National or Neutral 
Bottoms, paying a Duty from Forty to Twenty-fix Dollars on each Slave, according to the 
Size of the Slave, and Nine and an Half per Cent . on the Extraction of Specie. At the 
Expiration of the War, Neutral Flags were prohibited, and particular Privileges granted to 
Spanifh Subjects to import into the Havannah, in National Bottoms, a limited Number of 
Slaves, paying a Duty of Nine Dollars on each Slave, and Six per Cent . on the Extraction 
I 785 - of Specie. That fometime in 1785, Mr. Edward Barry made a Contract for fupplying the 
Ifiand of Trinidada and Caracas, with 4,000 Slaves, to be picked from different Cargoes, to 
the Satisfaction of His Catholic Majefty’s Commifiaries, at the Rate of One Hundred and 
Fifty Dollars for each Slave, free of all Duties of Entry for the Slaves, or on the Extraction 
of the Money.—Thefe Slaves were brought from the Coaft of Africa in Britifh Vefiels. That 
1 7 ^ 6 . in May 1786, the Houfe of Baker and Dawfon, of made a Contract: 

with the Spanifh Government for fupplying the Province of Caracas and the Havannah with a 
certain Number of Slaves, not lefs than Five Thoufand, nor more than Six Thoufand, at the 
Rate of One Hundred and Fifty-five Dollars each, to be imported in the Courfe of that 
Year, and of the Year following: The Time, however, h^s been fince prolonged. Thefe 
Negroes are carried in Britifh Velfcls, and are imported free of all Duties on the Slaves, 
and on the Extraction of the Money. From the Time that this Contract has fubfifted, Barry’s 
Licence, and the particular Privileges before granted to Spanifh Subjects for the Importation of 
Slaves, have been fufpended, and near Six Thoufand Slaves have been introduced under the 
ContraCt of Baker and Dawfon, and the Price has been tranfmitted to Great Britain in 
Specie. 

That the Philippine Company being unable to raife a fufficient Quantity of Specie in 
Europe, for the Afiatic Trade, and finding great Inconvenience in the Paffage round Cape 
Horn, in order to take the Money a-board in the South Seas; and defirous alfo to gain Pof- 
feffion of a new and lucrative Branch of Commerce, have obtained of His Catholic Majefty 
an extenfive Privilege for fupplying the Continent of South America with Slaves. The chief 
Part of the Proceeds of this Trade, was to be depofited at Buenos Ayres, in Readinefs for the 
Spanifh Eaft-Indiamen to take on Board in their New Outward-bound Route, by the Cape of 
Good Hope. 

The Plan adopted by the Philippine Company for carrying on their African Trade, is by 
an Agent, Mr. Teftatis, in London, who is faid to have already fitted out Six Ships, that will 
carry from Five to Six Hundred Slaves each :—Part of thefe Ships are freighted from Briftol 
and Liverpool, and the others from London. They all proceed under Englifh Colours to the 
Coaft of Guinea, and from thence to Buenos Ayres, where they land the Slaves; fome of 
whom are difpofed of upon the Spot, and the others are marched over Land to Peru :—And 
the Nett Proceeds of the Sales are remitted in Specie to Buenos Ayres. The Ships return 
to England immediately after landing their Slaves, and taking in a Cargo of Hides and Horns, 
the Value of which is trifling; fo that at leaft Nine Tenths of the Specie obtained by the Sale 
of the Negroes remains for the Eaft-India Trade.—That the Gentleman who gives this Infor¬ 
mation believes, that thefe are the only Methods which the Spaniards have at prefent for 
fupplying their Settlements with Slaves; and that they have not, nor have had, for many Years, 
a Angle Spanifh Bottom trading immediately to the Coaft of Africa.—That the Spaniards in 
general fhew much Humanity in the Treatment of their Slaves in the Weft-Indies, particularly 
in regard to their Houfhold Negroes, who are taught to read and write, and inftrufted in the 

Principles 
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Principles of the Catholic Religion. At the fame Time, from the Want of a fufficient Number 
to cultivate the Lane's, the Labour is hard, and the Mortality refulting from it confiderable.— 
From an exaft Enumeration made in the Year 17S7, there did not appear above Fifty Thou- 
fand Negroes on all the Plantations in the Elands of Cuba, exclufive of the Houlhold Slaves. 
That the Two following Regulations have been ellablilhed by the Court of Spain, in order to 
alleviate the Situation of this unfortunate Clafs of Mankind. 

Firft Any Slave, on Proof given to the Governor of bad Treatment by the Owner, may infiffc 
on beino- Transferred to another Mailer, at fuch Price as may be fettled between the Purchafer 
and Seller; and if the latter is exorbitant in his Demand, the Governor is to name a Third 
Perfon as Umpire. 

Second. Any Slave, who by his Indullry and (Economy, has raifed a Sufficiency to purchafe 
his Manumiffion, may demand his Freedom from his Mailer, on paying an equitable Price} 
and if the Mailer Ihould prove unreafonable, the Governor, on the Application of the Slave, is 
to appoint two Appraifers, who are to fix the Price.—It has been objefted to this latter Regu¬ 
lation, that it is more humane than political, and that it has frequently induced Slaves to 
have Recourfe to dilhonell Means towards accumulating a Sufficiency to let themfelves free,— 
And it is faid, there are near Twenty Thoufand free People of Colour in the City of Havannah 
alone. 

James Baillie, Efq. Mr. King, African Merchant, and Mr, Thomas Hubbert, Ship-Broker, 
before-mentioned, acquainted the Committee, That the only Contract they knew of, either 
with the Government of Spain, or with Perlons having a Licence from that Government, for 
the Purpole of fupplying the Spanilh Colonies with Negro Slaves, is that with Baker and 
Dawfon, which was entered into in 1784. Mr, William Barry has afted as Agent in this Con- 
traft. It Hill fubfills, but they cannot Hate its Extent or Terms with any certainty, but oe- 
lieve it to be for about 4000 Slaves annually. 

Agents are employed in this Country by the Philippine Company for fitting out Britilh Ships 
to purchafe Slaves, and carry them to the Spanilh Colonies. The number of Ships fo fitted out 
this Year, are three from the Port of London, and one from Liverpool, In the courfe of laft 
Year, they believe, there were three or four other Ships that went, two from Briltol, and one or 
two from Liverpool ; thefe Ships may be fuppofed to carry 500 Slaves each upon an averages 
the Ships being, on an average, of the burthen of about 300 Tons. 

Thefe Ships failed direft to the Coalt of Africa ; their Outfit was wholly taken from this 
Country, confiding of Britilh Manufa&ures, and of fuch Ealt-lndia and Foreign Goods as are 
ufually exported in the courfeof this Trade. 

The Officers and Crews of the Ships as far as was necefiary to navigate the fame, were all 
Britilh ■, but there were about three or four native Spaniards, Men of lome Confideration, put on 
Board thefe Ships for the purpofe, they fuppofed, of learning the Trade. 

The Goods were paid for immediately here, and they have every Reafon to believe, that all the 
Profits attending the Adventure, were for Account of the Philippine Company, except the 
Agency or Commiffion. They cannot with certainty fay what this Agency or Commiffion 
was but believe it was Two and an Half per Cent, being the ufual Mercantile Commiffion upon 
the whole of the Outfit, that is, the Value of the Ship and Cargo. And they cilimate the 
Value of thefe Ships on an Average at about £.15,000, the Ship at about £.5000, the Cargo 
about £.10,000. 

The Slaves were to be delivered in South-America, they believe, at Buenos Ayres, in the 
River la Plata. 

Mr Hubbert gave it as his Opinion (Mr. Baillie and Mr. King not being able to fpeak to this 
Point) that the Ships after having delivered their Slaves, will have the Privilege of loading back 
to Old Spain with the Produce of the Spanilh Colonies, for the Profit of the Original Adventurers. 

They believe, if the prefent Adventure is fuccefsful, that after having delivered their Cargo 
in Old Spain, the Ships will return to this Country for a new Outfit, in order to carry on the 
fame Trade. 

The Inducement to the Philippine Company to fit out the Ships for this Trade from this 

Country, rather than from Spain, is, becaufe they cannot at prefent procure a proper Afiort- 
ment from Old Spain of the Goods necefiary for this Trade; and could they procure an Outfit 
from Old Spain, there are not as yet any Subjefts of that Kingdom properly qualified as Com¬ 
manders and Officers, for carrying on the Trade: If they were in all Refpedls lo qualified, they 
would have the fame Facility in carrying it on as we have, where other European Nations 
have not Forts. 

They do not know that the Spaniards have any Contrafts or Dealings of the Nature above 
Rated with the French, Dutch, Danes or Portuguefe ; they do not fuppofe they could have any 
with the French, Dutch or Danes; with the Portuguefe they might. 
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They have no Reafon to fuppofe that there are anv HonmAc „ . ,

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Country, from the Extent of their Colonies and the Prices they can afford to pay for Slaves : 
He is perfuaded that if he were to go over there, he could in the Courfe of Ten Years, get the 
greateft Part of this Trade into his own Hands. The King of Spain now purchafes all the 
Slaves he carries; and the Slaves he fells to the King for Two Hundred Dollars, would, if 
fold to Individuals, bring from Four Hundred to Five Hundred Dollars. This is the Caufe 
that Refufe-Slaves, as before mentioned, fell fometimes for more than thole delivered by 
Contract: By the Contratt, they are obliged to let him fell the Refule, or rejetted Slaves, 
by Auttion. 

The Committee having received the following Information, have thought proper to lay 

the fame before your Majefty. 


In regard to Spain, that Kingdom is only making the neceflary Preparations to begin a Slave 
Trade, and has not as yet fettled her Plan of Operations, but both her Court and Merchants 
are endeavouring to make themfelves acquainted with the bell Mode of conducting it. 

There are at this Time in London fome Spaniards, who arrived there about three Months 4U1 March, 
ago, from Cadiz j fome of thefe Gentlemen are Natives of the Havannah, and others are 
Planters in that Part of Hifpaniola, or St. Domingo, which belongs to Spain j thefe Gentlemen, 
wifhing to be concerned in the Slave Trade from Cadiz, have been down at Manchefter to look at 
the Kinds of Goods, and their Prices as ufually fold to the Englifh African Merchants ; fince that 
they have been at Liverpool, to view the Town and Ships employed in the Slave Trade. Their 
Enquiries were as follows : 

With regard to the Expence of the Outfits; how many Hands each Vefiel carried out; Liffs 
of the Cargoes neceflary to purchale Slaves on different Parts of the Coaft of Africa; which 
Goods might be procured in Spain, which muff be purchafed in England, and which were Eaft 
India Goods ; whether the Slave Trade had been profitable to the Town of Liverpool at large; 
whether the Englifh Manufacturers had been Gainers by fupplying the Merchants with Goods: 

They likewife particularly enquired, whether Captains and Dottors experienced in the Slave 
Trade, might not be prevailed upon by proper Encouragement, and great Advantages given 
them, to go out to Cadiz and undertake the purchafing of the Cargoes, Navigation of their 
Veflels, and Management of their Slaves whilft on board the Veflels. 

They mention, that the Court of Spain purpofed to have a Slave Trade of her own, as well as 
to be carried on by her Merchants; under fuch Regulations as they might hereafter judge 
neceflary *, amongft the reft they had fixed no Veflels to carry Slaves between the Coaft of 
Africa and their Settlements of a lefs Burthen than 2-0 Tons. Every Vefiel of 200 Tons 
Burthen, muft carry out a Captain, a Pilot, Two Dottors, and Forty Hands; if larger. Hands 
in Proportion to her Size. The Number of Slaves lent from the Coaft of Africa to be regu¬ 
lated by the Size of the Veflels, which they think will prevent Mortality amongft the Whites 
as well as the Blacks. No Vefiel to fail from Old Spain to Africa for Slaves, without firft 
obtaining a Licence from the Court. To oblige her Merchants to purchafe Spanifh Wines, 

Brandies, Woollen Goods, Silk Goods, Cotton Goods, Arms, Fruits, Eaft India Goods, &c. 
and in fhort every Article that Spain can produce, as well as bring to Spain from the Eaft 
Indies in Spanilh Veflels; and they were to be obliged to make thefe Purchafes, even if the 
Commodities were dearer than what were procured by the Africa Merchants of other 
Nations; the Spanilh Merchants to be compenfated by the Priviledge of their Slaves being 
admitted into, and fold in the Spanifh Ports free of Duties, whilft the Slaves brought by 
the Ships of other Nations were to have heavy Duties laid upon them ; and every Encourage* 
ment was to be given in future to the manufatturing in Old Spain all Goods proper for the 
African Trade: All Eaft India Goods to pay i2f per Cent. Duties, which remained if for 
the Confumption of Old Spain, but the Duties were to be returned back if Ihipped for the 
Slave Trade. 

There is ftrong Reafon to believe the Information of thefe Gentlemen is to be depended 
upon. They left Samples of Cotton of their own Growing, which are equally as good as 
railed by the French; they have propofed to fend all their Cotcon by way of Cadiz to Liver¬ 
pool, where it is to be fold, and fuch Goods fent them in return as they may dirett.

OF His Catholic Majefty, refpefting the Negro Trade, for the Purpofe of fuppI y j nB 
the I {lands of Cuba, Santo Domingo, and the Provinces of Caracas, has been lately 
received, and is here inferred.

ROYAL ORDER of His Majefty, granting permiftion to Spaniards and Foreigners for 
the Negro Trade, with the Iflands of Cuba, Santo Domingo, Porto Rico, and the 
Province of Caracas, under the Regulations herein expreffed. 

THE KING. 

I N order to proportion to all my loving Subjects, by every imaginable Means, the great 
Advantages which the Encouragement of Agriculture muft Produce; I thought proper to caufe 
the feveral Plans for the Introduction of Negroes into the Iflands of Cuba, Santo Dominic 
Porto Rico, and the Province of Caracas to be well examined, with a View of recurring to the 
urgent Neceflity there is of fuch Helps, without which thefe Countries can neither Profperor 
Flourifh, nor Produce to the State the immenfe Riches which the Climate and fertility of 
their Soil afford; and having treated this ferious Subject with that Attention which the Im¬ 
portance of it claims, I have determined, for the prefent, that this Trade fhall be carried on, 
under the following Rules and Conditions: 

I. All and every of My Subjects, fettled or refident in Spain, or the Indies, may go in his 
own Veflel, or in One freighted on his Account to Purchafe Negroes, in whatever Place there 
may be a Market or Repofitory for them, taking fuch Money and Commodities as may be 
neceftary for their Purchafe; and their Introduction into the faid Iflands and Province of 
Caracas fhall be exempt from all Contributions; but, upon the exprefs Provifo, that the 
Veflels, which depart from the faid Colonies to carry on this Trade, do not bring back any 
other Article of Commerce, fubjeCting for this Contravention the faid Veflel and Cargo to the 
Penalties of Confifcation, as well as to thofe impofed by the Laws of the Kingdom upon Smug¬ 
glers. It being always underftood, that the Certificate of the Adminiftrator or Officers of the 
Royal Revenue, manifefting from whence the Negroes have been imported, the Amount of 
of the Duties of their Value (hall be returned. 

II. In Order that thofe Perfons, who chufe to carry on the Trade from the Ports of this 
Peninfula may be encouraged not to fend out empty Veflels, they fhall be permitted to load 
with Produce and Merchandize, and go direCtly to thofe Places where they are to provide them* 
felves with the faid Negroes, in order to arrive afterwards with them, and with the faid Mer¬ 
chandize and Produce, at thofe Ports where their Entry is permitted ; or, by going to thofe 
Ports with Produce and Merchandize, to fail from thence to the Negro Market, and return 
to the fame Place from whence they firft departed; and if they cannot fell them there, they 
fhall be permitted to carry the fame to any other Port authorized for their Introduction. 

III. Foreigners fhall be permitted, during the precife Term of Two Years, to be com¬ 
puted from the Publication of this My Royal Order in the Indies, to convey Negroes to the 
authorized Ports, with the fame exprefs Provifo, not to bring in their Veflels any other trad* 
* n g Article vvhatfoever, under lhe fame Penalties which are impofed upon Spaniards; and I 
deviate in this one Inftance from the Laws of India, which prohibit the Entry and Commerce 
of Foreigners in the Ports of thofe My Dominions; they enjoying the fame Exemption of 
Duties in the Introduction of Negroes as the Spaniards; but thofe Perfons who are eftablifhed, 
fhall be anfwerable for the Extraction of Money and Produce which return and refult from 
the Sales. 

IV. Spaniards and Foreigners, who for the Term of Two Years may bring Negroes to 
the above mentioned Iflands and Province of Caracas to carry on this Trade, may freely fell 
them at the Prices agreed upon with the Buyers, without the Government either Military or 
Civil placing any Rate upon them; nor upon this Bufinefs fhall there be any other Interfer¬ 
ence, than only to be upon the Watch to prevent Contraband, and to be careful that the 
Negroes be of a good Breed and Quality. 

, Neither are the King s Minifters to have anv Concern about the Negroes, who arrive ac 
the authorized Ports, nor to pay for them direCtly, or order to fell them afterwards to thofe 
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who may want them ; but they are to remain at the Charge, Account, and Rifle of thofePerfons 
who brought them to difpofe of when they could, as of any other trafficking Commodity. 

VI. The Negroes are to be of a good Breed ; the Third Part at the utmoft, Females, and 
the other Two, Males; and the Entry and Sale of thofe fhall not be permitted who are ufelefs, 
difeafed, or who are labouring under any habitual Infirmity, obliging thofe Perfons who bring 
any or many of this Defcription to carry them away. 

VII. Four Pefos or Dollars fhall be Paid from the Royal Treafury to each Spaniard, for 
every Slave of good Quality brought in by them into the faid Ports, upon his own Account in 
Spanifh Bottoms: In order that it may ferve as an Encouragement to this Trade, and by this 
Means procure an Abundance. 

VIII. As my principal Objeft for granting Liberties, Exemptions, and Favours in this 
Trade, is directed to the Encouragement of Agriculture, I declare, that for every Negro, who 
is not employed for that Ule, or for Farming and other country Employments, but for 
the Domcltic Service of the Inhabitants of the Cities, Towns, and Hamlets, they fhall have 
to pay the Annual Capitation Tax of Two Dollars, from the Day of the Publication of this 
My Royal Order, in order to check Luxury in this Parr, and to contribute towards paying the 
Bounties, which the Royal Revenue has to provide for what is lpecified in the foregoing Article. 

IX. The Ports of the Iflands and Province above mentioned, from whence the Introduction 
of Negroes is to be certified, fhall be the following: In the Province of Caracas, Porto Ca- 
bello : In the Spanifh Ifland, Santo Domingo: In that of Porto Rico, the Port of thacName: 
And in that of Cuba, the Port of Havannah, leaving only the Port of Cuba, authorized for 
the Spaniards to carry on the faid Commerce through it, excluding all Foreigners. 

X. The national Veffels which are deftined for this Trade ought to be of moderate Bulk, 
that they may dillinguifh each other with gi eater facility; and the foreign Ones mull not exceed 
Three Hundred Tons each, nor enter into the Ports that are not authorifed. As foon as either 
the one or the other fhall caft Anchor, they are to be vifited, in which Service lhall aflifl as the 
principal Supervifor, a perfon of Diflinclion, of known Zeal, unbiaffed, of a patriotic Spirit, 
and difpofed to proceed with Exactitude and Difintereflednefs, leaving this Nomination to the 
Choice of My Secretary of State for the War Department, and Indian Affairs, without any 
other Duty and Charge than this; to be Zealous, and to examine into the good Qualities of the 
Negroes which are introduced. The Perfon named for this Purpofe, fhall take Care that the 
Water Cafks fhall be emptied, placing in a Boat the empty Cafks, and the Barrels of Provifions 
and Meat under Cover, and the Tackle and Sails placed in Order, that every Thing may be 
produced to Satisfaction. Since, upon no Account whatever, can any Thing be carried on 
Board the faid Veffels but Provifions, Water, and the Neceffaries replaced for navigating them, 
and correfponding to their Burden, under the Penalty of Forfeiture of the Veffel and all her 
Cargo, Negroes included. But from this Rule fhall be excepted thofe Veffels which come 
from the authorifed Ports of Spain, which may bring Merchandize and Produce, as is fpecified 
in the Second Article, and are to be treated as any other trading Veffel. 

XI. The foreign Veffels which arrive with Negroes, fhall only flay in the Ports the precife 
Time to land them, fince the Purchafers of them fhall finifh the Bufinefs at the fame Time that 
they receive them, and at the latefl in Twenty-four Hours, hindering the Perfons from goinginto 
the interior Part of the Country, or to be left as Agents, unlefs fuch Perfons be Inhabitants, 
who fhall be fubjeft to all the Regulations taken by the Governor, and Chief-Officers of the 
Royal Revenue, in order to prevent Fraud in the Embarkations; and for the faithful difeharge 
of Duty, a Perfon fhall be appointed for the particular InfpeCtion of this Branch of Trade. 

XII. Laflly, it being my Royal Pleafure to procure for all my SubjeCls the greater Ad¬ 
vantages in this Trade, and to augment the Number of Cultivators in the American Colonies, 
for the Profperity of its Inhabitants; I more particularly charge thofe who are to appoint for 
the hmployments in this Branch, and to the Governors and Intendants, that they not only con¬ 
cur in the Regulations which their Zeal may fuggeff, in order that the Abufe of thefe Fa¬ 
vours may not oblige me to revoke them; but that they explain and reprefent whatever Ex¬ 
perience may dictate to them as necelfary for the Enjoyment of greater Benefits and Services 
to my Subjcdts, and confequently for the profperity and increafe of Commerce. 

And that the Favours fpecified in the Twelve foregoing Articles fhall have their due Effe£l, 

I deviate from all the Laws, Orders, and Royal Ordonnanccs, which are repugnant, or con¬ 
trary to them ; and I order my Supreme Council of the Indies, Vice Roys, Prefidents, Gover¬ 
nors, and Intendants, Law Officers, Mimflers of My Royal Finances, and all other Tribunals 

to 
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to whom it does or may belong, that they obferve, fulfil, caufe to be obfcrved, fulfilled, and 
executed, all that in this My Royal Order is preferibed.

'Trade in the Interior Parts of Africa. 

The Committee were alfo defirous of obtaining Information, refpe&ing the Trade in Slaves 
carried on, on the Northern, Eaftern, and Southern Coafts of Africa, or in the interior Parts 
of that Country connected with the faid Coafts, either by Europeans, or by the different 
People of Afia and Africa, and accordingly applied to your Majefty’s Ambaffador at Con- 
ftantinople, and to your Minifters and Confuls in Egypt, the Levant, and on the Coaft of 
Barbary. The following Extract of a Letter to Lord Sydney, from His Majefty’s Conful at 
Tangiers, is the only Information from your Majefty’s Minilter’s and Confuls in thofe Parts 
that has hitherto been received. 

“ I am honoured with your Lordfiiips circular Letter, of the Sixth of October, refpeCtin® 
“ the Caravan Trade, Interior Commerce, &c. of this Empire. 

*• Having been taught to believe in Europe, that the Caravan Commerce of this Country 
<c was regular, extenfive, and worthy of minute Inveftigation, it was the Firft Object of my 
c< Attention; and even before I quitted Gibraltar, I lent circular Letters to eveiy Part from 
“ whence I thought it probable good Intelligence could be procured * nor have I fince remitted 
<c my Enquiries. 

<c Hitherto I have only collected a Mafs of con trad i&ory, or unintelligible Opinions, from 
“ which if I were to draw any Conclufion it would be, that fince the late Emperor found it 
<c neceffary to fupprefs or reduce the Black Army, and his prefenr Majefiy having continued 
“ that Syftem, the Trade to Negro Land has been molt confiderably diminifhed in its Confe- 
<c quence, and by the independant Arabs to the Southward making themfelves the interme- 
“ diate Agents, been totally changed in the Manner of conducting it. 

“ Immediately on the Receipt of your Lordlhip’s Letter, I caufed a variety of Queftions, 
“ fuited to the Situation and Capacity of thofe they are fent to, to be written in the Arabic, 
ct Hebrew, and Chriltian Languages, which I am forwarding to the different Parts of the 
“ Empire, and hope to colleCt Materials for a Reply in Time to Anfwer your Lordlhip’s In- 
ct tentions. I lhall likewife foon have an Opportunity of perfonally enquiring of the Moorilh 
“ Merchants of Mequinez and Fez, from whom I may probably colled fomething worth 
“ attending to.” 

On this Subjed the Committee likewife lay before your Majefiy the following Information 
received from Captain Blankett, of your Majefty’s Navy. 

Right Honourable Lord Hawkefbury, &c. &c. dec. 

My Lord, 

As the Slive Trade is become an objeCt of the Confideration of Government, I will beg 
leave to remind your Lordfhip of the extent of that Trade as it is carried on to the Eaft- 
ward. 1 find the Caravans who trade from Morocco, Fez, Algiers, Tunis and Tripoli, to the 
interior Parts of Africa, receive Slaves in return for the European Commodities they furnilh; 
and in like Manner the Caravans from Aleppo, Dainalcus, Smyrna and Cairo, receive Slaves in 
return lor the Commodities of the Eaft. 1 hele Slaves are ufed not only as Servants to Mer¬ 
chants and others who can afford to purcliale them, but likewile lerved as Eunuchs in the 
Seraglios of the Balhiws; the Women of any Condition are generally lerve by Black Women 
Slaves all through the Ealt.—— This Cuftom prevails not only in Barbary and in the Dominions 
of the Grand Signior, but extends itlelf amonglt the Armenians, and from them throughout 
all Perlia.

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Your Lordlhip will readily admit that it will be difficult to determine the Numbers to 
which fuch a Commerce may extend, but it mull needs be great—In an Account I have of 
the Trade of Tripoly, I find they export annually (on an Average) 1000 Slaves, who are 
fold from Sixteen to Twenty Pounds each.—Some of thefe People are brought from Adgoz 
and Zanfara, which are in the Heart of Africa—This is the only Account I have of any 
Number fpecified; other Accounts only mentioning Slaves as a principal Return.

Extradl: of a Letter from a Gentleman, long Refident at Cairo. 

There are two Caravans that fet out from Cairo, for the interior Parts of Africa, viz. one 
that goes to Dongala, and from thence to Sennar; and the other that goes to a Country, or 
Place, to the South Wedward, called Farfar. There is, indeed, a third Caravan that comes 
from Morocco, with Pilgrims for Mecca; but as this Caravan does not travel to the Interior of 
Africa, but rather keeps parallel to the Shore of the Mediterranean, I forbear to fpeak 
of it. v 

The Caravan that goes to Dingala is conduced by Nubians, who are drift Mahometans- 
but I do not think it would be difficult for an European to travel with them; and I have known 
fome Greek Merchants that have made the Journey with them. There are a vad Number of 
Nubians at Grand Cairo, who are there called Berberi, who come for Service with the Mer¬ 
chants, and who bear the Charafter of honed and faithful Servants; they are often entruded 
in the Payment of large Sums of Money; and I do not remember to have heard any Indance 
of Infidelity. 

Thefe Nubians, or Berberi, are a quiet inoffienfive People, of a (lender Make, like the 
Arabs, and refemble the Abifinians in Colour, which is a brownifh Kind of Black. They have 
their own Language; but mod of thofe at Cairo talk Arabic. 


The fecond Caravan that goes to Farfar, is condufted by a People called Julape at Cairo 
They refemble the Nubians in fome Meafure, but have more of the Negro in their Colour and 
Features. They are alfo Mahometans, but not fo drift nor fo fuperditious as many others. I 
was myfelf acquainted with the Leader of this Caravan, who was an honed good-humoured 
Man, and who has often invited me to go with him, to which I (hould have had no Scruple, if 
I had had any Wi(h to have made fuch a Journey ; He told me in bad Arabic, that they 
travelled a long Time, that his Country was plentiful, and fertile, and fafe for Strangers. 
They bring a great Number of Negro Slaves of both Sexes to Cairo, who refemble the °Ne- 
groes brought from the Coad of Guinea; the Males are generally made Eunuchs, and then 
fold in all Parts of Turkey. The other Commodities they bring, are Elephants Teeth Gold- 
dud, Ebony, Bilam, Monkeys, Civet Cats, and feveral fmall Articles of lefs Confequence. 

When I fird came to Cairo, I faw a Chridian of Damafcus, who had been in their Country 
With them, but as I then underftood but few Words of the Arabic, I could not gain much In¬ 
telligence from him ; and I mention it only to prove, that it is not impoffible for a Chridian to 
travel with them; but from what I have been able to learn, thefe People have Connexions 
and travel farther than their own Country, into the very interior of Africa. 
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By the Acquaintance I have had with various Merchants from Tripoli, Tunis, and Algiers 
I have underdood that they travelled far Inland, from all thofe Places. I remember an AU 
gerine Merchant at Cairo, with whom I have dealt in various Ways, who had been far Inland j 
but I cannot charge my Memory with the Names of Places, except Tombuto: As he was a 
very honed Man, I fhould have made no difficulty ingoing any where in his Company. 

N. B. As the red of the Letter relates chiefly to the Mode of Travelling, and fome Di- 
redlions to the Traveller, it is omitted here, but has been lent by Captain Blankctt to Mr. 
Beaufoy, for the Uieof the Aflociation. 


Further Information received from Captain BLANKETT. 

• 'I *>.- • 

There is fufficicnr Reafon to authorize the Opinion, that the Interior of Africa is much 
more traverfed for Commercial Purpofcs than has generally been underflood: and as an En¬ 
deavour to trace thefc Communications may not be unacceptable, I will try to fketch fuch 
Outlines of them as I have been able to colleft from various Authorities. 

I fhall beg to be underdood, that I by noTVIeans aflfert that what I deferibe will pofitivcly 
be found exaft; the Mode in which my Information has been collected does not warrant fuch 
a Conclufion ; but I will take the Liberty to fay, that I have written nothing that I have not 
Reafon to fuppofe had fome Foundation in Truth; and having myfelf had Opportunities of 
converfing with People in fevcral Parts of Africa, I have been able to compare their Accounts 
with each other, and thofe Accounts with fuch as I have met with on other Occafions. 

The Mode of carrying on Commerce in Africa, is by Caravans, confiding of a Number of 
Merchants, who adociate together for their mutual Convenience and Safety. 

There arc fevcral Caravans which pafs from the Morocco States: Thofe that go from Mo¬ 
rocco, Fez, Suz and Tafilit, meet at Guargala, where they are joined by the Caravan from 
Tremizen, and pafling along the Southern Provinces, they meet the Merchants.and Pilgrims 
from Algiers and Condantina, and are joined by the Tunis Caravan at Gabbs; from thence 
proceeding on, they arc joined by the Merchants of Tripoli, and eroding the Syrtes Major, 
they pafs by Beugazy, and fleirt the Defcrt of Barca in their way to Cairo. 

The general Mode of travelling in thefc Caravans is with Camels, which arc regulated bjr 
Cufiom to certain Proportions : So, for Indancc, five Camels arc proportioned to a Ton Weight 
of Merchandize ; feven Men are appointed to the Care of every twelve Camels, and about 
Fourteen-pence Sterling per Day is the Average Calculation for the Maintenance of each 
Camel on the Journey. 

The Traveller provides himfdf with every Thing he fuppofes he fhall want; his Vefifds of 
Water, which arc made of Goats Skins, arc not the lead eflential; thefc arc proportioned to 
the Nature and Length of the Journey, and are filled as often as Opportunity ferves, in order 
to have the Water frefli; but as the Caravans arc regular, they are fupplied in the dry Parts 
of the Journey by People who find it a profitable Trade to lay in their Way with Camels 
laden with Water, which they exchange with the travelling Merchants for fuch Commodities 
as they want. They likewife fometimes fupply them with Kid or Lambs, and fuch other 
Refrefliments as they can procure ; but this mud naturally be underdood to relate to the 
Caravans only, which are regular and numerous, and who always pafs through the fame 
1 rack. The Provifion for the Camels confids of Barley and Beans, which is fometimes given 
in Quality, and fometimes ground and made up in Cakes. 

The Provifion for the Travellers is chiefly dried and falted Meats, Bifcuits, Rice, Oil, 
Vinegar, and Honey*, their Utenfils arc Knives, a Wooden-platter, and a Stew-pan; their 
Fuel is the Camels Dung of a former Caravan, which they find in the Road, and which having 
been dried by the Sun, makes a clear good Fire, and burns well. If they come to any of the 
Arab’s Camps, they generally get fome Supply of Fruit, fuch as Figs, or Melons, in the Seafon, 
with Milk and Vegetables, and frequently Mutton and Kid. 

Rate of Tra- They generally travel Ten Hours, at the Rate of Two Miles and an Half per Hour, begin- 
T ,n £- ning at Day-break, and refting at Night; but in the hot Seafons, or in their Journeys to the 
Southward, they are obliged to lay by in the Day, and travel by Night; in which Cafe they 
feldom exceed Fourteen or Sixteen Miles a Day. When they make their principal Stop, they 
unlade their Camels, placing their Bales, &c. at the Back of the Camels, who are all formed in 
a Circle, and tied together: This ferves them for a Barricade and Guard againft an Attack; as the 
Camels are faid to be very watchful, and alarmed at the lead Noife.

The People of Fezzan are Black, and Mahometans. 

There is likewife a Caravan from Tunis and Tripoli to Gadamis, which goes once a lear; 
they trade in the fame Articles as that of Fezzan. In this Journey they find Water all the Way; 
fo tha*- the Caravans from Tripoli are only Fifteen Days on their Journey. T he Inhabitantss of 
Gadam ; s are White Spanifh Moors, who have formed themfelves into an Independant Republic. 
—The Returns from Gadamis are fimilar to thofe from Fezzan; but as the Slaves by the 
Caravan from Gadamis, are reckoned inferior to thofe from Fezzan, it is probable they are 
procured from a different Country. I find the Inhabitants of the Defert barter Slaves for 
Dates, at the Rate of Three Quintals of Dates for a Common Slave; but this mult depend 
i the Supply of the Markets. 

The Calculation given me, ftates the Profits of the Trade from Tripoli to Fezzan, at 30 per 
Cent, and that of Tunis to Gadamis, at 26 per Cent.

There is a Kind of Refident at Tunis from Gadamis, who ferves both as an Hoftage and 
Conful:—He regulates the Difputes that arife between the trading People of both 

Countries. 


I (hall fubjoin an Extraft from the Voyage of Monfieur Marchais to the Coaft of Guinea* 
in 1725. 

« Speaking of the Country of Ardra, He mentions a People who came there to Trade, 
« called Malais, who he defcribes to come Ninety Days Journey, bringing with them Cotton 
<C Cloths and Muflins, which they exchanged for Slaves , Ivory, and Gold Duft.They are 
« tawney, but not black; they (have their Heads, but wear long Beards; they were in the 
«* Praftice of Reading and Writing; wore long Robes, under which they had Cotton Shirts-,— 
« they came on Horfes.” 

It may not be Unworthy Remark, that the Portuguefe had an early Knowledge of Tombuto 
and Ghenni, and on finding the Coaft trenched Eaftward from Cape Palmas, they fuppofed ic 
could not be far from Ghenni; to which they gave the Name of the Coaft. 

I have avoided to fpeak of the Caravans from Cairo, which pafs to the Interior of Africa; as 
we have now an Ageht at Cairo, who muft be able to fuimlh a more authentic, exaft, and 
detailed Account. 
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T iH E foregoing Evidence having thus been arranged under the 
Direttion of the Committee, according to the Plan ftated in the 
beginning of the Report, they cannot conclude without making an 
Apology to your Majesty for the Defers which they fear may be found 
in many Parts of it.-—Long as the Time has been which they have 
employed in this Inveftigation, and voluminous as the Mafs of Evidence 
now prefented to your Majesty may appear, yet the Subic# referred to 
them is fo various and extenfive, that they are fenfible much is hill 
wanting to elucidate many of the Points it embraces, and fully to 
complete that Plan and Syftem of Information which it was their Wilh, 

1 poffible, to obtain: And the Neceffity the Committee now find 
themfelyes under of no longer delaying their Report, has prevented their 
proceeding in the Examination of feveral Perfons who were willing to 
give Information on this Subjett ; and yet to fo late a Period did^the 
Committee continue their Inquiry, that the Evidence of fome was taken 
while the Report was preparing. Belides other Imperfettions, which it is 
not neceflary to point out, the Committee think proper to obferve to your 
Majesty, that the Information called for from your Majesty’s Minifters 
and Confuls in Foreign Countries, of the State of the African Trade 
carried on by the People of thofe Countries refpettively, has been re¬ 
ceived as yet only in Part; and that but One Return has hitherto been 
made by the Confuls refident on the Coaft of Barbary, in Egypt, and in 
the Levant m confequence of the Orders fent to them, for an Account 
of the Trade in Negro Slaves carried on upon the Northern and Eaftern 
Coafts of Africa, where it is fuppofed that great Numbers arc annually 
brought from the Centre of that vaft Continent, and fold there for the 
Supply of many Parts of Afia, and of the Turkifh Provinces in Europe 
The Delay in tranfmitting this Information can be imputed only to the 
Difficulty of procuring it: As it may be ex petted, however, to arrive 
loon, it is the Intention of the Committee to lay it before your Majesty 
immediately after the Receipt of it. 

The fame Preffure in point of Time, which has ffiortened the Inquiries 
of the Committee, may perhaps have occafioned Impcrfettions in the 
Manner of arranging the Evidence, and in the Formation of the Re¬ 
port; in which, for the hike of Expedition, feveral Perfons have neccf- 
farily been employed.—If it ffiould be found, therefore, that the Exe¬ 
cution of the Plan propofed by the Committee is not in all Refpctts 
fo perfett as was intended, they hope that your Majesty will not 
impute any Errors that may be difeovered in it, to Negligence or 
Inattention, ° 


After Part VI. 
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The Committee beg leave, however, to add, that they have every 
Reafon to believe, that the Report will be found to contain a faithful 
and corred Statement of the Information that has been given. 

Many Reafons occurred to the Committee, which made it, in their 
Opinion, improper for them to offer any Obfervations on the Degree 
of Credit to be given to the various Evidence taken on a Subjed 
of this Nature : They conceived, therefore, that it rather became 
them to fubmit the whole to the Judgment of your Majesty, and 
to leave every Part of it, to find the Weight, which it may be thought 
to deferve, upon mature Confideration of the Nature of the Evidence 
itfelf, and of the Credit and Authority of thofe, from whom it has been 
received.
